T 
joc?lons was tp provide that the whole of the 85 lakhs* of rupees, a portion of 
ivhich the corporation had borrowed, and a portion of which they pr(Jposedto 
borrow for drainage and such like improvements, should be paid ^off within a 
period ‘ oIF thirty years. The rest .of the ‘funded debt he did nqt intend to 
provide for: it consisted nyiinly of the 55 lakhs of rupees rtor ihe water-works, 
s^ich was money 'advanced by the Government of In^a on specific conditions ; 
flnk of which conditions was that a sinking fond should bo maintainfdrfor the 
repl^rment of the loan within thirty years, so that the repayment of the water- 
works loan was sufficiently provided for, and no provision was required in this 
Bill for the maintenance of a sinking fynd on account of that loan. 
Possibly, if the finances of the corporation were as well managed as they wore 
now, the Council might be quite coufideirt that the drainage loan.would bo 
paid off within a reasonable time, and a sinking fund properly maintained. 
But ev^ at the present time it was not quite cleartliat the drainage loan sinking 
fond had been properly mainfoinod, and possibly the tfine may conic to 
Calcutta, as it had come to other cities, when there would lie a less 
effective financial control. If such a time did come, it seemed certain that 
nothing short of/i statutory obligation would prevent the governing body ^om 
putting their hands to this fund. In the letter from the Chairman of the 
Justices it was explained that tlic Justices were 'maintaining* a sinking fund 
made up of two per cent, on the capital of the loan, with a Wow to provide 
for its liquidation Avithin thirty years. Perhaps, as the Justices had alfeady 
adopted this plan, it was unnecessary for him to defend its pxinciple ; bathe 
might be allowed to say that it seemed fair that the generation which adopted 
improvements of this kind — permanent improvements* which wefc not. in 
themselves remunerative — should an’ango to pay off the cost of their 
construction ; and it did not seem right that we wh» undertook these 
works should impose their cost on the coming generation. The Ju, ‘•dices 
perluqis might have considered that it Avas a little dangerous to allow self- 
governing bodies, which must in their character bo temporary, to under- 
lake improA’’omonls of this kind Avithout arranging to jiay their cost. But what- 
ever their reason, the fact was that the Justices had made provision for tlie 
repayment of these lonitf-:, and that their arrangements were cordially approved 
of by the Government of Bengal J and all that was now proposed to l»e done 
was to ask the pouncil to ratify that arrangement, so that there mighty be ^lo 
chance of the sinking fund being broken up, and thus •by the end of thd 
present century the Avhole funded debt of the toAvn might J)c paick off, and the 
coming generation might be left free to make improvements required by the 
uecessitics of their time. H(5 therefoi'C moved that the I’eport of the *S<?lc(^ 
r omraittce bo taken into consideration in order to the sotticmbnt of ^le clauses of 
tlie Bill, with a vicAV to consider the ame'namcnts of whibh he h®d«givoTi notice. 

The motion was agreed to. 

SectioiA 1 was agreed to. *. * * * 


Mu, Bernard moved the introduction of the following section after 
joetfon 1 : — ^ • 

“ So soou'as the aggregate sums from time to time borrowed by the Justicos^y way of ilebentur«f 
« othorwTsof exclusive of any sums due by them to the Secretary of State for India in ‘Council, shall 
imount to the said sum of 86 lakhs of rupees, the borrowing poweri of the Justices shall thereupon 
jease and determine, §ave so far an they are hereinafter expressly reserved.” 

Mr. ScHALcn said that with regard to this section it seemed to him that 
there must bo sdinc amonrlmcnt. As it at present stood, the Bill would authorize 
the Justices to borrow money to the extent of 8if lakhs of rupees, exicluSlA'©, of 
my sum duo by them to the .Secretary of State for India in Council. TCone 
words .were introduced with a* view to exclude from th6 amount they would be 
luthorized to borrow the sum already borrowed for the water-supply, amounting’ 
ko 50 lakhs of rupeps. If, however, any portion of the additional 30 lakhs of 
rupees, wifich the Bill AVOuld autlioriio thenq to borrow for- the extension of the 
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draiit^ge works, ^ere obtawed from thl^^^l^'i^eminent, that# sum would fall 
within the scope bf the excluding clauira, and* we would th^ he allowing the 
justices tomorrow fo the extent of another 80 lakhs of rupo^p, which they 
might proceed to borrow from debenture , holders : he thought it should bo 
specified that any suA in fntimoJl»orroiTO |d from tho Sberetary of State should 
bo included ^ the 8fi lakhs of ];upees to ^ych this Bill would limit the borrow^ 
ing powers \ '|!>e Justices. H!^oV ld4henSbre move that the words “ exclimre 
of any sum\; ^bwed from tho/^cretaty of State for India in Council- prior to 
the passing* Acts’? should be substituted for the exclusion chrase in the 

Bill.' • • 

jQia section so \^orded w^U, excTudo the money borrowed from GoTem- 
mont foFtho water-supply, but would include any sum which tho Justices mi^rifi 
hereaftoj; borrow for the extension of the drainago works either from the Qov^- 
ment or by way of debenture. ^ ^ 

•Mb. Dampier suggested that the object the hon’blo member had in view 
woult be “better met by the insertion of the word “ now” before the word 
“due."* 

Mr. ScHALCn having acquiesced, Mr. Dampier’s amendment was agreed to. 

The section as an\ended was then agreed to. 

Mb. Ber'nari) moved t?ie introduction of tlio following section after the 
above : — ^ 

“ The Justices shall bo bound to set aside yearly out of their annual incomS; before making 
disbursement iq rcsf)ect thereof, the sum of one qpfid three-quarter lakhs of rupees, md shall appro* 
priatc the same, so far as it is req^uired or will -d, to repay the amount (if any) of such loans or 
deb^iturcB issued by them aa shidl fall due in the course of the year. And they shall invest the 
surfaus (if any) ol' tho said one and three-quarter lakhs of rupees after repayment as aforesaid, or in 
case there has not been any amount duo or paid in rospect/of such loans or debentures during tho 
year, then they shall invest tho whole of the sar one and three-quarter lakhs of rupees in Govern- 
ment securifies or in any secaurities guaranteed by Governmemt in the names of the Chairman of the 
Justices and the Accountant General of the Government of Bengal, to be by them held as Trustees 
for tho purpose of repaying at due date from time to time tbf .yeral loans contracted or debentures 
issued by the Justices.. All interest accruing duo on the saia t»ecurities shall also from time to time 
be invested by the Trustees in like manner and held upon tho like trust.” 

Baboo Dioumber Mitter said that before this section vas passed, he res- 
pectfully bogged to draw tho attention of the Council to a resolution passed by 
tho Justices at a special general meeting, when the question of tho dosirahiiity 
of cxten(ling Mr. Clark’s drainage scheme was finally determined upon. 

Mo. believed 4hat it was the intentiofi of the Justices to apply tcPthe 
. Government for this loan, which WQuld bo guaranteed on the saiuo terms 
* as the loan of 50t lakhs of rupees fdr the water-works, under which terms the 
sum set apart would bo five percent, byway of interest and one per cent, towards 
tho creation of a sinking fund for the repayment of the debt ; whereas tho section 
binder comment made it obligatory on the Justices to lay aside a sum which would 
be.ecjuivaleijt to* two per cent, on tho total borrowing powers of the Justices as 
adjusted this Bill. .. 

[Mr. Schaech explained that tho sum to be paid by the J ustices on tho water- 
works loan was four per* cent, by way of interest and two per cent, towards the 

creatiorvof a sinking fund,]] \ 

• • 

Baboo Digumbeu Mitter continued : Under tlioso circumstancos the 
remarks whiCh he bad made would not apply. But he tliougjit tho section 
required amendment i,n* another respect: it provided that a sum dof 1-| la^s 
should be set aside oniii\ially for the repayment of the de]bt of the municipality. 
That sum amounted to oxactlj^'^two per cent, upon the whole amount which 
the Justices were aulhoi'izod-to borrow. He thought that it would bo better 
to “state tjio percentage to be 'set; aside, because it might so happen that the 
^(iditional 30 lakhs.of ruppos wbicb the Justices were empowered to borrow 
under this Bill mighbiipt bo required at once, or it might be advanced by thb 
..Secretary of State ; if ^ .,'mld bo more precise if the sum to bo set aside wore 
denoted by d percont^o upon the caf^ital-borrowod. Ho '^ould therefore move 
the omission of tho words “tho sum of If laidis of rupees” in lincs_5 ^nd 6, and 
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ihe substitutioa fpr thorn of the words “ a sum of not less than 2 per coni; on 
:ho total sum borrowed by the Justices, exclusiYe of tho sum /now due by mom 
» the Sccrctar^ oV State for India in Council.” f 

Mr. WymaK saidas the hon’ble memberihad called attention to the reso- 
Jutioftof the Justices, ho might state that he believed that‘it was not likely that 
nio whole amount of 30 lakhs of rupees required for the drainage extension 
works would bo borrowed at once. Suppose that only !■ of that, amount was 
first borrowed, then the immediate effect df providing tliat a fixed suAi should be 
set aside towards tho sinking fund would bo almost tantamount to* providing 
a sinking fimd of eight p(!r cent, on the amount borrowed. thought the 
jjrinciplo of tho section would bo maintained by providing that < fixed ^sna of 

per cent, on the amount borrowed firomtimo to time should bo annuHly laid 
aside, as it would not be just to tho tax-payors to require a fixed yearly deposit 
by way of a sinking fund irrespective of tho amount borrowed. 

His Honor the President said that m that ^ase it must bo made quite 
clear tliat tho two per cent, to be laid aside must be calculated on the amount 
borrowed and not on tho sum that may at the time bo due ; for if tho two per 
cent, was to diminish as tho amount of the debt diminished, we should neve^ get 
to an end at all : if wo borrowed 85 lakhs of rupees, wo must pay two per cent, 
on tho sum bonwed, and maintain it at that sum until tho whole debt 
was liquidated. 

Me. SciiALcn said it was just possiMo that before going into the market the 
Justices migjjt obtain from tho Government of India the sum which they 
required for tho drainage works on tho same terms as that upon which they had 
obtained tho loan for the water-works, viz. a payment of four per cent, by way of 
interest and two per cent, towards the sinking fund. If such an arrangement 
should be made, provision would liave already been thereby made for tho 
liquidation of tho debt, and it wpiild not bo necessary to ipako provision by the 
section under discussion for a double sinking fond. ^ 

His Honor the President said that he did not think that under tho circum- 
stances stated it would bo providing for a double sinking fond. In tho form in 
which tlie section now stood, siqiposing there were an agreement with the Govern- 
ment, tho payment to tho Govemmeut would come under tho head of a loan 
fallijig duo within the year : tho only question would bo, in a case where the 
amount due was greater than tho sinking fond, if 5 or G lakhs wore duo and r 
only 2 lakhs were available, they might be obliged to pay off tho sum due ; but 
he did not see how there would be afty double sinking fund. • , • 

Mr. Schalch said, supposing tho Justices had to pay year by year a certain’^ 
sum; suppose they borrowed 10 lakhs of rupees from thb Government on 
account of tho drainage extension works, having already borrowed 5t) lakhs on 
debentures ; when they borrowed 10 lakhs they would have 50 4-10=60 lakhs, , 
two per cent, upon 'which would bo a little over 1 lakh. Out that sum a por- 
tion would be the sinking fund upon tho 10 lakhs borrowed from the GKj'^crument ; 
in ton years the two per cent, fond would accumulate to sodicthing over 1 0 laklis, 
and tliat sum would go into the common fund. The result would bo that they 
would have a balance of 4 or 5 lakhs out of tho sinking fond oil tho Govem- 
mentAoan. Now, as tho common fund would bo appropriated to pay off the first 
set of debentures which wore held by the public, it would folW that* pay- 
ment made on account of a sinking fond in liquidation of the Government debt, 
would be absorbed in paying tho debt due to the public j a result which might 
probably lead to Government refusing loans to tho municipality to their* 
palpable detriment. ^ 

With regard fip the loan from the Government for the water-supply, he 
believed that, as stated by him, two per cent of the interest paid to the Government 
was credited by tho latter to a sinking fund, and not fp an annual repayment i>f], 
Ihe loan : for he had heard that there had been a dispute be^oon the Justices* 
and the Bank of Bengal as to what charges they were to pay on the rhonoy 
which was 'deposited towards the si nk ing fond. The Bonk desired to charge 
their usual ^to, alleging that the money belonged to tho Justices and not to 
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^vemmen#; and he understood that the question was decided in favor of the 
^(^usti^. If he was correct in that view, that the two per cent, did not go 
, annually as a repayment, but that it went to the formation of p, linking fund, 
then* the Bill would provide for a double sinking fund. As ho yas not quite 
sure as to how the matter stood, he> would suggest the postponement of tlie 
clause. ' * * . 

His* Honor the President said tha^his impression was that the whole of the 
6 per cent. Av^as paid to Government,, of which two per cent, was credited as 
' a repaymeirt. He thought that as, under the rules, the Bill could not be 'passed 
at once, and as the hon’me member was not prepared to. submit an amen^ent, 
it woqjd he the\[iost convenient course to allow the section to pass, with the 
understating that if it appeared ,to him necessary that the* section should bo, 
amended, ho would hayo the opportunity of proposing an amendment before 
the Bill was finally passed. 

Mr. ScHAi^n said that even ^f fhat were done, there was no provision in 
the Bill whereby the provision of this section, regarding a sinking fund, could bo 
enforced. Ho believed the only mode would bo by the issue of a manda- 
mus from the High Court. But that was a very expensive course, and one 
not desirable. The other day the Justices, ho believed, did pass a reso- 
lution for the formation of a sinking fimd. Ho was at home at the time ; but 
his impression was that a whole year was allowed to pass before the resolution 
was .carried into effect. » 

Baboo DianyBEB Mitter said that the resolution to whiuh the hon’bl^ 
member referred was passed in 1866, and there was already a pa^nent of 
lakhg towards tlie sinking fund ; there might have been some delay, but he 
believed it was unavoidable. 

Mr. Bernard said, it appeared to him that there was no doubt the Bill, as it 
now stood, was o])en.to tlio exception taken by the hon’blo member on his 
right, that.it did nqt jirovide any means for compelling the Justices to make pay- 
ments towards the sinking fund. It seemed to him that some special means of 
enforcing the obligation could be easily provided ; but he was not sure the Council 
would consider it necessary to do so. If the Justices did not carry out the provi- 
sions of this Bill, the matter could again be brought before the Council. Last 
yeai’ the corporation of Bombay declined (fr failed to provide the cost of the.ir 
Town Police, and the Government came to the Council and moved it to pass a 
Bill to authorise the Government to raise taxes to i)ay off the balance. Some- 
thing bf. the kind- could be done here if necessary, but ho did not think any 
.such ‘occasion would arise, for the Council might trust to the Justices fulfilling 
a statutory obligation. •• 

• • 

The Advocate-General said that he thought the words of the section in)- 
poftdd a sufficient obligation on the Justices to set aside a certain' sum for n 
sinking fund ; that Was an obligation that could be enforced by due course of 
law*. At pfesent the Qouncil was very much in the dark as to the conditions 
of the loan from Goveniment and the terms under which the sinking fund 
for the liquidation of ,that loan was formed. It did not even seem to 
be ascertained whethbr the Secretary of State was prej»ared to advance new 
funds, /ind if.he did so, and made the same terms as before, no legal provision 
would be necessary. But with regard to those loans which wore obttylned 
from the public at largo, it u as very nccessar;^ to have some statutory 
obligation to compel the Justices to set aside a part of their inbojne to meet 
their debts. At present wo did not know whether the general public .wore going 
to lend the money or the Secretary of State. If the Secretary of State 
waij to advance the fiionoy, as ho had already made arrangement with the 
Juices in regard to prior loans, for the establislnuont of a sinking fund, and 
Wp'did not hear tbdro hau been any complaint on the part of the Secretary 
of State that tiiose terms had not boon carried out, it did not appear to hinn 
j^teicessary to have rocouise to legislation on the subject. If, however, the lenders 
were to bo the general public, no doubt ^he tiipe had come for some law requiring 
^e Justices to sot aside a sufficient sum fof the liquidation ot their dpbts. ^ But 
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as rcgfards the question whether the ‘words of the section whro sufficient 
to oblige the 'Justices to sot apart a sufficient sum, ho thought mat the 
provision iit the Bill was sufficient as it stood. He did not think it would bt? 
necessary t(f do anything more than was provided in the Bill. ‘ • • 

• Baboo Dioumbeb Mittek’s motion was then agreed, to, .and corresponding 
amendments were made in lines 10 and I.*) of the section. , 

Me. Bebnaki) moved the introduction of the following section after 
the abovd : — * ' < 

“ It shall be the duty of the trustefcs from time to time, whenever anji loivns or debentures sh.all 
fall due by the .Justice8,^to realize the whole or a sufficient portion of the secujjjtics held bv them as 
aforesaid, and appropriate the sale proceeds thereof, so far as the same will ij^end, to satisfy such 
loans or debentures. *ln case any balance in respect of sueb loans or debentures so £lTing due as 
aforesaid shall remain uusatisfiod after appropriation thereto of the sale proceeds of the whole of sueh 
aeeurities, then the Justices may, for the purpose of paying such unsatisBed balance, issue new deben- 
tures in manner as is provided by Act VI of 18G3, passed by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in 
Council, section 93, clause 3, or otherwise contract urw loAns for any sum not exceeding such amount 
as may bo necessary for the purpose aforesaid.” ^ * 

The section was agreed to. 

Me. Beknakd moved the insertion of the following section after the abo’, e : — 

“ The trustees shall, at the end of every year, submit a statement to the Justices, showing the 
amount which has been invested daring the year under the third section of this Act, and setting 
forth the date of the last investment made previous thereto, and also the aggregate amount of the 
securities then in their hands, and the lu^grogate amount which has up to the date thereof been paid 
off in respect of the said debentures and Joans. f Such statement shall be laid before the .Justices and 
,]mblisbed in the Odlculta Gazette, No suit shall be brought against the said trustees, or either of 
them, in re&pcet of any thing done or purporting or professing or omitted to Le done in pursuance of 
this Act.” 

The Advocate-Geneual moved the omission of the words “ no suit shall 
be brought against the said trustees, or (utlier of them, in resp(x:t of anything 
done or purporting or professing or omitted to be done in pursuance of this 
Act.” He said that either a legal obligation was intended to be; imposcid by tlic 
Act or it was not. If it was intended to be imposed, then there waflT no reason 
why the whole incidents of that obligation should not follow according to due 
course of law ; if a legal obligation was not intended to be imposed, then 
there was no necessity for these provisions in the Act, Then as regards 
the words in question, it was difficult to understand what was intended, 
llccause no suit could ordinarily be brought against the trustees. Tlic 
suit would bo against the Justices by a debenture-holder when tfie 
debentures had lallcm duo, and 4110 obligation might be, enforced attach- 
ment or otherwise against the trustees, d’horc did not seem to he any.rcason 
why that should not follow on the right to sue the Justuics on the debentures, 
d^ho words, as they stood, were far too gon(;ral in any case. Ho, would rather 
leave a debenture-holder to sue in the ordinary way; there ‘was no doubt that if 
tho trustees committed a broach of tnist they wotdd be liable for their acts.* 4t ‘ 
appeared to him that the only possible way in which a diffictdty migjit arisp, would 
be supposing a debenture-holder sued in advance of tliQ. others; tllCn according 
tt) the rule of law the first judgment-crcHlitor might swallow up everytliing, for 
bis judgment must bo satisfied in the first instance, and the ^tliers would only 
ge^ what might be left ratcably, ' It therefore might be deSirablo, in some possible 
state of things, to provide for an equitable distribution of the whqjc fiClnq; when 
such ii time came, whicli was hardly possible, it would be for the logislaturo to 
provide a remedy, but .at the present time he thought such a contingency was 
loo remote to be taken into consideration. • 

His Honor the PREsn>ENT said that looking to the rules by which the 
proceedings of the Council wore governed, if after the qpttlcmcnt of the clauses 
of a Bill they differed materially upon any important point from the fomi in 
which it was read in Council and ])ublishcd, it might be again published as 
.amended and reconsidered after such time as tho Council taight order. If tiie» 
clauses were settled by the Council as amended by the select committee, the Bill 
nlight at gnee be passed. , . 

He understock that this rule applied to tho case in hand, the clauses of the ^ 
Bill befote 'the Council liaving been very ipaterially altered. The latter part

nm bo passed at tho same meeting but i^all be brought forward again at a

■particularly applied, and the ^scussion would be* adjourned to tho next week 
and tho Bui would in the meantune be republished, und he hoped the , hon’blo 
member would l>e prepared to submit in a definite form any amendments wh/ch 
he might consider necessary.

Rajab.^ Jot££ndko Mohun Tagorr said thai as ' some hon’ble members 
not iA possession of the Bill which the hon’ble ’member opposite (Mr. 
Bora&rd) intended to road in Council, he wotild bog to move that the consider- 
ation of tho Bill be postponed. 

Mb. Bernard said that a motion stood in his name to move that the Bill to 
amend and consolidate the law renting to municipalities be read in Council. But 
tho Bill was a long one, and unfortiunately it had not boon possible to comidete tho 
revised copy ih time to place it in tho hands of hon’blo members. Thoirofore 
itoseemed undesirable to move that tho Bill should be laid upon tho table or to 
make any detailed remarks upon it. He therefore did not intend to make the 
motion wliich stood in his name. He hoped that tho Bill would be circulated 
by Monday next, and published, with the Hon’ble President’s permission, in the 
Gazette on Wednesday next, and at the next meeting of the Council ho hoped 
to make the motion which stood in his name in the list of business for to-day. 

BA.TAn JoTEENDRO MoHUN Tagoue said that if the Bill was in the hands of 
iiio members on Monday next, and it was proposed to consider the Bill at the 
next sitting of tho Coimcil, the time allowed would bo so short that it would 
hardly, be possible to give that attention Ip the subji^^^t which its importance 
deserved. Ho therefore thougltt that a fortnight’s time should be allowed before 
it was^movod to read the Bill in Coimcil. 


Hia Honor the PBEsroENT said that ho thought he might take upon him- 
self to assure the hon’ble member that the discussion upon the Bill would not 
be hurried or precipitated in any manner whatever. Supposing the Bill should 
not be in tho hands of hon’ble members in sufficient time, it was not his Inten- 
tion to j)rccipitate the discussion of the measure. The object of the hon’ble 
member in (diiirgt! of the Bill was to enter jnto the whole question, and to q^plain 
his^vipws and tho views of the Government in regard to tlxis Bill. He hoped hon’blo 
members would agree with him in thinking that it was very desirable that tho 
Billi^hould not Ijc placed before tho Council in a nude state, but that they 
should be put in possession of such explanations in regard to tho intentions 
/»f the Government and the character and purposes of tlie Bill as the- hon’blo 
member desired tp submit. It appeared to be the most convenient course that, 
.iis tlie Bill would be immediately circulated, the hon’blo member should explain 
liis views, and then tliat tho debate shoxild be adjourned to a convenient day, 
in order that hon’blo members, having duly considered not only the Bill but 
also tho explaiiatums that would bo offered, might be in a position to explain 
their yiows on the subject. ^ 


Mb. IlivEBS Thompson said that after tho explanation that boeil given, 
if the hon’ble member in charge of tho Bill would be ready at the next meeting 
of the Council to make his statement, and if tho debate were then adjoumea, 
ample time would be given for tho consideration of tho Bill. ' By tho rules 
of the Council, when a , motion was made for a Bill to be read m Council, 
advantage was taken for a fiill discussion of the principles upon which the Bill 
was bq.sod. As there was no doubt that tho Bill now before the Council was of a 
nature that would demand tho fullest and froo-st discussion, and that the whple 
question of loc^ self-government and municipal institutions would have to be 
taken into consideration, it was very desirable that a week should elapse between 
the hon’ble monaber’s motion and the discussion of the principles oi the Bill. But 
it appeared to him that if the rules were Arictly enforced, the Bill must be referred 
to a select committee ^t the* same time that tho Bill was read in Council. If 
however, the rales admitted of the course proposed to be followed, then there

Henry F. Ulanford, 

Meteorological Reporter to the Qovefnnaent of Beugalm 
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fiirthor, was that a, letter had been addressed to the Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal by Mr. Stuart Hogg, the Chairman of the tf^iccs, begging 
for a, postponement of this Bill for three .weeks or thereabouts, in order to give 
the Justices an opportunity of considciring the amendments which had been 
made in the Bill. His Honor had been somewhat surprised that the Chairman 
of the Municipality, who had urged so mu(;h speed in respect to this Bill, should 
have asked for so much delay ; but at the same time he quite admitted that the 
principle involved in the amendments which had been made^at his suggestion — 
the principle of cstablisliing by law a sinking fund to compel the municipality 
to repay within a certain nuinlxir of years the money which they borJEwwed — 
was a principle of very great importance, and His Honor for his own part was 
not anxious that the consideration of that question should be hurried or pre- 
cipitated. He would only say that if *these works ought really *to bo executed, 
it was very desirable that they should bo executed quickly, ana he hoped that 
the Justices would consider the matter, and make up their minds as soon as 
possible. In respect to this matter, he for one had a very strong opinion that it 
was absolutely necessary, in justice to those who came after us, that jirovi- 
sion should be made to establish a sinking fund for the liquidation of sums 


borrowed fyr purposes which, tlfough they would last to future time, would 
no dovbt undergo a considerable amount of depreciation, and whitsh jiossi- 
bly posterity would not value so much as wo did. He thought that Ayhat 
had been told us by one or two hon’ble members of the Council was 
sufficient to show us the necessity of making sucJi a provision. Although 
ho would admit that the muni(i|)ality had hitherto been in the main pru- 
dent in their arrangements without Ixing com])elled to establish such ft fund, 
still they had seen that wlnm difficulties arose, the operation of that ffind 
had been suspended for a whole J'oar when nothing was paid towards it. We 
also knew that the municipality of Bombay had been in difficulties f>f the same 
kind, in consequence of .the law not ])roviding the machinery for enforcing 
payments towards a sinking fund ; and those provisions not being enforced, were 
set aside and not carried into effect. Ho therefore expressed the confident hope 
that wliile the Council would give the utmost consideration to the wishes of the 
Justices in regard to the shape and manner in which this proposal regarding a 
sinking fund should be cfirricd out, still the principle c^mld not be,*and would 
not be, abandoned. He trusted that no Bill would be passed in this Council that 
would not contain a provision of this kind. As His, Honor ha(J stated* the ' 
substance of the communication received from the Cliairman of* the Ju'stices, he ' 
thought it would be unnecessary to ask the Secretary to road out the letter. 


MOFUSSIL MUNICIPALITIES." . .

Mb. Bkrnakd moved that the Bill to amend the law relating to Munici- 

t )alitios in Bengal bo w'ad in Council. He said that«whcn the Council granted 
eavo to bring in the Bill, ho had explained that tho object of its provisions was 
rather to consolidate tho existing law, than to make- a new one*. He would now 
trouble the Council with a short reference to some of tho principal parts of the 
Bill. Ffrst, he would try to me(;t a possible objection that the ‘Bill was too 
long and too intricate t(j be applicable to all tho large and small municipalities 
in Bengal. It was indeed quite true that the Bill was a long ono ; but after all 
it was much shorter than the laws it was intended to replace. It was one Bill 
of 234 sections in place of eight laws containing 381 sections. The Bill was 
divided into parts and chapters, and each part contained a distinct subject. 
The Secretary to the Council had taken much pains to arrange the BiU as' 
clearly as possible. The si.xty sections in part IX of the Bill were permissive, 
and would not all be apjdied to smaller towns ; and, frurther, in the smaller 
townships, parts XI, XII, and XIII, with ono chapter of part III, would only 
apply ; iq that the proposed Bill would, ho hoped, be loss unwieldy and more 
easily inthlligiWt! tlian tho old law; Tho Bill provided for three classes of munici- 
palities. All cities and largo towns would probably foil under classes 1 imd 2, 
while the little rural townshij>s would come under the third class. Any sections 
of the Bill* except, part XII, could bo extended to the first and second class 
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municipalities. The main distinction between the first and 8(*ond class muni- 
cipalities consisted in this, that in class I the annual tax bn persons, according 
to their circumstances and property, might roach Rs. 4t a building, while in 
municipalities of the second class it njight not exceed Rs. 2 a building.^ Ko 
town or place where' more than half the people made their living by a^cul- 
ture could be made a first or second class municipality, but such places might 
be created third class municipalities, whensin was allowed only one fqrm of tax, 
which might not expeod an average of one nipee a year for each building. 

The governing body in the first and second class nmni^ipalilics were called 
“ nmnieipal commissioners” as heretofore ; they might be appointed by the 
Lieutemnt-Grovernor, or they might be elected under such rules as might be laid 
down. The number of municipal commissioners was, as at present proposed, not 
to exceed’ sevcg:i, besides the appointed or elected commission(^^s, who might 
not exceed one-third of the whole nunibcr. Thus a municipal body might 
consist of ten nnmibcrs, out of whom seven might bo elected and three 
might be ex-officio; or it might consist of seven members, out of whom 
two might be ex-officio. Ordinarily, municipal commissioners would hold 
office* for tliree years, but would bo eligible for re-election. Thus there 
would be ample safeguards against the governing body of any municipality 
being unduly weighted with official niembcrs, and against its members 
holdfng office too 4ong, and thus sinking too much into a groove: The 
Iloh’bie President on a previous occasion had drawn attention to the fact that 
the new Bill provided for the election of municipal commissioners. It had 
sometimes been said that members of municipal committees were mere dummies, 
that tb^sy werp nominees of the collector and of the sub-divisional officer, whose 
views they were bound to liarry out. It was indeed true that the members of 
municipal committees were generally nominated by the local officers, but he 
(Mr. Bernard) was sure that each officer made the best possible nominations 
accordin*’’ to his liglits, and that no nominee was expected to subordinate 
his own*inaividual opinion to the collector’s ; still it would be an undoubted 
advantage if townspeople would elect their own representatives. The 
plan of holding municipal elections had indeed been tried in several parts 
of India, but so far as he had heard, no great success had yet bpen 
obtained, .that was to say, no very largo proportion of the citizens cared to 
vote, and there was Utile competition among the candidates.^ The men elected 
T^fonged to the higher and the monied classes, from which the nominated 
commissioners used to°be taken. So far as ho knew, tlio working classes had 
not yet returned a representative man to any Indian municipality. But cases 
•had oCchrred where, after repeated annual elections, nearly 1,.500 electors had 
gone to the poll out of a total population of 20,000 rate-jiaying adult males. 
Wb must not expect that keen contest, which perhaps after all was not very 
‘desirable, would occur in the Bengal towns for the election of municipal com- 
missioners*; but at any rate, some plan for electing representatives was the only 
substitute of frequent nOliiinations, which might more or less affect the inde- 
pendence, or, at any rate, the rejmted independence, of municiiial commis- 
sioners. It was proposed that the (4iairman of a municipality should still be an 
Ag Indian soemty was now constituted, the head of a municipality 
must, Mr. Bernard thought, still be an official. The vice-chairman was to be 
elected by the commissioners fi’oni among their own body. 

By chapter 2 of part TI, the town roads and streets were vested in the 
iM iitii<^ pn.1 commissioners, and jiower was taken to vest all hospitals, rest-houses, 
schools, tanks, and wells, not being private property, in the epmmissioners. If 
a body of commissioners were loyal to their town, and were also fairly intelli- 
gent, it seemed to Mr. Bernard that they would, in, ordinary times, be the fittest 
people to manage and direct public institutions intended for the benefit of the 
towiuepeople. It ■^as not proposed to transfer to the commissioners colleges 
which drew their pupils from a much larger area than a mere tovraship. Of 
cofine private schools, scluTols belonfpng . to missions or tp otluf religioiu 
bodiefe, would not be affected by this j^ovision. If the Council saw fit to permit 
the devotion of mimicipal money to educational purposes, then it seemed to be 
a filir <^rollary of such an nrrangument that the municipal commissioners should 
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have a voice in the management of their town-schools. Caro was taken that no 
private rights s&ouM be over-ridden by action under this section, for it was 
provided that no 6uch institutions should vest in the commissioners until the 
intention so to vest them should have been notified in the vernacular for the 
, space of one mouth. • 

The next chapter provided for the jiowers of the commissioners. * As in 
former Acts, a distinction was drywn between the powers exercised by the 
commissioners at a iiieeting and the ])oAvers exi'indsed by the coijunissioners. 
I’he latter powers could be exercisc'd in (uises of emcM'gency bv the cliairman 
and vice-chairman.* It had occasionally been said that ‘this delegation of the 
lowers of (!ommissioners to its otHcers in reality threw all the ifiunicipal 
lower into the hands of the chairman in places where the commissioners were 
azy or conijilaisant, or where the chairnian might be overhearing. But 
it seemed quite impossible to avoid# giving tjie chairnian jioWer to act on an 
emergency. It had, however, been provided that the (diairmau or vicc-<rhair- 
man, whenever they acted under these spc'cial jioAviirs, must report the 
cii’cumstance at the next meeting of the (iommissionei's. In this way the com- 
missioners Avould have full power to (diallenge any measure of whicli» they 
might disapprove, lire duty of appointing officers and servants to AV(.)rk under 
the commissioners w'as left in llieliands of the chairman ; and in the smaller 
towns, at any rate, this seeim'd the better ])lan. The ]Jowcr of allotting 
salaries would bo wholly wdth the commissioners, so that the pow'er olwthe 
purse in this matter would bo with them. I’rovision was made for the appoint- 
ment of Avard-committees, who in large toAA'us would take up suidi of the 
municipal business as the commissioners might allot to tluan. It seemed best 
that these ward-committee;? should bo entirely suborclinato to tlie commii^ioners, 
and therefore no business except the assessment of the house-tax was exjirossly 
made OA'cr to th(?sc ward-Aioramittees by the Bill. 

Part III of the Bill providtid for the dilferent forms (if municijial taxation. 
Seven kinds of taxes were permissible ; but it cord d not be too omen repeated 
that it was by no means iKMiessary, nor Avas it desirable, that all the forms of 
taxation should be applied in the same municipality, l‘erha]is in a rich inuni- 
cijiality like the suburbs of Calcutta, A\diere there were rich jieople ol‘ many 
classes, two or more forms of taxation might be adopted ; for the carriage-tax 
would touch one class, the tra'd(!s and callings licens(k-tax would fiill on an 
entirely different class, the house-tax w’ould be paid by classes who Avould pot 
pay either of the other taxes. But in the smaller municqialities the jeommis- 
sioners would not ordinarily adopt more than two ^orms of taxation, and 
wherever any general plan of town-duties was ado]ited, the house-ta^ .would 
probably not be leviecl. Five of the projioscd forms of taxation had already" 
been sanctioucsd for places in Bengal by this Council. Tho two new. foijjns 
of taxation Averu the tax on processions and tho town duties or bilzar duos. If* 
might probably bo objetited that tho procession-lax Avould be sometliiftg like 
tho feast-tax, Avdiich A\'as jirojiosed and thrown aside gi Bombay last year, but 
Mr. Bernard did not think that the tAVo proposals covered the same gi-ound. 
Already in some towns tho bye-laws re(|uirod that no jirocbssion should go 
through the stri'cts of a toA\m Avithout a license, ^riiori? could bo no doubt but 
that such I processions Avere a nuisance to some extent to tho feiwnispeople. 
If su(;h processions AX'ero to bo licensed at all, there seemed to be no reason 
why th(' license should not be jiaid for. The imjiost AA'ould fall entirely on the 
rich, and it must ahvays be nunembered that tho (iomniissioners need not adopf 
this form of taxation uidess tiny chose to do so. Town-duties were indoc’fd new 
in Bengal ; but great deal had lately been said regarding the unsuitability of 
dire(jt taxation to India, and a system of octroi-duties was tho only plan of ■ 
raising municijial revenues, by indirect taxation. Town-duties /ibtainoil in 
many cities of northern India and in some European cities. Against octroi- 
duties it was to be said that they raiscul the price of the fqod of tho poor,*ando 
that they Bid to some extent inqiede. trade. 

Tho ^Jier chaj iters of jiaif I IX providiid the procedure for assessing tho 
several tax(*. The tax on jiersons was to ho ass('ssod by ward-committees 
or by the (jominissioners themselves. Full publicsation would bo given of 
evefy man’s* assessment, and every man would have a month to urge any 
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olneotion he might have against such assessment. A ^sh • assessment 
m4rht be made once in every three years, but the o):^ assessment mi^ht 
tilva^s bo renewed for a further term. The tax on houses was of the kmd 
provided by Act III of 1864 passed by this Council. The assessment in each 
case wfs to be made by the commissioners, and would be published and revised' 
by them. The tax on carriages and wheeled vehicles had been borrowed from 
Act III of 1864. It might be assessed by the commissioners ; it woul4 touch the 
rich, and probably would not be adopted in small towns. The maximum tax on 
carte was two rupees a year per cart, and the tax would not be leviable on the 
carti^of jjutsiders who might only resort occasionally into municipal limits. The 
tax on hradcs and callings was the same that had been adopted by this Council in 
Act VI of 1863. It would probably bo adopted in large towns ^or cities only. 
The Bill provided a limit of taxation for each of the different classes of trades. 
'Jbe assessment* was to be mado*in first ckiss municipalities by a sub-committee 
of the commissioners. Regarding the ttfx on processions Mr. Bernard had already 
remarked, and he had only to add, that the mode of collection was simple enough. 
It seemed difficult to.lay down by law the precise rules, conditions, and restric- 
tionsf under which town-duties should be (!t)lloctod : so the Bill took power for 
the commissioners to frame bye-laws on this matter, subject to the Lieutenant- 
G-ovemor’s approval ; whilst it enacted that tlie bye-laws must provide for reliev- 
ing through traffic frpra all burdens, and that the tariff of duties sfiould in no 
case exceed two per cent ad valorem. Tolls on roads and at ferries wore 
already a general source of local revenue in Bengal. Mr. Bernard, for his 
part, aid not think that road tolls were a good source of local revenue for an 
Indian district or .an Indian town. The through traffic often went out of its way 
to avoid sixch lolls, while a.toll bar was really a very,groat burden to the people 
who might happen to live close to the road on either side. In most counties 
of England road-tolls wore now discontinued, to the satisfaction of the farmers 
and of the town population. But road-tolls already existed in several Bengal 
municipalities. If the people preferred that fonn of taxation, they might be 
allowed to adopt it so long as such tolls did not restrain general traffic. Tolls 
at ferries within municipal limits were a very legitimate source of revenue to 
the municipality, on whom would rest the obligation of providing an efficient 
ferry-service. The rules provided by existing laws for preventing oppression 
or exactiod at toll-bars were imjorporated into tlie present Bill. The clauses of 
the.'Bill which provided for the recovery of municipal taxes were in no way 
new. Ibey provided for the distress and sale of the defaulter’s property in the 
Itwt resort only.* 

TJiq first object on which municipal funds wore to be spent was police. It 
would be the duty of th<j municipal commissioners to provide for keeping the 
pe^ and protecting property in their towns. Part VII of the Bill gave the 
eommissionerff the power of deciding what strength of police should be kept 
up, and ito committed the management, appointment, and control of the town 
police to the municipal cijmmissioners. 

The next set of objects for the municipal funds were roads and streets, 
town-lighting, wtfter-supply, conservancy, hospitals, vaccination, registration of 
births and deaths, and generally all those miscellaneous purposes to 
which towtf funds wore ‘devoted in India and clscwdiere. , 

The bill proposed to allow the devotion of municipal money to the further- 
..ance of education in a town. The system of sjiending local rates on’ spread- 
ing elementry and middle-class education had been adopted in England, 
in many parts of Europe, and in the great American Republic. On no reason- 
able^ theory of municipal govenimcnt could it bo contended '^at no portion of 
» municipal funds ought to bo spout in promoting the education of the poor. It 
would perhaps be said*that a provision such as we p).’opo8ed woidd check private 
li];>eTaUty, and that the pcftplo would not subscribe so freely towards schools as 
Ahey*usdd to .da But Mr. Bernard was not sj^ro that much weight need attach 
to mat objectiop. In some of the districts close to Calcutta really considerable 
sums were, he was glad to say, subscribed locally for education^purposes. 
Wbece such subscriptions were laiigo, the municipal commissioners ^ujd have 
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less need to givoifsupport to town and rural sehools ; where subscriptions fell off, 
the commissioners wndd step in and save a good S(;hool which would otherwise 
have gone to ruin. From some parts of Bengal tho educational officers reported 
that the committees of aided schools often changed, though active and eager 
at the outset. They S})lit up into parties; tlusy quarrelled, and thus thq school 
fell to pie(;es. It might bo hoped that connection with municipal committees 
might give to such schools the stability and pcjrmanonce which they now 
wanted. But the object of tho Bill in this matter was not m(?rely to help on a 
few existing schools hirro and there ; it was hoped that lioforo long part of the 
mid.dle-class English and vernacular schools in towns might be taken <pvQr by 
municipal bodies; while the ])roviucial (Tovornment would have only trf’make a 
fixed money grant and to arrange for tho inspection of such institutions. In 
this way a i)art of the ])uljlic. fuiuls at jiresent spent on higher edu(?a£ion might 
gradually be diverted to hel])ing tlfo smaller rural townships to maintain 
elementary schools wher(!V('r tluire ini^ht be a demand for them. As this 
Council knew, the Bengal Government had only a limited sum of money avail- 
able for educational ])urpos('8. This sum could not be increasi'd without fresh 
taxation; and as the Honorable I’rosidcnt had told the Council last session, no 
educational cess was con tern j da ted. At jm'sent the Bengal (.Tovernrnent spent 
about 18 Iqkhs of j)ubli(; mon'ey, jdus 4 or .0 lakhs of fees and endowments, on 
education. Out of this total sum of 23 lakhs barely 7 lakhs wore spent on 
elementary and rural education. Yet the people of Bengal were — ^pcihaps 
mor<} than the peojde of any otlu'r j)art of India — an agricultural people, 
who lived in villages ratlu^r than in cities; in parts of Btmgal tho people 
were timid and ignorant; they did not know their rights^ and they could 
not defimd tlu'msi'ha.'s ; they AV('r(i put u])on by the subordimito servants of 
Government, by the underlings of the zemindars, and indeed by (>very one with 
tho 8light(!st shadow of authority, in a way that almost sinpassod belief. The 
corres])onden(;o recently 2)ubli.sli(5d about certain illegal exactions in Orissa 
showed what ignorant j>eople would sidnnit to, and there 8oeint?d to bo no 
general remedy for this state <'f things but the diffusion of some sort of education 
among the rural classes, so that they might knoAV their rights and might learn 
self-reliance to assert tluan. Mr. Beriiaid hojH'd the (\)uneil would see that 
sofue extension ofjMipular ediu'ation was required in Bengal, that it might see 
its way to recognizing the ])osition that unlos-i mtinicipahlies undertook a share 
in the co.st of higher and middle-ehiss schools, thi' ])roviueial Govei’nmont would 
have but little funds available for extending or hel])ing' to extend elementary 
rmnl education. 

In regard to the occasional expenditure of municipal money in tha relief of 
exceptional distress, Mr. Bernard thought that he neetl not say more than had 
been said on a j)re\ious occasion. The ni>cessity for such outlays would-j it was 
hoped, be rare. • 

The estimates for tho oxj)ondituro ()f a municipal ity wore to b® passed by 
tho comnfissioners at a ni(!(>(ing. If a ma jority of twf>-thiids voted in favor of 
any estimates, they were to be finally adopted. If t hey were passed by a bare 
majority, the commissioner of the division had ])ow’er to subinit tho estimates 
for reconsideration. But, after all, the power of making a I’ovision rested with 
the cominissiouers, so that in cft‘e<;t they W'ould ha\‘e full contrdl over their 
0 X 2 ) 01 ) ditiu’o. 

The 211 ’ovisions relating to tho registration of births and deaths had been 
borrowed fi-om Act. VI ofliStid. It w'as ho 2 ied that the results of the coming' 
census w'ould give a better foundation tor such registration than had heiotoforo 
existed. 

J’art VIII contained imporbint provisions regarding the intervention of 
Government. Mr. Bei-nard.said that, as he had submitted to the, Oouncil, the 
Bill left very full disciH^ion to the municqial commis.sioners in every branch , of 
municijial affairs. With some hundreds of inunicqialities, it could not but be 
that here,.and thoi'o a munici])ality would shirk its work; would leave a high 
n)ad thj'ough its midst umnended; might keip U2) no police, or an 

inefficient police. I8uch a town would bo a naiisanuo to the country around and 
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to its better-ordered neighbours, and it was absolutely necessary that Govern- 
ment should bo empowered to intervene in such cases on •behalf of the public 
generally. The provision which pr()j)osod to enable Government to intervene in 
eases where there inight be insuflicieitt means of elementary education, fmd tlie 
section em'powering tlio Lieutenant-C^rovernor to direct a municipality to 
constitute elementary s(;hools in their town, stood on a somewhat different 
footing. If education ever becjame gonojfal, it would no nloubt bo h drawback 
to a neighbourhood that certain iII-ma!iagiM.l towns should j’emain without 
means of education. • But Mr. Bernard would not detend tliose provisions on 
that ground only. He would submit that if the Council saw fit to recognize 
education as a proper objec^t for municipal expenditure; if they allowed that 
municipal funds might very proj»orly be devoted to niiddle-clA^s town-schools, 
so that Government inoncjy inight bp set fro(i for the prose,c.ution of rural 
education, — if the Council could .go ^tlius far — then they might bo willing to 
empower Governmemt to give clFcMjt to this policy in the very rare cases of 
municipalities declining to aid the schools of their town. 

Mr. Bernard would not trouble the Council with any reference to the 
murftcipal regulations regarding sanitary matters, const^rvancy, and street- 
arrangement s, ^riuiso sec^tions luul beem bo*‘rowed from the Bengal and Madras 
Acts. Perhaps the municipal bodicis of Bengal might bo able, after the work- 
ing of some yours, • to suggest einendutions in these regulations. But such 
points could bo consid('ro(l at a latiT stage of the Bill. 

PartXl of tlio Bill cmjiowored the l^ieiitenant-Governor to constitute 
benches of municaiiaJ commissioiuTs, who sliould sit, two or more commissioners 
on eacli bimch, for the trial of petty offences within the limits of tluar town- 
ships. If the commissioners had leisure or inc.limition for such business, they 
would certainly colder a gn'ut beiu^fit on their fellow-towiismon by sitthig in such 
courts of petty session. The duty would not bo ardtious, and it would be 
hommible. It was ^proposed also that piinc])ay('ts should liave some similar 
powers, thofigh it niiglit p(?rh{i]ys be desirable to limit the magisterial powers 
of puncliayeis to soiiH^thing lik** the jurisdic^tion extucised by village headmen 
in the Madras Proshhaicy. The commissioners would make their own rules 
as to rotation of bcaiehes, days of sitting, and such like matters. 

The j)art relating to tliird class innuicapalities travelhjd over much the 
aargo ground as tlio Clh)wke(*ilaroo Act passed two yt^ars ago by this Council; 
but it went further in sonu* respects tlian the Chowkoedaroo Act. It liad boon 
roprosentcMl by local ollicuTS that, notwithstanding the j)roveil)ial moisture and

Itf tlio final part of the Bill jinivision wasmadf' for tlu' commissioners making 
bvo-laws for olmating any legal ill-cons(njucnc(;s from ilu? ocaisional omission 
•of technical forms, and for llu* ox(T(use of a general control by the Lieutenant- 
Governor ovc^r the operations of municipalities. • 

. Mr. Bernard had ti-oubled the Council at inu(;h Imigtli Avith tliese remarks, 
and he wonld only i.|/Id that lu? did not hope any sudden ebangeor improvement 
would result from ])assing a Bill such as ^e had di'scribcMl. lie had n^ exj) 0 (*ta- 
tion that thorougli mnnicijial' self-go Adornment would at (mci# spri^ into life 
throughout lieijgal ; that each plaee would at once elect to its town-couAcil tliO 
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beRt representative' men of all its classes ; that upright and fearless local petly 
session courts would at once bo called into being every where ; that municipal 
commissioners would straightway take an interest in and improve their town 
police or that elementary schools would fet once be established in every petty 
township. No one could possibly expect that all these good results— mr he 
hoped the Council would consider them to be good — would be at once everywhere 
apparent, liut the first step towards municipal self-government had been 
taken many years ago in Bengal. The Bill now presented went a little further, 
and ])rovided for the extension of local self-government to • other public institu- 
tions.- If the system of munici])al self-government was a good one, it wo,uld,. in 
the end, prevail over the difficulties which the condition of the count^, the 
backwardness of some chisscs, and the inertia of others, placed in its way. He 
believed that the spread of education anumg the higher and puddle classes 
made municij)al solf-govommcnt more practicable in Bengal than in other parts 
of British India, and ho hoped that the "present Bill, after it should have been 
criticized by Government officers, by municipal committees, and by the public, 
and after it should have beem improved at the hands of the Council, might in 
some degree contribute towards the spread of really free municipal institutions 
in Bengal. 

In conebasion, he would state that ho did not propose to press for the 
reading of the Bill that day in Council, but hoped that the President would see 
fit that the discussion be adjourned till the next meeting, in order that hon’ble 
members who might take an interest in the subject might have full time to 
criticize its jiolicy and its details. 

His lloNoK THK PiiKsiDENT Said ho thought it was the general wish and feel- 
ing of the members of this Council, and that it was gUnisi ally understood at the 
last meeting, that we should not to-day go any further in regard to this Bill 
than to expound the views and ideas with which the Government laid the Bill 
before the Council ; that it would be more agreeable to hon’ble members that the 
discussion should bo postponed to a future date, after they had had a complete 
opportunity of mastering the provisions of the Bill as to-day explained. He 
thought ho might say that the greater part of this Bill was in the nature of a 
consolidating Bill, and that there were large portions, very important chapters 
of the Bill, which had porhajis not been so fully re-considered as they might be, 
and that wo should look to the select committee, who ' Would bo appointed to 
consider the Bill, to revise those chapters, and, it might be, to improve them. 
He would also say with regard to the lengthy character of this Bill, to which 
the hon’ble member in charge had alluded, that he had rightly said that the 
wliole of the Bill would not apply to all municij)alities. On the contrary. His 
Honor thought that more than half of the clauses of the^ Bill were confined to 
what he thought ho had on a former occasion described as alternative provi- 
sions. For instance, ho found that about 70 or 80 clauses of the Bill dealt with 
the diflqrent taxes, in regard to the iniposition of which option was left to each 
municipality. A very largo portion of the other -clauses dealt with special 
provisions, the introduction .of which would also bo optional. The effect 
therefore would be that in the small munici])alitics, to which no such wide 
])rovision8 were applied, and in the greater j)ortion of the larger municipalities, 
the whold of this Bill would not be operative at any one time. Tl\,e practical 
mode of-carrying out the law would be, that when a municipality had determined 
to impose a certain tax, and that certain regulations should be introduced, then> 
f(»r the use of those particular municipalities which had adopted a particular 
system, an extract of this Bill would be prepared, which would probably bo 
coutaiued withiu a reasonable compass, and would be well within the under- 
standing of the intelligent persons whom we might expect to obtain as 
municipal commissioners umler the provisions of this Bill; 

The voluntary clauses of the Bill gave very wide powers in regard to the 
different modes of taxation which municipalities might adopt, and with regard 
to the nn^o of spending money, and the various municipal byedaws which were 
proposed vjp be iiitroduced urmer the Bill ; these Aiatters might be left for the 
consideration of the committee ; and probably His Honor might at present confine 
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himselftonoticiiig what he mig^ht call the compulsoiy dai^.ofthe Bin. As 
regards the greater po^on of the Bill, he might repeat that it whs a eensoHdatiDg 
and optional BiU, tine details of which were di:^ out as it w^ laws wH<£ 
had already received the sanction of this Councu. With regard to certain poizits, 
only a limited power of qpmpulsion wi& reserved to the Government. * 

Now he would ask, in addition to the explanation which had been given by 
the hon’ble member in charge, to be allow^ to say ohe or two words in regard 
to these coihpnlsory clauses. In the rare cases in which, a^ the hon’ble member 
had explained, compulsion would be necessary, it would be confined to the 
points to wliich he would now briefly advert. • 

•T^ first of those points was in regard to police ; now, that at all events *was 
nothing new. We knew that in all municipalities the maintenance of the 
police was now compulsory ; and His Honor’s individual vieW and object in 
regard to the *provisions of thjs Bill was rather to relieve municipalities, and 
restrict the provisions which had hitheicto been in force in regard to the police 
of municipmities, than to aggravate them. Hitherto the police in all munici- 
palities had been enrolled under Act V of 1861, and had been appointed and 
administered by the police authorities, and tho Municipal Commissioners had 
veryllittle to do with it. He confessed that he was old-fashioned enough to 
entertain doubts whether the chowkeydars *of the old municipalities were not 
for certain purposes as efficient as the present regular police. He would say, 
so fin* as he was coficemed, that he considered that it was entirely open to the 
Council and to the select committee to consider in what form the police should 
in future be maintained in these municipalities, whether they should wish that 
the police should be enrolled under Act V of 1861, or whether in certain cases 
they should wisK to r( vci;t to the more simple chowkeydaree arrangements, 
which might with great Ihcility be placed under tho control of the municipal 
commissioners. As the hon’ble member in charge had said, it was the wish of 
the Govemment to give municipalities greater power of control over the police 
than they no^sv exercised, and His Honor trustca that the committee appointed 
to consider the Bill would be able to put into shape clauses which would 
effectually carry out that intention. ’J'hcrcforo he would say, tliat in respect to 
police it was not tlie’ intention of the Govemment in any mode or shape to 
enhance the compulsory obligations of municipalities in this respect, but on 
the contrajty, as far as jtpssiblo, to mitigate them. 

•The next point among tho compulsory clauses was in respect to tho district 
roads. This ho might say seemed to him to be a necessary supplement to fhe 
district Road Cess Act. The provisions of that Act were such that municipali- 
ties of the character of tlie first and second class municipalities under this Bill 
wore exempted from the nro visions of that Act, that was to say, they were not to 
be taxed for district rdads. But he thought it was quite clear that townspeople 

S ’hS used theadistrict roads should contribute in some shape or other towards 
le ext>ens§ of maintaining those roads. We wore in this respect following the 
example found to answer ip other countries : wo adopted the system of providing 
that if municipalities were to be exempted from the general district assessment for 
the construction taud maintenance oi roads, they should be required to keep in 
order those portions of the district roads wliich ran through municipalities. 
He hoped it. would be rftiderstood by the Council that our wish was not to 
compel municipalities to keo^ in order an unlimited number of roads, but that they 
jpight do as they Jiked with local roads and streets. In respect to district roads, 
however, which passed through municipalities, wo reserved tho power to see 
that tha municipalities should keep in order those portions of these roads which 
passed through their towns, - so that there might not be a block where tliese 
j?oads so passed. In that respect only we proposed to exercise compulsion, and 
His Honor thought that the Council would agree ,with him in thinking that 
these clauses ‘were a merely necessary supplement to the District Road Cew 
A(?t lately passed by this Council. . 

* 'Tlie tnird ana last subject in regard to which a certain limited compulsion 
vvas reserved in' the hands of tho Government, was a subject spich in 
Bengal was a very thorny subject, namely education. The* honTOe ,mem-

bcsr in charge had explained the views of the Government on this point 
at some length, Wd it was not necessary that His Honor should do more 
than repeat and 'enforce what the hon’ble member had already stated.. 
The (Jouucil were aware that the imperial grant which had been given 
k) the local Government fm* certain purposes, and amongst others for the pur- 
pose of education, was limited and fixed ; that it did not grow with the growth 
of the country and the increasing demands for education : it was a fixed and 
stereotyped sum which we must find the means of extending in ^^ome way if 
education was to progress and increase. Our view was that in regfard to the 
higher class of schools the demands of the country were so much increasing 
that they would become more and more self-supporting. With regard to tiiose 
schools he would repeat what he had elsewhere said, that he was very &r firom 
wishing to disbourage what was called high-class education. He m^ht think 
with Professor Lobb, the Principal of 4;ho Kishnagur College, that the st3rle of 
English education adopted in our schoolaand colleges was not in all respects the 
most desirable ; but on the other hand. His Honor thoroughly believed that we 
were now so committed to English education in Bengal, that it was most neces- 
. saiy and desirable that we should encourage it as fully as we had hitherto jdone 
as being the medium for acquiring the best knowledge. If His Honor had an 
imlimited conimund of money, there should be no limit to the grants for the 
support of that high, and in some respects improved, English education which 
wo should seek to achieve. But on the other heind, as ho Had told the Coupcil, 
all our grants were limited, and it would not be consistent with the duty which 
we owed to the muss of the people of this countiy, tliut we should devote a wholly 
disproportionate sum to tne higher class of education on!)'. Therefore, if wo 
were to do our duty, that was to say, apportion the 8im\s at our disposal rateably 
and faii'ly between the higher class of education and the education of the masses, 
then wo must subtract something from the sums devoted to higher education, 
or by some means obtain the means of adding to our educational resources. 
I'lio hon’ble member had told the Council that we would find grea difficulty in 
imposing an edmjational cess. We were not prepared to come to the Council 
for the imposition of a gerferal educational cess extending over the whole 
country. Farther, His Honor was not prepared to recommend — he might say 
ho was entirely against — raising the fees at present demanded for education 
in the s(;hools. Oomparing the fees levied in our schools with the fees 
levied in other countries, and with due regard to the value of money, they 
We're, ho thought, quite high enough. He did not therefore wish to add to 
our resources by increasing the fees. At the same time, withotit adding to the 
rate of fees, he hoped that the number of scholars would increase, and the 
higher class of schools would thus become more and more self-supporting, and 
that something would be saved in various ways. Looking to the wants of 
education, he thought it his duty not rashly and harshly to take away from, 
the grants devoted to purposes of higher education, but gradually ,an<t slowly 
to teach the schools which we had fostered mure and jnoro to walk alone as it 
were, and thus to find the means to enable us to supplement the comparatively 
small sums at present available for the purposes of lower education. 

His Honor’s hope also was that in regard to what was called higher 
education (though it had been said with truth thkt what was called higher 
education was in reality middle-class education) il would be found that the 
people of the rich and prosperous towns would be ready aoid willing to give 
some aid towards the support of schools from municipal mnds. In regard# to 
middle-class education, no compulsion whatever would be required, and«we did 
not therefore propose to take any power of compulsion under this Bill in that 
respect. But oh tlic other hand, ho did believe that it would be a sin and< 
a shame if, while the funds at the disposal of the Government and also municipal 
funds were devoted to the purposes of middle-class education, elementary 
education was neglected. He hoped we should find public-spirited men 'ready 
and willing to do their duty by all classes. Still there might be possible 
exceptm^p, and it would be, he repeated, a %in and a shame if bo^ the 
Govemn^t add the municipal funds wer^ devoted to one class of education, 
whilst' all others were neglected. Therefore we proposed to ask the Council 
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to accept the very limited compulsoi^ prorision which had. been deacribed, 
namely, to require the municipal commissioneri to proyide %e means of demon* 
, tary education for the people of their towns. He odieved 'there would be veiy 
*few towns in which uese compulsory provisions would be requiredL His 
Honoi^s ezpmence of to^ns in Bengaf was that paUhaUu existed almost eveiy* 
wherein populous places, and that uey gave a very tolerable education in the 
three B’s. In places where these patshahs existed, we should exercise no 
compulsion,* and municipalities might give did to them or ndt, as they thought fit. 
But if th^ should be an entire absence of these elementary schools, then, as 
the Gk>veniment supported the better classes of schools, which we hoped the 
moniciBalities would assist, a portion at least of the municipal funds must be 
devoted to the necessities of lower education. 

So much for the compulsory clauses of tho Bill. These three ^ints^police, 
district roads,* and elementary, educatic^i — were tho only points in respect to 
which we proposed to introduce these (^pmpulsory provisions, and that was the 
view upon which we submitted these clauses for the consideration of the Council. 

He would only say one word more on the subject of third-class munici- 
pali^pa They wel’o, as the hon’blo member in charge of the Bill had 
explained, to a great extent, a revival in a form he hoped somcwliat 
improved' of the chowkeydaroc arrangements which this Council enacted 
about two years ago. There was one imj)ortant difference as Somporod to 
that Act, namely, thS,t tho provision in respect to chakran or service lands was 
omitted. He thought tliat he liad better tell tho Council candidly what was thp 
situation in regard to that (piestiou. His own view, and that he believed of 
many gentlemen who had much more practical experience on this subject than 
His flcftor had, was that tliero were very groat diljicultics in respect to the 
working of tho provisions of tho Chowkoydareo Act regarding scivice lands. Tho 
working of it involved tho ai)poiutment of a conmission for the commutation 
of those lands into money payments on pi’inciples to which wo might not all 
assent. Thq result of those difticultios ivas that ho had not felt himself in a 
position to carry out tho provisions of that Act to the degree that he should have 
wished to do. Therefore his hope was that the Council would consent 'to leave 
that part of the matter as a separate question, to bo scjparately considered in 
connection with other questions which wtjuld arise, in order that our municipal 
institutions might go .Rapidly ahead, leaving tho question of chakran lands 
for separate consideration. His hope was that through these provisions village 

• communities would spring up all over the country as self-governing communities, 

* in respect oT which no compulsion would be necessary, and in respect to which 
we wojdd not take powers of compulsion under this Bill. His individual wish 
^vas to decentralize as much as might be tho government of these provinces, and 
to enable the people "to make a beginning of self-government as far as possible. 
Jt bad been objected to tho provisions of this Bill that we perhaps proposed 
to allow tqp much latitude to municipalities : it had been said that if we gave 
them too much freedom, tbe result would bo that they would do nothing at all. 
His Honor would say for himself that he would rather that they shoi^ do a 
little freely, than ‘that they should do much under compulsion. And. in respect 
to these small municipalities we would say “you are required under the law to do 
nothing more than to maifltain cliowkcyaars, and wo leave you free te provide 
for water-supply and other Necessary things so far as you choose to do so ; 

, .we do not propose to make you d<> any of tliese things, but we leave them to the 
progress of education and enlightenment amongst you.” Tlie hope was tW as 
educatioa progressed and tho people became enlightened, they would act of 
their own accord in thcs'i matters. Our plan was that we slmuld encourage 
•aud enable the people to do little for themselves, and not c^pel them to do 
much at tho bidding of t)thers. ^ ^ 

Hib Honor the Preshdent then axljourned tho Council for a fortnight, and 
in* doing so said, that he hoped that by that tiijae the J ustices of Calcutta wpuld 
make up their minds in regard to the Bill for extending their borrowing powisrs, 
and that the Council would* also be prcp&red to make up their n^ds as to 
referring the municipal Bill to a select committee.

All having reference to the fexur now* prevailing in the district of Burdwan and Hooghly. 

1. Thcf fever, which has for more than ten years past been raging in the 

districts on both sides of the Hooghly, has during the past three seasons chiefly 
shown itself in Burdwan and Hooghly. * 

2. In 1869 it broke out with great violence in the town uf Burdwan, and 
afterwards at different places in both districts. The number of persons attacked 
was very large, and the mortality lamentably heai^. The Government was, 
by the liberality of the Maharajah of Burdwan, fortunately put in a position 
to deal with the outbreak promptly and vigorously so far as medical ajid food 
relief were concerned ; but the disease was not got under until the early part 
of 1870, when it left the people exhausted and worn out in body and means. 

.3. The fevci'did not again show itself with anything like the same virulence 
untilJuly 1871, when it once more broke out within the municipal limits 
of the town of Burdw'an. Native doctors with medicines were promptly placed 
atjthe disposal of the municipality, hut the disease went on spreading within 
the town, and additional medical assistance had soon |o be afforded^ «nd food 
depdts established for tlie relief of the sick, as the majority of those attaoked 
were so debilitated by the fever of previous years, ,that they broke ddwn 
at once under the attack, and were too poor to procure assistanee add food fop 
themselves. The cost of these measures was met from' the balance of the gift 
of the Maharajah of Burdwan. * * • 

4. As on the last occasion, the fever gradually*eztended from the town 
to the district, and also again made its appearance in Hooghly. , The nccesaity 
of more extensive measures of relief became only too evident. The Maharajan 
of Burdwan, with that feeling for the suffering of the people and appreciation 
of his duty that have always marked His Highn&s’ conduct, placed in the 
lieutenant-Governor’s hands a. further sum of Rs. 25,000, making Bs. 50,000 
in all contributed by him for the relief of the fever>stricken population. With 
the mcai^s thus placed at his disposal, the Lieutenaiit>6ovcmor l^^s up to the 
present been able to comply with all the rcquisitioiTs of the local ofScers, both 
for natfve doctors and medicines and for the purchase of food and clothing. 

5. In Burdwan no less than nine special dispensaries have been estoi^ 

• Dr RoWnion hlishcd (four in the town and five in the district), while a 

r. o inion. European* medical ofiicer and twenty-two sub-assistant 

surgeons and dative doctors have been despatched to the aid of the civil, 
surgeon, and are now doing what they can to relievq the people and check 
the disease. * * . * 

6. In Hooghly one sub-assistant surgeon and nine native doctors are 
employed in the interior of the districts, but happily theT disease has not thi^ 
year beer so general, or so fatal here ae in Burdwan, anditisnowb^eved to be 
dying otm Money has also beeh placed at the disposal of the native doctors 



s 

u tlie foterior of both districts for the purchtuse of food, dothing, and medical* 
^omfbrts where these are really required. * ^ * 

7. Under the orders of Government, the late Officiating Sanitary Com- 
missioner, Dr. Fayne, has recently visited Hooghly and Burdwan, and his' 
rfeport, which has just been received, ’will be found among the papers ftoferred 
to in the heading of tffis Besolution. Br. Payne insists, as others before him 
have insisted, on the bad effects of the silting up of the natural drainage' 
channels ctf the district. His report will*be communicafed to the Bepartment 
of Fublid Works with reference to the correspondence in that department 
in connection with Act V (B.O.) of 1871 (the Hooghly and Burdwan Drainage 
Act). • Dr. Jackson, the present Officiating Sanitary Commissioner, had also 
been fiistructed to proceed at once to Burdwan, and to remain there for the 
present, ^affording the local officers all the assistance he can fh administering 
relief to the sick and checking the disease. He has been told to submit a 
fortnightly- report of his proceedings for the information of Government. 

8. This is what the Government in this department has hitherto done 
to meet the calamity. The papers now before the Lieutenant-Governor show, 
however, that the -disease is still increasing in Burdwan ; that the people are 
dyiif^ by hundreds ; and that what has been done is unhappily all too inade- 
quate to the necessities of the case. It fs now represented that ninety or 
a hundred more native doctors, with three Buropean medical officers to superin- 
tend thorn, would barely suffice to cope with the disease ; and that food, stimn- 
laitts, and warm clothing, must he given largely. The Medical Department 
finds it utterly impossible to provide native doctors in anything like these 
numb 1 3, and it is more than doubtful whether the money still available from the 
gift of ^he Maharajah of Burdwan will suffice for even a part of the expense that 
must be incurred before efficient help can he given to the sufferers. 

9. The Inspector-General of Hospitals will now be directed to despatch 
at onuc to Burdwan all the sub-assistant surgeons and native doctors that can 
be spared from Calcutta or elsewhere ; also any compounders that may he found 
specially qtfalified to act as native doctors. It is probable that some native 
doctors might be made available for the time from those stations where there 
is a second native doctor or sub-assistant surgeon who could in the present 
emei:^ency take up the duties of both, and the Inspector-General should make 
immediate inquiries in this direction. It must he clearly understood that all 
medical aid which the Inspector-General can make available is to be despatched 
to Burdwan. Medicines must also be supplied without stint. 

10. An application will be made to the Government of India for permis- 
sion to emi)lo;', as special assistants to the Civil Surgeon of Burdwan, any 
JBuro^ttn medicjal offici'rs wlio may be from time to time temporarily attached 
to the General HoapkaC 

• It Thc^instructions that have been issued by the Commissioner to the 
Magistrate of Burdwan, to spare no expense in distributing food, stimulants, 
fi.ml clothing to the necessitous sick and convalescent, and to keep the native 
doctors supplied w'ith money to provide petty comforts required by pauper 
patients, are apiyvaved ; but care should bo taken that the persons so relieved 
are really indigent and quite unable to help themselves. It will require careful 
superintendence to avoid permanently pauperising the distract by * 0 X 0688 of 
charity when the necessity for it has [lassed away. The Lieutenant-Govcri^or begs 
that an. efficient organisation may bo set on foot; and the Commissioner is at 
liberty to employ all the local agency at his disjjosal, including the subordinate 
offieer^of police, in carrying out the views of Government in this direction. 
Any further assistance in the way of civil officers to superiutcnjji such measures 
^as the Gommissiouer may represent to be neccssaiy, will meet with immediate 
‘attention. 

12. As remarked ahavc, it is not probable that the money now at the dis- 
paeal.of Government will suffice for the demautU likely to be made on it ; so long, 
however, as it Inst.?, it will be spent freely ; but every effort should be made by 
the Oommissioner and the lucai authorities td rouse the wealthy zemjji/dars and 
native gentl^nen of Burdwan to iollow tho noble example set th^m |;^y the 
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jdlaharajah, in contributing to the relief of the poor of the districts, pointing ofit 
to them that if the^ now fail in their duty in this respect, it may become a ques- 
tion for early considei^ation whether Government is not bound to legislate to 
compel the wealthy inhabitants of a district to support their local poor. 

13# The Lieutenant-Governor thinks that in an extreme case like the 
present, whore the people of a large and populous district are suffering so 
severely from sickness and from want, the circumstances justify an appeal to 
the sympathy and aid ctf the general public ; and to this end His Hdhor desires 
that this Resolution and the connected papers bo published in the « Cafowito 
Gazette^ and that copJes bo furnished to the public press. , The Commissioner 
should also do all in his power to make widely known the sickness and distress 
now existing in Burdwan, and should invite contributions by advertising tiie 
need of them in the English and Native papers. An application will at the 
same time bo made to the Governor-General in Council to supplement private 
liberality, in case of need, by a grant of money from the treasury of the State. 

Okder. — Ordered that a copy of the Resolution and connected papers he 
submitted for the information of the Government of India, Home Department, 
with a request that the Lieutenant-Governor’s proceedings in employing 
Dr. Robinson on a consolidated salary of Rs. 450 a month, as recommended 
by the Inspector-General of Hospitals, may be approved, and that His Honor 
may he favored with early orders to employ the European medical officers 
temporarily attached to the General Hospital in the manm)r proposed. The 
Lieutenant-Governor will bo glad if His Excellency the Governor-General in 
Council would give an assurance that, should the necessity arise, the Govern- 
ment is prepared to supplement private liberality by a liberal State grant. His 
Honor also trusts that the other measures adopted may meet wd4h the approval 
of the Government of India. 

Ordered also that a copy be published in the Calcutta Gazette^ and furnished 
to the daily papers. 


From C. T. Buckland, Tlsq., Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, to the Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal, Judicial Department, — (No. XT, dated Burdwan, the 11th 
December 1871.) 

I HAVE the honor to siilirait, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, a letter (in 
original) No. 18S of 9th instant, from the Magistrate of Burdwan, forwarding copy of a report 
from the civil surgeon of the district, regarding the fever which is raging in thifdistrict of 
Burdwan. w 

2. It will he seen that the Magistrate of Burdwan applies for the services of six natiVe 
doctors, which is one tiiorc than Dr. Elliot has asked for ; but 1 think that it will he better to 
send six men than five, with a compounder for each of the six men. * 

8. There are already nine special dispensaries open in the district of Burdwan for the 
relief of the sufferers from fuver. Four of these are within municipal limits, and are maintained 
chiefly from the municipal funds. The other five dispensaries are in the interior of the district. 

4. There has been a sudden and fresh violent outburst of fever, particalarJy in thannaKs 
Bnynah and Khundgriosc, whicli are on the south bank of the Daraoodah ; and on the qther^hand, 
the fever has been very violent in the north of the district, towards Miinglecote ; whilst the 
civil surgeon now states that three-fourths of the people in the Bood-Bood sub-division are 
suffering from fever. The accounts l)rought in by Sub-Assistant Surgeon Baboo Decnobundho 
Dutt, after a tour in tbannabs Boynah and Kbundghose, are very deplorable, and show the 
necessity for immediate measures of relief. 

5. TlieVvil surgeon recommends that a civil ofiicer should go and ascertainuwhat the real 
state of things is, and Mr. Metcalfe has gone out himself to ina^ie iiupiiries. Considering how 
much Mr. Metcalfe has suffered from the fever, I could have wished that he should have spared 
himself this exposure. Dr. Elliot, the Civil Surgeon, has also been at Death’s door from the fever, 
and I have desired him not to go out, especially as there is more than enough to occupy him * 
at the station. 

6. What is really wanted, and what I now most urgently ask for, is the deputation of 
another English medicjil officer to the assistance of the civil surgeon. When the fever first broke 
out in 1869, an additioiird English medical officer was sent up at my request, and the urgency 
of the ease is grea.ti*r now than it tlnm was. Then the fever wals confined to the town : now 
it is all over the district. The superintendence of a medical officer moving about the interior 
of the district will double the value of the services of the native doctors! With the additional 
English office r, at least one good suh-assistant sargeiju (two would be better)* should be sent to 
accompany hi£u in bis visits in the interior/ and to be employed at his discretion. Whatever 
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traveftinp' aDowanoea and continprent expenditure and personal allowances are needed, can be 
charged to the Burdwan epidemic fever fund, of which the funds are ampl^ What is needed 
is immediate relief. There should be ample supplies of quinine, rum, and even olothinsr, where 
necessary. There* is fortunately plenty of money, owing to the generosity of the Rajah of 
Burdwan; and at the same time, the only thing that cun be done is to send medical aid of the 
best description with the least gpssible delay to me sufferers, who may thus be rescued from death.

From C. T, Metcalfe, Esq., Majristrate of Burdwan, to the Commissioner of the Burdwan 
division, — (No. 188 P, dated Burdwan, the 9fch December 1871.) 

I HAVE the honor to forward for your information, in original, a letter jeceived from the 
civil surgeon, being copy, of one addressed to the Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals. 

This fever has for some time past been increasing in severity, and reports have from 
time to tilhe been forwarded to your office. 

I had hoped, and indeed been led to expect, that with the approach of tlie drier weather 
much of the severity of the disease would have abated. This hope has not b(fen realized, and 
it now becomes necessary, again to ask for the services of other native doctors. The medical 
aid which we had received was distributed in ^the localities where fever was then most 

prevalent,* Ind the services of Sub- Assistant Surgeon 

• At Motiaclmnda. Deenobundho Dutt were especially retained with a view 

M“S:c.t.^notioeMnt&omOutw.. l>«ng employed in visiting out-dispensarics and 

,, W||iaiHh. supervising the native doctors. Sub-Assistant Surgeon 

H Boraio Ticcar. Deenobuiulho Di^tt has just returned from visiting 

•• “®**‘^* . Akloky and some of the ncigbbfiuring villages. His 

account is very deplorable. It woubl appear that, with the 
exception of a few villages-here and there, the whole of South Burdwan is prostrated by fever, 
niany*oftlic people being unable to walk to the nearest dispensary for the purpose of obtain- 
ing medicine. At Akloky itself acute fever seems to have abated, but from weakness the 
people have become utterly prostrated, I am proceeding day after to-morrow to visit and 
personally inspect the fever-stricken villages. In the meantime I, in consultation with 
Dr. Elliot would lirge!iitly indentjbr the services of six native doctors : — 

One for employment in Iloynah, 

Ditto ditto, Indoss. 

Ditto ditto, Khundghose. 

Dittp ditto, Selirnabad, 

Ditto ditto near Sahibgungc. 

Ditto ditto for dispensary to be opened at Diggulgram, north- 

west of Akloky. 

This indent, which is asking for one more doctor than the civil surgeon refers to, may be 
regarded as preliminary to such further aid as my visit may suggest. ^ 

In the 7^1 paragraph of Dr. Elliotts letter a suggestion is made that the present state of 
sickness in this district is sufffeient to authorize the special organization of an efficient medical 
staff under a European medical officer with dispensaries in villages a few miles apart, ^he 
Jeverity and qpntinuance of the present endemic disease appear oorlainly to call for some 
additional measures Co bring relief to the unfortuuate residents of the afllicted parts. I should 
. add that pr. Elliot accompanies me in my visit. 

• — — 

From Dr. T. Elliot, Civil fluifteon of Burdwan, to the Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals, 
i • PrSsidency Circle, Calcutta, — (No. 4515, dated Burdwan, the Sth December 1871.) 

* I H\VE the honor to inform you that the progress of fever has somewhat abated 
in the town Jnd suburbs of Burdwan since the setting in of the cold weather. Cases of new 
fever are less frequently met with, but relapses are the rule ; and a very large proportion of the 
population, both in the town and fever-stricken districts, arc suffering from the usual scquelm 
of this type of fever, •Jifhich are pcrliaps more harassing than the disease itself. Enlargement 
of the liver and spleen, dysentery, diarrhojii, and oedema of the legs and feet, are most frequently 
met with. In ir^pst of such casBs the fatal result is only a matter of time. The same state 
of things obtains in a great many tillages in the district of Burdwan. In some places there 
is a good deal of what is called “ new fever^^ of a virulent type ; congestion of tins brain, 
liver, and spleen being the prominent complications. At Mahachaiida, a village about seven 
miles north of this station, this type of fever prevails, and the morialitv is great. A native 
doctor wdB deputed there on 20tli November last. The reports I have received regarding his 
work are on the whole favorable. ^ 

• it. At Mahata and Ausgram, in sub-division Bood-Bood, about three-fourths of 
the population are said tq be suffering, and other villages in the same quarter are 
reported on reliaMe authority to })e in the same condition. * 

•8. ^In South Burdwan, including the thannahs of Roynah and Kbundghose, fever is 
perhaps most generally prevalent. The inspecting sub-assistant surgeon returned from Akloky 
a few days ago, and reports that with few exceptions the villagers in South Burdwan are 
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utterly prostrated by fever. Their condition is lamentable in the extreme. In many instaneee 
the people are too ill, or tqo weak from recent illness, to visit the nearest dispensary. The 
majority of them therefore are either without medical aid altogether, or are left to the tender 
mercies of ignorant and unqualified practitioners, who extract money from them and do no 
good. 

4«r At Munglecote and other villages in sub-division Cutwa there is great sickness and 
distress. A native doctor was deputed there some time ago ‘‘from Cutwa, and supplies of 
medicine have been sent both from Calcutta and Burdwan, so that the stock in hand should be- 
sufficicnt to meet all demands. No returns*of any kind have been reCL*ived from^im. 

6. There are at present nine dispensaries in the district specially for the ^treatment of 
endemic fever ; foirt* within municipal limits and five in the interior. One, at Akloky, is in charge 
of a sub-assistant surgeon ; the others are in the hands of native doctors. The inspecting sub- 
assistant surgeon reports favorably with regard to the working of most of them, aiid I am 
able to confirm his reports with reference to those in the vicinity of Burdwan. The daily average 
attendance varies .from 80 to 200 or upwards. The services of the itinerant native doctors 
were dispensed with on 20th November last, and a permanent dispensary opeped at Katrapatta, 
a village within municipal limits, in which, 1‘rocn personal inspection, I found great sickness, and 
great poverty in consequence. ^ 

6. There are three depots for the distribution of food, all within the municipality, 
which are working favorably, and arc of service to the poor of the immediate neighbourhood 
in which they are located. 

7. Owing to prostration from long and severe sickness, the great mass of the tillage 
population in the district are unabk to obtain proper medical relief ; and if they 
could obtain rf j the result is often not satisfactory, which depresses and disheartens them. On 
the other hand, native doctors, if forced to visit from village to village, invariably fall ill, bo 
that their services arc much impeded or altogether lost. 

For these reasons the benefit derived from dispensaries is only felt within a limited circle. 
To do any real good to the community of a fever-stricken district like Burdwan, it will be 
necessary to establish a dispensary in every second or third village from four to six miles 
apart. For this purpose an efficient and well-organized medical stafl'wiil ()e required, and th# 
supply of quinine and a few other European medicitu s will haVe to be on a liberal scale. 

In the first instance it is necessary to .ascertain with accuracy, and on reliahle authority, 
what the real state of things is in the interior, and this can best be done by deputing a civil 
officer to visit the localities in which fever is said to be most virulent. Ou his reports the 
medical authorities will take action and provide an efficient native staff, tq be under the 
rigorous and constant supervision either of an English medical officer, or of a sub-assistant 
Burgeon of standing and exporicuce: 

8. Meanwhile the services of two native doctors are required for employment in villages in 
thannab Roynah, and two others should be deputed to Iiidass and Khimdghose, — so posted that 
vilhiges on bolli thannahs may benefit. Another native doctor is required for the villages near 
Mahatta, in which much sickness is reported. An inspt'cting suh^assistant surgeSn of experi- 
ence should superintend in tliat part of the district, and locale the native doctors where »,heir 
services are most required. In the absence of precise information, I am unable to say wliut is 
required in other parts of the district. I think it probable that medical aid required in 
tbannah Soliuuibad. 

9. In addition to medicines, I am of opinion that rum and other stimulants shVmld be 
administered to those lulvauccd in disease. Clothing in some iiisianees 1 believe to be neces- 
sary. Without a large and efficient staff, it will he impossible to carry out those measures so 
as to be of service wlicrc they are rcall}' required. 

The present depot for endeniic medieal stores is in the jail hospitals; the iccdicincs 
are under the care of the jail native doctor. Tiiis arrangement di^es not suit, as the jail duties 
are being neglected owing to constant heavy demands for ^medicines from various parts 
of the district. Much of my own time is passed in general superintendence, which should be 
otherwise spent in visiting sub-divisions, &c. 

It will be necessary to f)laee tlie stores under the care of a special native doctor or other 
responsible .person, who will superintend their distribution, j)af krfig, and despatch to the various 
dispensaries. Should this arrangement be considered unadvisablc, I beg to recommend that 
medical fetores be supplied to native doctors on indent direct from the depot, as I am unable 
to carry on the duties elJicicntly with the present staff. 


Prom A. Mackenzie, Esq., Junior Secretary to the Government of Bengal, to the Commis^ 
siouer ol tlfe Burdwan Division, — (No, dated Fort William, the Hth December' 

1871.) 

I AM directed to ackuowUklgc the receipt of your letter No. lOT, dated the 11th 
nstant, and enclosures, and in reply to inform you that the Lieutenant-Governor sar^ticas 
;he employment of six native* doctors and six compounders in the district of Burdwan ldr» 
.he purpose of affording medical relief to the sick suffering from iever in. that district. The- 
Lnspector-Q;eneral of Uosiiitals, Indian Medical Department, will be instructed to send at 
>ace these medical subordinates with a sufficient supply of suitable medicines and medical 
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nmfc^S) inohiding rum. Br. Brown will also be instructed to depute at once two Qualified 
Bub^assistant surgMus to help the inspecting civil surgeon. The services of Assistiint Surgeon 
Thomas Bobinsou have already been applied for, and that ofiScer has been directed to proceed 
at once to Burdwan and act under the orders of the Civil Sui^eon, Dr. Elliot. His Honor 
also sanctions the purchase of clothing, or such^other articles as may be absolutely necessary 
in affording relief to the sufferers. . * 

2. <(\'ith the exception of Dr. Robinson's salary, which will be borne by Government, 
all expenses in the shape of salary and personal allowances, travelling and contin* 
gent expenses, incurred by these medical ofiicers and’subordinates, costvf medicines; purchase 
ft of medical comforts, clothing. See., will be met from the Burdwan epidemic reljef fund. 

8. I am to add that Dr. Payne, the Acting Sanitary Commissioner, will shortly visit 
the affected tracts. * * 


From C. T. Dockland, Esq., Commissioner of tlie Burdwan Division, to the Officiating 
Secretary to tlie Government of Bengal, Judicial Department, — (No. 86.8, dated Burdwan, 
the 14th Deopralicr J871.) 

I HAVB the honor to Rubmit, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, copy of a 
letter, No. 336 of 9r,h instant, from the Mairistnfte of Hootrhly, reirarding the proi^ress of ibe 
fever in that district, and tiic uicasuros which have been taken to afford relief to the people. 

2. There are altocjetlier six native doctors and one sub-assistant surgeon specially 
employe^ in the interior of tlie district in contending with the fever. The sub-assistant 
surgeon is the officer belonging to the new dispensary fit Jchanalmd, but as there is also a 
native d octor there, it has been thought advisable to employ him with au itinerant dispensary 
in the interior of thaiinahs Johanabad and Goghat. 

8. The fever in Ilooglily has not boon so bad or so fatal as in the di!?trict of Burdwan. 
I have* had a long discussion with the civil surgeon this morning, and he is able to assure me 
that the fever is (le(a*easing in every direction. What is now most needed is nourishment and 
raiment to enable those wlio are very poor to regain thoir strength. Tlie Magistrate is out in 
the district, and I do not know what sums lie has hitherto advanced ontiiis account; but I heg 
tliat a cheqite for Hfe. 5^0 on the Biirdwan Fever Fund may he sent to me as soon as possible, 
to enable the lV1*agistrate and civil surgeon to keep the native doctors sujiplied with the means 
of providing food and stimulants, and clothing to those who absolutely need it. 


From P. H. E’^q., Officiating Magistrate of Ilooghly, to the Commissioner of the 

Burdwan Division, — (No. 336, dated Hooglily, the 9th December 1871.) 

I iiAVK the honor to report that from inquiries made by the police, as stated in my No. 293, 
dated Ist November 1871, it appears that fever prevails to a considerable extent in all tfie 
lhannahs of tlie district exe(*pt Serampore. • 

2. Ill thig^naU Hoogidy old fever and spleen is more prevalent than last year at the 

same season. * 

3. *In thannah Bansbariah there is new .^is well as old fever; the deaths are few. • 

• 4. In Pundooah there is i\o new fever, but old fever is very prevalent. 

* ,5. In Bulagiirh Tever is very prevalent, and of a mortal type. A native doctor has been 
prmt there, and I am about to v'sit the thannah with auotlier native doctor. The fever is 
(\ >i4)tles8 owifig to the inundations. 

6. In Serampore there^is lio fever. In Bydabatty it is very prevalent, as also in 

jj[rissto^goi%. Two native doctors have gone to these lhannahs. In ('hunditollah there is slight 
Jevm* only, and in Hflrripaul il is prevalent, hut there is a dispensary of vvhicli much use 
is made. * % 

7. In the thnnnahs of the J^hanabad sub-division, whilst Chnnderkona is sufTering as is 
<isual. or little more than is usual jfl. this s(*ason, Jehanahad has been very severely visited. The 
volice report that there j* fever in every village. It is, howeviT, chiefly old fl'vcr, though many 
deaths are caused by it. In Goghat it is of a similar type, but loss widely spread. A sub- 
uKsisrunt surgeon, with an ilineian^ dispensiry, has orders to move throughout these thannahs, 
wliilst two native doctors are also stf^.ioned at the worst sites. 

8. I hope to bo able to visit Pundooah, Dhunyakhally, Ilurripaul, Kristonagoref and 
Kliaifakool, as well as Jehanabad and (iogii.at, .nt some time or another during the next month. 

hope I shall then he able to report on improvement.

I AM directed “W the Lieuterfaiit-Governor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No. 3fl8 of the 14th December 1874, and in compliaikce with your request, to forward 
hereWth a cheque for "Rs. 300 on the Burdwan Division Epidemic llelief Fund, in order that 
the native doctor now employed in the Hooglily district may he ke})t supplied with the means 
of providing food, clothing, &c,, to the sick poor who* may absolutely necd^it. 1510 native 
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doctors employed in this work should he closely supervised to see that they actually spead the 
money ou the sick poor. They should, if this is nut already done, keep detailed aucoouts 
showing each person relieved, how, and to what extent.

From Dtt. J. C. Brown, Inflpector-General of Hospitals, Indian Medical Department, to 

tfhe Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Depytment,— (No. 960, dated Fort 

William, the 27th December 1871.) ' ^ 

I UAVE the honor to submit, for the information and orders of His Honor the 

Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, the documents mar- 
triniilly enumerated, conoerniti|j the serious outbreak 
of fever at present prevaiUng iu the zillah of Burd- 
waii. 

2. I desire more particularly to solicit Iflie Orders 
of Government as to whether medical aid is to be supplied to Burdwan in addition to what 
has already been done in this direction. 

3. The report of the Deputy Inspector-General shows to what extent the emergeuey has 
been met, and impresses a conviction tlmt any additional efforts which it is possible fur the 
Medical Department to make will fall very far short of the necessities of the case. 

4. The Civil Sur;jeon^s demand for three medical officers and ninety native doctors is entirely 
beyond my power. All the circles of medical BU])eriutendonce in the presidency have been 
drained of supernumerary native doctors for this emergency, as well us for the Lushai^expedi- 
tion, and new none are available. Several men have been specially entertained fur duly in 
Burdwan, and the only expedient which 1 can now suggest is temporarily withdrawing 
compounders'^ from the dispensaries of neighbouring zilluhs. This will incommode these 
dispensaries, and the men so obtained will be of comjiarativi^ly small use. 

5. There are also at the Medical (College Hospital six supernumerary sub-assistant 
surgeons, whose services might be made available, but it is found that these subordinates are not 
so useful as native doctors. 

G. If the Government desire it, 1 shall continue to send all the medical aid which I can 
command to Burdwan, and raport from time to time the extent to whicl’ I am able do so. 

7. All the authorities agree in urging the importance of distributing food and clothing 
to the sufferers, and I entirely concur in the necessity of providing these important aids to 
medical relief. Indeed, I consider them quite us essential in the treatment of the siek as 
medicine. 


Fort William, Bepuff/ lanpocfor Gvnerars Office, 2ifh December 1871. 

. On account of the increase of sickness in this zillah during the past and present month, 
I again visited Hurdwan on the 20ih December, to make necessary inquiries into the disposi- 
tion of the subordinate medical oflicers now at work there, and to make myself informed 
generally of the state of the public health iu the district as indicted by recent ii'eports to rny 
office from the civil surgeon. ^ 

As far as I could ascertain, there has been a very considerable increase of sicknersdn the 
district, generally during November and the present month ; and If the police and other reports 
which 1 have made myself acquainted with be at all reliable, Alien a largo section of the 
population throughout tlie district is prostrated with fever, and of these large numbec.s die 

Dr. Elliot has visited many parts of the zillah, and |o has Sub-Assistant Surgeon 
Deenobundho Dutt, and the foregoing estimation of the extent affd spread of the ^hease is in 
harmony with their ideas and the experience which they have gained. 

1 had a hmg conversation with the Magistrate yesterday ; and as the bfiiciating Sanitary 
Commissioner was here also, I discussed the question with these gentlemen with a view to 
ascert'aiii if any, and what, measures could he resorted to Jindcr the emergency to meet the 
demands which this exceptional stale of affairs necessarily makes on our attention and our 
capabilities. ‘ 

I have perused a copy of a letter which Dr. Elliot has forwarded to my office, but which 
had not feached me when 1 loft (Meutta (annexed hereto) ; and after all I liaye seen and heard, 
and after perusing the police reports that came in whilst I Svas there, I am of opinion that if 
it is desired by Government to give as efficient aid to all the zillah populations who are now 
suffering from this fever as where we have medical subordinates at work, then 100 native 
doctors, with six sub-assistant surgeons of experioiicc as inspecting officers^ should be distributed 
over the district at once. 

To give an idea of the fatality which attends the.<se fever cases, I will state what came 
under my ob^ervatiou on the 2l8t at the village of Mahachanda, distant about eight miles from 
the civil sjation. A large crowd were present attending the dispensary which has been 
established there, and amongsf these were some of tlie more wealthy inhabit»nts of the village, 
and these positively assured mo that out of a population of about 600 persona living in 
Mahachanda, one hundred had died^of fever since October, and chjefly during November ajid 
December. 

As a rule, it is the poorer section of the village communities who suffer most severely and 
die, for Wherever the previous condiiion of the individual has been one associated with great 
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dislress ar even privation, the inoidence of the fever is exoeptionally severe, and oncse prostrated 
by disease, he never rallies unless food and clothing, in association jvith medical relief, be at 

hand. • 

It is for this reason that no effectual system of treatment can be pursued that is not 
supported by liberal donations of food and clothing to all those who are now suffering so 
severely from disease in this zillah, and thuslhe matter becomes a very serious one both in an 
admiuistrative* sense and financially. 

A letter is now before me from Sub- Assistant Surgeon C. N. Biswas, dated Cutwa, 11th . 
December, iji which he says the people ha^^^ been debilitated •a great deal .from repeated 
attacks ; they are almost reduced to skeletons ; the poor class are suffering much, and this is 
owing to insufficiency of food and want of clothes. The well-fed, well-lodged, and well-oared 
for, have suffered very little ; the mortality was amongst the poor clasep; and many are sufiering 
frowj oongestion of the spleen and liver from repeated attacks of fever, owing to their depraved 
condition and extreme prostration of strength.^^ Again, some arrangements are absolutely 
necessary for feeding the poor and helpless people, without which medicines will be of no 
effect.^^ * , 

This ofiii:er has himself been veiy ill, and Ivann about to relitjve him from his charge. 

The foreg(/ing description is a fair avera^ account of tlie (?ondition and utter propi ration 
of a large section of many of these village communities, and I agree with the sub-assistant 
surgeon that no amount of medicine will stay the hand of Death with these poor people unless 
food and clothing be liberally distributed, and that too through a large extent of the thannahs 
in tlfts district. 

In J808-f)9 the scones witnessed in and around Burdwan city can never be forgotten by 
those who witnessed them. 1 believe that every individual of the poor Hindoo communities 
and caste*^, and all the poorer Mahomedans, suffered at that time from the disease, and that 
grgat numbers died at the time. Tliose who partially recovered suffered again in l869-r0, and 
of these a proportion only died, as food relief went hand in hand with tlie medical officer's 
assistance. Those who heiiefited by such relief have, however, been again attacked this year, 
having been rendered doubly liable to the invasiem of disease by a dtbilitated condition, 
resultinjg^ fron^ previous attacks, and these only will live on so long as they are watched and 
fed and clad during the sickly Season. * 

The poor ereatnros attending the dispensaries crowded round me yesterday, begging in 
most earnest terms for clothing of some kind and for blankets. The municipality of Burdwan 
are procuring blankets, and distributing them ; but this should have been done a month ago, 
and must be continued *year by year, as long as the poverty of the people is such as to pre- 
dispose them to suffer in an exceptional manner from the exciting causes of this disease. 

1 need not here allude to the views which I have held on the nature and origin of these 
fevers in the Burdwan district, as they arc fully detailed in the reports which I have submitted 
to the Inspector- GeneraBs ollice. I may, however, briidly state that the disease itself, the 
circumstances under whicli it arises, and the conditions under which we find it existing, *are, 

1 believe, 'f)reciBely those which I have so carefully detailed in my reports. The mortality 
whfch attends the advent and progress of the malady is dependant also on those faulty 
hygienic states whiph are invariably associated with the pcor in all countries, and whicB are 
here intensified by indilforent liahits and inodes of life in a climate whicli is especially trying 
to them at certain seasons ’of the year. 

Mrf Metcalfe thinks two native doctors, with three medical officers to control them and 
direct and supervise their efforts, are absolutely needful ; and these are at work in the different 
vtllagea and thannahs * detailed in the annexed disposition return. Assistant Surgeon 
KSbinson takes Siie Munglecote circle, and will proceed from post to [mst., inspecting the dispen- 
sarii^s loca\^d there and advising the native doctors as to modes of treatment and duties; Sub- 
Assistant Surgeon Deenobundho Diitt takes the Burdwan circle, and inspects the different 
dispensaries looiited within hS part of the district ; whilst Tara Prosunno Roy, who has just 
been relieved of duty at Satkhira, will inspect and advise in the dispensaries located in the 
Koynah circle. * 

At the request of the Magistrate, and on my recommendation, a native doctor will be 
attached to the civil surgeon *at the station, to take charge of all supplies of inodteines which 
arrive from Calcutta, and to* distribute these to the native doctors at work in the district, 
Aeeping all accounts of the same, and submitting these to the civil surgeon as required. 

The food relief measures are initiated and carried out by the Magistrate under orders 
received from the Commissioner, but I iiave expressed to the former my opinion that it 
is absolutely necessary to feed and cloth the poor wherever medical relief is given, for 
without it no measure of success .is likely to attend our efforts to check the heavy mortality, 

' and I have impressed on the civil surgeon the ne<’essity of bearing these matters in mind. 

I have, since writing the above, had a conversation with the Magistrate in re ference to 
the disiributiSn of disease in the Burdwan zillah, and ho believes with me that 100 native 
<h)otarB may be usefully employed here ; but as that is in every sense impossible now, he thinks 
• that something may be done to utilize the services of ^native compounders who live about in 
the villages through the ziliah,,and who, hc^ thinks, might be looked after by inspecting 
medical oifioers. I confess I do nut see my way suffieieutly clear in thig matter, so as to 
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'help the people in the present emer^rency^ and I do not therefore recommend it for adoption. 
^ Tlie fever is of a nature to.reqnire some skill in its treatment in the early stages^ and this can 
only be done by educated, subordinate officers. 

Dr. EHiot has asked for a second medical officer to take up and relieve him of the duty 
of collecting and checking the returns which must be prepared at the different dispensaries 
now at fwork ; and it is certain that with his wbrk as civil surg^eon^ he has little leisure for 
such occupation. But I am afraid that the Inspector-General will scarcely sanctio A this addition 
to the zillah staff; and if a second medical officer could be spared, I think he should be deputed 
to the district. to inspect and look after the di^ensarics in the Roynah circle^ in place of the 
Satkira sub-assistant surgeon. ^ • 

I took the oJ)portunity, whilst at Bnrdwan, of visiting the sudder dispensary# It is 
in charge of Bepin Beiiarry Dhole, a young sub-assistant surgeOn, who is temporarily 
attached to it whilst Deenobiindho is inspecting the epidemic dispensaries. This dad *18 
clever and willing, trying to do his best, and docs that fairly well ; but he has not been careful 
enough to keep lns„pilgrim patients from defiling the floors of the hospital. Poor creatures, 
suffering from scorbutic diarriicoa and dysenteiy, will not get up on a cold morping to visit the 
latrine, unless they are looked carefully to, and in this cate the result was the presence again 
in this hospital oi that filtliy fnceal smell which was one of the chief causes of its unpopularity 
two years ago. 1 directed the civil surgeon to supply himself with carbolic acid and 
McDougaPs powder, so as to purify the wards and to enable him to keep them in a more cleanly 
state in future. 

1 visited the jail also, and found, out of a strength of prisoners, 53 in hosfiital 
suffering from intermittent fever and enlai^gcd spleen, and 40 on the convalescent list. There 
was not a singV^ healthy man in tho jail in my estimation ; and making every allowance 
for the prevalence of fever, I think the condition of these prisoners indicates something wrong 
in the Burdwan jail economics. Dr. Elliot has some suspicions also, and will keep a watchful eye 
on the jailor's proceedings in future. It is certain that the men wore ail in fair condition on the 
9th ultimo, and it is scarcely possible that ftwer alone coiihi have producoJ such an unfavorable 
condition as that noticed by me in men well liousccl and fed on the jail scale, if all had been, as it 
should have been, during Dr. Elliot's absence from the station. Dr. Elliot lifts ccanplaingd very 
much of the native doctor's condilct during his absence. 

I solicit the Insjiector-Geiieral's approval of what I have done in the distribution of the 
native doctors, and in allotting certain duties of supervision to the superintending medical 
officers at work at Burdwan, 

1 saw Mr. Buckhind this morning,* and he had perused a* copy of JDr. Elliot's 
^ ^ letter of the 18th instant to my address. Tho Ct)inmissioner is of 

' ’ * ’ opinion that more native doctors should be sent, and I would back 

the application most strongly, if I had men to send ; but I can only now calculate on three 
sub-divisional native doctors in addition to those at present at Burdwan, and I must await 
definite orders on ihis subject.

In forwardinjy the acnompanying letter from the Civil Surgeon of Burdwan lyith my 
report on the present state of aflairs in that zilluh, I would annex, for the Inspector- General's 
inforiftatiou, a copy of a demi-oflicial note which I wrote to the Comttiissioner on Saturday 
morning after my return to Calcutta, and Mr. Buckland's reply in original. 

8. Thcfe is no doubt that the more native doctors are sent to that zillah, the better will 
it be for the poor people who are sufterlng fioni fever; but I took the opportunity on Friday 
of asking the Magistrate at Burdwan if I shall send up more officer^, and be said, Not at 
present." Mr. Metcalfe knew full well the dilliculty the Medical Department has in procuring 
efficient^’ subordinate (dficers. 

3. As to tlie Chukdighce dispensary, the siib-assistant surgeon is a Government 
servant; but as the dispensary is maiuiaiucd by a zemindar, I do not aclvise this medical 
officer's removal at present. 

4. The Cutwa snh.U'^'^istant Airgeon witl l)e relieved at once, Dr. Elliot having 
received orders to send him to iho l’rcsiilciic.v,1is also one of the two lust sub-ussistant 6ur^»‘e(>n8 
appointed. I gathered from the dis'rict oilhiers that «good, cxpmdenced native doctors are held 
to be more valuable than voung inid iiicx])eri(Mice(l sub-assistaut surgeons, 

5. Every thing will be done by myself to :iia and assist the (Mvil Surgeon, and full 
quantities of quinine and other useful re medies Jia^’e b(‘C‘ii passed on Dr. Elliors indents. I 
have also sent up 2l)lb of quinine tnysidf for use in tlie Burdwan zillah ; liut wjth tlie present 
paucity of supernumerary sniMiniinate ollbers, 1 solicit further instruelions as to the Civil 
Surgeon's opinion tiiat 90 native doctors and tiin?e European medical officers are required. 

• 6. My opinions on these points will be gailuMed from my import. 


From Dr. J. Elliot, Civil Surgeon ofBuHUvan, to the Deputy Inspeetor-Oeneral of Hospitals, 

Presidency Circle, Caleiitta, — 'No. 1-92, d.ited Burdwan, the ISth December 1S71.) 

t Ir continuation of rriy No, 4-5*’l, dau‘d 8:h instant., I have tlie honor to inform 
YOU that since the submission of last report ihorc has been no ahateiriont of lever either in 
town or district. New eases prevail in villages lying to tlie north-west of the distriet, 
in sub-division Bood-Boui.1. lleporis reuaiMing it from all quarters are so general, that it 
would be difficult to say where the disease is not. 

The same ^y\}Q of fever prevails ihrouginmt, with urgent congestive complications at first, 
and enlargement of spleen and liver iiftei wuuls. 

On 18t\i insiimt 1 proceeded to Chukoigbec, fifteen miles south of Mymaree station, 
ibanuah Selimabad. 

On 18th 1 visited the villages* as per umririn on the western bank of the river Da moodSh. 

, After minute inspection, having visited ftom house to lu'Use, 1 saw 

• FoleSreeramporo. Upwards of 8<i() jH‘'..jde, all sick, iu di He relit stages of i ho disease. 

' tija any were prust rated by fever, others were in gnat debility Und 

poverty, eking out a miserable existence wiilnmi j>roj)er nouristunent, 
rjovering from cold/or caiv (^f any kind. In one village I only found two penpie who had not 
Aifl'ered from fever. The mortality has been, and is still, very great, 1 have deputed a native 
doctor with medicines to tin* spot. 

The zcmindai't promKBed*me in writing Bs. 150 for the purchase of quinine for the good 

^ • of his village. The money i to be paid lo tin* on receipt 

• t DwarkfinatU Mittorr of which 1 shall send a large supply ofqulniiic fioiii the Goveiu- 

• % iiieiit stores for sale in the disirici . 

The native doctor has orders to take a supply of ruui, sago, and ether necessaries!, and 
will supply milk, &c., to the de.Stitute. 

Funds have beeu^pluccd in his hands for this purpose by order of the Commissioner of the 
division. 


Oil I4th I visited Targrar* and auumberof villages to the south of niiukdigbec* la company 
with the Magistrate ; ahma two4,liirds of the pujiulaiion an* said to jiave dii'd. I sliuiiid take 
one*haIf to be a nearer calculation. Few children had been born since the dise;isc comhienced. 


^ People complained bitterly of the li.-aLiueiit they received at tiio Cliukdiglice dispensary. 

The Bub-assislant surgeon is lazy, trusts to his compounders, who j)urciiase and expend, at 
the zemilidar's expense, enormous quantities ot European medicines, and do no good. 

They are both in extensive private practice. Steps have been taken to^mt a stop to this 
with the concurrence of the zemindar, who spares no expense. 

^ TTie sub-assistant surgeon should be removed and a bettor miiu sent. Copy of my 
remarks on visiting the dis^nsary shall be submitted ns soon nl rcci-iveJ. 

There are now 15 disjiensaries ior the treatment ('i‘ endemic lover in town and district, 
besiSies* the Oovernmeat iustilutions at smldcr staliwTi and sulMlivisious; also Maliiuajuli's 
dTispensary in the city. * One hundred more would not he sulbeicnt, if it is really the 
intention of Government to attempt to cope wiili^hc Jisi‘:iso. TIju j Enropcau nioii'*aI officcis 
of experience, with 80 native docicu’s each, all working hard, niighi idl'oul percept ildo fclicf, 
but the presout staff is a mere drop iu thebceaii. The good they do docs not expend beyond 
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the villages in which they labour. Zemindars should be roused into action, money should be 
c<>llected from them, and medicines purchased for the poor. I believe that many zemindars 
would contribute willingly if pi*rsonaIly spoken to on the subject. Food reliefs should be 
established when required, under proper supervisipn, on a scale sufficient to meet the emergency » 
Sub-assistant surgeons pa>8ing their time in idleness, wlyle thousands are dying all 
roun«l them, should be punished and dismissed, and the wo»king men encouraged. The^hole 
scheme should be entered into vigorously and systematically, with a large and efficient staff 
working under the orders*oF a committee, on\3 member of which should be a medi<^l officer who 
lias local knowledge of the distrioU 

The temptation* offered to native doctors on small salaries, by placing funds in theif 
hnnd^ purchase food, will prove too irreat for most of them, and no benefit will result, for 
the food will never reach the poor, for wboin it is intended. «» 

The native medical officers in charge of dispensaries in towns and 8ubnrl>s are working 
hard and doing r^al good. I may say the same of most of the others who are within reach. 

The suh-assistant surgeon at Akloky has a small daily average, though^ sickness is great 
in his neighbourhood. He is unable to sulKnit retiirni^. Of the two sub-assistant surgeons 
lately sent, one arrived with fever and is still V^iek. The other is a fever subject, has attacks 
about throe times in a month, and is debilitated in consequence. 

The food depots are working well, and more should be established.

My Demi BuckTiANd, 

With referein^e to our conversation this morning, is it your wish that more native doctors 
should go to Buniwan at once? 

I think I told you that we are very hard up for these men, and that I have onjy four spare 
men for all my circle ; but as 1 am anxioiH to do all I can in this emergency. Will you please 
favor me with orders on the subj.^ct that I may be able to go up t*) the Inspector-General of 
Hospitals with an application for extra men (supposing that they caii be found). 

Dr. Elliot has now 21 native doctors besides tliose ordinarily doing dlity in his zillah, and 
three sub-assistant surgeons with one assistant ditto.

Division, — (No. 198P, dated Cuinp lioynali, the lOth Deceivl^»er 1871.) 

I HAVE the honor to report for your information that on the 13th instant I arrived at 
Selimabad village wdih a view to inquiring regarding the violAiCe of the epi(|emic fever along 
the banks of the Dainooduli and the villages within thannnh Roynah. 

1. " I found thui the lever had visited with severity the villages of Moshagari, Solda, 
Ajapore, Bainean — both Cliotto and Baro — and Nursingpnre, but the violence had passed after 
lasting three years, leaving an emaciated and unlieulthy population with spleen d|sease and 
other sequeisB of fever. There are still daily deaths, but the people seemed mure ho{^ful of the 
coming year whilst lamenting the depopulated state of their villages. 

2. .At Seliniabad there has been heavy mortnlitv; houses have l)een abandoned. The 
village is one of the dirtiest iti the district, and the supply of drinking water abominabl^ 
Immediately l>ehind the tbaunah there is an old badshaheo tank, the proport}^ of Government 
filled witii rubbish and weeds, and siiiTounded by jungle. 

8. I would ask your sanction to an expenditure of Us. 500 from savings of fetryVand 
lor its restoration. The sale of timber on its banks will fetch about Rs. 00, and fisheries, when 
cleaned, at^lcast Jls. 40 per annum. Qn remonstrating* witli the villagers on their defective 
drin^^ing siipoly, they begged that this particular tank might be renovated, as it bad onceb^n 
the best drinking source in the village. * 
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4. Them is still a good deal of sickness in Selimabad. I saw some very hopeless « n * ft iT • • 
bat the tide has turned, and the violence of the epidemic passed to the western side of the river 
, 6. I also visited, in company with Dr. Elliot, the villages of SrikistOpore and Jot Joyram’ 

The mortality here may be safely given at 10 annas of the population. In one house where 
we held ini^uiries, there bad previously been 40* inmates : there were now 7. In anothen house 
•whichvpreviously coutained 17*, there is now left one. The survivors looked miserably ill • all 
the young children had died, and tliose that lived were diseased. '' * 

8. ThsM latter villages are close to the Chnkdighee charitablp dispensary, erected and ‘ 
endowed by the late Saroda Persand. The villagers complained they had received no benefit 
from the diarity, and apparently had ceased going near it. Amidst all the sickness, there was 
an average of 6 in-patieuto and 46 out. , 

• 7. • The complaints were in detail as follows 

That good medicine was given to those who could psy for it,— bad to the poor; that no 
attempt, ww made by the sub-assistant surgeon to inquire into their casw, but they were 
hurriedly dismissqd; that he was frequently absent on his private practice, and that thw were 
kept waiting for hours unattended to.* » * ^ 

8. All tbwe allegntions Dr. Elliot and myself after inquiry believe to be true. On 
holding a committee of the dispensary, and examining the accounts, we discovered, first, that 
there are two compounders, hoth of some education and intelligence ; that all fviz! sub- 
assistant surgeon, two compounders) these persons were engaged in private practice • that 
one oT the conipoundeis jesided with the suh-assistant surgeon, and that the expenditure of 
drugs was for the attendance preposterous. Besides* the Government stock, we were asked to 
believe that from Rs. 80 to 45 in European medicines were monthly expended on the few 
patients. 

. 9. The sub-assistant surgeon took upon himself the responsibility by saying that he 
kept the medicines himself under lock and key, and is therefore responsible for the undue waste 
that has taken place. 

10. The committee recornmeiuled to the manager the discharge of both compounders 

and the future indent for medicines (roro the Government stores. ’ 

11. The conduct of the sfib-assisUint surgeon, a Govorndtont servant, seems to roe mosr 

reprehensible. Living in a locality where Itundreds were dying, he never seems to have offered 
them the smallest assistance or tneciic.il aid outside the walls of the charity. He has brought 
the place into discredit, allowed medicines eiilicr to be wasted or sold or used up, and that not 
in the interest^f the charity. He deserves the severe censure of his department, if not some 
substantial mark of its disfdeasure. ’ 

12. The violence of the fever about Chukdighee also has passed to the western side 

Dr. Elliot visited several villages and found tim epidemic most violent. In one villaoe there 
was scarcely ii healthy man. The name of this particular village is lot Sreerani, and it is pro- 
posed to establish a native doctor and dispensary in the Public Works bungalow with Tihe 
permission of that d(*partmtnt. " 

• 13. This will he central for all tlie villages grouped along the Damoodah bank opposite 
Lai) Kulnn. 

. 14. Bu*boo Dwarka Natli Mitter, a resident at Sreekistopore, offered to subscribe Rs. 150 

for medicines and to contribute towards a disfKsnsary if his neighbours would assist; this 
they lftv!i declined to do. The above amount will, however, be expended in quinine, which has 
been indentinl for. ^ • 

18*. I parted from Dr. Elliot at Chnkdighee and crossed the river, visiting the villages 
of >reekistoporef Rajarampore, Adampore, Tazpoor Pcpiia, en ronte to Roynah. The fever was 
very bad it^the two former, and the mortality great. These villiages lie in a narrow strip of high 
land ioiiiiedialely on the baiilu of the Dainoodali. andtheir water-supply^ls excellent. Whether 
the mass of the villagers use we river water is doul>tfuI. 

16. To the lies a plain of several miles of open country. The first village I went 
into was Adampore, and I was struck by the healthy appoar-ance of the villagers, who were 
reaping. 1 ^thered from them that though they had sufiered during last year, the epidemic 
was now worse than previously, and sickness increasing; that the deaths within the last two 
years have been from fever about twenty only. 

17. Another long stretch of plain, with an abundant harvest standing uncut, lav between 
Adampore and the west village, Tazpore. Near this village I also remarked the healthy 
look (Jf the villagers, but learnt that they bad beim hired and imported from the western 
portion of Indoss to reap the harvest, receiving 4 annus per diem besides two rations of food. 

18. Approaching the village signs of funeral pyres were abundant, -^ome still burning, 
m viUa^ told the same story as at Adamp.>re, viz. that their village had hitherto escaped) 
but that in September symptoms of fever broke out, and that it was increasing in violence. 

I ^ taking me for the civil surgeon, begged that I would visit and prescribe 

for their «ck. I outeaod several houses. In one therh was a group of women seated round a 

yell-to-do class qf villagers. She was, I fear, past human 
Mp } the fariiUy evincing great distress. Within qn hour after leaving this village I was 
attacked with the regular symptoms of lever,— nausea, ague, and violent

20, It is perhaps unnecessary to give further details. Roynab, Pollashon, Pashindah, 
Barpoor, Kumarpoor, are all sufferiitg severely, and the death* wail is to be heard on all sides. 

21. 1 had intended visitiiii; Oochalun and the villages to the south, but. hearing that the 

Johanabacl Deputy Magistrate was expepted there to-morrow,* I have 
* directed him to report <m t\i: state of the fever. 

' 22. The arrangements for Hoynah that I woukV propose are as follows 

Has been sent. One native doctor to be stationed at Srikistopore. 

One native doctor to be stationed at. Pollashon. ^ 

If these two men, \Vith a compounder fcaeh, move aliout the villages in a cir^e of five miles, 
they will be of ;t.lie greatest boneiii to the people; and with the sub-assistant surgeon at 
Akloky, ought to suffice for the more iinTnediate wants of this thannah. Put they must be 
not only here, but tbronghout the di8tii(‘t, under Eurppenn medical sui)ervi8i(>n. If tin; Govern- 
ment are unable to supply the necessary siuff, 1 would suggest the employment of one or two 
European executive offictM S, if tiicy can Ix^ spared from elsewhere, to see that the subordinate 
medical agency at least disj>ense tije medicines with ordinary energy. 

23. It is quite clear to im?, after the expeiience of the last three months," that without such 
supervision, any arrangement or organization* inu>t fail, — medicines wiil bo improperly disposed 
of, those that can pay will be treated, whilst’ the indigent will be neglected, false returns 
will be prepared and itinerant visits wiil never he made. 

24. Un(ie.r European medical supervision the available medit'ul staff might be vastly 
strengthened by utilizing the (H)inpotiiiders found practising in every vilJlage. TheAe men 
having served for a short time in dis|»ensaries, set uj) as praciii loners, and have some knowledge 
of dispensing, medicines. I met and conv(‘rsod with scviTai. and tiiey admitted that they dosed 
under apprelicnsions, not undoivu nding the nature and strength of the drugs they employed. 
Quinine is apfiarcntly giNcn l>v tlc m in any and every s^t.sge, without reference to the sts^te of 
the patient, thereby often inertvasing congestion. Quinine, brandy, aiid sago, seem to me always 
available within a >liovt distanee ; and if iho compoiimiers received a liltb? professional advit'O, 
also the treatment to he puiviied, they might no d(»uut do a great d«^'d of good without any 
expenditure to the relief fund, as the villages where these men are employed „are well able to 
pay them. 

25. I have made the drinking supply a special subject of inquiry in each village. The 
filthy state of tanks deilcs all description. The villagers C'>rn)>lain that however willing to 

• have them cdeaiu'd, they can get no lalxmrer.s : all ate t iihiM* .si< k or dead. This evil is daily 
increasing, A law seems to me urgently rcquiiecl to enable district oliicers to sej apart taiiLs for 
drinking purposes in villages. Aliboiigh tin* vilhigers admit such a Jieeissily, they avow they 
have no internal c'^iesion snlliritMit to enforce su<*li a prai tice, and that unless tiie Sirkar 
interferes, they mu*t die. At Ixoli Sel irabad ami Koymih I was a>k(.d to iuterfere ; 
at the former, the inhabitants have taken up the idea that all the tank water has bet-ome hot, 
and therehire iiidnaltliy , except <»ne, where they lM*tji drink and bathe, and also defiecate 
on the banks. Out <d’ IJeuMal Troper, a aMagi^irate^s onn r setting apart a village tank would 
of itself be siiffi<!ieut authority; but I fear that, here, withoui. a penal clame, the order would not 
only be disobeyed, but liable to iiiiniediatc; reversal on :ij>peaL 

Further reports on the medicjil ref|airomeiiis of liie Culna sub-division and thannahs 
Indoss and Khuiidghosc will follow. 

From C. T. Bttcki.anu, Esq., rommissioin r of the Burdwan l)ivifeion, to the Magistrate of 
Burdwan, — (No dated Burdwan, the 21 si Dccnnher « 

I HAVE the hpnor to acknowledge, with many tuank.s, tlui receipt of your letter N*3. 190P, 
dated the 16th instartl, and to coiniiiunieate the following observaiioiis. 

2. -I should be glad to be informed \vl>ut provi.sion has l^hen made, or is to bfe made, for 
the relief of the sickly inhabitants (d* the villages of Mashagorie, Solda^j , Ajaporo, Boro and 
Choto Banean, and Nursinguore, inci.tioncd in paragraph I of your httter. 

5. With reference to paragraphs 2 and o, 1 have to request that you will submit a sepa- 
rate applicaUon for the excavation of the old tank at 8elirnaUid, to enable me to obtain the 
sanction of the Department of Public Works. As the work cannot be done for two or three 
months, I beg that you will be good enough to satisfy yourself most carefully that the tank is 
really the property of Government, and Unit no claimant will hereafter arise to bring un action 
for damages or any other demand against Govenuu-nt. It will also be necessary to liend an 
estimate of the cost of excavating tiie tank bused <tii certain calculations of tho work to be 
done, and to shew from what item oi saving of the Ferry Fund it can be met. ^ 

4. With reference to the remarks in paragraphs 5 and 0, it is. to l)e presumed that the 
mortality has been spread over a Series of years, and that you are not referring Vo the mortality 
of the last two or three mouths. It is very melancholy to find iliat the charitable disp«»nsaf..y 
at Chukdighee has so totally f.iiled to perform the duty expected of it. As the 8upervision<* 
of the dispensary is with the Medical De{mrUacnt, J request that you will. have tho goodness 
to desire -the civil smgeou to rt pcvt the case to ilie Inspector-General of Hospitals, with a 
view to the udopti6n of proper measures against the sub-ussistaut surgeon and the otbor 
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incompetent oflScers attached to this institution. It is also desirable that you should communis 
cate to the zemindar your sense of the abuses of bis charity which have been permitted to exist 
before his face. 

5. Referring to paragraph 12, T beg to observe that if a native doctor is not available for 
the proposed dispensary at Jot Sreeram from among those already sent up, you will be good 
enough to request the civil surgeon to get an««tlier man at once, and to apply separately for 
sanction to his entertainment, and to the requisite supplementary expenditure and medicines. ■ 

6. I yquest that you will have the goodness to obtain tlie eaibscription of Rs. 150 from 
Baboo Dwark Nath Miller referred to in paragraph and spend the apiount in purchasing 
quinine without delay. 

7. Your remarks ih paragraph 15, regarding the state of the Itoalth of the inhabitants of 
Sreekishtopore and other villages, seem to shew that the fever visits the people impartiafly, and 
without any regard to the good supply of water which they have within their reach. 

8. With regard to the arrangements for Roynah, proposed in paiagriqih 22, I understood 
that the six natjve doctois applied f<»r by you in your office No. Is8, dated the 9th instant, 
were intended to provide for these villages, aiukl l)eg that you will report if they have been 
deputed there, or if you still want more merf. I beg also to intimate that Doctor Robinson an 
English assistant surgeon, has been alieady sent up to Buniwan by Cyovernment at my request, 
and 1 hoge that his supervision of the suboniinate medical agency will suffice to meet your 
requirement. If anything further is needed, I sliall be happy to apply to Government. 

*9. You are requested to bring lo the notice oj* the civil surgeon the suggestions contained 
in paragraph 25 regarding tlie strengthening of the medical staff by utilizing the services of 
the native compounders, and providing them with simple instructions. • 

10, With reference to paragraph.25 of your report, 1 beg to observe that the subject of 
tlv* necessity of legislative enactment attaching penal consequences to disobedience of the 
orders of district officers setting apart village tanks for drinking purposes will be brought to 
the notice of Government; but unfortunately the natives themselves will shew the strongest 
opposition to any such attempt at K'gislation In the meantime I would advise you to issue 
perwuiq^hs to •the Zemindars and pulnidars and other influential persons, desiring them to name 
and set apart a tank in each village, as it is evidently I heir intent that this should be done, 
and the villagers will probably comply with their order. 

From A. Maokknztk, Ksq., Junior Secretary to the Government of Bengal, to the Commis- 
sioner^of the Burdwau Division, — (No. 4360, dated Fort William, the 30th December 
1871.) 

I AM directed to acknowb dge the receipt of your r ndorsement No. 383 of the 28th 
December 1S71, regarding the fever now prevailing in Burdwan, and in reply to request that 
you will be so good as to convey the Lieut enant-Gt)vernoi'8 thanks to Mr. C. T. Metealfe^ 
Magistrate of Burn wan, for his personal exertions in visiting and reporting upon so many 
of the affected villages, suffering tlnuigh he is from fever himself.. It is due apparently 
to Air. Metcalfe^s careful inquiries that the shameful misconduct of the sub-assistant sivgeon 
and compoupders attacht^ to the charitable dispensary at Chuckdiggcc has been brought 
•to light. * • , . . 

The Lieutenant-Governor considers it desirable that a further and fuller inquiry, 

. formwly conducted, should be held into the conduct of these men, and wdih this view I am 
to request that you will cSIl upon the Magistrate to submit, in communication with the civil 
BUigeon, a joint report as to the extent to wnich the charges preferred against the gmb-assistant 
surgeon and coiffpounders are established. If there are any grounds for accepting the charges 
of merceniA'y and improper conduct altrihuted to iaese officers by the vyiagers, you are autho- 
rized to remove them from tbe dispensary, and to direct them to proceed to the sudder station, 
and there await the orders of Government. 

Your further pvders, in fespect lo the other points raised by the Magistrate of Burdwan, 
meet with the Lieutenant-Governor^s approval. 


Prom C. T. Bttckland, Esq., Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, to the Ofiiciaiing Secre- 
tary to the (Government of Bengal, Judicial Department,— (No. 390, dated Burdwan, 
the 29th December 1871.) 

. I.N continuation of this office No, 383, dated 28tb instant, I have the honor to submit 
the following remarks in connection with the Burdwan fever. 

2. I am informed by Dr. Saunders, the Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals, who 
has visited Hooghly to-day, that he has forwarded to Government, through the Inspector- 
General of Hospitals, a eOpy of the report, No. 492 of ]8t.h instant, addressed by the civil 
surgeon of Burdwan to the Deputy Inspector- General. It is therefore unnecessary for me to 
send ^ copy of it. • 

* 8. Copy of the Wtter in question was sent to me under the endorsement of the Joint- 

Magistrate of Burdwan without any remarks, as that officer apparently understood it to be a 
fort of supplement to the Magistrate's report, which was an enclosure of my N * ..roc.u 
instant. • 
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< 4. I placed myself in personal communication with Mr. Metcalfe, the Majristrate of 

Burdwan, and with Dr. Saunders, re^ardin^ Dr. Elliotts report, and I wrote demi-offioially to 
Dr. Saunders, urging hi\n to apply for authority to send up more native doctors as soon as 
possible, and 1 now understand from him that he has done so, although the supply of native 
doctors is almost exhausted, and ho can send only a small part of the ^number (thirty) asked 
for by Dr. Elliot. • ’ . , 

5. 1 have only to add that I believe it to be our duty to go on sending men and materials 
to afford such relief as we can during this severe, but 1 hope temporary emergency, and as long as 
the funds provided by His Highness the Malnirajah of Burdwan are so far from being ex hausted. 
It native medical officers cannot be found, I am of opinion that it would be expedient to send 
up more English medical officers (whether in or out of the service), as the treatment of the 
sick by^ English officers is sure to be more effectual, and moreover we can trust to them for the 
certain and jutlicious application of the charitable relief, whether in food, clothing, or money, 
which it is necessary to afford in some cases, and which, it will be observed, Dt. Elliot thinks 
cannot be safely entrusted to native jiractitioners. 

6. I have not yet received any reports of the result of tlie deputation 0t Dr. Robinson, 
but I understand from Dr. ^aun(^ers liiat he will report departmentally through the civil sur- 
geon. My instructions to the Magistrate were, that Dr. Robinson should be employed wherever 
his services were most required at the discretion of the civil surgeon. It will tend to the 
greater efficiency of the services of the medical officers of every grade if they are kept under 
the strictest supervision of the Medical Department, who can at once detect and punish .any 
misconduct, and can, on the other hand, rev/ard those officers who work well and heartily. 

7. The Msvgistrate has not sent me any further statistics of sickness from the police. 
Those hitherto sent have been so totally useless and untrustworthy that I have had to return 
them. 

Prom C. T. Buckland, Esq., Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, to the Secretary to the 

Government of Bengal, Judicial Department,-— (No. 394, dated Burdwan, the 30th 

December 1871.) 

In continuation of my letter No. 3G3, dated the 14th instant, I have the honor 
to forward copy of a letter No. 342, dated the 10th idem, from the Magistrate of Hooghly, 
reporting on the state of the fever in that district. I beg to observe that Mr. Pollew, by the 
kind assistance of Dr. Thompson, the (hvil Surgeon, was enulded to go about thq. district with 
a native doctor attax^hed to Iris camp, and it may safely be accepted that the sickness in 
Hooghly is decreasing, and, fortunately, it appears to have been not by any means so fatal this 
year as in the district of Burdwan. 


From P. H. Pellkw, Esq , Officiating Magistrate of Hooghly, to the Commissioner of the 
Burdwan Division^ — (No. 312, dated Camp Bhaslurab, the IGth December 1871.) 

" 1 iiAYJfi the honor to report that I have in my tour visited thannahs Bansberiah, 

Bulagurh, Paiidooah, and part of Dhuniriukhally, and have made inquiries into the health of 
the peo^de. My inquiries have been made by visiting the people -in several villages, as «.y., 
Bansberiah, Nuasorai, Dhunnodaha, Bulagurh, Somrah, Sreepore, Gooptiparah, Mit^pore, 
Digrah, Pandooah and its vicinity, Boinchce, Juhera, Obhirainpore, and Bhastarah; secondly, 
by questioning the cliowkeedars when assembled for inspection ; thirdly, 'by visiting Government 
and private dispensaries and medicine shops. 1 have also been accompanied on tour by a 
native doctor with a supply of medicines, which are freely distributed to all. , 

2. The result of my inquiries is that thu sickness is everywhere decreasing in the 
thannahs visited. In Pandooah it has never been severe, attd has greatly decreased. In 
Bulagurh there was much sickness a month .ago, but the peopleware recovering. In Baus* 
beriab there was considerable sickness, but it is disappearing. Dhunniakbally, as far as 
regards its northern portion, has never been unhealthy.

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From Dr. A. J. Paynr, Officiating Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal, to the Secretary 

to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Department, -—(No. 394, d^d Calcutta, the SOth 
^ December 1S71.) 

I HAVE the honor of reporting Tor the iriformation of the Hon^ble the Lieute- 
nant-Governor, that on the 18th instant I left Calcutta for the purpose of visiting the fever- 
stricken districts of Ilooghly and Buniwan. 

2. On mx arrival at Hooghly I ascertained freyn the Commissioner and the Civil Surgeon 
that the fever ^as declining both in the neighbouring villages and the interior of the district, 
with the exception only of Jehanabad, which place ct)iild be more easily reached from Burdwan. 
It was determined therefore that I should inspect a number of plaifes where the disease had 
been yery prevalent, which lay at short distances from the station, in preference to occupying 
the time at my disposal by a longer journey. Accordingly in company with the Civil Surgeon, 

Dr. Tiiompson, I visited the places viiamed iu the 

Shairong. Khamarparrah, Ranaberiah, Bandnl rnunrtu 

and Kenta. The jail, polira linea, civi) hospital, i. i • .111 

and Main Bazar, MopruitoTiy, ciiiriRuiah, Toinh- « Everywhere the fever was abating. Although 
Khoosgung, Kat- some (J these neighbourhoods it had been very pre- 
valent, it was not generally regarded as having been so 
fatal as in 1869. The features and the cffict of the disease were those which have been fully 
described in previous reports. The enlarged spleens, the dropsical limbs, and the pallid, blood- 
less con^lition of many of the sufferers, left little ground to hope that death could be long 
deferred, or to doubt the character of the malady. It \Vas gratifying, however, to listen to the 
terms in which the people mentioned the timely aid they had received this ye»r. Without 
being questioned on the point, they spoke freely and gratefnlly of the early medical treatment 
afforded to them as the reason of the diminished fatality of the sickness, and frequently 
recurrbd to it in the conversation I held with them. This was particularly the case at Kutgolah 
Ghat, from whence 1 learnt that some of the most alarming newspaper accounts of the 
fever had emanated. 

4. At one place.only, where there was a temporary dispensary, was it said that the daily 
number of ^ttendfng patients was*on the increase. There it was* noticed that the cases were 
more or less chronic, and turther enquiry brought out tlic fact that the distribution of efiieient 
remedies and of good food and elotliing was rapidly becoming more known (it was an outlying 
dispensary), and that the larger numbers merely represented the sick of a daily enlarging area. 
The dispensary had been in •existence about a rnonih. 

5. In the t8wn bazars and througlumt the villages, even in the narrow byways, a high 
degree of cleanliness prevailed ; there was not a foul sight or smell to be found. To say that 
jungle grows about the houses, that dwellings are clustered round small ponds in whicli the 
water is now scanty and looks unclean, that the hanks of the ponds are covered to the water^ 
edge with vegetation, which in well favored localities tv'ould he described as luxuriant, hut in the 
presence of disease must be coq^idered rank, is m(*rely to say that the broad features of an ordi- 
dary Ijcngalee vilhiire were not wanting here. It must be added, however, that the more 
noxious beh)nging8 of such places in general were consnieuously absent. The ponds were not 
iiere shelving hollow|J where water had lodged, and tlic receptacles of all excreta and refuse 
matter from the houses. Thry were clean cut little lank? Nvith margins nearly perpendicular, 
jshaped ou4 ajid cared f<»r by the munieipality, and the appearance of the water was merely that, 
which follows of necessity on eyaporation and vegetable growth. Moreover, these villages 
were all within easy reach oT the river, and river water was used for domestic purposes by the 
inhabitants, who wc^e well acquainted with the tide period, at which alone the river water is 
good. ^ 

6. I am Veil aware that this is not a description of on orvlinary district village. It may 

not be true of any single remtitcr jdace whore llie fever has been most destructive, but it is 
important in estimating the influence of the mure obvious siip^rlicial conditions of insalubrity, 
in causing this fever, tpo* note that it prevails in places where there are no such conditions, and 
where, as far at least as the surface of the ground and the habits of the people are concerned, 
sanitation has notjjecn neglecfed? • 

7. It was remarkable also that whenever enquiry was made into the classes of jieople 
who Buffered most, there was but one answrr — ride and poor had suflered in equal proportion. 
Among the dispensary patients this poiut of cour>c w^as not illustrated. Pood, stimulants, and 
clothing were with them an essential part of treiiirru nt ; indeed they constituted the whole of 
it when the stage had pat sed at wliich quinine is dl^'clivc. Necessarily also when fever had 
carried of the working members of many families, destitution w^as one of the early consequences 
ofJLhe disease; but no where was there evidence that, scarcity of food was in any way connected 
with the first appearance of tjie sickness. Tliat a malarious fev^r may first attatrk weakly and 
ill-fed mcml>ers of a community n^ed not be doubled, and, that its fatality will, in given oases, 
in BOipe degree be determined by the previous condition of the person attacked, is equally 
certain; but this is very faf from conclusive ol a want of nourishnient as a primary cause of 
the disease, and the fact attested by all ,tlie o:i . ers ^whom I met, that the people of Ilooghly 
and Burdwan have of late years been in mu.di bi?tler circumstances than I'oriaerly Aey were, 
makes it necesBiiry to look elsewhere than Jn tla general physique of the population for4he 
true cause of the present state of the districts. 
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8. Another point vcr}" noteworthy amon^ the events of this season is, that several villages 
formerly severely visited, have now escaped with little or no siokness. Of this Pundooah is an 
example. Nor has the disease this year shown the same disposition that was evident in 1809 
to infest the bank of hhah to the comparative exemption of places distant from water^courses. 
1 coiild not ascertain that any material (.ifference was observable in this respect. 

9. Passing on t<) Burdwan, I kept in view the same object which had guided me in 
Hooghlv, namely, to learn by observation and enquiry how the events of the current season 
are bearing on tlie several bypotlieses tharhave from time to time been put forward in explana- 
tion of the origin and character of the fever.

broad river to furnish drinking water; small, and gradually drying tanks and ponds the only 
available resource. The numerous dispensaries and food depots were in active work and 
evidently in the full apjireciaiioii of tlio people, hut the complaint which oppressed the local 
officers was, that there were m)t enough td' tliese, and that all the medical resources at the 
command of Government would fall far short of wliat was required to diminish the frightful 
mortality which had not yet began to almte in the district. The particulars of th«^.niedical 
work already accomplished will have Uvn fully reported hy the Deputy Inspect or-tieneral of 
Hospitals, w«ith the designs \\ biL'li have been formed forextending it. I confine mvself to 
slating the conclusions to vvhicb, in my opinions, past and present events point as to the ori<»iii 
and ijieans of prevention of the Icvfer. 


That a fatal fever has of late y(‘ars l)e<?oine endemic with seasonal outbreaks of extreme 
scveviiy over a large tract of country which incbi lis districts f-rinerly among the healthiest 
ill the provinces and that the fever, though traceable in the li*eal history for many years as 
an influence of varying but moderate intensity, has only of late asMimed .a devastating charac- 
ter, points forcibly to some eUange which has been gradually at work in the physical condition 
of the tiact, and is commensurate in extent, or nearly so, with the prevalence of the sickness. 
As ohservation proceeds in su(;cc.ssive years it will no doubt be proved, as it is already strongly 
indicated, that all attempts to localize the causes by comparing the results in different spots 
witbiu the infected trad lead only to inadtapiate viiwvs of the magnitude of tneevil, and of the 
scale on which pseveulivc v easures \o be edbetive must be aoplied. A crowded or dirty village 
here, and poverty and foul drinking water there, iiuiv, and doubtless do, by predisposing the 
human system to any taint that may thriiiten it and impairing its resistance, determine in 
§pme degree the local I'eatiires of the disease when it comes ; but if such things bf‘ held up as 
the cause of the specific fever, coiitradicti'm will arise in tlie history of other years when places 
similarly predisposed are less severely visited, and of other plaeys simultaneousiv visited with 
no such predisposing cause. D is neces.^ary to regard the eirou instances of the whole tract 
affected and to treat such local things as incidental and capable of influencing only the ioci. 
dence of the fever among classes and places. • • 


With this view a cause sufliciently wide and potent is not far to seek It is one which 
has already been brought to notice hy medjc.d ollicers, and with peculiar force by I5r. Smith 
the Sanitary Commissioner, and one which I venture to think* th^ events <if each succeeding 
year tend more and more to bring into ahsidute demonstration, viz. the gradual •‘conversion 
of a well-diained, healthy, and prosperous tract ol country into the condition of the Lincoln- 
shire fens of many years ago, witli a sub-soil vvaier-loilgcd and exhaling marsh poibons for the 
population to absorb. 


14. It needs but little penetration to see that the peopfe are suffering from the disease 
which is well known in fenny regions; and fn»in its equally well known accompaniments 
and consequences; nor can the dry appearance of the immediate surface soil he long a source 
of deception, for every wayside ])iidJle shewa that there is stagnant water within a foot of the 
surface even at this season of the year; and the general state of the sub-soil is a matter of 
necessary inference. So far the conm-ction, between the slate of the ground and that of the 
people is obvi* us enough, and the remaining point for intjuiry, viz. the manner in which this 
state of things has been brought about, is scarcely less clear fnm the reports of the eitgineera 
who have bunched the fever districts. That there has been gradual silting up of the natural 
drainage outb t ix is an estabiislied fact. It is on record that some of the water-courses which 
now are um ipial to the drainage of the fields or tiu ir hanks, were formerly navigable bv lar^e 
vessels; and ti at the progress of ihi.s evil should have livn greatly accelerated by the 
Damoodah einbjiiikraent, is but a natural result of intercepting the mass of water which 
annually scoured the channels and majiiiained their depth. An opinion prevails on the spot 
that the cml>ankment through other means has caused the fever. is thought that a heal^y 
influence in the auuual supply of fresh water by inundaiion, filling the tanks and cleansing 
the lands, has been lost, and that the fertilizing effect of the river silt is removed, to the 
impoverisiimcnt'of the land and of the people; but these two beneficial agencies are indirect in 
their relation to malarious disease, and it is not necessary to include any such in estimatiog the 
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effects of embanking the river, for by the mere tnecbanical process ofo scouring the channels 
the inundation njust have without doubt provided that for want of which the districts are now 
^to all appearance suffering gradual depopulation. 


From C. T. Bdckland, Esq., Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, to the Officiating Secretary 
to the Government of Bengal in the Judicial Department,— (No. 898, dated Burdwan, 
the SOtJi December 1871.) * * 

i HAVE the honor to return the enclosures of your No. 4840* of 29th instant, 
received this morning, and heg to refer you to my No. 390 of 29th instant, to which I do not 
see that J[ can add much. * 

2. 1 have desired the Magistrate of Burdwan to send me an immediate report showing 
the progress of the fever up to date, and I have directed him to send me a weekly report every 
Saturday until further orders. 

3. I have also requested the M^g^^trate to send a report showing how far my former 
instructions have been carried out for the distribution of food, stimulants, and clothing, to those 
who really need them, and for keeping the native doctors supplied with a small contingent 
allowance to enable them to provide any petty comforts urgently required by pauper patients. 
1 have desired the Magistrate to spare no expense in providing food and stimulants and 
clothiog, which 1 am glad to observe the medical authorities recognize as being of almost as 
much importance as medicine. I observe with much Satisfaction that the Deputy Inspector- 
Oeneral states that he has now sent up 20lhs of quinine for use iu the Burdwan (^strict. 
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Rainfall, Weather and State and Prospeoia of the Crops.

Wind -The mean wind direction and its comparative prevalence are calculated 

from the whole number df wind observations recorded during the half month. The latter is 
given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The mean direction is calculated 
in the usual way by Lambert^s formula. 

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for 
the half month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind 
directions, which last may be represented by arrows of varying length proportioned to the 
prevalence of the \md. To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

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JUTE-WAREHOUSES AND FIRE-BRIGADE. 

• 

Mr. Bernard, in presenting the report of the Select Committee on the BiU 
to amend the law for the registration of jute-warehouses in Calcutta, and to 
provide for the establishment of an efficient fire-brigade in Calcutta and its 
suburbs, said that ho would ask His Honor the President’s permi^iou that the 
report of the committee be publislied in the gazette. As the report was 
already in the hands of hon’ble members, if the President would direct its 
publication, he would be in a i)osition to movo at the next meeting that the 
report bo taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses of 
the Bill. _ * 

The President announced that the report of the committee would be 
published in tiro next issue of the gazette. 

MOFUSSIL JIJJNICIPALITIES. 

The order of the day for the adjourned debate on tlie motion that the Bill 
to amend and (ionsolidate the law relating to municij^trlitics bo read in Council, 
having be<m road — i 

Mr. Bavi.ey said, in reference lo th (fonsideration of tliis Bill, liemiglA say 
that he knew of no subjc^ct that could more reasonably claim the fullest attention 
of the Council, and he might c<mgratulaf(' the hon’ble nH'mber in charge of th(^ 
Bill on the very careful and skilful way in which tin* inlricate and numerous 
subjects of the Bill were dealt with, and the way in Avhich ho had succeeded in 
retaining all that "was valuable in the existing laws and ejecting tlie less 
valuable portion, and those which it was found difficult to work in pract ice. The 
Bill w'as mainly a consolidating Bill, but it was a great deal inore than a 
consolidating Bill. It attempted to deal in the first instance with two most difficult 
problems : it gave the germ of an (dectivc representation to municipalities, which 
was perhaps the greatest boon to tlu^ jieoplc that it could be in the power of the 
Government to give ; it also dealt with an (jxccedingly difficult and deli<*ate 
question by taking the first step towards the compulsory education of the mass 
of the people. The hon’ble member, in making his statement, ex]»luined fully 
the constitution of municipalities umler the now Bill, and he (Mr. Bayhy) nciocl 
hardly go further into that subj<ict ; but he AVO’ ld point out, in reference to the 
number of official memb(>rs, that one-third Avas.'' jo maximum — that Avas to say, that 
in n municipality often members, three only ...mid be officials ; and in a municipa- 
lity of six mcmber.s, only tAA'O AA'ould lx; official. Although he \V'as not prepared 
to say that a Magistrate with tact and discretion could not get a Avorkingniajority 
in a municipality so (;onstitutt(d, lus thought it Avas A'ory clear that when the nou- 
official mind was distinctly at A'arianco and inoj)])ositi<m, the wishes of the official 
members Avould go to the wall. One-third as a maximum was, it Avas true, the 
maximum which \vg had before in the District Towns’ Act of ; but the ’Pown 
Committee under that Act was a merely consultative body; whilst under the present 
Act they had the power of initiation, and the ])ower of deciding on measures laid 
before them. ITo had heard a great deal of outside crititasm upon this Bill, 
and the general line of objection taken had been this, that wfth the number and 
variety of taxes Avhich could or might be imposed, and the A'arioty of purposes 
to wlncli muuici])al funds might bo doA'oted, tlu're was the danger that the 
Govorfimont would in the com'se of time j'emove from the gc'ueral revenues the 
brnden of many things, such as the maintenance of di8i)ensaries, hospitals, 
cdu<;ation, and relief funds, and other j)ublic works now homo by the general 
revenues, and wmdd shift these burdens upon municijjali tics. Whilst he was 
prepared to stdte his oaaui opinion that it was but right and ])roj)or that in the 
course of time the Gov(\rumcut should shift mfiuy of these burdens from the 
general revenues to lo(;al fonds, ho was not prenared to say that the time had 
come for the munic.i])al funds to bear these burdens. 'To many of them, includ- 
ing such toAvns as Patna, Howrah, and Borhampore, the Government still had 
to give gi-ants to supplement their police budgets, whilst the conservancy 
arrangements, drainage, and roads, in Ull municipalities were in a veiy imperfect 
state. But whether or not the time had come to divert local funds towards such

purposes, it was quite certain that the present Bill gave no assistance ( except in the 
matter of education) towards the transfer, and the fears that were entertained on 
* that point were therefore groundless. The constitution of the municiijalities 
rendered any such transfer against tlxe wishes of the majority impossible. On 
the contrary, 'if anything, he thought the Bill went too far the other way, 
inasmuch as by fixing this maximum of one-third of ‘official members, we 
very seriously weakened the executive; and he feared where progress and 
improvement were oix one side, and economy on the other, the weight of the 
balance in favor of eQonomy would be too great, and improvements would 
be^unduly retarded. While on the subject of the cfmstitution of munieipa- 
lities, ho wished to ask the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill to give 
us some explanation of what was intended to be the scope of soiti-m 18 . He 
found that* thabsection vested munici])al commissioners with the property in 
schools, the buildings, dis])ensarics, and • other public institutions which had 
hitherto belonged either to the Government or to some quasi-public bodies 
under Goveiiim<;nt supervision, and it also ju’oviJed for the endowments under 
which those institutions were kept up beiii" transferred to the commissioners; 
but he did not sec anything in the Bill which gave the Government the ])OAvcr 
of seeing that these institutions were properly kept up in the future, or devoted 
to the purposes for which they were intended, lie did not know whether the 
danger was a great one, but it might hajqjon that a negligent or cantankerous 
municipality would alloW a school-house or disptmsary to go to ruin rather than 
rejxair it, and the juiblic who had subscribed for it, and vested it in the Govern- 
ment, trusting to the name and credit of Govoniment, would be deceived, or 
these buijdiiigs might be put to purjxoses for which they were never designed. 
The danger did not appear to bo a serious one, but still he thought it ought to 
be taken into (jonsiderathm. 

Tli(' next point in the constitution of munixajxalitics was one of very groat 
importance, viz. the ])hwcr of the Govci'nmeut to tramc rules for the election 
of <!onunissio]fors. These rules still had to be framed, and as on their ap])li- 
cability to the. purpose would depend the success or failm’e for many years of 
tlie scheme, too much attention could not be given to the subject. He had no 
doubt that whatciver administrativci talent was available to the Lieutenant- 
Governor Would bo mac^e use of for this pur})Ose ; but the importance of the 
sc'ctipii in this Bill Avas, that it affinned the juincijde that the Govermnent Ajas 
willing to give an elective franchise to municripalities ; and Avhatevcr rules might 
l^e laid down, or on whatever basis the representation Avas to bo made, it was 
<juit(; clear that when the system of election of commissioners was once adopted, 
’ the Government would not be able to go back from it. 

* In discussing tlnfdc hulsof tlic Bui, there were one or two points in regard 
to ti^es to Avhich he Avi.shed to refer. The first fixm' of those taxes were in fimio 
cither in Oalcutta^r in various municipalities in the proAunce, and the Avorking 
of them was known to mojjt of the members of the Council. There Avei’e the 
tax upon houses, the tax upon cai’riages and horses, the tax upon trades and 
♦•allings, all in foi'tfo in Calcutta, and the tax upon persf)ns according to their 
moans, Avhich was in force all over the mofussil ; so that there Avas really no 
novelty in any, of these taxi's, and they did not thex’efore call for any special 
rerjp,rk 8 . There were only* two ucav taxes imposed under the Bill, viz. a 
W [ upon processions and eeremonic's and octroi duties. At the risk of 
Wu^g found guilty of irksome repetition, ho would repeat that tliis acemnu- 
lation of taxes did not mean that more than one or two of them should bo 
imposed together by any municipalities, it was merely a *0110100 which 
municipalities would have of taking what was most suited to them. But 
iM there was much outside dread that all those taxes jnight be imposed at once 
in any mnniciparity, ho liqjAcd by (Huitinual repetition — as Avater by continual 
dropping buries a stone — ^to persuade tliei, ))Oopio that not more than one or tAVo 
of these taxes would ho imposed at the same time. With regard to the tax 
on processions, that seemed to him to bo a#most reasonable and sonsiyo propo- 
sition ; no one who knew the way in which processions wore managed in all 
native towns could deny that to* some people they were nuisances — vliry 
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necessary nuisances,, but still nuisances, and further they brought toother bad 
characters, and imposed special duties upon the police, and therefore it seemed 
to him tluit those people who enjoyed this luxury should pay for it. He had 
some actual experience in working tliis license in towns in jBehar. Those who 
hud processions did not object to pay for the license; it was merely part of an expen- 
diture which on such occasions native custom expected to be a lavish expenditure, 
and the people who paid first class licenses would point to tliem in proof of their 
being people of importance and magnitude. He thought the Council, would agree 
with him that it was obviously fair that people who liked to have the luxury of 
processions should pay for them. 

The other new tax to which he would refer was the octroi duties. On this 
point ho wished first to explain a nuscouception under which some of his native 
friends seemed to labor, vist. that the octroi duty and tho market dues were 
distinct and sejiaratc taxes. Tho law by introducing the word “or” made it 
clear that there was only one tax, whether taken as an octroi duty properly so 
called, viz. a duty upon goods for consumption as they entered the town, or as 
a market due when tliey were exposed for sale. There was an alternative mode 
of levying tho same tax and not ai^ alteinativc tax. At the same time an octroi 
duty was not so simple a nuitter as it scenu'd to be. It was open to great 
objection in some ])oiuts. One of those objeitions, that it raised tho price of 
food, had been noti(u;d by th(' member in (tluirge of tho Bill, and he need not 
revert further to it ; there wore other objections also. The great danger was of the 
tax being convcrtiid into a transit duty by municipalities, and lie trusted he 
might be allowed to read to the Council portions of a resolution of the Govern- 
ment of India, laying down the principle upon which octroi duties oiight to be 
levied. The resolution was dated Kith No vendier 1868, and was are-publica- 
tion of a previous resolution of the 14th December 1864. 

“Such duties should bo restrictod to articles actually eonsumed in tho towns, and should not be 
imposed upon articles of yc.'.oial oommorco, or interfere with the natural course of transit trade. 
The Government of India has reason to believe that these sound principles, tho troth of which has 
been established by tho prolonged experience of those countries of Europe in which octroi duties 
formed comtiionly a source of niunicipnl Divenue, have been frcicjuently lost sight of, and that to 
meet the burden of an annually increasing expenditure upon ])olico, education, or sanitary 
iSiprovcmonts, a widespread system of taxation h.as Immui introdneed, injurious to interests on which 
the burden in a great measure fulls, and standing in tho way of the proper deveripmont of the 
commerce of tho coxiutry. It is to little j)urpose that the imperial Government reduces or abolishes 
customs (lutics in tho iutercsts of trade, if munieipalities are iJcrmittcd to levy duties on articles of 
commerce passing through their limits.” 

The reselutlou tben wt'ut on to point out ihat this was no chimerical or 
imaginary danger ; that it had taken place in almost all j)arts of the country — 
Kurrachoc, Agra, Ilombay, Ondi^, aiidtlie Punjab; auddt further said that Bengal 
was the only province to which such remarks tvere not applicable. It might 
have said that Bengal tvas tlio only province in wliich octroi duties hatP nt)t 
been introduced. Tlio resolution tlien went on to lay down the only principle 
upon wdii(;ii octroi duties could bo considered a prop6r tax. The Government of 
India said : — 

• '• I' 

“Town duties arc a tax on the consumption of the towns for whose benefit they are levied, and 
they shoidd on no account bo extended to any ai*ticlo bclonp^ing to- the transit or general trade, which 
ought to be jealously guarded. ** 

“If these jirincifdcs arc stncti}' acted upon, and the duiics be moderate in amount, the Governor- 
General in Council is of ojiinion that tlicro is in many parts in India nothing objeotionable in this 
system of taxation for local ])urp()S(\s. ^ 

“ In wT?al thy commiini tics, like those of Europe, it maybe admitted that the balance of argument 
is in favor of raising mnnici])al rcvcmics by direct tji.\iition only, and leaving tho local trade entirely 
free. Hut in so poor a country as India, it will, in the judgment of the Governor-General in Council, 
be more commonly tluibeat course to combine direct with indirect taxation ; for by this means alone 
ran a sulliciciitly broad base bG secured for raising a sufficit'ut income w'lthout undue pressure op 
individuals. So long as octroi duties on grain and other nrlicloo of consumption are kept at a 
moderate rate, they do not injuriously aflfcet ^mall retail transactions with which the poorer ct&aBSes 
are mainly concerneil. That such duties are commonly far more jiopular in India than any direct 
taxation, is 'a strong argument in their favor, and the ‘*prcjiKlit*e against them, founded on the 
common j)raLtioe of .England, should not be allow^ed to ]»rcvent their introduction under suitable 
limitaf ions, where there is reason to think that^the genei-td feeling would bo to prefer them to other 
forms of taxation.” 
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He observed that the Bill provided that octroi duties should only be intro- 
duced under special rules to be laid down by the Government, and it was also 
* specially provided that goods passing throuffh and not entering into consump- 
tion should bo exempt, and thus that they wiould not be converted into transit 
duties. He thought that with the rules to be laid down by the Government, 
and with the safeguards provided in the Bill, we need not have any fern that any 
octroi duties^that might be levied in municipalities would not be b^sed'upon these 
sound principles. Therefore as far as the principle of an octroi duty was con- 
cerned, he had no obj ection to raise. But there was another obj ection taken to this 
f nxy viz. that, except in veVy peculiarly circumstanced towns, the cost of collection 
of octroi duties would be altogether out of proportion to the amount collected. 
Where towns were not very large, and the consumption consequently not very 
great, it would never be possible to provide a collecting establishment that sliould 
not be out of proportion to the amount cqllotited ; and even in largo towns if they 
were not compact, and if the ghfits and roads were numerous, there would in 
most cases be great difficulty in guarding the places of ingress and egress, and 
this would cause the cost of collection to be upduly large in proportion to the 
amount to be collected. In this very resolution the Government of India 
had pointed out that some cases had arisen in which the cost of collection 
amounted to 33 per cent, of the collections, and that the general average cost of 
collection was 20 per cent. In Bengal there were not many large towns, and 
cortffinly not so many as there were in the North-Western Provinces, and they 
wore not so compact. Most of the largo towns in Bengal had large river fron- 
tages, and many points of ingress and egress, and consequently there was danger 
of the cost^of collection being unduly enhanced. It was for these reasons that 
the late Lieutenant-Governors Sir Cecil Beadon and Sir William Grey had objected 
to the introduction of octroi duties in Bengal. At the same time there were 
some large towns especially in Behar which assimilated to a certain degree to 
the town's in the North-Western Provinces, and in which therefore octroi duties 
might properly’be levied. At all events, it was for the municipal commissioners 
of each town to consider whether their own cii-cumstances were such as to 
make the introduction of octroi duties effectual. , 

Wliile on this 8ubj(5Ct, he thought he might quote still further from the 
resolution of the Govemmont of India on the subject of tolls. The Bill allowed 
municipalities to levy tolls upon ferries, and also upon (jjirts and all beasts pf 
burden coming into the town. Now ferries for municipal purposes, when they 
wpre established within municipal limits, were of course not objectionable. But 
there were some towns in Bengal where a ferry was nothing but a means pf 
transit from the opjwsite districts to the railway station. This was especially 
the* case with the town bf f atna, where the traffic of a whole jjrovince might bo 
ferried across the river and go straight to the railway station on the river 
bnut without makiilguny use of the roads of the town. Yet imdcr the Bill the 
municipality might levy ad^ax upon that traffic for the purposes of the town. 
What toe Goveniment of India said was this. 

The Government •f^India also desires to point out that a municipal body can have no claim to 
take tolls on traffic entering its boundaries by roads or canals. Such imposts are merely a means of 
raising money from the commerce ^of the country for the benefit of the town in whicl^ they arc 
levied. It niay be ^ito legitimate f»r a municipality to levy a toll on a road or bridge constructed 
within its own limits and for the coiivenienco of the towm, but when the cost of the work has been 
reooveredi the road or bridge should bo thrown open to the public, or the toll reduced to the 
minimuoQi necessaiy to keep the work in proper repair.” 

Accepting this as the principle upon which tolls ought to be levied, he 
thought it should be remembered that the principle of tolls on ferries in such 
places should be to limit them to the amount that was requisite for covering 
the cost of the ferry, and should not be made a cause gf gain to the town. 

The next subject to which he would reft^r was section 133 and the other 
iscctiqiis of the Bill in regard to police. It would be observed that the Bill gave 
Anunicipal bodies very Inucli larger control over their owm police than that which 
they had hitherto exercised. No one couU. doubt that that was a vo^ proper 
control. The tendency had hitherto been to hiake municipalities support a 
more expensive police tnan they couldf afford in jiroportioii to their r('quireineiits, 
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and he thought it was' quite right that municipalities should have the main Toice 
under certain safeguards as to the number and strength of their own police. 
But section 133 wont a great deal further than this. It transferred the control 
of tho" police to municipalities, and not merely the executive control, but the 
api)ointment, punishment, suspension, and dismissal of tho members of the police 
force from the police ^ authorities to the municipal commissioners, or rather to a 
sub-committee of tho commissioners. He thought there mi^it be some 
legal and technical difficulty about this section in connection with Act V 
of 1861. All police at prcisent enrolled in municipalities were enrolled under 
Act-V of 1861, and formed part of the general police *of Bengal. Now Act V 
of 1861, in section 8, vested this control distinctly in the police ftmctionarics, 
that was to say, in the district superintendent and his superiors. Mojreover, tho 
same Act in section 3 said, that except as authorized under, tho provisions of 
that Act, no person, officer, or court, shopld be em})owered to appoint, suporintend, 
or control any i)olice functionary. The section of this Bill as it stood no doubt 
did direct that municipal commis.xioncrs should be empowered by tho local 
Government to ap])oint, superintend, and control the local police functional ies, 
and there might be a question wlnither tho section of this Bill in its present 
shape could, stand side by side with Ac.t V of 1861. 

[H is Honor the Prksident said, the hon’ble member was no doubt aware 
that this Council had full power to amend Acit V of 1 861.^ 

Mr. Bayley continued. He mer<!ly tlirew this out as a legal i)oint for 
the consideration of the Council, as the Bill did not propose to alter Act 
V of 1861. but beyond that he might say that be objected on princi- 
ple to tho po.sition in . which the district superintendent of j>olico was 
placed under this section. It was clear from the .subsequent sections 
that tho district superintendent was still the executive head of the police 
under the magistrate. But when wo considered that tho commissioners them- 
selves were a fluctuating body, that they went out by rotation from yc.ar tn 
year, and that the* sub-cominittco would be a still more fluctuating body; and 
when we considered that the whole control of the municipal poli(!o was to be 
taken from the district superintendent and given, not to one head but to many 
heads, to a body of men changing from year to year and month to mouth, and 
who from necessity had no knowhalgc; and ex])erience..of police matters, then to 
expect anything like efficiency in })(>licc matters under such circumstaiujos was 
to be sanguine to a most unreasfniable extent. And ho thought ho might also 
point out that it was unfair to the district sxiperintendent, who under tho magis- 
trate was res})onsible for the working of tho police, to expect, when all power 
was taken out of his hands, and when ho was liable to be thwarted at every 
timi by an ignorant sub-committee, that he should be hold responsible for the 
efficiency of the police. H(j did not mean that the commissioners should not 
have a voice or control in tho matter, but ho did think, in regard to punishment, 
suspensiyn, and dismissal, these duties should bo left entirely to the district 
superintendent under tlu; magistrate. He trusted that this point would bo duly 
considered in committee and receive their attention. Ho would add that in 
some districts the municipal polic .0 was really a more important body than tho 
district ‘ police generally, and consequently it would do a mere matter of 
economy that the district sujierintcndcnt should bo supported in his control 
over the poHco. 

The next point upon which ho would a.sk leave to address tho Council was 
tho subject of education ; and here ho would wish to point out a distinction 
which might perhaps be overlooked in the first instance. Section 113 provided 
that tho municipal commissioners miglit devote a portion of thoir funds in 
aid of education in general, but did not specify any particiJar class of educa- 
tion to which the.se funds might bo devoted. It- had seombd to him that 
there was a pos.>ilblc danger that municfyal commissioners in Bengal might be 
inclined, to give their as.sistanco to the class of echools which they particularly 
affected, ,viz. a somewhat high, daft} of English-toaching schools. The result 
would be thaflthoy would take tho money of tho poor and devote it to the 
education of the higher classes. But ho sawYurthoron that this was provided for

by sections 138 and 139 of the Bill, which gave the Lieufonant-Glovemor power 
to enforce contributions from municipalities for elementary vernacular education. 
The distinction was that municipal commissioners myA# devote portion^ of their 
funds to the higher classes of schools, but mtist devote a small portion of it to 
elementary vernacular education. When this was put, upon its proper basis, 
there could, he thought, bo no real objection to the provision— not that ho 
expected that his hon’blo friends opi)ositc would not object to enforcing upon 
commissioners the duty of making jiayments on account of vernacular educa- 
tion ; it was now and therefore it was horrible. But ho would point out that in 
almost every civilized country this was made a charge upon local rating, and 
he thought it might be safely said that if our municipalities wore sufficiently 
advanced for even the germs of self-government, wo might fairly claim from 
them contributions for educ-ation. It was well known that the majority of muni- 
cipalities were poor ; that tlicy had very •small surpluses and many wanis and 
responsibilities ; and there was no doubt that in the first instance they would not 
be able very largely to contribute towards education. But there was no doubt 
that they did at present manage; to contiibute something to the support of dis- 
pen^ries, and that many of them contributed very largely for this jmrpose ; 
and it was to a great exteait ounng to a not very recent ruling of the Govern- 
ment, which allowed nmnicijial contributions to be considered as private sub- 
scriptions, and thus cnabhsd them to call for further assistance from the Govern- 
ment, that tin; number of dispensaries bad of late very larg(;ly increased in Bengal. 
If municijialities (loutrilmted towards dispensaries, then he thought there was no 
great change in prhicijih; in requiring them to contribute towards education. If 
the peojik; would only understand how closely .allied ignorance was with disease, 
andboth with vice, he thought he might .say that to provide for elementary educa- 
tion was really a first st(;p towards the futiu*(; diminution of the charges for j)olice 
and hospitals. Althpugh he had said that the principle was a new one, it was 
in one aspecknot new; it was not so very different from a well-known principle 
whi(;h had long obtained in Bengal under the system of providing palshalm and 
yooron mnhashoyes. In most villages in Bengal there wt;rc pafshalas, and yooroo 
mohashoyen maintained nominally ])orhaps at the (;xpense of the zemindaxs, 
but in reality paid for by the ryots. lie had no doubt that when the novelty 
had worn* off, and whemthc people became familiar with the idea, the terrors 
of the unknown would considemblv dimini.sh, and the same enlightcn(;d liber- 
ality which had already studded Bengal with angle and anglo-veruacular 
•aided schools would in its new sphere of municipalities work to tlic same ends, 
and with similar and ])crha])s more useful results. 

, There was one other ])oint to which he would draw the attention of the 
Council, though it was perhaps scarcely one upon which this Council could tak<‘ 
an^ effective st^ps, — it was in regard to the exemption of military officers 
residing in muincmalities from taxation. The old law which was consolidated 
in the present Bill did* not jmmdo for this exemption, and the present 
Bill even did not do so ; lind he had no doubt that the Council would see that 
there was no ob^ous and fair reason why military officers, who shared in the 
benefits of municipal government, should not pay for those benefits with the 
rest of the people. This question was raised m 1866 in connection with the 
suburban municipality and the cantonments of Dum-Dum and Barrack]>orc, 
which were once under the operation of ehowkeedaree unions under Act XX of 
1856. The military authorities claimed exemiition, but the municipalities 
did not see any reason to exempt them. The question was refeiTcd to 
the Government of India, who said that the question was a delicate and 
complicated one, and that it would bo considered when the whole subject of 
rosiaence in cantonments came under the consideratibn of the Govonnnent, and 
that in the mo*an time military officers shoidd not be called upon to pay. From 
thtft time to this yo orders liad been issued upon the subject, and on a recent 
reference it was found that the matter was still deemed too conqilituited 
for decision. Ho did not see how the Coiincibcould do anything, in this matter ; 
but he wished to point out that in j;he portion of tlu; Bill which provided /or a 
tax upon carriages and horses, exouq»tion was given for single chargci’s belong-

in^ to officers, but military residents were clearly presumed and presupposed 
liable along with the rest of tbe inhabitants to all taxes. Again, tlie Bill gave 
no power to the commissioners, or to the Government, to exempt any p^on or 
class of persons from any particular tax, save in the instance of the tax upon 
houses, where it gave power to exempt persons solely on the ground of poverty. 
Should the Government of India say that the military authorities were not to 
pay municipal ta^es, the Council would be in a dilemma, and the Government 
would bo obliged to ask them for a special law to exempt them. Perhaps the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill would consider the .expediency of intro- 
ducing a section giving to the Government power to exempt any class of person^ 
whom they should deem it necessary to exempt. 

He had no further remarks to make in respect to the details of the J3ill. Ho 
expected no doubt that we should hear many objjcctions raised to the Bill : we 
should bo told that it was Utopian tf> attempt to give even the germ of represen- 
tative government to the people, who had not shown themselves fitted for such 
government ; that it was monstrous, while the prominent wants of the country 
were not satisfied, to call upon them ‘te provide for education : wo should be told 
that wo were legislating for the future ; the taunt was i)erhap8 a little stale, and he 
lioped that thoi future for which we were legislating was not a very distant future. 
He did not see how, consistently with our duty to our country, wo could, whilst 
we were in India, do otherwise. It was not for us to say, “ until you can swim 
you shall not go into the water ; until you know the value of rejffesentativo 
institutions, you shall not have them ; until you know the benefits of education, 
you shall not be given the means of education,” If we weri‘ not to be in the 
van, if we were not to lead' the people in what we believe to be i;her.path of 
progress, he knew not what other duty we had. It was surely not for us in this 
country to sink to what a recent writer speaks of as “ administrative nihilism,” 
and to confine our attention solely to maintaining the distinctions between 
meum and tumn. The foundation stone of municipal institutions in Bengal was 
laid by Sir Cecil Bcadon in 1864, and during the whole of his Lieutenant- 
Governorship ho supervised them with great personal interest and care. He 
looked upon this Bill as the natural and necessary sequel to the legislation of 
1864. Ho had frequently hoard it said that the work which was done then was 
a sham, and he could quite understand how, from an English point of view, and 
whei^ compared with English institutions, it would apriear to be a sham. To 
his view it was not so. Such municipalities as wo had, and such municipalities 
as wo shall under this Bill have, were no doubt most imperfectly developed, but 
they were adapted to a very imperfect age and state of society. It appeared to 
him that it would be as reasonable to say that the fleets of our ancestors . 
were a sham bc(!ause they were not iron-clad, as it was to say that these' 
municipal institutions, though adapted to the special circumstances of the 
country, wore a sham, because they were not equal to English institutions. 

It appeared to him that they wore capable of expansion, development, and 
growth, and he had no doubt that we should see that they would develop, 
and be most useful and important means of national education ; and he knew 
of nothing in the whole scope Of public administration that could be compared 
in its importance as an instrument of national education with local self-govem- 
inont, and for tliis local self-government the Bill provided, he believed, a very 
satisfactory and hopeful foundation. He trusted that this Council would afiSrm 
that principle by refeiTing the Bill to a select committee. 

Rajah Joteendro Mohiin Taoore said, as far as he had been able to master 
the details of this Bill, he did not think there was anything to which exception 
could be taken as regards the consolidation of the diflferent Mimicipal Acts now 
in operation. He confes8ed,.howcver, that he did not quite see the necessity of 
this consolidation, unless the object were to impose new taxes and throw new 
responsibilities upon the people. But this was what struck him to be the moat 
objectionable feature of the Bill. Already there was an outcry throughout 
the country against the excessive pfessut'e of taxation ; tax aftei: tax was being 
imposed upon the people in one shape or another, (it mattered not whether 
imperial or local), and the minds of the people had been thrown into a state of 
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uncertainty and alarm. Hp would appeal to the official members of the 
Council to bear him out in these observations. The days of the pagoda 
tree now no longer existed, and stubborn facts had proved to tlys* world 
the exceedingly poor condition of tho people of this country. It was only 
the other day that a respectable journal published an abstract of the 
income tax statistics of the Lower Provinces, which ^showed that only 43 
in every i0,000 persons could bo assessed under schedule 'A of the Act. 
Allowing'sufficient marj^n for the over-assessment of tho income tax officials, the 
poverty of tho population generally wfw quite patent. He submitted whether 
under those circumstances new burdens were not likely to create a deal of 
dissatisfaction. 

The hon’ble member in charge of the Bill had said that two only out of the 
seven forms of taxation provided in the Bill were new. But lu5 begged to draw 
attention to the fact that tho provision For the jnr.cession tax itself included 
another tax, viz. a tax upon ceremonies not exclusively religious, but which had no 
connection whatever with processions. Tolls u])on vehicles and beasts of burden 
has been hitherto levied in certain places where roads had been constructed by 
the fhrry fund committees, but as far as he was aware ho knew yf no ipstance 
in which they had been collected within any municipal limit. The license tax 
upon trades and professions was known only to the metropolis of Calcutta, and 
would be entirely new to all the mofussil uiunicii)alities. Of the other taxes 
it Should be remembered that some only were applicable to one class of 
municipalities and some to another ; but under the Bill as it stood all those taxes 
might, if necessary, be imposed in any one places. True it was that the taxes wore 
not to bo wonipulsory, but with so many new obligations upon the municipalities 
there must of necessity he now taxes, and tho only choice the peo})le would have 
in the matter would bo to submit to just as many taxes as might bo necessary 
to meet the increasyd (hnnands on the municij)ality. Our nm’sery tales 
related that in former days persons convicted of ca])ital offences were sometimes 
generously offered their choice of the mode of death they liked to die; 
death they certainly had to meet, but they had tho consolation of selecting 
the way in which they preferftd to bo kilh'd; the position of the rat»^ 
payors under this Bill would be something similar. Taxed they must be, 
anil tliat Ticavily too, Imt they would have the satisfaction of selecting 
the sort of burden they would like to bo prcissed wn’th. It might be uj'gT'd 
that as tho Commissioners were to bo elected, and as rcj)resentativcs of the 
]iieople, they would accept <mly such burdens as would be suited to their 
(capacities and conditions. Ho w'as not sure how lar, with rare exceptions, 
th^ population of mqfussil towns wuto iitted for elective inuiuci])alities ; 
but however that might be, he was humbly of opinion that as long as tho 
Magittrate would be the Chairman of the Conmiissioiuirs, the other Com- 
missioners must n(^ssarily sink into tho })osition of ‘\/o hookiim members 
for who that held any siffiordinato office under Government, or onmed any 
property in the mofussil, wmiild think of iucm’ring the displeasm'o of the hafdm ? 

Besides, ]>owef was n.'served to the Government to remove any Coiiunis- 
sioner for neglect of duty, and nothing would be easier for a MagistratoThan to 
report tho uamet)f any Commissioner for removal, who might hji])j)en to oppose 
the Magistrates’s scheme of taxation Moreover, power was given by the Bill 
to tho Government to compel Commissioners to do ceirtain things. Tho hon’blo 
the President had on a Ibrmer oc(%‘ision observed that this power would 
be confined to three things, viz. education, tho maintemmeo of roads, and 

S olice. With all doforcnco to tho views exjn’cssod by His Honor, ho (Rajah 
otoeudro Mohun Tagore) would take leave to draw tho att ention of the Council 
to the latter portion of section 137 of the Bill, which ran ns follows 

** And tho Lieutenant-Governor may, on the report of such committee, call upon the Commia- 
sionon^ by* requisition iu vsritinp; signed by him and published in tho Calcutta* Gazclte^ixi raise 
the heoessaxy funds and carry out the purposes of this Act, and thereupon if tlio Commissioners 
neglect for the space of three months then next enAiing to comply with tho sb id, requisition, the 
Lieuteuailt-Governor may direct the Magistrate to raise the necessary funds under the provisiqus 
of this Act, and carry out in all respects the purposes thereof'^ 

^ c 
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He spoke under correction, but it seemed to him — 

[His Honor the President explained that it appeared to him that section 
137 was complete in itself, and that the words read out referred specially to 
that secfion and not to the whole Act.] 

Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore continued. — ^However that might be, under 
the circumstances mentioned ho must confess that ho thought that the elective 
system would bo. nothing but in name, and that the real power would be in the 
hands of the magistrates. lie was free to confess that these officials generally 
had nothing but the good of the country at heart : but their stay in any one 
station being for a limited period only, with an excusable human feeling, thqy 
were anxious to make their short administration as brilliant as might be, and 
leave their impfess on the locality. Necessarily they were anxious to carry out 
their English notions of municipalities with high pressure speed. If the law 
therefore afforded such facilities of taxation as were given by this Bill, tax 
after tax would be imposed upon the people, and their sufferings would have 
no end. 

As to third class municipalities, he did not quite understand how the ques- 
tion of chakran lands could be separated. He presumed that it was neithoc the 
intentiefn of the Giovernment to make the people maintain a double set of men 
for the same police duties, nor to release the owners of chakran from their 
obligations, and make them a gift of the lands n-mt-fi’ce. He was not in full 
jiossession of the circumstances under wliicb the Government intended to 
proceed in this matter, and he was not therefore in a competent position to 
enable him to discuss the matter further at present. 

With reference to the" subject of education he begged to bringoto |he notice 
of the Council the fact that the present funds of municipalities could never bo 
found adequate to bear the additional charge for educatiim. With this new 
obligation therefore there must of nwessity be a new tax, although it might not be 
called an educational cess. The effect, however, would be the same, whether the 
tax was taken in the name of an educational cess or in any other name. His 
Honor the President had justly observed that there was hardly a village in 
Bengal in which there was not a patshala. IIe,(Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore) 
would go a step further and say that there was hardly any ciousiderable village 
in which there were not two or throe patshalaSy which, proved that -the volun- 
taiy system of education was working Well. Then) were of course some exc^jp- 
tional places in which no such institution as a patshala existed, but the presump- 
tion, in such cases, was that the people in such places being either actual cultivators 
or laborers could not spare their children for the school, and consequently the 
want of primary education was not felt there, and, even if patshalas were esta- 
blished in fliose places, little or no advantage would be taken of the benefits they 
would afford, unless a system of compulsory education were introduced by the 
Government. The effect therefore of having such compulsory provisions in the 
Bill would bo to empower overzealous magistrates to establish pafshalas where 
they would be absolutety useless, or to raise exitsting patshalas to a standard 
far beyond the means and requirements of the people. 

Me. Robinson said that this Bill for the consolidation of the municipal law 
was one of the most important measures that had over been laid botbre the 
Council. Whereas municipalities were undoubtedly the true foundation of free 
institutions, and this Bill would be the most important and cf)mprehon8ive step 
towards giving the people of this country something in the form of self-govern- 
ment, to which legislation had been tending since the government was taken over 
by the Crowii, ho thought that in considering this Bill we ought to dismiss 
entirely from our minds any idea that wo were introducing any boon of 
western civilization to the people of this country. For the real fact was that 
the people of India were perfectly well acquainted with municipal institutions,-— 
that th(^ lived under social institutions, bearing all the force and effect of 
municipalities, hundreds of years before the British came to India. On 
forfiier occasion ho had remarked that it would be highly desirable, in connec- , 
tipn with tfio subject of taxation, that the opinions of the bulk of the people 
should bo made known to the Council. Uii Honor the President then remarked 
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it vrould be extremely desirable that that should be done, but that the masses 
of the people had no representatives in this Council, and that there was much 
* difficulty in ascertaining what their real sentiments were. He (Mr. Robinson) 
certainly did not repre.sent the people of the country, and he was not aware 
that even the native gentlemen who sat in this Council did so. Considering that 
this Bill, which related to a subject with which the people of this country were 
thoroughly acquainted, ho thought it would be most desirable that every possible 
step should be taken by the Grovemmont — and ho had no doubt .that it was in 
the power of the Government to take such steps — to ascertain the views of as 
larf^e a portion of the native community as possible, especially in regard to the 
di&rcnt forms of taxation to bo imposed by the Bill. He had himself seen a 
Strong illustration of what the native population could do in carry ijjg out many 
of the obj(!cts of muincij)al institutions. In the city of Ilattras nn the North- 
Western' Provinces there was .not a European resident, either official or 
non-official, and there was no official .fiynu Ixjtween 26 or 30 miles of the 
place. But under the 8uj)ervision of native gentlemen in the place, that city 
was as perfect and well-worked in its arrang 'inents as any place he had ever 
seen^n India ; it was clean, well-ordered, an.i well-kept in every possible Avay. 
It seemed to him that we must assume that if the people of the North-Western 
Provinces co\dd accomplish such a result as that, it must be equally possible for 
the people of Bengal, who, as a rule, w'erc ]>osse88ed of higher intelligence, to 
produce similai r<!sults, .and to be able to give most impoi’taut advice as to how 
those results could best bo arrived at. 

The subject upon whiidi a great deal had been said was the variety of the 
forms of taxation, llis Honor the President had described them as a choice of a 
number of^ood things. He (Mr. Robinson) was inclined to think that those good 
things were really too many. He would not at ju'esont enter into details ; that 
would bo done wlicn the Council came to consider the clauses of the Bill; but he 
could not see how this variety of taxes could be levied w'ithout their becoming 
cumulative. The hon’blo member in clwirge of the Bill, in alluding to this sub- 
ject had said that in a place in which one or two of these taxes were applicable, 
the ’others would not be resorted to. He (Mr. Robinson) really could not 
follow the hon’blo mcmbc'v’s argument, and he thought that, on consideration, 
the hon’bU^ member would find that that could not be meant. It was very true 
that, as a rule, the greater number of these cumulative taxes woidd fall only upon 
tbencher people in municipalities, but still, even in regard to them, it would not 
be fair or reasonable that they should pay in exce.ss of what their position 
'demanded. Another objection which struck him with regard to this great 
variety of taxation was this, tliat municipalities would be guided by diflereut ideas 

iin imnossible to avoid the 
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cities whore the niuiiicii)a;\ were licavier, and tliero mignt oe consiunti^ 

CMmsiderahlc and \pry distiirhing fluctuations of the population moving about 
the country, and disaiTanj^ing' tlic plan§^ of many municipiilities, specially 
upsetting their estimates gf income. 

Tlie onl/ special tax to which he would now alliulc was the ocTtoi duty. 
That he considered in every way to bo a most ohjeetionahlc tax : indact, he 
could not S(ie how to get over the jiliysical diflieulty of collecting it in any way 
except in walled towns having gates of entrance. He had been lately through 
several walled cities in Italy where this tax was collected by guards statioued at 
the gates, wliich he believed to bo the only way in which it cfftild be collected. 
But it seemed to him that it w^ould be impracticable in the straggling, open 
towns in Boijgal to effectively collect the ttix at aH at a cost that could make 
it remunerative to municipalities. In addition to that was the difficulty pointed 
out by the bon’blo •member who opened the debate (Mr. Bayley), of avoiding 
this tax becoming a transit duty. Ho thought that^ was a niattor^ for grave 
consideration, and lie entirely agreed A^ith^the lion blc member^ in all the 
remailcs which he* made u})Ou thai; subject. 
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Ono other remark he would make, which was ndt perhaps exactly in connec- 
tion with the consideration of the present Bill, was the proposal that under 
certain restrictions the .commissioners should be made elective. He thought it 
was highly desirable that the elective principle should be carried out as far as 
possible ; but he would suggest that probably it would be desirable that that 
principle should first be tried in Calcutta where it did not exist. He thought 
it would be very advisable to try it here, where municipal institutions had 
been in existence for some years, and the result would be a safp guide in 
extending it to municipalities in tlte mofussil. lie felt strongly that this 
was a Bill of great importance, and ho was sure that all the members of 
the Council would give it their most earnest consideration. Ho hoped that 
if the discussion on this Bill was taken in the freest and fullest manner 
jiossiblo, and. if every information was sought for from the people who 
would bo allecttjd in tlieir sf)cial life by the institutions proposed to be esta- 
blished under the Bill, and tair attention given to those opinions, ho was 
sure it would be passed in a form which, while providing for tho prosperity 
of the people under the GovcTuuum* of Bengal in the future, would at the same 
time avoid creating dissatisfaction and irritation in tho present, an obje/jt he 
considered most especially to 1 k) desired. 

Baboo I^igumbkr Miti iui said, lie fully appreciated the good intentions and 
the liberal vi(iws which had inspii-ed some of tho leading jirovdsions of the pro- 
posed measure, and however widely opinions might difter as to their 
adaptability to this country, they afforded at . any rate an assurance of 
the generous and enlightened jiolicy which it was the wish of the Go- 
vernment to pursue in the administration of these provinces. niere 
could be no question that it would materially forward the cause of good 
government, if the people, under well-organized institutions, undertook 
the management of their own local alfairs. But the (jucstion still re- 
mained, were the conditions met with in this country suph as to encourage a 
reasonable hope of these popular institutions being succ-essfully introduced here 'f 
It was nccdlessi to inipiiro whether or not such institutions were congenial to 
the genius of the Aryan race, to which it was said it was our privilege to belong, 
or whether they were at any time in existence in this country. It was sufficient 
foii* our present jmrposo to know that indigenous institutions of tho kiijjd, even in 
a qualified form, were nowhere to be found at the pn'sent day, at any rate in 
Bengal, and he must confess, however reluctantly, that tho country was neither 
politically, socially, niorally, or intellectually prepared for their reception. 
Apart from o'tluir considerations, upon which he ntied not dwell, he would only 
observe that tho very esse,ncc of such institutions, that from which they drew 
their vitality, and upon which their successful working^was mainly dejiendant, 
was totally wanting here ; he meant jiublic spirit, viz. that enlightened idea of 
self-interest, which jiromjjted num under certain political conditions to subordi- 
nate individual to public good, and to submit (jheerfully to sbJf-saci-ifico so that 
tho well-being of tho community might bo jiromoted. There was no want of 
private charity, no want of active sympathy, of a sti'dng imjmlsc, to relieve the 
sufferings of others; but Mich a thing as a well-directed confederation for the 
advancement of the common interests of the community was utterly unknown. 
The only object for which such an union was at present possible, was when a 
Barwareo Poojah was to be ceh'brated in tho village, or when a man, who had 
rendered himself obnoxious by his liottirodox opinions in religion, was to be 
outcasted. It would, he hoped, be hardly contended, that such a state of «ocial 
disintegration was at all congenial to the healthy development of popular 
institutions, whi.*h, w'herevor they existed, were found to bo tho out-come, and not, 
as lie humbly believi*d, the ])recursor tif national self-government, which it was 
His Ilonoi-’s earnest wish to foster among tho j)eoj>lo of tho country. It was 
not to be wondered at, therefore, tiiat tho attempt hitherto made ‘to naturalize 
these institutions in this counlry had not resulted in succesjs. Instead of gra- 
dually attaining to the dignity and usiffulness of i)opular institutions, whether 
for the imp.'u-tial and judicious levy of taxes, or for the equitable application of 
tho same, they had for all practical pm*])oses degenerated into organizations for 
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investing one man with irresponsible power in respect of both, and the power, 
he was sor^ to say, was seldom exercised with a sparing hand. It was a geno- 
% ral complaint that the taxes the rate-payers had to pay were heavy: nor were they 
impartially levied ; ^d instances were not quite unknown of the pressure of the 
municipal taxes having driven men to desert their ancestral homes and hearths, 
and expatriate themselves to places where those institutions were yet unknown! 
Neither were the purposes to which the mtmicipal funds W’o ai)j)li.cd such as 
benefitted tlie general body of rate-payers, nor such as they would 'sanction if 
they had any will of their own in the matter. The real truth was that the 
non-of&cial native members could not, for mfxny reasons, exercise a salutary 
clTbck over the action of the chief executive officer of the municipality", mJr 
would they individually or collectively venture to oppose him in any of his pot 
measures at the ixossiblc risk of incurring his displeasure. There Were, he admit- 
ted, exceptions* and honorable opes too, but nevertheless they wore excejuions 
which only went to prove the rale. The only check under the circum8t.an<'08 to 
extravagance, a weakiujss to which wv. were all mon? or less liable, wdicn disbursing 
money which did not belong to us and for ’vliich we were not accountiibh), was 
that which was imposed by the forbearance of the executive himself. Such was 
his {Ilaboo Degnmber Mittcr’s) experience of the municiixid institutions as they 
had boon found on trial in this country; and holding the causes of their failure, 
as already stated, to bo those which were not easily removable by legislation, lie 
was^far from sanguine of.hapj)icr results attending the improvement so liberally 
conceived and earnestly contcnnjdated to bo introduced in their constitution, 
lie was afraid that his views on the subject would not bo sympathized with by 
some of his (^ucated countrymen, but he regretted he could not, for the sake of 
an idea, Idose his (sars bvtho loud complaints which these so-called popular 
institutions had already evoked ; .and without meaning that those institutions 
should bo at on<;o swci)t awji}', ho would bring them under more efficient 
control than could bp exercised by the non-official commissioners, under such 
control ixs ho bplievod, and he trusted to a certain extent would be met by section 
205 of the Bill. At any rate. In; felt considerable reluctance in sujxporting the 
further extension of these institutions, especially to rural villages, us ho believed 
was contemj)lated under jxart XII of the Bill. , 

As for, the new sources of taxation prcqxxsod in the Bill, their propriety or 
otherwise could not, he huftibly thought, bo fairly considered withf)ut at the same 
time taking into consideration the nature of the obligations Avhich the Bill sought 
to im])ose upon the mumcipality. If the obligations wore such as should justly 
devolve upon them, orsuehas, under existing circumstances, they Mna’C impera- 
• tivcly called upon to uinhatake in the interest of the rat(;-payers, the municipality 
rajist any how find nnayis to discharge those obligations, and it would nn'rely be a 
question for consideration whether, in view of the agemey available, and other 
circiflnstances peculiar to particular localities, some of the proj)oscd msw taxes 
would not be intii^('ly more harassing and vexatiously burdensome to the 
rate-payers than an augifl('ntation t»f the jtresent direct taxes, and whether 
the levy f such taxes Avould not entail an exp('nditurc in eslablishment (pnto 
disproportionate to tiu'ir pi'obable gross yield. Thi Avould, however, tak(! this 
op])ortunity of resjx'ctfuily objecting to taxing general income for municipal 
purposes. He admitted that the ))rovision to tax according to cireunistances 
was not quite an intuwation in this Bill, but it had never before takdn that 
definite and practical shape which he Ixilieved sc'ction o 2 of the Bill was 
designed to give to it. As ngardc'd the obligations which were recommended 
to bo imposed upon the municipality, viewing tlnmi with the light thrown upon 
them by His Honor at the last meeting of tlio CJouncil, viz. that all of them 
were not compulsory, he should have had little to say in respect of them if he 
tliought they would really be self-im])o.sed, or, in other words, if the bodii's to 
whom the choice of imposing them was to bo di legati'd, had .any of the essential 
olom'bnts of scltgoveijiment in their conipositi i.i, or if ho thought that the same 
could be infused into them by means of legislation. But, as he believed, the 
choice t)f their imposition would rest with Some, others than the rate-payers, and 
as, after all, the inunici2).alitics, as,had been so a^itly described by the Hoif bio 
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Mr. Strachcy in the otiier council, were but a branch of the Government, it 
was on that accouilt of the utmost importance that the principles under-lying 
those obligationis should bo carefully examined before they acquired the force of 
law, and that task could not be better performed than by the select committee 
to whom the Bill might be referred. 

As for education however, he was glad to be able to endorse fully all that 
had been said on the subject by His Honor and the hon’ble member in charge 
of the Bill at the last meeting of the Council and on other previoue occasions. 
There could bo no question that every child had a right to receive an edu- 
cation suited to his condition in life, and if liis parents were unable to give, it 
to him, ho had an undoubted claim upon the State for the same ; and he ( Baboo 
Digumbor Mitter) did not know that a better scheme could have been devised 
to supplement the imperial grant, whicli was admittedly insuflScioht for the 
purpose, than the one recommended in tliia Bill; wduch, while obviating 
the necessity of a special ccss for tfie purpose, enunciated the only jiracticm 
and rational mode of disscminatiij^ and developing mass education in this 
country, viz. by moans of the gradual application of the grant-iu-aid system. 
Mass education was no doubt desirable alike in the interests of good govern- 
ment and of humanity , but it was equally desirable that a sudden disruption 
should not take place in the existing social and indm’trial economy of the 
countrj’-, by its being quickened by a sort of hot-house treatment, or pursued 
under a system of tuition which might inspire a distaste for the specially 
arduous life to which at least three-fourths of the jiopulation of the country were 
destined. And towards that end ho fully agreed with His Honor that the indige- 
nous pa/sA«?«, or education by Zi goroo mohushoif, which until lately the only 
education available to the middle classes in all the mofussil towns, was far prefer- 
able to the system of mass education inaugurated by the education department, 
which, besides being expensive, aimed at imparting a kind of education evidently 
inconsistent with a life of drudgop”, which, as he had already observed, three- 
fourths of tlu) j)opulation must inevitably load. But it might be said that the 
stiheme of mass education propounded in tlm Bill would bo emasculated by cxclud- 
ingthe rural villages, as ho'had suggested, from its operation. If ho had understood 
part XH of the Bill aright, he bclievc'd it contemplated the extension f>f municijial 
go^xrnment to villages which wore now covered by the ChowkeedaroD Act passed 
last }'ear by this Council. If so, ho thought that for purposes of fostering the 
grtiwth of indigenous patshalas in villages whore the same might bo needed, it 
would be enough to revise that Act to the extent of investing the punchayets of 
such villages with the further power of raising a sum suflScient to meet the 
educational demand of the village. This sum, supplemented by a like amount 
from the grant-in-aid fund, woidd soon bring into I'^istenco a number of cheap 
patshahs, enough to meet the present educational requirements of the country, 
without at the same time jiroving such a drain on the imjjprial grant for educa- 
tion as it n’light find it inqjossible to meet. These village patshalas might be 
placed under the siqiervision of the punchayets and the slib-di visional officers, 
as the municipal patshalas were designed to be placed undetr Jhat of the magis- 
trate and the municipal commi.ssiOners. 

In “regard to the only other now obligation imposed on tiio municipality, 
viz. tbo support or relief of the poor, he was afraid that the country would 
regard it as the thin end of the wedge towards the general introductum of a 
“ poor rate.” He did not for a moment deny that the really helpless had a 
claim for support upon the community to which ho belongedf, but th^ social 
system of thS country, to which the utmost respect was yet paid, was such 
that legislative interference in that direction was scarcely called for. There 
wore few Hindoos or Mvihomedans in the country who would refrise to give 
shelter and food to a helpless relative, however distantly connected by blopd, 
and it was to this happy feature in our social fabric that woa mainly due we 
fact, that death by starvation was seldom or never heard of in this country 
except in*- times of widespread and general distress, such as could, only be 
caused by fiiinino. He humbly questioned therefore the wisdom of the policy 
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whidi Bought to irabstitute an expensive and of necessity a coinplicated machi- 
nery of relidf under the authority of law, for one whicfi was a&eady in op^a* 
iion, and was working satis&ctorily, on a self-acting principle. 

Motjlvt Abdool Luteef said he had listened with pleasure, and studied he 
hoped with profit, the speeches made at several meetings of the Council by the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill, and he must feay that seldom had a 
measure, iavolving the delicate application of so many imporj;ant’ principles of 
local finance and taxation to the necessities of a province so little advanced in 
municipal experience .as Bengal, been explained with such clearness and preci- 
gjon; He had also been mindful of the opinions expressed outside of this 
Council, and he cOuld not but regard it as a fortunate circumstance that public 
opinion was sufficiently advanced to ho able to appreciate ttie benefits of a 
measure about to be cxWded to the country. If he might venture on a sug- 
gestion at this stage of the Bilf, he would propose that the Bill which gave a 
consolidated municipal law to all places in the mofussil to which tlie Govern- 
ment miglit determine to extend it, and left out the Presidency town of Cal- 
cutta for reasons whicli were self-evident, fehould also leave out the munici- 
pality of the suburbs of the metropolis which had a municipal law of its own. 
That law was quite sufficient for all practical purposes, and only required some 
amendment to make it complete, for which a slmrt Act would answer far better 
than bringing the suburbs within the range of this municipal law. In fact 
it would be difficult to work such a law in the suburban municipality, the 
administration of which was but little different from that which prevailed in 
Calcutta. The police of tho suburbs was controlled from the police office in 
Lall BaB||y.« There was a. very large European and wealthy and intelligent 
native population in tho suburbs, whose wants and requirements of municipal 
government were far ahead in such matters of those of the peoplo in the 
places to which the Bill under discussion might be held to apply. He would 
therefore strongly reCoramend the insertion of a special clause exempting the 
suburbs of OUlcutta €rom the operation of this Bill. 

As regards tho taxes proposed, there was, in his opinion, very little reason- 
able objection to the number included in the Bill, since it was optional with 
municipalities to select whichever of them they liked ; but he must say that the 
octroi was not at all suitable to the circumstances of towns in Bengal. 

Mb. Wyman said* he had no doubt that not only this Council, but the 
•general public, would be greatly gratified at tho iiitro(luction of this Bill, which 
proposed not only to consolidate and improve the various laws relating to 
nmnici})alitie8 tlirougjioui Bengal, but also to introduce tho system of election 
oi municipal commissioners. Tho liou’blo member opposite (Mr. Robinson) 
had* remarked that there was nothing novel in the features which this Bill 
proposed to introclltce, as municipal institutions had existed in a great state of 

S erlection hundreds of y<!ars before wo came to this country. 'I’hcre was no 
oubt that municipal institutions did exist in Bengal hundreds of years age, 
but it was also the fact that those institutions did not exist now. Therefoi’e the 
alarm with which this Bill,had been received by certain classes was to,ii certain 
extent uiidcrstaudable, inasmuch as it containcu novel features and jirojiqscd to 
extend municipal taxation. That the result of tho Bill would be to increase 
taxation in the small towns, he had very little doubt, but seeing that 
a safeguard was allowed in tho shape of the liberal provision allowing two- 
thirds of tho commissioners to bo elected, ho thought that, that objecti-jii 
was almost mot. As civilization and intelligence increased, tho desire to expend 
more money, and therefore to raise more taxes among municipalities, would 
undoubtedly take place, and tho fear which had boon expressed, that this already 
heavily-taxed province would be still further called upon to contribute to 
local improvements, .would only, he feared, be too surely realized. It seemed 
vto him that there, was no escajiing such a result, and therefore tho only plan 
was. to protect the interests of the peoplb by*giving them a large vbice in the 
government of municipal affairs. , . 
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He had not had time to study the details of the Bill in the manner in 
which he had wished to have done, but he trusted to be able to -do so after- 
wards. The only poirit to which he wished to refer, was the compulsory power 
vested in the Lieutenant-Governor in respect to police, roads and education. In 
regard to the first two points, Ilis Honor the president liad so thoroughly explain- 
ed the absolute necessity of roads and police — the. necessity of the one l^ing kept 
in efficient order, and of the other being maintained at its proper strength for the 
protection of life ‘and property — that nothing more could be said upon tb§ subject. 
But he found himself in a very difficult position when he came to consider the 
next piatter, namely education ; for, while his feeling was doubtful as to the 
desirability of having a compulsory provision in respect to the education of a 
people who were so far heliind their wants and civilization as the people, of 
Bengal were, and while ho felt — if ho might so term it — the danger of tliose pro- 
visions being carri<!d too far, ho also felt most sti'ongly the necessity fi.*r the 
education of the masses. Ilo knew tk^at he would bo met by the argument that 
England had very recently introduced what was consid(.‘red the wise and neces- 
sary measure of compulsory edueatif\n of the poo])le ; but it had taken a very 
long time to form that ojiinion, and it was oidy to-day, as it were, that opinion 
in England had b(5como strong enough to pass such a measure of compulsory 
education, and the comparison between tlui intelligent status of the people of 
England and the very poor of the proviiuio of Bengal could hardly be said to 
be a fair one, and in fact the coiu})aiison could hardly be made at all. Therefore 
he felt somewhat doubtful Avhether wo Avero justified in respect to the adoption 
of compulsory education of the masses in this country, Avho perhaps dia not 
need it, in relation to their ])ecidiar condition, quite so urgently as Avas supposed. 
But he really could not affirm the contrary principle, because ho itlt that it 
would in the end conduce to the diminution of taxation by decreasing crime 
and increasing commercial prosperity. He merely threw out that remark as 
it occurred to him, but he felt certain that the wisdom of this Council would 
affirm such principl(;s in such a AV'ay as should not only b(^an homji’ to itself, but 
also truly benefit the great masses for whom this legislation was bcang provided. 

Mu. Dampiuk said he Avould first take up the remarks which had been 
nfiide by the hon’ble member who had just sat down (Mr. Wyman .r as he w'as 
dealing with Avhat no doubt A^ as the y)rominent point of interest yi the Bill, 
viz. the compulsory poAA'or uhicli the Bill proposed to give to the Lieutenant. 
Governor as regards obliging municipalities to contribute tOAvards elementary 
education; now' be (Mr. Bampier) Avould wish it to be understood that he* was 
speaking entirely for himself, for he liad not been put in possession of His 
Honor tlie President’s viiiws upon this subject,* and tlicrefore spoke entirely 
under correction of the hon’lde member in charge of tJjcBilU and rather in tlye 
shape of asking for information. On one point he must l)egiu by differing 
entirely from the opinions of the hon’ble member Avbo hadjust sat down ; ho 
would start from tlu; point that in his o])inioii there Avas not the slightest 
doubt that it was our duty t(j extend elom-L'iitary education of the lowest form 
as widely as avc possibly could do amongst tlie masses. W’as no doubt the 
duty of the public in general, as'di'tinguished from the Government, to do all 
in their .-power and to act uj) to their responsibilities in tliis matter. It 
appeared to him thut the Avorking of this compulsory clause vvould be some- 
what in this way. If Avitbin the boundaries of a inunieipality, the private 
arrangements of the inhabitants were sueli as to shoAV that they wore acting 
up to thcir .respousibiliiies ; if they raised subscriptions, if they got grants- 
in-aid from the Government under the rules jKissed for that purpose, to such an 
extent as, reasonably speaking, to ]»lace tlie benefits of elementary education 
within tlie roach of the poor oi' the municipality, then there would bo no 
reason for the inter ferenco of the Government, nor Avould it be necessary for 
the municipality CA'en to interfere. ’J'Jiis was the hest-and most perfect fopjin in 
which education could be given. But if private persons w'en; backward* and did 
not fulfil their responsibilities, and means were not yirovided for educating the 
lower classes within a municipality, Ihen came in the action of a municipality. 
The members of it would act probably at first by exerting tbeir personal 
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influence ; they would urge upon the landholders and influential people of the 
place who were in a position to do something, that it was a shame to tliem as 
inhabitants of the place that they did not provide sufficient funds for this 
purpose ; and that if they failed to do so, the municipality would have to come 
in and supplement the funds hy additional taxation. Then as he understood 
the question (but still not being thoroughly acquainted with what had passed 
within the last two years he spoke under correction) if alLendeavours to 
raise sufficient private subscriptions failed, contributions fnight be given by 
the municipalities to supplement private subscriptions. Such contributions had 
hitherto been treated as private subscriptions towards making up the proportion 
•that was necessary to the obt(jining of grants-in-aid from the Government. lie 
assumed that it was intended that that principle should continue, that muni- 
cipalities would supplement private subscriptions, and that l;o the sums thus 
made up, where grants-in-aid, were necessary, grants-in-aid would be added. 
That was his idea of what would be ♦he working of these provisions ; and if 
that were so, ho could not understand th.\t they could be objected to, except by 
starting from the position that it was nyt our business to educate the people. 
If the masses of the'people wore to he educated, then surely it was within 
t(f?vns more than any where else that this education should be given; towns 
were the nuclei from which education as well as all civilization stiould sjiread. 

The next point to which he would refer was a remark which had fallen 
ffom the hon’blo member who opened the debate (Mr. Bayley), which w'^as that 
tills Bill contained the germ of election of members of municipalities. lie 
(Mr. Dampier) had no ambition to be considered a reformer, in the sense in 
w'hich tlm term was ordinarily used, but he could qot allow this remark to pass 
over witflout asking peruiission to read to the Council a few remarks which 
were made in this Council in introducing the District Towns’ Act of 1808. 
lie then said : — 

“ By tlio profioiit law, and p;encrally by section 21 of ibis Bill, the magistrate appointed tbo 
members of the puuchayut; but with the view of keeping pace with the times, it was provided that 
it should be lawful for the Governmeut, if it should see fit, to proscribe rules for tlm appoiiitrncut 
of members of the jiunchayut hy the election of the tax-payers or of members of the punchayut, 
or in any otb(*r manner than by the nomination of the magistrate ; that was to say, it was beped 
that when the Governmeut saw a town sutficiently advanced to elect one or two or more members 
o'.‘ its owu«punehayut, it should pass rules, taking away from the magistrate the power of uomi- 
nation, and conferring the power of election on the tax-payors.” 

. Then in presenting to the Council the report of the Select Committee, it 

had been said : — 

► • 

H^ections had been introduecd as to the constitution of these local committees, enabling the 
Government to lay down difierent rules for the appointment of members of the committees in 
difterent towns accoriling»to toe stage of advancement which each town might have reached. Unless 
any other mode of app»»intiiient were prescribed, the magistrate, with the sanction of the corn- 
mi^ioner of the division, was to nominate the members of the committee ; but provision was made 
for the election of tilt/ ajjembers when the Government had reason to believe that the town was 
far enough advanced.’^ ^ 

That section was reported in the proceedings as having been passed only 
with verbal amendbicnts, but the form in which it had been jjassed obliged him 
to read these remarks of his as explanatory of tins iutciition of tliQ, Council. 
The section was passed as the 24th section of Act VI of ISGS, and it r^ — 

“The members of every town committee and w^rd committcj shall from time to time be nomi- 
nated and appointed by such persons ami in such manner as shall be directed by any orders wliich 
may bo from time to time passed in that behalf by the Oovermnent of Bengal, and unless and until 
such orders shall be^iassed, shall be nominated and appointed by the magistrate of the district with 
the sanction of the commissioner of the division.** * 

Bond hy tho light of the remarks which he had just read, this section 
of Act VI of 1868 fully contemplated the possibility of election .at some 
future day, and moreover the latter part of th(3 section distinctly .recognized it, 
for«t provided that the proportion of officml members should not he more than 
one-third, unless such persons were elected t.o bo members of tho committee, 
otherwise than by appointment of tho GoA'rnnaent, or by any olB^JcrUf Govern- 
ment. He thought it u'as a remarkable sign of the advance of public opinion 
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that in 1868 the suggestion of elective representation was passed over abso- 
lutely without remailc ; hut that iu 1872 the subject was touched upon, aud it 
immediately became one of those points which was liailcd with satisfaction. 

The hon’ble member who opened the debate (Mr. Bayley) had made some 
remarks about the police, lie (Mr. Darapier) cordially concurred with the 
hon’ble member in those remarks, and he believed tl»at there never had been 
any doubt in .the Government of Bengal that the police arrangements iu 
municipality under the existing Acts were too elaborate and too expensive, 
and that the wishes of the people w'crc not sufficiently consulted as • to its 
details and constitution. He entirely went with the move which was now 
^ made id that matter. 

With regard to the remarks from the hon’ble member opposite (Baboo 
Digurabor Mittef) he did not quite understand the force of bis strictures His 
objoctiori. seemed to be that in spite of any provisions which could be ma*de, the 
magistrate would still be the only rcgl and clfective power in municipalities. 
Now did the hon’ble member mean, co say that the case would be better if 
there were no municipalities ? Did/he wish to say nakedly that he would 
.prefer to have the magistrate acting under the direct control of his official 
superior and Government without any thing in the shape of municipal 
machinery? If ho did mean this he (Mr. Dampier; could only say that 
he did not think the hou’blc member in this respect roiwesonted the 
views of many of his countrymen. He (Mr. Hampicr) admitted that 
a magistrate with strong opinions, and strotjg opinions would no doubt exercise 
great influence within the debating room of the municipality; and having 
induced the commissioners to adopt his idews, he would come out, armed with 
tlioir concurrence, a much stronger man as Chairman i*r the muriiciparli^ and 
acting in their name, than he (with respect to his official superiors and to the 
outer w'orld in general) would liave been had ho stood alone ; and in this 
sense he confessed that this Bill might bo said to .add to the power of the 
magistral's. But was the hon’ble member prepared to say that municipali- 
ties in remote districts in Btmgal were the only working bodies in which that 
took place ?\vas it not the casein every combination of men who had to act 
together? liven though in theory each had the same weight as his fellows, the 
man who, by position or other ciiauimstanees was tin; strongest, or who had the 
strongest will, would first iiifiiiei!<'<! his colleagues to ricix'pfc his views, some 
Tmvviilingl.v, some hcartii.v, ami then would go forth much stronger as the 
representative of those views, althoiich in reality tliey wcfo the private views 
of one man. lie (Mr. Dampior) could not tliink tliat the hon’blo member’s 
views as to the magistrate’s despotism waruld in any way l)c served by sweep- 
ing away his niunici])al colloaaues who, hoAvcver weak, Avould certainly, to some 
exiout, trammel and check a wrong-headed and despotic m.igi6trate from carry- 
ing out his oAvn m(>asures. ^ 

There wore two or tlireo minor points to wiiioh lie wi^-od to direct the 
attention of the Select Committee. One of these was section f9. It was a very 
old rule in municijialities, and one Avhieh obtained .••enorally : it related to the 
lax on horses and carriages, and provided that oAvntrship fo* oiny number of 
days in a quarter created" liability to the tax for tlio Avhole quarter. It Avas 
urged that this Avas an expedient rule, because there w^as so much concealment 
that it ’was irnpos.sihlo to ascertain on wbat day a vehicle was set-up. He 
thought that that difficulty ought to lib got over by a compromise. Surely if 
you took half t'he tax of the quarter you would presumably lose in one half 
of the cases and gain iu the other. It seemed to him that it would be more 
just to. take one’ half the tax for the quarter from those who set-up a vehicle 
AA'ithin any quarter than to levy the full tax for the quarter. 

The next point which 'he would notice was the power of delegating cer- 
tain po\A'er.s of the Lieutenant-Governor as mentioned in section 202 and 
eslewhere in the Bill. He would be obliged if the Jion’ble member inphe^rge 
of the Bill would explain bow it Avas proposed to Avork that' provision. 

The last point to which he wpuld'alludo was the tax on prooessions »i id 
ceremonies. lie believed that processions were a good subject for taxation ; but 



the scale of fees proposed seemed open to objection, and he would commend 
its consideration to the Select Committee. Again, it would be absolutely neces* 
sary to dehne what a procession was in the sense of the Act, so as not to leave 
door open for harassing interference from the police in the exercise of the 
powers conferred on them by the provisions of the section. 

Ma. BEiiNAhn said he was glad that so many members of the Council had 
considered the Bill and had expressed their opinion thereon ^ and he was still 
more glad to •find that most of the speakers, though they had crjticiSed some 
parts of the Bill, did in the main seem able to approve and support its principles. 
Ho felt sure that whatever had been that day said would be of much use to the 
Select Committee if the Council should see fit to allow the Bill to be read. . 

The objections and remarks made by the lion’ble members bad referred 
in the main to the constitution of the governing bodies under tha Bill, to its 
taxation clauses, find to the s(‘ctious regarding education. Ho (Mr. Bernard) 
would first refer to what had been said on these throe main heads, and ho 
would afterwards address himself to the i‘,'marks and questions made on 
points of detail. It must be remarked that llio bon’ble member who opened 
the debate (Mr. Baylcy)*liad expressed an apprehension that the magistrate 
would Kavo too little power in the towns of his district ; that the non-official 
majority of two to one would outtveigh him and outvote him ; and that the 
opposition might prevent necessary improvements being made, and might 
prohibit taxation being levied. This tvas one view ; but another hon’ble 
membbr (Uajah Joteendro* Molmn Tagore) liad taken an opposite view: ho 
had avowed bis belief that the magistrate would have too full and too wide 
powers in any municif)ality, and that the non-official commissioners of a town 
would Mi rea*ify exercise very .little infliicnce over the. affairs of their town. 
Now he (Mr. Bernard) did not mean to say that Ukj truth necessarily lay midway 
between two extremes, but the avowal of these two opposite views might to 
some extent show that the proposals of the Bill were moderate ; and he would 
assure the Council that* the framers of the Bill had at any rate intended to 
strengthen the hands of the commissioners, and to arrange for the represen- 
tatives of tlietown managing, to use the Hon’ble Hegumber Hitter’s words, the 
affairs of their towm themselves. The bon’blc member last named had drawn 
a somewhat sad picture of the constitution of society in a Bengal town ; he ' 
had said tbat*in Bengal townsmen would not be found who would be active and 
independent municipal commissioners; men would not have the courage or 
the wisB to oppose a magistrate if tlioy thought liim wrong; and so in realit/ 
tli« supposed municipal gpvernment umuid be a farce. He (Mr. Bernard) 
■vvas glad to have heard the hon’ble member say that such views would not 
be approved by the hon’ble speaker’s educated fellow countrymen. Mr. Bernard 
would hope that on tius particular point the educated men wlio would differ 
from the hon’ble member might.be better informed than the hon’ble member 
himself. He would '.gy that at any rate this Council had, in the person, 
of the hon’ble member himself, a specimen of a Bengali gentleman who 
would, W'ithout fear and without favor, express opinions w’hieh might perhaps 
be distasteful to tbei* official members of the Com^cil. Ho hoped that in 
Bengali towns municipal commissioners might be found, who would not forego 
honest opinions merely because the magistrate disapproved those opinions! Ho 
felt sure that men of that stamp did exist, and ho trusted their number weuld 
increase. 

Much, lyid been said that day regarding the various forms of taxation which 
the Bill pei’mitted municipal bodies to adopt. One hon’ble meipbor (Rajah 
J otcendro Mohun Tagore) had said tliat the.se multiform taxes would Irighteu the 
people ; that they would and must result in increased burdens, which could 
liavdly be borne imthese days, when impost had followed oh impost, and the people 
could ^dure no more. So/far as he (Mr. Bernard) could remember, the only 
new tax i&posed during the last ten years was the income tax in its various 
l^apes, though doubtless municipal taxation had increased. But he would submit 

whatever might have been tl»o small uicrease in the weight mtinicipal 
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taxation, that increase was not nearly in proportion to the rise which had occurred 
in the rents, in the price of produce, in the wages of labor, and in the cost of all 
commodities. He would ask leave again to point out that the Bill proposed only 
two new forms of taxation, viz. the tax on processions, and the octroi tax ; it by no 
means bound or even asked municipal bodies to adopt more of these taxes wen 
they liked. He was glad to find that the members of the Council were on the 
whole favorable to 'levying a small license tax on processions ; he regarded the 
criticism" of the hon’hle member opposite (Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore) as 
entirely just, when he said that the meaning of the word “ eeremonids” in section 
78 ought to be defined ; he said that as the words stood — a dinner party, a dur- 
bar, or a dance might be liable to license tax ; and this was not the intention of 
the framers. He (Mr. Bernard) made no doubt but that if the Bill were referred 
t« a Select Committee, the Committee would be able eitlier to define “cere- 
monies,” or else to exempt ceremonies from taxation, and to' make the section 
refer to street processions only. He quite acknowledged that the octroi tax was 
at present foreign to Lower Bengrd ; and that tins particular form of taxation 
could not be applied to the stra^Vgling towns which were like long drawn-out- 
villages on the banks of Bengal rivers. But, as one hoti’ble membev (Mr. Bayley ) 
had said, there were towns in Behar more like the towns of Northern India, and 
to some of these towns octroi duties might perhaps be applicable. One of the 
hon’ble members for commerce (Mr. llobinson) had pointed out that, in eflcct, 
tho several municipal taxes, if ever they existed in the same town, might 
become cumulative ; but the hon’blc metuber went on to say that such cumula- 
tive taxation would befall the rich only. He (Mr. Bernard) w'as free to 
admit that it might happen that a rich man at Aliporc might have to pay 
carriage-tax, and that he might indirectly pay house-tax, alTfr that perhaps 
in very occasional cases the same man might have to pay tho tax on 
trades and callings. But any person so circuinslancod would be a rich man, 
and he would probably not pay more than he oright fairly, with reference to his 
property and his m« ans to contribute to munrcipal necessities. So far as he 
had been able to judge, the risk with all municipal taxation in India was lest 
the poor Should have .too large a burden, and tlie rich should get off too cheaply. 
If, when the Select Committee and the Council at tho settlement of the clauses 
came to consider these several forms of taxation, they considered that the taxes 
•were too many, then of course it wuuld b(; open to +he Council to disallow any 
one or more of the proposed alternative taxes. But ho would again romiud the 
Council that all these taxes were permissive and not obligatory. 

He was particularly rejoiced to find that nearly all the members who had 
referred to the matter, approved tho proposal permitting municipal funds t.o 
he spent on educational purposes. He thought that if any such provision became 
law, a very great point would have been gained. One libn’ble member (Mr. Bayhy) 
had expressed a fear that perhaps municipal commissioners might make the 
mistake of devoting funds paid in part by the poor to the^r.iaiutenancn of colleges 
and high education ; and that they might not pro^ id-is sulficiently for the education 
of the poor. So far as he had been able to underst.'md these matters, there was no 
ground for apprehension that Iqcal money would be spent 'coo fredy on colleges. 
It was only in last year’s report that one of the most experienced inspectors 
remarked that out of the nineteen Governmoht and Missionary Colleges 
in Bengal, only one, the Madrissa College in Hoogbly, was in any way supported 
by private endowments or local subscriptions. Natives of Bcnigal when tliey 
wished to help education — and it must gladly be admitted that they did in some 
parts of Bengal contribute most liberally— established or endowed English 
schools of Ibo middle and lower classes, and occasionally maintained vernacular 
schools, lie (Mr. Bernard) anticijiated that if tliis part of the Bill became 
law in any thing like. its present shape, the result would be that municipal 
commissioners of towns would make grants to English and vernacular schools; 
and that in the rural municipalities the puncliayiits would aid patshalas or 
village schools. A question had boon ])ut by an iion’blo member (Mr^ 
Hampier) whether the Bill codtemijlated that grants-in-aid should continue tc 
be given under the present rules, or whether such grants would cease.

gr^h^ia-aid ''rules: weira at |>resent being remodriled, and apprehended that 
Gol*!6tW^ not pled^ itself* for a.number of years to come, as to the 
paridOidtir policy it would adopt in regard to grants4n-aid. But he believed 
thai the Government of Bengid had formerly, did now, and would ibr the 
ftttiife r^nt ail the money it could spare to aid schools of whatever oedibie, 
ei^er in towns or ini villages. ^ ^ 

. hon’ble member on his right (Mr. Baylcy) had made what seemed a 
very just criticism on section 18 of the Bill, which provided for vesting public 
du^itensaries, schools, and such like institutions in the municipal commissioners. 
The hbn'ble member pointed out that no means were provided for compelling the 
emnmissioners to do their duty by such institutions. It seemed to him (Mr. 
Bernard) that it would be expedient, if this section were to stand, to add a clause, 
something like that contained irr section 222, providing that on a presentation 
from a certain number of rate-payers to the effect that the commissioners had 
neglected or abused their trust in regard to aVy of the institutions mentioned, the 
magistrate might inquire, and, if necessary, intervene to preserve such institu* 
tion%*&om neglect or misuse. 

The only other criticism of the hon’ble member (Mr. Baylcy) referred to 
th« control, appointment, or dismissal of the Town Police. It would be 
observed by the Council that the Bill provided that no ])oliceman above the 
grade of an ordinary constable should ho dismissed without the approval of the 
magistrate, but undoubtedly in respect of all other matters the Town Police 
would, as the Bill stood, be under the orders of the munitsipal commissioners, 
and the ,4^strict superintendent of police would havt; little control over 
them. Perhaps the Select Committee Alight see fit to modify in some degree 
their provisions, so far as the dismissal and discipline of the Town Police went ; 
but^he (Mr. Bernard) strongly thought that the commissioners, or a sub- 
committee of their body, would be the best authority for selecting and appointing 
Town Police ; the commissioners would know the right men, they would choose 
their own towns-people — men who would know who w ere bad characters, and 
who would know what steps should be taken to repress and detect crime. At 
present it often happened that outsiders, up-country men, people who knew 
nothing of« town, were appointed to bo its police. 

The hon’ble member who represented the suburbs of Calcutta (Moulvie 
Abdool Lateef) had recommended that th<5 present Bill should not be applied'to 
the suburbs of Calcutta, and had suggested that another short Bill should be 
introduced providing for 'such matters as might be wanted in the suburbs. It 
uxidoubtedly was the case that the suburbs were, a very large and important 
mvnioipiriity ; that, as the Hon’hle Member had said, its residents were numerous 
and qppiileat ; but so far as he (Mr. Bernard) had learned, the people and the 
Oommisaioners of th«., suburbs did not take in their municipaP affairs anything 
like the warm interest tah^n by the Justices in Calcutta affairs; and in this 
respect, at any rate, the suburban municipality differed widely from the Calcutta 
corporation. Stilt felt siure tliat any representation which the suburban 
6(Mrporation might make on the subject of the Bill, or their exemption therefrom, 
womd receive considertftion at the hands of the select coiumittee. •• 

In conclusion, Mr. Bernard assured the Council that, so far as the wishes 
of the nmver of the Bill went, the hon’ble member Mr. Robinson’s wishes 
would be fulfilled ; and the natives of towns all over Bengal would have the . 
fullest opportunity of expressing their opinion on the Bill, for a translation 
would be oirculatod to scores of municipal bodies and to British and Native 
offiqersjidl over the country. 

Honob ran Pkesident said that ho thought he might follow the 
kon’Me m^ber tu charge of'thc Bill in expressing his gratification that this 
measure ifbw submitted to the Council had been received by the 
ihmiiwm (h th4 Coimftil. incladino’ the non-official members, who had addrossed 
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us to-day in a manner, upon the whole, extremely favorable. He was himself 
especially gratified to observe that the members had expressed themselves in a 
manner which led him to hope that they would accept more or less completely 
the plan which tins' Bill laid down, in respect to the very important subject of 
education. The proposal which in certain clauses of this Bill was submitted to 
the Council in respect to education was what he believed he might call a very 
moderate compromise, of a very difiicult subject. He had been particularly 
glad to hoar that the hon’blc member to the right (Baboo Digumber Mitter) 
approved of tile proposal in that respect almost to the full. Other hon’ble 
members had also expressed themselves in a way more or less completely 
favorable to the views of the Giovemment, and His Honor was sanguine that 
after these clauses of the Bill had passed though the hands of the committee, 
the Council would arrive at a conclusion that would be satisfactory to moderate 
and reasonabre men all over the comitry. 

He obseiwod that very divergent Anews had been expressed upon the subject 
of municipal self-government by the, hon’ble members who had addressed the 
Council. The hou’ble member op his right (Mr. Robinson) had taken the 
sanguine view which His Honor had taken, viz. that municipal institutions were 
indigenous to the countiy, and wo might hope that in' a country where those 
institetions were in full Avorking order, long before wo had them in the BHtish 
Isles, in a country in .some respects that of their birth, such institutions might 
flourish and rapidly succeed. The hon’ble member on the right (Baboo 
Digumber Mitter), on the other hand, had taken what he might term a 
gloomy view of the political y)osition and the social characteristics of his 
countrymen. His Honor belioA’ed that another hon’ble gentleman (Mr. 
Wyman) had placed the truth A'^ery fairly Avhen he said that no doubt 
such institutions had at one time existed in the (iountry, aii&'*‘that there 
Avus equally little doubt that they had now, for the most part, died out. 
From these observations llis Honor would draw a very nioderate conclusion, 
that institetions which had existed in this country and which had died out 
might yet be reviA'cd with care and trouble. He admitted that there was a 
great deal of truth in the oljseiwations of the hon’blo member on the right 
(Baboo Digmnber Mitter) ; but wlum His Honor looked back to the history of 
this groat countrj'^, he ermld not desjiair of ultimate success. His belief was 
that these self-govering institutions wore a very essential pai*t in the very 
constitution of the Aryan race. Ho was sanguine that the difficulties which the 
hon’ble member so vividly depiidcid might be overcome, and that we should 
eventually arrive at ellicicut sidf-goA'ernmcnt. He admitted that we could 
not arrive Avith one bound at such a state of things ; he could not hope to see 
the system brought to perfection ; but at any rate he thought that we might make a 
beginning, and that our successors might arrive, at a future time, at a very 
favorable result. On one point he could not altogether agree to what ha>d 
been said by the hon’ble member on this subjec-t. His Honor understood the 
hon’ble member’s argument to be that these munieijiai* institutions must be 
the out come and not the precursor of fi’ee political institutions. Now His 
Honor’s view was otherwise. He believed that human natin’e was so constituted 
that what was called patrioti.sm and jmblic spirit were the natural accompani- 
ments -'and result of self-government. He believed that while institutions were 
despotic and you had no self-government you could not have public spirit and you 
coiud not have patriotism. On the other hand he believed that if you made a 
beginning of self-government, public spirit, and patriotism would result. Men 
who accepted office on behalf of their countrymen woAild know that tkeir actions 
would be watched and judged by those for whom they acted, and his hope and 
belief was that public spirit woiJd result. How far that would be effected 
remained to be seen, bpt he trusted that the members of the Council would 
agree Avith him that it was desirable to make the attempt. 

The hon’ble member who spoke early in the ^debate (Rajah Jote^dro 
Mohun Tagore) alluded to the fear which was spreading about the cotmtry that 
we were, daily increasing the burdeps of the people. Now- His Honor thought 
that it had been explained b^ the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill UAt, 
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whaterer tiie Bill did^ it did not increase the compulsory burdens of the 
people to any great extent. In faet, His Honor might say that the very 
moderate provision for education was the only provision in respect to whicn 
any new and increased obligation was imposed. The. taxation under the 
Bill, as had been so often said, was in its various forms alternative, and it was 
only the wish of Government to give to municipalities a choice of the form of 
taxatiion which thw preferred. That surely was not an increased obligation, 
but an increased meedom which we afforded to them. It was. mute true that 
municipalities would have under this Bill new responsibilities and new duties. 
In point of fact, the result in some cases might no doubt be to some extent to 
increase taxation ; but his view was that such increased taxation would not 
result from increased obligations imposed upon them by the Government, but 
would be the outcome of now wants, new knowledge, and of new* demands for 
things to whidh they had not ,been accust()med, but which the people of the 
country would gradually ask to obtain at their own expense. It was not the 
case that the burdens imposed by the Go«rernment would bo extended, but 
the Bill would give the people power to extend their own burdens if they 
wished to do so. Government had no wish to shift the burden which was now 


bom€ by itself. By no means. They said — “ The power of the Government is 
limited, the means of the Governnnmt arc limited, the finances "are limited. 
We are unable to give many great improvements which the progress of the 
age demands. We can do so much, and wo can give you so much money ; 
if ydu wish to have more you must arrange for the means to do more, you must 
tax yourselves, as the people of all civilized countries tax themselves ; and the 
opportunity to do so, is the opjiortunity wo now ask the Council to give you.” 

On thljiiubject of education he might say, that peihaps the word “ compul- 
sory,” looking to the sense in which the word was usea in England, was a 
somewhat dangerous word, bcc.auso it implied not tliat municipalities should be 
compelled to provide ijieans of education, but that the people were compelled to 
go to school. Now that was by no means intended. Wo did not seek to press 
education to tliat extent. Wo felt (as an hou’ble member had said) that it 
was not desirable to educate men beyond their position in life. He thought 
that the lower class of education given in palslmlan to the agricultm’al population 
was most fitted for the people of that class of society. The hon’ble member on 
the left (Mr. DaiH^ior) had thoroughly explained the views of the Government 
when ho said that the object of the G^oveniment was simply to do that which 
was now being attempted to be done in England, that is to say, “ if you provide 
the means of education with such 'aid as Government can give you, well and 
^od ; if you do not, then we will come in and I’cquire you to do so.” We hoped 
that the voluntary provision of schools would be the ordinary rule, and the general 
arrangement throughout the country. And it would only bo in exceptional 
casesf and where there were absolutely no means of education available, that 
the compulsory clause.: qf the Bill would bo put in force. 

His Honor thought •^at the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill had 
sufficiently alluded to the objection in regard to section 18 of the Bill by 
which ceitain buildings wore to be made over to the charge of municipalities. 
That was a provision wl^ch the select committee might with aj.yantage 
narrowly scrutinize. It was not the object of the Government to turn oyer to 
municipalities the cost of buildings at present maintained by the Government. 
The object was to enter into arrangements with municipalities with regard to 
certain institutions towards which they contributed, and the management of 
which they mi^t very fairly claim. , 

There had been a good many observations made upon the subject of the 
octroi duties. Perhaps it was desfrable that he should put his view on this 
subject broadly before the Council. He believed ther6 was in Bengal a sort^ of 
hor^r, if he mijght so tj^nn it, of anything that was Punjabee : it was like 
.tn . » « ’(ull, to quote anything as coming '* 

e Council to enter upon this subjet 

^ , systen* being supposed to cejme* 

Punjab. The Bill in no respect proposed to compel any municipality to adopt ^e 
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Er)nstm of octtoi dutie^. All that the BOl said was, that amongst wheit he had 
described as a variety of good things, of whidi they might t^e their choice was 
the system of octroi duties. Although thore was in Bengal a projudice against 
this system of duties which was supposed to come from the fhmjab, he must 
assert that it was tho unvarying experience of various provinces in India as Well 
as in many countries of Europe, that no municipal tax was so permanently popu- 
lar as octroi duties. Very many municipalities in different parts of the country 
who had objected to the house tax and other more direct, taxes, had rodied, if 
we might say so, to these octroi duties as a relief. Under favorable efreum- 
stances they were able to raise a revenue which was hardly felt. The system, as 
experience had pr6ved, was liable to be attended with a good many evils. 
Indeed, tho abuses which might attend a careless imposition and levy of these 
duties were so great that tho system had called fortli from the Onvemment of 
India tho remarks which had been read to the Council, but these remarks were 
intended to im])rovo, not to jmt down tho system ; most of those evils resulted 
from the fact that the system was jJfoo 2»opu1a.r. Municipalities in some .parts of 
the country had too universally resorted to that system. He freely aomitted 
that under many circumstances it was attended with many difficulties, and that 
to certain munici])alities it was not jfropeiiy fitted ; but to the circumstances 
of many otlftjrs it was extremely w<'ll suited. It was a question between direct 
and indirect taxatit'u, and as iiulir(!ct tiixes were the more pojmlar in the 
general taxation of the country, it was tho same in respect to municipal taxes. 
tHicre the circ.umstancc's of a muni<a])ality w’cro really suitable, he thought it 
was better to iinjioso indir(!c,t taxes of this sort with due cai’c and caution than 
to tax the jieople by those direct mc'lliods to which tliey were extremely averse. 
For tlie exercise of due caution tin* Government would be responsible, and His 
Honor must express his strong hope that the Council would give this subject an 
unbiassed consideration, and not throw tmt this mode of taxation without 
having veiy fully and carefully consid(?red the matter. 

As regards tho ])olice there was a good deal of truth and justice in the 
remarks which had fallen from the Hon’blo Meiiiber who opened the debate. 
No doubt* we had at present gone too far to «me extreme — ^that wp to say, in 
giving to the District Superintendent of Police; conqdete and (jxclusive power 
over the jiolice of towns ; on the other hand the Bill removed ilie town police 
so absolutely from the <*,ontrol of tin; jiolhio authoriti 's, that^ we- mij^ht bo going 
to the other extreme. He honied therefore that the Council Avoidd carefiilly 
consider and manipulate these provisions. 

Then he came to the remarks of the hon’ble member on the right (Rajah 
Joteondro Mohun Tagore) in reg-ard to the desjiotic (iharacter of those institu- , 
tions. Tho hon’bh; memlxir soemc!d to suppose that tho magistrate would fis 
a rule oveiride the committee, and that the Government would rule over 
the magistrate, and that tho municipalities would be but little despotisms 
afiber all. Pcrhaiis it was scarcely necessary that His iHonor should take up 
the time of the Council in answering that assertion^ because the objection had 
.been well answered by the hoii’ble -gentleman on the left (Mr. Dampier), who 
asked whether the hon’ble member really thought that it ‘•would be better if 
there yero no municij)alities, and the nnmicij)al government were directly 
admiiiistered by the Govcrmiient officials. His Honor thought that it was entirely 
a question for the Select Committee to whom this Bill would be reforre(|to carry 
out, in any way that seemed to them best, the declared intention of tho Govern- 
ment in introducing this Bill, viz. that these municipalities shoidd not be 
shams but realities. If it ajqiearod to the Select Committee and thb Coimcil 
tliat too great janvers wore being given to flic magistrate, they could lessen 
those jK>werfi : if it was considered that the mode i)roscribed for the exercise of 
the magistrate’s 2 )owers Vas such as was really unfavorable to the development 
of self-government, it was free; to tho Committee and ^le Council to alter it. ^ His 
Honor’s object was cleai'ly and distinctly to give to municipalitieg real self- 

S ovemment, and not to make them sham institutions, and he trusted that before 
le Bill ^meyged fi om tho committee it would bQ put into such a shape that 
that object would be obtained. 



Thm as rewds small municipalities, wbich were dealt with under the pro- 
visions of! Part aII of the Bill, the same Hon’ble Membef had observed that he 
^ not understand the provision in respect to ohakran lands, and it was there- 
fore necessary that His Honor should offip some further explanation upon, the 
subject. He might say that it was not intended that there should be two 
cbowkeedars whore there was now one ; that one should be provided from the 
dhahxah lands and the other by the municipality. The object was simply to 
avoid altogether the whole question of cliakran lands and to leave it for treat- 
. ment as a separate and distinct subject. The effect of the bill hs it stood would 
then be this These small municipalities were bound to see that a chowkeedar 
jvas maintained, who should receive a salary of not less than I^. 3 a 
month. If the chowkeedar received Rs. 2 a month from the chakran* lands, 
then the municipality would supplement his salary by giving an additional 
rupee ; and where there were no chakran lands the Bill would come into full 
force and effect as regards the maintenance of chowkeedars by the municipality ; 
but the minimmu pay of tlio chowkeedar should bo such that together with 
anything. received from chakran lands ho should receive not loss than Rs. 3 a 
month. His Honor might say, while on this subject of small municipalities, 
that the Govonimcnt did not a ttempt to make them at once complete municipali- 
ties, but simply to make a small beginning towards such institq^tions. It was 
not proposed to impose upon them the obligations which were proposed to be 
imposed on the larger municipalities. Although it was desirable that village 
patsfuUm should exist 'in order that the agricultmul classes should have such 
education as would enable them to understand their affairs, still he believed 
that as the Bill- stood it was not intended to provide that in these small -village 
municipaJ’tii^ the maintenance of patshalas shoulcl be made compulsory, nor 
were mere any other eomijulsoty (dauses in respect to these municipalities, 
except as to tlu' (diowkcedar. Government wished oidy to make it optional 
■with tlicso municipal iti(js to keep up pabthalm and also to provide if they -wi^ed 
drinking water, and one or two other things for which there were frequent 
cries from rutbl Anllages. 

Then -yv’c came to the loniarks of the hon’ble member on the left^Moulvie 
Abdool Lutcef) with regard to the suburbs of Calcutta. Ilis Honor might say 
that the object was to make this a large and comprehensive Bill, and to m&ke 
its provisions such as to Jit it for both large and small municipalities; but he 
believed there was a good d(;al in the wants and constitution of the suburban 
louidcipality for which provision was not made by this Bill. It would b& for 
the Smect Committee to consider whether the Bill could bo made suited to 
the demands of the suburban muncipality. He had no doubt that the Select 
Committee would be able to give a good opinion on that subject and would be 
able to guide the CiJ .mcil in the matter. 

, It had also been suggested that if we were to offer to municipalities a 
system of election, it would be bettor to begin in the largo municipality of Cal- 
cutta. His Honor -nflis \iot quite sui*c that a very large municipality was the 
one which we should select to make a beginning of the system of election ; but 
if any hon’ble member shoidd lay before the Council a scheme by which it might 
be possible to establish a rejuesentative municipality for the people of Calcutta, 
His Honor wj)uld be redUy to give it the most favorable consideration. Ho 
was conscious that at present the (lonstitution of the Calcutta mimiciptdity was 
not in all resj)ect8 the strongest and best that could bo devised. Ho felt that the 
burden ofresponsibility was shar(jd between the Government and the Justices in 
a somewhat uncertain way. The .1 ustices were appointed by the Government, and 
to a (^rtain extent they relieved the GoA'^ommont of the rosiionsibility of the 
municipal government of the town, but to a certain extent the Crovemment which 
appointed those justices felt that it was responsiblo for the good government 
ot the town. * He should Imj Ax*ry glad if a system could bo devised by which 
wq, could have ward ^-epresontatives and a municipal government could be 
formed by the people who should be the real representatives of the town_ itself. 

His Honor thought that the hon’ble hiombor in charge of,the Bill had 
satisfactorily met the doubts entertained by the hon’ble member (Mr. Dampier)

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CALCUTTA PORT IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr. Bernard moved for leave to being in a Bill to amend the Calcutta Port 
Improvement Act, being Act V of 1870 passed by the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal in Council. This Act, as the Council would remember, was passed 
after much discussiop a year and a half ago ; its effect was to make over the 
custody of the port of Calcutta and its revenues to the Port Commissioners. 
In the opinion of all persons qualified to judge, the arrangement then panctioned 
by this Council had worked extremely well. The Port Commissioners,, so far 
as the port of Calcutta was concerned, had stepped into the place of the Govern-^ 
ment ; and they certainly had, it was generally believed, done more for the po¥t* 
during the last eighteen months than had been done during a good many 
previous yeara. There was one respect, however, in which the Port Commis- 
sioners did not, under Act V of 1870, occupy, precisely the portion which the 
Government had formerly occupied. Under the old Port Act (XXII of 185.5) 
the East India Company, that is the Indian Govenimcnt, had been exempted 
from liability for any injuries or losses which might be caused by default of the 
Government harbour officers. That provision had not been re-enacted in favor 
of the Port Commissioners by the recent Port Trust Act ; and therefore, b^ the 
common law, the Port Commissioners would be liable to actions on account of loss 
which might be caused by the occasional carelessness or indiscretion of their 
officers, or for injuries resulting from any undetected defect in the working, or 
from such like untoward accidents. From a perusal of -the long debates which 
took place when the Port Trust Bill was considered by this Council, he had 
not been able to ascci’tain whetlu'r the Council intentionally omitted to re-enact 
the indemnity clause. Some discussion indeed took place, and 'an hon’ble 
member opposite (Mr. Robinson) spoke regarding the necossitjy of enforcing 
the due exorcise of care by the Commissioners and their oflicers in regard 
to certain duties connected with warehousing goods. But the Bill now 
proposed did not touch the sections of the Port Trust Act which referred to 
warehouses ; all that was intended was to exempt the Commissioners from 
liability for the default 'of harbour officers oidy. The matter stood just 
thus: if the Commissioners were to continue liable for such defaults, they 
would have to maintain higli port dues, and they would have to establish an 
insurance fund to inect occasional demands for compensation, which 'might arise 
out of the carelessness of a harbour officer. The Chamber of Commerce had been 
consulted as to whether they thought this indemnity should or should not bo 
given to the Port Commissioners, and he (Mr. Bernard) asked the Council’s 
permission to read an extract from the Chamber’s letter on this point. The 
then state of the case was so clearly and fully jmt by the Chamber, that he would, 
with the pennission of the Council, read what they said. Their Secretary 
wrote : — 

The Commissioners were, as the Committee understand, appointed for the purpose of endeavour- 
ing to work the Port of Calcutta more efTiciently than heretofore, ^ndf if possible, also with greater 
economy to the vessels frequenting it. The 'arrangements sot far carried out have resulted in a 
considerable surplus revenue, in virtue of which a reduction in the dues now levied on shipping 
might reasonably be expected at *no very distant date, and the Committee believe is actually under 
contemplation by the Commissioners. It is manifest, however, that if a responsibility is to be laid on 
the Board r/luch did not attach to the Government, in whose hanch^ the management of the port was 
previously vested, and which may at any time entail a heavy pecuniary loss, the first duty of the 
Commissioners would he to provide for such contingencies, thereby indefinitely delaying the great 
desideratum of reduction of charges. The matter is very much, as His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor remarks, one of insurance, and the Committee urq decidedly of opinion that sh^-owners 
would prefer continuing to run the amount of risk they have hitherto borne in respeot of^ [collision 
and other accidents than to secure immunity, which it might often be matter of difficulty to enforce, 
a continuance of existing heavy dues.” 

The Cbambcr of Comnioreo were, the Council would perhaps consMer, 
better qualified than any Dno else to give an opinion upon this point. 

The Government of Bengal concurred in the Chaniber’s view, that it would 
bo hotter for the trade of Caleiitta that tho Port Con'imissioners should not bo 
obliged to insure thcinselvos against casual claims of this kind, because, such 
insurance .nust involve higher port-dues. 

He (Mr. 'BeruiU’d) asked leave to bring in a short Bill to give effect to the 
views of tho Chamber of Commerce, and to ro-enact in favor of the Port 
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Commissioners the indemnity given to the East India Company by section 
61 of Act XXII of 1855 ; such indemnity being against the default of the 
harbour officers only. 

Mb. Sokalch said the circumstances under which it was proposed to 
introduce this Bill, and the reasons for its introduction, had been so fully 
explained by the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill, that there remained little 
more foi; hm to do than to say that, as he was connected with*tho body of Port 
Trust Commissioners, he was in a position to state that their only object and 
desire was to place thfimselves in the same position which had been held Jby the 
Government when they had charge of the port, so as to enable them to* carry 
out their desire to reduce as soon as possible the heavy charges ^hich were now, 
as a matter of necessity, levied from the port. 

Ills Honor the PaESiDEifr said, he hoped it would be thoroughly and 
entirely understood by the Council and the jiublic that the object of this Bill 
was not to change the state of things which had heretofore existed, but simply 
to maintain that state of tilings. As had been explained by the hon’ble member 
in pharge of tlie Bill, those servants of the Government had been placed in 
that position that the Government should not be responsible for any negligence 
n misfeasance committed by them. Now a doubt had been raised as to whether, 
IS servants of the Port Trust Commissioners, tliey wore in the same position as 
diQ servants of the Government before the passing of the Act which it was 
low proposed to amend, and it was proposed to put them in the same position 
IS the servants of the Government. It seemed to him that as the Port Com- 
nissioner^ were not a private body, the proposal was not unreasonable. He 
lad referred the matter to the Chamlier of Commerce, who were the guardians 
)f the .interests which were represented in this matter, and they had expressed 
heir opinion in favor of maintaining the state of things which existed formerly 
mder the Government. Therefore, as had been explained by the hon’ble 
neraber in charge of the Bill, this Bill had been prepared and laid before the 
!>ouncil. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Bernard said, that as the Council had been good enough to grant leave 
o bring iji this Bill, and as the Bill was a very short one, and there was no 
echnical difficulty nor aiiy question of principle involved in the Bill, exc^t the 
me principle which the Council was prepared to adopt, he would ask "His 
donor the Pi-esident tb suspend the rules of the Council, that the Bill might be 
■ead in Council and referred to a select committee. As no hon’ble members 
eemed to object to the Bill, perhaps there would be no objection to adopt 
his course. • • 

His Honor the President said, ho did not think it desirable that this Bill 
hould bo hurried with anything like xmsoemly haste tlirough the Council, and 
lie wish and intentium T^ould be, that while suspending tlio rules at this stage 
>f the Bill, nevertheless sueh time should be given to the public before the 
Sill was finally passed as ordinarily would be given under the rules. Ho thought 
hat it would oe desirable that this Bill should bo referred to a select com- 
nittee as soon as possible^and published for general information, in order that 
)pportunity shdhld bo given to the committee to consider any further ques- 
aons which might arise in conne^’B^m with the Port Improvement Act. He 
bought hon’blo members would agree with him that it was not desirable that 
he Act should be continually tinkered; and if any other iioints should arise in 
jonnection with ibis Bill, the committee could, if they thought it right to do 
JO, insert those points in addition to the single point which was now laid before 
th6 CoimcU' by the Government. , 

The rules, were then suspended, and on the motion of Mr. Bernard, the 
Bill was read in Council and referred to a select committee, consisting of Mr. 
Bchedch/ Mr. Robinson; and the mover, with instructions to report in a fort- 
night. .. , 

JUSTICES’ BORROWING POWERS. 

Mb. Bernard moved that the .Bill to extend the borrowing powers of ^he 
lustices of thib Peace for the Town of Calcutta, and to providp for the 
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repayment of municipal debt, be considered. The Bill had, as the Council 
would remember, been reported upon by a select committee, and its clauses had 
been settled by this Council. But the Bill had not passed because the Justices 
of the Peace for Calcutta had moved the hon’ble President to postpone the 
final passing of the Bill, until tliey should have an opportunity of considering 
its sco 2 )e. The letter from the Justices (No. 45 of the 15th instant,) had now been 
received, and a «)py of that letter was to-day, Mr. Bernard believed, in the hands 
of every member of’ the Council. The purport of the letter and of its enclosure 
was to ask that an assurance might be outaincd from the 'Government of India 
on bclfalf of the Seerctary of State, to the effect that the imperial treasury would^ 
advance to the corporation funds to meet any debentures which might fall 
duo. If this wl;re done, the whole debt of Calcutta would eventually .become a 
debt to the Indian Govcirnmtmt ; and the corpo^tion proposed to* set apart two 
j)cr cent on the total of such d(d)t yearly, and to j)ay over to the Indian Govern- 
ment the sums so set aside in liquidation of any loans made or hereafter to be mado 
by that Government to the corporation. It was certain that this Council 
could not bind the Indian Govc'mment to any particular course of action in this 
matter, and even if the Government of India wei’e disposed to gi*ant loans on 
liberal tenns to the Calcutta corjamition, such a disposition could not very well 
be made the foundation fur legislation in this Council. As the local Public 
Works Loan Act, quoted in paragrajdi 2 of the Justices’ letter, stood the 
Calcutta corporation must take its future loans from tlic Government of India, 
unless the Lientenant-GoA’crnor for the tinu' being should see fit to relax this rule 
under the j)OAvcr confierred upon him by a subsequent section of the Act. 
So far as the Govemmont of Bengal was at present advised, it did notprojmsc to 
relax the rules, and the future'- loans of the Cahmtta corj)oration would probably 
be contracted from the Indian Government on fairly liberal terms. But itlseemed 
best that this Comutil should so legislate in the jjresent case as to meet all 
contingencies ; so as to provide for an efficient sinking fund, whether the money 
was boiTowed fi'oni the Indian Govomnn’nt or from the dutside public. 
Mr. BernaT'd trusted the Council might be disposed to concur in this view ; 
the Bill, as settled by the Couiunl four weeks ago, gave full efftait to this 
view. If the Coimcil w(!ro pleased to let the Bill stand, Mr. Bernard for his 
j)art, and he might perhaps add on the part of Goyemment, did riot propose * 
any material alterations in the Bill as then settled. 

The Bill ju’ondes that the Justices should set aside 2 per cent on the capital 
sum borrowed, and that the sum so set aside should bo devoted to the repayment 
of debentures or to the fonnatioTi of a sinking fund. As matters now stood, tln'a 
arrangement would j)ay off nearly the whole loan in about forty or forty-two years 
from the present date. ’I’lie earliest of the 55 laklis of debentures mature in the 
year 1884. llj) to the year 1884 then the sinking fimd would grow at compound 
interest, and.thc tax-j»ayors would jiay the full interest on the- debentures. From 
1884 the Justices for the time being might, if they so decided, reduce tlio burden 
on the tax-payers by jiaying off debentui*68, and demanding from the tax-payers 
interest on the reduced loan. The burden on the tax-payers would, it was hoped, 
be at the same time further reduced by the imperial treasury lending money at 4^ 
per cent “to pay off debentures, for the liquidation of uffiich the sinking fund might 
not suffice. The Bill indeed, as settled by the Council, gave full and precise 
legal sanction to the arrangement which the Justices had (as described in 
paragraph 5 of their letter) decided upon, and, he would say, very wisely 
decided upon for themselves. All that was required to make the Justices’ 
resolution of Some years back, and the action taken thereon permanent, was to 
enact that the sinking fund already accumulated by the Justices should be 
treated as though it had . accumulated under the present Bill ; and to this he 
would move a short amendment to section 3 of the Bill. There was one other 
point in the enclosures to the Justices’ letter to which he might refer, and 
that was, the proposal to borrow two lakhs more to build a municipal office. 
The proi)Qsal seemed a reasonably and economical proposal; and he' had 
nothing to say against it. But he abstained from asking the Council to sanction 
any further loan beyond the 30 lakhs sanctioned by the present Bill ; because 
after all,, the drainage works in contemplation would not, as explained in the 
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Justices’ letter of the 24th Au^st, cost more than 21^ lakhs, so that there would 
be ample margin in the 30 lakhs for any permanent structure for a municpal 
office. The whole question of enforcing on the municipality of Calcutta the 
duty of paying oflF, within a reasonable term of years, the ffinded debt now due 
from them, was discussed at much length on a previous meeting of this Council. 
He would submit the opinion tliat the duty was now to bo enforced was not so 
much in the interest of the debenture-holders, as in the interest of future genera- 
tions of municipal tax-payers, who, if there were no sinking fund, would inherit 
a funded d§bt equal to six or seven years’ gross income of the cbrporation. Mr. 
Bernard would only add that the Bill, as it was settled by the Council, was a 
mean, or a oompromise between the two proposals ; one, tW in accordance with 
“the practice of all recent Giovemmcnt loans to the Port Commissioners or *to the 
corporation, the whole should be paid off in thirty-two or in thirty-tlu’ce years ; 
and the other proposal now made by the Justices, that the loan siiould be paid 
off in fifty years. As the Bill aw)w stood, the 55 lakhs loan would be paid oif in 
about forty years’ time. 

His Honor the President said, he belicived that the arrangement that had 
been made when this Bill was last under consideration was, that the Bill sliould 
be published and brought forward again, so that opportunity sliould bo given 
to non’blo members to propose any further amendments they might think neces- 
sary. Ho observed, however, that with the cxce])tion of the* amendment, 
of which notice was given by the hon’bh; member in charge of the Bill, no other 
amendment had been proposed ; and the Couiua'l would therefore proceed to the 
consideration of the amendment proposed by the hon’ble member. 

The motion was then agreed tw. 

P a.tatj Jotkendro Moijun Tagore said, ho had to make a few observations 
with regard to the third section of the Bill. Tlie hon’ble member in charge of 
the BiU had told the Council that as tlie se<;tion stood, the full auiount of the 
muni<;ipal debt would be repaid within a ixuiod of forty-two years. But it 
appeared to him (Rajah Joteendro Mohuu Tagore) that if tlie saving in the way 
oi interest by the investment of the sinking fimd in the 4 per cent be taken into 
calculation, the period for the repayment of the debt would come up to about 
thirty-two years, or the life-time of one generation. 1 le therefore agreed with tjie 
report, of the Justices that the rejiaymcnt of the debt should not bo limited to 
the lifc-tiiiic of one geiierjition, and that it should be extended to the life-time 
of two gemmations ; for the succeeding generation would jirolit eipially m’th Jhe 
present in the benefits of the works which had been undertaken, and which were 
of’a permanent and , extensive nature, and consequently it would be hard to 
’require one generation td pay forworks that would equally benefit the succeeding 
generation. The Justiires had suggested an arrangement which the Council, he 
thought, should not sam Kon ; but he thought it just that the period for the 
rept\yment of the municipal debt should be extended to two generations, and 
the percentage to be set aside should therefore be lessened so as to extend the 
period of repayment to tyo generations. With this view, he would move that 
“ one-and-a-half ’’ be substituted for “ two” inline 5 of section 3. He was fully 
aware that the Justices at present did lay by a .«um of two per cent towards 
the liquidation of their debt ; but when it was taken into consideration that 
the Justices were about to borrow a further sum of 30 lakhs of Vupces, it 
seemed clear that, under that arrangement, they must either raise the taxation, 
or put a stop to the execution of any further improvements. 

His Honor the President said, with reference to the hon’ble member’s 
proposal, he wished to explain how the matter stood at iiroseut. His Honor’s 
own individual view wus, that the result of the works which were looked upon 
as inqjrovcments was so precarious, that it would bo much more better to follow 
the prudent course, voluntarily taken by the J ustict®, in regard to the loans 
previously contracted by them — a course by -vvluch the loans would be paid off 
m thjrty-two or thirty-three years. It might be, and he hojied it w'oulcl be the 
case, that some of the grand works undertaken by the Justices would last for two 
generations ; but on the other hand wo know pot only that there ■wore a great 
many failures, but that the advance of sciouco causes works constructed by 
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one generation to become comparatively little estimated by the succeeding 
generation, or perfectly useless to them. Take the instance of the vessels of tho 
British fleet; weir generation was a generation of ten yearn, not a generation of 
thirty or forty yeans; a fleet constructed in one decade was found by 
the next decade to be completely out of date, and it was fotmd nedessary to 
re-construct or entirely remodel the vessels that had been built only ten years 
before. His Honor would iurther illustrate the matter by referring to the 
steam mi^na He was told that the rapidity by which old engines were 
superseded by Aow ones was something surprising; that the new engines 
consumed much less coal, and were therefore more profitable to every one 
except tho coal owners. He was told that the best 'boats which the best 
builders could supply three or fours years ago were rapidly being super-' 
seded by bettor built vessels, and he believed it was the same with 
regard to buildings, drainage, and sanitary improvements of all kinds. - If thero 
was a probability, or even a possibility, that what we had done at the present 
time would bo behind the requirements of tho next generation, that next 
generation might not be willing to pay for what was done thirty years before. 
But he had so far yielded to the concessions urged by tho Justices as to believe 
that it might be possible, even if not probable, that some" of tho works construct- 
ed by the Justices might be unusually {Ksimanent works, with regard to which 
it might be reasonable to extend tho period of repayment to fifty years. What he 
wished to explain before hon’ble members committed themselves regarding section 
3 of the Bill was, that that section, as now drawn, rendered it possible to extend 
the period of repayment to fifty years, Hon’blo members would find that 
the section did not provide for a sinking fund, accumulated with compound 
interest till the whole period which woiild be required to accumulate the 
total amount of the capital had been completed, bift that sums so invested for 
repayment of loans were to be applied to the repayment of such portions of the 
loan as had accrued due. If an arrangement was made for the repayment of a 
portion of the loan each year, then the 2 jier cent would be applied to repay that 
portion of the loan as it might fall due, and the loan would not he completely 
paid off until the expiration of fifty years. His Honor would illustrate the 
matter in this way. It so happened that the debemtures issued by the munici- 
paKty run to the year 1884, tlmt is to say, thirteen years hence; consequently 
the sums accumulated for the repayment of the loan would accumulate witn 
compound interest for thirteen years, and at tho end" of that time they would 
bo applied to tho repayment of the debonturos then falling due. After that no 
more interest would accumulate on those sums. Therefore, tlie practical result 
would be, as explained by the hon’blc member in charge of tho Bill, that the 
whole loan would be paid off in forty-two or forty-three years. That, His 
Honor hoped, would be accepted as a reasonable comproQiise of the difficully. 

Mr. Colvin said, it appeared to him that this section involved two points 
for the consideration of the Council. The first question had already been 
discussed, namely the question, whether the period witliin which the municipal 
loan should be repaid should be thirty years or fifty years; that he quite agreed 
was open to discussion with reference to the extent and permanence of future new 
works to be constructed by tho J ustices. For his own part he thought it would bo 
more predent to repay the loans within one generation ; that period. was the precise 
pmoa which tho Justices had themselves adopted in establishing a sinking fund, 
^e Bill proposed to provide that in giving the Justices increased borrowing 
powers, it should be on the condition that the dehenture-holders should bo plqced in 
no worse position as regai’ds the ultimate repayment of the loan than that in which 
they now stood. Tho proposition of the Justices, in their letter of tho 15th 
January, did not keep this proposal in view, and instead of a sinking fund, they 
proposed contracting loans from the CTOvernment of India for the repayment of the 
public debentures by annual instalments of 2 per cent., and thus to extend the' 
period of their liquidation to fifty years. But it appeared to him that as m- the 
case of former loans from the Secretary of State he had insisted on the establish* 
mont of a sinking fund for the repayment of tho loan, in all future loans fix)m 
the Government the same principle would be observed. The Justices might be 
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correct in twHUTning that the Government of India vrould be willing to be their 
sole creditor ; but it might well happen that at times when the money market 
was easy the public womd be willing to lend on more advantageous terms than the 
Government of India would be disposed to accept, and he (Mr. Colvin) thought it 
should be open to the Justices to to the cheapest market. There could be no 
doubt that the. Government of India would make their own terms, and it seemed 
to bim that it was beside the power of this Council to do more than to enact that 
the public lo|ins should be paid off within a certain period, and that -they should 
be subject to the operation of a sinking fund. Taking this view of the matter, it 
would be his duty to support the Bill as it stood, subject to a verbal amendment 
.^cludin^ Government ‘loans from the operation of the Bill, and limiting the 
Mnking fund to the aggregate of their public securities. 

Mr. Wyman said, he should be inclined to support the secti<.in as it slcod 
with reference to the sum to be sot aside as a sinking fund ; he thought it would 
be dangerous to go below the proportion of 2 per cent, as a sinking fimd. 

But there were some other points connected with this section to which he 
would wish to call attention, and possibly to move amendments. The section 
provided in line 19 that the securities were to be invested in the names of the 
Chaifman of the Justices and the Accountant-General to the Government of 
Bengal. He (Mr. Wyman) thought that the sinking fund should be held 
independently of the officers of the municipality,* and he would rather see the 
name of the official trustee of Bengal substituted ror that of the Chairman of the 
Justices. He would call the attention of the Council to the remarks which fell at 
the meeting before last from an hon’ble membtjr of this Council, who stated 
that for twelve months after the passing by the Justices of a resolution for 
the establisliment of a sinking fund, the sinking fmid was omitted to lie 
established. It was clear that a like dereliction of duty might again 
occur. Ho thought that a trust like this should bo a sacred one, and that no 
officer the municipality sliould have anj-thing to do with it ; and he could not 
conceive a more^proper person than the official trustee, in connection with the 
Accountant-General . 

The next point to which he wished to refer was the investment of the surplus 
amount after the interest on debentures should have been paid. The section pro- 
jridod that the surplus should be invested in Government securities ; but it had 
occurred to him that if it i^ere permitted to the J ustices to invest the surjilus in 
their own unmatured debentures, it might liappen under certain circum.stancbs 
that very great economy to the tax-payers might result. As for instance, owing 
tb the depression of the market, or want of confidence in the Justices, the deben- 
tures might fall, and it might then bteomo more desirable to purchase their own 
detipntures than to invosi in Government securities. He thought therefore that 
it was highly desirable that the Justices should be able to j)urchaso their own 
debentures when they considered it advisable to do so. The security to the 
Government would remaiy the same, and as the public debt would bo lessened, 
and it woidd be to the interest of the tax-payers that the Justices should have 
this power. 

Rajah Joteendro Moiiun Tagore’s amendment was then by leave with- 
drawn. , * 

On the motion of Mr. Bernaeti the “ Secretary to the Government of 
Bengal in the Revenue Department ” was substituted for the “ Glmirman of 
the Justices” ‘as one of the Trustees under the Act, in lieu of “ the Official 
Trustee of Bengal,” proposed by Mr. Wyman. 

Mr. Wyman moved the insertion of the words, “ or in Calcutta municipal 
debentures,” after the word “ Government,” in line 18, so as to enable the 
Justices to invest their surplus funds in the purchase of their own debentures. 

His Honor the PnEferDENT said that this was one of those practical ques- 
tions upon which he woYild like to hear the opinion of the commercial members 
of the Council, with reference to its probable effect upon the market of such 
dealings. 
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Mr. Robinson said he thought there could be no objection to the amend- 
ment proposed ; it was simply that the Justices should be allowed to invest a 
portion of the sinking fund in the purchase of their own debentures : if that 
was the whole change that was proposed, he did not see that it was open to any 
objection. It was perfectly possible to conceive certain circumstances under 
which municipal debentures might be a cheaper investment than any other 
species of investment •at a particular time, and the Justices would naturally 
wish to invest their funds in them. 

Mr. Wymaii’s amendment was then agreed to. 

On the motion of Mb. Bernard the words at the end of the section — 

intcreRt accruing due on the said securities shall also, from time to time, be invested bj 
trustees in like manner, and held upon the like trust” 

were omitted,- and the following words w'cre substituted : — 

“ And all moneys and securities now held by any trustees appointed by the said .fustices for the 
purpose of paying off any portion of the said fifty-five laklft shall be forthwith transferred to the 
triLstees under this Act and invested in their names and held by them upon the trusts hereinbefore 
deel.ired. All interest accruing due to the trustees shall also, from time to time, be invested by them 
in like manner, and held upon the like trust.” 

Mr. Bampier said that before leaving ihis section, he would like to have it 
explained how it was proposed tliat tl)e Justices should bo compelled to ilivest 
money for the sinking fund ; w'hotlior a writ of mandamm was the fmly means of 
compelling the Justices observ^o the directions of this Act ? He took great 
interest in the Bill as it iiow sto(td, us the holder of the office which lie had the 
honor at present to fill was to be one of the trustees. 

Mr. Bernard said he believed the learned Advocate-General had explained 
that in the case of the Justiites declining or neglecting to fulfil the^ obligations 
imposed upon them by the Bill, the comnion law wu^uld bo sufficient' to enforce 
their obs<!rvanee of the provisiiuis of the law. He (Mr. Bernard) presumed 
that if the Justii'cs did lu'gleet to carry out the provisions of the Act in this 
respect, it would be open to the trustees to move for a WTit of mandamus against 
them. 

Mr. Dampier exiilained that what he wished to know was, whether it 
Yould bo the, duty of tile trustees to enforce the ])rovisions of the Act in this 
respect; or wlietlier their duties (sommenced only alter the investment of the 
funds in their name. •• 

I His Honor the President said ho thouglit this very question had been 
discussed and satisfactorily dispos(!d of on a former occasion, and ho Avas not 
aware tliat a more stringiuit measure W'ould be required to induce the hon’ble 
member to do his duty, — it Avas nieroly the duty of the trustees to conqdy with 
the requirements of tho Act. He thought ho might sqy that the trustees had no 
duty to perform until the money was placed in theii- hands ; they wore then 
bouud to dispose of it in tho terms of the Act. He believed public-sjfiritcd 
men would not be wanting to put the law in force when there was any occasion 
to do so. < '• 

• Mr. Rivers Thompson said bt'fore tho question was put that the section, as 
amended, stand jiai’t of tho Bill, li<( A\’islu;d to jmt to the Council a suggestion 
that a .certain addition should be made in tbo 20th line. Ho believed it 
y as tho opinion of the late AdA'ccate-Gencral that in tho ease of investments of 
money in the name of officials, it would be advisable to add words to the effect 
that they should be invested in tlio name of such officer for tlie time being. 
He would therefore suggest tho insertion of the words “ respedtivoly for tho 
time being,”, after tho Avords “Accountant-General of the Government of 
Bengal.” Jt was, he believed, the ojiinionof Mr. Cowie that on the retirement or 
promotion or death, of any one of such trustees, some confusion and difficulty 
might arise from tho ncehssity of endorsing over tho papers to their successors ; 
whereas tho insoiiion of tho words he had projiosod would have the effect of 
continuing the trust in the officer for tho time being ’without the^ necessity of 
any formal transfer or endorsement. If tho Council were of the same 
opinion. He (Mr. Thompson) thought it would be advisable to insert the 'words 
which ho proposed, and ho would therefore move thoir insertion.

On the motion of Mr. Bernard ihe Bill was then passed. 

; JUTE WAREHOUSES: FIREfciGADE. 

Mr. Bernard moved that the report of the select committee on the Bill to 
amend th^ law for the registration of jute warehouses in Calcutta and to provide 
fertile establishment of an efficient fire-brigade in Calcutta and its suburbs, be t-aten 
into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill. He said that 
the select committee’s ’raport and the amended Bill had been in the hands of the 
members of the Council for a week; and he*would only very briefly explain the 
principal alterations made by the select committee, and the reasons for those 
changes. The Bill as first introduced, had provided that licenses sliould be granted 
or renewed as a matter of course to all existing jute warehouses ; while 
the justices should have discretion in regard to the licensing of new warehouses. 
The Bill as first drawn was in accordance with the wishes of the Calcutta Corpo- 
ration as it had then been expressed. But when the Bill was referred to the 
Calcutta Justices and to' the Chamber of Commerce for opinion, both these bodies 
gave very decided opinions that the Bill did not go nearly far pnough. They 
recommended that the conditions and restrictions under which jute warehouses 
might be licensed, should be laid down by law, and they strongly urged that 
UQ warehouses should ’be licensed in Calcutta, except under suen restrictions 
as to reduce the chance of fire to a minimum. These views were in some 
degree challenged by the British Indian Association, but the select committee, af er 
some discussion, accepted the main principles laid down by the Justices and the 
Chamber, and the committee felt more free so to do because, at the debate, before 
the Bill was referred to a select committee, decided opinions had been expressed 
bv some members, in favor of more strict provisions than the Bill as origiu- 
afly drawn contained. The committee accepted the plan of the Justices for 
giving effect to the view it was decided to adopt. That plan delegated to a sub- 
committee of the Justices the duty of inspecting each existing warehouse, and 
reporting upon its fitness for a license. This duty of inspection would be heavy, for 
the work would have to be done before the end oi July next ; but the Cliairman ‘and 
the Justices voluntanly offered themselves for it, and there seemed no other agency 
for such a duty which would command a like degree of public, confidence. The 
only, other now provisions of importance ad'^pted by the select committee, *were 
those which laid dowiJ the conditions and fees unaer which jute warehouses might 
be licensed, and which •prohibited dealing in or letting oft fire-works without a 
license. These sections were introduced after fully considering the views of the 
Justices and of the C’.sftnber of Commerce. Having thus shortly explained the 
m(^o important changes made in the Bill by the select committee, Mr. Bernard 
moved that the report be taken into consideration in order to the settlement 
of the clauses of me Bi^.^ 

Miu Colvin said, as some of the amendments made in the Bill by the 
select committee were introduced in consequence of tlie suggestion he hod the 
honor to submit to the Council, it might pci'haps bo desirable that^ be should 
say a few words in reference to them, although the explanation giveh by the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill rendered it unnecessary for hi/h to do 
more than briefly to confirm wliat the hon’ble member had stated. The 
Council would probably recollect that when the Bill was introduced, he (Mr. 
Colvin) had observed that its provisions hardly went far enough, and that 
scarcely sufficient protection was guaranteed against accidents by fire to pro- 
perty in the neighbourhood of jute godowns, and that it appeared to him neces- 
sary to take steps for the prohibition of licenses to such dangerous depots as 
now existed witmu the limits of the town, and their removal to the outskirts of 
the.tonpi. 

• 

This reemnmendation, which had already been backed by the Agents of 
Fire Insurance Companies, was referred tb the various public bodies noted on the 
report, and with some modification and exception was generally approved of, 
and elicited such a degree of support to the opinion that some such measure 
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was really csscutial as to render it unnecessary for Mm to sliow cause further 
iix its tuvor. 

But in considerinj? tlie%ost practical way of dealing with the question of 
jute warehouses by legislation in tlie proposed direction, the select committee 
■were assisted by tlie suggestion of the Justices, that they should take jxower 
to appfunt a ‘coTpinittee of their number to insjxect and report upon existing 
warehouses, and on such report, that the Justices should have pciwer t(» 
withhold a license to such waroliouses as might be a source of danger to 
life and 2>roperty in the neighbourhood, and to grant a license to those ware- 
• houses only that aj)2)oar<^d reasonaWy safe for the purpose, on their consenting 
to conform to jccrtain conditions, and on the payment of a certain foe. In 
conferring this 2>ower on the J ustices in Calcutta, and the Munieqxal Commis- 
sioners in the sulmrbs in r(?gard to jute ivun'houijes within then’ jurisdiction, ho 
trusted it •would be considei’ed tliat a fair and satisfactory com2)romise and settle- 
ment of the whole matter had been arrived at as between tlie abolitionists on the 
one side and the owners and occupiers of jute warehouses on the other. He thought 
that, on the whole, a very satisfactory solution had been deduced from -the 
2iro2)ositiou summarily to close each and every existing warehouse. It was 
seldom that any 2 >ublic imjiroi'ement of this kiml could take effect without some 
objection being taken as to inconvenience or injury to private 2n't>2)ert}'. He 
maintained that no real hardship w'ould be inflicted by saying that 2)erson8 should 
not bo 2)erniitted to endanger the lives and 2U’<>2ierty of the neighbourhood, 
sinqily because they had hitherto been allowed to do so with im 2 )unity. Possibly 
objection might also be taken to the scale of license fees being so high, but he 
thought that to make them lower would to a great extent defeat the 2>urpose of 
the Bill. It ap2»eared to him that the only cases in which com2)laint 'W'as likely 
to be made as to the high rate of fees, would bo the very cases in which licenses 
ought to bo 2 )rohibited under any circumstances. 

Ho would add one word as to the contribution from Fire Insurance 
Com2)anie8 tow'ards the ex'pciises of the Fire-Brigade. Wlieii the Bill •was first 
introduced, he had rccordea his objection to this as to some extent a tax u2)on 
individuals for the benefit of the community ; ho could not say that this 
objection was altogether removed from his mind, but ho was unwilling to press 
it further, as the amount of the charge 2>ropo8ed to be levied was comparatively 
in.significaut, and if he was -wrong in assenting to it, he had at any rate the 
satisfaction to know that he was sailing in good coiiqiany, as 2Ji’GcisoIy similar 
jirovisions were contained in the London Fire-Brigade Act. 

He trusted the Bill would commend itself to the judgment of the Council, 
and would be considered a useful enactment, adding another to the many 
inqirovements which had been eft’oeted in Calcutta during recent years, and 
tending to raise it another 8 tc 2 ) on the scale of commevcial cities as regards the 
cornfoi't and safety of its inhabitants and the 2)rotecti(.n of their 2)ro2)crty. 

His Honok the President’ said, since it ap2)oarod that this Bill, in its main 
features, -wfas likely to bo acceptable to the Council, ho was sure he might con- 
gratulate the select committee on the successful result of their labors. Tlie 
.subject was at first an extremely difficult one, and he could not have imagined 
that the select committee could have come to so more satisfactory a conclusion. 

^'he motion was then agreed to. ' * 

On the motion of Mr. Bernard, the clauses of the Bill were considered for 

settlement in the form rucommended by the select committee. 

1 

I’lie consideration of sections 1 to 3 was 2iost2)onod. 

Section 4 was agreed to. 

His Honor the President here left the chair, and Mr. Schalch presided. 

Section 5 onqwwcred the “Justices” to appoint a special committee of 
their own number to in82)cct and ro2)ort upon existing jute warehouses, and to 
aw'urd such fee to each member of the committee as they might think fit. 
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Upon the motion of Mr. Wyman the words “at a special meeting” were 
inserted after the word “ Justices,” so as to make the appointment of the com- 
mittee an act of the Justic^ in meeting, and not of 4he Chairman under tlie 
inteipretation of “ Justices, ’^contained in Act VI of 1863, with which this Bill 
was incorporated. , 

Section 6 was passed with a similar amendment; and the ^.ddition to the 
section of* the following words : “ Every license granted under this section 
shall be subject to the payment of an annual fee, to be imposed and paid in 
qianner as in the next succeeding section is directed, and to such otlier of the 
conditions mentioned therein as the Justices muy think lit.” 

In section 7 the same amendment was made ; and in addition thereto the 
following amendments were moved : — 

In clause (I) the words “ or cli[)pings” were struck out, as being included 
within the meaning of the word “ cuttings.” 

In the same clause, Mr. Wyman moved an amendment to the effect that 
the bcip.ms of warehouses sliould also be made of iron. After some conversation 
this {fmendment was carried on the following division : — ^

In clause (2), which provided that w'arehouses should be supplied with 
solid doom or gates ■w'hich “ can bo securely closed,” Mr. Wyman moved the 
stibstitution of the words “ shall bo considered by the Justices to be safe” for 
the woihIs “ can |)e securely closed.” After some discussion, this amendment 
was negatived. 

Clause (5) provided that “ the boilers and fire of any steam engine used in 
such jute warehouse shall be at a reasonable distance from the building.” On 
motion, of Mr. R<tbin8on this clause was amended, so as to stand, “ the 
engines and furnaces used irt such jute warehouse shall bo placed as may be 
considered necessary for safety by the Justices.” * 

Section 8 was passed with a verbal amendment. 

See,ti<in l> gave a dishretionary j)<.)wer to the “.Justices” to cancel or 
suspend a license on a broach of any of the conditions of a license. Mr. 
Wyman moved the in.A.‘tfon of the words ‘‘at a special meeting” after the 
word ‘^.Justices,” so as to ensure the power being exorcised only by the .lusticos 
at u meoiing. After some discussion the amendment was carried on the follow'- 
ing division : — « ,

. . -JTTTE WAREHOUSES: FIRE-BRIGADE. 

On the motion .of Mr. Bernard the Council proceeded with Jhe further 
consideratLon of the report of the select coamittoe in order to tho, settlement of 
oiauses of the Bill. 
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Section 11 havinr been read by the President — 

Mb. Dampieb said he to propose a slight verbal alteration. He thon^ht 
that in the three penal sections that followed section 10, rather close attention 
was retmired to understand the distinction that was drawn between the several 
cases wich they were , intended to meet. It appeared to 'him, however, that 
what was intended was not clearly expressed. The 11th section imposed a 
' penalty for continuing to use a place for storing jute after the 31st July 
next, without taking out a license under this Act, that was to say, without 
changing the old license which was presumably held from the Justices before 
the passing of this Act. Then section 12 imposed a . higher penalty on any 
one who used a jute warehouse as a jute warehouse, which had never 
been so used before the Blst of July, li was the wording of this section 
particularly that had attracted his attention*, and which he tbougl\t did not 
express its meaning very clearly. The 13th section impoi^ a penalty 
for a still more gross case, where the Justices had beeh applied to for 
a license, and had absolutely refused to grant it. If Mr. Dampier might 
be allowed to take section 12 first, it would explain what he meant. The 
wording of this section was, “Any person who shall without a license use 
any jute warehouse, for keeping or depositing jute or cotton, established after 
the commencement of this Act, shall be liable, on conviction before a Magis- 
trate, &c.” But if the Co\incil would refer to the interpretation of the words 
“jute warehouse,” they would find that, as it now stood, there was no sense 
in the section. The words “jute warehouse” meant ’ “ any warehouse, store 
dop6t, yard, godown, or other place used for the storing, keeping, pressing, or 
depositmg of jute or cotton or other substance for the time bemg subject to the 
operation of tliis Act.” Now, witli that interprotiition, the section as it now 
stood would mean that any person who for the first time used for the storing of 
jute a place which had been used for that purpose before ! This, Mr. Dampier 
would submit, did not make sense. Any premises to bo a jute warehouse 
within the meaning of the interpretation section, must have been used for the 
storing of jute. He would therefore suggest that the words from the second 
line, “ any jute warehouse for keeping or depositing jute or cotton established 
after” be omitted, and that the words “as a jute Avarehouse any land or 
premises which have not btsen so used before” be substituted for them. 

His Honor the President had no objection to fhe motion being put on 
the -principle of better late thari heV6F; still he thought it proper to represent 
that it was extregiGiy inconvenient that these matter;*, which were purely 
matters gf drafting, should be brought forward without any notice. He had at 

last mooting of the Council impressed uiwn hon’ble members the necessity 
'of giving notice of the amendments which were to be brought forw^d in order 
that they might be carefully considered in reference to their bearing on the 
whole Bill. He did therefore trust that hon’blo members who Ixad such motions 
to make would be good enough to give the Council notice, in order that tbera 
matters might be properly considered. However, as he had great confidence in 
the lion’ble member who had proposed this amendment, he liad no objection to 
pn,^ it to the Council. 

Mb. Bernard thought that the section did not need amendment, as it was 
sufficien'cly clear without it. 

His Honor the President thought it more regular to consider the sections 
consecutively, and that section 11 should be considered first. 

The motion was then by leave with^awn. 

Section 11 provided a penalty for using a jute warehouse without a license 

after the Slst July next. ... 

Mb Wvman said this section provided a penalty on the oceupier of a jute 
warehouse for using it as su(;h after the Slst July. It might often happen, in 
the case of short leases, that the owner of the building might positively refuse to 
make the alterations reouired under the Act. The tenant, on the other hand, 
would have no poAver to do so without the oAvner’s consent ; orthe OAvnor might say 
tliat it was elem-ly no business of bis, and the tenant npght thus be saddled with an 
unprofitable icasc for the remainder ol his tenure. It appeared to Mr. Wyman that 
the tenant should be protected either by the Jaw compelling the OAvner to render 
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the building fit for a jute warehouse under the Mt; or j^^nnitting the tenant, 
on the refusal of the owner to do so, to cancel the lease. section 

introduced a most stringent provision regarding which the tenant had no know- 
le(^ when he took the premises. Mr. Wyman would therefore move the substi- 
tution of the word “owner” for “person” in line 1, and thc^ insertion after the .word 
“ use” in line 3 of the words “ or permits to be used,” the effect of which would , 
be to tlirow upon the owner of the premises the responsibility of bringing the 
premises into a fit state for use as a jute warohouse. He did not think that such 
a provision would be hard, because the premises would be thereby improved, 
and would always be Jettable for the purpose. If the Council accepted this 
•amendment, section 2 would also require amendment. * 

His Honob the Pbesidjsnt said it seemed to him utterly in^ossible to 
exempt thg occupier altogether from liability under this section.* He thought 
both the occupier might be held responsible for using an unlicensed 

warehouse. Ho^ttIiji,sjijggo8t that the lion’ble member should confine liimself 
to his second amendment,' '^hieh'tVotdd' have the effect of making both the 
owner and occupier liable under the section. But if this amendment were 
carried, a fi-esh clause wquld be necessary to regulate the position of owners and 
occaj)iers, and absolving the occupier from loss in case the owner neglected to 
conform to the conditions of the Act. 

Me. Dampiee said he thought the proposed amendment would open a door 
to all sorts of difficulties.^ A proprietor who had let his premises without any 
stipulation tliat they were to be used as a jute warehouse or for any other 
particular purpose, would have no authority to interfere with his tenant unless 
a specific section were introduced in the law, giving him authority to do so. 

Mu. lidbiNSoN said, lu? thought the insertion orthe words proposed would 
make the law operate harshly upon the landlord, for how was ho to prevent 
the occupier from using the premises as a jute warohouse ? He could not go 
beyond the terms of his lease, and ho would have no power whatever over his 
tenant during the currency of the lease, and could not interfere in any way 
with the tenant's action. 

Mu. Wyman said it would be optional with the owner to effect these 
improvements, but they would manifestly effect a great improvement in the 
owner’s property ; while on the other hand they would bo impossible conditions 
r^jr the toifant to fulfil, and if the owner did not effect the necessary improve- 
ments, the tenant’s business would be shut up. If the owner did not comply 
witli the provisions of tlie Act, and render the premises effective against fire, the 
=»jtenRnt’8 lease ought to bq cancelled, as the law said that he must not carry on 
his business except under certain conditions. 

Mb. Bbun.ahd said tjiat the hon’ble mover of the amendment considered 
that the provisions of this Bill would operate with hardshij) on the occupiers of 
existvig jute warehouses, and he proposed to transfer to oumers the duty of 
fulfilling the requirements of tlic law. But such a provision might press very 
hardly upon owners. Supj^()se the premises in whicdi 100 or 200 drums of jute 
were stored was worth Us. 500 : the ovrncr would probably have to convci’t the 
godown into a briok-houso, with an iron or masonry roof and iron beams, for the 
Justices would have power under the Bill to imi)ose on existing wareliousos all 
the conditions wljich were ifpplicublo to new wsirchouses ; and he might have to 
expend thousands of rupees on such u work, oven though the occupier’s tenancy 
might have but two years to run. He con8id(!red it would never do to throw 
on the owners of snWl warehouses of that kind the obligation of putting them 
into a fit condition for the storage of jute. • 

His Honub THk Prksiden'i’ thought the hon’ble member should bring on 
this motion as a separate provision after having given due notice thereof. 

Mr. Wyman then by leave withdrew his motion, and intimated liis intention 
to adopt the suggestion of the President. 

Irie Section was then agreed to ; and so also wms section 12. 

Sbetibn 13 was u^ed tc. 

Section 14 provided a penalty for introducipg in a juto warehotiso fire or 
lucifer matches “ *« a manner which is not authorized by the conditions* of the license 
gnmM for such flaee.^^ • * 
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Mr. Wyman mo^ed the omission of the words printed in italics. He 
thoti}?ht that that provision overlooked the provision in section 7, which pre- 
siaibed that no artificial Hght or lucifer matches should be introduced in a jute 
warehouse, and that no person should smoke therein ; but the section under 
consideration permitted them to do so in a particular manner. He thought it 
very undesirable that i^ should be permitted at all, and it ought to be dis- 
' tinctly understood that no one should be allowed to smoke or introduce lucifer 
matches in a jutfr warehouse. 

Mr. Bernard observed that the Council had already provided for the intro- 
duction of firo by the clause wliich related to enmnos and furnaces, for by 
• the interpretation clause “ warehouse” included the land or yard belonging to ' 
it ; and it would not do to provide by tho present section that no fire should be 
introduced in a jute warehouse. 

The Ai.)VO('ate-Ctenerai. said tliere did seciti to him to bo some objection to 
the section as it stood. Ho thought the objection would bo met by the omission 
of tho words suggested by the h*)n’ble member, and the introduction of the 
words “ in (tontravention oi‘ his license” at the beginning of the section, after 
the word “ whoever.” ' • ,, 

Mr. Wyman’s and the Advocate-Geuerars amendments were then agreed to. 

Se<!tinn 15 was agreed l(». 

Section 16 authorized “ the .Justices” to frame bye-laws for certain purpqses. 

Mr. Wyman said this sc^ction gave the Justices, or as the Act might be 
interpreted, the Chairman of tlie .Justices, power to frame bye-laws. Ho thought 
that it was by an oversiglit that the powi'r given under this section was not 
restricted to the Justices at a vieeimj. For the same reasons which he had 
urged at the last meeting of the Council, he thought it was desirable, in matters 
concerning public rights and interests, that this jiower should bo conferi’ed on 
the body of Justices and not on the Chairman. As the section stood, it would 
be quite possible for the Chairman to frame bye-laws on hiS own will and 
resptmsibility. tie would tlierefore move the insertion of the words “ at a 
special meeting” after the word “ Justices.” 

Mu. ScHALCH said section 218 of Aiit VI of 18G3, enacted that iti should hr 
lawful for tho “ Justices” from time to time to make bye-laws, and a subsequent 
section provided that such bye-laws should not have any force or efiect until they 
were approved by the Lieutenant-Governor. Mr. Schalch did not see why wo 
should make a distinction as regards bye-laws framed under this Bill, lie thought, 
tho provision in the Bill was sufficient, for although the Chairman was autho- 
rized to exercise all tho powers of tho Justices not directcd’to be exercised by the 
Justices at a meeting, it was competent to the .Justices by resolution to direcj that 
in matters of this kind the Chairman should not exorcise their powers. Practi- 
cally there had been no bye-laws which were not n^qde by the Justices, at a 
meeting. ' 

His Honor the President said tliat he understood the Council at the last 
meeting had thought fit to restrict many of the powers conferred by tlie Bill to 
the Jqstices at a special meeting. It did therefore seem inconsistent, if wo 
required tho Justices at a mooting to lay down a scale of fees, to allow the most 
important power of framing bye-laws to be exorcised otherwise than at a 
meeting. ^ 

Mr. Wym'an said he could not admit tho force of the argument that because 
the previous enactment did not provide that tho power of making bye-laws 
should be exercised only by the Justices at a meeting, we should not make a 
distinction in that respect in this Bill. He thought that such a distinction 
should be made as regards the important power of framing bye-laws. The 
Council had affirmed the principle of restricting certain, other powers •under 
this Bill to the Justices at a mooting, and he submitted that there was every 
reason' that tho same amcndmeiit shbuld be made in this section in accordance 
w?th that principle. , 
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The queBtion being put, tbe Council ^imded 
aAb— 6,

The* numbers being equal, the President gave his casting vote with the 
ayes. 

. The motion was therefore carried. 

Me. Wyjian then moved that paragraph (1), which was as follows, bo left out ; 
“giving of gratuities to persons who have given notuic of fires,” .lie was aware 
that that clauserwas in the English Act, when it was at one time considered desira- 
ble to give gratuities to persons -^ho might afibrd early intimation of the occur- 
rence of fires, but ho understood that that provision was now felt to be unneces- 
sary. He believed that the provision was introduced for affording assistance 
to insurance companies, who were largely interested in the prevention of fires. 
Thsite was therefore very^ good reason for the introduction of such a provision 
in lEngland ; but .a like state of things did not apply to Cklcutta. The 
fire-brigade here would be under the suj)crintendenco of the municipality, 
who hod no persi^nal interest. He would direct the attention of the Council 
to a* case which occurred not many weeks ago in which a man was convicted 
of having set fire to buildings with the view of obtaining a reward for giving 
early intimation of the occurrence of the fire, and it was ascertained that 
the Ilian had earned a large income in tin’s way. It was quite possible 
therefore, if a gratuity was given for early intimation of fires, that low classes 
of men, such as ccx'lios and the like, would set fire to houses with the view of 
obtaining a reward. Some years ago, when the city was filled with thatched 
villages, it was almost a constant occurrence for fires to take place, and it was 
believed that the ffharamees sot the houses on fire in order to bo employed in 
rebuilding them. Tlio omission of this provision would avoid the induce- 
moiit to evil disposed persons ; and as Mr. Wyman could not see any necessity 
for giving gratuities, and the provision might have some such undesirame 
vesult as that which ho had referred to, he would wish to avoid the possibility 
of its having any such result. Any rightly disposed person would give notice 
of tuo,occ\irrouco of a fire without expecting a reward, and the omission of any 
provision of the kind would have the effect of making the police feel that it 
was incumbent upon thehi to keej) a constant watch over the town, and that 
they would themselves bo held responsible for giving early intimation of fires. 

• Mb. ScHAixjH poiti;.)fi out that the next amendment, of which the hon’ble 
had himself given notice, would admit of rewards being given for 
early notice of the occurrence of fires. It was besides in the power of the 
Commissioner of Police to give rewards when ho thought it proper to do so. 
Mr. Schalch thought it vo^ desirable that when a man gave early notice of 
the occurrence of g. fire he ought to get some reward. 

Mu- Wym.an said that with regard to tlie amendment which ho proposed 
to move in paragraph (2j, ho might observe that that jjaragniph gave*power to 
confer rewards iif oxc.eptional cases. His objection was to the giving of gj atuities 
for simply giving notice of fires.

The motion wan tbereforc negatived. ^ * 

Mb. Wyman said the object his amendment in paragraph (2) was two- 
fold* This clause appeared to him to provide for the awarding of gratuities 'in 
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exceptional cases — a^ower to give gratuities not siinjdj to those givii^ timely 
notice of fires, but to other persons deserving of reward. He would ulustrate 
his meaning by an occurrence which had taken place not long ago in England, 
when it happened that a fireman lost his life, and another pc^n, who was not an 
officer of the fire-brigade, was seriously injured ; he acted in a most courageous 
manner, and the result was that he died ^m the effects of the injuries he had 
received : the papers were full of his courage and bravery in risking his life 
when he himself was not a member of the fire-brigade. The fireman' s widow 
and children were provided for ; but for the family of the other man, who lost 
his life under these distressing circumstances, no provision of the kind was made, 
and his widow and children were left to be provided for by public subscription. 
The result was that a small amount was subscrilied amongst the class to whom 
the man belonged (the poorer class), but a quite insufficient amount, showing 
the necessity of some hgal provision for such cases. There was no question 
of the relative bravery of the two men — the man not in the brigade was 
said to have exceeded the fireman in courage and bravery ; yet the provision 
for one man’s family was secure, whilst the other was left to public charity. 
It might happen that a similar case might occur in Calcutta, and if it- did, 
this provision of the Bill would not allow of any assistance being given in such 
a desirable case. 

The amendment was then agreed to, and the section as amended was 

ed. r. 

Section 17 prescribed the powers of the fire-brigade in cases of fire. 

Me. Wy|ian moved the addition to the section of the following, words: — 

The Ghidf Officer on the spot in charge of the brigade may verbally nominate and depute one or 
more officers of the brigade to act at a distance, and such officer or officers shall have, for the time 
being, the like powers as the Chief Officer himself possesses under this section/’ 

Ho said he did not know whether the practical effect of the amendment 
would make much difference, but he believed that literally it would make a groat 
diffiereuce. Und’er the section as it stood, the only person who could exercise the 
jtowers conferred on the brigade Officer on the spot. Mr. Wyman 

would leave (BtTrSaffiBd A<IVbcato-Gcneral to say whether hA(Mr. Wv"tnnV was 
correct in saying that nobody but the Chief Officer on the spot could examse thoa^. 
provisions. If Mr. Wyman was right in his comstruction, then he thought that 
tiie Chief Officer should have authority to delegate his powers to some other 
officer of the brigade whom he might direct to act at a distance. A fire might, 
extend over a distance of half a mile ; the Chief Officor'would probably be at the 
centre, but there might be urgent necessity to put down the fire at a place half a 
mile off, and Mr. Wyman thought that imder such circumstances the Odef Officer 
ought to have power to delegate his authority to another officer of the brigade. 
It might frequently happen that in cases of large fires, unless this powor^ was 
given, the conflagration would extend with frightful rapidity. Unless the 
learned Advocate-General was of opinion that such a power could be exercised 
under the section as it stood, Mr. Wyman thought the words ;iyhich he proposed 
should bo added to the section. 

Tee Advocate-Genekal said that the section did certainly seem to limit 
the exercise of tho powers conferred under it to the Chief or other officer on the 
spot ; but whether it was desirable to give those powers to other officers deputed 
by the Chief Officer was a question for the consideration of the Council. As the 
section stood, the only person who could give orders was the Chief or other 
officer on the spot. 

Mr. Robinson said, ho thought tho amendment unnecessaiy, as the words of 
the section were very general, and gave power to tho Chief Officer by himself or 
Ms men to break into or through, or pull down any premises, &c. , ? 

Mr. Wyman said, be presumed that tlie Chief Officer would not know. W^t 
was occurring at one end of the fire, and things that were iqecessary to be done 
and which ho^ would do if he were aware of tiie circumstances, would perhaps 
r^ain undone, as a junior officer would probably not like to take the responsi- 
bility of acting on his own authority. 
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Mown Abdool Imwim said, he oonsidered lhat Ihe powers alreadj pro- 
posed to be given to the chief officer regarding the palling down of houses were 
very serious, and he therefore thought that it was not j^her desirable to 
allow the chief ofih;er to delegate such powers to a person who held a posi- 
tion inferior-to his own. ^ if 

The amendment was then carried after the following division, and the 
section as amended was agreed to : — • '

Section 18 related to inquiries into the origin of fires. 

Mr. Wyman said the process provided by this section appeared to him to 
be jwjiy circumlocutory. ‘ It required, first, that the Chief Officer should ascer- 
tain the facts, then that he should make a report to the Justices,, then that he 
should summon witnesses, and if he wore not able to procure their attendance, 
then he was to apply to the Magistrate for assistance to enable him to do so. 
It seemed to him that instead of all this roundabout way of going to work, 
the* proper officer to conduct the inquiry was the Coroncsr, who had the power of 
doing all these things which it was proposed should be done by tne Chief 
Officer ; an^ by his knowledge and experience the Coroner was probably a fitter 
officer for the conduct of such inquiries than the Chief Officer, who after all 
would have to go to tho Magistrate for assistance in procuring the attendance 
of witnesses. Mr. Wyman thought therefore that the employment of the 
Coroner for the investigation of such inquiries would bo an advantage to the 
public, espociaUy as ho would have tho assistance of a jury. Mr. Wyman 
would therefore move that all tho words after the words “ report thereon to 
the” in line 6 be omitted, and that tho words “ Coroner, who shall at his discre- 
tion hold an inquest into tho cause of such fire,” be substituted for them. * 

Mb. JBebnaed said he thought that the Chief Officer of the Fire.brigade was 
Ihe proper person to conduct the investigation into such inquiries. If tho 
du^ were made over to the Coroner, who was also a Magistrate, the Council 
would have to consider whether the enquiry should be made with the aid of 
jury, or how. Such inquiries were not in tho nature of judicial investiga- 
. tions ; they were merely to bo undertaken with the object of making a report to 
the Justices. He thought that these investigations would be better, more 
qmckly, and more satisfactorily conducted if they were left to the Chief Officer 
ofttib Fire-brigade. 

His Honor the President said, he had not had time to give so much atten- 
tion to all the amondmc^Hs on the paper as ho would have wished, but he 
thought it very desirable that these inquiries should be made by a res|>on8ible 
public officer ; hi^ apprebension was that the inquiry should bo of a judicial 
character, and should b(' niade by a judicial officer, and ho thought the, magis- 
trate might make the inquiry. 

The Advocate-General said in England there was an obsolete jurisdiction 
in the Coroner in such cases, but he believed it had been very seldom exercised. 
The functions, powers, and duties of Coroners in England were defined by 
the Actof33GI«o. Ill, c. 137; hut the operation of that statute in India had 
been repealed by the Coroner’s Act of 1871, and he had now no such juris- 
diction here : that he had it jjrcviously, was even doubtful. By the Coroner’s 
Act of 1871 his functions and duties were defined,* and these inquests into 
tiie origin of fires was no part of his duty ; he i^Jid simply to hold inquests 
ii{K>n Anaths. The ^dvocato-General thought, molbovor, that there was no good 
ground for in^vesting the Coroner with those powers now ; but it seem^ to 
him very desirable to have an inquiry before a 'Magistrate, who vas a respon- 
sible judi eial officer. By requiring the Coroner to hold these investigations, his 
dutiei would he greatly increased,* and his salary would have to be ^inoreaHed 
proportionr. « ely. 
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Mb. Ba.tl£t said, there appeared to him to be another difficulty in the 
way of appointing the Coroner to make these inquiries. The Coroner and 
his jury would only hare jurisdiction in Calcutta; .the Chief Officer of the 
Pire-bngade, on the other hand, would exercise jurisdiction in- the suburbs as well 
as in Calcutta. If an }inquiry was to be held in the suburbs, it must be held 
cither by the magistrate or tho Cliief Officer of the Fire-brigade. 

After some . further conversation, Mr. Wyman’s motion was put and 
' negatived. 

On tho motion of the President the words “ magistrate of police of the 
town qr division of tho town in which such fire shall have occurred, and the 
said magistrate shall have power to summon witnesses and take evidence in 
order to the diiO ascertainment of such facts,” wore substituted for the words 
proposed to be omitted ; and the section as amended was agreed to. ' 

Section 20 empowered tho “ Commissionoi- of Police” to grant licenses for 
the sale or manufacture of fire-works. 

Mr. Wyman moved tho substitution of tho word “Justices” for “Com- 
missioner of Police.” lie said, his object in proposing this amendment was 
because he thought it was tho duty of tho police to control tho letting-off- of 
fire-works in the town, and not to grant licenses for their sale or manufacture. 
He proposed that this power should be exercised by the Justices, and not by 
the Justices “ at a meeting,” becausts it was not necessary for the Justices at 
a meeting to grant these licenses. It might be urged that tlie Conmiissioner of 
Police and the Chairman of the Justices were one and the same person ; but 
that might not always bo tho case, and he therefore thought tho amendment 
he proposed should be made. . » 

His Honor tho President said, that it appeared to him that these were 
executive functions, which ought properly to be exercised by the Commissioner 
of Police, whether the Commissioner of I’olice and the Chairman of tho Justices 
were one officer or not ; and tho section was designedly drawn with that view. 

The motion was? then negatived, and tho section passed as il stood. 

Sec-tions 21 and 22 were agreed to. 

* Section 23 gave the Commissioner of Police power to withdi-aw licenses 
granted by liim under the Act. 

Mr. Wy^ian moved the substitution of the words “ Justices of tho Peace 
at a special meeting ” for tho words “ Commissioner of Police.” He said, ho 
proposed this amendment on tho ground that the Commissioner of Police (Should 


witnarawmg it siiouiu oe vestca in tno justices at a« mpeting. Tho Council 
had affiiTiied the principle that tho granting of these licenses should be in fho 
hands of tho Commissioner of Police, and it might be urged that thord® was 
no reason why the power to withdi-aw them should not bo vested in the same 
officer. But Mr. Wyman thought that there was a grf^it difierenco between the 

1 )0wer to grant a license and tho j)Ower to withdraw it. He thought that when a 
icenso was once granted, the- power to withdraw it shouM bo vested in a 
competpat body, and not in the j)er8on who granted, it. The arbitrary exorcise 
of such a power might result in serious injustice to an individual, and therefore 
he thought we could not smTound the power of withdrawal with too many 
safeguards. 

Mr. Bayley said, that ho could not conceive any worse body to try these 
petty cases than the Justices in special meeting, lie would always have these 
cases exercised by an executive ofliccr of high standing, liJco the Com- 
missioner of Police. He thought th.at in the early jjarts of the Bill tlie 
Council had gone a ^eut deal tot> far in insisting on tl)o Justices at a meeting 
deciding all these points of^executive detail. ® 

The Advocate-Genej.>aE said that he thought tho withdrawal of a license 
of tins kijid was entirely an executive matter ; tlie granting of these licenses 
waff entrusted to the Commissioner of Police, and therefore the power of with- 
drawing them ought to bo entru-sted to the same authority. 

Tlie motion was then negatived, and tlie section was passed as it stood. 
Sections 24 and 25 were agreed to. 
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Section 26 provided that Insurance Companies should contribute, towards 
the expenses of the Fire-brigade,’ a sum at the rate of half a rupee for every 
“ thousand” rupees of the gross amount insured by it in respect of property 
insured from fire.. • 

Me. IlEKifAED explained that the rate paid in London was £35 for every 
million sterling of property insured. As the premia j)aid in Calcutta was at 
a somewhat diigher rate than tho premia paid in Loudon, it was considered 
that a fait rate to bo paid hero by Insurance Com])anic8 would bo £50 in every 
million sterling, wluch_ would come exactly to half a rupee in every “ten 
thousand ” rupees. Me. Behnaed would therefore move tho insertion of tho 
word “ ten” before tho word “ thousand.” 

Tho motion was agreed to, and the section as amended was passed. 

Soctiofis 27, 28, and 29 were agreed to. 

Section 30 cmijowcrcd the' Lieutenant-Governor, on the recjoramendatioi'i 
of the “ Justices,” to declare the warehousing of any other substance fo bo subject 
to the provisions of this Act. 

On the motion of Mb. Wyman, tho words “ passed by resolution” were 
inseited after tho word “■Justices,” so as to make tho recounneudation of the 
Justices an act of the Justices in meeting. ^ ^ • 

On the motion of Me. Coiwin, the following section was introduced after 
section 30 and tho latter part of the first paragi’uph of section 15 rerj^uiriug 
tho Justices to make an annual report of the maniKU in which the provisions of 
Parts 111 and IV of the Act had boon (jurried out, was omitted : 

“ The Justices and Municijial Commissioners respectively ifhall make a report to the Lieutenant- 
Governor as sooif as conveniently nijiy be after the 31st July next, sl‘«win«^ how the provisions of this 
Act hav (5 i»eun carried out, and specifying: tho jute warehoasco in re.s[)ocl of which license.s have been 
granted: and such report shall he forthwith published in the Calcutta Qazelte, And thereafter tho 
Justices and Mnnicijial (’otntrissioncrs shall make a like report once a year at such time as the 
Lieutenant-Governor shall direct.’* 

Section 31 related to the power of arrest. 

Me. Wyman* said, this section provided for the arrest of a ])erson wliose 
name and address were unknown. But he thought ])rovision should also be 
made for the aiTOst of a jierson whose name and address were known, but who 
the arresting officer miglit have reason to believe Avas about to place himself 
156yon(l the jurisdiction of the Magistrate. It apjiean-d to him very undesirable 
that dishonest persons who coinmitted serious oih'iices should he allowed an 
opportunity of placing, themselves beyond the jmisdiction, and thus escape 
-■jMmishnH'ut fir tlicir ofibyces. 

The Advocatk-Geneeal said, surely the law njxni this point was strong 
enough as it was. If Jbo,address of a jrereon who had conniiitted an ofibnee 
wa# unknown, be would ho taken into custody ; but if it was known, why 
not aEow the law to take its course in respect to offences under this Act as in all 
other cases On the other hand, by the aiiienduu'ut ])roj)os(;d, you would leave it 
to the police offiecir to say tlftd it was probable that the ollbndc-r would abs(;ond. In 
nine cases out of ten the police officuT would say that the oflbndcr's appearance 
on process was improbable. Tho Advocato-Gciu'ral did not see any reason 
why an ox(‘optiou should b(‘ made as to otibnees committed uudc'r this Act. 

The motion was tiien negatived. 

Mu. Wyman also moved tho addition to the section of the Avords “ provided 
that the arresting officer oludl he a worn constable.” 

After some eonvcTsatiovi this amendment was also negatived, and the 
section Avas passed as it stood. 

Sections 32 and 33 wore agreed to. 

Mb. Wyman moved the introduction of the following ucyr section after 
section 33 : — 

“ It shall be lawful for the Lieufconant-Oovernor of to appoint a court or courts in 

which Jtstiols of the Pen<vi ibr Calcntla may git and dcterniine in a summary nirfimer cases under 
the several Municipal Acta referred to in this Act and under this Act itself which may be 
determined by a Justice of the Peice ” e * • 

Ho said it appeared to him that^a section of this hind was necessitated bv 
the form in which the interpretation of the word Magistrate’’ now titood in 
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the Bill. By secti6n 2 “Magistrate” included a justice of the peace for 
Calcutta, and any person cjiercising all or any of the powers of a magistrate. 
By Act IV of 1806, section 22, the Lieutenant-Governor had power to define 
the number and extent of police districts, and establish a police court in and 
for each of such districts. It also empowered the Lieutenant-Governor to 
appoint a sufficient number of fit persons as magistrates of police for the town, 
who might sit and act as magistrates in any of the said police courts. But if 
the present Bill was passed without some such provision as that which he had 
suggested, the justices who had power to act as magistrates under this Bill 
would not be compelled to sit in any court at all : they might sit in their own 
houses, and exercise their powers under this Act. But, apart fi:om what was 
the case as regards fonner Acts, the Council had to consider whether the 
justices would have authority to sit in a coui’t authorized by the Government. 
If Mr. Wyman was correct in his inter|)rctatioii of the law, ho would press the 
amendment of which he had given notice. 

His Honor the President observed that the amendment proposed would 
affect the whole jurisdiction of the justices of the 2 »(‘ace, and its operation would 
not be confined to cases tried by them under this Bill. r. 

Mr. Schalch said, when justices of the peace were first appointed under 
Act VI of 1803, it was supposed that a justice could in the course of his inonn’ng 
walk exercise his jurisdiction and summarily c.onviet any person whom ho might 
find comnutting an offence. Mr. Schalch Avas not cjuite sure whether a regular 
reference was made on the subject, but ho boliiwcd that it t^amoto be understood 
that a justice of the peae-e could not do so unless he Avas .acting judicially, and 
that he could not act judicially unless ho Avas sitting in a regularly constituted 
court. Ho believed tliat the justices who had exercised judicial powers always 
sat in the jiolico court. 

Mr. Wyman said that ho had not supposed for a moment that the general 
interpretation would bo other than Avhat liad boon stated, that a Justice of the 
Peace was only li Justic-o Avhon ho was sitting judicially in the poliiio coiul:. 
l,t seemed to be sujuiosod that because that had boon the general interjn'otation, 
the matter should be left to be decided by the good sense that had hitherto 
prevailed ; but it seemed to him that that was not the way in Avhich a law 
should bo franied : on that jirinc.ijde he thought a great many laws might bo 
done away with. As he could not accedtj to such a doctrine, ho thought 
that some such amendment as that which he had j^roposod was necessary.* 

Hi8 Honor the I’resident said that it seemed Very clear to him that tlio 
hon’blc member’s object Avas to amend the law on the subject of the jurisdic-- 
ticn of Justices of the I’eace in all matters. Ilis Hoiior thought that that 
was not a matter that was specially connected with this Bill, and that if the 
hon’ble member wished to raise the question, ho should do so by the introduc- 
tion of a distinct and separate measure. ^ 

The motion was then by leaA'o withdrawn ; liut Mr. Wyman stated tliat 
he considered the matter of such importance that ho should avail himself here- 
after of His Honor the President’s permission to introduce a Bill to amend the 
existing law. 

Section 34 and the postponed section 2 Avere then agreed to. 

The postponed section 3 was passed after verbal amendments. 

The postjioned section 1 and the preamble and title were agreed to. , 

On the motion of Motjlvy Audooi. Luteee the words “ or the Municipal 
Commissioners at a meeting resjiectively” were inserted after the word “ Com- 
missioners” in line 9 of section 10, by Avhich section the Municipal Commis- 
sioners of the Sdburbs and of Howrah were invested with the powers as the 

Justices under the Act. 

His Honor the President said that as the Council had now gone though 
all the clauses of the Bill, he thought it was desirable tliat the Bill should oe 
reprinted, and that the Council* should have another opjmrtunity of considering 
the Bill as a whole. 

The Council was then adjourned to Saturday, the 10th instant. 
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Baronee Fair*

I HAyK fhe honor to submit herewith, in original, a letter, No 140, dated Kith instant, 
from the magistrate of Dacca, with its enclosure, being a report on the Moonshcegunge 
Baronee fair, held about the close of 1871, from the Deputy Magistrate of Moousheegunge. 

2. Great sickness was predicted, and though it prevailed generally in the district, and 
several cases of cholera existed in Dacca, the fair seems to have been healthier than even 
in towns and villages. This is of course owing to conservancy rules, which liavo been strictly 
carried out for three years. From what I see of their efficacy, I think tliaf bad villages 
should be place J under conservancy ^ples, by legal enactment, one or two at a time; possibly 
Ijcfore louL^ like the Baronee fair, instead of being remarkable for intense sickness they 
might become as noted for freedom from disease.

To — The Commissioner of Dacca. • 

I BEG to forward herewith copy of a report received from the deputy magistrate of 
Moousheegunge regarding the Baronee fair of this year. 

•2. I anticipated a very considerable amount of sickness this year, as cholera was 
prevalent to a considerable extent here in the town, and to a smaller extent at Naraingunge 
before the fair began. For this reason chiefly I thought it better to send the joint- 
magistrate toJ:hc fair at the commencement of the real concourse of the people (those 
before the beginning of Deccmljcr being chiefly bathers, who resided but a day or two), in 
order to secure more perfect conservancy arrangements than the deputy magistrate could 
manage with his time divided between liis own work and the fair. I visited the fair some 
days afh'r Mr. Eampiui took charge, and found everything in perfect order, and I have to 
thank Mr. llampini for the trouble he took in the matter. 

3. The resuft. has been most satisfactory, as there has not been a single death from 
sickness (a constable died of over drinking, but that had nothing to do with the fair). 

4. The length of street remarked on in the deputy magistrate's paragraph 3 waa„ I 
consider, a great gain in a sanitary point of view, as the people were more scattered, and the 
street beings in a single line both front and back could be properly looked after. It is when 
^tho backs of two lines of street are together that it is difficult to ensure cleanliness. 

5. The point alluded to in the 12th paragraph of the deputy magistrate's letter is %iie 
whitJi.I consider is impossible, as things are at present, to carry out, and I therefore issued 

jio instruction. 

(>. Baboo Krisheri ChiTndcr Bai has exercised proper supervision over the fair while he 
was in charge, and has shown considerable energy. He deserves my best thanks. 

7. Frag Dutt, subiinspector, was in charge of the police, and as usual has done good 

se^icc. In fact, the fair s at one time for some days entirely in his charge, while thq 
depufiy magistrate was out on an investigation I directed him to make. He fully under- 
stands and carries out the orders given him, and without any unnecessary bother to the 
people. . 

8. Paragraph 10 of the deputy magistrate's letter is satisfactory, as showing that the 
people are beginning to see sanitation rules are not made solely to annoy them, as they 
appeared to think at first. 

9. I am unable to subini^ the accounts with this report, as they are not jd complete, 
several medical items being yet not received. They will be submitted in due course.

I HAVE the honor to submit the following report on the Kartik Baronee fair held on the 
chur below Bikabi bazar, close to the head-quarters of the •Moonshcjgunge sub-division, 
(luring the months of November and December 1871 and January 1872. 

2. The fair commenced as usual with the bathing festival, which took place on the 26th 
Novcifbery corresponding with llthAghran 1278, i.c., on the last day of the moon^s age 
(purnim^ or fulljmoon],. which was the day on which the Hindu festival Kash'^ takes place. 
The number of bathers was estimated at about 1,300 to 1,400 persons, mosUy women from 
the districts of Backergunge, Tipperah, and Sylhet; the bathers were comparatively very few 
from Bickrampore and other parts of Dadja- On a reference to the last yearns report, I fi«d 
the number of bathers was about 1,500 in 1870, and about 2,000 in 1869. *The small

gathering of bathers this year was probably owing to the collection of boats for the Lushai 
expedition which took place in October last, and which caused an unfavorable I’eport to be 
spread out, specially amongst the bathers, who were, as stated above, chiefly Hindu women. 

8. Three or four days before the 24th November a few wood merchants came in and 
made their small huts on .the cast of the kh&l between Moonsheegunge and the chur below 
Ricabi bazar and MukhtarpOre ; they placed ordinary boat timbers and materials which they 
brought for sale.on both the cast and west sides of the khal. The first arrivals of the shop- 
keepers were on Saturday, the 23rd November. When you visited the fair sitej in company 
with the civil surgeon, on the 24th November, all the principal shopkeepers were present 
before you, and the site was selected by you with their consent ; but shortly after you left the 
place, there was a dilterencc between the cloth merchants and the banias, probably caused by 
the ageflts of the several shareholders of the chur, who were willing to have the main part of 
the fair on the sites of their respective employers. In consequence of this difference and a 
high competitioif amongst the zemindars of the chur, the site of the fair exten,(}cd, as you 
have subsequently seen, in one straight line from Kanuila ghat to the mouth of the Moon- 
sheegungc khai, a distance of about two mih^s if not more. The shops were built along the 
north and south sides of the chur, k^^cpiiig a broad street of about fifty feet in the middle. 
In all the principal arrangements the fair was t^xactly as in the two previous years ; the only 
deviation from last year’s arrangement was on this point, i.e,, it was rather more lengthy 
this year than it w^as iii ISO!) and 1870. 

4. From tl>c 24'tli to the -‘iOth November most of the mcrehants and shopkeepers came 
in and built their sliops and commenced bringing goods, but the fair w’as not fully crow'ded 
wdth sellers and ])ureliascrs til. the middle part of Dectmiber. Tlic pai/cars, i.^.,tlic principal 
purchasers, did not eome till tin* end of tln^ second wTi k and beginning of the third week of 
December. This was owing to the. Lushai expeditif.n, wliitfh frightened the people of -the 
neighbouring districts lest their boats he sent t<i (’acdiar. From the IStli December up to 
the end of the moiitli the fair Avas full and husiiiess carried oii very busily. 


5. I was in charge of the fair from tin* e()mmenceinent to tli(‘ 2nd December, and from 
the i-l-th December till it closed. The j(hnt-magistrate came hero 
charge till 13th Deeciiiber, Avlien be left the 
48 consirtMos. ])lace and Avent to the siidder station. A large stall’ of police, as 

4 guard buuitj. noted ill tin* margin, Avas tl(*pnted by yon, 4'he district superinteit- 

dent visited the fair tA>’icc, and on hotli occasions his staA" here Avas for short intervals. Dr. 


Wise came once Avith yon on the 2 1th November, and once on tln^ 3()th December ; on both 
occasions, as far*as 1 could learn, he found no reason to complain — at least he expressed iio 
unfavorable opinion in respect of the. conservancy arrangements. 


6. The police force under sub-inspectors Vrag Dutta and (>uru Das Dutia behnATd in 
general well. 1 heard c ag.'fimst any; only in one intiuice a sho[)keeper complained 

agaipst one of the constables ]da(?ed in the outpost on tlie eastern limit of the! fair. I made 
inquiries personally, and found that the constable Avas unnecessarily over strict Avith some 
shopkeepers, perhaps with no honest intention. 1 immcdiatt.ly 'placed him under sub- 
inspector Frag Dutta and ordered another constable to bo sent to,thc outpost. 


7. The printed rides sent Avitli your letter No. 2107, dated (Itli November, were atrictlv 
adhered to. Their purports Avere made kmjwn to all by Ijcat of (\raras. Cleanliness Avas 
preserved to the utmost possible extent, ^illetecn im hters Avorc employed in kcejung the 
trenches and generally tlie fair site clean. Willi reference to rule 6t)i, the swecjicrs Avere >.iado 
to wwk both in the morninu: and evening. A'crnacular copies of the paper A Avcrc posted 
iu several conspicuous jiarts of the fair. 

8. JIuring the time tlie fair was under my charge, tlicnf Avere (*ight eases of nuisance, 
in Avhich 37 persona were fiiied in small sums of one anna, tAVO annas, and four annas; the 
tines amounted in all to Rs. 0-13. There Avas also one ease of theft. A ptrhan (shift) 
Avas stolen from a shop, llie ofl’eiuler Avas found’Avith it three days after the occurrence, 
and on hhs confession, and on the evidence of tAVo witnesses, aIIio identified the stolen shirt 
was sentenced to a Avhipjiing. 

9. The number of sh(»pa was 0S3 : number of boats 2,403; number of people, including 
visitors, about 70,000 to 75,000 ; the merchandise sold Avas about Rs. 10,14,079. A detailed 
list of the principal artiidcs sold, Avith tliciir value, is sent herewith. List marked A. # 

10. It is satisfactory to he able to state tliut almost all the shopkeepers and zemindars^ 

agents now fully appreciate the lu ncfit Avhich resulted from tlic strict observance of the 
conservancy rules. I talked wnth all tlie princijial shopkeiipers and zemindars" gomastas, 
ami they frankly cc^ifesscd to me that they get a healthy fair now simply because there are 
strict conservancy rules. Tlicy arc fully convinced that those rules alone prevented any 
outbreak of disease. ■ 


1 L A general belief prcvaihfd amongst many that the fair this year will be very thinly 
attended to. and that it will last only a few days. This Avas owing to an apprehension on 
account ol'a demand for boats and mci> for the l^ushai expedition. No doubt it had interfered 
a little with the fair, but not to the extent reported out. 1 found only that the paikars 
and purchasers came late ; but to make up for this, the fair lasted longer than usual. It 
lasted from the 24th November to the 10th January, ^.c., more than ono^'month and a half. 
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12. In one point I was not a strict observer of tbe rules laid down by Dr. Smithy i e., 
his recommendation that no prostitute should be allowed to come to the fair except provided 
with clean bills of health. My predecessor^ Mr. Page, did not observe this last year, nor 
did 1 get any .special instruction fipm you this year. The question was one of a delicate 
nature, and 1 could not find any practicable suggestion to submit to you beforehand. There 
were 88 prostitutes in the fair ; they came from all the neighbouring village markets and 
some froD) Diilbca. * 

18. The arrangement adopted last year for removing the nuisance occasioned by 
masses of floating weed on the river-bank was also followed this year with great success. 

14. The amount of sickness this year was even comparatively less than what has 
been last year. No cases ot fever came to my notice. There were only two admissions into 
the hospital ; one during the time when the joint-magistrate was in charge. It was a case of 
diarrhoea, and the man remained under treatment for four days. lie was cured* and discharged 
on the 9th December. The second ^was a case of cholera. A woman aged about 85 years 
was attacked with cholera on the 25th December. She was immediately sent to the hospital. 
She remained under treatment for eight days and fully recovered, and was then discharged 
on the 2nd January. She got the sickness 20 days after her arrival into the fair. She came 
from thannah Hurrirampore. No death took place this year. There were two hospitals built 
a liy;le way off from each of the eastern and western extremities of the fair. These were 
placed under the charge of two native doctors sent by the civil surgeon. ^As one of the 
native doctors was sick before he came here, the sub-divisional native doctor was kept 
in the fair from the commencement till the fair broke up. 

No money was sent to me, and I disbursed nothing for the fair. 1 desired Prag Dutta 
to law his accounts before you. •

JUTE WAREHOUSES: FIRE-BRIGADE. 

Mr. Bernard moved thfit tho Bill to amend the law for t IAC7 A 
of jute warehouses, and to provide for the establishment of an cfiicicut fu'o- 
hrigadp, be considered in order to the final settlement of its clauses. Ho said tho 
clauses were settled by tlie Council at its last meeting, but the Bill was not thou 
passed, as several important alterations were made on that <lay^ and it was 
considered expedient that tlie Bill should bo republished before being passed. 
Yesterday and to-day notice had been given of some further amennmenfij 
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which were to be proposed, and ho therefore moved that they shouldube taken 
into consideration in the order in which they stood. 

Baboo Digumber Mitter said, that the necessity of the first amendment 
of which he had given notice would become apparent when' it was considered 
tliat the time for putting the Act into operation would be entirely contin- 
gent on the completion of the inspcctum and submission of the report of the 
Select Comniittee*ljf the Justices j)rovidod for under section 5 of the BiU. The 
number of jute warehouses scattered over the town was so large that the 
jmiliminaries might not be gone through by the 15th of July next, the date 
fixed fi)r the submission of the Committee’s report. It was to remove all 
incentives to undue haste in the work of inspection and inquiry, and to its 
being perfimctbrily pt'rfoi-inecl, and licenses in res])ect to existing warehouses 
being wantroly withheld, tliat he thought somo.words of the kind Im projiosed 
were necessary. He would theridbre move tlie substitution, in linos 1 and 2 of 
section 3, of the words “ such date as the Lii'utc'uant-Govemor may appoint 
and notify in the Calcutta Gazette^' for the words “the Jilst Jidy next after the 
passing of this Act.” 

Mr. CoLViTN said, it was incumbent on him to ojiposo this amendment. I’he 
amcndun'iit aiqieared to him to strike at an essential principle of the Bill, 
that within tlu^ shortest reasonable time existing jute warehouses should bo 
brought within tin? oja'ratiott of this A<;t. The im^asure had been introduced 
to the Council as a somcAvhat urgent one, as dealing with a (|uestion which 
denuindod early and ju-ompt h'gislation. It appi'ared to him most necessary 
tliat some earh’ date should bo fixed for the comnumcenient of the Act, and in 
fixing the 31st July he considered that the earliest ruther than the lat^t 
desirable date hud lieen fixi'd. Any one ac(|iiainted with the jute trade would 
agree with him that no more reasonable or mori' practicable date coidd^-bo 
fixed than the end of tin* annual jute season ; and it would be more con- 
v(*nicnt to the owners of jute warehousi's that the Act should .take efieet from 
that date, lie wmuld venture to say that the prai.-tical result of the amendment 
which had been jiroposed Would be to defer the conunoncoment of the operation 
of the Act to another jute season, lie was sure that the hon’ble member 
himself did not intend that his aim'hdmeiit should have that effect. .Although 
Mr. Colvin was not willing that the operation of the Act should be procijiitated, 
he thought that the 31st July next was not too early a date to fix for the 
commencement of the Act, and he did certainly objeiit to its being put off 
to an indefinite date. The hon’ble nnunber had based his objection to the date 
fixed fill’ the (Munmenceinent of the Act on the ground that t)ie work of inspec- 
tion could not bo ^iroperly done within the time allowotl; but Mr. Colvin 
trusted that the Council would sujiport the decision of the Select Committee 
by adhering to the date fixed by them. 

The motion was then jmt and negatived. 

Baboo ItmuMBiOi Mittkk moved that in line 8‘of section 4 the words “per- 
son using the same” be substituted for the words “ owner or occupier thereof.” 
lie said the CWncil would f»bseiw(T that the jM'iiidty on default being made in 
taking- out a license was enforceable only against tluj occupiior or person using 
tlie w'iirehouse ; ho did not therefore see the lu'cessity of recpiiring the owner 
of the premises to take out a license when his non-compliance with the 
rcipiisition ci»uld not be ('iiforcod by a penalty; he would make the occupier or 
person using the premises only liable to take out a license. , 

Mr. Dai&pier said that jierhaps the hon’blc meui]>or did not observe that 
the jirovision to which he reforred w'as jicnnissive: the section said that no 
warehouses should be used for tlie storage of jute or cotton unless the owner 
«/• oceujiier took out a license. It did not impose any liability on the owner, but 
simply enabled the owner of the premises to take out a license instead of tho 
<>ccu]ner, if he did not do so. 

. The PuEsim'.NT observed that the license must be taken out by either- tho 
owner or occupier : he thought tha hon’blo member’s oxiilanation satisfied tho 
objection raised by tho hon’blo mover of tho amendment. 

’’ The motion was then put and negatived. 
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Babo* Digumber Mitter moved the iasertion, after “ thereof” in line 17 of 
section 6, of the following words : — 

“ In case the said person is unwilling to comply with the snid restrictions and conditions, ho 
may serve a notice upon the owner, with a copy of the certificate annexed thereto, calling upon him to 
comply with the terms thereof; and in case the owner dcclinos of tails to carry out the same within 
a reasonable time, the lease of the jute warehouse (provided that the terms thereof shew that the said 
warehouse was leased expressly for the storage of jute or cotton) shall thereupop stand cancelled.” 

saiJt this was simply an .attempt at a solution of the eomplntations tliat 
would necessarily arise in the relations of landlord and tenant on the passing 
of this Act. Ho was, however, very far from being sati.sfied thfitthe amendment , 
ho proposed would meet the whole didieulty, but it would go to some extent 
towards it, and he left it entirel}' to the Council to dix'ido the matter. 

Mb. ]?eknaki) said, Ikj thought thi.s amendment was an oxticiiidil^’ iinpoi-tant 
one, and he agreed with the jion’ble IVesidcait that if the jirinciple of the 
amendment wei’o acccjrtod by tlu; Council it would be ])ossihlo to jmt the 
amendment in a betfer form of words than tluit in which it now stood, f'or his 
own jiart he thought that a cl.ause of this scoj)e would umiecossarily commit 
th» Legislature to interference with existing agreements of this jiarlieular kind. 
As the amendment stood, it would only aft'ect those leases which Ijy their t(?rms 
e.cpre.ssly showed that the lc<ase was granted for a jute warehouse. He was ifot 
sure (lior, he beli(‘ved, was the hon’bh' mcmln'r,) wlu^thcr .sucli .a clause existial 
in many leases; it jwobahly did not exi.st in many leases; hut until inquiry 
W’^as made, neither the hon’hle imanber nor the ('imiicil (^oiihl say. If such 
a clause did not exist in the biases, then the (danse would .simply become 
inop''vative ;*’but if it did, tJion this .annaidnumt would alter the conditions of all 
existing leases, and it would throw the burden of putting jute warehouses into 
oi’der on the oxvnei , and take it away entindy from the o(:(aipi(’r. Mr. Bernard 
should be A'cry glad il' the Bresidcait would s('e lit to give (ho Council tlio 
benefit of his ad vi(ic on the legal ([uestion; and if the principle of the amend- 
ment which thP hon’ble mem))er ju'oposcd was accepted by the (kunndl. Mr. 
Bernard thought the Bill ought not to be linally ])ass(>(l that day with an 
imj)ortant amcnidment of this kind. The considc'rution of the Bill would have 
to 1)0 postponed, so that the amendment anight l)c carefully e()nsi(lor('d and 
ike people inbircsted in it might Lave an u])portuuity of expr(\s.siug their 
epimon ujion it. • 

The Pkehidekt said that this was a verj’^ impoidant amendment, and as it 
affected the rights of proiiorty to a great extent. In' thought it should not ho 
disposed t)f in a hasty way. The notice of amendment had onl}’ reached him 
that morning, andhelui^not had sufficient time to consider the matter carefully ; 
but the question of p '.nci|)le being now before the Council, he thought it Avould 
be fair to consider it. He btslio'ed there were very few iiistanecs in which it 
was expressed in the lease that the hou.st' and ])remi.ses should only be used for 
the storing of jute ; but l»e^uu(l('r.stood there wore man}' leases in Avhich there 
was the mutual understanding botwc'on the |)ai'ti('s that tin* ju’cmisos wore to ho 
u.sod for a jute scxow-lnmsc. He did not wish to give an od’-hand o])inion ujion 
the subject, but ho thought that in the case' of a h'ase in which it was 
expressly agreed Jtliat tlu; premises should be used only as a jute waiTihouse, 
and a superx'ening law came in to the cllbct that it should not he so used in 
its existing state, whereby it becauu' iuqio.ssllde for tln^ tenant to get (ho Ixaieht 
of his lease, the contract would l)e held to he dis.solv('d, inasmuch as a In'iielicial 
enjoyment would be rendered im])Os.sibl«* by the act of tlic hnv. Ihit there were 
many other cases in which, without any such express v.'oids in the h'ase, or 
words necessarily leading to that coindusion, it might be ■well understood that the 
object of the party taking tlie lease was for tho piirpr)se of a jute waindioiuse : 
the parties in fact did not contemj)late a now law requiring otluii* conditions, 
involving an increase of expense in ])ntting (ho ])remi.s(.'.s into a condition which 
theofisting law didrnoi rc'quire. Therefore, if tho tenant was jirohibited from 
carrying out the purposes for n Inch lie took tin) lease, the President thought it 
wr .8 only just that ho should in some way be jn-oteetod. On the olher hand, as 
.this Act stood, the landlord might hold the tenant to his h’ase, notwithstanding 
that he ndght not be able to curry oii the purjjoses for which he took tlio,.,,^ 
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I jremises and the Act jfnade no provision that it should be obligatory on the 
andlord to permit the alterations requisite to qualify the premises for a license. 
Under these circumstances it did seem fair that some arrangement should be 
made to adjust these dilfereijces. Tlio question was, how was that to he done. 
The principle, lie thought, of a law which interfered and imported j (articular 
conditions in order to carry on trade, should be that the landlord she add pay the 
expenses of the aftcrations, and that he should bo entitled to somo.ij/!torost upon 
the money whicli ho was compelled to lay out; and also that it should bo 
oldigatory on the landlord, in ca8<?s where the premises were in reality let for 
‘ th(( puiqioso of a jute warehouse, either to make or allow the tenant to make tho 
ne<*.es8ary alterations, in the premises which were required by the law to put 
them in a proper state for the carrying on of tho business. Tho result would he 
that the hm'dhn'd would ho (ionipelled to allow the alterations to he made at his 
exjienso, and that tho tenant should pay something by way of interest for 
tliat e.\j)enditare. 

Mn, Dampier said that he thought sufficient time should be given for 
the consideration of such a clause, and that the Council should not be called 
upon to decide^ the matter at once. 

Mr. Hernaki) said he thought that it w'ould be well to take the sense of tho 
Council whether they wisln I to make an amendment of this kind at all ; if it 
should bo carried in the affirouitive, it would he on. the understanding that 
the liill should not b(J passed that day, and that the wording of tho section should 
be well considen'd and laid before the Council as early as possible. 

Mr. IIayley said that tin; alternative of rejecting th(> amendment merely 
involved leaving the difficulty to be dealt witli by tho Courts under existing 
jtt-inciides of law inst(;ad of introducing a new indjunple ; and if ho had under- 
st<(((d the hon’ble President rightly, and it w'as the case that very few leases 
did contain a special clause show’ing that the warehouse ■was leased cxj)ressly 
for tho storage of jute or cotton, then the amendment would . be very rarely 
operative, and the practical result Avould be precisely the same, and would leave 
the whole qucstion'for decision .under the law as it stood, lie was not sure that 
it 'would bo Avorth while to introduce a questionable interference with existing 
rules of law m(»roly for this obje(!t. * In the case c(f the destruedion of a juto 
warehouse by lire, the tenant would bear the loss f)f the rtmiainder of Ins lease, 
and' the owner -w'ould suffer the loss oct^asioned by tlu' fire, lie thought this 
w'as an equitable i)rinciplo. He thought therefore that there was some danger 
in the Council laying down a general principle of law w hich was to deal wdth 
least's of different p<?rlods of duration, some of which Avere said to bo for 
fourteen years : Avhile the great majority of these leases ■^cro, ho believed, for 
short terms, mainly from year to your; and in respect to these small leases tlie 
primnplo would be nugatory if not injurious. If wo allowed a notice of six 
months to be given to the landlord, by that time most of tho leases would be 
at an end ; and 'in the case of very long leases, the ppnciplo of ultimate private 
adjustment Avould ludd good whether tho loss, in the first instance, fell ])artly 
Uj)on the oAviu'r and ])urtly ui)on the oc(;uj)ier, or wholly on the occupier, (jr 
wholly on^ the ow'uer: but the principle’ Avould operate very differently in the 
case of long and of short leases. On the whole ho thought it would bo well 
to leave tho matter as it stood ; if there was any legal difficulty, one or two 
cases Avould settle it. 

Mif. Dampieu said that if this question was to bo put to tho vote, it was 
necessary to .draAV the attention of the Council to a jioint us to wliich tlie 
remarks of the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill seemed to him (Mr. Dampier) 
to bo not quite accui-ate. Tho hon’ble member had said, that the effect or the 
amendment as it now' stood Avouldbe to throw the wdiole cost and responsibility 
on the owner, instead of on tho oceujner, but it ajipcared to Mr. Dampier that 
there W'as a self-adjusting limit, wdiich ho thought W'Ould work somewhat in 
this Avay. If the lease was for a short term the occujuer Would not make the 
alterations himself; he would call on the owner to do so. It would 1^ at the 
option of'the'oAvner to make them dr not. lie might say to the occupier, “ If 
you do not choose to immr the ((xjienso, throw up your lease.” But on the . 
other hand if the lease was one of those fourteen years’ leases, ‘which had been 
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referred to, and if the owner thought that it would he worth the occupier’s 
while to incur the expense, the owner would refiise to make the alterations 
and leave the expense to bo borne by the occupier. Ho thought the matter 
would adjust itself by the circumstances of each particular case. 

Me. liouiNSON said that he was inclined to think that the, best course would 
be to oou|0^ this Bill to the simple object of securing the safety of the town 
from fire. As far as his experience went, he did not think that the difficulty of 
the landlord and tenant adjusting these matters between themselves would be 
very OTeat. From the nature of leases, in Calcutta he did not think tlfat thoso* 
difficulties were worth much attention, and he could not foresee the slightest 
inconveuieneo in leaving the landlord and tenant to arrange between thonisclve.s 
how they wore fairly to meet the jirovisions of the law, lie believed any ati enipt 
to do so would only load to confusion and difficulty ; whereas, if the parties were 
left alone, no such difficulties would arise. 

Mu. SCHALCH said, if it wore competent to him to move an amendment, ho 
woffid suggest that the section should stand over for consideration till the 
next meeting of the Council. Those who were in favor of such* an amendment 
could vote for it, and if the amendment were carried, a so(;tion might be so 
])repared in the interval before the next meeting of the Council as to meet 
the opinion and view^ which had been expressed by the Presidenl. Such a 
course would bring the question before the Council in a more coiujdete shape, 
and the matter could then bo fairly di8cu.ssed and decided. 

The Pkesident said he thought, the best course would be to take the votes 
on the substantive motion* first: if that motion was* affinned, the question could 
thcii be postponed for further consideration at the next meeting of the Council.

. The motion was therefore negatived. 

On the motion of Mr. Bernard two verbal amendments were made in 
section 6. 

Mr. Bebnabd jnowed the insertion, after the the word “ suspend” in line 
9 of section 9, of tne words “ for such time as they shall think fit.” He 
said that by- this section the Justices had the power to suspend any 
licenses, but the section did not say for what period tlie suspension should 
continue. It seemed rigiij; that if the Justices had the power to suspend a license, 
they should also have power to determine for what jicriod the susjiension should 
take effect. • 

The motion was agrped to. • • « 

In section 13, Mr. Bernard moved the insertion of the words “ or cancelled” 
after the word “ refused” in lino fl ; and of tho words “ or during the time for 
which such license shall have been suspended” after the word “thereof’ in the 
same lino. Ho said these amendments wore introduced to give effect to 
section 9. As section 13 stood, a penalty was imposed for using a jute ware- 
house after the refusal to grant a license. But if the Justices had power (as 
they would have under section 9) to cancel a liceuse.which they had granted, or 
to suspend it for a certain time, it seemed necessary that some penalty should be 
imposedibr a breach of the order cancelling or suspending the license. These 
wOr^lUMnjl^herefpre proposed to be inserted with that view. 

T^lmotious were severally agi’eed to. 

On the motion of Mr. Bernard a verbal amendment was made in section 1^4. 

liHi. Bernard moved the iiftroduction, at the end of clause (3) of scetjon 

rf'thc words “not being members of the Caloulta and Suburban Poliftp. 
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Force.” He said that the object of the amendment was this. As the section 
stood the Justices at a special meetin^f had the power to frame bye-laws, amongst 
other things, for the training, discipline, and ^ood conduct^ of the members 
of the fire-brigade. It had been pointed out that if the fire-bri^de was to be 
worked cheaply, ^nd the town was not to be heavily burdened for its support, then 
it would naturally happen that the European and Native members ^j^he .Calcutta 
Police should be the persons appointed to work it. As the Council were aware, 
the Police force of Calcutta was not managed directly*by the Justices, but by 
the Cohmiissioner of Police under the local Government, and the Commissioner 
of Police woijd take care to see that the officers of police appointed to the 
Hro-brigade. attended to their own police duties. If that were to be done, it would 
bo necessary to make many members of the police force also members 
of the fire-brigade. For instance, the Chief Officer might be an officer of the 
police ; if he were not a police officer, it would be necessary that he should 
be well paid for the responsible position he would hold, and the large powers 
he was authorized to exercise under section 17. He would naturally be idle 
the greater part of the year, for fires were not now of frequent occurrerfee in 
Calcutta, and in certain seasons he would have no duties at all to perform. The 
time of a highly paid man would therefore hardly be fiilly occupied. While if the 
Chief Officer was a police officer, and if the justnjes passed these bye-laws for the 
training and disciplme of the brigade, he would have to serve two masters, -and 
would thus be placed in a difficult position. It seemed better, therefore, that 
the members of the Calcutta Police force, who should also be members oif the 
fire-brigade, should not bo subject to the bye-laws of the Justices. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Beiinaud moved the omission fi‘om section 18 of all the words after the 
word “ magistrate” in line 6, and the substitution for them of the words 
“ having jurisdiction in the place in which such fire shall. have occurred, 
and the said magistrate, in any case where he may see fit, shall summon 
_witneaso8 and take evidence in order to the further ascertainment of such 
facts”. Ho said that the words which he profiosod to omit wore inserted 
at the last meeting of the Council, with the object of taking thg conduct 
of. the investigation as to the cause of a fire, from the hands of the exe- 
cutive and imposing that duty on a judicial officer. As the section stood 
it was not quite clear whetnor the obligation to make enquiries of this kind 
lay on the mamstrate, in every case of fire. As everybody must know sonie 
fires were small and unimportant ; others were extensive, ana regarding which 
very careful enquiries were necessary. It seemed to Mr. Bernard unnecessary 
to burden the magistrate with the duty of making enquiries in every case of 
fire. The amendment therefore provided for the Chief Officer of the? fire- 
brigade making onquiriea in every case, and he would report to the 
magistrate, who in cases of doubt or difficulty .Would then, if he thought 
fit, niake an enquiry. Another object of the amendment was to correct an 
inaccuracy of expression in the section as it now stood. “As it now read, 
the repoi-t was to be made to “the Magistrate pf Police of the town or 
division of the town in which the fire shall have occurred;” but as the 
Council knew the Act would imply to the suburbs as well as to ' Calcutta, 
and the amendment which Mr. Bernard proposed provided that the report of 
the Chief Ofiicer should be made to the magistrate having jurisdiction in the 
place in which the fire should have occurred. ' 

The motion was agreed to. 

Mb. Bebnard said that as the Council had come to a decision adverse to 
the only important amendment of principle which had been proposed, and as 
the amendments which had been agreed to did not make any .aubstantivo 
alteration in the provisions of the Bill, he would now move tl %She Bill, as 
amended, be passed. 

" The motion was agreed to, and the Bill was passed. 

The Council wastiien adjourned to a day of which notice would be given.

The chowkeedars themselves seenu'd to he smarter than I had usually 
noticed them, and to be, as far as they were eon(!(irned, quite satisfied. Every 
one that I asked said ho received his pay reguliirly now. 

8. I think the experiment has l)een a sueciess in Rajshahye, and that as 
soon as the Government uetermines <)n its gt'ucral introduction, it may unobjec- 
tionably bo introduced into all the distrhiis oi this division.

1 HAVE the honor to submit, for the consideration and orders of His Honor the Lieutenant- 

Governor, the following points relating to the present port rcirulations which, under Act XXII 
of 1855, .permits a vessel to retain on board, within the limits of the port, any quantity of 
powder or combustible ammunition not in excess of 50 lbs. • 

2 The recent inquiry into the circumstances attending the burning* of the ship Lady 
Melville elicited the fact that in close proximity to the fire, the ves8i:ri hud tiio prescribed 
quantity of 50U)s. of powder stored. Had the fire reached this powder during the time wdien 
attempts were being made to get theLfire under, the after-part of the ship would havt^ been 
blown to pieces, and the loss of life would have been (carfiil. 

3. The Commissioners would therefore submit to Government that the existing laws 
should be amended, and they would propose that immediate steps be taken witli a view — 

I. 'io limit the quantity of [)owder to be retained on board a vessel in port to a quantity 
noti^cxceeding 5 llis. 

II, To empower the Commissioners, if they see fit, to prohibit vessels from bringing any 
powder into port, 

4. The objection which would be raised by ship-owners and agents would be based on the 
ground of the detention of the vessel at Moyaporc ; and to meet tliis, the Commissioners propose 
to provide,* out of the revenues of the port and witlnnit charge to ilie vessel, a pi«»perly 
constructed powder boat, to be constantly lying ofT the magazine, ready to take powder from or 
to vessels passing up and down the river. 

5. The Ceuttbfm^^i oners believe that the question is one, of great importance, and tliat 
safety life and property may b*e ensured without inconvenience to the carrying trade ot‘ the 
port. 

6. Detailed estimate and plans for the construction and working of the boat will he 
submilt(id, should His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor be pleased to entertain the proposition, 
and, ill anticipation of His Honoris sanction, provision will be made in the budget of 1872-73 
lor carrying out the scheme. 

7. The C<»mmissioncrs would take this opjiortunity to invite the attention of Government 
to the advisability of taking Advantage of any amcudinent of the existing law, such as would 
be necessary to give cilect to their vi<‘ws in this matter of tlie powder, to provide definitely for tlie 
payment of salvage in cases like the Lady Mclville.^^ The opinion of the Advocate- General 
lias 4iMllf*wBked for on a point at present open to doubt, and a furthervcoaiinuiiiciition oa tiao 
subject will be sent hereafter.

I IIA.VE the honor to submit the following for the consideration of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, and to olfer suggestions thereon. 

a. On the 27th August last, the crew of an up-country boat landed in the Nuddea 
district and attacked the village of Ghasooreah Dungah. On the alarm being given, thef 
villagers, led by •oiii' Sudderooddeen, the brother of Koodrut Sheikh, the plaintiff, turned 
#)ut and defeated the dacoits, capturing two, and wounding two or three mo^e, who, however, 
succeeded in cfieciing their escape. 

Ji. In the Government resolution of the d?th September 1871, on my annual report 
for 1870, it is remaiked in paragraph 43 ^Hhat His Honor hopes that in cases in which 

villagers specially distinguish themselves, report may be made 
with a view to obtaining for them a special reward f* and 
eotisidcriug as 1 do that the villagers did, on this occasion, 
especially distinguish themselves, for they, Bengalee villagers, 
attacked a band composed of notoriously bold men, viz, Saron 
Ahoors, captured two of tliem, and drove off the others to their 
b<uit, 1 bog to recommend that Sudderooddeen, the leader of the 
villagers, be granted a complimentary purwanah, and a reward 
of lls. 50, or their ecjui valent in a sworB or gun, and that 
the villagers, as per margin, be granted a money-reward of 
Rs. 10 each, and a purwanah. 

4. It would increase the effect if the grant of these rewards were published in the 
and their bfc,‘'towal made the subject of some show at the head-quarters of the district.

PORT IMPROVEMENT ACT (AMENDMENT) Blj^. 

Ma. Bbrnard presented the Report of the Select Ooninittoe on the Bill to 
amwid the Port Improvement Act. Before explaining' the alterations made by 
the Committee, he reminded the Council that tlio Bill hud been introduced in 
Oirder. tp grant to the Port Commissioners the same indemnity against the acts of 
their river' empfoyds as the Govenmxent had enjoyed under the old law The 
ptfineiple of Bui had been supported by tly) Ohamher of Commerce, on the 
groi^ diet if such indemnity wore refused, the Commissioners would have to 
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ensure liheniselvcs agAinst occasional losses by maintaining high rates of port 
dues. The Council held that it would be better for the trade of the port that 
the indemnity shoilld be granted to the Port Commissioners ; and the Bill was 
referred to the Select Committee. The Hon’ble President, at the first reading, 
observed that it would be well that any other amendments required-in the Port 
Improvement Act should be brought forward sit the same time, so that, if possi- 
ble, the Council might bo insured against frequent tinkering of an enactment of 
this kind. The necessity for exhausting any proposals for amendments would, 
Mr. Bernard hoped, bo considered by the Council sufficient excuse for the delay 
which hud taken place in presenting the Select Conimittoe’s lleport. The 
Select Committ(?e had adopted the system of granting indemnity to the Port Com- 
missioners neiu’ly as it was introduced into tlie Council.- The' only real altera- 
tion was the insertion of the word “heretofore,” so as to extend the indemnity 
to the year or eightnen months, during whidt the I’ort Commissioners had 
already, with so much advantage to the trade of Calcutta, managed the port 
affairs. 

The Select Committee proposed new Sections 2, 3, and 4, with the view of 
enabling the Port Commissioners, in their (iujiacity of Port Conservators, to 
remove wrecks in case the owners of wrecked vessels declined to move in the 
matter. These sections also enabled the Commissioners to realize the cost of 
such removal, plus a small margin, fi-om any property they might recover. 
The margin was granted in order to cover the loss in cases whore no property 
was recovered, for the proposed sections designedly did not give the Commis- 
sioners any power to cover the expenses of their work from owners or consignees. 
The work of removing wrecks must be undertaken for the good of the port, — the 
law made it very difficult to recoA'cr anything from owners who usually lived 
on another continent, and it was thought to bo simplest to giv'o the Commis- 
sioners power to reimburse themselves for their expimses only in cases where 
they recovered property. The seidions intentionally did not provide for the Com- 
missioners claiming salvage on juojicrty they might ri'cover ; the object was to 
make the port as popular and as clu'ap as possible. I'hcre wcri’ sonui drawbacks 
to a swift stream like the llooghly, in which cyclones and storm waves 
occasionally occurred; and the Commis.sioner.s did not wish to add to llie-se draw- 
backs by claiming salvage on the rich cargoc.s Avhich it might be their good 
fortune to recover from total d('.stru(!lion. It might not bo out of plaise to show 
how the jiroposed siicfions would work in a case like that of the Lmhj MeldUc 
which, as some of the Council would recollect, was burnt and sunk at her 
moorings. Her owners declined to have anything to do with her, and her 
■wreck prevented the use of two or more good niooring.s. The Commissioners 
got the vessel up, And removed her to the o])])osite bank, and recovered from 
the wreck her g<jods, Avhich sold for several thou.sands of rujiees. In srfch a 
case the CJoinmissioncrs would, undi.'r the projiosed sections, claim only their 
expenses, jdus 20 jan’ cent. They would claim no salvqge. If they recovered 
no property, they would claim nothing. 

Section fj, ns proposed by the Committee, reduced the maximum allowance 
of gunpowder to be kept on board of vessels in the jiort from •'iOIbs. to 6 • lbs. 
A case had recently come to light in which a vessel' with flOlbs. of powder 
stored on board her had caught fire. The flames were hajipily got under be- 
fore they had reached the powder. If this amount of powder had blown up 
in a crowded part of the river, the consequences might have been scriouS. Mer- 
chant vcssi'ls did not require a large store of powder on board in the port of 
Calcutta. The Commissioners hoped to arrange for taking all surplus stocks of 
powder off vessels oiqxisite the ]Moya]i)ore Magazine without any cost to ship- 
pers, so that this restriction, though apparently irksome, would not cause any 
extra expense. 

The 6th Section obliged the police to give information to the Port Com- 
nyssioners , of breaelscs of port I’ules. Under recent arrangements, the Com- 
missioners paid three (juarters of Ihe cost of river police in the port, and it 
seemed perfectly, fair that the police should do this work for the Commissioners, 
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, Mr. Bernard added that the amended Bill would* with the permission 
of the President, be published in the Gazette, and the Council could, if it so 
pleased, proceed to the settlement of the clause of the Bill at the next meeting. 

The President directed the report of the Committee and the amended Bill 
to be published in the Gazette. 

CHARITABLE ENDOWMENTS' BILL. 

Mr*. Bernard moved for leave to bring in a Bill for the duo appropriation 
of certain educational find elxaritablo endowments. It had recently been 
brought to the notice of the Bengal Goveminont that charitable peo])lo — ^Natives 
and Europeans — ^liad left or had given endowments to various hospitals, charities, 
and schools, in Bengal ; that in some cases trustees were named b v the donors, 
in other cases no trustees were named ; provision was rartflymadr^f )r succession 
to vacant trusteeships, and it happened that in some cases there had been no 
one ve ted with the power or ros]wnsibility to see that the proctjcds of such 
donations or endowments were fully or wisely utilized. Mr. Bernard read 
extracts fi'om a report by a committee upon this subject. The committee had 
remarked that — 

“ Three of l.ho most considerable of these endowincnts had each three years’ income lyinar in the 
treasury to their credit. It does not appear that these hiilanet s have h(>en«aeeumulated for any 
particular ohj**ot; and even if they have been so purposely allowed to aecnmulate, the balances ou;;:ht 
to have been invested in Government paper from time to time, instead of lying idle in the treasury.” 

Tho Committee suggested — 

“That all educational or charitable endowments for which the donors may not nominate trustees, 
or for which there may not be any surviving trustees, be vested in the Standing Endowment Trustees 
of the liistriet (or of the divisioif) • 

And they added that — 

** would be the bn.sinoFs of these trustees to see that the trust money was properly invested ; 
to see li'.at its annual yield was d<*vot('d to tlu* object for which it was given or bequeathed, or to some 
kindred object ; and to see that any surplus income was from time to time invested. Where the 
instruetioris of tin; donor, or tho (uah rs of Governinent, might have delegated the manairement of the 
yearly ineomo ‘»f an cudowuuMit to any person or bod}*, then the * standing trustees’ would not 
interfere until the manaL'a'rs died out or h*(t.” 

Tt had hocTi lirld tliat tlioso sn<r^osti(>ns, which seomt'd rcasoiinblo cnoiifrJi^ 
coubl not h(M^niTl(‘d ij.to ('licet witli<nit snnctlon. Tlio niath'r had 

been referred to by th(^ ITon’hlo Pi(‘sidont in his opcniing;- address at tlio bep^in- 
iiiiig* of tlie scshi()n, an(l Mr. liernanl laid been instructed to hriiif^ forward a 
slun’t nill to ellef^t to tlio siio'frc'stions lie liad just read to tJio Council. 

Mr. l5(U‘niii‘d suhr matted that it would bo satisfactory to future donors and 
endowers to know that trustees ( xlsted wlio would he hound by the law to see 
tluit their beejuests* v. vo made the most of. 'Tlie Hill Avould not, it was pro- 
poseck cmbiMce r(dij>ious endoAAunents or Ix^quosts, Ix'cause Act XX of 18(311 of 
the Viceroy’s Ooiineil alrijady sullicii'iitly ])rovided for sindi endowments ; and 
Section 14 of that Act enabled a person iiittu’osted to proceed a«;ainst any 
trustee (*r manager Avh?> nifght negh'.ct or abuse any religious endowment 
under his care.^ 

The motion was agrei'd to, and tho President directed the Rill to be pub- 
lished in tho Gazette. • • 

The Council was then adjourned to Saturday, the 9th instant.

EMBANKMENTS AND WATER-COURSES. 

• Mu. Behnard moved that the Bill to amend the law relating to embank- 
ments and water-courses be again referred to a.select committee wjth instructions 
to report in one month. He reminded th<| Council that this Bill, which afiTocted 
very closely the welfare of tho inhabitants of large tracts in Lower Bengal, 
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had been introduced into the Council so far back as December 1870. When 
first introduced its object was to enable persons charge4 with the maintenance of 
embankments to act more promptly in cases of emergency, to provide for improv- * 
ing drainage channels connected with embankments, and also to arrange for a 
more just and fair apportionment of the cost of such undertakings. At the first 
reading of the Bill on the 7th of January 1871, the hon’ble member then in 
charge (Mr. Schalch) explained its scope, and an hon’blc member opposite (Baboo 
DegumDor Mitter) expressed his approval of its principle and his concurence 
in the ar^^ments of the hon’ble mover. The Bill was for several months under 
the consideration of a select committee, who obtained opinions thereon from 
different parts of Bengal ; finally, the select committee submitted their report 
in August last, and that report had boon presented to the Council. One notable 
change which that committee introduced, was tliat the whole cost of existing 
works to be brought under the Bill should be paid for by the parties whose 
lands might be protected or benefited, though it was provided at tlio same time 
that, if Government received any extra revenue or payments for keeping up any 
embankments, such revenue should be remitted. The committee made certain 
other changes to which Mr. B(!mard did not refer in detail. The committee’s 
report on the amended Bill was republished during the recess, and before the 
opening of the present session of the Council more than one representation 
had been received regarding the Bill. One specially valuable representation 
was received from the British Indian Association to the effect that in some parts 
of the country Government had, according to ancient customs or under special 
agreements, maintained embankments at the public expense ; and that there would 
be . much hardship in now throwing these charges on the zemindars. With 
reference to this and to other representations, the Hon’ble President on the first 
day of this session, when reviewing the business to be laid before the (^louncil, 
had explained to the Council the policy of Government in tlm matter, and the 
hon’ble member on the right (Mr. Schalch) in charge of the Bill had also stated 
what would be done to carry out that policy. The remarks to which he 
^Mr. Bernard) alluded had been so recently made that he would not trouble 
the Council by reading them bn that occasion : they would b(j found in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Council for the 5tli December last. Their purport was that 
Government in no way desired to throw upon persons protected the cost of any 
works which Government itself was bound to maintain, and an assurance wa.s 
given that the Member in charge of the Bill would “ look into the subjetrt and 
see what embankments Government was in justice bound to maintain, or 
what embankments Government had been obliged to take up owing to 
those who were properly liable not fulfilling their liabilities.” The charge 
of the Bill had been made over to Mr. Bernard, who after making himself, 
as far as possible, acquainted with embankment affairs with the approval 
or rather at the instance of the hon’ble member (Mr. Schalch y on las 
right, proposed that the Bill should again be referred to a select committee. 
He found that, besides the main point regarding the. liability for the cost of 
embankment works, there were certain other refm’ences on points of detail which 
needed calm discussion and careful settlement. At the same time the Council 
might perhaps desire to know the result of enquiries made into the history 
of different embankments, and the view taken of the liabilities of Government. 

So far as the official literature of the subject went, it seemed that the expenditure 
of Government on embankments for the protection of cultivated lands m Lower 
Bengal had ‘increased enormously of late years. Government now spent#on 
embankments more than double what it spent twelve years ago, and it did not do 
any thing like all that the circumstances required. This gradual, but great in- 
crease was duo mainly to the general rise in the price of labor and produce, and it 
was partly due to the increased wants which arose everywhere as knowledge in- 
creased. For the current year 1871-72 Government was spending on embankment 
works and repairs exclusive of embankments, costing Jls. 53,000 a year, and 
paid for by zemindars) nearly 4^ lacs of rupees. This expenditure was over and 
above ^e outlay on the great Orissa embankments. The present Bill did not 
concern them. The total length’ of the Government embankments was 
about 1,800 miles ; while the length of the embankments maintained by • 
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Grovemment, but paid for by zemindfurs, was 430 miles. All the .embankments 
in Behar were paid for by the zemindars according to customs or according to 
special agreements which varied in difterent districts. It was now proposed to 
give the force of law to these customs and agreements, but at the same time 
to permit recourse to’ the new law in case of new works. In Moorshedabad 
the engagements of the zemindars given at the Decennial Settlement bound 
them to maintain embankments on their estates, but on some estates Grovemment 
at present maintained the embankments, while on others the zemindars did the 
>,work. There was much loss to everybody from the want of system and organiza- 
tion in the management? of the Moorshedabad embankments, and it was 
proposed that the Bill, as it now stood, should apply to this district. In the 
24-Pergunnah8 the charge of, and responsibility for, embankments was at the 
4 end of the last century, and at the beginning of this, handed ab«tut from one 
Government officer to another ; from the zemindars to Govemmont, and back 
again from Government to the zemindars. There was no agreement at the 
Decennial Settlement as to whether Government or the zemindars should under- 
take these ])articHlar embankments. For some four or five years, early in the 
present, century, nobody did the work at all ; and the district suffered im- 
mensely in <;on8equen(!e. Finally in 1838, tlie embankments were again 
undertaken by Government on a report from the Revenue Board “ that 
Government are bound either to keep up the 24-.Pergmmahs’ embankments in full 
repair, or failing that, to pay over to the zemitidars annually a sum of Rs. 16,786.” 
During the current year Government was spending on the embankments of <lie 
24-Pergunnahs’ Rs. 93,0()0, and it was thought that the provisions of this Bill 
might properly be applied to the 24-Pergunnah8, and the sum of Rs. 16,800 
remitted under section 4i. * * 

In the Midnaporo district the ease was very different. In the interior of 
the district the yearly cost of embankments on the Cossye was paid by the 
zemindars according to special agreements made with Government. The 
enibankments ne ir the mouths of rivers in Hidgellee and Tundook and the 
great sea-dyke of Hidgellee, were maintained by Government ; but all the cultivat- 
ed lands ol’ these tracts, much of which was temporarily settled, paid according 
to agreements made last century, and subsequently reiKJated, an embankment 
cess of 1^ anna per beegah. The Government in 1838 accepted its full 
liability for the maintenniutc of the embankments and larger drainage channels 
in Hiagelloc and Tumlook, and it was now propost^d that in the Midnapore 
district the existing arrangements should be upheld ; that the custom of the 
Cossye embankments. be respected, and that the Bill should operate in Mid- 
naporo only in respect of small drainage channels or other works which 
might hereafter beundeiitaken. On the estates which belonged to, or were ofF- 
shootz of the great Burdwan zomindaree, the Govennnent now kept up ^1 em- 
bankments ; and on these works it was spending during the present year about 
Rs. 87,000. The Maharajah of Burdwan paid, directly or indirectly, R8.60,000 
a year for the work thui^donc?. The arrangement under which Government 
began to repair these embankments, dated from 1809 or thereabouts, when the 
then Maliaraiah failed to maintain his embankments properly. It was now pro- 
posed that ^overiuiiont should continue to maintain these embankmpnts even 
though their maintenuncoVught at times cost something more than tlie annual 
payment. But it was considered that the parties interested might very reasonably 
be' culled upon under the Bill to pay for new masonry sluices, <lrainiig(! channels, 
and other improvements of a kind not contemplated when GoverniiTent took 
over the Burdwan embankments in 1809 and 1826. Mr. Bernard was glad to 
be able to mention that the account which he had given, and the pniposals 
which he had sketched, had been considered, and in general terms approved 
^by the Hon’ble Member (Mr. Schalch) before they were submitted to the 
^ Council, for he was sure that tlie Council would give more winght to the hon’ble 
member’s opinion than could be accordi'd to his i Mr. Bernard’s) own. 

Before he left the subject of embankments, he would only say one word on the 
general question which had been warmly discussed, on and oft, during the last fifty 
years in Bengali whether river embankments 'did any good or not. Skilful 
Engineers^ experienced collectors, and others, had given very discordant opinions 
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on this point ; but Mr. Bernard believed, be might say, that there -M^as no doubt 
whatever about the absolute necsessity for embankments on the sea-face of 
Miduapore or on tidal rivers. The reports of 1835 and 1837, sent in. by the 
officers of the 24-Porgunnah8, gave a most melancholy picture of what had 
happened in the 24-Porgunnah8 during tho years when embankments were left to 
themselves. The zemindars were ruined, ryots emigrated, Government revenue 
was perpetually in arrears, estates paying one lac of rupees had to be bought in 
by Governmontf, and estates which had fetched 2f lacs three years before, 
were sold by auction for Rs. 38,000. All or much of tnis deterioration was, 

f )ut down to the neglect of embankments. The inunense good which 
lad been done by the great seardyke at Hidgcllee was well known. The 
only hew embankments which were recently proposed, on any large scale, were 
those in Orissa and those on the Gunduck in Cliuinparun. Regarding the absolute 
need for embankments in Orissa, there seemed* never to have been two opinions, 
though there had bijon much discussion as to the cheapest and best way of 
giving the required protection. There was much to be said in favor of letting 
a broad and silt-ladcm river like the Ganges fertilize the country ; moreover 
it would be an enormous undertaking to embank this great river all through 
Bengal ; but the best opinions in Behar were in favor of embanking the Gunduck. 
Mr. Thomas Gibbon, th^ agent of the Bettiah estate, to whose opinion on matters 
of zemindaree management most natives and every Eurojjean in Behar would 
defer, had stated his conviction that the Bettiah estates would gain much in 
value if the Gunduck were properly embanked, and he held that great enlbank- 
ments of this kind could be successfully managed by Government and by Govern- 
ment only. If the present Bill should become law, it would, Mr. Bernard believed, 
contain ample safeguards*^ against Government officers undertaking unnecessary 
works of embankm(int or drainage. There was one other matter which would 
be laid before the select c(iramittoe, and that was a proposal to incorporate with 
this Bill provisions enabling the majority of persons interested to undertake at 
the expense of the lands affected (and, if necessary, carry out for themselves) 
improvements in tho local drainage. Tho Hon’ble President in his opening 
address this session dwelt on the necessity of some such legislation ; the 
hon’ble member opposite (Baboo Digumber Mittcr) had on more than one Occa- 
sion, and notably in the debabi of the 7th January 1871, urged the need of 
such local drainage improvements. The Bill, as it now stood, provided for 
drainage improvements in conne(5tion with embankments; but there was, it 
was feared, often very great need for, and very groat difficulty in effecting these 
drainage improvements. The epidemic fever committee,, of which the hon’ble 
gentleman opposite was a member, the skilled engineers and medical officers 
who were now examining into the phenomena of the jburdwan fever epidemic, 
all were agreed that in many places the local drainage required much im- 
provement, and that the want of such drainage might be, and probably was, 
one of the causes of the epidemic. With tho permission of the Council, 
tliere would be submitted to the select committee proposals for enabling the 
iieople to effect, or to have effected, improvements of this kind. Mr. Bernard 
nad explained the manner in which it was proposed to redeem tho pledge given 
by the President in regard to tho Embankment Bill, but at the same time he 
was quite aware that it was within tho discretion of the Committee to adopt these 
views or to modify them, and it would eventually be for the Council to consider 
how far they could be finally accepted. He would now move that the Bill to 
amend the law relating to embankments and water-courses be again referred to a 
select committee with instructions to report in one month. Tho old committee 
consisted of Messrs Schalcli, Thompson, and Robinson, Raja Joteendro Mohun 
Tagore and himself. • Ho now proposed that tho committee should consist of — 

Mr. Beaufort, Mr. Schalch, Mr. Damjner, Baboo Degumber Mitter, Rajah ; 
Joteendro Mohun Tagore, and himself. 

Ho was glad to be able to add that Mr. Schalch, whose knowledge of such 
matterrfwas so well known to the Council, had kindly agreed to take charge 
of tho Bill again, and conduct^it through the select committee. 
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TTtr Honob the President said that he had ojily a few words to say before 
putting the motion to the Council. The subject was one wliich hon’ble 
members were aware, was of very great difficulty and very great complication, 
and had up to the present time given him very ^eat anxiety. He was quite sure 
that he felt, and ho believed the members of the Council and the people of 
Bengal would feel, very greatly indebted to the hon’blo member in charge of 
the Bill (Mr. Bernard) for the thorough sifting of the historical questions which 
..he had undertaken so successfully, and the thorough way in which he had 
carried out that sifting. As they would sec wlicn th(5 result of his investiga- 
tions was laid before the' Council they would find that the facts hud been 
stated as clearly as it was possible to state them. Ills Honor trusted 
that the exposition of the principles upon which the Govcujiment* was 
disposed to act, which had been so completely and (;learly stated by the 
hon’ble members, would, upon cxaminatitui, be found acceptabh:! to the Com- 
mittee and the Council. 'I’ho hon’blo member had stated that which 
was the root of our present propo.sals, namely, that the Government proposed 
ftilly to accept the obligations which attached to it at the time of the 
permanent settlement ; and he had also said that wo ])ro})osed that any duties 
which had been since undertaken by the Government should bo examined 
in each particular case upon its own merits, that was to say where the 
Government had made a deliberate and binding bargain, we did not jjropose 
to rcQiide from tluit bargain, but adhere to it. On the other hand, where 
the Government had under stress of (urcumstamjes undertaken certain duties, 
because no one else would perform them — where the Government had merely 
intervened as the Father of the country in order to ]m)tect it from disasters 
owing to the failure of the obligations of others, the Government was not 
irrevocably bound by its action for all time. We should deal with each case 
upon its own niei’its, and consider whether the Government was bound by real 
obligalions, or whether the case should be brought under the general provisions 
of tlie BUI. 

Another feature of importance to which the 'hon’blo miunber had alluded 
was tliis, namely, that the obligations which were und<a’tak(m by the Govern- 
ment or by private parties were of this nature that they should maintain bunds, 
embankments, and works of a certain character. Modern scioicc had j)ro- 
gressed very much, sanitary science ha<l progressed a little; works of a 
chu»‘aeter unknown in those days, — works v. hi ch were described as sluices, drain- 
age channels, and irrigatum channels, might be with advantage, added to the 
embankments. We thought that the Council would acce])t it as equitable 
that where works of a totally new character w(ire added to the old 
works, the new w’orks *ilR)uld be the subject of se})arato and distinct provisions. 
His Ho>|pK did not suppose that the members of this Council or of the Committee 
would pledge themselves by their silence, to the propositions that were now 
put forwai’d; but ho trusted they would thuik that so far as a one-sided 
statement of the general principles enunciated went, they wtu'e not inequitable, 
and that the Council would b(5 prepared to give them a favorable consideration. 

The motion ^as agn^od to. 

CHAIHTABLE ENDOWMENTS. 

Mr. Bernard moved that the Bill to })rovide for the due appropriation of 
certain educational and charitable eiidowmients be read in Council. In doing 
so, ho said that when ho had the honor t.»- ask for leave to bring in this Bill he 
explained the object it was intended to meet, and lie would not trouble the 
Council in that respect again. Ho would now only remark briefly upon 
the provisions of the Bill. Section 1 j)r<.)vidcd for investing endowments of the 
kind mentioned in the Bill in trustees a])pointed by the Government, and the 
section provided most carefully that endowments for wdiicli trustees had been 
appointed, or for which tru.stces should exist, should not come under the provi- 
sions of tilt Act. it did not provide that trustees appointed thereunder should 
in any way interfere with existing endowments which were properly m;* yitained. 
Section 2 provided that for every district in whi^ph any endowments li.iving no 
trustees existed, tlie Lieutenant-Governor should nominate trustees in whom 
such endowments should vest, and that the chief executive officer of the district 
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should be one of the trusteed, so that the Government, who were interested in 
the good order of such endowments, should be properly represented amongst the 
trustees. At the end of the section it was provided that the trustees appointed 
under the Act should exercise the same powers as were conferred upon the 
trustees under tlie instrmnent of endowment, and where there was no instru- 
ment of endowment, that they should be subject to the orders of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. The Bill did not empower the trustees to devote the money provided 
for a charitable or educational purpose to any other purpose than that for^ 
which the money was left. Section 3 merely empovrored the trustees to appro- 
-•priat'e the income of the endowment to the objects of the donor. It also 
provided that the trustees, with the permission of the Lieutenant-Governor, might 
appropriate part of the ca 2 wtal sum of the endowment for any special object 
connected with the purposes (jf the endowment. Some such jnovision had been 
found necessary in the case of religious endowments, and the law relating to 
those endowments allowed the tniste(!s in certain cases in this way to expend the 
capital sum when necessary in furtherance of tht; objects of the endowments ; 
such for instance was the repair <jf buildings which were falling down, or the 
erection of new buildings, or in any way adding to the value of the jwoptirty. 
The remaining sections jn’ovided that any body interested in an endowment might 
sue the managers or trustees if they neglected their duty. This was a very 
similar provision to a clause in Act XX of 18()3 which enabhjd any body inter- 
ested in a religious endowment to sue the trustees <»'r managers in a court^f they 
abused their trust. At the same time an indcannity was given to the trustees 
appointed under the Act, to the effect that tlusy should not be liable to damages 
if th^ had acted hond fide for the benefit of the ci\dowment. 

The motion was agreed to, and the Bill was reforrc'd to a select committee, 
consisting of Moulvie Abdool Luteef, Baboo Digumber Mittor, Mr. Golvin, and 
the mover, with instructions to report in one month. 

CALCUTTA PORT IMPROVEMENT. 

On the motion of Mr. Bernard the Council ])rocoedod to the consideration 
of the report of the select committee on the Bill to amend the Calcutta Port 
Improvement Act, being Act V of 1870 passed by the Lieuhmani-Govemor of 
Btmgal in Council, in order to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill in the 
form recommended by the select committee. 

Sections 1 and 2 were agreed to. 

In section 3, on the motion of Mr. Schalch, the words “ with or without 
(!argo” were inserted after the word “ vessel” in lino 1 ; the word “ Commis- 
sioners” was substituted for the word “ Cons(;rvator” in linos 3, 11 and 15 ; and 
the words “ and whose decision shall be final” w'ere added to the section, 

In section 4, on the motion of Mr. Sch.'ilch, the words “ within one month 
from the date of recovery” in 11110.5 were omitted, and the words “may be 
detained by the Commissioners at the risk and expense of all parties interested 
therein” were inserted after the word “ nature’^ in line 9. 

In section 5, on the motion of IMr. Colvin, the words ‘‘.from such time as 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal shall notify in the Calcutta Gazette and ” 
wore inserted after the figures 1855” ; and the word “ thereafter” was substi- 
tuted for the word “ hereaft(;r” in line 6. 

Sections 6 and 7, and the preamble and title, were agreed to. 

His Honor the President said that he observed in the list of business 
a notice of motion that the Bill should bo passed. He might rom^k that 
under the rules for the conduct of business a Bill could not be passed on 
the same day when it was settled in Council, if any amendments had been 
introduced in it. lie thought, therefore, that the proper course would be to. 
postpone the 2 )assing of the Bill till the next meeting of the Council. 

Me. Schalch said that ho would ask the President to suspend the 
rules in order that the Bill might be passed ; as the amendments tWt had 
been made were not of such a nature as to render it necessary that the passing 
of the Bill should be postponed- It would perhaps be remembered that the Bill 
had been introduced as an urgent one, and as it had been before the public 
for some time, he did not see the necessity of further delay. 
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The President said that he would like to take the sense of the Counci 
before deciding upon this matter. 

Me. Dampibk said that the only reason that had been given for the suspen- 
sion of the rules was that the Bill had been for some time before the Council 
and the public : he did not think that that was a sufficient reason for Suspending 
the rules of the Council. There had been a good deal said of late about 
. suspending the rules unnecessarily, both in this Council and elsewhere, and 
he*thought it undesirable that such a course should be* adopted without a fiill 
explanation of the reasons which made such a course desirable, which perhaps 
his hon’ble friend \<rould give. , 

Me. Wyman said he thought that the suspension of the rules should only 
take place under some real necessity, and that it was a dangerous practice to 
discard .the safeguard provided by the ruh\s of the Council; and as the 
hon’ble member who apjtlied for the suspension of the rales had not shown 
sufficient reason to do so, he was certainly ojiposed to that comse being 
followed. 

His Honob the President said that as there did not seem to bo 
unanimily of opinion as to the i)ropricty of suspending the rules, ho thought 
that the Bill as settled by the Council should be 2 )ublishod in the ordinary way, 
and might be considered and passed at the next meeting of the Council. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 16th instant.

Balnfall, Weather and State and Prospects of the Crops.

PROVINCIAL FINANCES.' 

IBs Honor tttk President said that bidbrc adjourning the Council he 
would announce to the members to-day that he ])ro])osed, at the next meeting 
of the Council, to make the financial statcaiumt — tlu' statement which was 
prescribed by the resolution of the Governim^iit of India (iommonly known 
as the financial decentralization resolution, a statenumt of tlu5 kind being 
by that resolution a|)point('d to be made by each of the local Govern- 
ments in their respective Legislative Councils. On that occ.asioii he slioidd 
take the op})ortunity of explaining and revii'wing the mode in * which 
the trust committed to us, the mode in which the money committed to the 
administration of the Govermneiit of Btaigid by that rc^solution, had been 
administered in the yc'ar which was now exjnring ; and he would take the oppor- 
tunity to lay before the Council the mode in Avhich wc projiosed to meet'’ the 
financial requirements of the (msuing year, lie would also take occasion 
to explain his views rc'garding* our financial jiosition, and the reasons which had 
guided him in distributing the funds at liis disposal in the various departments 
of the State. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 23rJ instant. 


Preparations in Cuttack for receiving the late Viceroy. 


No. 925 A, dated Cuttaek, the 2Gth F»»hruarv 1872. 

From — T. E. JIavkn.shaw, Esq., Commissioner of the Orissa Division. 

To— The Si^cretary to the Government of Bengal, General Deparlment. 

1 HAVE the honor to report that in accordance with ofFieial and derni-oQicial instructions 
the following preparations had been made in Orissa in anticipation of His Excellency the late 
Viceroy^s visit. 

2. The annexed pro*:ramme and station order was issued, and every 
® ’ detail of arranj^ement had been carol’nlly attended to. 

3. Government officers, EurojKjan losideiits, rajahs and zemindars, as per statement 

Marked B •appended, bad been invited to attend durbar. Amonj^ the rajahs and 

‘ zemindars the utmost enthusiasm prevailed, and, with very few exceptions, 
every individual was, in obedience to the summons, presenli at Gultack. I should note that the 
list, as submitted, was not ])repared without reference to the exjj(‘t order of precedence. I intended 
to have revised it in eomrniiiiieaiio’n with His Honor the Licuienant-Goveriior, and with the 
Foreign Secretary to Governmcuit of India previous to the proposed durbar. 

4. In addition to the rajahs and zemindars 1 had, in aecordanee with the wishes of His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, secured the attendauee with their rajaiis of deputations from 
every indigenous tribe and race to be found in tin? hill traeis of Orissa. Tiiere was a large and 
a most intoresting gathering. 

5. I proceeded to False Point., and was there awaitinu: arrival of His Honor the Liei 
nant-Governor, when a steamer arrived, briinj;in^- C<»lonel liundall from the Andaman Isi 
with intelligence of His Exeeilemw tlie Vieeroy’s assassination. Understanding that 



steamer had been des]>atehcd din-et to (^aleult;i, 1 returned without a momenVs deli! 
Cuttack, and arrived on the inornin;;' ol‘ 14lh. TeJejjrapijio information had preceded me. 
town, thoujjh crowded wil h jieople, was in u ttato of the deepest sorrow and depression; uu 
ominous and dcath-like silence and stillness prevailed ui the bazars, and the conduct of the 
native population was expressive of the greatest sorrow and sympathy. Perfect order* and quiet 
was preserved. 

6, On‘ the 15th my house wa^'- crowded from morning to night by groups of anxious 
inquirers and sympathizers: meetings were held among the European and native residents and 
visitors ; addresses of condolence were voted. 
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7. On 16th I invited all the rqahs^ zemindars^ and native g^eDtlcmen who had been 
suininoned for durbar to attend a meeting at my private residence. Seats were provided for 
about 200^ and at the same time the verandah and compound were filled with an immense 

crowd of people. I had prepared a translation of tte enclosed address, which 

Mur e C. amidst the most profound silonceJ It would be impossible 

adequately to describe the sympathy, distress, and regret exhibitediby the native rajahs and 
people. Many .of them shed tears of genuine grief; and 1 feel coniiaent that in no part of 
India is there to be found a more thoroughly loyal population, or a people better affected towards 
the Bfitish Government, than in Orissa. All their hopes had boon set on Lord Mayo’s antici- 
pated visit, and the personal repute and noble character of our lamented Viceroy will, I am 
confident, remain permanently impressed on the minds of Oris- a cinids and people. 

8. 1 personally explained to the rajahs that the preseijtai iou of kiiilial.^ would bo post- 
poned, and lam bound to state that this was in precise accordance wi ii tludr ide*as ; iudoccl, 
many of them intimated that the dispcnsaiion of presents at such a Qi.asoii was deemed 
impossible. 

9. On the 17th I received deputations from the hill tribes, headed by the Boad Khonds 
and Kconjhur Bhooyas. To these ali«o I carefully gave audience, explaining in simple language 
the circumstances of the Viceroy’s assassination; tlicir expression of loyalty and sympathy were 
loud and sincere; and on reference to the presents prepared for thcMVi, tiny unanimously repudi- 
ated any possible wish to receive thorn, staling I low can we take gilts of joy at a time of 
sorrow?” and knowing, as 1 do, these wild people’s predilections fur red cloth and beads, I feel 
that they paid no ordinary compliment to the Viceroy’s menn*rv. 

10. Letters of condolence have been forwarded through the Private Secretary to the 
Countess of Mavo from the European and native residents and rajahs. Another meraorirl, 
expressive of regret and loyalty, enclosing copy of tlie address prepared by the rajahs and 
zemindars to be presented on Lord Mayo’s landing at (bittack, has also been submitted 
to Government. 

11. A largo meeting of natives, including all the tribytary ebiefs, was ludd, at which a 
Ma}u memorial was voted to take the form of educational ondowiiients. Subscriptions to the 
amount of lls. 14,019 were raised on the spot, and a Committee will be formed to carry 
out the scheme. 

13. Finally, I have to report that the Viceroy’s horses, the toshekhana superintendent 
with the properties sent for durbar, the durbar and other and furnitures, were despatched 
to False Point some days ago, under supervision of the Collector of Cuttack, for transmission to 
Calcutta per steamer Cehnfy, 

13. The lajahs, zemindars, and people, assembled at Cuttack for this occasion have all 
quietly and sorrowfully dispersed.

Tliv. following arrangements have been made (br the Viceroy^s visit to Orissa. 

The Viceroy, accompanied by the Countess of Mayo, .Major and the Hon^ble Mrs. Bourne, 
Mr.’ Aitchison, Colonel llundall, and two Aides-de-camp, wdll arrive at False Point on Wednesday, 
Hill February. 

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, Colonel Haig, Mr. Bcadon, and Aides-de- 
camp, will also arrive at liaise Point about the same time. 

The Viceroy’s ana Lieutenant-Governor’s party will disembark and proceed up the 
Mahanuddy river in the steamer Koel to Marsaghai, and thence by canal steamers and boats to 
KenJoopatna, arriving on tlie evening of 14Ui. 

Thursday, 15th February. In the morning canal distributaries will bo inspected, after wliicli 
the party will proceed up the Kgndraparah canal, visiting the head works on Heripa river and 
entrance to high-level canal and Mahanuddy anicut, arriving at .Jobra ghat at 4-30 p.m. 

Friday, 16th February. Ilis Excellency will ride up to Naraje and return by river, reaching 
Cuttack before noon. Public institution.s will then be visited, and a durbar will bo held at 1 p.m. 

On Saturday, 17th February, the Viceroy and party will procrerd to Bhoob'messiir and 
Khundgireo, visiting and inspecting the caves and anlitpiities, returning to Cuttack the same 
evening, and start after dinner on tlie r lurn journey towards halsc Point. 

18th. Embark on Ncmesh at 1 p.m. for Calcutta, which is to be reached on the afternnon 
of 19th. ^ 

Details for carrying out the above programme will be arranged as ibllows : — 

, V The Superintending Engineer and his staff will undertake provision of ne(;(‘ssarv steamers 
and boats for the river and canal trip in communication with the Ci^llfcior of Cuttack, who bos 
been desired to place all available boats at the 8uperint(?nding Engineer’s disposal ; the Master 
Attendant has been wriiten to, and informs that the river stirainer, will be sent to Pabe 
Point without delay, and the two canal steamers will ])t* su[)f)lemeiitcd by the Gemini, whi(.*h is 
being sent down. 

B4ch boat is tft be provided as far as possible with the best accommodation, crows, and 
stores procurable. • ^ 

The Koelj Gemini, and Pioneer, steamers, will proceed to False Point, leaving the Ofga and 
smaller boats at a little below Marsaghai entrance of the Kendrapara canal ; cargo boats will 
be in attenda:j<:e at the pail to receive baggege, and will be towed up by the Kod to Marsaghai, 
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Every canal steamer and boat will be provided with all requisites in the way of crew and 
stores before leaving Cuttack, ^ ^ . 

Transit irom False Point to Cuttack will be under the Superintending^ Engineer’s special 
control and management| and all officers of other departments are requested to render the 
utmost possible assistancl. 

A special d&k will \m laid between Cuttack and Marsaghai by the Collector of Cuttack, 
and d&k boats from Marsaghai to the port will similarly be supplied with extra men, so as to 
facilitate early receipt and despatch of letters and information ; for this duty the Collector* of 
Cuttack will be responsible, 

A full supply of coolies will be needed at convenient stages all along the canals foy towing 
boats and to facilitate transit to and from Cuttack ; the Superintending Engineer will arrange 
for this wjth the Executive Engineer in charge of canal, who will also do his utmost to make 
suitable arrangements for the night’s halt at Kendooputna. 

In consequencf of deficiency of boat accommodation, and the difficulties of the route, it 
will be impossible to give the Viceregal party a proper iviigptioii at the port, where he will bo 
met by the Divisional Commissioner and Superintending Engineer only; the Kendrupara 
sub-divisional officer and llevcnue Superintendent of Canals should be in attendance at Kendoo- 
patna. 

On reaching Jobra gh&t at Cuttack, where the arrival of His Excellency may be expected 
about 4 P.M., he will be received by a guard of honor provided by the Officer Commapding^ 
Cuttack. Guns are expected, and the usual salule will be fired on His Excellency’s landing. 

Official and non-ollicial resiciciits of Cuttack will be invited to be in attendance at the 
ghat and to receive the Viceroy on at rival 

Carriages will be in attendance to convey the party to Lall Baugh; the Collector of 
C/uttack, in communication with tiie District Superintendent <d Pblicc, will be responsible tliat 
the perfect order and absence of confusion prevails at the landing gbRt, and that an abundant 
supply of carriage and coolies are in attendance t(» convey the personiil baggage to its destination. 

On landing His Excellency will be met by the otiicial andL non-ofiicial residents, and an 
address may, if desired, be presented in suitable terms by the native inhabitants, rajahs, and 
zemindars, welcoming His Excellency to Orissa. 

The Viceregal party will be escorted from the landing ghsit to Lall Baugli by the chief 
officers and residents of the station, proceeding over the Jobra and Talduudah Canal head sluices 
and by the road skirting the smith bank of the canal to Bridge No. 1 ; thence past Munglahag 
aad the Commissioner’s office through Buxee Bazar, past the jail and Judge’s office through 
Baloo Bazar to Lall Baugh house. 

The Viceroy and suite will make their head-quarters at Lall Baugh , the Lieutenant- 
Governor and suite at the circuit house. 

Early on the m<?rning of the Ifith February the Viceroy will ride to Naraje ; arrangements 
for inspection of the works and return by river will bo made by the Superintending Engineer. 

On the afternoon of Ifitli February a durbar will beheld at 4 p.m. ; all Government 
gazetted officers, civil and inilit.ary, will attend. The Commissioner and Superintendent of 
Trilmtary Mehals will issue notice "to rajahs of tributary states whose presence is required, and 
will arrange with district collectors fur issue of cards of admission to peshkush rajahs, 
zemindars, and official and non-official residents. 

The Assistant Superintendent of IVilmtary Mehals and the Assistant Superintendent of Gurjab 
Police will sec that all all tlic tributary rajalis are duly in attendance ; similarly, district 
collectors will secure the timely attendance of all the native officers and zemindars of thtir 
respective jurisdictions. 

Durbar arrange njents and order of pri'cedence will be adjusted and settled by the Secre- 
taries to Government, and each nijiih or zemindar will occupy ibe place assigned to him. Special 
instructions will issue on this subject hereafter. 

The Magistrate of (Juttack will see that an adwiuate police guard is bn the spot to keep 
the ground crear in front of the durbar, and will settle all details with the District Superintendent, 

^Colonel Innes, Commanding Cuttack, will arrange for a proper guard of honor to meet His 
Excellency on arrival, to he in attendance at Lall Baugh and at the durbar. 

Seats will be provided for ladies to witness the ceremony. 

The durbar will open and close with usual salutes. 

If the native residents and gentlemen desire to have an exhibition of fireworks or any other 
demonstration of welcouu^ and loyalty, it may take place under arrangements to be made by the 
Magistrate and Digtric* Superintendent of Police. 

On the morning oi the 17th the Viceroy and party will go to Bhoobenessur; boats will btf 
provided at Lall baugh by tii6 Superintending Engim or to cross Katjooree river to Pooroe ghat, 
where carriages and horses will be in waiting to drive and ride to Tankpanee. The Collectors of 
Cuttack andl?ooree will be asked to arrange to the utmost of their power for speedy transit to 
Tankpanee; and it is requested that all who arc able to aid in lending carriages and horses will 
do Tankpanee elephants and horses must be sent out to take the pafty on to Bhefobenes- 

sup. After T^iting the temple and ruins at Bbobencssur, the party will proceed to camp, 
halfway between Bhoobunessnr and Kbnndgiri, where the Collector of Pooree will provide 
tents and breakfast. After Wakfa&t the Khoadgiri caves will be visited, and the party will 
Tetiijcn^vCtittack the same evening, .J7th, to dinner; after: which His,. Sxcdl|^uoy and party 
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SwialKo.

Zemindars, and Residents of Orissa. t 

, 1 BATB called yon together in aocordanoe with the wishes of His Honor the Lienteoant- 
Governor of Bengal, in order to inform yon that His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India is dead. He was on bis way from Rangoon in British Burmab to Cuttack, 
and called at the Andaman Islands to inspect the penal settlements, where criminals sentenced 
.to transportation beyond riie seas, are detained. His Excellency, in the ooqrse of his inspec- 
tion, visited Hope Town, and was returning after dark to bis ship, not far from the gbftt, when 
a lifr-prisoner named Shere Ali, a Cabullee, armed with a pointed weapon, broke through the 
guard and stabbed the Viceroy in the back ; he fell and expired in a few moments. 

The assassin was immediately arrested, and will be dealt with in acoordanoe with* law. 

Ho reason or oauee whatever is assigned for so deep and desperate a crime which deprives 
India of a hobleman of high rank and ability, the trusted friend and able representative of the 
Queen of England and Hindoostan. Lord Mayo'a good qualities are too well known to require 
r^tition. He was indefatigable in carrying out the details of Government, and also in viriting - 
every portion of this vast empire. It wes His Exeelleney'e intention to have received yon ell at 
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a durbar at Cuttack, and every preparation bad been mode. You all loyally and promptly 
responded to the call to attend^ and were assembled^ ready to welcome our lamented Viceroy^s 
arrival on the shores of Orissa. His death has deprived you of an opportunity of showings your 
devotion and loyalty to the British Qovemment— qualities which the rajahs and zemindars of 
Orissa have never failed to olhibitj and 1 feel confident you will, in returning to your killabs 
and homes, bear in mind the fact that Lord Mayo met his death in discharge of his duty, and 
that his last object in life was to visit Orissa, and to meet the officers of Government, the 
^ rajahs, femindars, and people of this arreat province, thereby testifying to the constant interest 
^ and care Government takes in the progress and prosperity of Orissa and its people. 

You have already prep&red a formal address of condolence with Lady Mayo, and I feel 
assured that if it be possible to mitigate the sorrows of a widowed heart, they may be in a 
measure soothed by the knowledge that her noble husband, Lord Mayo, died in the execution of 
bis duty and in possession of the confidence of his Queen and of the people of India — a noble 
instance among many on record of the devotion with which all who serve the British Govern- 
ment swerve not from the path of loyalty and duty. 

The durbar which was fixed for this date is .postponed, and deeply as I regret the sad cause 
of its postponement, 1 shall hope on some future and more auspicious occasion to meet you 
again assembled in Cuttack.

aTfy neavy or dillicuit districts ; ifiat the insjioctors are their assistants for most 
practical purposes ; and that when a District Superintendent goes out into his 
district, an officer of the rank of inspector §liould have charge of the current 
duties of hjs office, and sliould submit rcjiorts of all important matters in the 
diaries, and iiifimnation otlim wisc received, to tlic Magistrate as well as to tho 
District Superintendent, Lately, indeed. His Honor had to remark on the 
impropriety of a native inspector opening a conlidential English letter addressed 
to the District Superintendent ; hut, it was at tlic same time pointed Out that 
anything not intended to be seen by the I)i.slrict Superintendent’s inferior, the 
inspector, should go to his s iperior in the same department, tho Magistrate. 
Tlie Lieutenant-Governor thereliu'e considers that Assistant Superintendents are, 
as a rule, unnecessary. 

2. As to the other argument for their maintenance, viz. that there must be 
men training for tho post of district Superintendent, His Honor is convinced 
that it Ls better they sliould not be a separate class| that they will bo far more, 
efficient and more reliable if they have some experience of the ordinary 
branches of civil employ. The Government of India, in directing the abolition 
of Assistant Superintendentships in As-sain, expressed tlie same opinion, observing 
that “the training in judicial work which is desired for police officers might 
be obtained by appointing to District Superintendentsliips from among the 
Assistant Commissioners.” 


.3. As at present advised, then, the Lieutenant-Governor does not propose to 
appoint any more new Assi.stant Superintendents, but to absorb those who are 
fit for it in the Subordinate Executive Seiwice of the regulation and non- 
regulation provinces. If in any district, under exceptional circumstances, it is 
necessary to cmjiloy an officer as A.ssistant to the District Superintendent, an 
officer of the Subordinate Exeentive Service may be specially so employed, 
and for the appointment of Di.strict Superintendent either officers of the Subor- 
dinate Executive Service or junior Civilians will bo eligible. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that in this why the police will become 
a branch of tire grnicral administration, working in complete harmony with it, 
instead of being an entirely sej)aratc department. Money will also bo savbd^ 
and, if necessary; it may be expemded in increasing tho efficiency of tho Subor-^ 
dinate Executive Service, in connection with the scheme for its wider organization 
now before the Government.

3. Under the head of “District Jails” the Committee’s estimate of 
Rs. 7,50,000 is accepted. The alterations in the Accountant-General’s estimate

Commission to Jailors — can stand at Rs. 15,000, as explained by the 
Committee and by tlu; Accountant-General. 

Alipore Jail Press establishment, — Must be entered at Rs. 70,000. 

Purchase of manufacturing materials . — May stand at Rs. 5,90,000. 

'5. The estimate for receipts may bo taken at 

Rs. 7,92,000 for gross proceeds of sale of jail munufaclures. 

But the proceeds of the Alipore Jail Press must also be shown in the jail 
budget. Under recefit wders the work done by this press is charged for at a 
fi^ ^ice ; the expenditure side of the jail budget includes largo chtirges for 
/"packing and despatching forms, all of which chargers .'irer enlerod iii the press 
department bills. The c.stimated receipts of the Alipcmr Press for 1873-7;{ are 
Rs. 2,05,000, which includes ro-paynuiiits for pa<!king and such like disburse- 
ments. With reference to the Committee’s answer to question 7 in their report 
of the 20th December, the Lieutenant-Governor directs that Rs. 15,000 be 
estimated as receipts trom the canal dej)artment at Dehree.

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7. With reference to points which have arisen during the discussion of 
the budget, the Lieutenant-Governor records the following further remarks : — 

Alipore Jail Tress establishments . — The reduction herein effected is 
satisfactory for the present ; but the Lieutenant-Governor relies on 
the Inspector-General and Dr. L 3 mch to effect further reduction as 
opportunity occurs, and as convicts become more fit for press work. 

Profits made by jails in the interior . — The Lieutenant-Governor desires 
that the Inspector-General will watch this matter most carefully. 
It seems that a great many jails earn very little indeed, while some 
(such as Jcssorc, Hooghly, and Kungpore) do very well. 

Public Worlrs required by the Jail Department . — The Government in the 
Public Works Department will setthi^ what funds are available for 
central jail buildings during tho year 1872-73. But with reference 
to Mr. ilceley’s note at the end of the Committee’s explanation of 
the 20th December, the Lieutenant-Governor directs that a sum of 
one lakh be notified to the Public Works Department, instead of 
Rs. 00,000, as the amount Avhich will be required for district jails 
and lock-ups during the year. 

MINUTE ON JAIL BUILDINGS. 

After having seen a good many of our jails, I am more thaft ever con- 
vinced of the great difiicultios which we have to encounter. It is evident that 
at some time or other a good deal of money has been spent on many of the jails, 
and substantial buildings still remain, sliowiiig that they were not bad jails in 
tho old style and fashion, according to the lights of our predee.essors. But 
partitions have been so universally cleared away, the enclosures lu»vc been so 
generally thrown into one, and all attempt at siqiaration of jirisoners in separate 
yards has been so completely abandoned, that, to introduce anything like the 
regular system jirevailing m other provinces of India and otlier countii^'s, we 
must begin again from the vi^ry biginning. A Bengal jail, visited in tho 
evening, when tlie jirisoiu'rs have done their w’ork and are all at largo in the 
common yard, is a comjih^to liberty hall. Gne meets a niurderm* hero, a Ptate 
prisoner there, a prisoner under trial a little further on, — all wandering about 
in tho freest and most unconstrained manner. One can luirdly believe that this 
is a jail. And with such ma.sses of jirisoners all loosi* tigether, and the establish- 
ments and guards s(» weak as they are, 1 doubt whether we could attempt to 
introduce anything like di.s(!ij)linc without fear of outbr(\aks ; at any rate, the 
guai'ds must lie strengthened a.s soon as wo begin to keep prisoners tighter. 

The princi])al merit of the existing system seems to have been to render tho 
prisoners so content that most of them have not been very anxious to run away. 

1 am conv'inccd that the veiy huge commission allow'cd to the jailors has h^ 
a demoralizing cfiiutt in one simso, and led them to consider their charges as 
really manufacturing establi-shments, and prisoners as people to be encouraged 
and indulged so long as they kcej) the manufacture going. Nor have we the 
advantage of strict intra -mural confinement: it ap])oars that extra-mural labor 
has been allowed wlumcver it is profitabh?. I find that tho prisoners arc constantly 
hired out to the municipality, to go about the town doing conservancy and 
odd jobs ; sometimes tliey have even b(!en hired to private persons. A stop 
should bo ])ut to the.se practices in all cases, except in those places where 
extra-mural emjdoymcint of this kinl may be .specially sanctioned, f.e., in some 
remote stations wheni labour is not to bo had. 

1 could hardly have belicwed that prisoners under trial could be allowed to 
mix freely with the convicted prisoners: yet such seems to be" the case in the 
majority of the jails of tliese juovincos. Whore there is an attempt to separate 
them, the common practice is to keep tlio under-trial and non-labouring 
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priaonewT together. But I find that these non-labouring prisoners are for the 
most part men confined as notorious bad characters ; that is to say, professional 
thieves, robbers, and forgers, whose character is so notorious that they are 
kept in jail in default of security. Other prisoners may b(' convicted of 
offences of every degree — some of great turpitude, some hardly involving moral 
turpitude; but these bad characters are the worst men to be fomid in the 
district, and with nothing to do they are certainly the worst companions for 
uniep-trial prisoners or for any other j^isoners. It is absoluhsly necessary that 
immediate arrangements should bo made to keep the under-trial prisoners 
entirely separate, and I’have elsewhere directed that some (^ells .should be made 
available to confine, when necessary, newly arrivc^d ])risone.i s in such a way 
that they may not have the opportunity of comimuiicating with any others 
before they have boon thoroughly examined. 

I cannot gather that in working hours the convi(!tod juisoTiers are classified 
with any reference whatever to their offences : they are only arrangf;d with 
reference to their working capacities. At night they are micessarily locked up 
in separate barracks, and some attem|)t at clas.sification sometimes is or may 
•be made ; but this is of little avail if they are all mixed up together tliroughout 
the day. 

2. I have separately noticed wdiat s(!oms to me the w'ant of discipline in 
tlie paid turnkeys, and the practice of making over the prisoners too exclusively 
to ‘prison warders. I find too that some of the jailors live far from the the jails, 
and only come at working hours — a j»racticc which cannot be jiennittcd. 

3. It is very difficult to remedy existing dfffecis without proper buildings, 
and wo are in tliis position, that wo have, for pnrj)o.s(?s of se])uration and 
discipline, as it were destroyed the ])rescnt jails, wdiile the now central jails are 
in a rudimentary condition, very little advanced and progressing very slowly. 
I could wish that some of the old jails had bo(jn left as they w't're ; but now that 
the partitions have been pulled down, seeing how great the jail mortality has 
always been, and how little wo understand these things, I shrink from taking 
the rcisponsibility of going back. On the other hand, the etlective punishment 
of crime is of all questions the most difficult and uus<dved. Sanitation is a 
subject on which wo have not got beyond the stage of meie g^ess-work; the 
theories of to-day contradict those of yesterday, and will j)rol)ably he con- 
tradicted by those of to-morrow. I must say that I do not like spending an 
entirely disiffoportionato amount of our limited provincial resources in the 
attempt to build, all over the country, jails constructed on the sanitary views of 
the day, and to provide at the expense of every thing else for a system of 
punishment of offendcs'*. which may not be very sjitisfactory after all. Already 
we are distracted, and our work kept back by finding that every new authority 
.(and fliey are many in India) discovers that the plans of our central jails ought 
to be altered ; while we arc also told that they are being built at the wrong 
places, where no work can be. found for the prisoners. Certainly they are all 
in the western, and none are in the central and (uistcrn districts. 

* 4. After fully and anxiously considering the whole matter, I think that upon 
the whole the best course will be to push on rapidly the central jaih now in 
course of construction, to emjdoy a large number of prisoners on those jails 
and on the canal works at Dehree, and to do "what we can to make safe and 
capable of discipline the Alipore Jail, which is in fact a great central jail 
without any of the appliances of a central jail. Far too great masses of dangerous 
[ffisoners are now herded together at Alipore, and they are employed in largo 
numbers in the mill and on other works entirely outside the walls. I’he an'ange- 
nionts proposed w’ould withdraw a large number of pris«uers from the ordinary 
jails, and 1 would then take advantage of the rcductioJi of numbers to make the 
existing jails, or as many of them us are in any way tolerable, serv(‘ our purj)ose 
For the present as well as may be, instead of attempting to build new-fashioned 
jails all over the country at once. With reduced numbers we may at any 
"ate provide separate war^s for under-trial prisoners, and perhaps for olie or two 
}thcr classes wWm it is desirable to keep separate. 
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5. To cany on the central jails rapidly, as well as to proyide the numb^ of 
prisoners who can bo utilized and for whom there is accommodation of a sort 
at Dchree, will occaipy almost as many prisoners as can be accommodated when 
the jails are completed, but very groat care will be rcmiirod in making the 
necessary arrangements. While none of these jails afford, and it will be long 
before they can afford, the means of separating the prisoners, the attempt to 
enforce order and discipline among the great gangs of men, who are to, be 
collected in tliem, and who ar(j most of them imprisoned for considerable terms, 
will require both firm and judicious treatment, and a sufficiently strong guard. 
Already there are sym])toms that caution is necessary. There was an outbreak 
among fjio central jail prisoners at Ithaugulpore ; there seems to have been a 
threatening at T)ac<ai ; and there was something more than a threatening in the 
great jail at AKjwre. To-day a serious insubordination is reported from Sylhet. 
On the other Jiand, it was thought necessary to security to put most of the 
Bhaugulporo prisoners in irons. The Executive Engineer says that he now gets 
very good work out of thcni ; but I understand tliat there has been a heavy 
mortality, which must be carefully inquired into. 

G. I have already indicated generally to the Inspector-General the classes of 
prisoners who should be sent to the c(!utral jails and public works. The greatest 
possible care and vigilance must be exentised in this respect, so as to exclude 
weakly men on the oiui hand, and dangerous and Irottblesomc characters on the 
other. None such should be allowed where great gangs are employed on 
out-door works, mucih of which must l)e outside the walls. I have had reason to 
f(!ar that, whi-lo tin; counnission sysbun makes the jailors look on the 
prisoners as their workmen, it will rt;quire much vigilance to guard against the 
temptation to send away the worst and most useless men. I have separately 
ordered an inquiry into what api)oared to be a shameful abuse — the sending 
totally \infit prisoners from a district jail to the central jail at Bhaugulpore, and 
I shall trust to the. Inspector- G('neral to be most careful that such abuses do not 
occur. 

7. The Inspoctor-fieneral of Jails will bo requested to submit detailed pro- 
posals for carrying out tin; measure's indicated in tliis minute ; and the Financial 
and Public Works Departnu'iits of this Government will be moved to find the 
money and the means to carry on the works as quickly as possible. The 
Inspector-General of l*olic<) will also bo directed to plac-o hinjsolf in communi- 
cation with the Inspector-General e>f Jails, with a view to detennine the guards 
which are necessary for security ; and they will state whether it is necessary to 
apply for further aid from the military at the Aliporo or'ittt any other jail.

EDUCATION BUDGET— PRELIMINARY ORDERS. 


No. 7S, dated Fort William, the 9th January 1872. 

From — R. H. Wii.?ON, Esq., Offg. Uudcr-Sccy. to the Govt, of Bengal. 

To — ^I'he Director of Public Instruction. 

With reference to letter No. C27C, dated 18th December, from the Officiat- 
ing Accountant-General, submitting with remarks the budget of the Educational 
Department for 1872-73, I am directed to say that the Lieutenant-Governor 
observes with surprise and dissatisfaction that you have in no degree adapted 
your budget to the declared policy of the Government. 
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2. Althouffh for montlis past you have hnd positive instructions that the 
Berhampore College is to be reduced, you have entered the full establishment 
in the budget for the ensuing year. 

3. You have raised your total demand for colleges from tls. 4*, 89, 71 7 — the 
actual expenditure of 1S70-71 — and lls. 6,50,450 — the grova irrant of 1871-72 — 
to USk 6,05,70(5 for 1872-7(5; and you liave done this without making the h ast 
provision for tlie new engiueeriug and surveying classe:) wnich the Lieutenant* 

. Governor has ordered. 

If ' . 

4. Similarly, you have increased your demand for the hisher (dass English 
schools from Its. 2,61,561 — the amount allowed in 1871-72 — to Ks. 6, 04, 197 for 
1872-73, again without any provision for the surveying classes which tho 
Lieutenant-Governor has ordered. 

6. You are douittless well aw’are that the sums placed at the disposal of 
this Governmemt from t!ie general revenue are fixed and inelastic, and that 
except by supplementing our educational means hy increased receipts or from 
local sources, our expenditure cannot be increased ; and yon have been very 
distinctly told tluit it is not tln^ policy of the Governmimt to devote a dispropor- 
tionate amount of its funds to higher education. In the face of that declaration 
your proposal to increase tlje grants to the colleges and higher English schools, 
without any corresponding increase of receipts, is wholly unjustifi able. 

6. It has been made clear to you that beyond the obligation to deal justly 
with the funds at its disposal, the Goveriiirient is far from wishing to discourage 
Englisli education. On the contrary, the Lieutenant-Governor personally, 
consiaming the whole circumstances and present phase of the educational 
qinsiion in these provinces, is anxious iu every way to encourage English. 
He has also show'n himself most ready and willing to devote all the funds that 
he possildy can to the higher branches of education of a practical kind. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor wishes to deal tenderly with e.visting insti- 
tutions, and would not cut them down iu a sudden and injurious manner. lie 
is also anxious not to rtiise tho fees. At the same time tic cunsiciers that the 
demand lor Enitiish education is such that our iiigher schools and colleges, 
after hnving been fostered and reared by Government, should gradujilly become 
more and more sell-supporting, and that funds should thus be set Irce for the 
promotion of education in tlie lower grades. 

8. The cost to Government of each student instructed in English literature 
in our ^olL ges is still enormously large, and must in some shape be reduced. 

9. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor has instructed you to propose a moderate 
grant fur each Government school, to be supplemented hy the feos earned hy 
each. This plan should have been adopted in preparing the budget, and must 
now" he adopted. ’I'he Li nitenant-Governor hopes that prosj erous munieipa- 
liiies will he willing to eentributc something towards the schools iu their 
liiniis, and that tlie schools situated iu such places will year by y< a.r more 
niarly approach to self-support. I am therefore to request that you will 
carefully and industriously examine the eirciimsianccs of each of these schools, 
aud show where reduction, instead of increase, of the Government grant, ean bo 
made without sudden shock and injury to the school. It has seemed to the 
Lieutenant-Governor 'that the stall of masters in some schools is more thuu is 
iudispcnsably necessary. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor desires me to remind you that the Govern- 
ment is entitled to look to you for active aud energetic action to carry out its 

^ deliberate policy, and must receive the fullest assistance from you. 

11. You are accordingly requested to revise your budget by th«? light of 
these remarks, aud to adapt the allotments so that tho demand for higher 
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education shall not exceed the scale shown in the following distribution of the 
total huflget grant for education : —

English education, and to add a like amount to the grant for the lowest schools

2. The Director was instructed to revise his budget hy the liglit of the 
remarks contained in the Government orders of the 9th January, so that the 
allotments to higher education should not cxcecti the above figures. He was 
also desired to expedite the submission of his plan for assigning a fixed Govern- 
ment grant to each higher class Government school, under the system sanctioned 
in Government orders, No. 25T, dated 28tb October 1871. The Eudget Com- 
mittee were at tbo same time instiaicted to report upon the amount of fees 
riTcivcd in Government schools, and to clear up any doubt about the way in 
which fees are credited at the Hooglily or other colleges. 


3. The Budget Committee have reported that there will be no mistake 
about tlie grant for colleges so long as it is clearly understood that the colleges’ 
grant is a gross grantt and that all fees and receipts are to be credited to 
Government. In regard to the foes received at Government schools, the 
Budget Committee report —

The Director, however, points out that there will, if these savings are 
effected, be no funds to pay for professors of physical science : be had looked 
(he adds> to getting the vacant professorships filled by physical science 
men. The Director reports that the total of the sanctioned net^ants (oVer 
and above fee receipts) to Government higher schools is Rs. 1,47,927, and 
that he does not see his way to carrying on these institutions with a lower mt 
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grant than Rs. 1,26,000. The grants asked for by the several inspectors 
amount to Rs. 1,26, 400, exclusive of tlie cost of surveying and physical science 
classes. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor accepts the report of ^he Budget Com- 
mittee, that Hs. l,3;i,000 was last year the net Government expenditure 
on higher class English scliools (exclusive of collegiate schools^ ; aud 
he is prepared to grant to war Is tln-se schools for the year 1872-73 the 
sum of Rs. 1.33,000 plus the total fee receipts. Out of this grant 
lls. 1,03,000 will 1)(‘ a net crant for gcner.il edue:uion; Its. 30,000 will bo 
re.served for drawing, surveying and elementary sQience classes. Separate 
orders will Issue directinit that a schcMue he drawn up for distributing the net 
grant of its. 1,03^000 ainonir the several schools. 'I’ho surplus fees of the Hindoo 
and Haro schools must for the pre.sent be credited fo (Jovornment. tiiough the 

* Lieutenant-Governor will he willing to consider schemes for dt'voling a portion 
of tile surplus to tiie improvement of these two schools or otherwiso applying 
the money. 

6. The grant for “other Government schools” nill stand for the present at 
Rs. 2,67,000, not Governractnt grant, plna l!s. 40.000 foe riicoiiits. But the 
Lieutenant-(3overnoris strongly of opinion that some saving in the Normal school 
estahlishmenfs is feasible, and he dcsire.s th.nt the Director will be good enough 
to set himself to review the Normal school expenditure. 

7 The grants fur incorporation in the general provincial budiiet will 
remain at the sums shown in the first. paragru|)li of this Resolution, excepting 
that the grants for “ higher schools” will he taken thus —

But the details will be considered by a Committee appointed to deal with genera 
subjects in connection with the educational budget. 

9. The total educational grant for the year 1872-73 will thus he 
Rs. 23,29,600, while the e.stimatud receipts from school fc -s will be deducted 
from actual payments to schools. The seliuol accounts will be adjusted at the 
end of each year, the gross grant -being increased as fees increase. 

10. The receipts side of the budget will be taken at Rs. 3,75,900, the 
sum shewn in the Accountant-General’s estimate.

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some reserve should be provided in the budget to meet any frosh charges 
which the Government may see fit to authorize during the coming year. A 
sum of Rs. 15,000 should accordingly bo added to the estimate. The sanctioned

The Secretariat Press did Rs. 8,000 of work for Bengal Government offices, for 
which it received cash payments. It will receive such payments no longer ; and 
it requii-es a grant of Rs. 3,000 above the Acijountaut-Goneral’s estimate 
to enable it to do all this extra jvork. Unless reducrion is possible in other 
directions, and there is nothing to shew that it is so possible, we think this 
extra grant must be given.

• TliG Committee note tlmt in tliis 
paraifraph the^ have assumed that the 
orders (resolution of 5th January 1872) 
on the jail hudgfet distinctly lay down 
that tho receipts and cbarfron of the 
Alipore Jail Piess are to be shown in tho 
jail budget. 


5. The “ charges” of the Alipore Jail Press may be struck out of the 
“ printing” budget, for they have already, under Government orders, been 
included in the jail budget. But a sum of Rs. 2,0^>,00U must be shown on the 
expenditure side as “ cost of printing done at the Alipore Jail.” Credit has 

been taken for this sum in the jail budget : the 
money forms part of the Bengal permanent assign- 
ment ; and if wo did not show it as a disbursement 
under “ printing,” the provincial budget would bo 
credited* with the sum twice over. 

The estimate of printing to be done at private 
presses by Government officers comes to Rs. 11,960, which after all is a small 
sum for the whole province. We propose to accept this estimate with the 
single exception of Bs. 2,000 estimated for the Inspector-General of Police. 
We find that the “ actuals” of 1870-71 show no expenditure under “printing” 
against tliis office ; and no grant was made for the Inspector-General’s printing 
during the current year. There seems no reason why the Inspector-General 
should not get his “ form work” done at Alipore, and his book work or circular 
work done at the Secretariat, just as the Director of Public Instruction docs. 
We would omit this item of Rs. 2,000 from the estimate.

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LOCAL ESTABLISHMENTS. 


Fort William, the 20/A March 1872. 

In the coiyeapondence which ensued on the Board’s Land Revenue Report 
for the year 1869-70, it was stated more or less broadly that district officers in 
Bengal though fully as able and zealous as civil officers in other parts of India, 
did not, and, as matters stood, could not, know much about the internal affairs 
of their districts. The Lieutenant-Governor then exprcjssed an intention of 
administering the Government of Bengal more actively, and that policy received 
the approval of the Govominent of India and of Her Majesty’s u</vominont in 
England. One cause of administrative weakness in Bengal was said to be 
the fact that few Magistrate-Cellectors starred long in the same, district ; I he 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes that transfers ot executive officers are now, and will 
continue to be, much rarer than heretofore. Rut His Honor has himself observed, 
and he has learned from experienced Commissioners and others, that Bengal 
jjistrict, officers are at a v(iry great disadvantage compared with similar officers 
elsewhere, from the absence of any local executive establishments corresponding 
to the talookdaree, tehsildaree, or mamlutdaree officials of other parts of India. 
Improvements in law and system have made it less j)ossible, and perhaps 
less desii able, to employ tlje police in ordinary matters of district administration, 
and* the Bengal Magistrate deprived of an executive police has no executive 
instruments at all. 

2. The establishment *of suh-divisional officers’, and their multiplication 
during ihe last fifteen years, has done a good deal towards effective control ; but 
the great addition has been to judicial rather than to administrative strength, the 
sub-divisional officers having no executive establishments. The transfer of rent 
suits tfi the civil courts, though it has given sub-divisional officers more time for 
administrative work, has at the same time deprived them of an important 
source of information regarding rural affairs, and has involved a decrease in the 
number of the Subordinate Executive Service. The sub-divisional officers of the 
more populous districts are still burdened with much judicial work, to which 
have been added treasury work aftd much office detail, so that 4;hey are not free 
to move about their sub-divisions ; to accjuaint themselves with the country and 
the people ; to superintend the details of settlements and Govenimont estates ; to 
watch the working of municipalities ; to investigate cases on the spot ; to direct 
the road cess assessment; to attend to local works; and generally to carry on 
that active supervision and administration which the Lieutenant-Governor 
desires to sec carried"out. A tehsildar, who is in fact the sub-divisional 
officer* of other parts of India on a smaller scale than in Bengal sub-divisions, 
has under his orders a naib, who is well paid and is available for all executive 
duties, and in some parts of India for potty judicial duties also. He has a 
canoongo, who is the link ‘between the Government colloctorato agency 
and the village proprietors and accountants; ho has a departmental clerk 
(mohurir) for excise work, for local fund work, for educational and 
other business; and lastly, ho has several inferior officers (chxipprasees), 
whoso business it is to carry out orders in tho various departments. Aided by 
this staff', the tehsildar can do whatevc'v tho Govemment requires of him. He 
is not a mere collector of revenue ; he is tho agent of the executive Govemment 
in all departments- He sees to the assessment, collection, and proper expenditure 
of local rates ; he looks after the excise ; he effects petty settlements ; he manages 
^mall sequestrated or wards’ estates ; he takes up land for public purposes, and 
arranges under the law for compensation ; and ho caiTies out all local works 
and repairs which do not require special engineering skill ; ho arranges supplies 
and carriage for the passage of troops ; he obtains and furnishes tho statistics 
which it is very impoHiant to procure as a help to guide our administratibn, as 
well as being interesting in themselves. For much of all this business a special 
agency has to be entertained and paid in Bengal as occasion may require; 
pnen li must be created in each particular case, — a system attended with much 
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loss in point of economy and ^ciency. The ■work conld probably be much 
better done by sub-divisional officers if only they had an executive 
establisluucnt. * 

3. The Lieutenant-Q-ovemor earnestly desires, then, to give district officers 
in Bengal some executive establishment of the kind described above. Ho also 
feels that the first assessment of the road cess, and the ascertainment of lande< 
tenures which it involves, will, for some time to come, necessitate much' laboj 
and that the result will not only be useful for the immediate purpose, but bene 
ficial to the country in many ways. He is unwilling' to burden tho cess toi 
heavily ^on account of tho expenses involved in the first years, and will bo gla( 
if he can supply a Government establishment capable of doing the work wit) 
moderate assistance. 

4. Another very important object wliich the Lieutenant-Governor hope 
to attain by the arrangements about to be detailed is as follows. Ho has fouu< 
the greatest difficulty in efficiently filling the present Subordinate Executive 
Service, because there is no school in which young men may be trained b]j 
experience, and in which their abilities may be tested before tliey ar( 
promoted to high office. Fitness for high administrative appointmcnti 
18 not so easily tested by examinations alone as legal capacity; and then 
is no such school for these appointments as the Bar affords for judicia 
ap])ointments. Consequently it has been necessary to nominate to Deputy 
Magistracies and such like posts young men who have neither beer 
trained to the work nor sufficiently tesh'd. It seems to the Lieutenant 
Governor that a l)e])uty Magistracy is a very high and highly paid ap 
pointment. Looking to the power exercised, and tho j)Osition and influence o 
the apiiointmont, and taking the comparative value of money, he thinks that i 
is an appointment at least corresponding to, and in fact in most cases considerablj 
exceeding, tluj best County Court Judgeships and stipendiary Magistracies iu 
England. Men jof ripe experience and tried character are glad to accept 
these latter appointments ; and it does not appear to the Lieutenant-Governor to 
be desirable that the corresponding appointments in India should be filled by 
youths fresh from college. In fact, he does not think that efficient officers can 
be thus seemx^d. ‘Some may turn out well after being trained at the public 
expense; others are not successful. As a Judge of the High Couit, 
Mr. Campbell formed by no means a high opinion of the judicial quali- 
fication of tho some of the Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Collectors, and 
he is not sm’o that judicial deficiencies were always compensated by administra- 
tive activity and energy. The Lieutenant-Governor hfts now tried a system of 
examination, which shall tost to some degree both mental and physical fitness, 
and he has just appointed ton new officers to the Subordinate Executive Service 
under this system. Still he cannot have, and has not, any complete assurance 
that they are already well-fitted for tho post of Deputy Magistrato and Deputy 
Collector, or that they will eventually turn out to bo so. The spread of educa- 
tion in Bengal has now resulted in a great supply of educated young men ; the 
supply is in fact such that the market value of the best young men fresh from 
college is very far below that of a Deputy Magistracy. It seems to the 
Lieutenant-Governor not at all desirable that a few of many candidates should be 
selected to fill places beyond their experience and their years, while the others 
are stranded without employment. Ho thinks it woqjd be far better that a larger 
number should have the opportunity of entering tho public service in a lower dkpa- 
city, more nearly corresponding to that which tho most educated youths of England 
and other countries are glad to fill, and that they should thence bo promote({ 
according to the practical capacity which they may show. It is therefore his 
wish to take advantage of the creation of appointments inferior to those hold by 
tho present gazetted menibers of tho Subordinate Executive Service, in order to 
open such appointments to the best young men available ; and ho would inake it 
the ordinary practice in future to promote to higher appointments from among ' 
those who have served efficiently in the lower grades. He would, in fact, 
institute a Native Civil Service on a wider basis than tho present Subordinate 
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Executive Service, and would encourage capable native youths to enter it at the 
beginning. In England a salary of £100 or £120 commands any number of 
young men of the best education but without previous experience, and the 
Lieutenant-Gfovemor thinks that in this country such young men might enter 
on Es. 25 or 30 per mensem, with the prospect of promotion if they cam it. 

5. The Subordinate Executive Service and inferior establishments have not 
bef&m included in the scheme of the resolution of the Government of India, dated 
14th December 1870, by which certain departments, with a proportionate assign- 
ment of funds, were made over to the local Governments, and there may be 
difficulty in so arranging the services that part shall be paid from imperial and 
part from provincial funds. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the. Govern- 
ment of India may perhaps consent to make over to this Governiuent the fimds 
assigned for the uncovenanted services, together with the estimated cost of the 
various special and occasional duties, for which temporary establishments are 
so often entertained in Bengal ; and then he may be able to weld the whole into 
one Uncovenanted Civil Service. With this view the whole scheme will bo 
submitted to the Government of India. Meantime the Lieutenant-Governor would 
try to establish an organized service, supplementary to the present Subordinate 
Executive Service, on the understanding that it will be the feeder of the higher 
grades of the service. To this end he has, by an economical distribution of the 
ffinds at his disposal, succeeded in making available a siun of two lakhs of rupees, 
t^hich will be set aside ‘in the ensuing budget arrangements for 1872-73 for 
local establishments, and with this sum he hopes to obtain a large instalment 
of the objects which he has in view. 

G. The Lieutenant-Governor proposes then to make the establishment 
now to be created subordinate to the present sub-divisional officers ; a suitable 
establishment being also, when necessary, attached to the head-quarter divisions, 
no would have three grades of subordinate establishments, namely

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The Bub-deputies will at some sub-divisions be vested with small magisterial 
powers, and in ml matters they will be executive assistants under the sub-cUvi- 
sional officers, and may be entrusted with the charge of treasuries and such lilce 
duties. The canoongo will be m^ly charged with the supervision oi tiie 
cess papers, while as surveyor he will not merely survey lands or roads, but will 
be employed to look after the execution of local works or projects, to superin- 
tend repairs, to conduct petty local inquiries, ^ and to m&e himself genwally 
useful in respect of all matters under the sub-mvisional officer. In iTght'aub- 
divisions but a small estabHshment will be required, and at head-quai^ divi- 
sions, when the present Deputy Magistrates are active and efficient, a third class 
establishment will often suffice, with perhaps the addition of a few chainmmi 
and Budb* like inferior officers. 

r 

7. Candidates for, or persons appointed to, any of the grades above 
mentioned vrill have to pass in drawing, surveying, and certain engineering 
teirts; meanwhile candidates who have passed such tests will be preferred. 
Details regarding the qualifications of candidates, and the arrangements for 
examination in the subjects just mentioned, will be notified hereafter, meantime 
someihing like the following scheme may be adopted : — 

For the post of a junior canoongo and head measurer candidates must 
be ehher men of approved Government service of not less than three years 
standing, or young men who have passed the entrance examination, or a emrre- 
spondiug vernacmar examination to bo heruat'tcr laid down as a temporary 
arrangement for Hiudustanee candidates. Those who have obtained certificates 
as sub-overseers from the Euginoering College, or j)assod a similar examination, 
will be preferred. 

For the post of canoongo and surveyor a candidate must either have 
s^ed and obtained credit in the lower grade just mentioned, or in othw 
Government service of not less imjiortanco and pay, for three years at least ; 
or he must have passed the first arts examination and qualified in surveying, 
&c., as above ; (ir he must .have obtained an overseer’s certificate from the 
Engineering College or passed an examination in physical and practical science. 

To the post of sub-deputy, men will ordinarily bo promoted from the grade 
of canoongo and surveyor ; but until an efficient staflF has been organized, men 
who are qualified for, and have passed the exann'nation lately prescribed for the 
Subordinate Executive Service, or who have obtained certificates as assistant 
engineers from the Engineering College, will be eligible. Deputy Magistrates 
and Collectors will generally be chosen from those who have rendered good 
service in this grade. 

In all grades the possession of higher attainments than those specified will 
be duly considered. 

No man should bo appointed to a Rs. 8 chuprassee’s place who cannot read 
and •write the vernacular and assist in measurements. 

All candidates for all appointments, high and low, must be able either to 
ride or to walk twelve miles at rapid pace. 

8. Appointments to places on Rs. 25 per mensem and lower will be made 
by Collectors subject to uie foregoing rules ; rolls of persons nominated to the 
twenty-five rui)ee appointments being submitted for approval of Government. 
After such approval the person appointed, if young enough and sufficiently 
well educated to be fitted to rise to the higher appointments, will be enrolled 
as a probati<mer in the Native Civil Service, and after a year, on receipt of a 
favorable report, ho may be confirmed in that service. 

Appointments above Rs. 25, and not exceeding Rs. 50 per mensem, will be 
made by the Commissioner on report from Collectors, subject to the foingoing 
rules, to the submission of apjmintment rolls to Government. Sub-deputies 
will be appointed by Government on the recommendation of the Commissioner 
of the* davii^n. No appointment of a candidate who is not eligible under the 
rules can be made without special sanction of Government. 
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8. The lieutenant-Govemor understands that the civil court n.TnAi>Ti« 
are not unfrequently a competent claw of men ; that man^ of them are thrown 
out of employment, now that judicial officers are required to do their own 
work more th^ formerly. It is not improbable that from this and other 
good men may be obtained to supply urgent vacancies, till young men 
otherwise well educated qualify in the special subjects required, in sufficient 
numbers. The lieutenant-Governor has also noticed with surprise and regret 
the small proportion of natives of Behar or Hindustanees generally in the 
higha: branches of the public service of these provinces. He looks on it as a 
great evil that in an administration which comprises so great and populous a 
province of Hindustan as Behar, besides some other Hindustanee-speaking * 
^tricts, the Hindustanoe race should be shut out of the service, lookmg over 
the subordinate executive lists, k seems to the Lieutonant-Goveraor as if the 
Kaits and other literate Hindoos of Behar were almost absolutely excluded. 
The Lieutenant-Govemor thinks it probable that many men of these classes 
are in service in the North-Western Provinces and Central Provinces. On 
the other hand, the completion of settlement operations in the Gangetie 
Doab may throw out of employment there many persons who are possessed 
of a knowledge of survejnng and experienco of settlement, such as we are 
now particularly in need of. For employment in Behar, men of that province 
and of the adjoining and allied provinces of Benares, who have served with 
credit in the North-Western or Central Provinces, may be considered to be 
eligible. Therefore, till a supply of candidates qualified under the rules is 
available, the Government reserves the right of appointing men whose character 
and qualifications are found to be generally of the description required, such 
as the classes above mentioned. 

10 The scheme detailed in this resolution will be subject to modifications 
according to circumstances. T'ho Lieutenant-Govemor would hope that in 
course of time the local establishments may devclope into a regular executive 
service filling very many high <^ffices, that educated young men of good 
diaracter may enter in the lower grades and work up to Deputy Collectorships 
and superior appointments, and tliat there may thus always bo a supply of 
qualified trained candidates for the various posts of the subordinate executive 
service. If the plan succeeds, it will not hereafter bo necessary to nominate to 
Deputy Collectorships untried men who have had no experience in executive 
work, and regarding whose fitness little or nothing is known. 


LOCAL REATFNUES MADE OVER TO DISTRICTS. 


JVo. 1009. 

Mstract from the Proceedings of the Lieutenant-Govemor of Bengal in the Ptd>lic 
Works Department, Accounts, under date the 2'Ard February 1872. 

Bead the Resolution of this Government in the Publio Works Department, Accounts, No 403 
of the 20th January 1872, determining the rivers, canals, and roads which are in future 
to be maintained from Provincial Funda. 

Bead ako the District Boad Act No. X of 1871. 

Bead again Notifications of this Gbvermnont in the Revenue Department, dated respectively 
the 15th August and 5ih September last, published at pages 1565 and 1671 of Calcutta 
Gaaette, doted the IGth August and 6th ^ptembor 1871, puttmg in force the a1x>ve* 
mentioned Act in certain districts. 

Bead also Circular of thu Department, No. 4, dated the 12th ultimo, containing the views 
and orders of the Lieotenant-Govemor relative to the future confirol and manogemeiA of 
the Boad and Fmxy Funds in Beng^al. 

RK8oLtrTio]7.~Iii the Resolution first above mentioned orders have been 

issued as to the tivms, canals and roads which are in future to be maintamed 

firom iWvincial Funds, and it has been mled that all other rivers, canals and 
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roads, excepting irrigation canals, shall he maintained at the cost of Local or 

District Funds. In the case of the 16 districts 
marginally noted to which the provisions of Act 
No. X of 18T1, the District Road Cess Act, have 
been applied in the Notifications quoted at the 
head of this Resolution, it is hoped that the 
road cess will soon furnish funds for the mainte- 
nance and improvement of district roads, rivers, 
and canals. It remains to constitute the several 
District Committees, and to fix the date firom 
which the cesses shall take effect, and the cess 
years shall run under Section II of the Act. In 
the remaining* districts of these provinces, to 
which the Act has not yet been extended, and in some of which the Lieutenant- 
Governor understands that the Road and Ferry Fund Committees have fallen 
very much into disuse, llis Honor is desirous that sufficient provision should be 
made by the appointment of Committees to manage the funds available firom 
other sources and supervise the local works, and that the arrangement should 
be as far as possible .assimilated to those under the District Road Cess Act. 

2. In order, therefore, to give effect to these views, the Lieutenant- 
Governor has decided to constitute in each district a' Committee, similar to .that 
contemplated by Part V of the District Road Cess Act, of which the Magis- 
trate and Collector of the district will be cx-officio Chairman. 

3. In all matters relating to the outlay of funds, the transaction of business, 
and the maintenance and improvement of works, the powers and functions 
of Committees formed under this order will be similar to those of Committees 
formed under the District Road Cess Act. 

4. In r.egard to the formation of District Road Funds, vide Section 
LXXXII, the keeping of accounts. Section LXXXVH, and the prescribing of 
forms and rules, all orders of Government issued under the District Road Cess 
Act will bo held to be so far as is possible equally appHcablo to all Committees 
formed under these orders. 

5. Towards meeting the necessary outlay of the Committees, whether 
formed under the District Road Cess Act, or under those orders, the L'eutenant- 
Governor is pleased to make the following assignment of funds 

Is# — The unexpended balance on the 31st March 1872 of the assignment 
made under proceedings of this Government in the Public Works 
Department, No. 2651 of the 16th June 1871, sanctioning the 
Local Fund budget estimate of 1871-72. 

2nd — The proceeds of all public ferries, other than those on provincid 
roads or within the limits of any Municipality ; and all oxinting 
road cess .collections which may be due oh and after the 1st 
April 1872. 

Zrd — The j)roccods of all tolls on roads, other than provincial roads or 
within the limits of any Municipality, which may bo due on and 
after the 1st of April 1872, under Act VIII of 1851. 

In the case of ferries between adjoining districts the proceeds'will be 
divided ; it will rest with the Commissioner of the division to regulate the 
amount which shall belong to each district. 

6. No increase in the rates of toll to bo levied, either at ferries or toll 
bars, shall be made, nor shall any increase in the number of toll bars be inade, 
unless under the sanction of Government. 

7.. The Accountant-General, Bengal, will be instructed to close in his 
books from the 3l8t March 1872 the Amalgamated District Road Fund formed 
under the orders of this Government, No. 759, dated 80th April 1855, and to 
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issue the needful instructions to the treasury oflicer of each district, to open 

from the 1st April 1872 a deposit account to bo called the “ Distnet 

Road Account,” to which will be paid in all sums accruing from the above 
sources and such other sources as may be available, and against which all pay- 
ments will be made upon cheques drawn, as provided for in Section LXXXV 
of the District Road Cess Act. So soon as the road cess under the new Act 
shall be declared to bo leviable in any district, the road cess collections other- 
wise ^imdo in the financial year then past will be paid over to the District 
ioad Fund, as required by Section LXXXIH of the Act. 

8. In respect to actual supervision and carryin" on of works under the 
district Road Committee, as but few distrie.ts would bo able to b.oar the cost of, 
»r even to obtain, an efficient staff of Enf'iiiocrs, tins J^ieuttmarji -Governor is 
)repared to take the needful .steps for reorganizing tlui Public Works Establish- 
nent of this province, so as to ensure that a “ District Engineer” of the rank of 
in Executive Engineer, or an Assistant Engineer, shall be attached to each full- 
lized district, who will, together with the provincial work, undertake the 
jxecutive supervision of all district road works under the gcneriil control of the 
district* Road Committee, and under such spoiual rules as may fi-om time to 
irae be issued in accordaiice with Section XCVll of the District Road Cess 
Vet. The outlay on works carried out will bo adjusted upon a monthly 
ichedule of charges to be siibmitted to the Committee by the Distrii^t Pingincer, 
lupportod by all needful voucliers. Separate orders ndll b(5 issued regarding 
he appointment of the Committees and the adjustment of the cost of ostablish- 
nents when replies arc received to the Circular Ntv 4 of ]2lh ultimo, read 
»bovc, of which a copy is annexed to this Resolution. Meantime it is to bo 
mdorstood that the assignment to the District Committees of f(;rry and other 
unds under this Resolution is subject to such charge against those funds on 
iccomit of the Engineer Establishment as the Lieutenant-ffovernor may find 
t necessary to impose. 

9. In making over to the several District Road Committees the unexpen- 
lod portion of the assignment of the year 1871-72, togiither with road and 
erry frmd collections, as jier jiaragnaph f) of this Resolution, it is expected that 
lufficient provision will bo made for carrying on all needful works till the close 
)f the rainy season of the cuiTont yt'ar, after whieli it is expected that in those 
listricts where the District Road Cess Act of 1871 is in force, cess collections 
vill be available. In those? ordinary and tolerably rich districts wluire the Act 
las not yet been enfonanl, it must bo (ionsidered whether the source of income 
nade over under paragraph 5 of this Resolution will sufliiie tor the jiresent to 
sarry on needful works If not, the Commissioner should reprc.sent the matter 
n time, in order that lue District Road Cess Act may be introduced as .soon 
IS possible. 

10. If any of the above classes of districts have .spent all their allotments 
)f the current yea^ and are in urgent want of money to carry on to the rains 
vorks in actual progress, they may send up through the Commissioner of the 
iivision a statement shoAviiig — 

1. Money assignod for 1871-72. 

2. Total amount actually spent to dole and balance. 

3. Probable receipts from the Bources of rovonuo now mode over during the months of 

April, Mny, and Juno next. 

.4. Total available +o end of Jure. 

6. Works in baud, for Avliioh money is required, state of each work, and amount to be 
opent on each to the end of Juno. • • 

6. Amount for which application ia made for each work. 

11. There will remain the poor districts, such as some of those of Chota 
Nagpore, to which tlie Lioutenant-Govornor will be prepared to make special 
allotments so far as may bo possible for tho year 1872-73, on the receipt of 
special application. 
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12. As soon as possible after the formation of the several District Com- 
mittees, or before the Ist July next at latest, an estimate of the income and 
expenditure of tho^ District Koad Fund for the ensuing year should be prepared 
as required by Section LXI, and dealt with in accordance with the provisions 
contained in Section LXXI of the District Road Cess Act. 

13. His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased to rule that all 
correspondence connected with the District Road Cess Act of 1871 shall, so fax 
as it relates to the Icvj'ing of cesses and the appointment of Committees, be con- 
ducted by Commissioners of divisions in communication with the General Branch 
of this Secretariat, and so far as it relates to the execution of works, the establish- 
ment to bo entployed thereon, the forms of accounts and the expenditure of funds, 
with the Public Works Branch of this Secretariat. 

14. Tlic Lieutenant-Governor thinks that it might be very desirable that 
the works of large Municipalities which employ professional agency should be 
brought under the same systom as the district works, and begs that the 
Municipalities may be consulted and their views reported. 


Physical Science and Surveying in Bengal Colleges and Schools. 


IIKSOLUTION. 

Tori William^ ihe 20/4 March 1 872. 

The Lieutenant-Governor desires to review what has been done and what 
is doing for the iniroduclion of physical science and teehnical instruction 
classes into the schools and coll(?gos of Bengal. 

2. Tlie Engineering College and the School of Art at Calcutta, also the 
chair of natural science at the Presidency College, have been in existence for 
some years, and their usefulness is increasing. The total outlay of pul)ljc funds 
on these institutions, and tlic scholarships pertaining to*th('in, is about 
Rs 75,000 a yeni*. During the past season arrangements were made, and very 
successfully carried out, for an extra and special class .attached to the Engineering 
College, at which -the special sul.jects now requir(>d for tho public service were 
taught to pupils, of whom a large proportion Inave already by tliis channel 
obtained adunssion to the service. Arrangements have been made to continue 
this class with, it is hoped, increasing efficiency and success. 

3. In the Education Budget for the year 1872-73, provision is made for 

t’ue full cost of tht!se institutions, and tho Lieutenant-Governor has also set aside 
lls. 20,000 for phy.sical science and surveying in colleges, and Its. 30,000 for 
drawing, surveying, and physical geography classes in schools. Ho has 
direct (ai that out of the total grant of Rs. l,28,00t> for scholarships in Bengal, 
scholarships to the value of alH.ut Rs. 50,000 be assigned to students in the 
drawing, surveying, and elemeulary science classi s. A committee, of which 
tho Director of Public Instruction and the Principal of the Presidency College 
are members, is sitting to consider and report uj)on the best scheme for 
spending the Rs. 50,000 granted in tho budget for science and survey classes, 
and also upon the distribution of scholarships to tlic value of Rs. 50,000 to 
students in these ckisses. * 

4. Meanwhile some arrangements have already been made; a teacher 
of surveying on B s 1 07 per mcnseia luis been allowed to the Cuttack High School, 
and a competent native teacher from t he Engineering College has already joined at 
Cuttack. Two scholarship-lioldcrs of the Engineering College have been appoint- 
ed as teachers of drawing and surveying, on probation, at the Dacca and Patna 
Colleges; these men had .served for nearly a year as aiiprentices on public 
works ill or near Calcutta, and they are able to teach drawing and surveying, 
mensuration, and the use of building or road materials. They are under orders 
to join their appointments at once. A contingent grant of Ks, 800 has also 
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been made to each of those two colleges to cover the cost of instruments and 
expenses of the survey class during the next open season. It is hoped that 
similar arrangements will shortly be made at the Hooghly and other colleges. 

6. It is under consideration whether arrangements can be made for teach- 
ing in the Presidency College the sciences now included in the alternative 
standard for university degrees, but it is apprehended that it will not be 
possible to establish at present a complete course of the kind in the other 
colleges unless some of the existing professors may be able to undertake the duty. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor understands that the Engineering College at 
Calcutta can fuimish a sufficient number of men who will accept moderate 
salaries, and will be able to teach drawing, surveying, and the use of building or 
road materials in our schools. All these Engineering College students are 
men who have passed the Entrance Examination of the Oaieutta University, 
and they will bo able to teach cither in English or in Bengalee. None of the 
Calcutta Engineering College men arc llindoostanees; though most of them 
can talk, and perhaps tca(!li, in Hiiidoostanee. For vernaculfir survey classes in 
Behar, it may therefore bo necessary to obtain teachers from the Roorkee 
CtsiHege. 

7. As soon as possible, or at any rate as soon as the Committee whose 
appointment has been referred to in the first paragraph of the Resolution 
make their report, arrangements will be made for sending teachers of drawing 
and surveying to the Bare School and to the Bhaugulpore, Chittagong, and 
Gowhatty schools, and to such of the zillali schools as the Committee and the 
local officers may recommend. Meanwhile special rewards have been offered 
to induce masters at zillah schools to qualify as teachers in surveying and 
physical geography. Under this last head may be comprehended an elementary 
and popular knowledge of this globe, and of the things that grow or creatures 
that live upon it, such as is now taught under this designation in 
many European schools; and the Licutenaut-Govemor proposes to introduce 
physical geography in this M'ide sense into our schools generally, as a first 
iastalmeiit of jropular seicnce. 

S. For schools or classes in practical arts little has yet been done 
out side the School of Arts at Calcutt:i, and the Lieutenant-Governor has doubts 
whether the Calcutta school is not too much devoted to ornamental as distin- 
guished from practice] art. Aitprcriticc classes have however been, or arc being 
opened at the Dell reo workshops on tlic Soane, canal ; a scheme for an indus- 
trial school of a practical kind is promised from .Dacca, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor hopes tiiat before the cud of another year real schools of practical 
art will be in cxistcrrcc. 

9. Meanwhile, until the number of scholarships assignable to physical 
science and survey scholar be finally settled and has had time to come into 
operation, tlie Lieutenant-Governor desires that the Director of Fublic Instruc- 
tion will notify that any present holder of a junior-grade scdiolarship, who has 
passed the Entrance Examination, may elect to take the practical science 
course at the Presidency College, or any other college where such a school is 
3stal)lislied, without r'rf'judice to llie tenure of his sohol.irship. Such a 
icholarship-hokler, unless ho atudies for the full Engineering College course, 
must continue to attend the English languag(', history, arithmedie or algobra, 
inti mathematical classes up to the First Arts standard, hut ho need not 
ittond the Sanskrit and logic or moral philosophy classes ; and he therefore 
aeed not pass the F’irst Arts examination, tlioni^li the Lieuienant-Govemr.r 
topes that many will do so. But measures 'vill he taken to ascertain his 
arolicieucy in the obligatory subjecis. Similar rules v,dll be a])])licd to tl’.e 
loldevs of vornacula.' and minor seiiolarships at schools, and of senior scholar- 
ihips by students who have passed the First Aits examination. The Lieufenant- 
3ovcTnor desires that early and full publicity bo given to this order regarding 
;be tenure of c.ustiug scholarships. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor earnestly hopes that the Comnfittee refer- 
red to above will finish their labors and submit their report with tbo least 
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possible delay. His Honor desires to have the schemes and questions now 
iitiiiftr discussion settled definitely as soon as possible, in correspondence with 
the scheme for the extension of the Subordinate Executive Service, which has 
just been promulgated.’ All candidates for that service are required to qualify 
in certain practical subjects, and it is most desirable that the opportunity of 
doing so should be afforded as promptly and widely as possible. It is hoped that 
classes for theoretical instruction and such practical teaching as can be given 
in a sohoohroom, will be open at the several provincial centres at least before 
the commencement of the rainy season, and that the classes Avill be fit for 
instruction in field surveying by the commencement of the cold season, so that 
apt pupils may be in some degree fit for the public service by the early part 
of next yedr.

That copies be forwarded to Commissioners of divisions, in 
continuation of the resolution regarding the new sub-divi- 
sional establishments, and with the request that they will 
submit as soon as possible their opinions as to the places at 
w^hich practical classes may with advantage be opened.

Lower Provincps, to the Secre- 
tary to the Governuicnt of Bengal, Revenue Departineiit, — (No. I2t)C, Fort William, the 
7th March 1872.) 

I AM directed by the Member in charge to submit the following 
Report on the state of the Salt Market for the 3rd 
oOTtY. sa., o.». quarter of 1871-72, comprising the months of October, 

November, and December last. 

The quantity of salt consumed (*.c., the quantity of total clearances of salt 
of all descriptions) in the quarter under review amounted to 19,96,900 maunds, 
against maunds in the previous quarter gnd 19,81,678 maunds in the 

corresponding quarter of the previous . year ; and tl.o total amount of duty 
levicii was Rs. Cl, 89, 923, against Rs. 80,17,4.77 and Rs. 61., 40, 4.53 in the 
previous and corresponding quarters respectively. 

2. Oil comparing the above figures with those given in paragraph 1 
of the last quarter’s Report, it will be seen that there is a difference of 
43,960 in the total quantity consumed in that quarter as then stated and as 
now stated. The details of this total quantity were correctly given ip the 
subsequent paragraphs, but in adding them together, by an oversight in this 
office, the clearances of sea-imported salt in Chittagong were omitted. This 
omission has now been rectified. 


3. The .quantity of Government salt sold at the Presidency under whole- 
jijg sale rowannahs amounted to 876 maunds, as shown iti 
So^emLr "■ the margin, giving a monthly average of 291 maunds 

26 seers against 1,625 maunds in the preceding quarter. 
_ ^ ~ The entire quantity represents the clearances from the 
Tow ... ^ nidgelee stocks. 
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4. The sales of Government salt at Pooree amounted to 1,820 maunds, 
against 1,676 maunds in the preceding quarter and 4,630 maunds in the 
corresponding quarter of 1870-71. The prescribed return for December, from 
which the sales of Government salt at Pooree are compiled, has not been 
received in this office up to date. In order, however, to prevent any further 
dela;^ in the submission of this Report, the requisite information has been 
obtained from another return. 

6. The quantity of Excise salt sold in Cuttack, Balasoro, Pooree, and 
24-Pergunnalis during the quarter under review, from the stocks of the 
iiiferent seasons, and the quantity which remained in store at tlic close of the 
][uarter, are shown in the folio u in g statement I : —

c. as long as two lights, one under the other, are seen on Java's 4th point." 

2°. at Tclok-Betong : 

a eastward of tho line, marked by the two white beacons. 

b. inside of tire white buoy. 

Any ship having been compelled to drop the anchor where this is not allowed by this 
notice must weigh it carefully, and not set sail till it is certain that the cable has not been 
lifted up at the same time.

They arc all surrounded by large reefs forming a large chain of patches and shoals to the 
South and S. S. E. 

The commander of the Government steamer Hertog Bernard found by many obsc^r- 
vatioiis the position of North Tiger Island to be in Lat. 6® 21' South, and Long. 121® 3' East 
from (Trccnwich. 

The master of the Xantho reports a safe passage to the N. N. W., between Kalao

«<f.. a. eastward the line, marked by the two white beacons.

Any ship having been compelled to drop the anchor where this is not allowed by this 
notice must weigh it carefully, and not set sail till it is certain that the cable has not been 
lifted up at same time. 
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When this might he the case, the cable moat be taken firom the anchor and slipped with 
the greatest care, so that it can in no way be damaged.

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New Building for the Presidency College. 


From C. Bernakh, Esq?; OfliciaHni' Secretary to the (jovernment of Itcmral, to the 
Director of I’uhlic! Instruction, — (No. H'73, dated Calcutta, the 29th April 1872.) 

With referentjo to your letter No. 1456, dated the 10th April, and other 
correspondence regarding the provision of accommodation for the Presidency 
College, I am directed to inform you that the Lieutenant-Governor has very 
anxiously cousidered the subject, and he now desires to communicate the 
following rcmarl?s and orders. 

2. His Honor is, as ho has several times said, far from grudging money 
to encourage higher education, and has only been restrained by a consider- 
ation of the pressing necessity of finding means for the primary education 
of the people. His Honor has not reduced, but at the same time hg,s not 
thought himself at liberty very largely to increase, the ordinary grants for 
higher education. Money spent on buildings for educational purposes is just 
as much spent on education as the sums included in the ordinary grants, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor has hesitated about providing the largo sum required 
for a new College. 

3. Since, however, after full inquiry and personal examination, it appears 
to His Honor that not only is the present accommodation of tho Presidency 
College totally inadequate to so great and flourishing an institution, but that in 
reality there is no College building at all, the classes being accommodated partly 
in the school buildings and partly in a hired house, — and seeing how groat an 
engine is this College in the education and development of the natives of 
Bengal, and how great a hold it has on tho interests and affections of the highly 
enlightened native community in and about Calcutta, — His Honor has come 
to the conclusion that he is justified in building a new College. It will be 
undertaken and pressed on to completion as rapidly as possible, money for 
immediate operations having been already provided in the budget. His Honor 
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the more readily accepts this coDclusion, because the tendency of recent 
arrangements has been to concentrate the highest education more than ever 
in this great Metropolitan Institution. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor had approved of a plan costing something 
more than two lakhs of rupees, but he has had misgivings whether it would 
meet all our needs. It seems to his Honor that, if we are to have a new 
College, we had better make the building complete and ample for all our 
requirements. We must arrange to accommodate not only the arts classes, but 
also the law and civil nnginceriag departments, and his Honor has come to the 
conclusion that all questions lately discussed regarding practical training for 
Government employ, and special classes, will be best andmost satisfactorily settled 
by the establishment of a regular civil service department, regarding which 
detailed instructions will shortly be issued. His H6nor has therefore thought it 
desirable to extend the plan by adding a third story, if this can be safely done, 
or otherwise as may be found best ; and he has directed the Chief Engineer 
to prepare plans within a rough estimate of three lakhs of rupees. I am to 
desire that you will, together with the Principal of the Presidency College, 
place yourself in communication with Mr. Leonard, in order that the plans for 
the new College may bo elaborated with complete regard to all requirements. 

6. Sufficient provision must be made for civil service classes, which will 
probably comprise an ordinary two years’ course, and an upper course for more 
advanced students, who having completed the university science course, may 
desire to qualify in scientific agriculture and other advanced knowledge suitable 
to students who aspire to offices leading to high administrative posts.

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Health of Up-Country Coolies in Assam. 


RESOLUTION. 


Read again — 

The proceedings of this (jovernment noted i)clow, regarding tlie causes of the liigh rate 
of mortality amongst thv laborers in the Kinigagora and Dooluhat tea garden.s, and 
' regarding the system of rceruiting and passing coolies for Assam. I

3. The reports on the Rungagorn tea gardens in Upper Assam had shown 
that the death-rate among the coolies had been extremely high ; 22 coolies had 
died out of a mean strength oT 97 in the year 18G0, and 35 had died out of a 
mean strength of 180 coolies in the year 1870 — that is to say, from 20 to 25 
per cent, of the coolies died off year by year. The Lieutenant-Governor directed 
that this garden should be .at once inspected, and that a special report should 
be made upon its present condition and the probable causes of the high mor- 
tality ^among its coolies. The Deputy Commissioner, Majoi* Clarke, accordingly 
inspected the garden on the 12th January. He found the death-rate to be still 
hi^, Wt he reported his inability to account for this mortality, as Rungagora 
was “one ol the nicest gardens ho had ever seen, and was apparehtly well 
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managed.” The Deputy Commissioner remarked, however, that Hungagora 
. garden possessed jio hospital. Dr. Partridge, the Inspector of Laborers, inspect- 
ed the garden on the 18th February; ho endorsed the Deputy Commissioner’s 
opinion. Ho found the treatment of the coolies to be “ everything that could bo 
desired, but he observed that almost all the coolies appeared “ to be weak and 
debilitated,” and ho felt certain that they must have been so before leaving for 
Assam. Dr. Partridge noted that from 1867 to the present time many deaths 
had occurred on the kungagora garden from diseases consequent on a debilitated 
state of body, and he expressed his opinion that the “ excessive deaths for the 
“ past years had been solely due to the state in which the coolies bad been 
“ first sent up.” 

2. In the Doolahat garden of Upper Assam the death-rate for the first six 
months of 1871 was reported to have heen 13 out of I M, or at the rate of about 
18 per cent, per annum, during the healthiest part of the year. Report was 
called for, the garden u'as inspected; it u'as found by the Assistant In8p(!ctor of 
Laborers to bo well ordered and w^ell appointed. Both the Assistant Inspector 
and the garden manager attributed ilio excessive mortality of 1871 to deaths 
which occurred aiviorg an exceptionally bad batch of coolies Avho came to the 
garden in the end of 1870. 

3. Reference was made to the Su[K'!intendcnt of Jiabor Transport and to 
the Medical Insp(5etor of Laborers at Calcutta. In regard to the Rungagora 
garden, Drs. (Irant and Maenatnara report generally on the way in Avhich 
laborers for Assam are examined, on their gencralstate of health when examined, 
and on the fact that “ up-c-ountry” coolies, as they are called, cannot bear the 
climate oi many Assam gardens. In regard to the Doolahat garden and the 
two batches of coolies which arc s:iid to have been so bad in the year 1870, 
Dr. Grant reports specially that both these batches consisted entirely of 
“ up-country” coolies, and ho shows that the Medical Inspector’s certificates filed 
in the Calcutta olTiec fully show that the men of these two batches were “ in 
very good health at the time”* they were passed in Calcutta. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor considers the explanation afforded by 

Dr. Macnamara, taken with the fact that out of 13 deaths which occurred in the 
Rungagora b'a garden in 1871, only one laborer hud been less than six months 
in the garden and only four had been less than a year, shows that the mortality 
on that garden was not mainly due to the weak health of the coolies when they 
started for Assam. ^ 


5. In dealing with these papers llis Honor remarks that another grave 
question forces itself on our consideration, namely, whether the so-called 
“ up-country” coolies, as distinguished fromDliangurs, should or should not bo 
allowed to proceed under contract as laborers to Assam. The Inspector of 
Laborers, Upper Assam, and the Ex-oflicio Inspectors and Assistant Inspectors 
of Iiaborers in the districts of Nowgong, Kamroop, and Durrung, and in the 
sub-divisions of Munglcdyc, Sooteali, North Luckimpore, Jonjhaut, Gola^hat 
and Seebsangor, should bo culled upon to take special note of the comparative 
healthiness of the two classes of coolies at their coming inspections, and they 
should report at the end of the year whether “ up-country” coolies are really 
less able to resist tho climate and the work required of them than Dhancur 
(soolies. There is no doubt Avhatever in the Lieutenant-Governor’s mind 
that Hindoostanee coolies do not thrive in Assam ; almost all the tea planters 
say they wish they never had a Hindoostanee laborer. The Lieutenant-Governor 
notes this fact as the result of his personal inquiries on the spot. His Honor 
would be glad to have the opinion of the Landholders’ and Commercial 
Association, and thai of some of -the leading firms and gentlemen interested in 
tea, as to whether it ivouJd not be better to stop all coolie emigration to Assam 
from the Hindoostanee districts abovt: Bhaugulpore to the eastern tea districts.

1 HAVE the honor to rcjiort f^r your inforxnation that I, on the 12ih instant, visined the 
Doolahat factory, in accorduiiee with tlie instruct ions conveyed in your memorandum No. 152, 
datod the 2nd id^tn, and made a full and careful iinjuiry into the causes of the hig’h rate of 
mortality amongst tlie imported laborers there during; the last half-vcar. Mr. Stewart, the 
manager, informed rne that the eoolios who have died belonged almost exclusively to a hatch 
which he received towards the end of last year, and w hich wore exceptionally bad. I saw the 
remainder of this batch, and hiving mustereo ;»11 tlie imported ci olies in the garden, was able 
to contrast them wit!i other hutches. The result ijuite bore out the manager's opinion as to 
these partictilar coolies ; and 1 caiu.ot but record my own in the matter, whitdi is, that the fact 
of such coolies ever having seen Assam reflects anything hut credit on the system under which 
they wore recruited. Jud^injr from their appearaiiee,*thcy could ji(»t have lived to an old ago 
in any climate; but to send thorn to Assam was simjdy to lessen their chances of living still 
further. I carefully inspected the lines, and could see nothing to find fault with either in 
their construction or sanitary condition. The huts arc ratlier out of repair, but this will be 
seen to, Mr. Stewart says, as soon as the dry scasou’ i ommenccs. Mr. Stewart has not at 
present all the medicines that he ought to have, hut he tells that he has indented for a fresh 
supply. The coolies g'?t good drinking water from a strciim which runs near the factory, and 
can buy all tlie provisions they require from a golah on the spot. 

I have seen both tin? Deohlicel and Ciiinatolia gardens, in which I believe the death-rats 
in the last half-year was low ; and I certainly think that Doolahat, both as regards its site 
and sanitary advantages generally^ can bear comparison with either. The previous returuo 
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from this garden again do not indicate any thing like exceptional insalubrity. I am of 
opinion therefore that Mr. Stewart has assigned the true reason for the liigh rate of mortality 
which has attracted the notice of Government ; and that there is no ground for the appoint- 
ment of a committee under section 112 of the Coolie Act.

With reference to j)aragrapli 13 of Government resolution dated 2nd December last, on 
the half-yearly returns of laborers employed in the leu gardens in this division, received witli 
your memorandum No. 8933 of the same date, I have the honor to forward the annexed copy 
1 of a letter,* aiul enclosures, fioin the Protector of Laborers, 

I'ppcr Assam, reporting the result of his inspeetiou of the 
Bungagora tea garden in the district of Luekimporc, as reipiircd by the resolution above 
quoted. 

2. I think it very desirable that more care should he exercised in ^lassing eooli(.‘s for 
Assam. It is no use whatever taking sanitary precautions here if we are to receive men 
constitutionally unfitted to stand the climate of any part of Assam.

In accordance witli No. D>9, dated Gowhatty, 24tli January 1872, reijuesting that I 
would take steps in the matter of the higli death-rate iu the Kiingagora factory belonging to 
the Upper Assam Company, and under llie nuinageraeiit of Mr. Moran, 1 proceeded there 
ami made a thorough inspection of the garden and lines on ISth February 1872. 1 beg to 

entirely endorse the Deputy ComTni.ssioner*s remark made in his inspection return dated 
12th January 1872 as to the appearance of the garden, &c. 1 mustered the coolies and made 
a careful inspection of them, and more particularly the last batch received from Calcutta. I 
can confidently state tliat to rny mind the reason of the excessive mortality is easy of 
solution, viz. the bad and unfit state in which the coolies were allowed to leave for Assam. 
Even now they have not by any means a strong and licalthy appearance, such as is required 
for heavy manual labor ; they almost all, one with another, appear tt> be weak and debili- 
tated, and I feel certain were originally so before leaving. They have now been over two 
xnontlj^B on the estate and been doing but light labor, and the manager informs me that 
they have to some extent improved iu health. 

2. On coming up the river they had cholera ou board the steamer. Two had to be left 
behind at Debrooghur ill, aiul another died before reaching Kuugagora ; whilst the others, as 
above stated, arrived in a weak condition. This has not been the first and only time iu which 
coolies have arrived at this factory iu such an unfit state, and it is all due, I consider, to their 
being ill the first place recruited, apparently, without a due regard to their state of health on 
enlistment. 

3. I heir treatment is every thing that can be desired in the factory, and no complaints 
ef ill-treatment or of insufficiency of food or excessive work have been made. Consequently 
1 beg most positively to state that neither the manager of the tea garden of llungagora nor 
the tea garden itself is in my opinion at fault, and that the excessive death-rate for the past 
years has been solely due to the state in which the coolies have been first sent up. 

4. On reference to the list of deaths from 1 8G7 up to this present time, it will be 
noticed that many have taken pjace from dropsy and similar aD®mie diseases owing to a 
debilitated state of body, and not, m my opinion, due to any thing connected with malarial 
poisoning contracted here, though of course a weakened constitution is much more ready to 
take in malaria than a strong one,— hence these coolies have not had a fair chance of 
becoming acclimatized. 1 therefore do not think it necessary to convene a ('committee to 
pronounce on the fitness or otherwise of this garden, the cause not being due to any thing 
connected with the garden in question, but to the state of general debility and unfitness for 
labor that the coolies arrived in ; and not only this last batch, but for the past three or four 
years the manager informing me that he has repeatedly made complaints with regard to the 
state of health iu which the coolies have arrived, though apparently without eflect.

3. As Dr. Partridge, the Inspeeti r of Laborers, Upper Assam, has taken charge of his 
appointment, you should send that officer an extract of the remarks in your diary commented 
on, and a copy of these orders, with a view to his taking the necessary steps in the matter.

Marcurd to Rnngagora factory. This is the garden on which report is called for owing 
to high death-rate iii first half-year of 1871. I found a high death-rate, S per cent., again 
in the second half-year. 1 cannot account for this, for it is oiu' of the nit esc gardens I have 
ever seen, and is apparently well inanagt'd. This will be subject of rej)ort and I need not 
go into the matter here. 1 insjjdhted the lines — there was no hospital — the food, water, &c., 
leaving the coolies till to-morrow, as it was late. 

\2th January . — I inspected the laborers this morning : things generally satisfactory.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 72 of the 
13th instant, submitting a report ou tlie Rungagora tea garden in the Luckirn- 
pore district. 

2. In reply I am to point out that it appears from the returns suhiAitted 
hy you that out of the thirteen deaths which occurred in 1871, only one laborer 
had been less than six moiii h.s on the garden and only four had been less tJian 
a year. It is not quite (de'ir therefore to the Lieutenant-Governor that original 
weakness is the cause of the mortality on this garden. 

3. No inform.ation has been submitted hy you as to what hospital accom- 
modation is available for the coolies in this garden. Q'his information ought 
not to have been omitted from the special report under notice, and 1 am to 
request that the information may be supplied in the next report submitted 
hy you. 

4. Your remarks, as well as those of Dr. Partridge, the Officiating Inspec- 
tor of Laborers, in respect to the weak and unfit state of the coolies despatched 
to Assam, will be communicated to the medical inspectors of laborers here 
and at Kooshtea ; and 1 am to ask that any specific information available in 
Assam, regarding the unhcalthincss of laborers* on specific steamers (besides

In compliance with the instructions conveyed in your letter No. 1283 of 
the 27th ultimo, I have the honor to submit the accompanying copies of reports 
from the medical inspectors of laborers at Calcutta and Xooshtea, Drs. 
Maenamara and Ayres. I would add that from all I have experienced and 
gathered through others on the subject under inquiry, I must concur in what 
has been urged by Dr. Maenamara respecting the change for the worse 
that may come over the liealth and appearance of laborers even during the 
my age to Assam. 1 liave always understood — and tins impression has been 
confirmed by what I liave seen and learnt from others — that, as a general rule, 
jungly or dhangur coolies sutler most during transit, hut do well oh the garden ; 
on the other hand, so-called up-country’’ c >olies may not suffer so seriously 
on the voyage, but they do not stand the climate of the tea districts so well 
as coolies of the dhangur or jungly class when they are comfortably settled 
on the gardens.

I HAVE to acknowledge your loiter of the 4th April, covering correspondence from the 
Government of Bengal regal ding a rejiort by the Inspector of Laborers, Upper Assam, upon 
his inspection of laborers at the liungagora tea garden. 

The Inspector of Laborers writes as follows : — mustered the coolies and made a careful 
inspection of them, and more particularly the last batch received fiom Calcutta. I can 
confid»*ntly state that to my mind the reason ol the excessive mortality is easy of solution, viz. 
the bad and unfit state in which the coolies were allowed to leave lor Assam. Even now they 
have not by any means a strong and healthy appearance, such us is required for heavy manual 
labor. They almost all, one with another, ajqiear to be weak and debilitated, and 1 feel certain 
wore originally so before leaving.^^ It is with reference to this part of the report that the* 
Lieutenant-Governor desires inibrmation as to the standard of health required by tiie medical 
inspectors at Calcutta and Kooshtca. 1 carefully examine each cooly who has to pass my 
inspection, and 1 unliesitatiiigly ailirm as regards the adult mule coolies that nut a single one 
in a bad or unfit state has been jiassed by me for Assam since my return to duty in February 
1871. I do not uilirrn that all llie m*m arc picked men, for if only such were tube taken, 
emigration would be practically sto|>p(jd. On this point 1 hope I may be allowed to refer to 
paragraph 24 of a minute by tlic late Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, published in the Calcutta 
Gazette of the 21st April 1S60. • 1 may, however, say that since that minute was written more 
precise rules than those whicii were formerly in force have been laid down for tlic guidance of 
the medical inspector; and 1 unhesUatingly affirm that, as directed by rule 7 of those for the 
guidalee of medical inspectors, I carefully examine each laborer before he or she is placed on 
contract, and that I reject .thost; who are not in a fit state of health, and not able in point of 
physl'al condiuon to journey to, and work for hire in, the tea districts. can further state 
that the great muss of the inon are in sound health when they leave for Assam or Caebar. 

My experi ?nce in examining these coolies is now so great that 1 should indeed be guilty 
of wilful blindness if I allowed bad and unfit men to pass. Knowing us I do the gauntlet of 
inspection whicii the coolies have to run after they leave me, and the tendency, if not on the 
part of the ofiicials in Assam, yet at any rate of the managers of gardens, to find fault with 
the coolies, it would be iiuthiug* less than infatuation on iny part to be careless in the 
performance of this duty. * * * *

I would point out that the coolies are inspected by tbe civil surgeons of districts before they 
reach me; and though, lo(»king to the fact that some lime often elapses between their inspection 
and the arrival ol tlie cooli(‘s in Calculi a, and to the possibility of coolies l>eing changed after 
tiiis inspection, civil surgeons could fairly be htdd responsible f(»r the fitness of all the laborers 
who come to Calcutta. Yet the civil surgeons who pass these coolies must also have been 
guilty <rf great negligence if Dr. Parliidge^s charge is a correct one. 

The coolies, before being inspected by me, are almost uniformly passed by on agent for the 
garden. On the part of Messrs. Begg, Dunlop and Co., this duty is performed by Mr. Cruikshank, 
one of their assistants. Mr. Cruikshank has been a long time in Caebar; he is practically well 
acquainted with the class of men who are needed for work in the tea districts, and that bis 
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examination of the coolies is a most careful one, I am able to testify from the notes which he 
is in the habit of making on the pass list. I append a letter from Mt dsrs. Begjr, Dunlop & Co. 
upon this point. It is quite impossible that Mr. Cruikshauk should have passed men in the 
bad and unfit state which Dr. Partrid^^e insists on. 

It is only of the men that I have affirmed that none but those who are in good health arc 
placed upon the effective list; — I cannot speak so decidedly as regards the women. Many of 
the women are suckling or pregnant, hut they must be allowed to proceed with their husbands. 
Further, as the women are not put to hard field labour in the tea districts, it does not seem 
necessary to insist upon the same standard of robust health in their case as in that of the men. 
Moreover, the medical examinjition of the women cannot be made so strict as that of the men ; 
they cannot of course be stripped fur it as are the men : consequently a weakly woman may 
accidentally pass me and be placed on the eflictive list. 

The medical inspector is called on to certify to the good st.ite of health of the coolies at 
the time they pass his inspection, but he is not called upon to give an opinion dg to whether the 
coolies whom he passes are of such a constitution that it may be predicted they will certainly 
maintain their health in Assam or Cachar. 

It is a well-known fact — one wl)icl» has been recognized and discussed over and over again— « 
that up-country coolies, as they are called by managers of tea gaidens (viz., coolies of aryaii 
descent), will.not keep their health in the »:reaf er number of gardens in Assam. No matter 
how nice the garden itself may look, and nntwithstunding the greatest care for the coolies on the 
part of the managers in Assam, this class of coolies is speedily attacked with fever, enlargement 
of the liver and spleen, become bloodless, snflt r from diarrhoea, get dropsy, and die. Nor are 
the three months which elapsed between the arrival of the gang in question at Hungagora 
and their inspection by Dr. .Partridge insufficient for the di velopmcnt of disease amongst such 
coolies. Three weeks or a month, or even a shorter time tlian this, will tend to convert a fine 
}»eulthy body of men into miserable fever-stricken wretches In some gardens, however, these 
up-country coolies do very well^ as Me.ssrs. Jlcgg, Dunlop & Co. informed me y(‘sterday that 
much to their surprise some managers were now beginning to ask for coolies of this class. 

Diiungur (non-aryati) C(»olics wiih.^tand the evil inliiiences of the A.ssam climate much 
.better than do up-country coolies, yet even in the case of dhaninirs the medical inspector can 
only sav that at the ume wiien he sec- them they are in good health; it must be that many 
of thorn will full in Assam. Many of the men are from 30 to 40 years old, and correspond 
Constitutionally with Europeans of 40 to 50 years of age. They have from their birth lived 
in the highlands of Central India, and have lived upon a diet very dissimilar from that which 
they take to when they leave for Assam^ and which indeed would not be fitted for them in the 
new circumstances of their life. These men are taken from their homes, they are often in a 
dejiressed state of mind, and are sent oflP by steamer to the jungles of Assam, to a climate totally 
different to that in which lh€»y have been reared from their birth. Many of such men cannot but 
fail, weak p( ints in th(?ir constitution becoming rapidly developed into disease ; but I w^ould 
ri*pfesent that the Medical Inspector cannot be held responsible for such failures. Even during 
/the voyage to Assam the evil influenees of the change ofcliinato may begin to show themselves. 

This was fully recognized by Mr. Ainslie^s commission in J8fi7-G8. The commission 
wrote! — ‘-'After a long and trying journey, especially where there has been much sickness ou 
board, it is not suPimising that the appearance of the emigrants should be altered very much for 
the worse, and that the description of them, as they were at the lime of embarkatiuu, should not 
apply to ihcir state on arrix,. 

The last batch of coolies sent to the Upper Assam Company's garden were mixed coolies; it 
contained «•> many up-country men that the managers complained of them to Messrs. Begg, 
Dunlop & Co. It is to these coolies that Dr. Partridge more particularly refers. I regret it 
did not occur to him to institute a comparison between the si(?kand death-rates ou^J^he com- 
pany's gardens at Maijan and Rnngagora ; he would have found that m the case of the 
latter the rate ts considerably higher. Yet these gardens arc under the same management, 
and they arc im))artially supplied with coolies of the same class; indeed this very batch of 
coolies was sent up for the Maijan garden, and were only diverted ou their arrival in Assam 
to the other gardens because labor was most wanted there. 

Dr. Partridge makes no mention in his report of these cooUes being for the most part 
up-couutry men,— men who are peculiarly liable to suffer from the climate of Assam. Possibly 
his limited experience in the district has not as yet enabled him to assure himself of this fact. 1 
think I may venture to predict that after he h^s had one or two years' experience in Upper Assam 
he will be more cautious in expressing opinions on this subject. 1 believe too he will learn that 
there are many gardens in Assam in which, though the coolies arc most carefully looked to, and 
though the garden may itself be in a high state uf cultivation, yet coolies, especially up-country 
coolies, will fall away in health from the time of their arrival to labor on it; and he will proba- 
bly come to acquiesce in the opinion of Mr. Ainslic's commission as to the change in the appear- 
ance of the coolies, which even tlie voyage to Assam may bring about. I sincerely bope that 
longer experience in Assam will at least lead the Inspector of Laborers to credit that a gang of 
coolies may present a very deplorable appearance at tb6 time of bis inspection, though they 
were conscientiously and carefully inspected by the Medical Inspector of Laborers in Calcutta 
four months previously.

In reply to your memorandum No. C74 of the 19th February last, I have the honor to 
submit the following report. ’ 

The two batches of coolies referred to as having been despatched for Assam, the first at 
the end of November and the second early in December 1869, have been traced by me. 

Both batches consisted of what are usually termed up-country’^ coolies, that is, laborers 
from Arrah, Lucknow, Jounpore, Ghazeepore, Chupra, Benares, Patna, Hazareebaugh, Cawn* 
pore, Sultanpore, Gya, Behar, Gourruckpore, &c., and not dhangutn. Both batches were 
inspected and passed by Dr. W. J. Palmer when he was officiating for Dr. Macnamara, then 
on leave. 

To the care with which Dr. Palmer examined co olies dining the period he officiated, I can 
hear testimony ; and the medical ^inspector’s certi6c«\te8 of licalth relating to the batches in 
question, now filed in this office, show that the coolies wore in very good health at the time. 
There were no rojeotions, only one man being noted ns oldish, selected by planter;” and the 
absence of cholera is specially remarked by Dr. Ayres on the paper. 

After the full reports (marginally noted) bearing on this very subject which have been 

submitted already, it does not appear necessary to dwell here 
(a) Dr. Macnamara'a report, dated 6tli at length Oil this question ; but I WOuld submit that if the

Artizan Classes at the Dacca Normal School.

With reference to your No. 519, dated 9tli Pebruury, callfhi^ for a scheme 

for an artizan school at Dacca, I have the 
honor to lorward copy of the correspond- 
ence noted in the margin for the infor- 
mation .nnd orders of Government. 

2. I am of* opinion tliat the scheme 
recommended hy Mr. Clarke, and th<! head- 
master of the Dac.ca Normal Scliool is well 
deserving of a trial, and I accordingly 
solicit that a grant not exceeding Rs. 900 be sanctioned for the erection of a 
worksltop in the Normal School premises, and the purchase of tools and wood, 
together with a monthly allowance of its. 7 h for a foreman, carpenter, and 
artizan scbolarsliip stipends, as applied for in Mr. Clarke’s 11th paragraidi. 

S. Baboo Dinoonath Sen, the head-master of the Normal School, has shewn 
great interest in the undertaking and an intelligent appreciation of the objects 
to be attained by it ; and I quite agree w ith 'Mr. Clarke that the financial 
control over the artizan work and the general superintendence of the depart- 
ment should be placed entirely in his hands under the general supervision of 
the Inspector.

In continuation of paragraph 4.of my No. 2280 of 4th October 1871. 

I have been considering for some time the possibility of starting a small carpenter's shop 
in connection with the Dacca Normal School. The present head-master, Dinoonath Sen, isj. 
desirous to attempt something of the kind, as he is an amate^ carpenter himself. Dinoonathf 
Sen also thinks that there is a much better chance of inducing our best educated boys (^hI 
the Normal School students are) to abandon strict notions about caste and consent to turn 
their hands to something practical and remunerative, than there is of persuading ignorant, 
bigoted youths to venture on such a step. 

This is an exceedingly interesting point, and makes the present proposed experiment of 
Baboo Dinoonath Sen quite a different idea from that on which the previous industrial school 
schemes have proceeded. Bal^po Dinoonath Sen has hopes of inducing some of the Normal 
School pupils to work with himnelf at a little carpentering almost as an amusement, and thinks 
it quite possible that if some of the boys see that as pandits they will never earn Ks. 20 a 
month, and that as carpenters they can earn much more (as assuredly they can if they bjscoup* 
only average good workmen), many of them may definitely go over to carpentering. 

1' was Ititely much struck by the fact tha^ in a village I lately visited, where the popula- 
tion was about half Muhomedan half Hindoo, none of the Hindoos appeared to be engaged in 
productive labor. The actual cultivators, cow-keepers, fishermen and boatmen, were to a man 
Mahomedans. The Hindoos existed on-sub-divided landlord rights, or on the labor of some 
members of each family employed at a distance as writers, agents, clerks, &c. I doubt whether 
the Hindoos as a body in this village obtain a better income than the Mahomedans. I think a 
cultivator earns often his Its. 10 per month more easily than an educated Hindoo ; and I fancy 
that the case of this village is not an uncommon one in East Bengal. 

Haboo Dinoonath Sen now jiroposes to lay out about Rs. 50 upon tools and 
Rg. 50 upon wood, and to attempt with the aid of one fixed carpenter to make 
some ordinary boxes, &c., for bazar sale. He hopes to find that he can at least pay his 
way. I have advanced him Ks. 100 for this experiment from my circle school fund, and as 
this is a novel employinent of circle fund, 1 now beg the favor of your sancti^'ning this 
advance.

In reply to your No. 724 of 23rd I ebruary 1872, I beg leave to represent that I did not 
promise in my letter No. 2280 of 4th October 1871 to send up a scheme for an artizan 
school, but that I did carry out what 1 did promise, as appears by my No. 4047 of 17th 
February 1872. 

2. I regret not to have yet received your approval of my advance of the Rs. 100, of 
which sanction was requested h\ my No. 4047 aforesaid, as it leaves me in doubt whether I 
am at all on the right tack, or whether I may not have started altogether in a w’rong 
direction. 

3. I submit herewith copy of letter No. 12 of the head-master, Dacca Normal School, 
of 12th March 1872. 

4. Yesterday I visited the Daeea Normal School, and I found after regular school 
hours, i e., between 4 and G o'clock in the afternoon, fifteen young ])andits of the Normal 
School, under the example of their teachers, actively engaged in making articles of native 
furniture. No coolie is employed, and the pandits were pcrforiaiug the manual labor of every 
kind necessary themselves. 

5. Two young laborers not belonging to the Noi'mal School have for the present also 
joined in this carpentry work. 

6. I think it is a great step gained that young men of this class should have been 
induced to turn their hands, even for amusement, to any manual labor. I think it will .smootli 
many serious dilKcultic's in starting the j)roposed “.professional class" of the Normal School 
head-master, and I think further that this successful step in advance speaks wtH for the 
valuable influence which the Normal School hcai-master has among the Bengali youths, 
and strengthens my original “bpinion that it would be advisable to start the artizau school 
under his general superintendence. 

7. Be.t it must be distinctly understood that the present earpeuteriug w'ork is merely 
a variety, and 18 taken up as amateur work; it necessarily will he thrown aside after a time, and 
there is no good reason to suppose that any of the young men at present practising carpru- 
tering will ever labor as artizans; tlicy will stick to their trade of pandits; though even in 
this case it may be hoped they will be at least none the w^orse for having learnt how to 
handle a saw^ chisel, and plane. 
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8. Since receiving yonr No. 724, 1 have thertfore talked nvith the Normal School head- 
master further concerning the professional class,^^ and I now propose that Government 
should grant twenty artizail scholarships of Ks. 3 each, the grant to bind (iovernment only 
from month to month, but the intention being tliat they should last three years if the scheme 
work satisfactorily. 

9. Our jdan is not to fill up more than half of these at once, and to fill them up from 

the boys who have lately passed the vernacular scholarship examination successfully, but 
wliosc means do not enable them to continue reading in any school. I think I can get some 
boys of this class at this rate of Its. 3 per month; but if 1 cannot (and the head-master. 
Normal School, thinks it might bo as well to ofTcr lls. 5 at once), we may consider whether 
Government shall raise its offer, or w hethcr we shall try to attract some other class of boys. 
Also, if these boys make good advance in skill, it will be necessary to raise their scholarships 
after the first year to lls. 1 0 or mure, if we wish to keep them in the school for three years’ 
training. « 

10. Government will also have to be asked to sanctiefn the Rs. 18 jjcr month for the 
old foreman, a sum of lls. 400 (say) to be advanced to spend in material and tools, and a 
further sum of Rs. 400 to provide a kutclia shed for working under. Just at present the 
work -is carried on upon the grass, but in anotlicr two months out-of-doors carpentering will 
become impracticable. It is jiossible that I may secure a larger bouse than the ])rcsent one 
for the Dacca Normal School, and without int?rcase of rent; if so, one or two rooms in it may 
be spared for the carpentering, and the outlny of Hs <100 for a shed saved. 

11. '1 he maximum possible cost for the year 1872-73 upon Government of the above

12. At this early stage T think it best to venture no estimate of the. receipts. As 
working at present, the Normal School head-master calculates that the sale of the articles 
manufactured in the bazaar will about replace the cost of the mat(‘rial and pay the wages of 
our foreman. 1 do not think we can hope to do more than this at starting. ^J’he really 
highly paid work of earpentt'rs is given when a carpenter goes out to work in a genllemairs 
house in repairing jilmils, roofing, &c. There is not so great a want of carpenters wJio will 
do work quietly at lioine at their own irregular pleasure, and eonsequeiitly this class of 
carpentry does not carry so liigh remuneration. 

It is probably unnecessary for me to remark that even wdicn our ::r.n 
become efficient w^orkrnen, it 'will he a very delicate thing to jiropose that they should go out 
and work in strangers’ houses. 1 exjieet it will he a very Jong tinj’:.befoic we can venture 
upon that ; and hence I am nut sanguine that our carpentry will be remunerative, unless 
indeed our success is suffiei<?nt on this small proposed scale to justify us another day in 
obtaining lathes, planing tables, aud other iniiu’oved machiiiery, when, I believe, tiuancial 
profit would he attaiuahic. 

13. 1 should hope in short that the net cost of the above scheme to Goveriunent 
would not exceed the artizan 8eholarshi[)s ])roj)oscd, say Hs. 30 per mouth at present. Doubt- 
less also^ if at any time the sclieinc is abandoned, we shall succeed in recovering, in the form of 
rupees, Sjnly a moderate percentage* of what is now projx'sed to bp sunk on the capital account, 

14. I should propose to place the financial control of the school absolutely under the 
head-master of the Dacca Normal {School, as well as the general superintendence!

I BEG to acknowledge with thanks the receipt of Rs. 100 from your office for the 
industrial school opened in connection with the Dacca Normal School. 

1 take this opportunity to write to you in detail the ohjeetts which I think it would he 
necessary for me always to keep in view with reference to the industrial school, the i^lan on 
which 1 desire to proceed, and the steps I have already taken in the matter. 

' The purposes which an industrial schof)l established in cuunection with au educational 
institution is likely to serve, seem to my mind to be the following ; — 

Ist . — It will turn out professional artizans having some general education and able to 
use improved European hand aud machine tools and work according to improved European 
methods. t 

2nd , — The use of such tools in the industrial school will cause them to he widely known, 
and thus help their introduction to supersede the inferior and primitive tools now in use 
in the country. 

3r/3f.— Working with them will develope habits of observation and accuracy in the 
students of the general department, and give a practical matier-ol-l'act turn to their minds. 

Keeping these objects in view, it will he in the first place necessary for me to try to 
collect gradually as complete a set of hand and machine tools as possible, and to set them 
in operation in our industrial school. In addition to these, several sets of the most necessary 
tools will also have to be kept for the ordinary use of the pupils, to he kept sharp and in

I have been considering for some time the possibility of starting a small carpenter’s shop 
in connection with the Dacca Normal School. The present head-master, Dinoonath Sen, is 
desirous to attempt something of the kind, as he is an amateur carpenter himself. Dinoonath 
Sen also thinks that there is a much better chance of inducing our best educated boj^s (as 
the Normal School students are) to abandon strict notions about caste and consent to turn 
their hands to something practical and remunerative, than there is of persuading ignorant, 
bigoted youths to venture on such a step. 

This is an exceedingly interesting point, and makes the present proposed experiment of 
Baboo Dinoonath Sen quite a different idea from that on which the previous industrial school 
schemes have proceeded. Baboo Dinoonatli Sen has hopes of inducing some of the Norm-d 
School pupils to work with himself at a little carpentering almost as an amusement, and thinks 
it quite possible that if some of the boys see that as pandits they will never earn Ks. 2(» a 
montli, and that as carpenters they can earn much more (as assuredly they can if they become 
only average good workmen), many of them may definitely go over to carpentering. 

Haboo llinoonath Sen now proposes to lay out about Rs. 50 upon tools and 
Rs. 50 upon wood, and to attempt with the aid of one fixed carpenter to make 
some ordinary boxes, &c., for bazar sale. He hopes to find that he can at least pay his 
way. I have advanced him Rs. 100 for tliis experiment from my circle school fund, and as 
this is a novel employment of circle fund, 1 now beg the favor of your sanctioning this 
advance.

^•ebruary 187 2. • m 

2. 1 riigrct not to have yet received your approval of my advance of the Rs. 100, of 
which sanciioii was requested in my No. 4047 aforesaid, as it leaves me in doubt whether I 
am at all on the right tack, or whether I may not have started altogether in a wrong 
direction. 

3. T submit herewith copy of letter No. 12, of the head-master, Dacca Normal School, 
of 12th March 1872. 

4. Yesterday I visited the Dacca Normal School, and I found after regular scl^ol 
hours, i e,, bctwien 4 and 6 o’clock in the afternoon, fifteen young pandits of the Normal 
School, under the example of their teachers, actively engaged, in making articles of native 
furniture. No ccjolie is employed, and the pandits were performing the manual labor of every 
kind necessary themselves. 

5. Two«yoiing laborers not belonging to the Normal School have for the present also 
joined in this carpcntiTy work. 

6. I think it is a great step gained that young men of this class sliould have been 
induced to turn their hands, even for amusement, to any manual labor. I thiuk it will smooth 
many serious difliculties in starting the proposed professional class” of the Normal School 
head*-mast(T, and 1 thiuk further that this successful step in advance speaks well for the 
valuable influence which the Normal School head-master has among the Bengali youths, 
and strengthens my original opinion that it would be advisable to start the artizan school 
under his general superintendence. 

7. But it must be distinctly understood that the present earpentering work is merely 
a variety, and is taken up as amateur work; it necessarily will he thrown aside after a time, and 
there is no good reason to suppose that any of the young men at present practising carpen- 
tering will ever labor os artizaus; they will stick to their trqdc of pandit.s. 1'hoiigh even in 
this case it may be hoped they will be at least none the worse for having learnt how to 
handle a saw, chisel, and plane. 

8. Since receiving your No. 724, 1 have therefore talked with the Normal School head- 
master further Qoneevuing the ** professional class,” and I now propose that Government 
should grant twent;y artizan scholarships of Rs. 3 each, the graut to bind (government only 
from month to month, 1)ut the intention being that they should last three years if the scheme 
work satisfactorily.

9. Our plan is not to fill up more than half of these at once, and to fill them up from 
the boys who have lately passed the vernacular scholarship examination successfullyi but 
whose means do not enable them to coniittue reading in any school. 1 think I can get some 
boys of this class at this rate of 11s. 3 per month; but if 1 cannot (and the bead-master, 
Normal School, tliinks it migiit bo as well to offer lls. 5 at once), we may consider whether 
CioverniiKMit shall raise its offer, or whether we shall try to attract some other class of boys. 
Also, if these boys make good advance in skill, it will be necessary to raise their scholarships 
after the first year to Hs. 10 or more, if we wish to keep them in the school for three years^ 
training. 

ID, Government will also have to be asked to sanction the Rs. 18 per month for the 
old foreman, a sum of Rs. 40D (say) to be advanced to spend in material and tools, and -a 
further sum of lls. 400 to provide a kutelia shed for working under. Just at present the 
work is carried on upon the gra.ss, hut in another two months out-of-doors carpentering wdl 
become impracticable. It is possible that 1 may secure a larger house than the present one 
for the Dacca Normal School, and without increase of rent; if so, one or two rooms in it may 
be spared for the carpentering, and the outlay of lls 400 for a shed saved.

12. At this early stage I think it best to venture* no estimate of the receipts. As 
wc^rking at present, the Normal School licad-master calculates that the sale of the articles 
manufactured in the bazaar will about replace the cost of tlm material and pay the Wages of 
o\»r foreman. 1 do not think we ean hope to dv) more than this at starting. The really 
liighly paid work of carpenters is given when a carpenter goes out to work in a gentleman's 
house in repairing jilmils, roofing, &c. There is not so great want of carpenters who will 
do work ([uictly at home at their own irregular pleasure, and consequently this class of 
carpentry does not carry so high remuneration. 

It is probably uuueecvssary .for me to remark that even when our artizan scholars have 
become efficient workmen, it will be a very delicate thing to propose that they should go out 
and w'ork in strangers^ houses. I expect it will be a very long time before wc can venture 
upon that ; and hence I am not sanguine that our carpentry will be remunerative, unless 
indeed our success is sufficient on this small profiosed scale to justify us another day in 
obtaining lathes, planing tables, and other improved tnachiuerr,'''Whelli"''l*~i:''J’':.;.j;* fl 4 *:»|cial 
profit would he attainable. 

13. 1 should hope in short that the net cost of the iliov? scheme to Governraci.*’ 
would not exceed the artizan scholarships proposed, say Rs. 30 per month at present. Doubt- 
less also, if at any time the scheme is abandoned, wc shall succeed in recovering, iu the form of 
rupees, only a moderate percentage of wliat is now proposed to be sunk on the capital 
account. 

14. I should propose to place the financial control of the school absolutely under the 
bead-master of the Dacca Normal School, as well as the general superinteudeuc^.

1 take this opportunity to write to you in detail the objects which I think it would be 
necessary for uic always to keep in view with reference to the industrial school, the plan on 
which I desire to proceed, and the steps I have already taken in the matter. 

The purposes which an industrial school established in connection with an educational 
institution is likely to serve, seem to my mind to be the following : — 

IW. — It will turn out professional artizans having some general education and able to 
use improved European hand and machine tools and work according to improved European 
methods. 

2nd . — Tlie use of such tools in the industrial school will cause them to be widely known 
and thus help their introduction to supersede the inferior and primitive tools ud% in use 
in the country. 

3id . — Working with them will develope habits of observation and accuracy in the 
students of the general department, and give a practical mat ter-oi -fact turn to their 
minds. 

Keeping these objects in view, it will be in the first place necessary for me to try to 
collect gradually as complete a set ot hand and machine tools as possible, and to set them 
in operation iu our industrial school. In addition to these, several sets of the most necessary 
tools will also have to be kept for the ordinary use of the pupils, to be kept sharp and in

62C, 
dated 26th April 1872 :~ 

" Pasa. S.— The bndget estimate of the Public Works Department for 1872>73 makes 
no provisioD for petty construction and repairs of departments outside "Prorincial 
Services," which were transferred under Financial resolution No. 1659, dated 20th 
March 1871. The amount required on that account is Rs. 78,993, against 
Rs. 70,724 sanctioned for 1871-72. A memorandum showing the distribution of 
the amount amongst the several departments, with an explanation of the increase, 
will be found amongst the enclosures." 

'‘ The lieutenant-GoTemor finds that when the provincial hudget was 
framed no estimates of the requirements of imperial serricQs for ’’potty repairs” 
were before the Government, Tho estimates now presented hy the Accountant- 
General show that Be. 79,000 willho wanted -for the “petty repairs” of the 
several imperial services in Bengal during the year 1872-73. Tho budget 
estimato for last year under this head came to Bs. 70,700, while the actoals 
of the year 1870-71 were Bs. 62,700. The sum allotted tn Bengal for these 
“petty repairs’* by the supplementary decentralisation orders of the 20th 
Karoh 1871 was only Bs. 66,080.

In continuation of former correspondonco on th^ i^^bject of rcorganisiiu 
d reducing tlie stalf of the S:mskrit College, I am.dircctcd to inforn 
rou that the Lieutenant-Governor having, as you are av^e, at an earlj 
itage of the discussion, expressed his willingness to consider thiA rnatter witl 
•elerence to the wishes of many inetnhcrs of tlie Hindoo comrnunit\ ,'*s«JsOni 
nterviews with Pandit Issnr Clmndcr Vidyasagor and the Principal oiH. 
College, and has taken opportunity of otherwise discussing the rnatter. II 


inds the suggestions of the gentlemen whom he has named, and of othf 
sompetent persons, to he so moderato and reasonrihlo that he lias much pleasur 
n being a]>le subst.antially to comply with their wishes pending further trie 
)f the arrangements now to bo made. I am aecordingly desii'cd to communicat 
he Lieutenant-Governor’s present views and instructions. 

2 The term ‘ abolition’ has been erroneously used in regard to the chai 
>f Hindoo Law. The Lieutenant-Governor only sauetionod in ordinary official 
iourse tlio proposal of the Director of Pulilio Instruction to take the oppor- 
unity of the retirement of one of the Sanskrit Professors to redistribute the 
lutios and reduce their nu/nhors. It was, aud is intended that the teaching 
)f Hindoo Law shall be fully maintained. There will still remain three Professors 
ind one Assistant Professor for the instruction in the higher Sanskrit learning 
>f students numbering no more than tweuty-nine in the past and twenty-three 
n the [w. sent year, and who devote only a portion of tlieir time to Sanskrit, 
.inee they receive at the same time a liigh English odneation in several branches. 
I'he Lieutenant-Governor docs not understand that the gontlenien whom he has 
ionsultod seriously object to this arrangement. The Sonatnn Dharma Sobha, 
n a communication addressed to Ills Honor, seem fully to accept it. The only 
pUMtion is as regai’ds an increase to the salary of Proft'ssor Mohesli Chandra., 
jooking to the distinguished character and position of that eminent Professor,' 
lie Lieutenant-Governor is willing again to consider the question of his salary; 
iis Honor learns from the Principal that the subject of Suiriti or Hindoo La\| 
8 now taught in a most satisfactory manner by the, I’rol'essor in addition to sorrl 
iiln>r duties. He^accordingly sanctions a personal ailnwauce of Ks. 60 i /r 
aensem as an addition to the Professor’s salary, subject to any event lal 
e-arrangcment of the staff when we have experience of tlie working of preS' nt 
ihanges. The arrangement in regard to the reduction in the number, of 
Janskrit professorships and redistribution of the duties has been carried o; it, 
.nd His Honor is very glad to know that it is working in so satisfactorvy a 
uanner. 


3. The rcajly strong feeling on the part of the nati\'a gentlemen interested 
n the Sanskrit College, the Lieutenant-Governor finds to be in favor of the 
etention of some English classes in that institution. On that subject too the 
earned Principal, and the other gentlemen whom His Honor has consulted, 
lave shown the utmost willingness to make reasonable concessions, and His 
lonor is quite disposed to meet their views as far as he can. It is generally 
onceded that the rehmtion in the Sanskrit College of the two higher classes of 
Snglish literature cannot bo justified, and tl\at students desirous of going in 
or the HA. degree in English may properly attend the English classes of the 
Presidency College, wliich are in fact under the same roof as those of the Sans- 
;rit College, a special arrangement, however, will liave to he made iu regard to 
Bes. But there is a strong desire to maintain tiic two first College classes 
eaching up to the First Arts standard. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor has had 
nuch doubt whether tue number of students in.these classes, only sixteen at 
iresent, is sufficient to justify this course. But looking to the considerations 
irged by the Principal and others, to the fact that tlie Presidency College 
lasses are already very full, and to the fact that, though the two Colleges 
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are so near togethen*, the fees at the.^esidency College are much' higher, 
— looking also to the evidently feeling of the Hindoo community 

on the subject, the Lieutenan^ii^jft^emor has been induced to sanction the 
arrangement ezperimentall^bn the understanding that everything that is 
possible will be done t(^iirow the dows of these classes as wide open as 
possible, and to obtain s^rger number of students ; no persons of Hindoo 
race and good moral character being rejected on any class or religious ground. 
The Lieutenant-Governor has accordijigly arranged with the Principal to re-call 
to the College Baboo Syama Churn Gangoolee, and his place at Maldah should 
be othaqgj^e filled. This will enable the Principal to carry on the two College 
clj^^^^he First Arts standard, and the Lieutenant-Governor sanctions for 
:^S^resent that arrangement. 

4. His Honor hopes that the reorganization of the Sanskrit College will 
be thus arranged in a manner which will content those who are interested 
in the well-being of the College, while some legitimate saving of an excessive 
expenditure is at the same time effected. He desires again especially to 
acknowledge the fair and moderate spirit in which he has been met by the 
gentlemen ^terested in the College whom he has consulted.

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Educating Girls in Dacca- 

No. 155, dated Dacca, the 16th April 1872. 
s|££jr -^C. B, Clarke^ Esq., Inspector of Schools, South-East Division. 

To — ^The Director l i' Public Instruction. 

Im reply to your memorandum No. 1371, dated 9th April 187S. 

I have issued notice to all the parties interested that the Dacca Female Normal School 
will be finally closed on Slst July 1872. 

The opportunities for education for girls in Dacca are — 

Bangla Bazar Girls^ School (forty-one girls on the rolls), which is one of the best 
girls^ schools in East Bengal. The Secretary is W. B. Livingstone, Esq., but the school is 
conducted without any missionary objects or efTorts. There is a head pandit, one mistress, and 
a third pundit. The girls leave as usual at ten to twelve years of age, but by that time they 
can read and write well. Grant-in-aid, Rs. 30-8. 

— The Lalbagh Girls’ School (twenty-five girls on the rolls), which is a branch of the 
Bangla Bazar Girls’ School, held at tho north end of the town, because girls will not walk far 
from home to attend school. The educational standard of this school is very low. No 
grant-in-aid. 

(||^The Naraindia Circle Girls’ School (twenty-five girls on the rolls), a branch schooj of 
tbe Niftiteitidta Girole, kept in the suburb east of the town for the girls who will not walk so far 
m Bangla Baiar. This is virtually a Government girls* spbool costing Rs. 8 per month. 
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(4)-~SeTeral girls attend the various town patshalas. I have before noticed that so long as 
girU are infants (and these are the only girls who as yet come to any schoolti) the people have 
no insuperable objection to their reading in school with the boys. Yesterday I found in the 
Bangla Bazar circle patshala two girls sitting, who read there in preference to walking two 
hundred yards further to the Bangla Bazar Girls’ School. 

(5.) — There is on foot a scheme for an adnit female tehool (not a zenana teaching) in Dacca, 
promoted by the progressive Brahmo Somaj men. As this party rciilly carry out tlieir rule 
that no women shall bo married under sixteen, nor rigidly imprisoned afterwards, there is a 
better chance of a genuine development of female education here than in any other direction so 
far as 1 can see. 

« (8.)— There is also a private girls' school of about fifteen girls, promoted chiefly by 
orthodox Brahmo Soin^ men, kept in the Dail Bazar.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of Mr. Atkinson’s endorse- 
ment No. 1770, dated 7th instant, forwarding copy of a letter from 
Mr. C. B. Clarke, Inspector of Schools, South-East Division, r( })orting on the 
condition of female education at Dacca and the opportunities for such education 
outside the Government Female Normal School. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor considers this by far the most gratifying 
account of female education which he has yet received ; it shows a clear dispo- 
sition on the part of the people voluntarily to educate their girls, llis Ilonor 
will gladly give any reasonable aid towards the improvement and expansion 
of these schools which the Inspector can recommend, and ho will bo ready to 
aid the Brahmo Female School if the proposal for opening adult classes, at which 
teachers can be trained, is carrted out. The funds saved from the Government 
Normal School which has been unsuccessful will be available for these purposes. 

8. His Honor desires that Mr. Clarke will make it his special care tliat 
the Christian girls, hit'ucrto educated in the Normal School are cared for some- 
where. There was indeed, as shown by Mr. Clarke, no justification for going 
to the expense of a fictitious Normal School in the expectation that these "iris 
would become qualified teachers ; but still His Honor would be verv sorry Uiat 
they should be without education, and he would give some extra affsistance on 
their account to any missionary or other school that will take-tliem la and 
care for thorn. 


Educational Census in tho Baraset Sub-Division.

I HAVK tito honor to snljmit for your information the statistics of the educational census 
of 103 villages in the Basirhat sub-division of Baraset. The census w.ns made in January, with 
the assistance of the police and fin* census cnumoi ators, but tho computation of the returns took 
a much longer time than was anticipated, and when it was, completed I was travelling rapidly 
in the wild parts of Chyeb.assa and I hota Nngporc, and had no convenient opportunity to take 
up the subject. The portion of oonnivy selected for the purpose extends westward for 7 or 
8 miles from tho Icbaniati river, ami about I mile north and about 4 miles seuth of the Baraset 
road. It lies about 60 miles distant in a straight line from Diamond Harbour, where the first 
educational census was made, and it, was selected with a view to take a class of the oommunity 
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not entirely agricultural. Before the enumeration, it was known that this portion of the 
country contained a good many Mussulmans, but 1 believe it was ^ot known that they formed 
a majority of the community. The separate families or houses are thus classed-—

Here the Mussulmans are to the Hindoos in the proportion of 5 to 4; at DiamoiKi Harbour th'?y 
were as 31 to 364 : hence the Mussiilmans near Basirhat are, as respects Hindoos, ten times 
more numerous than they are at Diamond Harbour. The 103 selt'ctcd villasres lie about 
10 miles south of Narkelberia, where in 1831 the Mussulman emente raised by Titu Mir w’^as 
suppressed in a battle. 

It may not he altogether foreign to the subject of a letter about education to mention a 
cireumstnnoe told me on the spot, and illustrative of the ignorance and credulity of the people 
in these parts. Titu Mir pensuaded his followers that by the special favor of Hod the balls 
fired at th(‘ni would not hurt tliem. The Brigidier commanding the Hon’ble Company's 
troops, anxious at first not to kill unnecessarily, gave orders to his men to fire over the heads of 
the rioters. This was done, and since no one fell, the poor people were confirmed in their belief 
that bullets could not hurt them, and rushed on with fancied impunity to destroy the British 
force. It then became necessary to undeceive them, and a volley was fired at close quarters 
with dea lly effect on tlic deluded fanatics. 

Narkelberia is near I he small village and indigo factory of Hooghly on the Icliaraati river. 
The accurate Marshniaii in nis History of India confounds this little village with the large 
town i,t H ooghly on the Ganges, 30 miles distant. The 103 villages contain 0,334 houses with 
34,8 IS inhabitants. Tliis gives on the average 61*5 houses to a village and 5*5 persona to a 
house. The largest villages arc Ghoraros and Mirzaporc. Ghoraras has 247 families, of 
whom 184 are ?liissulmaTis and 63 Hindoos; Mirzapore has 232 families, of whom 29 are 
Mussulmans and 203 Hindoos. These immhers indicate that both Mussulmans and Hindoos 
have a tendency to keep separate one from the other; and the inference is strongly confirmed 
by the (act that in the 103 villages, 13 villages contain no Mussulman families whatever, and 
17 villages contain no Hindoo families. Thirteen other vilhiges have less than one-tenth of 
the number of tludr families Hindoo, all the rest being Mussulmans; while in Hindoo villages 
if Mussulmans enter at all, they enter in a larger prop(»rtii>n than onc-tenth, for among the 
Hindoo villages which admit Mussulrnaiis, only two have less than a tenth ]>arfc of that creed. 
*ilence of tfie 103 villages 30 are e'.ther purely Mussulman or have more than nine-tenths 
of tin.fv4..ihahitanls 5f that creed, and 15 are either purely Hindoo or have more than nine- 
tenths of their families Hindoos. Tiiese facts seem to indicate that Mussulmans are more 
rigid in their exclusiveness Ih n Hindoos, for in 30 villages out of 103, either the whole or 
more than nine-tenths of the families are Mussulman, while in only 15 villages are the 
families either exclusively or mure than nine- tenths Hindoos. 

In the 103 villages 34,818 persons were euiiTnerated, of whom 17,501 were males and 
17,317 females. The males arc more iiumcnuis than the females by 18 4, or by 1 in a 100; 
hence the census ^ives nearly an cipialitv of the sexes. When, however, we come to consider 
tKe numbers of mules and femnles with reference to age, this equality of the sexes vanishes. 
Of those above twelve years of there are 11,017 males and 12,280 females, or the women 
exceed the men by 1,263. On the other hand, of those under twelve years of age, the boys 
number 6,484 and the girls only 5,037, or tin* hoys exceed the girls by 1,447. Hence in every 
100 of the populati«‘ii there, are exi ludiug iroctions, 31 men, 19 boys, 36 women, and 14 girls, 
being 50 males and 50 fernoles. In every 100 childien under twelve years of age, there are 58 
boys and 42 girls. At Diamond Haibour, where the females were more numerous than the 
males, it was still found that the b »vs exceeded the girls in number. In every 100 males 
t here are 63 above twelve years of age atid 37 below, while in every 100 females there are 71 
above that age and 29 below. We may vary the calculation and say that for every 100 boys 
under twelve years we h.ave 1 70 men ; while for every 100 girls under twelve years of age we have 
246 women. This s^hews that the life of a woman above twelve years of age is half as good 
again as the life of a man kpspite of all the dangers from^child-birlh, &o. 
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These results may follow from one or other of several causes — 

— More males may l)e bom than families ; this is not in the usual coarse of nature. 

%nd . — ^More females, when yonnv, may die than males, either from neglect or other causes. 
This is the case in parts of Rajpoolana. 

3rd . — Parents may object to speak about'their marriageable daughters, and may not give 
correctly their number. 

4^/i. — Women may live longer than men. This supposition receives some support from 
the native proverb that “ widows never die.” 

If there were good grounds for the first or second hypothesis, then we should have to give 
great importance also to the fourth. But taking the balance of probabilities, I am inclined to 
give most weight to the third reason, and to think that native parents do feel a delicacy in 
speaking about their daughters who are arriving at the age of puUbrty, and so have omitted to 
mention their existence. Tiiis supposition would give us several more females to bo added to 
our list, and would probably bring the females to exceed the males in number. 

From the statistics of the 30 Mussulman or nearly Mussulman villages, and those of the 15 
Hindoo or nearly Hindoo villages, we obtain the following results

By comparing these numbers with one another, and with the results deduced from the total 
population, wo see that they are the two extremes, and the total result is nearly their mean. 
We see also that the Hindoo villages have only 27 children under twelve years of age, while the 
Mussulman villages have 37. Hence either the Hindoos overstate and the Mussulman understate 
their age, or more children, both boys and girls, die among the Hindoos than ajnong the Mussul- 
mans. The Mussulman year is shorter by 11 days than the Hindoo year, and therefore in 12 years 
nt would fall 132 days short of the Hindoo year. This consideration, however aggravates the 
difficulty. It is very desirable that the question should be thoroughly investigated why we find 
that girls under twelve years of age are less numerous than boys, while women are more numerous 
than men. In every hundred of the population the Hindoo villages have 12 girls to 15 boys, 
but 39 women to 34 men. 

Occupatiom . — Not less than 1 69 diflFerent occupations were mentioned as followed by the 
6,334 heads of families. Fifty different occupations were followed by men of the middle grades 
of society, and 109 by men of the lower grades. Among the middle grades were a few Govern- 
ment servants, several men dependent on realized property, among whom the gantidars were 
distinguished as following two or more callings, such as sugar manufacturers, shop*koepers, and 
merebauts, — professional men were numerous. Some priests not only discharged their religious 
functions, but were entered also as^ lakhirajdars, shop-keepers, and money-lenders. The most 
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namerons of the profeesional men were the clerks ond lawyers under a great variety of appella- 
tion. Not less than 25 callings of a profes^onal character, and eight different trades, were 
named. Among the callings 'of the lower class^^s there were mentioned 16 different kinds of 
menial service, one of which was entered as a milliner's shop-keeper; there were also 29 different 
sorts of shops, 15 kinds of handicraft, 13 kinds of skilled labor, 4 kinds of common labor, and 
7 callings of a disreputable character. 

The agriculturists were very numerous, and several of them followed other callings besides 
tillage. They were also money-lenders, goldsmiths, silversmiths, carpenters, barbers, milkmen, 
washermen, &c. Among the artizans, were masons, potters, carpenters, house-builders, boat- 
builders, goldsmiths, blacksmiths, braziers, weavers, shell -cutters, &c Several midwives exercised 
their callings in conjunction with other trades. I have partly prepared tables to discuss the question 
of occupation fully, but they are too volnminons, and therefore I think it better to refrain from 
entering further on the Bubjeet in the present letter. 

I simply mention that the physical and spiritual wants of a community of 6,334 families 
are supplied by men in 159 different callings, among whom the following are the most mimerous. 
I notice that there is one family of priests for every hundred fiimilies.

The castee numheringf between 50 and 100 families are (be katnar (blacksmith), knmar 
(potter), napit (barber), barui (pun cultivat>'i>), ju<»i (weavers), and bagdi. 

Educational attahmentu , — As to ciiiicuti' nnl attainments, the Educational Department 
not being; provided witli powers summarily l«» examine the people in readinir, writing, and 
arithmetic, it was necessary to accept the opinion that they entertainc 1 of their own knuwiedga 
or that their neighbours entertuiued about it. The classificaiion of attainments is under 
tbtee heads— 

I. — Those who can read, write, and count, whether little or much. 

II. — Those who can read or write or count ever so little ; to be able to sign his name, 

admits a man to this class. 

III. — Those who could neither read, nor write, nor count. 
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Tbia claseification U in accordance with the tenor of the wish of His Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to know honf many of the people could read, write, and count, b(»th fairly and 
imperfectly. The division of those who can read or write, so far as to 8i<;n their name or county 
was intended to shew the extent of the impeiftct knowledge, hut it has been found in practice 
too indefinite, and consequently very diffic-ult to mana«re. The scope ot the term ^‘count'^ is 
very uncertain. Few can he found so ignorant as not to be ablci in tbe English sense of the word, 
even to count up to ten or twenty, while in the more extended sense of the word as nsed in 
Scotland, many people innocent of reading and writing could still manage by the light of 
nature and practice to make out simple questions of wages and bazar purchases, and were con* 
sequently considered able to count. 1 feel therefore that it might lead us into error to put much 
stress on the amount of imperfeit knowledge. For example, in the Diamond Harl»our village 
the percentage of those wlio could read, wiitc, and county on the total fiopulation of 1,951 was 
4*76. In tbe Basirhat villages, on a population of 34,^18, the similar percentage was 3*1. With 
regard to imperlect knowledge, the percentages w'cre 7*1 at Diamond Harhour and 4*6 at 
Basiihut. If two kinds of attainments he addid together, their percentage at Diamond 
Ha*'bour was 1 1*83 and at Basirhat 7'(i, and if females were to he excluded alt( gt'ther from con- 
sideration, the ahovc percentages taken on the male populaiion only would appear 24 4 and 
14*9 respectively. 

The question now arises^ how is it that Diamond llaihoiir, whieli is barren of schools, is so 
much in advance of Basirhat, where there was formerly an English sclionl, and w here still a few 
vernacular schools exist? The answer is k)und in the fact that at Basirhat the Mussulmans are 
ten times more numerous than they are at Diamond liaihour, and Mussulmans in the lower 
orders of society do not care for education. At DiamoiKl Harhour Mu.^siilmams were to the 
Hindoos as the da\8 of a month to the days of a year, hut in Basirhat tlicy foim a clcekled 
majority of the }>opuUition. By rcfi rence to the cninpai alive amount of kruiwledge in Hindoo 
and Mussulman villages, it is shown that in the 13 Hind<»(> villages 14*8 per cent, of the inha- 
bitants can read or WMite or count, while in the 17 Mussulman viilr.gcs only 3*64 per cent, have 
similar knowledge. If we take in also tbe 13 villages almost eniinly Mussulman and the two 
villages almost entirely Hindoo, the peremtagos for the 30 Mu^Kultnan and 15 Hindoo villages 
are 3 85 and 13*59 respectively. Tliese results show conclusively that the increase of the 
Mussulman element in the populations lowers the amount oi education, while the increase of tho 
Hindoo element raises it. 

Only six out of the 17,407 females eiuimevatcd in the census km w anythii'g of the three R^s, 
and five of the six were in the same villa^ge of Dandiihat, and were by caste Kayasihas. The 
relatives of three were clerks, and of the other two traders. The sixth lady wvis at Mirzapore. 
Mirzapore and Dandirhat in the number of inhabitants stand second and tliird in tlic list, and 
their people are chiefly Hindoos. No iMussulrnan female can either read, write, or count. No 
girl below twelve years of age, whether Hindoo or Mussulman, has any educational attainments 
whatever. 

Of the 11,017 males above twelve ycarsofage, 1,051, or 9'53 per cent, of the number, 
can read, write, and county l,(i23, or 9*28 per cent., can read, write, and ctuint imperfectly. 
Hence 2,074, or lS-82 per cent., have received some education, and 8,943, or 88*17 per cent., 
are utterly untaught. Of the 6,484 males under twelve y(?ar3 of age, only 27, or *41, of 
the boys can read, write, and count, ami 520, or 8*01, can do so imperfect!;. This 
result was so surprising to me that I had to make special inquiry about it. Basirhat 
once had an English school at the station. It was closed a year ago because tbe Deputy 
Magistrate and amlas, who came from a distance, complained that the people of the place 
threw on them the whole burden of supporting the school, and they would not stand it 
any longer. There is an English aided school at Dandirhat, a vernacular aided school 
at Taritra, and indigenous schools at six of the villages enumerated. These eight schools 
contain 300 pupils, ot whom 49 in the two.aidi d si bools, .ind 43 in t he six indigenous schools, are 
able to read, write, and count. But oui of these 92 pupils only 25 are b« low the age of twelve 
years; and of these 25, there arc 14 in the tW(» aided schools and 9 in the six indigenous schools. 
In tbe mofussil boys do not begin their schooling so early as near Calcutta. A Brahmin at 
Basirhat does not think of sending his son to school till seven years of age, and the other castes are 
a year or two later. Then in the indigenous schools much time is spent in tracing out letters 
and in learning the multiplication tables. Hence in his first twelve years a Basirhat boy has 
only about three years at school, and this explains why the percentage is so small, I am inclined 
also to think that boys were dealt with more strictly than men were. The slow progress appa- 
rently made in these three years will be the subject of further inquiry. Out of the 17,601 
males in the population, 2,6*21- only, or 15 per cent, of the males, or 7*6 per cent, of the total 
population, have received any edupatiou whatever. 

The facts mentioned in this letter may be thus summed up 

There are 61*4 families in each rural village, 5*5 persons in each house or homestead* 
Mussulman villages have 5*9 persons to* a house, while Hindoo villages have only 4*9 persons, or 
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exactly the same as in the Hindoo villuL'es at Diamond Harhonr. Hence, in estimating the 
population from the number of honses, we ^liould give 5 for Hindoo villages, and about 5*5 for 
mixed Hindoo and Mussulman villages. 

Only S'll per cent on the total population can read, write, and count to a useful extent, 
though 7*65 per cent have received some education. Women in the motussil are without 
education. Hindoos are more favorable to education than Mussulmans in the proportion of 8^ 
to 1. 

Enquiry must be made why education canuot commence at an earlier age than it seems to 
besrio, and why the number o£ girls under twelve years of age is considerably lower than the 
number of boys.

sub-division of Baraset. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the report is very interesting 
and instructive, but very sad and disappointing, particularly as regards the 
Mahomedans. It seems to show how extreme the want of primary education 
really is. 

3. His Honor would be glad to know if any other Inspectors of 
Schools have taken similar measures for collecting educational statistics in 
their respective circles.

The Director of Public Instruction's letter No. 227, da^d SJJrd January, explanatory 
of the departmental budget. 

Res dution dated 8th March, being final orders on the education budget of the year 1872-78* 

Resolution dated 8th March, appointing a Committee to report upon the best mode of 
giving effect to the budget orders in regard to certain colleges, in regard to Govern- 
ment higher schools, and in regard to classes and scholarships for physical science 
and surveying. 

Resolution. — Taking the paragraphri of the Committoo’s report in the order 
• iTic report will be printed and they stand, and Without roc.a])itnlatinff what is said in 
cirenUted with these orders. that report,* the Licutonant-Grovorror desires to record 

the following remarks and orders, 

2. Para. 2 of tJie report. — There seems to be some misijalculation with respect 
to the net cost of colleges f(jr general education. The cost of the special colleges is 
deducted from the total grant, and a further deduction is made for the Avhole of 
the fee income, which is set down at Rs. 1,67,000, But if we deduct the cost of 
special colleges and departments, we must credit moral education colleges” 
with the fees received in the special dcpai’tmcnts, whicih in the law departments 
at any rate are very large. The accounts for the year 1871-72 have not yet been 
closed, but the Director’s report for tlic year 1870-71 shows the whole income 
of the general colleges from fees and endowments to be about Rs. 1,14,000, or, 
including collegiate schools, about Rs. 1,48,000, About this sum, and not 
Rs. 2,23,000 as put by the Committee, must be taken as the income of the general 
education colleges from fees and endownioiit.s. Thus the net cost of the general 
colleges in Bengal, excluding the Hooghly College, whicli is wholly maintained 
by endowments and foes, will be nearly three lakhs of ru])ees ; if to this be added 
the cost of scholarships tenable :xt colleges, the net co.st of these colleges to 
Government will be a good deal more than three lakhs a year. 

3. Para. 3 of ifie report . — The Lieutenant-Governor observes that th^ost of 
colleges as given in the Committee’s report docs not corrcsjiond with the figures 
shown at page 19 of the Director’s last report as the “ cxjxenditurc on colleges.” 
possibly the latter excludes contingencies, and perhaps it debits against thecolle* 
giate schools the assistant ])rof(*s8ors on Rs. 400, whoso salaries acco’’ding to the 
Committee ought to bo debited against the “ collcgxx establishment.” From the 
Committee’s report it would seem that the co,st of each college student was even 
larger than had been supposed at paragraph 7 of the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
review of the last educational report. His Honor, on perusing the figures offered 
by the Committee, was very much struck with the excessive cost of tlve collegiate 
schools to Government. At such places as Hf*oghly, Dacca, and Kishnagurb, 
there are several excellent English schools which are solf-su]>porting; but accord- 
ing to the table in the Committee’s third paragraph, by far the greater part of 
cost (including a share of the contingencu's) of collegiate schools is borne by 
Gh>vemment ; — at the Berhampore Collegiate School as much as four-fifths of the 
cost of the collegiate school is borne by Government. The Licutenant-Govemoir 
would have been glad if the actual cost of the college department of the Sandciit 
College could have been made clpai’or. The Committee put the whole cost of the 
institution, including college and school, at Bs. 30,000 ; the Director, at page 19 rf- 
his last report, put down the cost of the Sanskrit College at Rs. 10,629 ; whereas it 
seems to the l^eutenant-Govemor that the real cost of the principal, profeswrs,' 
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and leotwens recently attached to the Sanskrit College, together with the c(3\ege 
ocHatingencies, cannot fall short of Rs. 20,000 a year. * 

4. Para. 4 of the report — His Honor entirely accepts the proposals in this 
paragraph, except that he would call the second officer at the First Arts colleges 

professor” instead of “assistant professor.” He entirely agrees that there 
liquid for the present be a competent European officer at the head of the 
Kishnagurh ana Berhampore colleges. For the professorships on Rs. 400 a 
month, the Government will no doubt be able to command the serviros of very 
competent native professors ; and it would bo better to have qnalitied natives 
for tliese posts than to employ European professors on salaries v'h!( h would be 
inadequate to obtain thoroughly competent Euroj)eana of sufficieni experience. 
It may hereafter be a (juestion what the salary of the professor at First Arts 
colleges should eventually^)e, with reference to the number of students attend- 
ing the classes. 

5. The Tiieutenant-Governor would, in agrceinont with the Committee, have 
wished to continue the Kishnagurh College on its j)res(!nt fooling till the end of 
the current year ; but under circumstances described in a recent letter from 
Mr. Lobb, the Principal, it bus been found that the 3rd and -Jth year students 
would ])ref(T to go at once to other colleges rather than remain in un<^crtaintv. 
The services of the Kishnagurh profc.ssf)rs, moreover, are urgently required 
elsewhoiH!, and the arrangement for sending the students to other colleges has 
been earned <nit on such liberal terms that there have been no complaints. 

6. Pam. 5 of the report. — I’he Lieutenant-Governor, as above explained, 
accepts the view sot forth by the Connnitteo in this piiragra])h, 

7. Pam. 0 of the. report. — On the whole the I.ieutenant-Ciovornor would not 
aim at reducing the net grant ftu* (udlegiate schools so low as Rs, 3,000 for each' 
school; h(? is i)re]nircd to acceid for the jiresent Rs, 0,000 as the average 
net COST to Government of each collegiate scliool. Looking to the number 
of scholars, ho would allow Rs. (),000 as the net Government grant for the 
Patna and Hooghly collegiate selnuds, Rs. 5,000 for the I)a(!ca, and Rs. 4,000 
for the Kishnagurh and Berhampore schools. 'Fhe Director will be rc(jucsted 
energetically to set about to reduce the establishment of these schools ai-cordingly ; 
every A'acan<!y in the Educational Department should be utilised for this purpose, 
and masters wlio have no special claims can be reduced. 

8. As 1 ‘egards the Patna Collegiate School, the ju’esent arrangements may 
possibly be afl’ceted by the re-organisation now under consideration, with the 
view ct’ reducing the higher college classes and devoting the funds so saved to 
the enconragemeut of science and surveying classes. 

9. * The Lieutenant-Governor would ])rei’er to give native schoolmasters 
opportunitic's to rise to higjicr posts, rather than ti> keej) uj) ovci ])ald ap|Mmit- 
nientein onler to give them promotion. It Avill be time enough to determine what 
to do with the savings accruing on the cost t)f collegiate sclmols when those 
savings are fully secured. It must further be remembered in these cahmlations 
that savings in tlu; Hooghly College and School are not available for general 
purposes; such I'unds are oidy saved to the endowment, and must be devoted to 
the purpose.s of Mahomedan <‘ducation. 

10. Paras. 8 and 9 of the report. — ’^Phe Licutenant-G(*v('rnor acce|)ts entii’oly 
the proposals made by the Committee fov rtjducing ar once and ju’ospectivcdy the 
grants for continge.Mcies in colleges. The Director and the college principals 
will be requested to give full m’d prouqit ctfeci to tiu'so r<‘ductions. 

11. Pam. 10 of the report. — The foregoing oiah'rs (paragrajdis 7 and 9 
above) will necessitate lomci revi'^'hui of the tigun'sin paragi’aph It) of the report, 
but the substantial result will be the same, and the desired saving will be 
effected. Messrs. Martin and Willson have already been absorbed, and will 
not he thrown buck on their former posts. 

12. With respeset to the Presidency College and to the suggestion (wliich 
had previously been under the Lieutenant-Governor’s consideration) that 
additions may be required to the Presidency College staff. His Honor may 
leiDigirk that he has now sanctionod the maintenance for tho present of two 
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iEn^ish classes at the Sanskrit Collegfe, on condition that there is no restnction 
On the admission of candidates of good moral character and Hindoo race j and 
he thinks it probable that these classes, together with the general science and 
physical science classes, may take off the surplus of the Presidency College 
classes. The Lieutenant-Governor understands, moreover, that an important 
private institution in Calcutta is about to open college classes and to teach up 
to the First Arts standard. 

13. In regard to the Hooglily College, and with reference to what has been 
said above respecting savings in the Hooghly Collegiate School, the Lieutenant- 
Governor would take oppoitunity to state his views more fully. The Hooghly 
College is decidedly by far the most flourishing and suceessful college after the 
Presidency College, and certainly should, if possible, be fully maintained. It is 
true that the distance from the Presidency College is* ndt great, but then the 
fees at the latter institution are very high ; and where there is such a demand for 
education, the Lieutennnt-Gov(Tnor wmdd bo very sorry to de])rive those who 
cannot afford such high rates of the chea])er education which the Hooghly there 
affords them. For all but Jlahoincdans the Hooghly fees arc the same as those 
of other Mofussil (!olleg(vs, and ev('n after the large; allowance made for Maho- 
medans, the fee rcceijits are a good deal mon' than those of any other college. 

14. Looking to the nature; of tlu; ondownient. His Honor cannot but feel 
that in addition to the advantages offered to iMahomedans, even ii‘ Government 
set apart for Mahonu'dun education the savings now secmnnl, the whole net cost 
of the general colh'ge is not fairly put on tin; endowment. The Lientenant- 
Govcinor’s view is, that tlu; Govennmmt cannot f(.'('l itself in a position above 
reproach till, ^ay, half the net cost (including tin; ))roj)osed jwactical science 
classes) is found frenn other sources than the endowment, ih’uctically, ho thinks 
that most of the momy saved from Kishnagurh must he given to Hooghly, the 
money set free by this and other savings being formed into a fund available for 
Mahomedan education somewhere in these provinces. 

16. Paras. 11 aud 12 of the. report. — 'I’he Lieutenant-Governor accepts the 
proposals of the Committee in regard to the Presidency College, except that the 
additional officer to be employed .should be called “ ]>rofessor'’ rather than 
“ assistant jmofessor.” There wdll thus be two professors available for the 
physical scicrurc course, who must teach physical geography and chemistry as 
subjects which the Universit y programme makes compulsory for physical science 
students, and they must also tesich the course marked “ B” in the University’s 
circular, namely, general jihysiology, vegetable physiolog}’’, and botany. Ine 
Lieutenant-Governor considers tbesc latter subjects essential to the further 
education in scientific, agriculture which it is proposed to offer to candidates 
for the higher executive t)ffice8 under Gov'emment. It must therefore be obli- 
gatory on the new professor who may be entertained that he should teach the 
botanical course; ; instruction in the other optional science subjects will depend 
on circumstances, and on the ability of the professors for the time being to 
teach them. The course of scientific agriculture will require a professor and some 
establishment, but instruction of this kind will be ni.th(;r a means of material 
improvement than an ordinary branch of education, and its cost may be excluded 
from the present calculation. 

Para. 11 of the rcpoi'f, last chime . — The nocessaiy apparatus for the physical 
science and drawing classes Avill be sanctioned as st)on as well considerea lists of 
apparatus and indents arc submitted to Government by qualified officers. 

16. As regards professors of jdiysical science at the other colleges, the 
Lieutenant-Governor is more doubtful. If such a professor bo appointed at the 
Patna College, an arrangement which will probably be very desirable, the cost 
will be met from the savings ])roi) 08 ed in that college, and not included in the 
savings for which credit has already been taken. It will be a question whether 
the additional officer for Patna should be a purely scientific professor or a t ea ch er 
of practical chemistry, botany, and agriculture outside the regular seien tifio 
course prescribed by the University. At any rate, so fax as the Patna College 
is concerned, the cost of science professors may be excluded from the present 
calculations. 
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17. There remain the Hooghly and Dacca colleges. There will be diffi- 
cully in maintaining a scientific staff side by side w'itli a litcrarj-^ class, especially 
while the University jiractically confines science to tluv two upi'ier college classes 
only. As things at present stand, the Lieutenant-Governor doubts whether 
Government would bo justified in establishing a regular science professor at 
either of these colleges. Ho would prefer to wait and see if there is a demand 
for teaching of this kind ; meantime the Government can, by mean of scholarships, 
enable apt pupils fi*om outside colleges to learn these subjects at the Presidency 
College. 

18. The Lieutenant-Governor would wish also to cstablisli .x practical 
civil service department so far as- may be. Setting aside the Paiiia College 
and the wants of Behar for the present, Ilis Honor’s view would b(s to adniit 
to the civil service department students who have passed in the First Arts 
examination or the Kntrance examination in one of the Iwo first divisions, 
and who have also qualified in drawing, surv(*ying. and jdiysical g(*ography to the 
extent to which these subjecds may be taught at Goverrnnent scliools. Ho would 
require those candidates who have not passed tlu' First Arts examination to attend 
the English and mathematical classes of the cfdh'ge, and ho would have a teacher 
to instruct tln.'ni in engineering, in tlu* ehunents of practi'-al chemistry and 
botany, and in phj'sical gcogra])hy more ' dvaneed than the course taught in 
schools. There should also bo a lecturer to teach the l*(mal aiid Oiminal Proce- 


dure Code, and the laws and ruh's required for the executive* service of Go\’'crn- 
ment : facilities would have to be ])rovi<led for tin* studi ufs practising gymnas- 
tics and riding. The liieutonnnt-Governor would be dispos(*d to try a department 
of this kind at the Ilooghly College, to bi'gin with, if (Himpetent instructors 
Mr, Bernard. llc re(|iu*sts iho gentlemen 

„ Wood (>w. named in the margin to form themselves 

Prinn,,uio, • 1.0 Hooghiy CoUepo. j^^o a Committee to eonsidcr and submit 


definite jiroposals for giving effect to tlio Lioutonant-Govcruor’s views on this 
point. 

19. Parax. 19 to 15 of the report . — The Committee allude to the Madrissa 
School, though they do not show that school in their list of Government higher 
schools. Both the Madrissa and the Collinga Pranch School should be excluded 
from the present arrangements, as tlicfr condition will be separately reviewed. 
Regarding the reduction of tlic Collinga School, orders liavc already been passed, 
and the new aiTangements thereon are ali’eady in operation, '1 he Lieutenant- 
Governor accepts generally the Committee’s .sclienu' for classifying the net 
grants to (jovernmeut higher schools. He would, liowover, make the following 
alterations in the classification and in the grants : — 


(«) — He would reduce one of tho classes ol' giants (the IV class on 
Rs. 1,800 a year), and he Avould raise the grants to tho four 
schools at ’Silchar, Howrah, Burrisuul, and Mymensiug to the 
III (or Rs. 2,100 a yeajJ class. 

(J) — He would put the lowc^ or V class of grant at Rs. 900 a year, 
leaving the sf*hool at Barrackjiort* in that class ; the Ooterparah 
School will under agreement with its founders retain its special 
grant of Rs, 1,200 a year. 

(c) — He would make a few alterations in tho classification of the 
different schools, thus —

Subject to these alterations tho Lieutenant-Governor approvers tlie Cominittoe’s 
scheme and their classification ; he agrees to the proposal that tho hc/ grants now 
sanctioned shall stand for five years. Tho Director will bo requested to 
intimate to the School Committees that the new grants will at once come into 
effect under the budget orders of the current year. 
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20. Taras. 12 and 16 o/ tJke report,—'T\\& Lieutenant-Governor accepts the 
proposals of the Connnitteo for establishing classes and appointing teacaers of 
surveying and drawing at the collegiate schools or zillah schools mentioned by 
the Ooinmittee, with the proviso that these classes be opened at Rampore 
Beauleah and (Chittagong instead of at Jessore and Seebsaugor. His Honor will 
be glad if the Direcitor can got survey and drawing classes opened at aided schools 
with the Rs. 5,000 which the Committee note will still bo available out of 
the survey and drawing grant. The Director will be requested to arrange with 
Mr. SutcUffo for sending competent teachers of sm*veying and drawing to the 
collegiate scbools and to the selected zillah schools as soon as possible, so that 
they may open survey and drawing classes; the session begins on the 15th June 
next. The necessity for selecting and de.spat(!hing these toaciliers with a small 
suj)ply of survey apparatus will rtHjuirc the Director’s immediate attention. 

21. Tam. of the report . — Until science professors are available at out- 
lying colleges, senior scholarships of (say) Rs. 15 or Rs. 20 a month should be

course. These arrangements should take effect as. soon as a science course is 
commenced, that is (as the Lieutenant-Governor hopt>s) from and after next 
examination ; but chemistry cannot be required from candidates for these 
science senior scholarships until provision is made for teaching it to first and 
second years’ students. 

22. Para. 17 of the report . — In regard to junior scholarships, the Lieutenant- 
Governor would provide tliat not less than half these scho]ar8hi])s should be 
allotted to boys who may have qualified in drawing and surveying and physical 
geography. Such scholarship-holders would have the ojjtion of either follow- 
ing the regular course up to the P''irst Arts examination, or of entering for the 
civil service course if permitted to do so. No students who may not be in 
every may capable willbo allowed to follow the latter course. It will bo necessary 
that the exaniiiiafi<ui in surveying and the two other subjects should precede the 
Entrance' examination. The Taeubmant-Govenior would be willing also to 
reduce the number of general s(!holar.shii)s sufficiently to provide twenty-four 
special survey scholarships of Rs. 5 each, as proposed by the Coinmittee, 
to be awarded to tlai best survey scholars who may ])ass the Entrance examin- 
ation but fail to gain gcmeral s(;holarships. Possibly it will not be necessary 
to establish these extra .scholar.ships when the aiTangeinents ordered in the first 
pai't of this paragi’uph shall have bemi c,arricd out. 

23. I'ara. IS of the report . — The Lieutenant-Govenior .accepts the 
minor or vernacular s(;holursln]is. But it will be a questioiv for subsequent 
consideration whether tlu' standard of the new middle class examinations can be 
aciHqited in awarding these scholarships. 

2t. The Lieutmiant-Governor desires that Messrs. Woodrow aiid Bernard 
will be good enough to elaborate the fiiregoing instructions regarding scholar- 
ships, and to submit draft rules regulating scholarshijis for aj^proval and for 
eany publication. 

25. His Honor desires to add that he feels under the greatest obligations 
to the Committee for their most successful labors in elaborating the mfficult 
matters treated of in this resolution, and ho desires to tender to them his hearty 
thanks.

1,03,000 instead of 
Bs. 1,38,000, which is approximately the amount actually 
spent in the year 1870-71. 

(4) To make recommendations for spending the new grant of 

Bs. 30,000 to the best advantage on classes for drawing, 
surveying, and engineering, at Government higher schools. 

(5) To propose plans for allotting scholarships to the value of about 

Rs. 60,000 a year to physical science and surveying students. 


2. Before proceeding to discuss the first point, w'e would submit that the 
net cost (o Government of “general education” classes at the Bengal colleges 
is not so high as might appear from a perusal of the expenditure side of the 
Director’s budget estimate of Bs. 6,06,000* for the year 1872-73. 

The grant for colleges during the last year (1871-72) was B»9. 5,50,000, 
out of which total there was speut on technical and scientific education

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The Government instructions are to reduce this gross cost to Rs. 5,50,000, out 
of which Rs. 20,000 must be devoted to physical science and surveying 
classes. Our instructions further are, that no reuuotion should be made in the 
Presidency College unless some saving be possible in the grant for contingencies 
and servants ; that reduction should not at present be proposed in the Patna, 
Hooghly, or Dacca Colleges. If we exclude the Presidency College, the schoola 
attached to which are self-supporting, we can divide the expenditure on each 
college during the year 1870-71 into three parts, --namely college establishment, 
collegiate school establishment, and contingencies. We have included in the 
college establishment” the teacher on a salary of Rs. 400 a month who used to 
be called head-master, and who has for the last few months been called assistant 

J }rofessor. It is absolutely clear that for many years past this official has given 
lis whole time to the college classes, leaving the second master on a salary of 
Rs. 300 a month to he the head of the collegiate school. “Under contingencies” 
come all such charges as “ library allowance,” “ writers’ and librarian’s pay,” 
“servants’ wages,” “prize allowance,” and “hot-weather establishments.” 
We oflfer a table showing the estimated expenditure of each college under 
each of these throe heads according to the Accountant-General’s budget for 
1872-73. We show also the number of students and the fee* receipts at each 
institution, according to the Director’s figures, for the year 1870-71. It must 
be remembered that the contingent expenditure provides for the wants of the 
collegiate school as well as of the college.

The Director estimates (paragraph 7 of his letter of the 23rd January) the 
actual reduction of cost from the vacant professorships and assistant professor’ 
ships at Rs. 25,800, which, witli the Rs. 8,000 to be reduced from the Sanskrit 
• College, comes to a total reduction of Rs. 33,800. 

4. The Government instructions are, that the Krishnagur College, as well 
as the Berhampore College, should not teach beyond the Rirst Arts standard. 
The Berhampore College, as now reduced, has a staff of —

We would not keep a law professor on Rs. 2,400, for the fees would not cover 
the cost of so expensive a law department when the 3rd and 4th year classes 
are closed. We recommend that a selected pleader be appointed to lecture 
in law and receive the fees alone for his rc'muneration. It is believed that 
qualified men will on these terras ho found for the post. We are informed 
that the law professor at some of the colleges has a good practice at the local 
bar, and the college professorship is considered to he an honorable post, which 
helps a jdeadcr to get into good practice. By these reductions we shall secure 
a saving of—

Under tho orders of the 8th Marc^H|||i Berhampore and Krishnagur Colleges 
are the only institutions in which ^Wan propose any reductions in the college 
department. We would recommend that the law departments both at Krishna* 
gur and Berhampore be allowed to continue on their present footing till 
the end of the current academic year; that is, until the beginning of December 
next. We find that at tho Krishnagur College there are now 12 students in 
the 8rd year, and 7 in the 4th year. Wo could have wished that these two 
classes should have been continued to the end of November next, so that the 
reduction in the status of the college might cause as little inconvenience to the 
students as possible. But in the event of opportunities occurring for absorbing 
the Krishnagur professors, we would not recommend that such opportunities be 
foregone, or that new professors should be posted to Krishnagur merely for the

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few lads nowin the3rdand‘4.thyearclasse8. We would susfgest that any students 
of the 3rd and 4th year classes now at Krishnagur, who may dwire to continue 
their studies after the closure of tiio 3rd and 4th classes, be allowed to attend 
corresponding classes for the remainder of their under- graduate course either 
at Hooghly or at any other mofussil college without payment of fees. The 
studente would probably prefer to attend the Presidency College; but there is 
no room for them in the present class rooms except for 3rd year students, 
so we are obliged to recommend their transfer to Hooghly or elsewhere. 

6. There is one point connected with the staff proposed for the First Arts 
Colleges on which we ought to remark. We propose to allow for the college 
department of these colleges a staff costing about Rs. 19,000, against which 
cost there will perhaps be Es. 3,000 of fee receipts; while for the high 
schools of Gowhatty and Cuttack we propose only a grant of Es. 6,000 for the 
college department, yet the course to be taugbt at these high schools will be 

precisely the same as the course to be taugbt at Krishnagur and Berhampore. 

In regard to this view of the matter wc would submit that the staff wo propose 
is the cheapest effietivo European staff we could have. If we are to have 
European professors at these First Arts Colleges at alb we must hare good men 
of the calibre of the present professors, 1 Imtg trill be no use whatever in 
havino* an iL'frriOf iluropean staff. If w'e w'ould reduce these h irst Arts Colleges 
Qjjy further, the European staff, who constitute the backbone ot the college, 
would have to be given up. Wc think it is better to accept the anomaly of 
having costly First Arts Colleges and comparatively cheap high schools 
teaching the same course rather than obtain a further saving by giving up 
the European staff at Berhampore and Krishnagur. We believe that the popu- 
larity and success of the Berhampore and Krishnagur Colleges would seriously 
fall off if the European principals were taken away. 

6. We now come to the collegiate schools ; and it appears to us that 
these schools arc, when compared- writii the zillah and high schools about the 
country, extremely expensive. The average net Government grant to zillah 
ichools in Bengal has for some years been less than Es. 3,000 a year, the average 
net grant for collegiate schools (exclusive of the Hindu and Hare Schools) is 
about Es. 9,000 a year, yet these collegiate schools are, as regards the standard 
and course of study, the exact counterpart of the zillah schools ; they contain 
precisely corresponding classes which learn precisely the same course of study. 
The collegiate schools have, moreover, the additional advantage of being under 
the supervision and enjoying the attention of the principal and professors of 
the college to which they belong. It seems to the majority of us that the net 
Qovernrnent grant to a collegiate school ought not, as a matter of principle, and 
in fairness to other districts, to exceed the highest grant allowed to ordinary 
zillah schools. It will be seen from a subsequent paragraph (see paragraph 12 
below) that we do not propose to grant more than Es. 3,000 a year {net) to 
any zillah school. The majority recommend that a similar grant be made to 
collegiate schools, which should also have the full benefit of 'these fees and 
subscriptions in the same way as zillah schools. A minority (Messrs. Atkinson 
and Sutcliffe) dissent from the recomm^ation in this paragraph., They 
consider that the net cost of collegiate sI||mH could not, within any reasonable 
time, be brought down to Es. 3,000 a ye^rt^ough they would be prepared to 
recommend that the net grant be gradually reduced to Es. 5,000 a year for 
each coUegiate school. We proceed to show how the arrangement proposed 
by the majority wouH

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Thus, if this plan were carried out, there would be a further saving in the grant 
for “ colleges’’ of Rs. 31,900. We can see no valid reason why this change 
should not eventually he carried out. The zillah schools do fairly well with 
a head>master on Bs. 160 or 200 a month, and it is diSicult to see why the 
collegiate schools, which enjoy special supervision, should not he able to manage 
with a full zillah school grant ; still the reduction in the Government grant 
under this arrangement would he so very large,— indeed, the net Government 
grant would ho cut down to less than one-third its present figure, — that wo cannot 
recommend that so great a reduction be effected at once. It will he absolutely 
impossible to provide for or absorb all the masters who would ho thrown out 
by reductions of this kind. Wo therefore recommend that the Government and 
the Education Department accept the principle that eventually the grant to 
every collegi-atc' school must be reduced to Ils. 3,000 a year, hut that meanwhile 
the net annual grant to each collegiate school he reduced from year to year 
by such sum as may ho found practicable. We do not propose any detailed 
plan for giving effect to this reduction, because in each collegiate school the 
Principal will he able to a’-range for absorbing or reducing salaries, according 
to the circumstances of his scliool and its masters. 


The Director of Public Instruction signifies his readiness to accept 
the general principle of those reductions, and he has already reduced the 
establishments of some collegiate schools by leaving unfilled several of the 
better-paid appointments that have fallen vacant during the last six months ; 
hut he urges that the masterships in collegiate schools are the only prizes for 
natives Iv the Education Department, and ho argues that if all these prizes 
are taken away, the general average of native officials in his department will 
fall off. Wo think that there is much to be said for this view. Wo are 
aware that the head-masters of schools at the bead-quarters of Bombay 
districts, such as Sattara, Butnagiri, Surat, got Es. .300 or else Bs. 400 a month ; 
while the head-masters of Bengal zillah schools arc paid only Rs. 100, or R s. 160, 
or Bs. 200 a n.onth. As we have said before, the head-master of an outlying 
zillah school is a more important and responsible post than the head-master of a 
collegiate school. We recommend therefore that some portion of the money to be 
saved on collegiate schools bo at the disposal of the Director, to bo used in giving 
special allowances of Bs. 25 and Hs. 60 or Bs. 100 a month as an addition to 
the salaries of the most deserving and successful zillah school-masters. In 
this way some prizes for such masters would ho provided. We suggest that 
one-third of the amount to bo reduced annually from the collegiate school net 
grants be devoted thtjs to raising the salaries of especially deserving head- 
masters and second mas' ms of zillah schools. A total sum of Bs. 10,200 a 
year would provide three allowances of Bs. 100 a raontli, six allowances of 
Bs. 60 apiece for head-raasters, and ten allowances of Bs. 26 apiece for second 
masters. 


7. In order that the progressive reductions in the net grants to collegiate 
schools may be duly carried out and carefully watched, it will be necessary to 
keep “collegiate schools” as a special sub-head under " higher schools” both 
in the budget and in the aunnal rj^)orts. We understand that the Director 
had already arranged for terminatiillj tliR anomaly whereby “collegiate schools” 
appear in the budget under “ collcg<^.^'” and in the annual reports under the 
head of “ higher schools.” 

8. There remains for consideration the “ contingent” expenditure of 

the collos'cs. The Presidency College office estab- 
lishment* (Mr. Sutcliffe tells . us) includes a 
chemical assistant on Bs. 70 aud a draughtsman 
on Bs. 40 a month. The staff liavo to collect the 
fees of 1,660 stud<'nt8 at the college and its 
several dependent schools. Some reduction can, 
Mr. Sutcliffe considers, be made in the library 
and prize allowance ; and when the present head 

of the office establishment (who is styled Assistant Secretary) retires, the salary

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of the post may be reduced from Rs. 160 to Rs. 100 a month. Mr. Sutcliffe 
further points out that the grant of Rs. 7,200 taken for civil engineering scho* 
larships is more than has been spent heretofore. This grant might, if necessary, 
be reduced. We do not feel, under present circumstances, warranted in recom* 
mending the reduction of tho engineering scholarships' grant. A reduction, 
however, of Rs. 1,000 in some part of the contingent grant (as above given) 
of the present year might be effected by Mr. Sutcliffe, and a further reduction 
of Rs. 600 may be secured when the present head of his office retires. 

9. The contingent grants for the other colleges are, it will be seen, 
extremely unequal. We feel satisfied that if the Pat^a College (with its 446 
pupils) can manage with a grant of Rs. 2,300 for contingencies, the Hooghly 
College, with its 545 pupils, cannot want Rs. 7,600 for contingencies ; nor can 
Krishnagur, with its 329 pupils, require Rs. 4,300 for similar charges. In the 
smaller colleges one efficient clerk would do the duty of writer and librarian. 
We annex a statement showing the estimated outlay, the grants we would 
propose for the present year, and the eventual grants which should finally 
be adopted for all the colleges in Bengal on account of —

As those coiugee arc shown in the othcr Colleges), then we feel confident that the 
hndget papers before! ns. actual expenditure of Bengal colleges (6) will not , 

if the foregoing sugeestiops he carried out, amount to more than Rs. 6,40,000 
for the year 1872-73. lu 1873-7 1 and subsequent years the cost of colleges 
would'be brought down to below the sum of Rs. 5,30,000, which tho Lieutenant- 
Governor’s orders lay down as the grant for tln^ current year. We anticipate, 
however, that any extra savings thus semired will he required to strengthen the 
staff and establish parallel classes at the Presidency College. Mr. Sutcliffe 
tells us that in one of the alternate sections of the second year class there are 
now over one hundred students, and no professor can do justice to so large a 
number. Unless tho physical science course tak(‘s away a number of students 
from the general course, the establishment of further paralh'l classes will soon 
have to be considered. 

11. We now come to the second point, namely, the best mode of expend- 
ing the grant of Rs. 20,000 for physical science and surv(?ying classes at 
colleges. 

It seems to us that thephysicalscienceclasses must he kept distinct and sepa- 
rate from the surveying clas.ses. For completely carrying students through the 
University physical science course, there will he required oim professor and one 
assistant professor at the Presideney Collotrc. Gne professor oi physical science 
(Mr. Blanford) is already on the college staff ; his salary, Rs. 1 5,000 a year, is 
met from tho old grant for colleges, as has been shown above (para. 2). We 
consider that at one other college at least besides Calcutta there should be 
physical science classes. We would begin w'ith orui professor at Dacca : as soon 
as he has brought his pupils through the first year’s physical science course and 
sees his way to having ft full class, an as.sisfant professor may po.ssibly have to 
be given him. Our recommendations are that in addition to Mr. Blanford 
there be sanctioned for physical science —

13. In regard to the third point, namely the allotment of a net Govern- 
ment grant to each higher class school, wo find the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
suggestion to be that “ a scale of net grants should he adopted for these schools.” 
After considering a statement prepared by Ihc Director, showing the precise 
financial condition and the number of hoys at each school, we come to the con- 
clusion that w'o can establish five grades of Government grants ; but we cannot 
grade the Government schools according to their efficiency, numbers, or situation, 
in any fashion that will enable us to assign the same net grant to all schools 
in one grade. For instance, the Assam schools are not well attended, yet they 
absolutely require large grants ; again, the Bhaugulporo and Madrassa schools 
are well situated and w'cll attended, yet they have always enjoyed large grants ; 
the Burrisal school, on the other hand, has managed very well indeed with 
only a small net grant. Wo have tried to allot the grants rather according to 
the requirements of each school, and according to the sums it has heretofore 
received from Government, -than according to the number of the students. 
The sanctioned net grants, as they now stand, arc for the most part either 
Es. 3,616 or Es. 2,616 a year. We now propose to haVe five cl/isscs of grants, 
namely : — . .

15. We suggest tliat if tliese gi’ants, as now suggested, be approved, the 
allotments sliould renuiin uuchauged for a term of five years, and should then 
be subjected to revision. 

16. The/fmWA point is the settlement of a plan for spending the Rs. 30,000 
grant for surveying and drawing classes at schools to the best advantage. We 
observe that wo have alr. ady taken its. 10, 000 of this sura for the collegiate 
schools. There remains a sum of Rs. 20, 000, with which M e M'ould pay teachers 
of surveying and drav iug. We M ould propose further that a teacher of survey- 
ing and drawing should be attached to each of the undermentioned schools, 
namely —

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If from the above grant the Director should be able to provide survey classes 
at additional schools, he should be allowed to do so. To each such teaohership 
wo would assign a salary of from Rs. 60 to Rs# 76 a month s if, however, 
the incumbent is employed to teach two or more schools, he should be 
allowed 20 per cent, on his salary to remunerate him for the expenses incident 
to a change of residence and for travelling charges. Mr. Sutcliffe tells us 
that the Civil Engineering College can supply competent teachers at the above- 

mentioned salaries. Eor each school there 
should be a survey contingent allowance of 
Rs. 400 a year, with perhaps an extra allow- 
ance for the first year to cover the cost of a 
supply of instruments for a full class as per 
margin. We consider that every pupil should 
be allow'ed the use of the school appai atus, but 
should pay the cost of the more perishable 
articles, such as pencils, paper, and tape. 
We recommend that the survey classes open 
directly after next (the May) holidays : lessons 
in drawing and book-work can first be given, 
and field-w'ork can bo begun later in the season, 
Eor the first year at any rate no special* or 
extra fee should he taken from the survey class pupils. Out-students who 
may attend schools for the survey class only might pay a foe of one rupee per 
month and a small admission fee of two rupees.

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We woiild propose that thirteen of the senior scholarships (3 first 
grade on Bs. 32 a month, 4 s<;eon(l grade on Bs. 25 a month each, and 
6 third grade on Bs. 20 a monw, equal to about Bs. 7,600 a year) be 
awarded only to students who after passing the F. A. examination elect to 
take up the B. or physical science course for their degree examination. The 
senior scholarship rules would require to be modified accordingly. 

17. In regard to the junior scholarships, it might perhaps be desirable to 
award scholarships in the same way to matriculated students who would take up 
a physical science course. But no such course has yet been adopted by tlie 
University in the regulations for the F. A. examination. We believe that 
scholarships of Rs. 6 a month will provide a sufficient stimulus to induce 
students to qualify themselves in these branches ; and we find that taking 
oue-fiftli of the 2nd and 3rtl grade scholansliips for survey classes, we could 
make sixty-eight five-nipee 8cholarshi|)S available. We therefore propose the 
allotment of a certain number of five-rupee scliolarships to school boys who 
may pass the entrance examination and may also have qualified in surveying 
and drawing. Our proposal is, that two survey scliolarships should be allotted 
to each school where there may be a survey class open during the whole year ; 
the rest of the survey scholarships should be at the disposal of the Director 
for allotment to the best survey pupils at any school where more than two boys 
may qualify for such scholarships. These seholarships would bo awardahle 
to boys who pass the entrance t'xamination and also qualify in surveyiusr and 
drawing. Each boy’s qualification in surveying and drawing would be tested — 

(1) — By a paper in book- work and drawing after the close of the entrance 
examination, set hy central examiners and answered by the boys at the usual 
centres of examination ; such papers being scut down to Calcutta and marked 
by paid examiners in tin* usual way. 

(2) — By an inspection of the boys’ drawings, plans, and siirvey work 
during the season, a n port of each survey student’s work, certified by the 
inspector, being sent in by the head-master, together with the specimen plans, 
field books, and drawings. 

The survey scholarships would he awarded to the boys w'ho, having passed 
the entrance examinaiion, had done best in surveying and drawing at each 
school. In order to secure tliat the survey scholarships may not fall to 
the leaal. capable b lys, wc recommend that any lad who may win a survey 
schola/N^ip and a general educational scholarship he allowed to hold both. 

We are quite aware that this plan of allotting junior scholarships for 
surveying is not scientific ; and further, it docs not secure that the successful 
scholar sliall continue liis teeltnical studies. But we recommend this plan as 
an ad interim arrangement. We think tlnit the scheme sketched above sliould 
not be brought into operation till the entrance examination of 1873. Students 
now in the entrance class at zillali schools will have only three or four months 
to give to survey work before November ; they liave to devote much time and 
attention to brusliing up their knowledge of Eusjlisli and general subjects, 
and they could hardly attend survey classes without cither overw'orkiug 
themselves or neglecting their other subjects. 

18. There remain the minor and vernacular scliolarships. The course of 
study for the minor scholarships already includes a Bengali hook on surveying. 
The maximum mark for the paper in this hook is 50 out of a total of about 
500 for the whole examination. We .would suggest that the maximum mark 
for surveying be now raised to 100. We furtlier riiconimcnd that the same 
text -book be made one of the subjects for the “vermicular scholarships,’’ and 
that at the examinations of 1872, marks amounting to one-fifth of the whole 
be allotted to the paper in this hook. It must ho romemhert d, however, that 
from the year 1873 the University will conduct a new vernacular examination, 
for which surveying will be an optional subject. It ’will probably be convenient 
to fit the Bengal scheme for survey scholarships into the new University 
vernacular examination. 
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19. Under the foregoing suggestions the scholarship money awarded tc

We have only to add that if any changes in the scholarship rules, such 
as we suggest, be ihially decided upon, no iime should be lost in publishing 
the details of such changes, and making those details known to all Government 
and aided schools. At the same time wtt would note that after the first award 
the details of the rules for granting survey scholarships might be revised 
as experience may show to be desirable. 

20. We M'ould sum up brittfly the suggestions offered in this report thus: — 

(1) We have shown how the cost of colleges and collegiate? schools for 

general education can be kept down to Ks. 5,40,000 tliis year, and 
eventually to Ks. 5,16,000. 

(2) We have proposed opening physical science classes at the Presi- 

dency College and at cither Dacca or some other college at once. 

(3) We have submitted a scheme for six grades of grants to high schools 

and ziliaii schools, thus bringing the het Governmeut outlay on 
these schools to Ks. 1,07,400. 

(4) We have proposeil to establish drawing and surveying classes at five 

collegiate, twelve zillah or high, and at several aided schools. 

(6) We imvc submitted a plan for allotting a proportion of senior 
scholarships to physical science students, and a share of all other 
scholarships to lads who may qualify in drawing and surveyiag.

I HAVE the honor to submit my explanations on the budget estimi 
this department, in reply to your No. 78f dated 9th January. 

2. lierhampur College . — Your 2nd paragraph remarks, with disapproval, 
that 1 have entered the full establishment for the Berbampdr College in 
contravention of the orders for its reduction. On this point I would submit that 
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I particularly explained in my budget, which was framed and sent to Govern- 
ment early in November, that no change had been made in my estimates for 
this college, because the transfers of officers which were to take place in the 
present month (January) ’had not then been settled, and there was no other 
heading under which I could properly enter their salaries. 

The question is one of transfer account simi)ly, and in no way affects the 
aggregate estimate for colleges, which necessarily provides for the aggregate 
salaries of all the Principals and Professors now employed in the department. 

3. Government Colleges. — In your 3rd ])aragraph it is observed that I 
have raised the estimate for tho eolleuos from Us. 5,60,450, the grant of 1871-72, 
to 11s. 6,05,706, being an increase of lls. 65,250. 

These figures are not the figures shown in my estimate, but they appe^ar to 
be obtained pn^tty nearly by addiuir the proceeds of endowments, &c., 
as shown in tho local fund budget, to tho amounts entered by mo, which Hhow'ed 
only the total of expenditure which re iiaincd to bo mot from foes and assign- 
ments from the gomoal r<?venuo after deducting from the gross cost the 
amount of the said (>nd )',vmont«i, &c. 

My own (vsMinnt' fir 1872-73 for the colleges is lls. 6,46,140. Tho 
corresponding grant for tli > (rnrnmt y< a'’, .as reduced by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, is ils. t.OOj'XtO ; riio in -roisc is Its. P). 

4. This increas • no ■ ' ibr. r qinros oxiiian.ition ; and exfilanations would 
have been given tit loivgt.ii win n tno bijdgot wa^ s uit in liad I not been 
informed that l! e csllintiti's w.'i o to bo oonsid r ’rl liy a Commiitee, of which 
I was to he a member, liofor liiey wmo subniil.! -d lu tlie Lieutenant-Governor 
for sanction. 1 resorvod lav x l.-i ititions for tiii i C.imiuittoe ; but your letter 
having anticipated the in.*c1,iii ■■ of i!ie Cominittoo, I must now explain, in 
reply, hoM' the increase is tu • unted for. 

5. The grant of lls. -I,' ' ■» a) -or the enwi'M' vas arrived at by the 

simple process of strikiivr i '. IT from the reviseid 

estimate submitted by n ' i. . 6, i t, 1> t?, w '.ioi) estimate was 

itself obtained, to me -t ■ -x gen y, by ealeulatiag very closely 

the probable actual ex o . ' ■ .iking into account all pos.sihle savings 

from known vacam i , ; .nnnent or temporary. My estimate for 

the ensuing year we. . could not lx; based, on this gross grant 

of lls. 4,90,000 sai c . . dleges in the budget of the current year, 

hut was framed, us all su e. . ; lates are necessarily framed, by tho addition of 
the separate amounts r< presen' i-.g liabilities, which are entered item by item, 
under the different heads (»f cb n :;e. 

It accordingly yirovidiis f.r the salaries of all tho officers now attached to 
the colleges, the aggregate of whieli has increased by lis. 14,900 — on account 
of officers retumotl from leave and annual increases of grided salaries — above 
the aggregate shewn in my rerised estinutte of last year. And it further provides 
a sum of 11%. 25,800 representing four vacancies, viz, lls. 21,000 for three 
vacancies in the list of graded officers, and lls. 4,800 for one vacant assistant 
professorship, three of which vacancies were not provided for in my revised 
estimate of April last. 

6. Under this latter head alone will it be possible, so far as I can sec, to 
make any serious reduction. 

I entered this sum of lls. 26,800, which includes tho charges actually reduced 
at Berhampur, because T understood, both from the budget onlers of May 1871 
and from other communications made to me, that it was not the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s intention permanently to diminish the number of graded officers 
sanctioned for the department, but to fill the vacancies with new men possessing 
tho requisite qualifications for giving instruction in the various branches of 
physical science, which it is now in coiitemplatiiin to introduce into the curri- 
culum of our colleges. 

If I am not mistaken as to this intention, lls. 18,000 of the above amount 
will he required for graded officers of the fourth class, and lls. 4,800 for an 
assistant professor (at Berhampur>, in the event of the new appointments taking 
effect from tin; oommonoement of the ensuing year. 

SlK'uId tlie appointuieuts he delayed, this amount will be susceptible of 
corresponding i< ductiou. 
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In waj case Bs. 3,000 out of the 21,000 ref^esenting the three Teean> 
cies in the fourth class will not now be required, as it provided for tlie maxunum 
increase of the salary of an officer of the fourth class, which lapses by the 
retireraent of Babxi lean Chandra Baniirji, as recently ordered. 

Some small reduction also may shortly be practicable in the Sanskrit College 
as the result of retirements and other changes ; but, as at present advised, I 
cannot take these reductions at a larger sum than Rs. 3,000. 

7. Taking then a savinc of Rs. 3,000 in the Sanskrit College, a saving of 
Bs. 3,000 from the salary of Bahu Isan Chandra Baniirji, and Rs. 22,800 for 
three vacancies in the fourth class and one vacant assistant professorship, the 
possible reduction seems to he limited to the sura of Rs. 28,800, except in 
petty contingent expenditure, whiTe small savings may Ise practicable. 

The deduction of the whole of this Rs. 28,800 from my estimate will 
reduce the amount to Rs. 5.17,340, of which about Rs. 1,75,000 will probably 
be covered by fee receipts ; but no margin will then be left to provide for- 
physical science instruction, or for the surveying classes mentioned in your 
8rd paragrafph, in regard to which I have to observe that I was unable to make 
provision for them in the estin ates for two reasons,— because at the time 
the budget was prepared 1 lind no data f<»r estiniating the probable cost of 
tb.eiu ; and secondly, because the orders of the Financial Dcipartment have 
always been very precise in forbidding all entries in departmental budgets on 
account of establishments not actually sanctioned. 

8. After these explanations, I beg respectfully to represent that unleeg 
aalaru!$ are reduced or officers of the departmeul ditsnmaed, there seems to he 
no possibility of cutting down the expenditure on colleges to the amount 
indicated by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor. No one can be less pleased 
than I am to find that the figures representing our liabilities add up to so 
large a total. I can only submit that I am bound to show thi'se liabilities in 
my estimates, and 1 must now leave the facts to be dealt with as Government 
may please to order. 

9. Government higher class schools'. — Tn the 4th paragraph of your 
letter it is observed that I have raised the demand for higher class English 
schools from Rs. 2,61,561 (which is stated to bo the grant for 1871-72) to 
Bs. 3,04,197 without making any provision for the surveying classes which the 
Lieutenant-Governor has ordered. 

9. On this latter point I have to remark that the surveying classes referred 
to were only ordered by the Lieutenant-Governor in your No. 36()4, dated 9th 
December. My budget was sent in early in November, and could not liave 
anticipated these orders-; hut with reference to them I wToto to the Account- 
ant-General on 18th December, informing him that in view of the additional 
outlay that would he required under them, and whicli the Lieutenant-Governor 
had informed me ho wns prepared to provide for, it did not seem possible to 
ipake the reductions which were promised in the budget on the assignments to 
higher class schools.' 

10. My budiret estimate for these higher class schools is rightly stated to 
he Bs. 3,04,197, hut there is a mistake in the amount given by you as the 
allotment for 1871-72. The grant passed under this head for the service of the 

• See budget orders dated 30tu May 1871. Current year is Rs. 2,73,000* and not 

Rs. 2,61,661. The estimated increase of 
gross expenditure is therefore Rs. 31,197; but it was explained in making 
this demand that the estimate was arrived at by taking the aggregate of the 
actual Government assignments of the schools as now sanctioned, and adding 
to them the estimated receipts from local sources, and it was intimated that 
the amount of the assignments would he reduced (as ordered by Government 
in No. 26T, dated 28fcli October 1871) as soon as the necessary inquiries had 
been completed. • 

11. I am not even now in a position to propose definitively what shall be 
the future assignments of the schools in question ; but I may state for the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s information that their assignments, as heretofore sanc- 
tioned, amount to Rs. 1,47,927, and that as far as I am at present informed 
the aggregate of tbo reductions which the Inspectors consider practicable will 
brinir down this sunt to about lls. 1,26,400. 

This will reduce my demand for gross expenditure to Rs. 2,82,670, which 
is Rs. 9,670 in excess of the allowance for the current year ; but it mast ba 
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remembered that the excess is due to the appropriation of surplus local income 
to the schools in which it is raised, as now ordered by Government ; whereas

The demand for net grants payable out of State revenue viU be reduced 
by Rs. 21,527. I would propose however, to go a little further than this. and. 
to take credit for a net grant of Rs. 1,25,000 only on account of Government 
assignments for higher class schools. Reyond this I fear it will be impossible 
to go without reducing existing salaries or seriously impairing the efficiency of 
the schools by unduly cu.’tailing their establishments. 

12. The Lieutenant-Governor’s present order reduces the grant for 
assignments to less than Rs. 1,00,000, as the fee receipts of las ; year amounted 
to Rs. 1,60,262, and this grant is also to include the now expend ituro for survey- 
ing classes. I think it my duty to represent that very great embarrassment will 
necessarily be caus(?d if this order is enforced, I believe that vrith a net grant 
of Rs. 1,26,000 for assignments we may eventually provide for the teaching 
of surveying in the schools, in addition to the ordinary branches of school 
education, without further aid from the public revenues ; but I am of opinion 
that this cannot be done 'immediately, or until our masters are trained to teach 
simple surveying, along with other subjects, as part of their" 

But having said thus mudh, I must leave it to Government td 
amount of the provision now to he made for these schools,!

13. Gonermnent Schools other than Uiglter Cla^s Schoc 
for all other Government schools, exclusive of liigher 
Rs. 2,98,926 ; in round figures Rs. 2,99,000.

The entry for circle schools and rewards is a fixed sum ac4tually taken up, 
and may remain unaltered. I would ask to take credit for j Rs. 6,00,000 for 
grants-in-aid ordinary and Rs. 1,60,000 for pathsalas. Thisnj will involve an 
increased gradt of Rs. 66,626, viz. Rs. 27,080 for grants-in-a^id ordinary and 
Rs 29,446 for pathsalas. 

I consider that this will be more advantageous than to gii e the whole of 
the additional grant to pathsalas, as proposed by the Lieutenanf' t-Goveruor. The 
applications for grants-in-aid are very numerous and pressing and it is very 
doubtful if anything like so large a sum as Rs. 60,000 can be profitably spent 
on new pathsalas within the next twelve months. 

16. Scholarships . — By an oversight the allowance for s^^cholarships was 
short estimated in the budget for '1870-71. The full amou>. nt sanctioned by 
Government is now applied for. The increase is Rs. 6,240.

The receiver of the 
lower rain gauge is 1^ feet, and that of the anemometer, 70 feet, 10 inches, above the level of the 
ground. The velocity of wind, as indicated by Kobinson’s anemometer, is registered from noon to noon.

1 AM directed to acknowledge tho receipt of your letter No. 267, dated 
the 16th instant, svibmittiug a report from tho Ofliciating Magistrate of Hooghly 
on the amount of sickness prevailing in the district, as observed by him during 
his last tt)ur into tho interior. 

2. lo reply I am to request that you will he so good as to convey to 
Mr. Fellow the thanks of tho Lieutenant-Governor for his interesting and 
thoughtful, thougli very sad report. His Honor approves of tho action taken 
by the Officiating Magistrate at Moyapore, and of the transfer of the Khunacool 
dispensai^ to that place j and accepts the view that even now, in the healthy 
season of the year, the dispensaries and the relief operations must be kept up, 
so as to brace the people, if possible, against the anticipated recurrence of fevei 
in October next. 

3. Tho Lieutenant-Governor however notices that there has been consider- 
able delay in submitting the Magistrate’s report. Information on so important 
a matter as the state of the fever-stricken districts of Burdwan cannot be 
too promptly submitted to Goveramont.

Ik continuation .of tliis office No. 108| dated the 4th March last^ I hare 
the honor to forward for the information of Government copy of a letter. 
No. 150 dated the 28th idem, from the Magistrate of Hooghly, reporting on 
the health of the district as observed by him personally during his last tour. 
It will be seen from paragraph 16 of the Magistrate’s report that the country 
round Jehanabad, Moyapore, Gohaut, Singboor, and Kristonagore, ha^this yeaij^ 
been remarkable for the amount of fever. The Khanacool dispensary has oeen 
removed to Moyapore, as it was reported that there was little fever at Khanacool. 
From a report received from the Magistrate, under date the 19th ultimo, it 
appears that the total number of persons admitted in the Jehanabad dispensary 
for the first time for medical treatment, during the week ending on the 31st 
March, was 101, of which 9 were new eases of fever. Tlu^ro was one death 
diiririff the week. The daily average number of persons who attended the 
dispensary was 162-12. The total number of persons admitted in the Bally 
dispensary for the first time for medical treatment during the week was 136, of 
which 18 were new cases of new fever. There was one death during t!ie week. 
The daily average atteinlance was 23-6. Tlie total numhcT of pei*sons admitted 
in the Moyapore dis])ensary for the first time for medical treatment, during the 
week endiiig the 27th March, was 311, of wltieh 38 were new eases of fever and 
273 splenites. There was no death durimr the week. Tlio daily average 
number of persons attt*iKiing the dispensary was 44. 

2. I beg also to submit copy of a statement obtained from the Magistrate 
of llooghly, showing tlm dispensaries at present maintained in the^istrict, with 
the names of tlie medical olUcers employed at them. It will be seem that there 
are now seven dispensaries in the district which arc maintained, temporarily, 
from the epidemic fever relief fund. Two of these, viz. the dispensaries of 
Kristonagore and Singboor, arc in the sub-division of Serarapore.

-■ To— The Comn\\ssioucv of the Burdwan Division. 

In continuation of my No. H2, dated *20t\i February 1872, I have the honor to report on 
the health of the district as observed by me personally during my last tour. 

2. On ibe 2?stb FoViruary I Irft llooghly and passed through Sinj^boor, where 1 inspected 
the dispensary ; thence through Bhasooree, where I arrived at about noon, and inspected the 
dispensary there also. This dispensary was founded by Baboo Babir Dass Sircar of Peasarab, 
a rich zemindar, who promised t<i pay Us. 50 per mtuiscm for its support, in consideration 
of which Goverument supplies instruAierits and medicines. He was, however, many months 
in arrears of his subscription, and had omitted to answer reminders from my office. The 
native doctor complained much of the delay. 1 therefore *took the opportunity of visiting 
him at his house, wldeh lies a mile or two from the road, and by the threat of immediately 
closing the dispensary ami handing him up to Government, succeeded in obtaining lis. 600, the 
amount in arrear, in notes. 

3. In the afternoon I crossed Vh‘^ Damoodar and entered the Jehanabad sub-division and 
stopped for the night in Iluviugkhola, half way between tl^at river and Jidianabad, where I con- 
sulted the local zemindar. At this place I found my camp and 'the native doctor whom 
Dr. Thompson had placed at my disposal with his medicines. I had also brought with me 
Rs. 200 for relief of indigent sick, and some blankets, •cloth, and siigo. 

4. Next morning I visited Moyapore, which is a large village, which has tor four years 
suffered from fever, and which I also visited last year. In this village a tank hds been 
constructed at the expense of Govcinmcrit and Baboo Joy Kisscii Mookerjec. The place is 
however very largo, and « niy a portion of the inhabitants are benefited by this tank. In this 
village*! found about 5 }K*r cent, of the houses deserted and in various stages of ruin, showing 
that all their inhabitants had died. Much more numerous were the houses of which portions 
had been allowed to fall scto decay, showing tlmt portions of the family had died. In many 
houses there were none left but siede children and women.* 1 observed further that almost 
every one I saw in tlic vilhigc Imd spleen, I had inti nded to take the native doctor with 
me to Jehanabad, hot things were so very bad at Moyapore that I ordered him at once to 
establish a di.spensary, temjM.rarily, at Moyapore. For this purpose 1 went to the aided school, 
where I found two pupils and ihrce masters. After visiting the grealer part of the hamlets 
which comp^^e the village and tiic pt.q{)le who go to the dispensary, 1 instructed the native 
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doctor to prepare Targe quantities of a mixture of rum, quinine, and iron, recommended by 
Dr. Thompson. 1 supplied him with blankets, cloths, sago, and Rs. 20 for the purchase of rice 
and dftl for dieting the patients who were dying of aneemia and emaciation, and went on 
to Jehanabad, paying a flying visit to Kistohatty on the way. 

6. I re-visited Moyapore on the next day, and found the dispensary crowded with patients 
and the native doctor hard at work. 

6. In Jehanabad, Kistohatty, and the neighbourhood, the sickness is somewhat less severe : 
a large number of people have died in former years and many are still suffering, biit sickness 
bas diminished during the healthy months of January and February in a u ore marked manner 
than at Moyapore. 

7. On Sunday, the 23rd March, 1 visited Bally, The condition of this place is, most 
lamentable, — very little, if at all, superior to Moyapore. The town was attacked with fever first 
in the year 1870, when about a fourth of the population perished ; since which time it has 
always suffered severely in the months of September, Oett>ber, and Novemler, The sickness, as 
at oiher places and at Moyapore, is now much dirninisliing, and will probably continue to 
diminish for the next three months ; but still tin? number of sick is very great, and all the people 
appear to be debilitated and aplenitic. The native doctor here appears to be intelligent and 
attentive. He had a large daily attendance from Bally and the neighbouring villages, 
and I advanced him Ks. 60 from the relief fund for food and clothing. As I found that he had 
run into debt to the extent of Rs. 31-8*3 for bazar medioinrs, I also advanced him this sum 
from the same fund, to bo adjusted when the bills arc parsed. 

8. On the 4bh March T inspected Jehanabad and its neighbourhood, the dispensary, &c., 
ind made over Rs. 100 to the sub-assistant smgeon for relief purposes. My instructions, in 

{ iving these sums, were to spend them in dieting patients only, cooking the food in the 
ispensary. 

9. On the 5th March I visited Ghattal, returning the next day. I found the new 
dispensaiyr in good order* sickness is less in the diteetion of Ghattal. 

Ou the road between Jehanabad and Ghattal, I observed a good deal of chronic sickness, 
ind found that people went from Dewantiunge and other places to attend the Bally dispensary. 

I insj * cted Dewanuungo on my way hack fr^rn Ghaltiil. On the 7th March I was engaged 
in inspecting the office of the Deputy Magistrate and examining the records of the Income 
Tax Department, which I had not had time to do before, as 1 w.is out all day from Saturday 
till T1 ursday. On the 8tli I was occuph'd with the Ahkaree settlements, and on the 9th 
returned to Hooghly, visiting again Moyapore on the way and ordering in the native doctor, 
who, before he left, made over a supply of mixtures to the school- master for distribution. 
Having thus described briefly the nature of the inquiries made by me, I beg to offer the 
PoUowing ren arks on the sanitary tfoiuiition of the Jehanabad sub-division. 

10. On the whole, I am of opinion that though 1 visited the sub-division of Jehanabad 
it a period of the year when fever was rapidly dirniuishiug, yet the cunditiun of the people in 
certain parts of it was most iinsatisfactory. 

il. Thannah Jekavabad and -Those thannalis form the northern part of the 

lehanabad sub-division and adj(»in the district of Hurdwan. Fever has for the last four 
?ears prevailed more or less here, attacking now one village and now another, until at 
ength almost every village ha? been visit “1, The 11; ?t ^oar of the fever in each village has 
ilways been marked by ex(!eptional mortality, after winch tlie disease diminishes in violence 
ind becomes chronic and languid. Each year how-n^cr, in the mouth of October, there is a 
lerceptible increase in the violence of tlie syni])toiiis. !n last October the outbreak was 
inusually severe, many new illage.s were attacked, .and villages, snob as M«)yaporo, in which it 
vas supposed to have nearly died out,’ were abUiekeil almost with the original violence of the 
lisease. 

12. In almost all the villages the sequehc of fever are still plainly evident in the 
ounlenances of at least half the population. In e.cry large village moribund eases were 
0 be still found. ^ 

13, In Ghattfd and Chnndtrkonah, bordering MiJuapon' fev(T had previously been 
carcety knowli, hut last October several village.*, were severely attacked. It is, however, 
nuch less severe there than to lb c north, and the coudiiion of ibese thamiabs more nearly 
esembles the condition of Bansbarya, Pandooub, and other part.i of Hooghly, described in 
revious reports. • 

14. In Khanacool there is now little fever. It must he understood that there is no 
oubt that since December fever has become less in all the tliannahs. The cases arc now all, 
r almost all, chronic; but sickness is eo widespread in the northern tbnnnabs of the 
jb-division, and there seems so strong reason to believe that it will boas bail again next 
ear if further measures are not taken, that 1 can only describe the f tate of the sub-divisiou 
i most serious. 

15. I consider that efforts ought to be carried on with speci; 1 vigour at this favorable 
jason of the year to strengthen and improve the condition of the people, and eradicate, if 
ossible, the malaria from their systems. 1 therefore reconjmend that all liic present dispensaiies 
i Jetianabad and Gohaut should be retained, and that the Khanacool dispensary should be 
*ansferred to Moyapore. 
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I also venture to make the following remarks. The country round Jehanabad and 
Moyapore is high ; the country round Gobant is high also. In neither of these tracts are 
there any railroads, nor is there any interference with drainage. The country round Singboor 
is high also ; round Kristonagore it is low, yet all these places have this year been remarkable 
for the amount of fever. 

1 6. The soil round Bally is sandy ; at Jehanabad, clay and sand ; at Moyapore, sand with 
a little clay; at Kristonagore, black clay. 

17. In all these places there are good tanks and bad tanks. The Jehanabad people have 
beautiful river water as well. The prisoners in the lock-up there always drink river water. 
Yet these circumstances make no difference whatever. These facts confute almost all, 1 believe, 
of the theories as yet advanced to account for the fever. 

18. 1 have only observed two facts about the disease which appear unquestionable,— that 
the fever is directly induced by exposure to cold (having probably been previously latent in the 
system,) and hence the great increase of cases in the first cold nights of October and November; 
teeond, that on first attack on a village it is of a very rapid and mortal type, but rapidly diminishes 
in violence and dies out, or nearly dies out as a rule, in four or five years in each place, although 
it seems to be liable to a temporary revival under certain unknown conditions, such as have 
probably occurred this year. 


Report on Sylhet Tea Gardens for the year 1871. 


{RESOLUTION.) 

JUDICIAL DEPABTMENT,— EMIGRATION. 

Calcutta, the ZQth May 1872. 

Read — 

Commissioner of Dacca's letter No. 21, dated 20th February, forwarding the inspection 
reports on Sylhet tea gardens for the year 1871. 

Read also — 

The half-yearly returns of laborers in Sylhet for the year 1871. 

1. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that these are the most satisfactory 
reports of the condition of laborers on tea gardens that have yet come before 

♦ Branch gatdene arc reckoned ** part of the him. There are fivo gardens*^ in Sylhet, 
parent garden when both are cioee together. on which there are on the average about 

660 laborers. These gardens had, with one exception, been visited by the 
Inspector twice during the year. The laborers’ lines are well kept; the 
laborers are said to look well and healthy, even though some of them came to 
their gardens at unhealthy seasons ; the condition of the up-country coolies is 
noted at the Ohargola garden only, where they are said to look healthy and well. 
There were six deaths during the year, all of which occurred on the Puttoreah 
garden ; this garden contains more than half of all the laborers in Sylhet. 
Twenty-two re-contracted laborers deserted during the year ; four laborers were 
imprisoned during the year. There were no complaints on any of the gardens ; 
and the Inspector found that on no garden were there any arrears of pay due 
to the laborers. 

2. These figures contrast most favorably with similar statistics for the 

year 1870, thus : —

No deaths occurred during the year 1871 on the Cberragaon garden, on which 
86 per cent, of the laborers died during the year 1870. The Magistrate of 
Sylhet has specially reported that he believes the returns now under review are 
correct; and the Inspector, on his visits to each garden, satisfied himself that 
the books and registers of laborers were correctly kept ; so that there can be no 
room for doubt but that the Sylhet tea coolies were well looked after, and were 
very healthy during- the year 1871. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor approves the remarks and orders passed by 
the Inspector and by the Commissioner in regard to the insufficiency of sleeping 
places and of medicines at two of the gardens.

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Agricultural and Horticultural Society at Satkirah. 

Extract of a letter from G. Graham, Esq., Officiating Maghtrate of the ii^Pergunnahs^ to the 
Commmioner of the Preaidencg Diviaim, No. dated AUpore^ the ^th December 1871. 
****** 

^ Para. fl. Satkirah. — I have previously j>iven some account of the inundation here, the 
effects of which were much more serious than those in Baraset. Tlie Eehamutty river was 
the cause of the flood here also. The waters bej^an to rise on tho 1st, and between that and the 
17th September attained a height of more than seven feet above the usual hi^h water mark. 
After that date the waters be^jan to subside, but on the 4th October began again to rise, and 
between that and the 14th attained nearly their lorrner height, aftt r which they began to fall, 
and by the 3 let had completely subsid<!d. 

10. The rise was so gradual that the people had time to remove their household property 
and cattle to places of safety. Two lives only were lost — one, a little girl, at Ballidangah, who 
fell into some shallow water while her parents were engaged in removing their goods and 
cliattels, wh(»se case I mentioned in my previous report, and one a man who foolishly tried to 
swim across a strong current near to Goddaghatta. , 

* * * * * * 

12. However, I have roeently been through a considerable portion of this tract, and I 
have seen whole plains denuded of their erops. For all this 1 do not believe there will be any 
real distress. In that portion where any or/s erop was grown ne.arly the whole has been 
saved, and il;o. people have their molasses manufacture and their t^old weather crops, Tiiese 
remarks apply to the northern part of the sub-division, where the effects of the inundation were 
mostly felt, 1 myself saw'most active preparations fi)r the above-mentioned manufacture, and 
the cold weather crops everywhere looked most promising. 

13. Further, tlie Satkirah Agrieiiltural and Horticultural Soeiety have furnished seeds 
for the sowing of boro dhew aiul other seasonable crops. Up to the 8th November seed 
sufficient to sow 2,0'J0 l>cegahs liad been sold or given gratuitously to OOU ryots. The Deputy 
Magistrate has pi omised a further history of this Soeiety, which was established in January 
last. It w'UH instrumental in forming a Flood Relief Goinmiilee; and when 1 was at Satkirah 
the amount of suiiscriptions retained in hand to meet any real cases of distress amounted to 
nearly lls. 500. 

14. 1 should add that Babu Debnath CUowdry, a resident zemindar here, has provided 
all bis ryots who chose to apply to him with seed, the price of which they are to repay him 
after the in-coming crops are reaped. This, gentleman informed me that the Deputy 
Magistrate had taken very great trouble in promoting and furthering the operations of the 

Flood Relief Committee.’^ 

15. In those villages to the south of the stih-division where the amuri crop was totally 
destroyed and no ons is grown, the people have only to take a few hours’ journey in a boat 
to the cultivated parts of the Soonderbuns, where labor is much retpjired, and they are allowed 

part of what they cut. The crops in these parts are most luxuriant this year, and I saw 
boats crowded with reapers going down to work there. 

16. A considerable number of cattle have died ; but everywhere on inquiry I was told 
that the disease had almost entirely ceased. Further, there did not appear to be any unusual 
amount of fever.

2. With reference to paragraph 13 of the Collector’s letter, I am to elate that the 
Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction the notice of the assistance given to the ryots 
by the Agricultural and Horticultural Society of Satkhira, and that he will await with iutcrest 
some account of that Association. 

3. In the following paragraph His Honor also notices the favorable mention which is 
made of the Deputy Magistrate in connection with the operations of the Flood Rtdief 
Committee. 

4. With regard to paragraph 22 of Mr. Graham’s letter, I am to observe that the 
contrast which the conduct of the inhabitants of Goburduiigah in not forming themselves into 
a relief committee affords with the action of the residents of ISatkhira, is not creditable to 
those of Goburdangab.

In reply to your No. 97JG, dated the 3 rd instant, I have the honor to point out that 
the report sent up was not that of the Deputy Mag’istrate of Satkirah, but was prepared by 
Babu Debnath Roy Chowdry, the President of the Agricultural Society. 

2. I mentioned this Society in my report on the inundation which occurred in this, 
district last year, because its members formed the principal support of the Flood Relief 
Committee. 

3. Its history, object, and the work it has done, may be shortly stated as follows. 

Babu Debnath Roy Chowdry, the principal resident landholder at Satkirah, had estab- 
lished an institution, called the Bidya Somaj, which comprised an Agricultural Department, 
in connection with which yearly exhibitions were held. Tijose were discontinued, and tlie 
late Deputy Magistrate, Babu Shiva Prosad Sandyal, determined to revive them. An exhibi- 
tion was held on the l5th January 1871, and at a meeting on the 15th F'ebruary of the 
same year the Society was formed, and the President, Secretaries, and Members of the managing 
committee, chosen. 

4. The objects of the Society are stated by Babu Debnath Roy Chowdry to be— To 
reform Ihe defects of the old system of agriculture as prevalent in these parts ; to distribute 
to the ryots seeds of’ such things as are not available here ; to introduce the cultivation of 
foreign vegetables and such other things .as will y)rove profitable to the ryot ; to give 
requisite information to farmers on all diiilcult agricultural questions, and to encourage trade 
in agricultural produces. 

5. The Society hopes to extend its operations, but its means are limited, as at present 
the donations amount to Rs. 1, 000 only. Babu Debnath Roy Chowdry )ia% a garden, which 
he has placed at the disposal of the Society for two years. Last year American vegetable 
seeds received from the Agri-Horiicultnral Society in Calcutta, to which this Society is a sub- 
scriber, and various kinds of country vegetables, were tried in this garden and also distributed 
gratisamong the residents in the neighbourhood. Grafts of various sorts of fruit trees, Bombay 
mangoes, and others, were brought from the Calcutta Society and sold to inhabitants of 
Satkirah. 

6. The fact is that not much has been done, and when I was at Satkhirah in November 
last the garden did not appear to be in a very flourishing slate. Possibly with encourage- 
ment the Society may increase in iniportance, and.be of substantial benefit to the neighbour- 
hood

3. 1 am further directed to request that you will communicate to the Society that His 
Honor will look to its operations with great interest, and will be happy to give it reasonable 
aid in any measures of thoroughly practical improvement which it may be able to carry out.

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Returns of Joint-Stock Companies for 1871. 

From H. Beverley, Esq., Inspector-General of Rog^istnition, to the Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, General Department,-— (No. 1017, dated Calcutta, the May 187*2.) 

I HAVE the honor to forward, for the information of Government and for publication 
in the Gazette^ the returns of Joint-Stock Companies; for the^ year 1871, submitted by the 
Registrar agreeably to Government order No. 352, dated 15th January 1866. 

2. It will be noticed that some of the figures shown in the comparative statistics differ 
from those submitted by the Registrar in previous years. The Registrar, however, assures 
me that the present figures may be relied on, and I have myself tested tho accuracy of 
several of them. The history of each company has in fact under my orders been traced 
back from the very commencement ; and though the records of some of the earlier years are 
incomplete, the figures given are, 1 believe, os correct as can now be ascertained. It will 
be observed that more than half the companies registered during the period between 1857 
and 1871 have gone into liquidation. 

8. There are two points in confection with tlie working of the Indian Companies’ 
Act dpring^ the past year which may fitly be noticed in ibis place. In the case of the 
Sarawak Jainee Hindustan Trading and Banking Company^ Limited^ it has been laid down by 
fthe Advocates-Oeneral of Bengal and the Punjab that n company which has been registoreu 
under one local Government cannot transfer its office the jurisdiction of another local 
Government, part of India” under the Act being interpreted to mean a part subject to the 
same local Ooverjimcut. 

4. On inspecting the Registrarli? office at the close of last year, I discovered J^at, 
following the practice of his predec^sor, the Registrar was in the habit of charging fees 
for acts done by him in his official capacity, for which, as it seemed to me, no fee could legally 
'He charged. Thus the law nrescribes that certain documents shall from time to time be 
filed or recorded by the Registrar, and in certain cases a fee is prescribed for such registration. 
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But over and above this -fee, I found that the Registrar was in the habit of taking a second 
fee for certifying that the record had been eflPected. As this procedure appeared to me to be 
illegal, I referred the matter to the Advocate-General, and a copy of my letter and of his 
reply is herewith forwarded for the information of Government. Baboo Chunder Mohun 
Chatterjee’s predecessor in this office was the Registrar of the High Court in the original 
side, and there is therefore every excuse for his having followed that officer's practice without 
troubling himself to inquire into its legality. As it is, however, the fees under the Companies^ 
Act are very high (twice as high as in England), while the necessity imposed by the law of 
registering certain of their documents is in itself sufficiently onerous without affording any 
plea for the illegal levy of unjust dues.

I HAVE the honor to submit in original the annual report with the financial statements 
of the Municipality of Ooterparah, which have beea forwarded to this office by fbe Magistrate 
of Hooghly. 

2. The report is satisfactory and calls for few remarks. The collections have been 
promptly and punctually made, which is perhaps the most important point in the working 
of a municipality, as the existence of any thing like a heavy arrear is always indicative of 
mismanageoient or over-assessmeBt, or of the annoyance of what is popularly termed dunning.^’ 

3. The municipality has an ample balance in hand to provide for its future wants, and 
whilst the works which have been necessary for the comfort and health of the people have been 
carried out, the requisite protection to life and property has been afforded by the municipal 
police. It is very satisfactory to note that the municipality has been free from the out- 
break of any epidemic disease during the year. 

4. The census of the town tpken through the municipality on 25th January 1872 
shows that there were 4,175 inhabitacits within the municipal limiis. The total annual demand 
for the municipal tax is lls. 5,174, so that the personal incidence of taxation is not heavy

Letter No. 71 OF of the 25tli May 1872, from the Commissioner of the Burduran division, 
submitting a list of subscribers to the Burdwan Fever Relief Fund. 

1. The Lieutenant-Governor is gratified to learn that the total amount of 
subscriptions to the fund in aid of the relief operations in the fever-stricken 
districts of the Burdwan division has readied Rs. 21,430. His Honor desires 
that the Commissioner will be good enough to convey the thanks of Govern- 
ment to all subscribers. More than sixty dispensaries as well as twelve food 
relief depots wore, or are now Open daily in the districts of Burdwan and 
Hooghly ; nearly 40,000 people receive medical treatment daily. The dispen- 
saries are still being maintained, though the fever has much abated ; for the 
meuicul authorities consider the people who have been weakened by this year’s 
fever ought to be braced up by continual treatment against the too probable 
return of epidemic fever at the end of the rainy season.

With a view to ascertain the tot^ subscriptions up to 
date which Ittive been credited to the Burdwan Division Epidemic Relief Fund 
in the books of the Bank of Bengal, I had to call for the pass-book from the 
^a^strate of Burdwan and to send it to the Secretary and Treasurer of the 
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Bank to be written tip to date. I now beg to forward a complete list of the 
subscriptions copied from the pass-book, as it has been received back from the 
Bank duly written up. 

2. The total amount of subscriptions up to date, as entered in the Bank’s 
pass-book, is Bs. 22,930-12-6, whereas the list of subscriptions received from 
the Magistrate in March last exhibited the total subscriptions as amounting to 
Bs. 20,170, as there are several now subscriptions which have been subsequently 
paid. 

3. I also beg to submit a separate list of tlie subscriptions received from 
the Magistrate or Hooghly, amounting to Hs.

In accordance with the instructions contained in a letter, No. 74, dated 29th 
ultimo, from the Commissioner of the Bnrdwan division to your address, forwarded with 
^our memorandum No. 4, dated 4tli instant, I have the honor to submit the report on the 
administration of this municipality, together with the annual cash account and statement of 
demands, collections, and balances for the year 1871-1872. 

2. The aggregate receipts, including the cash balance of the previous year, amounted 
to Bs. 6,587-1 2-7 i ; the total expenditure amounted to Rs. 4,116-14-3, leaving k cash balance 
on the Slst March 1872 of Rs. 2,470-14-4J. 

8. Of the entire demand Rs. 5,174-1 3-2^, there was an outstanding balance of 
Bs. 168-7-1 at the close of the year, of which Rs. 17-7 are to be struck off as irrecoverable. 

4. The metalled roads of this town are in good order, requiring petty repairs here and 
there ; and the metalling of a portion of the Chatterjec Street to the east of the Railway, which 
was incomplete last year, is now completed j the subscriptions for that purpose which were 
raised last year are in course of realization. 

5. All the kuteba roads of this town are also in good order, excepting some requiring 
petty repairs, which are now in progress. 

6. A latrine for the use of the public at Chuck Bally is now under construction by a 
contractor for Rs, 280, which I have every reason to believe may be opened within a month. 

7. A plot of lana measuring 2 beegahs and i cottah, which was proposed to be taken for 
depositing night-soil, and of which the public declaration was made, has not yet been taken 
possession, as its owners have not been compensated as yet. 

8. Regarding the sanitary state of this town, I am happy to report that there was no 
outbreak oi any epidemic diseases during the past year, as the town is kept in a cleanly state, 
and that there was not consequently more mortality than usual. 

9. The census of this town, which was taken under the supervision of Baboo Beejoy 
Kissen Mookerjee on the 25th of January last, shows that the town contains 4,175 inhabitanti. 

10. 1 am also happy to report that not a single important case of burglary and theft 
of any kind has come to my notice siuce last year, and this is owing to the efficiency of the 
local police, which did its duty satisfactorily. The head constable, Curralee Churn Banooijee, 
who has recently taken leave, deserves some favorable mention.

I AM directed to acknowledge .the receipt of your letter No. 284, dated the 29th 
ultimo, and enclosures', and in reply to say that the Lieutenant-Governor considers the 
annual report of the Ooterparah Municipality for 1871-72 therewith submitted to be very 
satisfactory. The hnances of the place appear to be most flourishing, and the ChairmaQ^ 
and Commissioners are deserving of thanks for the way in which they have worked. 
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2. With reference to the concluding portion of the 4th paragraph of your letter, I am 
to request that, with the view of enabling the Lieutenant-Governor to judge of the 
incidence of the tax levied by the Commissioners, you will be so good as to submit a 
nominal roll of all householders assessed for 1871-72 to the amount of 12 rupees per annum 
and upwards on account of house rate, with the amount assessed on each ; also a return 
of the number of holdings assessed for that period at rates below 12 rupees per annum, 
and the total sum assessed upon all this class. 

8. I am to request further that you will be so good as to call upon the Magistrate 
of Hooghly to submit a report on the last paragraph of the letter of the Honorary 
Secretary to the Municipality, No. 4, dated the 25th April last, to his address, and ask him 
if he is satisfied that there was not a single theft or burglary within the municipal juris- 
diction of Ooterparah during the year under report.

With reference tv/ your office letters Nos. 1040 and 1057, dated the 14th March last, and 
. encl<»eure8,* relative to the deputation of the Deputy Inspector- 

erewi irewrnfii. General of Hospitals of the Presidency Circle to Burdwan with a 

view to making personal inquiries regarding those medical suhordinatea (employed on relief 
duty) w''rse conduct had been reported unsatisfactory, and to the grant of some special allow- 
ance, in addition to the pay of their grade, to those men who have done really well, I have the 
honor to forward, for submission to His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, the annexed extract 
from Dr. Saunders^ report, dated the Cth ultimo, and its annexures, respecting the character of, 
and manrier in which, the duties have been performed by all the medical subordinates. 

2. With regard to the annexed statement marked A, exhibiting the names, rank, and 
grade pay of all the medical subordinate's who have been and are still employed on special duty 
in the Burdwan district, and the amount of staff and travelling allowance which Dr. Saunders 
has recommended to be allowed to those who are deserving of the indulgences. I would state 
that I do not consider the sum of Rs. 50 per mensem likely to cover the actual expenses 
incurred by each inaf)ccting sub-assistant surgeon, and therefore beg to recommend that they 
may he permitted to draw travelliog allowance at the rate of Rs. 70 per mensem, as suggested 
in this oflice letter No, 1219, dated the 6th March last, 

8. 1 also beg to slate that I have reejuested Dr. Saunders to call for and forward to this 

office an explanation from Vernacular Licentiate Class Native Doctor 
Niirain Chunder Sen of his reasons lor absenting himself without 
leave, and instructed him to dispense with the services of the local 
Tuiti'e doctors named in the margin, who were unfavorably 
reported on^ and who were foi, ul by him to be utt(»rly useless and until f r the duties in which 
they were engaged. Those men, I may remark, were entertained under pressure and for want 
of better.

His appointment to the Sewaii dispensaryt should, I 
think, be cancelled, as I do not consider him fit for an independent and responsible sub-divisional 
charge. The name of another sub-assisiant surgeon for appointment to the aboveiiamed 
dispensary will be submitted in a separate letter. 

6, The other medical subordinates who have been unfavorably reported on have either 
been removed from the Turd wan di«-''uict or sharply reprimapded for their misconduct, with a 
warning that if they again give cause of unfavorable reports, serious notice will be taken of 
their conduct. 

6. The case of Baboo Kamikhyananth Aeharjee, whose re-admission into the service has 
beeB recommended by Dr. Saunders, will be submitted fo’- the favorable consideration of His 
Honor in a separate letter 

7. Sub- Assistant Surgeons Peary Lall Sen and Umirto Lall Mozuindar have been 
recommended for extra gratuity for their excellent services. I consider it iiiadvi-sable at present 
to allow them any other indulgence in addition to their grade pay, staff and travelling 
allowances ; but if they continue to do good service, they may be recommended lor some extra 
allowance when the Bpeoial duty is over. 
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8. In conclaBion 1 would state that Dr. Saunders’ recommendation regarding the 
appointment of four experienced European medioil officers as inspecting medical officers in liea 
of the present staff cannot at present be complied with, as there are no such medical officers 
available for the duty in question. However, Assistant Surgeon F. C. Ohose, who was super* 
nuinerary at the Presidency, has lately been ordered to proceed to Bnrdwan to relieve Sub* 
Assistant Surgeon Sbama Ciiurn Dey from inspecting duty in one of the circles in that district. 

9. I would invite attention to the remark made by Dr. Saunders in the 6th paragraph 
of his letter, and recommend that all the copies it may be found necessary to m ake of 
Dr. Bobiusqn's inspection remarks be executed in the office of the Civil Surgeon. 


Extract from Dr. Saunders’ report on the conduct and qualifications of Medical Subordinates 
employed on special duty in the district of Burdwan, dated Uh AprU 1878. 

■a * * * * 


63. Having now gone into detail regarding the conduct of the subordinate medical 

Medical Store Office. ^ enabled the Inspector- General to know how the work 

has been carried on in this zilluh better than 1 could almost by 
any other mode of procedure. Dr. Brown will see that many men have done well, some 
exceptionally so j and bearing in mind the indifferent nature of the material which we have 
had to deal with, and the difficulty which the department had to encounter in the first 
instance on account of the paucity of medical subordinates, I hope he will consider that 
a great deal of good service has been done under circ imstances of uxccptiunal difficulty. 

64. On all sides — from the Sanitary Commissioner, from the Civil Surgeon,the Magistrate, 
and the Native Medical Staff— 1 hear of the positively great benefit lo tbc people which has 
resulted from the carrying out of the liberal measures which have received the authoriaatioa of 
the Bengal Government. Ilis Honor the Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to know thatlartre 
numbers of the community have derived great l)enefit from the medical treatment which has bmn 
carried out under the orders which have been communicated to the subordinates employed, and 
that a very important reduction in the rates of mortality in the district has been seenr^. 

65. Dr. Jackson’s personal observations during the lust two months confirm this view of 
the case j but he and all those who have had experience of the health and general condition of 
the people declare that, as a result of repeated attacks of fever, many of the people are now 
Sufflertng from organic diseases which may be considered as the sequelm of these fever, and that 
if permanent good is to be secured, medical (and in some instances food) relief must be 
continued to them for some time longer, and perhaps* throughout tlic year. 

66. Concurring us I do generally in this view of the case, I must urge on the attention 
of Government the necessity for carrying on the j)rescut medical organization until the district 
magisterial, and medical officers can report a permanent improvement fu the condition of the 
people and the absence of the signs of organic disease. 

67. The general belief of the medical officers is to the effoct that of those who have 
suffered from severe fever since September last and arc still alive, at least three-fifths of them 
are suffering from enlarged spleen, whilst many of t hese and of the remaining two-fifths are 
anamic or dropsical, or are suffering from the colliquative diarrhoea, which is one of the con- 
comitants of enlarged spleen. 

68. I cannot close this report without pointing out that with such people and in such a 

morbid condition, no per.nanent improvement can be ealcnlalcd on that is not secured by con- 
tinual watchfulness in relation to food support. Mo.sl of these people belong to the indi«>«nt 
classes, and it is impossible that they can be restored to iiealth unless they are well and carefully' 
nursed and led, until they shall be able to go to work again and to provide the means of support 
to their families. " 


69. As far as I can ascertain from inquiry and observation, the district having dried up 
the actual causes in operation in producing disease in the autumnal and winter ihonthg are now 
in abeyance, and unless it be relapses in old chronic cases, lever is not now rife in the Burdwan 
district; but with the coming rains and the subsequent drying np of the land, Ae exciting 
causes of disease will again be in active force, and if the poor impoverished creatures who ara 
now suffering from the sequclse of past attacks of fever are not brouglit into a sound hygienio 
condition, they will again suffer, and death will be the result. 

70. 1 must now allude to the special organization which has been carried out for 
managing these dispensaries daring the past season. English medical officers were not avail- 
able at tne time, and sub-assistant surgeons were appointed as inspecting officers to supervise 
atid control the action of the inferior class subordinates who were in medical charge of dispen- 
saries; and as this was the only plan feasible at the time, all we could do was to await the 
result and act on our experience fur Jbhe future. 

7 1. With the aid of past experience I now pronounce that plan a faulty one ; for although 

we have had a good medical officer in D. B. Dutt, and a fairly good one in Preonauth Bose 
I think it abundantly clear that to secure good and reliable results wo should have English 
officers here — not young assistant surj^ons like Dr. Robinson, who are themselves wantiitf in 
experience, bat men of some years’ residence in India, who are spei ially fitted for the work ithw 
might be covenanted or unco venan ted officers, but they should be able to speak Bengalee ’be m 
aeiive habits, and, above all, be interested in the work. * * 
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the native town, known as the Chitpore Boad Dispensary ; a second, known as 
the Guranhatta Dispensary ; and a third in the Circular Road, known as the 
Park Street (or Circular Road) Dispensary. The Superintendent of the hospital 
and the Governors now propose to sell the Dhurrumtollah Hospital and premises 
and with the money so obtained to build a new hospital at Prosonno Coomar 
Tagore’s Ghat on the river hank. The grounds for leaving the old premises 
are, that they are old ; they are much shut in by houses ; tliey are not suited 
for a hospital, and cannot be made suitable ; and are not very healthy. The 
arguments in favor of the site now selected are, that it can bo had for nothing; 
it will be very healthy, having a river frontage; its air will be pure; its 
aituation is central for the greater part of the native town ; the native popula- 
tion like the site ; and the desc<’ndants of Prosonno Coomar I'agore are in 
favor of the scheme, as also are the Port Commissioners. A nf'W hospital on 
this site could have separate wards for ditferent classes of cases; it could 
have wat(!r laid on ; and could be of the most approved de.sign. 

2. The financial prospects of the scheme are estimated by the Surgeon- 
Superintendent to stand thus : —

It is observed that one of the Governors was in some doubt whether th 
Dhurrumtollah premises would really yield the full sum on Avhicli the Surgeoi 
'Superintendent reckoned. No provision is made to moi't the interest on th 
money with Avhieh the now hospital w'il] have to be built ; and uutil-fhe.ne 
building is ready, the Dliuri'umtollah and (luranhatta institution.s must^bbth \ 
maintained. It is not proposed to touch the (nulowme^nt fund of th'e'^(^ ' 

about tbrce.lakhs of^ rupees ; so that tlie institution will still have its 
Jjacome, whether the prtssenl scheme be carried out or not. 

3. If the scheme bo carried out, then it Is propo'cd to close the Gurai 
hatta Dispensary, as the area served by that dispensary lies close to the site < 
-the proposed new hospital. Tlnnr s»-lierac iueludc's tlic I’oteution of the branc 
disitensary in tho Chitpore Road and the establisluncnt of a new dispensar 
on or near the site of the present hospital. 'Iho Govoruor.s propose also to 
close the Park Street Dispensary. 

4. The petitioners who are against tho proposed change, urge that the 
Native Hospital has a veiy central position iu Dhurrumtollah, and that tho city 
will suffer if tho hospital bo removed therefrom. 

6. After considering the whole matter and discussing it with Dr. 
Macnamara, the Lieutenant-Governor has some doubts about the proposed 
•change; he thinks that the prt^sent hospital is extremely useful ; that it is in a 
part of the town where it 18 much wanted; wliere acoidenta from horses and 
•carriages for instance are common. Moreover, the scheme contemplato.s the 
.«ale not .only of the Dhurrumtollah promises, but also of another disponsarj. 


preser 
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A result of the scbemo would be that one of the dispensaries connected with the 
institution would be reduced. It is proposed, indeed, to make provision for a 
new dispensary in Dhurruratollah near the site of the present hospital ; hut the 
details of the v'ay in which the coat of this new dispensary and its buildings 
will bo met are not quite clear. On the other hand, the Lieutenant-Governor is 
prepared to admit that the provision of a now hospital on the Strand Bank 
may be a very desirable arrangement, and Dr. Macnamara says there are strong 
opinions in favor of the change. 

6. On tho whole, the Lieutenant-Governor considers that the best way 
will be to publish the correspondence, and to invito tho opinion of the various 
interests concerned. When tho scheme shall liave been some little time before 
the public, and a full expression of opinion has been evoked, the Government 
will decide what ste[)8 it can take in the matter.

I BKG you M'ill kindly submit the enclosed rnentorial and correspondence 
to His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, soliciting him to allow the 
Governors of tho Calcutta Native Ho.spital to build a new hospital on tho site 
mentioned in the memorial. 

'the reasons which have led the Governors to wish to rebuild the Native 
Hospital are mentioned in the accompanying letter (marked A), and from the 
names appended to tho memorial it is evident that the influential native 
inhabitants of Calcutta are almost unanimously in favor of tho change ; this 
seems a matter of importance, because, should the Government at any future 
time find it necessary to lessen their subscriptions to the hospital, the place 
must be closed unless supported by the richer classes of the native community. 
It was for the treatment of surgical cases among their poorer brethren tlte 
institution was established some (‘ighty years ago, and the main object of the 
plan now proposed is (1) that the sick may receive tho advantage of pure air 
and proper ho.'pital accommodation ; (2) tliat the institution being removed to 
within sight and easy access of tho native quarter of the town, it may attract 
the atti-ntion and support of those who can well afford assistance, hut who are 
never likely to stje the placje, and much less inspect or take much iutorest in it 
under existing circumstances. 

The accompanying letters marked B and C explain the reasons under 
which the gi ant of land mentioned in the memorial was made Qver by Govern- 
ment to the late Hon’ble Prossono Coomar. Tiigore, It appears the Commis- 
sioners for making Improvements in the Port of Cahjutta cannot'make use of 
tlie land in question, and it is equally certain the executors of the late Hon’ble 
Prossono Coomar Tagore can do nothing with it ; nevertheless tho place is 
useless for tho imrposes of a ghft,t, the river having left the buildings erected 
for that purpose some distance inland. It is to be observed, however, that 
those most immediately interested in the property of the late Prossono Coomar 
Tagore, viz llajah Jotendra Mohun 'Tagore and one of Prossono Coomar Tagore’s 
executors, have signed the memorial, together with the heads of the various 
branches of the 'Tagore fomily, requesting the Government to resume the lanfl 
known as Pmssono Coomar 'Tagore’s ghAt, in order that a Native Hospital may 
be erected on the spot. 

In a letter (lEoino Department, No. 769, dated the 22nd October 1852,) 
the Governor-Gemu-al declares that the river bank “ shall be used permanently 
and exclusively for purposes of public utility connected with the trade, the 
traffic, the health, and concenienee of the community , the proposed hospital 
would seem to fulfil the majority of tho purposes mentioned in this order, and 
will therefore it is hoped render the scheme acceptable to Government.

These statemeuts seem hardly to bear out the views submitted by 
Dr. Macnamara in proposing a change in the site of the hospital regarding the 
comparative inutility of the Circular Itoad Dispensary, which seems to be the 
same as that here called Park Street Dispensary ; it si'ems to be very largely 
frequented. 

C. The actual expenditure incurred in the aggregate on the Native Hospital 

and its braiuih dispensaries for two years 
is noted on tlie margin. The expenditure 
Avas in excess by lls. 7,721 over that of 
the previous year, but this is owing to the 
cost ol‘ repairing premises No. 7, Hosjntal 
Lane, and of laying on water. The 
rec(!ipts during the year from all sources 
amounted to Rs. 48,880-5, very little in 
excess of the receipts duringtho year 1870.

It is hardly necessary for me to remind you that the Native Hospital was established 
by Marquis Cornwallis in the Fouzdaree House, Cliitporc Road, in for the relief 

of'* the native inhabitants of Calcutta in srencral, and more particularly for the laboring 
part of thom.^^ During the time the institution remained in the Chitpore itoad the native 
subscribers were mime! oils. For reasons h »wcver unknown to me liie ln)spital was removed 
in 171)7 to the print! ises we now oecupv in Dliui rurnioliah, and ii! liS:i5 dispaisaiies were 
established in Park Street and (inrnmhatta, and subsequently in Chitpore and (J.jrden Reach; 
the latter has since been abandoned. 

At the present time, ind^pendmitly of the three European oHiecrs in charge of our dispen- 
saries, drawing (with establisi!mcT!i) R-. *315 a month, we iiave four European officers attached 
to the Native Hosjutal, althougii ihe mimber of in-door patients does not exceed 75 per month. 
Our income for 1870 amounted to Rs. lS,S4-5, and of tliis sum Rs. 26,784 was expended on 
our European establishment, Rs. 5,071 on rates aiid repairs, leaving Rs. 10,888 for liieting, 
clothing, country mcdi(*ii!es, aiid native servants. 

1 do not think it is po.-^siblc to curtail the ahovernentioned eliargrs under existing circum- 
stances, for on iefercT!ce to tlu* enclosed plan tin* (iovernors will see at a glance how scattered 
our premises are, and this leads n!e to another very important point. It will be observed from 
the plan of the Native Hospital that the houses oc‘‘i!pied by the officers oftlie instiluiir)n take 
up more space than the hospital itself ; moreover, ihe fuMner are two-storied, the latter only 
one-storied. As ihe building Incomes older the charges f«)r repairs i!!ercase, rendering the 
disproportion between the amount expended on our establishiin nt and the patietits still greater 
than at present. 

I may safely assort t]!at exporioneo and tI*eory demoiistralc the fact that it is impossible 
ever to connert the Native ll().-[)iial into a jU’oper asylum for sick people ; it is absolutely 
wanting in mi'ans for accommodating attendants on the sick ; no amount of alteration can 
supply it with lavatories or closets; the separation of the sick into classes, or even the males 
from the females, is impraelieablc. 80 urgently have these defects been felt by Ibrmev surgeons, 
that Drs. Jackson, Webb, and Baillie, anxiously desired to move the hospital from its present 
locality, 

1 would urge lastly that not only are the walls of the hospital hemmed in by a livery 
stable, the lints of a mi.-erably ]>nor population, and much tiiai tends to liiiider the ventilation 
of tlie biiildiur, but tirnt lliG Native Hospital, as the town of Calcutta lias iiioroasctl, is now the 
centre I'f a di use n!ixed population, and is hardly acia ssiblc to tlic bulk of the native population 
of dalciitta. Moreover, since the establishment Ilf llte Native Unspital, the Medical Gollege 
has been built witliiu tbrec-quarters of a mile of our premises, uitd in this bitter institution 
Europeans and Eurasians, together with natives, are treat eil. 

The above are soiiKMif tlie reuMiiis upon wbicli I would earnestly urge the Governors of the 
Native H<ispilal to consider tin* jiroposal 1 have to make to them, wliieh cniisists in their 
grai!ting#ne perntission to n])ply to G >vcrnment fora j>ieoe of land somcwiiere between the 
Mint and the Ncemtollah Giiaul, we-^d^ of the 8 tiuiul R >ail and on t lie banks of t lie river. 
This land belongs to tlio public, ami is held in tiusl eillier by Govcinment or the municipal 
authorities; but, under any eireu.nstaiiees, being public jiroperty, it is possibb; the trustees of 
the land may allow us to build a hospital for the u>e ofthe puidie on it. With the instance 
of St. Thoruas^iospital before us, we may s.ifely e msider the river hank a desirable *sitc for 
the hospital. It would be in th»^ (•(•utre of llie native city, l>ut at the same lime removed from 
its unwholesome innuences. Tiic uativi^s of Calcutta,, high and low, are uuaiiiinou>ly favor- 
able to the plan, and being near the t Juiruiihatta disjamsary, we could close that iiistiliition 
and save not otily the expenses of its Europe.iu sup«*rii!Umdeiit, liiit al-*o at least one of our 
European officers at the )!os|>ital. Tin* sale d tlu; Nativt* Hospital .nul Ciurrunhatta dispensary 
would yield about a lakh and a half of rupees, and 1 h.ive e<dlected money towards making this 
sum up to :l lakh ami eighty thousand rupees — an amount, lam assured (as per enclosed plan 
and letter,) for which we can build a new hospital. However, tnesc are secondary consider- 
ations. I would only beg the Ooverm)r.i»’ permission to allow me to apjdy for laud on the site 
indicated. Should the Government refuse this reqiu'st llmre is an end of tnc matter ; if they 
comply with it, I sl!all lay plans ami estimates before tin* (iovernors, wiiicli will, I trust, 
convii!ce them ofthe entire praetiealulity y»f my selicme. Until this has been dono, no further 
step can of eoiirsc be taken in the matter. I mean the im*re ri.;lit to build 011 the river bank 
would not any way bind the Governors to remove the hoq)ital lo that loeaiity. But unless 
tUi» permission from Government is obtained, it would be useltss entering into particulars as to 
the ways and means for rebuilding the Native Hospital. It is on this hope I rest, for unless we 
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obtain a ^rmi of land, 1 fear it is useless expecting to raise funds in the present time to buy 
land with, and this consideration makes me the more urgent in begging the Governors to 
allow me to initiate the above proceedings. The opportunity may not occur again, and the 
necessity for removing the Native Hospital becomes more apparent every year.

decidedly of opinit)n that the convenience of the native population will bo best consulted by 
leaving the hospital where it is, and not closing the Gurrunhatta dispensary. Dhurrumtollah 
is not an unhealtliy locality, and I am not aware that the statistical returns of the hospital 
warrant /I different conclusion ; on the contrary, I believe I am correct jn saying that cases are 
very successfully treated in that instil ution. , 

At present the hospital abuts on the Dhurrunitollah main drainage, which is a very 
great advantage both for conservancy purposes and also as tending to keep the premises dry. 
The site proposed is not provided with drainage, which is a great drawback. 

Again, 1 am opposed to any kigA buildings being erected upon the Strand Bank opposite 
the northern part of the town. The native quarters of Calcutta are densely populated, and it 
is certainly not wise policy to still further obstruct ventilation by encouraging the construction 
of high buildings along the Strand Bunk.

The Memorial of Baboo Jotekndro Mohun Tagore and others. Inhabitants and 
Landholders of the Town of Calciilta. 

To His Honor the Lieattmant-Governor of Hengal. 

In the year 1793 the Marquis Cornwallis, considering the great need of an hospital for the 
relief of suffering natives, or, as expressed bv himself, the want of an hospital or institution 
for the relief of persons Liutfeiing from accidents being sev(?rely felt by the native inhabitants 
of Calcutta in general, and more ])artieiilarly by the labouring part of them,'^ established and 
opened an institution called the Native Hospital in the houzdaree House, Chitf)ore Road. Some 
few years afterwards, for reasons wiih which we are unaccpiainted, the liospital was removed to 
its present site in Dhurruintollah. In 1825 out -door dispensaries were established in Park 
Street and Gurrunhatta, and subse(|uently in Chitporc and (harden Reach. These dispensaries, 
with the exception of the one in Garden Reach, are still kept up aud attached to the Native 
Hospital. 

If our memorialists have long felt the ineligibility of the present situation of the hospital, 
not only on account of its unbcalthiness, but on account of iis in.-Ktcessibility to natives. It is 
immediat-cly surrounded by livery stables and huts of a miserable description, and it is in the 
centre no longer of a native, but of a dense mixed populatio?i. 

The present building is entirely unfitted owing to its const ruction for a hospital, and it is 
incapable of being converted into a proper one. Moreover, it is entirely wanting in means for 
accommodating the attendants necessarily required for waiting and watching the sick, and 
no alterations could supply it with the requisite lavatories and closets ; the separation of the 
sick, or even of males from females, is impracticable. Your memorialisls therefore are most 
anxious for the removal of the said hospital to a more desirable and healthy locality. Your 
memorialists believe that il a site were obtained, the proceeds of the sale of the present hospital 
and land on which it is built, together wdth the (jurrunhatta dispensary, would be suflScient to 
build a good and proper hospital, and one in every way furnisimd with the requirements of 
such an inslitiflion. 

Your memorialists believe tliai. a plot of land situate on the east bank of the river Hooghly, 
known as Prosunno C?oomar Tagorc^s Ghaut, but useless for the purpose for which it was 
intended owdng to the course of the river havi ng b(*cu altered, would be a healthy site for such 
hospital, and being near the most populous part of tiio native city, although situate on the 
banks of the river, many natives who are now unable to bo. tiiken to the present Native liospital, 
or who would not recover if taken tloTc on account of its defects, would gladly avail themselves 
in the hour of need of a hospital if erected on so eligible a site as that proposed. 

Your memorialisls would remind your Honor tiiat all classes of natives in Calcutta are 
deeply interested in, and most anxious for the removal of the hospital; they feel that the poor 
sick natives of this town and port must be under infinitely better circumstances if located in a 
well-planned hospital <>n the banks of the river than they would be in Dhurrumtollali ; nor 
would the site in question interfere with the interests of other people. As the land is at present 
unoccupied, it cannot in fact be well used for any other purpose. 

Your memorialists may mention that Rajah Biiddinauth Hoy, a native of Calcutta, and bis 
brothers, gave the munificent sum of Rs. 60,000 to the Native Hospital, and among others the late 
Hon'ble Prosunno Coomar Tagore and Baboo Gopal Lull Tagore each bequeathed Rs. 10,000 
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to the hospital; further the names attached to this memorial will convince your Honor tha 
rich and poor earnestly entyeat that the land in question may be taken up for the site of th 
proposed building. 

Your memorialists therefore pray that your Honor would be pleased to direct that the 
land attached to Prosnnno Coomar Tagore^s Ghaut, which is no loiii’cr required or used for the 
purpose of bathing for the reasons above stated, may be granted for a site for the new Native 
Hospital.

After talking over tlie suhj'.'ct of the removal of the Native Hospital 
with the Lieutenant-Governor of Btmgal, His Honor remarked ho would 
consider the matter, and in the meautiriie 1 \^ as to submit a memorandum, 
estimates, plans, &c., (&c., to him tlirough the Hengal Olllee. I bog tlierefore to 
send you the papers required, and would reque st you kindly to return them 
when done with, as I have no copies of these plans and estimates. 

Memorandum by 0. N. Macnamara Usq.^ m.d., regarding the removal of the 
Calcutta Native IlospUal to the baaks of the river. 

Objections and Answeus to removlso the IIosiutal. 

Ob, — The present buildings might be improved, the house lacing the Dhurrumtolluh road 
being made more use of. 

A , — Some ten years ago the same idea put forward, and Its. 12,000 spent on the 
Dhurrumtollah house. ^ Notwitlistanding this outlay it is found impracticable to convert it 
into a hospital, and so with the other bouses ou the premises. It is simply the story of putting 
new cloth into an old garment, and if the Lieutenaul-lioveruor doubts the correctness of 
my views, I trust he will aj)point a comraittcc to test their soundness. I have nothing to 
gain by removing the hospital from my own door to a spot away bevontl the Mint, but 1 am 
convinced the change is urgently required, and so favorable an opportunity as the present 
may not again occur. 

Ob, — Dhurrumtollah is a central position, and a Imspital is very useful there : why remove 
it? 

A, — I purpose having a dispensary on the site of our present Niilive Hospital in Dhur- 
rumtollah, the one from Circular Road being removed to Dhurrumtollah, so that tlie out- 
patients will lose nothing by the transter of the hospital to the river bank. Urgent cases and 
accidents will also be taken into tlie disj)ensary as in-]m1it‘TUs, — a syst* m at present in force iii 
all our branch dispensaries,— and my services are available for these in-dour dispensary patients. 
All but urgent cases would be sent on by Dr. Hinder (the nvident ollicc r) from Dhurrumtollah 
to our hospital, where they would receive the avivai.tage of pure air aud hospital accommodation, 
neither of which they can get under existing cireumsianees The in-patients have everythint^ 
to gain by the change, and the out-patients will still receive, as at present, the services of 
one of the most experienced rneiriii Calcutta, Dr. Hinder, who has hecii constantly at this 
work for the past ten years, 

Ob. — What are my plans regarding the disposal of the existing dispensaries connected 
with the Native Hospital ? 

A, — The Circular Road Dispensary was opened when a large nal^n? population resided on 
lands to the south of Park Street, since covered with houses inhah*te<l hv Emopeans. The 
people residing in these houses, with a few exceptions, refuse to subscribe to tiie dispensary, 
and I am convinced the estiihlLslimeut belonging to the Circular Road Dispensary, with 
Dr, Hinder (the resident odieer), may with advantage he removed to one of the houses on 
the site of our hospital in Dhurrumtollah. If wo build a hospital at Prosuuno Coomar Tagore^s 
Ghaut, evidently we can close the Gurranhatta dispensary, which is close by, and ^ave the 
expense of extra establishment. Under proposed arrangements our hospital "would ho on the 
banks of the river, with branch dispensaries at Cliitpore and Dliurrurntollah, in place of the 
hospital in the latter locality, and having in addition di.spensari< s at Cliitpore, Circular Road 
find Gonunhatta. — Fide maps showing sites of our dis|)ci'sarieH, &c., &(•. 

C/4».— •Where are the funds t. come freun to rebuild the hospit.il wiiiiV 

A, — Tlie sale of Our Dhurruintollaii and Gurrunhutta propfotv is estimated to yield 
Rs, 1,47,000 {vide C!iUmii\c A enelohcil). 1 have a sum iti hand of Rs. 20,000, wiiicli can be 
used for the same purpose, and 1 bcliAvc we may save Rs. IlhOOO iii eighteen months, makint»’ 
a sum oif' Rs. 1.77,0n0, excluding loiiaiiouH, wbieh we may iiope to rcci-ive. The Government 
might be induced to help us a little. We should of com se leave our funded propertv, which 
now exceeds three lakhs of rupees, intact. It appears from the enclosed estimate B that we

could build a central block, and one win^ containing in all 80 beds, •according to plan C, for less 
than two lakhs of rupees ; the west wint; cannot be built until we collect funds for the purpose. 
We pay rent at present for our Circular Hoad Dispensary. Wc must, however, sell all our 
property in Dhurrurntollah, but can take one of the houses from the purchaser on a lease, as 
is at present done iti Circular Road ; or if this is objected to, 1 would undertake to buy 
one of the Dhurrurntollah houses and to receive the price back, with 5 per cent, interest as 
rent, the property to revert to tiie Governors of the hospital when paid for. It would take 
about fifteen years to re-piirchasc ilic property in this way ; it would pay well, however, to 
do this. Our Dhurrumtolhih and Ourranhatta houses were built in 1796, and year by year 
require more to be spent on repairs, besides which wc should save muck unnecessary expense 
if we had a compact and proper building to put our patients into. 

Oi.— Are there any other reasons for making the proposed chan ire ? 

A, — Yes, there are numerous reasons for the chf^'^^.^'^y some of which are mentioned in my 
letter enclosed to the Governors. Every medical man I have consulted on the subject agrees 
with me that the proposed cliange is re/y/ necessary. Eleven of the twelve Governors of ibc 
hospital are of the same opinion. Too Port Commissioners have voted in favor of the pla)) , 
the native community as a body are strongly in favor of the cbangc; and I trust the 
Lieutenant-Governor will on these grounds favorably consider my plane. The subject may 
not be a very urgent one, but it has been under discu8si(»n since Aui^ust last. I beg for a 
definite reply ; our repairs, &c., &c., &e., depending on the Lieutenaiit-Govcrnor^s decision.

■ We, the undersigned, beg most resiiectfully to bring to your Honor’s 
notice that we have learnt with deep concern that it is in contemplation to 
remove the Calcutta Native Hospital to the Niintollah Ghat on the following 
grounds: — (1) That the present site is not salubrious; (2) the Livery 
Stables being close to the Institution are injurious to the patients; (3) that 
it is near the Medical College ; (4) that the buildings are scattered and are 
very old, requiring annual repairs ; (5) thui it is a Native institution and 
ought therefore to bo removed to the Native quarters. 

2. On receiving intimation of this resolution, we submitted a p,etition to 

the Governors of the above institution, copy of which is herewith forwarded for . 
your Honor’s information ; but no notice whatever was taken of that petition, 
although it was signed by 781 persons, and expressed the feelings and wishes 
of all the inhabitants of that portion of the town whore tlio Native Hospital 
is situated. • 

3. As regards the healthiness of the place, wo need not say much, but 
merely allude to the fact that Durrumtollah Street, on which the Native 
Hospital stands, is considerably superior in cleanliness to the Native quarters 
of the northern division. 

4. The objection that the stables in Durrumtollah Street have an inju- 
rious effect on the patients in the ward, seom,s quite a novel and ingenious one. 
The principal ward is about 200 feet distance from the road, and the stables 
have stood there for a very long period ; and if they had had such an injurious 
effect on the inmates of the hosintal as is now; discovered, it is greatly surpris- 
ing that none of the learned Superintendents who from time to time have been - 
in charge of the institution became aware of the circumstance, or considered 
it worth while to notice it in their annual reports. 

5. The opening of the Fever Hospital (Medical College^ in December 

1852, we would submit, has not in any way affected or reduced the patients of 
this institution, but on the contrary the number of both the in-door and out- 
door patients has greatly increased, as shown in the statement below, from 
which it is abundantly evident that this .institution on its -present site is abso- 
lutely necessary. •

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6. The buildings are not, as urged, of a scattered nature, as they are all 
in dne and the same compound. They are besides substantial enough to stand 
another century to come. Some of these were not built more than 32 years 
ago, and the repairs were never made, to om knowledge, at shorter intervals 
than 4 or 5 years. This year and last year no rejiairs have been effected, save 
that a new dead-house has been built, and a new iron shod constructed, con- 
necting the dead-house with the hospital. 

7. We would here ro8])ectfully draw your Honor’s attention to the 5th 
Institutional Regulation of the Calcutta Native Ilosjntal, which provides — 
“ That ail descriptions of natives, and such other persons not entitled to the 
benefit of the General Hospital, requiring the assistance of a Burgeon in cases of 
accidents, be admitted to the benefits of the institution.'^ From this it is 
unmistakcably evident that only natives are not intended, hut the indigenous 
classes of every community. We submit that no other reasonable and fair 
interpretation can be put on the passage. 

8. The locality in which the hospital stands is thickly populated, and 
being the heart of the town, ])aticnts re.soi t to the hospital from all .sides of Cal- 
cutta and its suburbs, cs])eciully fiom Entally, Sealdah, Carriah, Bhobaneoporo, 
Kiddeq)ore, Cooley Bazar, &c. Moreover, cases of accident arc frequently sent 
from all the livery stables and from shi})s lying between Pri]i.sep’s and Jackson’s 
Ghats direct to the Native* Hos])ital, as the nearest jdace where medical and 
surgical aid can be secured at any hour. Dr. Graham says that in their own 
vicinity and near to their friends people would rather die than to bo removed 
to a distant hosj)ital. 

9. "Wo would, moreover, submit that several philauthro 2 '>ic gentlemen, 
both European and Native, who are now dead, conviiuiod of the numerous 
advantages of the ho.siatal on its ])rcsont sit(^, and ap])arently (lahadating «m 
the continuance of the institution tlusre, made libenil bocjuests to the institution; 
and should the contenqdated removal bo caiTied out, we should urge that it 
would be nothing short of breach of public faith. 

10. For the afonjsaid reasons we most respectfully and earnestly solicit 
that your Honor will be grixciously jilcased to consider this important matter, 
in which the lives of thousands of men arc concerned, and withhold your 
Honor’s sanctioii to the removal of the Native Hospital from its ])resent site. 

aji hospital is wanted in Nimtollah, a branch, siudi as that in Pai-k Street, 
Wore Road, and Gurranhutta (these three are the branches of the Calcutta 
iitilive Ilosintal) may be provided at no very great cost ; but to deprive your 
petitioners of the Native Hospital, the benetits of which hiive been enjoyed by 
three or four generations, simply because a hos 2 )ital is required elsewhere, is 
as illogical as it is unfair. 

11. Your petitioners on the above premises supjdicate justice at your 
Honor’s hands, and as in duty bound they will ever pray.

To — The Governors of the (Calcutta Native Hospital. 

We the undersigned, have observed with rc^et the statement in 
the various public prints that it is the intention of the Governors of the 
Native Hospital to remove the institution from its jircsent site to the northern 
division of the town. Wo are at a loss to conjecture the riuisons which have 
led the Governors to resolve on such a step at a time when the hospital may be 
said to be fulfilling all the objects for which it was established, and which its 
worthy founders had in view. We have every reason to opi)reliond that 
should the intention of the Governors to remove the hospital be effected, the 
consequences will bo disastrous in the extreme, [and the benefits to the poor 
which at present accrue fi’om the institution will bo reduced to a minimum. 

3. The hospital, as you arc undoubtedly aware, sirs, was established 79 
years ago. The site on which it should bo constructed was a subject which led 
to considerable discussion, and after a full consideration of it, the then Governors 
fixed upon tlxo present site as the best ada^itcd for the purjjose of a lio.s 2 )itul, 
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inasraucli as it was situated iu the heart of the town. The wisdom of their 
selcetion, sirs, is abundantly proved by the present flourishing state of the 
hospital. 

3. In the early days of the institution, the number of out-door patients 
who daily resorted to it did not exceed 50, but as prejudices began to wear 
away, and the people to appreciate the benefits of the institution, the number 
raj)idly increased, and at tlie present moment the number of the out-door 
patients is no fewer than 500 per day. This is quite independent of the num- 
ber of patients who are directed to the Sealdah Dispensary. Indeed, the 
attendance is so hu*g *, that the existing statf of medical men can barely get through 
tlnur work, and a large; nnmb(;r of j)utients have to go away and return on tlie 
following day. I'o ju’ovide for this unusually largo number of patients, if the 
Govenujrs had decid(.‘d* on increasing the medical stutf, the result would have 
been benefuual to all. On the other hand, however, the removal of the 
hospital, should it be carried out, will, we submit, be fraught only with evil 
consequenc(!s. 

4. Noav, sirs, if the hospital is removed, as contemplated, to the northern 
division, you cfinnot be unaware of the fact that that division is inhabited by a 
class of staunch Hindus, who arc imhued with a .strong jmejudice against Eng- 
lish mediciiK's, and who have greater faith iu the ])res(;ri])tions of their ignorant 
Koohrntjeft than in tho.so of the cleverest English medical doctors. ^J’he mem- 
bei’s of this class then, it is evident, will not resort to any hos])ita.l where Eng- 
lish medicines are dispen.sed. 'I'hose who have learnt to value English medi- 
cines form but a small minority, and are wetilthy en'ough to engage the services 
of medical men to attend them at their private resuhaices. I’he poorer classes 
who may desire to avttil themselves of English nu'dicines can always resort to the 
Gurranhattjih, Sooketih Street, and Chit])ore Road J)i8p('nsaries.* A reference 
to the record.s of the.se di.spen.saries will show how much the Hindus residing 
in that division nj)])reciut(; the benefits of iirstitutions where medicines are 
dispensed free of cost. Besidtis the aforesaid three dis])ensarie.s, you will 
observe that the northom division of the town has the advantage of the Medical 
Colh'gc Hosjatal and the Suhurhan Ilo.spital. On the other hand, the southern 
divisi(m of the town is provided with only two free institutions — the Native 
Hospital and its branch, the Bark Street Dispensary. 

5. The object wdiich the Government had in view in establishing 
Native Hospital and allowing for its support a nnmthly subscriptifli(|^; 
Rs. 1,975-11-‘J, was, we Avould submit, to benefit the very indigent classes oftfi'o 
community, viz. Hindus, Mahomedans, and the poorer cla.ss of Cliristians alike, 
and not Hindus exclusively, us sojue Avould .seem to c(»nsider. This object, 
we are hund)ly of opinion, cannot bo better fulfilled than where the hospital is 
at present located. 

6. The present site of the Native Hospital is central, and the inhabitants 
from all parts of the town can resort to it with the greatest facility. It will 
not do to say that from its position it cannot afford tliat amount of benefit to 
natives which it is intend(?d it should. We would only refer tlio Governors 
to the daily average of native out-door j)atients, and the j)rf)portion of patients 
who are obliged to return unattended to in consequence of the limited staff of 
medical men in the hosj)ital. The first necessity, then, it appears to us, is to 
increase the establi-shmejit and to eidargo the present accommodation, and not 
to remove the hosjutal from the jdace where it has stood for more than three 
quarters of a century and been productive of so much benefit to the largo 
nund)er who resort to it. 

7. Um^ei- these circumstances we fervently trust that the Governors of the 
institution will not hastily take a step which we fully believe will tend only 
to deprive a lai'ge number of people of the benefits which they at present 
enjoy.

The mean barometer, as likewise the dry and wet bulb thermometer means, are derived from 
the twenty-four-hourly observations made durinj^ the day.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 41 A, dated 
the 26ti; January, furnishing an account of all estates at present under the 
Court of Wards and their management, together with particulars as to the 
salary, <^c., of managers, and amount of work entailed on district officers in 
connection with the management. 

2. In reply I am to convey to the Member in charge the thanks of the 
Lieutenant-Governor for the report which he has submitted, and specially I am 
to request that His Honor’s acknowledgments maybe communicated to Colonel 
Dalton for his excellent history of the management of the wards’ estates in 
his division. Mr. Campbell entirely approves of the principles of management 
which are set forth, and trusts that the officers subordinate to Colonel Dalton 
will carry them cut to the fullest possible extent.

1 HAVE the honor to submit a report on the estates under the Court of Wards in each 
district of this division, as directed in your letter No. 177A of the 2Uth June last. 

2. Haziireebnuyh District . — Three estates are under the Court of Wards in this district, — 
the Kamghur, Dhuuwar, and Gawan. 

8 ftatnyhvr.—'^hftn the late Maharajah Ram Nath Sing died without issue, there was 
eonsidorahle doubt regarding u successor, the next of kin in the male line being very remote, 
and precedents appeared to show that the succession of the Muharnnee would be contrary to 
custom. Hut soon after the Maharajah's demise that lady was declared to be pregnant, the 
estate was attached, and subsequently, on tin; birth of a sou bavii :g been announced, it was 
taken •th'' ^lourt of Wards, but the boy died. The estate was then claimed by the wido*' 
and by Halioo Brohmo Narain Singh, a distant cousin, and under instructions we retained 
charge till the courts of law came to a decision as to whom it was to be made over. 

4. The district court gave a decree in favor of the Baboo ; the Ranee appealed to the 
High Court, and the case has been before that court for the last two years. 

5. llie estate was conferred on an ancestor of ^be late Maharajah by the British 
Government in 1770. The old sunnuds conferred it as a service jagbir. In an old decision of 
the Judder Court it is referred to as a principality, the elMuf of which could be called on to 
take the field at the head of his feudatories and vassals, and these feudatories arc still in 
existence in numerous ghatwali and service fiefs. The estate was included in the decennial 
settlement, and therefore comes within the purview of Regulation I of 1793. Under that 
settlement the Rigah agreed to pay as revenue Us. 28,100; he was further bound to keep up 
roads wd embankments, and to be responsible for the security of life and property in bis 
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semindary. In*1792 a remission was made on account of excise and land taken into canton- 
ment, which left the Goveriiraent revenue at sicca Hs. 26,367. 

6. The estate was under the Court of Wards for a short time in A.D. 1796, and the 
collections were then, on account of the ward, Rs. 1,63,18.5. 

7. When wc took charge of it in 1867, Baboo Kalidas Palit, Extra Assistant Commis- 
sioner, was first placed in char^ze as maiiatrer under the C ourt of Wards, but his services bcini' 
required for other duty, Lieutenant Colonel Edward Money was appointed manager towards 
the close of last year, on a salary of lls. 700 i)er mensem with establishment. 

S. The rental of the estate is now lls. 1,87,861 per annum, the Government revenue 
only Rs. 28,134'. The area of tliis estate, including the sub-tenures, is not less than 4,000 \ 
square miles. The whole surface is undulating, comprising the plateau on which is the station 
of 11 azareebaugh, averaging about 2,000 feet above the sea, and other hills and ranges, includ- 
ing the Lugu inountain, which is said to attain an elevation of 3,470 feet. As the estate has 
only been surveyed topographically, 1 have no means of stating what proportion of it is under 
cultivation, but probably not more than 1,200 square miles, for the entire district of Ilazarec- 
baugh is estimated to contain but 2,0ri() square miles of cultivation, to a total area of 7,020 
square miles. Of the entire waste of the district not more than 365 square miles are reported 
iiuculturable. of which probably 200 arc in the Rainghur estate. The estate is rich in coal, 
iron, and lime, and traces of other minerals have bct ii found. 

9. The late Maharajah Kamnath Sing took a personal interest in the management of 
his property, and under him the niofussil agency consisted of nineteen officers, over as many 
perguuuahs, called pergunaits. The Khalsa estate was let in farms of five to six years. The 
pergunails were continued under the (^ourt of Wards, but tliirteen tehsildars were appointed 
over thirteen telisil divisions of the property. The system of leasing or farming villages 
in maintaiited as before, only no lease is now given for more than five years. 

10. The old pracnce was to lease to the highest bidders ; now, a^. leases fall in, an 
estimate of the assets is made and the lease is ottered to some resident It would appear 
that ill the Ilamgliur estate there are no recognised village headmen, except perhaps in 
Sonthal villages ; no doubt they formerly existed, but under a farming system, which has 
continued ibr generations, they have disappeared, and the population of most of the villages 
is found very mixed. In former times there was a considerable population of Soiuhals, and 
it is said that there were six Sonthal pergunaits; there is only one now, and I do not think he 
would have remained if the estate had not come under the Court of Wards. The manager 
was specially directed to sec to the interests of the remnant of the Soiithals, and to protect 
what w'as left of the last perguuait’s tenure, and an arruugement was proposed and approved, 
by which I hope this has been cffictually secured. 

11. When wc assumed charge of the estate, it was found that no measures had been 
taken to protect the forests, and an attempt was made to arrest their destruction, but it was 
almost too late. A small forest conservancy establishment has now been entertained, and 
whilst the practice of cutting down sill saplings is prohibited, no large timber can be removed 
without permission and payment of a royalty. 

12. The Dcjiutv Commi.ssi(»iicr finds that the small sub • proprietors, jaghirdars, and 
mokararidars, claim right over extensive jungle tracts, and thi^ greatly adds to the difficulty 
of systematising protective and reproductive forest arraiiijements. 

13. On the plea that the Court of Wards bad no prospect of long holding the estate, 
very little has been done towards the collection of statistical infortniiiion ; this is to be deplored, 
and* should at once be rectified, as we may never hav« such another ehance. The condition of 
the majority of the ryots is rci)resente(l as poor, and indebted ness to mohajuns for advances 
the rule. The Deputy Commissioner's attention will be drawn to this; there can be no 
improvement in the eoiiditiou of the people so long as they continue in this thraldom. The 
first remedial step is the multiplication of country markets; the Ram ghur estate in not so 
well provided in this rospcct as the zemiiidarcc c»f ('hoia Nagpore. 

14. Dhunwar. — The zemindars of Dhunwar are the representatives of the old Rajahs 

of Kliurnkdilia. They had been ousttrd from their possesisiuns by Mahomedan governors, 
but the gliatwals or t(‘kaits of Khurukdilia, who were their vassals or feudatories, were left 
in possession estates. 1 lie l<ritish (lovcrnment wished to restore the old family to 

its former jiosil^, but as the tekait ghatwals could not be })r('vuiled on to submit to their 
hereditary chief, and as they were de emed troublesome jicople lo deal with settle- 

ments were made with them, and to the Hajah w’as given all the Khalsa villages aim a* rent- 
free tenure The estate is consequently scattered thronghont K Uiirukdiha ; the family are 
of the Bahmon caste, to whieli tl»e Maharajahs of lihettia and Benares, &c., belong. .j, 

15 The Surveyor, Major G. H. Thom])son, in his printed report, makes out thatSj|fe 
whole estate consists of only 17^ square miles; but as he adds that the rent-free grSST 
comprises i80 villages and the Khalsa lands J52, I think tlioro must be some erroir 
in this estimate. But it is worthy of notice that these old eliiels, in reserving lands as 
Khalsa, showed but little foresight. Whilst retaining for tlnunsolves portioirs of the estate 
which w^ere in highest cultivation, without room for extension, they allowed the sub- 
proprietors to appropriate (or at least took no measures to prevent their appropriating) the 
wastes; and thus, whilst the Khalsa lands came to he circumscribed, the holders of the 
subordinate tenures have secured vast areas to extend on. 
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16. Tbe present Rajah of Dliunwar has been in a state of imbecility* for a number of 

years, but under an impret^sion that two old ladies, his mother 
Slit May step-mother, were intelligent and quite capable of managing 

the property, it was left to them. Symptoms of gross mis- 
management on their part were brought to notice, and then measures were taken for legally 
establishing the incapacity of the Rajah ; and this having been accomplished in December 
1864, the estate was taken under the Court of Wards. 

17. The system pursued was to lease out villages to farmers, who were seldom changed, 
and no attempt was ever made to ascertain what amount they n-alized from the ryots. Tliey 
paid fines for renewal of lease, and made ofiers which were accepted without inquiry, but 
sometimes the fact that the lease had expired was passed unnoticed, and they held on unques- 

When this state of affairs was understood, orders were 
otter 0 . 02 0 t ay 1 06. igjjQQd hy nic that iio leases were to be renewed until a settlement 
with the ryots of every village included iu them had been made, and the ret»t to be paid by 
every ryot determined ; but to the carrying out of these orders there was, in the first iuslouce, 
the strongest opposition both on tlio part of the farmer and the ryots. The farmer protested 
against dealings with ryots as an infringement of his prescriptive rights, and the ryots, many 
of them being substantial holders, would not point out their lands. The manager first 
appointed was, 1 believe, unable to contend against such opposition, but the present manager., 
Raboo Raj Gopal Roy, has set vigorously to work with fair success. 

18. As leases fall in, or are found to have lapsed, the villages are taken by the manager 
into his own hands, and he deals direct with the ryots wdiilst these lauds are being measured 
and rents determined. All cesses arc m(*rgcd into rent, and pottahs are given to the ryot showing 
him the precise sum he has tapay, and lie is ghen to understand that nothing beyond what 
was entered in the p3ttah could be demanded from him. The farmer then may have settlcmeiit 
again if he agrees to pay the demand less 10 ]K^r cent allowed to him as commission. 
About 143 villages have been treated in this manner, and the result is shown below —

The gross rental of the estate when taken charge of by the Court of Wards was lls. 29,378; 
it is now Rs. 37,350. 

19. A large number of leases fall in next year ; re-settlement is sure to give another 
large increase to the rental, as it will bring to account all that is collected, one-half of which 
at present goes into the pockets of the farmers. 

20. 1 am informed by ('olonel Boddam that the opposition to the settlement with ryots 
has now subsided, and that villagers are now coming forward and praying that villages may be 
tsken under khas management. It does not appear that the farmers are hereditary heads of 
villages ; the farms consist of two or three or more villages, and though many of the farmers 
are residents, 1 find that the servants and friends of the late dcwaii of the Ranees, mooktears 
and pleaders of the district, were last year amongst the lease-holders, so that a good deal of 
weeding may be found desirable. 

21. There are no forests iu this property, but there are small reserves of jungle, 
which are now carefully wat-'ied, and no trees can bo cut without permission. 

22. As each village comes under settlement, a register of all statistics likely to be useful 
is made. 

28. Gawan . — The Gawan estate has but recently come under the Court of Wards; it 
is one of the old ghatwali tenures referred to in paragraph 14. The ward has been sent to 
Benares, and a manager, Mr. Tosco Peppe, appointed, but as yet we have not much information 
about the estate. In regard to pnwious management, it is just in the same position as Dhun- 
war, and I have ('.ireetefl that it. shall be similarly treated. As the estate is compact and not 
very large, Mr. Pepp6, who rc: iJes on it, will be wtII abb? to deal directly with the ryots, and 
that course, whenever practicable', will prob;ibly be folloAved. 

24. Lohardugga Didrict, Chota Nugpoa KsiaU, — TheChota, prope rly Chut ia, Nagpore 
cstatQ has an area of not less than 8,U0() s.-unre miles and a population ot nearly a million of 
Bouli? wliv .^ ,‘wo-thirds are Orion Munda (Kols; or other aboriginal tribes. It was known 
to the Maliomedau Emperors as Kokra, and in tlic days of Jt hangir it is said that it paid 
'^tribute iu diamonds, bu^^ iiO permane/it liold oi the country was maintained. It beeaine 
British territory, as part of Bvliar, in 1750, but regarded a^* “dismembered,^^ did not ciit(T 
into the earliest revenue returns. It is on record that the Mahanijah of Chutia Nagf»ore 
submitted to Captain C^arnae, then with a force iu Valanr)«»w, iu A 1). 1772, and gave a nnzzer 
of Rs. 8,000; and the oldest pottah 1 have seen is dated 1179 Fuslce, when a settlement was 
made with the Rajah for three years at an annual demand thus specified —

At the time of the decennial settlement the revenue was fired at Rs 14,100- 15-3. 

25. The estate contains 7,000 villages, and the income of the chief was estimated bj 
Colonel Ousley in 1836 at three lakhs of rupees, but this must have included the rental 
of the large estates in the possession of the cadets and collateral branches of the family.'^ 
The late Rajah, Juggernath Sahi Deo, who died on the 11th July 1869, had enjoyed a long 
reign, but he was from the commencement of his career noted as quite unht to manage the 
affairs of such an estate. For many years his brother Kunvvar Hamath Shahi was his 
manager, but on the death of that gentleman he quarrelled with the family and could never 
brook any other person in the same position. 

26. Up to 1866 the late Rajah had no legitimate male issue, and his nephew, Lai 
Opender Nath Sahi, was regarded as the heir presumptive to the estate, but between the 
uncle and nephew no love was lost. 

27. On the 26th March 1S66 urzees were received from the Rajah by the different 
authorities, reporting the birth of a duhraj^' to his third Ranee, and on the 25th April 1866 
it was announced that the fourth Ranee had been delivered of a second son to the Rajah, 
styled the Kunwar. Some time after the birth of tht^se children, Lai Opender Nath Sahi 
instituted a suit, which was eventually tried in the Gya court, under Act XXXV of 1868, 
to have his uncle declared a lunatic, but it was thrown out on the 31st July 1868. 

28. When the Rajah was dying, he intimated his wish that his property should be taken 
charge of in behalf of his declared heir, and also in behalf of the Kuiiwur, and this was done. 
It was announced that the estate had been taken over by the Court of Wards from the 1 3th 
July 1869. 

29. The affairs of the estate were found m inextricable confusion : the usual zemindary 
books were not forthcoming ; nothing to show what should be collected or what was in arrears, 
Mr. A. Hume Smith, who had been manager of the Hitamj^ore estate, and had the credit or 
having in a short time brought the affairs of that estate, which were in great disorder, into a 
most satisfactory condition, was appointed manager of the Chota Nagpore zemindaree on a 

. salary of Rs. 700 a. month, with house or house rent and travelling allowance when moving 
about, and took charge on the 26th October 1869; but on the 1 Ith November 1861) Lai 
Opender Nath Sahi, the eldest nepheVv of the late Maharajah, instituted a suit in the court of 
the Judicial Commissioner, claiming the raj, on the ground that both the children put forward 
as SODS of the Maharajah were supposititious. 

30. The Officiating Judicial Commissioner, Colonel Rowlatt, on the 23rd of September 

1870, gave a decree in favor of the Lai and allowed execution to be immediately taken out. 
The decree-holder on this took possession of the family idols, and other movables, and 

though no one came forward to relieve tlie Court of Wards of tlieir charge of the estate, the 
OHiciatiug Judicial Commissioner issued an injunction prohibiting payment to, or collection bv, 
the Court of Wards ; and until an order from the llinh Court could be obtained to reverse this 
summary proceeding nothing could be done. On the 14th instant, Colonel Ilowlatt^s decree 
in favor of the Lai was reversed by a Full Bench of the High Court, and the (Jourt of Wards 
are now free to act ; but during the interval of uncertainty arising from the litigation, onr 
hands were tied. So far as I have lieard at present, the decree in favor of the minors is likely 
to be received with favor by the majority of the people, —a matter of no small importance in 
this part of India, — and it is to he lioped that the incident will prove the salvation of the 
estate. The old Rajah, ignorant, indolent, very nearly, if not quite, imbecile, and cordially 
bating his heir presumptive, had for a number of years been gradually reducing his perma- 
nent income by mokurari grants to many worthless followers, and, so far as has boon yet made 
out, the gross income which the manager has to collect is only Rs 9l),54'6. 3'he Government 
revenue amounts to Rs. 14,364, income tax and district duk to Rs 4,9'S5, leaving a net 
income of Bs. 71^194, with a debt against the estate set down at three aud a half lakhs of 
rupees. ^ 

81. This debt no doubt is chiefly composed of vast accumulations ot intcresTlJB pro- 
portionately small sums originally advanced, or goods supplied of very ineoraraensurate value 
and it is probable that, if we could obtain the means of satisfying the creditors at once, it 
would be susceptible of considerable reduction. If, for instance, we could obtain a loan from.. 
Government of two lakhs of rupees, it would probably suffice to pay off the debts, and lit" 
could be repaid with interest in about six years, perhaps less; for I have great hopea that'^ 
when the manager has time to look, thoroughly into the affairs of the estate, the assets will 
be found higher than they are at present represented to be. 

32. With regard to our relations with the ryots of this estate, t took an early oppor- 
tunity of drawing the Deputy Commissioner’s and manager’s attention to the expediency of 
restoring and preserving- the relations which had in former years subsisted with such good 
effect between the Rajah aud the people. Under the old system this was as direct as possible, 
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as the affairs of every village were managed through its own headmen ; but Tor many years 
the greed for fines on renewal of lease led to the introduction of farmers, by whom the 
authority of the old village headmen were set aside. I have recently issued strict injunctions 
that when leases fall in they are not to be renewed unless for very speeial reasons rendering 
the continuation of a farming system for the particular village necessary, but that the system 
of khas management through the mundas or mahtos and palians of villages is to be the rule. 
If proper iittention be paid to it, it must be the most productive arrangement to the estate 
that we could adopt. The headmen arc in the enjoyment of their freeholds, which can be 
pledged as their security, and no additional remuneration for their services need be given. 
^Thus the whole of the profits that a farmer could make should go to the estate. I was 
'happy to find from your letter No. 134B of Wth August 1871, that my views on this 
subject were fully approved by the Board. 

83. Chukla Deogur, Estate in Valamow \ Baboo Kishen Bu r Rae, Proprietor , — This is 
one of the largest of the sub-tenures in pergnnnah Palamow, and it belongs to tin: class called 
Babooan, that is, estates acquired from the head of the family by the collateral branches of 
the old Chero Rajahs of Palamow as maintenance grants ; it contains 400 villages. Tiif* 
lather of the minor. Baboo Hiirbux Rae, died on the iibth March JS64, leaving a son, Baboo 
Kishen Bux Rae, now nine years of age. Kunwar Sewnarain Sing, a gentleman of high 
character and respectable position, noted for his good management of his own estates in Pala- 
mow, was appointed serberakar, and still carries on the duties, but he has resigned the office, 
and baboo Soshi Sikhur Banerjcc, who has for the last two years discharged with ability the 
duties of as.scssor, has been selected to succeed him. 

o4. Kuiiwar Scwchurn Sing'^a remiuicration was 5 per cent on collections, the average 
amount of commission per annum was Its. 1,850, and establishment lls. 525; total Rs. 1,875. 
The Government revenue is Rs. 2,071,*allowancc Ibr minor, religious ceremonies, charitable 
purposes &c., Rs. 3,0(i(;. The JXiiital of the estate has greatly improved since it came under 
the Court of Wards ; it was then Rs. 12,248, it is now Ks. 20,58 1<, tlie increase having been 
obtained on renewal of leases and commutation to rent of all abwa))s and irregular cesses. 

35. There was a debt of Rs. 27,034 against the estate at the death of the ward's 
fatln^r; this has all been paid off, and Hs. 14,70(5 has been invested, and at the close of the 
year there was a cash balance of Rs. 1 0,47 1 . 

36. I do not know how the assets wore ascertained when the old leases expired, but 
my instructions were that regular settlement should be made similar to those effected of the 
Goverumciit villages in Palamow. The information called for for the purposes of this report 
has not yet been rendered by the officer in charge of the Palamow sub-division, who supervises- 
the affairs of the estate. It is probable that Kunwar Scwchurn Singh was not quite up to 
regular settlement work, but 1 am sure the new manager is fully competent to carry out my 
instructions on the subject. 

37. The minor attends the Palamow station school at present, but he is to go to 
Benares af ter the rains. 

38. Singbhoom , — The large estate of Dhulbhoom, which is comprised in this diNi!ict, 
came under tlic Court of Wards on the death, in 1807, of Juggernath Dhul, leaving as his heir 
a son, Ramchunder Dhul, who was then five years of age. The area of the estate is 1,201 
square miles, and it contains just about the same number of villages. Major I)e])rec, who was 
lu charge of the topogi aphical survey, estimates the population at 139,381, which 1 believe to 
be very high. He gives 115 inhabitants to the square mile, so there is ample room for 
extensiou. 

39. This is one of those estates the first settlement of which was, for the sake of peace, 
and to avoid the necessity of military operations in a difficult and unhealthy country, made, 
with a considerable sacrifice of revenue. 

40. In 177(5 the zemindar, Juggernath Dhul, refusing to acknowledge the Oovernrncrit 
of the (youipany, a rival was set up in his relative Bykunt Dhul, but Juggernath Dhul 
successfully resisted him, apd a compromise was at last made. JiiggcrnaLh Dhul submitted oii 
condition of being acknowledged, aiid he agreed to pay a ejuit-rent or tribute of Rs, 4,000, 
and this arrangement was made perpetual, 

41. A majority ol the population of the estate are Bhurniz, one of the Kol tribes, afid 
it is admitted that they arc tlic oldest inliabitai.ls. The zeniindar or Rajah, besides paying 
rent, w^as bound to make all necessary police aiTangcmcnts, and to aid in this the feudal militia 
of the j:vLate Wi/re cirijdoycd as ghatw ils. In 185(5 the zemindar A\as deprived of his police 
powi’.rs for gross misconduct, and since then the ghatwals have been under the orders of the 
magistrate; they are now’ oi^;anized as rural ])olice. 

42. They are apparently the only claNS in Dhulbhoom holding lands on jicculiar tenure ; 

remaining villages have from very early times been^ hold by their headmen, called 

^‘pradhaus, on short farming leajscs. Under the late zemindar and liis predecessor no attempt 
appears to have been made to asecriain by measurement cr. otherwise Avhat the cultivators 
actually paid to the pradlians ; the pradhans had to j|ay a smart fine on renewal of each lease, 
and it was with* the vic^i orobLainiug as many of such payments as possible that the lenses 
wcic made so short. 
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43. A fait assesgment was, however, obtained under this sTStem, for when we took 
charge of the estate the gross rental was set down at Rs. 32,624, and though settlements 
have since been made of a considerable portion of it, the present demand is onlj^Rs. 35,597. 

44. But for unknown cause the late zemindar was always in difficulties, and died 
leaving a debt of Bs. 29,081. This has been paid off, and Ks. 87,496 have been invested in 
Government securities. When the estate first came under the Court of Wards, it was 
deemed advisable to appoint as manager some one conversant with its affairs, and an old 
servant of the family was selected ; but his management proved very inefficient, and on his 
death in 1870 the Deputy Commissioner, finding that heavy arrears had accumulated, with 
my approval took charge of it himself, and there is at present no manager. The deputy 
Commissioner is assisted by a tehsildar on Rs. 50 a month, who has his head-quarters at 
Ghatsila, where the minor resides. He and his brother attend an anglo-vernacular school 
that has been established there. 

45. This system of management throws considerable extra work on the Deputy 
Commissioner, but the result has been satisfactory ; the arrears have been reduced from 
Rs. 25,588 at the commencement of 1870-71 to a total balance of Rs. 5,064 at its close. 

46. Dr. Hays reports the condition of the agricultural classes on this estate to be very 
favorable and promising. 

47. Mminbhoom . — In this district we have only one small estate* under the Court of 

• Khatras Wards. It was taken up in July 1870 on the death of the zemindar. 

Baboo Drigbijoy Sing, leaving as heir his grandson, Gunganarain Sing, 
aged at the time six years. 

48. The late zemindar appears to have had the estate pretty well in hand ; his system 
was to give out annually farni.s of the collections 4*xcept in two villages, in which he collected 
himself, partly in cash and partly in paddy, ghee, and goods, and the farms were always given 
to the headmen of the village or of some neighbouring village, and no outsiders appear to 
have been employed. 

49. In these arrangements no changes have been made, except that the payments in 
kind have been commuted to payments in cash, and, with the view of ascertaining more 
accurately the assets of the different villages, the cultivation has all been measured. 

50. On taking charge it was found that the rental of the estate was Rs. 8,980 ; it is 
expected 4:hat the measurements just completed will raise it to about Rs. 12,000. The Govern* 
ment revenue is Rs. 1,321, debts were set down at Rs. 10,793, so it will soon be clear. The 
estate is in charge of a manager. Baboo Nohun Mohuu Putaaik, who previously had charge of 
another minor’s estate in the same district. 

51. Colonel Rowlatt reports further that the general condition of the agricultural 
classes appears to be prosperous.” The majority, are of the Goaia or Kurmi caste, good 
cultivators, who can pay tlicir rents without taking advances. 

52. There is no doubt that when an estate comes under the Court of Wards the affairs 
of which are in confusion, a considerable amount of extra work is for a time thrown upon 
the district officer and his assistant, and also on the Commissioner, — the chief cause of which 
is that there is usually a great amount of litigation, and the district officer or his assistant, 
and sometimes the Commissioner, has to supervise the preparation of pleadings and advise 
the manager and pleaders. Where there has been previously very bad management, as in 
the Chota Nagpore estate, frequent references will be made to the Deputy Commissioner by 
the manager for advice on other points, and all this no doubt entails trouble and swells the 
correspondence, but no officer who took an interest in his district would grudge the time, he 
has to devote to this additional duty. In no other way could he in a short time effect so 
much good ; and when the affairs of the estate are settled, and all works smoothly, it is 
probable that under a good manager it will give the local authorities less trouble than was the 
case when it was under a zemindar. In a division where there are few Government estates to 
look after, it is quite a pleasure to have some large zemindarees under the Court of Wards, 
especially if such zemindarees have been previously badly managed. 

53. J must apologise for tlic length of this report ; I would curtail it if I had time, but 
it is a subject in which I feel great interest, and at present in Chota Nagpore it is one of vast 
importance.

I HAVE the honor to submit copy of a report from Dr. Stewart, Health 
Officer of Poortie, on the working of Act IV (B.O.) of 1871 for the portion of 
1871-72 during which it was in force. 

2. The proceeds from licenses and fines amounted to Ks. 7,966-0-9, out of 
which an expenditure of Us. 1,669-9-4 was incurred, leaving an available cash 
balance in hand at close of the year amounting to Ks. 6,406-7-5. Details of 
expenditure and estimate for the next year were submitted with my No. 60LF 
of 28th May. 

3. No opposition whatever was experienced to the introduction of the 
Act, and the proceedings of Dr. Stewart as Health Officer, and of the whole 
Committee, appear to iiave been very judicious. Of Dr. Stewart himself I 
cannot speak too highly ; he has been indefatigable : and with very little cost, 
and a good deal of judicious explanation and persuasion, he has succeeded in 
moderattdy improving tl\e cleanliness and healthiness of Pooree town in general, 
and also in secunng moderate and sanitary ventilation to many of the lodging- 
houses. 

4. I have recently visited Pooree and gone through every portion of the 
town with the Health Officer. I was really astonished to observe such a vast 
improvement in the general aspect of the town. 

6. Sufficient provision has been made in the budget, appropriations for 
next year for efficient increase in latnne accommodation. 

6. Much remains to bo done, and the Committee have in view a compre- 
hensive system of drainage. It is hoped that a praticable scheme will be soon 
prepared. Meanwhile the surplus proceeds of the past and present year will be 
allowed to accumulate to meet the prospective cost of drainage. 

7. With regard to the necessity for cleansing many of the existing tanks, 
I would observe that many of them are provided for by endowments and 
partake of a religious character in connection with certain ceremonies. The lanbs 
and funds provided for the support of these tanks should be looked up, and I 
think it probable that tliere may be found means for compelling the owners or 
custr>dians to carry out needful cleansing and repairs without indenting on the 
limited funds derived from the Lodging-house Bill ; these remarks have been 
communicated to the Health Officer and Committee. 

8. Generally, tin- Pooree Lodging-house Bill has been judiciously initiated, 
in a manner creditable to Dr. Stewart and to the members of the Committee 
by whom be has been advised and supported. The Magistrate, in forwarding 
the Health Officer’s report, notes that he had been only two months in 
charge of the district, and is consequently unable to offer any useful remarks 
or suggestions ; he expresses regret at Dr. Stewart’s transfer to another district. 

9. I trust a{ some future time Dr. Stewart’s services may be again made 
available for duty in Orissa, where he has gained the confidence of all under or 
with whom he has worked.

I nAYii) the hohor to submit report on the working of the Pooree Lodging-house Act from 
its introduction on let June 1871 to the end of the ofinrial year, Slat March 1872. 

2. Pour hundred and ninety -seven hensca were registered, and licenses for 14,468 
lodgers issued. Many lodging-housekeepers applied two or three times for increasing 
the number of their licenses, — 76 applied twice, 2 J thrice, and 3 four times.

3. A month before the Act was introduced, all known lodging-liouj^cs were registered 
and the number and size of the rooms jioted. When applications were made for license, 
these were again visited and inspected, and certificates issued under section G of the Act. 

4. There was little or no difficulty in introducing the Act. At first it was given out 
that no applications for license would be made. After the commencement however of 
a few, and when one or two fines for lodging without license had been made, all 
remaining lodging-housekeepers soon made application, and Uic Act was in full working 
within a month. 

5. The conditions required by section 6 of the Act could not be wholly secured before 
licenses were issued. Poorcc lodging-houses have bec.n described in former reports, and 
their condition as regards insanitation, closeness, liability to over crowding, &c., fully dwelt 
on. The smaller ones are kutcha built rooms, closely packed, with only a small entrance 
door, and very rarely a small islet hole as window. 'I'he larger houses or muffs are of 
lateritc, with very close, dark rooms, arranged round a square enclosure, and sometimes 
rising two or three stories high. l)cfcctively constructed, badly ventilated, with nuisances 
around that had been continuinir for years, it would have been imj)rudent, and even 
impossible, to have made an onslaught on all defects and d(‘manded a liigli sanitary standard. 
If the evil was to be overcome at all, it was to be done only by degrees. 

6. At the beginning care, however, was taken .to point out the more serious defects 
and orders issued for their removal, which in nearly every instance were carried out, as was 
ascertained in subsequent visits and inspections. Attention was then given to other promi- 
nent defects that existed and their remedy suggested, notices being issued from time to time 
under several sections of the Act. 

7. During the period under review the following number of notices were issued : — 

Under section 26, thirteen ; 30, two ; 32, seventy ; and 34, two. 
tScto'drai.i. Ac. Nearly all of these were attended to. Where neglect occurred, 
82 .— Notketodrniiiaiidcutjnnpie. the uoticcs were repeated two or three times, and warnings 
out^abovc'^*^'^ Magistrate to carry ^^868 was it ucccssary to employ the provi* 

sious of section 34 after repeated notices issued under sections 

26 and 32 had failed. 

8. Only one complaint was made against the officers employed in working the Act. 
A charge of house trespass was brought against two ebuprassees who bad detected fifteen 
lodgers ill a bouse without license. The complainant abused and obstructed the chuprassces, 
and merely got up a countcr-ehargo to avoid punishment. The case was carefully 
investigaicd by the Deputy Magistrate, Haboo Kedar Nauth Dutt, who found complainant^s 
charge quite unfounded, and convicting him of abusing .the chuprassees and obstructing them 
in their duty, fined him Hs. 10. 

9. In January and February 1872 all the large, and principal lodging-houses were 
visited with the view' of improving tlieir ventilation. Rooms entirely without windows, or 
with very small ones, were brought to the notice of tlie owners, and tlie advantage of 
necessary alterations pointed out. Tlicy acquiesced in the desirability of the ^irSTS-tion*^ .tJid 
improvements, and promised to carry them out. Notices were sent urging that these be 
completed before the 1st June next, and tliey were told lliat the issue of new licences on the 
expiry of present ones w'ould greatly dc.pemi on these recommendations being carried out. 
I am glad to report that many of the improvements have been already commenced ; fair-sized 
windows have been introduced into sleeping and other apartments, which will add greatly to 
the convenience and accommodation of lodgers. 

10. 'riie fiifct month or two of the year under report was passed in introducing the. 
Act and keeping an eye on all attempts to cvdde the rules and escape payment. The only 
agency employed was one inoliurir and two chuprasscs, superintended by rnysolf in morning 
ai*d evening rounds in the town. 

11. Attciitioii was next paid to overgrown bush and jungle wliieh infested several parts 
of the town. Many of these obstructions to ventilation and coverts for accumulation of 



rubbish and commiss'on of nuisance have been removed^ and the jungle cleared, to the great 
improvement of the locality and neighbourhood. 

12, Hedges along public roads that encroached considerably, and^were also obstructions 
to ventilation and traffic, were removed. Notices were issued under section 8(5 of the Act 
for these purposes, 

1 8. Public latrines have hitherto been tdl tuifee enclosures, which required renewing 
year by year. It is now proposed to build them of permanent material. One enclosure has 
been nearly completed, a second has been begun, and in a short time the required number of 
these essentials for good conservancy will be supplied. Tiiose for men will be long, narrow 
ranges, divided into single compartments ; for women, square open enclosures will be built. 

14. Application has been made for iiiTormation respecting the general level of the 
town with a view to commence the drainage of suoh parts as stand in most need. A 
comprehensive scheme of drainage for the whole town is quite beyond what present local 
funds can afford^ but it is proposed yc.ar by year to carry out smaller works as funds become 
available, these being parts of a general plan of drainage to be kept in view. 

15. The clcausiug of some of the large stone tanks in the town has been considered^ 
and funds are set apart in the current yearns budget for this work. The magnificent 
Nurrendro tank is the largest and best, and is much resorted to for drinking and bathing. 
Ileing the chief drinking source, it should be kept as clean as possible. The remaining three 
tanks are less advantageously situated for cleaiisin‘j* and flu^bing. I fear very large sums of 
money will be recpiind to cleanse them satisfactorily; they are siirronndid by high bunds, 
and arc 80 to 100 feet below snrrou ding level. Two of the three eaiinot at all be flushed. 
It can scarcely be expected that all these should be kept clean at public expense. 

1(5. The Ppjnulla connected with the templ^' is a permanent nnisanee. It is a large 
cistern into which the rice water of the temple is allowed to How. The large quantity of 
Mahaproskad that is made, occasions a great flow of this water from the temple cook-rooms. 
The fermentation and stench that occur are a great nuisauee to ])eoplc passing this large 
thoroughfare and living in the neighbourhood. The llajali, as far as I am aware, was 
permitted to build the cistern on the understanding he would keep it clean and free from 
nuisance. Great laxity however oceiirrcd in this duty during the past year, although several 
warnings were scut by the Magistrate and Health Ollicer. 

17. Another matter requiring K guhition is the large number of bulls and cows that 
are allowed to wander round about tlie temple and larger slrec?ts. The danger and obstruc- 
tion that they cause during ordinary times is bad enough ; but in the Rtit/i and other large 
festivals the furious manner in which they force their way through crowds is simply painful 
to witness ; people are knocked down, and sometimes gored, by the excited and frightened 
animals. Some system is required to compass this evil ; the town police are either unable 
or unwilling to efleet it. If a perwaunah is scut on the subject, their zeal lusts but a lew 
days, for the nuisance soon gains its former bulk.

The suggestion made in paragraph 7 of your letter under reply should no; be lost sight 
of. The funds of endow'ments charged with the repair of tanks, &c., should be looked to 
and appropriated in order to carry out tlic necessary cleansing and repairs wiihout indenting 
on the funds raised under the Act. 

1 am also to request you to be so good as to report wlictlicr any action under section 
XXXIX is proposeil to he taken by you in view to extending the Act to the great camping 
places of pilgrims on tlic Pooree road. 

The acknowledgments of the Lieutenant Governor sliould lie conveyed to Dr. W. D. 
Stewart, the late Health Officer of Pooree, fur the services rendered by him.

I HAVE the honor to subrnit my annual administration report of the Ranaghat munici- 
pality for the year 1871-72, together with a statement of actual receipts and disbursements 
i'orthei same year. 


Constitution. 

At the beginning of the year the municipal body consisted of seventeen members, 
including the ex-officio members. 
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8. The following^ cbaDges occurred duringr the year under report, viz. Baboo Srigopal Pal 
Chowdhuri and his brother Baboo Brojendro Qopal Pal Chowdhuri, two of the most zealous 
and energetic Commissioners, died ; and Baboo Tarabillash Mitter, late MoonsilF of Kanaghat, 
also a valuable member, left the station in consequence of his transfer. Only one new member 
was added to the body by the appointment of Baboo Surendranath Pal Chowdhuri in September 
lust. 

Meetings and Attendance of the Commissioneks. 

4. Seven of the thirteen meetings called during the year were regularly attended, of 
these—

Receipts and Expenditure, 

•5. The total receipts of the past year amounted to Rs. 7,0?()-3.6, against Rs. 7,272-11-3 
of the preceding year. The house tax yielded Rs. 3 509 8 3 ; the ferry, Rs. 2,556-7 ; the 
pound, Rs. G81-6 ; and the license fees, fines, &c., Rs. 278.14-3. Tlie annexed account shows a 
little decrease in the receipts as compared with those (»f the previous year. This may he attri- 
buted to the cflects of the last iniindalion, which caused great disaster. About Rs. 370 of the 
ferry rent had to be remitted to the farmer in (joesideiation of the loss sustained by him. 
There was also some decreapc in the house tax owing to the same cause. 

6. The total expenditure during the year was Rs, 0,410-7.8, leaving a balance of 
Ks. 904-6-0 at the end of the year.

Roads Metalled. 

The following important roads, in all I of a mile in length, were newly metalled

The uninetallcd portion of the Park Street and portions of the Park Street, Pal 
Chowdhuri Street, and the sub-division road, were re-metailed. Besides these the metalling of 
the Sui'uck Road, about half a mile in length, has been taken in hand about the end of the year. 

Tanks. 

8. No new tank was excavated during the year under review. About Rs. 875 were laid 
out in constructing piieca drains, and in sloping and turfing the emhaiikmeni.uround the tank 
excavated in the prreeding year. This tank, while it supplies water to nearly one-fourth of 
the lowns.people, will also yield an income to the municipality from proceeds of fishery. 

Kutciia Roads, 

9. The kutcha roads were much in the same state as in the previous year, and repairs 
were effected at places most needed. ' 

Drainage. 

10. In my annual report for 1808 09, 1 n-rnarked that the system of drainage then in 
vogue in this town was not in accordance with any scientific principle, nnd that the accumula- 
tion of rain water at places caused malaria. I am glad to state that during the year the muni- 
cipality directed its attention to this important subject, and a drainage committee, consisting 

of the members noted in the margin, was appointed during 
the last rainy season in order to examine the existing 
drains and water-courses and to report on the best 'i^ystem 
of drainage that they might suggest. They unanimously 
condemned the present system of connecting the draiua 
with the nearest tanks and ditches, and reeummended river 
Irainagc. Tlie drainage scheme proposed by the committee in their final report is very expeii- 
}ive and cannot therefore be completed in one year, owing to the limited income of the 
municipality ; the w^ork, however, has been taken up. 

11. In accordance with the suggestions of the committee two culverts were constructed 
luring the year, — one at the junction of the De Chowdhuri and Park Streets, and the other at 
that of the Pal Chowdlmri Siivet and Amlakitola Lane. Several other temporary cross-drains 
were erected during the Iasi rainy season for the speedy outlet of water, which will have to be 
replaced by masonry ones before the setting in oi the rains. Of the three maiu pucka drains

CoNSBIlYANCY. 

12. The town was. throughout the year neat and clean, and very few notices had to be 
issued for jungle cutting.

Arboriculture. 

13. About 150 new trees were planicd during the past year, which, as well as tliose 
planted in previous years, were in a flourishing condition during the year under report. 

(’ensus. 

14. A general census of the town was taken under Government orders on the 22nd 

January last. The result shows a total population of 8,857, of whom 2,970 were adult males, 
3,571 females, 1,252 hoys, and 1,058 girls, distributed over 2,234 houses. This gives an average 
of nearly four inmates to a The population according to tlic experimental census of 

1869 was 7,4(>2, which shows an increase of about 1,400 in three years, or nearly 500 per annum, 
Bahoo Snre.ndranath Pal (/howdliuri, to whom the supervision of the census was entrusted, 
acquitted himself satisfactorily in supeiintendiug the operations. 

Sanitary Condition. 

15. If to judge of the healthiness or otherwise of a place, the result of its mortuary 

returns may be taken as a fair criterion, Kanaglvit was less healthy last year as compared with 
the prevkiis years. The total number of deaths during the year was 139 or 1*5 per cent., 
against 91 1*04 per cent, of the preceding year. The greatest number of deaths was from 

fever. This increase in the rate of mortality is ascribed to the dampness caused by the late 
iDandatM |09 RS will appear from the circumstance that there were only 29 deaths from April 
^ A whereas the number of deaths I’roni September to March was 110, Cholera broke out 

peceiftbftr last and carried oif 2 1 persons. Measures were adopted to put a stop to its 
progress, and it disaf)peared in the latter pirt of January. In the iriontli of November last a 
vaccinator was appointed by the municipality for vaceinaiing the children of the towns-people, 
and he vaccinated 252 boys and girls in the two months during which he was retained. 

Working of tiik Bye-Laws. 

• 

16. The total number of persons sumrnoued for breach of the munieifial laws were 49, of 
whom 35 were fined, 4 warned, (> iiequittcJ, and 4 remained under trial at the close of 
the year. Of the 35 cases instituted during the past year, Baboo Cliundcr Mohun Das tried 
10, the Vice-Ohairman 8, Baboo Dwarkaiialh Pal Chowdhuri 7, Baboo Radhamoi De Chow- 
dhuri 3, Baboo Brojendro Gopal Pal Chowdhuri 2, and Baboo Rakhal I) is Mullickl, and 
four cases were pending at the close of the year. Some didiculty was experienced in the speedy 
disposal of the cases in consequence of some of the Commissioners failiiig to attend punctually 
to hear the cases made over to them. It is in contemplation to make some satisfactory arrange- 
ment in this matter during the current year. 

General Remarks. 

17. On the whole, considering the disasters occasioned by the floods and cattle murrain, 
the town may be said to have fared better than the surrounding places. It presents a neat 
appearance and sickness is scarce, while there is no accumulation of dirt or filth anywhere. 

During tfae past year a notable instance of the proverbial loyalty of the Hindoos 
was displayed by the people of Hanaghat on the occasion of the visit 
Viceroy to this place in one of his shooting excursions. At a very short nottee mi the inhabit- 
ants, both males and females, came out to greet Ills Excellency and gave him a reception in 
true native style, which was a source of much gratification to Ilis Exctdlency. Again, when 
the sad and melancholy ii»telligence of the foul assassinatiem of the late Viceroy reached Rana- 
ghat; the whole town wore a gluomy aspect. The bazars and shops were closed, and all rejoic- 
ings and merry-makings slopped for the time being. The people held public meetings to 
express their grief and sympathy, and voted addresses of condolence to the Government of 
India and to Iler Excellency the Countess of Mayo. The people were also not backward in 
manifesting their loyally on the day of the general thanksgiving fur the recovery of liis 
Royal Highness the Prince of Wales.

In obedience to the instructions of His Honor the Lieutenant- 
*Governor of Bengal, I have the honor to submit a plan for the introduction of 
^practical science into the schools below the Entrance standard. 

I have, with His Honor’s permission, transferred to Mr. Scott the prepa- 
ration of a similar plan for colleges between the Entrance and First Arts to 
rank parallel with the present course in colleges. The report on a plan for 
an agricultural college after the B.A. examination I would respectfully ask 
leave to postpone till I receive the latest information of the state of the 
Cirencester Agricultural College and of the colleges for agriculture in Germany 
and France. My information about school farms and agricultural colleges is 
chiefly obtained from the valuable but voluminous American publications 
by Barnard. 

1 take advantage of the opportunity afforded by this letter to show how 
physical and applied science are taught in the schools of Germany and other 
countries, and to siiggest Yneaaures for the instruction of our schoolmasters 
in physical science, so that teachers may bo ready when these subjects are 
introduced into our school course. 

I also show that the Calcutta University, by insisting on Sanskrit or a 
classical Wnjruage as an obligatory .subject at the First Arts examination, 
practically causes tiic postponement of scientific instruction till after that 
examination, arid shuts out the great majority of students from all knowledge 
of the natural and physical sciences, — a result unfortunate in itself and 
antagonistic to the views announced in convocation by several Vice-Chancellors, 
and especially by Sir Henry Maine and by Mr. E. C. Baylcy. 

The natio-nal importance of schools for technical instruction in agriculture, 
and in other industries, is clearly demonstrated in Mr. Scott Russell’s recent 
book on technical education. In this book he recommends that the British 
Parliannmt should institute a college with subordinate schools after the model 
of the Polyteclinic Institution at Zurich, the yearly cost of these institutions 
being five millions of pounds sterling (five hundred lakhs of rupees) a year. 
When Bishop Cotton made an application for a large grant-in-aid in a form 
that might become a precedent for other grants, the Hon’blc Ashley Eden, then 
Secretary to the Bengal Government, remarked tliat the Bishop was putting in 
the thick end of the wedge. For the same cause Mr. Scott Russell’s scheme 
is deemed impracticable, but it is less in proportion to national expenditure in 
Great Britain than the cost of the Zurich Polytechnic to the total expenditure 
of the canton. 

Germany many years ago recognized the principle that education in its 
four forms, of primary education in village schools, of secondary in the higher 
schools, of sup(uior in the colleges, and of technical in its practical schools and 
polytechnic colleges, lay at. the root of national greatness, and it steadily 
maintained its course, till we see now the triumphant result. 

The opposition to practical science which recently has been strongly 
^Tj^pssed ia Lqwer Bengal perhaps arises from an inadequate or erroneous 
notion of its scope and tendency. There is at the present time a desire in 
Bengal for national elevation, and it is believed by many that this result will 
be achieved solely by high education. If any proposal be considered adverse 
to the progress of the natiqn in intclligenco and mental culture, it is vigorously 
resisted. Unfortunately some influential Hindod gentlemen have accepted the 
opinion that the study of practical science will deteriorate the character of our 
colleges and ultimately diminish national intelligence. The belief is honestly 
entertained, and tliLxefore deserves to bo carefully considered. Perhaps the 
best way to combat the erroneous impression is to show that nnnnsitA 
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opinions regarding practical science are entertained by the profoundest philo- 
sophers and most patriotic politicians of the most intelligent nations in the 
world. 

Hindoo gentlemen will unhesitatingly acknowledge the earnest patriotism 
and farsighted policy of German statesmen ; and when such men advocate most 
strenuously a course of instruction in practical science as one of the chief 
elements of a nation’s strength, our politicians may perhaps reconsider their 
argument that such instruction will be a cause of weakness to Bengal. ^ 

In 1863 the Emperor of the Erench appointed a commission of distinguished, 
scientific men to examine and report on technical instruction in Germany and 
Switzerland. Tlie commission was received by the Governments of both 
these countries with distinguished courtesy, and every facility afforded to its 
members to obtain the information they desired. Tlie report of the commission 
to the Emperor was considered by tlie British Ministry so valuable?, that 
it was translated into English and laid before both Houses of Parliament in 1869. 
At page 24i of the translation of this report occurs a passage of almost prophetic 
warning to the Erencli peo])le. They arc told by the commission that the day 
is not far distant wlien Germany, joining to the low price of labor and to the 
Irugal habits of its inhabitants all the resources of scieiic(% will become for our 
industry a rival as formidable as the ^ne which, on the other shore of the 
channel, has hitherto most occupied our attention.'’ The passage for other 
reasons also is so impt^rtant that I beg permission to quote it in extenso. 

Page 24.— At the Zurich Polytechnic Scliool there is a division of this kind, to which 
are adniiuetl, either as students or free auditors, all who desire to follow tl\e scientitie courses 
properly so called, and in this division lectures are also given on almost every branch of human 
knowied<?«. 

‘^Notwithstanding these reflections, which .*iro espoeinlly dictated by the interest and 
esteem inspired by these establishmcmts, it is only fair to acknowledge that this high order of 
instruction, carried on at the great number of polytechnic institutions founded in Germany 
within the last thirty years, has powerfully contributed to tlie development of a taste for 
profound scienlilie studies, and for the application of science to all branches of the public 
service and to industry. We had been made aware of this pmgress some years before, by the 
remarkable publications which appeared bryond the Rhine on all these questions, and what we 
have seen has only confinned the inferences we had drawn from an examination of the works 
mentioned. In this roRpect GeriDany appears to us to have made, as regards the diffusion of 
the sciences, and particularly their application to the r<*quiromenls of public works, arts, and 
industry, far more rapid progress than England ; and it is important that France sliould 
seriously consider this matter, for tiie day is pcrliaps not far distant when Germany, joining 
to the low price of labor and to the frugal habits of ils inhabitants all the resources of science, 
will become for our industry a rival as formidable as the one which, on the other shore of the 
channel, has hitherto most occupied our atteuticn.^^ 

At page 27 the same idea is repeated. 

Evidently the whole of the German States have made, for the diffusion of physical and 
mathematical sciences, as well as for their application to the public services and to industry, 
very considerable sacriticos, whicli cannot fail to produce great effect on the progress both of 
science and industry * * * Our most celebrabjd geometricians of the Academy 

of Sciences are aware of this, and for sometime past they have been struck vvitn the great 
scientitie movement observed in Germany, as we have ourselves been by the progress made in 
teaching the applied sciences.'^ 

The atteuliou of educated Hindoo gentlemen may be directed to the facts 
here mentioned that the Zurich Polytechnic School gives lectures on “ almost 
every branch of human ki\ovvledge that in Germany a t/reat number of 
polytechnic institutes for instruction in practical science have been four^.<»^ 
during the last tliirty years ; that they give a ki{/h order of instructnin ; that they 
ins])ire the peojdc, and that people Germans, n irli iak'res^ a.t\d esieetn ; that they 
have developed a taste for profound sciew <<//<? and for the application 

of scioiice to all branchee oj Ike public service vcod to iudustri/, and for these ends 
the Germati jteople Lave made great pecuniary sacrifices. 

It is the wish of the ilon’ble the lieutenant- Governor to open such a 
means of national greatness to the people of Bengal. There must be a bogin- 
ning of everything. The Eomans had a proverb that he "wbo would carrv an 
ox must first bhouider a calf. Just in the same way the nation that would 
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have a German polytechnic college, must first begin with the primary studifs 
of such a college, and those studies, as we shall see further on, are drawin" 
and the constant application to practical ends of such a knowledge of matbe^ 
matics as has been obtained. 

Centuries before England become a nation, Navadwip (Nuddea) was a seat 
of Sanskrit learning. The questions debated by school men of the middle 
ages in Europe wore then, and still are, discussed at Navadwip. A discussion 
between students of rival schools was carried on some years ago before 
Professor Cowell and myself. Tlie thesis was this : A prohibition is the 
command for the non-existence of a certain action. Now there arc three kinds 
of non-existence, namely, prior non-cxistcnce, as of an eartlion pot before its 
carlh is made into a pot ; or embrgont non-existence, when the pot is broken 
and its earth returned again to dust ; or absolute non-existence, as when the 
earth is not made into a pot at all. Of these three kinds of non-existence, 
which is the one involved in a prohibition, the order for the non-existence of a 
certain action ? 

Th'^ question was discussed with intense animation and with admirable 
dialectic skill. 

Discussions about questions of practical utility are never heard at 
Navadwip, for with Hindoo philosophers the mind is everything and the body 
nothing. It may be dduhied whether our colleges and schools have not 
insensibly given way to this tendency of the oriental mind by assigning too 
great importance to language and m('t{i})hysics and too lirth; importanco to 
physical and practical science, and whether this defect has not been strengthened 
ratlmr than removed by the action cf the University. 

Since the debate at NavadAvip 1 have often thought what a vast difference 
would be seen in liengnl if the keen intellect devotcnl for thousands of years 
to the discussion ot questions of non-cxisteneo and similar subtilties had been 
directed to practical questions of every-day life, such as, how can wo till our 
lauds so as to produce heavier crops ; how can we select our seed so as to yield 
sweeter rice ; how can we brt'cd and feed our cows so as to get more milk ; 
how can wo graft our mangoes so as to have liner fruit. If to these and to 
similar questions about irrigation, drainage, manures, the rotation of crops, 
farming implements, the economy of labour, &c., the iniclltrct of IJengal were 
devoted, the country, instead of standing still, as it has done, for a thousand 
years, would be changed in its aspect in a single generation. Jt is never too 
late to mend. Students in our schools and colleges arc for the first time 
invitfjd to cease from unravelling metaphysical puzzles and from criticisms on 
poetry, and are asked to a})ply their intellect to the advancement of, their 
country in physical well-being. Their mathematical studies have hitherto been 
used solely as a means of mental training ; it is noAv proposed that they not 
only serve the same purpose, but also be applied to useful ends. 

To show how applied soicnc(i is taught in the schools of Germany and 
France, I will take as my guide tlicrej)orts of Mr. Matthew Arnold, one of Her 
Majesty’s Inspectors of Schools. He is an accomplished scholar, a poet, and 
an energetic advocate of classical studies as the moans of mental culture. 
When such a champion of the classical system of education recognizes the 
national importance of instruction in applied sciences, his testimony is worthy 
of deep consideration. His report on secondary education in Germany, France, 
-Italy* Switzerland, is found in volume VI of the School Inquiry Commission. 
It touches on more than one point interesting to us at the present time in 
Eengal. For example, on the question of municipalities Mr, Arnold writes — 

“ Paffe 624. — But what is the capital difficulty in the way of obligatory instruction 
or indeed any national system of instruction in this country ? It is this, that the public 
school for the people must rest upon the municipal organization of the country. In Prance, 
Germany, Italy, and Switzerland, the public elementary school has, and exists by having, the 
Commune and the tnunioipul government of the Commune ns its (oiindations, and it could not 
exist without them. But we in England (Bengal?) liave our municipal organization slill 
to get * * The real preliminary to an effective system of popular education is in fact 

to provide the country witli an effitetivo municipal organization, and here then is at the outset 

ail illustrutiuD of whut I said that modci'ii societies need a civil or>;anizution which is modern.” 
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It ought, however, in fairness to be added that Mr. Arnold is contending 
against the school for the working classes being the school which the clerify- 
inan, or the squire, or the mill-owner calls “ my school.” He desires to bring 
instruction more under the control of Government, and not less. Hence it is 
by no means certain that ho would disapprove of the purely Government 
system of management which we now have in Bengal. 

To return, however, to the subject of applied science. Mr. Arnold, at page 
627 of the same blue book, writes: “ The Swiss and Germans aver, if you question 
them as to the benefit they have got from their Bealschulrn and Polytechnicums 
(schools and colleges for instructions in physical and practical science), that in 
every part of the world their men of business trained in those schools are 
beating the English when they meet on equal terms as to capital, and that 
when English capital, as so often happens, is superior, the advantage of the 
Swiss or the German in instruction tends, more and more to balance this 
superiority. M r. Buruy, the French Minister of Public Instruction, confirms 
this averment, not as against England, but generally by saying that all over 
the continent the young North German, or the young Swiss of Zurich or Basle, 
is seizing, by reason of his better instruction, a confidence and a command in 
business which the young men of no other nation can dispute with him.” 

Even in India wc see that the posts of scientific advisers concerning 
telegraphic operations are “ seized by Germans.” 

A perusal of mod(?rn scholastic literature, whether French, German, 
American, or English, will convince the most incredulous that schools for 
instruction in applied science are an essential element of national elevation. 

As an instance how ‘coming events cast their shadows before,* I quote 
another passage from Mr. Arnold, written before the last French war. “ We, in 
England, having done marvels by the rule of thumb, are still inclined to dis- 
believe in the paramount importance in whatever department of any other. And 
yet in Germany every one will tell you that the exjdanation of the late 
astonishing achievements of Prussia is simply that every one concerned in them 
had thoroughly learnt his business on the best plan by which it was possible to 
teach it to him. Jn nothing do England and the continent at the present 
moment more strikingly difler than in the prominence which is now given to 
the idea of science there, and the neglect in which this idea still lies hereJ’ 

Having thus endeavoured to clear away some of the doubt and distrust 
which has temporarily clouded the excellent proposal to pay more attention to 
applied science, I will proceed to explain briefly how science is taught in 
Germany, France, and America. 

A whole treatise on the subject might be compiled from the blue book of 
the French savans, and from the reports laid before Parliament by the School 
Inquiry Oommission. 

In Germany secondary education is carried on in schools of two kinds, — one 
is the Gymnasium, or classical school, whose highest aspiration is the 
Wiaaenaohaftlichp Oeiat, of which Mr. Arnold is so fond ; and the other is the 
BeaUchule, the modern school, where the national demand for instruction in 
natural, physical, and applied science, is met by allotting to science part of the 
time given in the Gymnasium to classics. It should, however, qlways be 
remembered that the Gymnasium in its critical study of classical authors does 
not neglect science, neither does the Bealschule neglect language. 

Anxious as Lana to see a Realanhule in full work in Bengal, I shouiH^at 
present simply adpo have tlie science course of the Gymnasium introduced 
into some, notinlSr all, the higher schools of Bengal. When a Hindoo father is 
allowed his choice between Sanskrit and scienci*, and feels no compulsion from 
without restricting the freedom of his selection, I think that in the long run 
science, if well taught, and if encouraged at first by rewards, will have a better 
chance of success than Sanskrit. The real patriot. Ham Mohun Roy, though he 
knew Sanskrit, objected to the rising generation of his day spending oh that 
language time far better devoted to science, and a large section of the 
Calcutta public, headed by Dr. Mohendralal Sircar, hold similar views. 
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The course of the Gymnasium and of the Beahchule is one of nine years, 
but pupils do not enter till the age of 9 or 10 after receiving elementary 
instruction elsewhere, and they leave at 18 or 19. Both schools are divided 
into six classes, of which the lower two, sexta and quinta (classis), form the 
lower division of the school, and the two middle classes, quarta and tertia, the 
middle division, and the two highest classes, aecunda and prima, the upper 
division. In the lower division the course occupies two years in both schoo^ n, 
■ in the middle division it occupies three years in the Gymnasium and four yearj in 
; *fhe Jtealachule, and in the upper division four years in the Gymnasium and three 
''in the Beahchule. As the pupil has been two or three years under instruction 
before he enters the Gymnasium, and as promotion from the middle to the 
upper division cannot be obtained without passing a stringent examination, it 
is prohablo that nearly the same length of time is occupied in getting through 
each division. The course of the Gymnasiummearly rcjiresents that of a high 
school in Bengal, except that German teachers are sounder scholars than those 
W'e find here. The upper and lower sections of ih.Q prima classis of the Gymnasium 
answer to our first and second year’s classes in college, the two sections of 
seennda to our Entrance and preparatory classes, and the two sections of 
iertia to the third and fourth classes of a higher school, and quarta to the fifth 
class. The remaining tw'o years of the Gymnasium and the two or three years of 
jirevious instruction represent the remaining four years of our higher school 
and the small time spent on instruction previously received. The great 
Ahiturienten Examen on leaving prima answers to our First Arts examin- 
ation, the examinations in passing from secunda to prima and from tertia 
to secunda answer to our entrance and minor scholarship examinations. 
Hence the term upper school' or department to rei»rcsent the first two 
classes of a zillal school, middle school or department to represent the next 
three classes, and loioer school or department to represent the last four 
classes, arc divisions which w'ould bring our schools as regards age, time, and 
progress, into something like concord with those of German schools below their 
prima class. Useful hints might then be obtained by comparing our time-tables 
with those of Germany. Another reason for adopting the terms is that our 
great public schools in England are divided into upper, middle, and lower schools. 
These terms are moreover already current in Bengal, and only a slight restric- 
tion in the lower limit of their scope, the upper limit remaining unaltered, will 
be required to enable Government and the public to gather from our school 
statisiics more exact notions of the general progress of education than is now 
possible, and to compare tins progress with that of schools in Europe. The first 
two classes of our present “ higher" class school should be called the upper 
school, the next three classes tho middle school, and the last four the lower 
school. Similarly, in a middle class English institution educating up to the 
minor scholarship examination, tho first three classes should be called the 
middle school, and the last four classes the lower school. Our statistics 
should show tho number of boys in each school or department. I should 
prefer the term upper to higher, because by our present nomenclature we 
advance from a middle to a higher school, and then onw'ards from a higher to 
a high school. TKat tho high school should be higher than the higher school, or 
that higher should mean lotoer, is an inversion of tho order of the meaning of 
words that ought to he avoided. 

The official definition of a “mi^’dlc” school is a school that teaches in its 
‘*?iighest clas® the standard of the third class in a “ higher” school ; and accord- 
ingly minor scholarships, designed to assist the best pupils of the middle 
schools on their way to the “ entrance,” are made tenable for two years. In 
^practice, however, it has been found that owing to defective grounding the 
minor scholar takes three years, instead of two in reaching tho “entrance.” 
This difference between theory aiffi practice must be allowed for in the proposed 
classification of schools. 

Our present classification is one of schools only, but by the proposed 
division into departraon! > it. w'ould become a classificatiou of scholars as well 
as of schools. For ex;in'ii!c, instead of estimating the higher class aided school 
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of 168 boys at Bibadpur as “moderate,” 
separately stated —

If the highest course of each department be marked by standards similar to 
those knoum in Europe, if promotion from one dejiartmcnt to another bti/^ 
determined by a stringent examination, and if the results of these examinations 
be published. Government knowing the number of pupils in each department 
will have as much serviceable information about a school as could be collected 
by the intricate system of Bombay standards. 

In the Gymnasium tbotime bf school woi*k is usually about 32 hours in the 
week, the lowest class having only 28 hours. Latin has ten hours in all classes 
below and eight inprima; Greek begins in quarto, and heneeforth has 

six hours a week ; the mother-tongue has two hours a week in all classes below 
prima and three inprima, but in the lower classes it is always taught in connec- 
tion with Latin, and by the same teacher, and some of the time devoted to Latin 
is necessarily given to German. Arithmetic and mathematics have four hours 
a week in prima and eecunda, three in ieriio, quarto, and quinta, and four in 
the lowest class. 

French begins and has three hours a week in quarto, and two hours in all 
the classes above. 

Geograplxy and history have two hours a week in the lower division, and 
henceforward three hours. The natural scicmccs have two hours a week in 
prima, one in secunda, and generally two in other classes. 

Drawing is a part of regular school work in all classes, and writing is 
taught in the lower division, each subject having two hours a week. 

Religious instruction is given for two hours a week in the upper and 
middle divisions, and for three hours in the lower divisions. All the boys learn 
singing and gymnastics, but these subjects are not taught in the regular school 
hours. If in Bengal we were to adopt this arrangement, substituting English 
for Latin, and Sanskrit for Greek, omitting religious instruction and French, 
the hours of instruction would thus be similar to those of a thoroughly 
classical school.

If we were to give to arithmetic and mathematics a largo portion, and to \ 
history and geography a small portion, of tho time here allotted in the upper 
and middle schools to natural science, drawing, and the mother-tongue, wo 
should obtain tho time-table observed by many schools in Bengal. This fact 
shows that our schools are really classical schools, but by our neglect of 
natural and physical science and of drawing they are more restricted in their 
course than the German Gymnasium, the cream of classical schools in Europe. 
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It would be very desirable that the Senate of the University should turn its 
attention to this fact, for the narrowness and inflexibility of the present course 
is much to be regretted. 

It would take too much space to extract the whole course of a Gymna- 
sium. I quote only the routine for history and geography, mathematics, 
drawing, and the physical and natural sciences. It is interesting to observe 
that the course in geography shows the reason why tlic Gorman officer knew 
more about the hills and valleys of the Vosges than the frenchman himself.

E ucation in onoc. much discussion, and more than one change has 

been made in the course of the higher public schools, the JjyceeSt to meet the 
demand for instruction in science. I quote from Mr. Arnold’s report the 
tollotring passages to show that France as well as Qermany feels the necessity 
of a course of instruction in applied science : — 

“ Still in the body of society there spreads a growing disbelief in Latin 
and Greek, at any rate as at present taught; a growing disposition to make 
■raaodern languages and the natural sciences take their places. I remark this in 
Germany as well as in France; and in Germany too, as in France, the move- 
ment is in nowise due to the school authorities, and is rather in their despite 
and against their advice and testimony.” 

“ In France, as elsewhere, an important sign of the times is the dissatis- 
faction with the predominance and omnipresence of Latin and Greek in secon- 
dary sinstruction. The greatest lover of the classics must admit that the 
modern spirit shows a certain hostility to them. It was required for the sons of 
a new class of professional men, not socially inferior to the members of the 
liberal professions, to provide schools of equal rank with the classical schools. 
To elfect this, two parallel courses of secondary instruction have been formed, — 
a secondary instruction in nrts and sciences for boys destined to agriculture, 
commerce, i)r manufactures ; a secondary instruction in classics for boys 
destined to the so-called liberal professions. The two courses are to be of 
equal rank, held in the same institutions, and furnished with the same 
encouragements. The teachers of the one are to enjoy an equal position, and to 
offer eqi?al guarantees, with those oP the other.” 

“ The new legislation therefore unites in the public schools the classical 
and non-classical pupils in the same buildings, under the same Government, 
hut gives the non-classical pupils separate lessons and separate professors.” 

” The French lay the greatest stress on the importance of teaching the 
natural sciences, and regard mathematics as secondary to this object.” 

“ Drawing and singing are likewise obligatory matters in the French 
Lyctics, and are not paid for as extras. Two hours a week are on the average 
given to each. Drawing is taught as a matter of science, not of amusement, 
and the {)upil is carried through a strict course from outline up to ornament 
and model drawing.” 

It will not Ik> necessary to give the time-table of the French Government 
secondary schools, the Lyceea. These Lycees are more entirely Government 
schools than any institution in India. The Minister of Instruction in Paris 
can tell at any minute of the day on what lino of a classical author, or on what 
rule in arithmetic, any boj of the 50,000 pupils of the seventy-^our Lyodes is 
engaged. 

The great importance given to drawing both in the classical and modern 
departments deserves especial notice. The superiority of the German system 
of free-hand drawing over the French system is a matter of reiterated lamen- 
tation in the reports of the French savam, 

Ih American schools and <!olloges, classics are not taught with the precision 

attained either in Germany, France, or England ; 
mathematics and applied science command a 
great share of attention. As might be expected in an undeveloped country, 
surveying rises*in importance and becomes one of the branches of college 
education and of univtirsity examination. 

^ Mr. Fraser, in his book on schools in America and Canada, shows that the 
course of secondary educativ)n is more practical than in England. After trigo- 
nometry comes its application to surveying, mensuration, navigation, and 
astronomical calculations. Drawing and singing are essential portions of the 
course. ' Physical exercises also are essential in the primary schools. 

As iu America so also in Scotland, practical science assumes an import- 
ance unknown in our English schools.

In voluihe VI of the School Inquiry Oommission, at page 66, D. E. Fearon, 
Esq., V..A.., one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Schools, writes regarding secon- 
dary education in Scotland : ** The teaching in mechanics is sometimes excellent, 
and generally the mathematical teaching has a practical tendencff (as at Ferth 
and Dollar academies), which 1 think has gone a long way towards making 
the Scotch people cucceccful men.” 

In Bengal when an attempt is originated, by giving a practical tendency 
to the school work, to qualify the student to become a successful man, the people 
resent it as an injury. A review of recent educational movements in the most 
civilized countries of the world establishes the fact, that schools in Beng^ 
compared with good schools in other countries, have neglected the study of applied 
and physical science, and that measures should be taken to remedy this defect. 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor has already commenced to apply the remedy 
by sanctioning a civil service course in. which surveying and engineering occupy 
a high position. Such parts of these subjects as may be studied without 
trigonometry can be at once introduced into the school routine of the schools 
where teachers of these subjects are available. I would also strongly recom- 
mend that efforts be made to teach drawing as a regular subject of study in all 
our schools. Drawing educates the eye and becomes as it were the grammar 
to the study of sciences of observation and experiment. Dr. Webb of Calcutta 
continually found with regret that his skill in drawing was inadequate to 
record well and rapidly the singular cases that came under his treatment. 
Sir William O’Shaughnessy, in his designs for conducting the telegraph, 
experienced the same hindrance. Every student in the Medical College would 
find his note-book ten times more valuable if he could sketch clearly and 
rapidly the forms in anatomy, botany, and physiology that daily demand 
his attention. Even in chemistry, to recollect the shape of instruments and 
the arrangement of apparatus, a few strokes of the pencil as a sketch are of 
more assistance than pages of writing. The engineer of course cannot stir a 
step without his drawings. A soldier who can strike out rapidly a contour 
view of the country is a far more useful member of the army than one who 
can only describe his impressions, as thp late French war has sufficiently 
demonstrated. The mercliant, manufacturer, and shop-keeper, are concerned 
with drawing when they have to deal with questions of patterns and designs. 
The ribbon manufacturers of Coventry looked on stupidly while Zurich was 
giving lectures in design and tissues, and only awoke to the importance of 
what was done there on finding their own trade annihilated and themselves 
beggars. 

Every school teacher ought to know, and every Prussian teacher does 
know, drawing. What the difference is between the geography lesson com- 
plained of by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal as useless and 
lifeless, and the lesson taught by a man who can draw and whose heart is in 
the work, is well shown by Horace Mann in his description of a geography 
lesson in Germany. 

“ The teacher stood by the blackboard with the clralk in his hand. After 
casting his eyes over the class to see that all were ready, he struck at the 
middle of the board with a rapidity of hand which my eye could hardly 
follow ; he made a series of those short, divergent lines or shadings employed by 
map-engravers to represent a chain of mountains. He had scarcely turned an 
angle or shot off a spur, when the scholars began to cry out Carpathian 
Mountains, Hungary, Black Forest Mountains, Wurteraberg, Giants’ Mountains 
(Riesen-gebirgei, Silesia, Metallic Mountains (Erz-gebirge), Pino Mountains 
(Fichtel-gebirge), Central Mountains (Mettel-"ebirge), Bohemia, &c., &c. 

“In less than half a minute the ridge of that grand central elevation 
which separates the w'aters that flow north-west into the German Ocean from 
those that flow north into the Baltic and south-east into tlie Black Sea was 
presented to view, executed almost as beautifully as an engraving. A dozen 
crinkling strokes made in the twinkling of an eye represented the head w aters 
of the great rivers which flow in different directions from that mountain range, 
while the children, almost as eager and excited as though they had actually 
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seen the torrents dashing down the mountain sides, cried out, I^nube, Elbe, 
Vistula, Oder, &c. The next moment 1 heard a succession of small strokes 
or taps, so rapid as to be almost indistittguishable, and hardly had my 
eye time to discern a large number of dots made along the margins of 
the rivers, when the shout of lintz, Vienna, Prague, Dresden, Berlin, &c., 
struck my ear. At this point in the exercise, the spot which bad been 
occupied on the blackboard was nearly a circle, of which the starting 
point, or place where the teacher first began, was the centre; but now a 
few additional strokes around the circumference of the incipient continent, 
^extended the mountain ranges outwards toward the plains; the children 
responding the names of the countries in which they respectively lay. 
With a few more flourishes U»e rivers flowed onwards towards their several 
terminations, and by another succession of dots, new cities sprang up along 
their banks. By this time the children had become as much excited as though 
they had been present at a world-making. They rose in their seats; they 
flung out both hands ; their eyes kindled, and their voices became almost 
vociferous as they cried out the names of the different places, which, under the 
magic of the teacher’s crayon, rose into the view. Within ten minutes from 
the commencement of the lesson there stood upon the blackboard a beautiful 
map of Germany, with its mountains, principal rivers and cities, the coast of 
the German ocean, of the. Baltic and the Black Sous, and all so accurately 
proportioned, that I think only slight errors would have been found had it 
been subjected to the test of a scale of miles. A part of this time was taken 
up in correcting a few mistakes of the pupils, for the teacher’s mind seemed 
to be in his car as well as in his hand ; and notwithstanding the astonishing 
celerity of his movements, he detected erroneous answ'crs and turned round to 
correct them. The rest of the recitation consisted in questions and answers 
respecting productions, climate, soil, animals,” &c., &c. 

Not only in geography, but to illustrate other lessons, the art of drawing is 
useful. Students even in high classes of our colleges have been found terribly 
at a loss to understand diagrams in solid geometry. They are ignorant of 
perspective, and are non-plussod at seeing right-anglc.s appear acute or obtuse. 
The diagrams draw'n >)y students of our norm:il schools are sometimes detest- 
al>le, more fit to bew'ildcr than to enlighten a pupil. 

For instruction in draning, surveying, and engineering, we -ought to 
give at least three hours a week. 

Three working hours are about one-ninth part of our school week. Drawing 
could be practised out of school hours. 

Though this will be all the lime that the Entrance class boys can generally 
afford to give, weighted as they are with the burden of other subjects and the 
anxiety about the University examination, yet, except in a large school whore 
there necessarily will be several sections, this will not afford sufficient occupa- 
tion for the teacher. Hence, taking as their head-quarters the twelve schools 
and five mofussil colleges mentioned in the budget committee’s report, the 
teachers will superintend the work of other schools. For example, the teacher 
of applied science at Cuttack will stay for part of the year at Pooree and 
for another part at Balasore, The distance of Balasore from Cuttack is 
longer than the ordinary distances between zillah schools, and the difficulties 
of transit are greater ; hence each teacher of drawing and surveying will 
generally receive directions to superintend the work in three schools. 

The time of his visits and the arrangement of his work w'ill be adjusted 
by the local authorities of the schools, or by the Inspector of Schools with their 
concurrence. The Government school at the head-quarters of each commis- 
sionership has a surveying master attached to it ; but as there are no Govern- 
ment. zillah schools at Burdwan and Cooch Behar, the rule is necessarily 
modified in these two instances. The principle of confining each teacher's 
work to the schools of one commissionership has been steadily kept ii^ 
view, but considerations of the convenience of transit and equalization of 
works may hereafter disturb the arrangement. 
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The yearly course may in one school occupy a whole year, and in another 
must be got 'through in two months; hence it is impossible to construct a 
regular time-tablel 

As to the books to be used, Mr. Scott is preparing a manual on surveying 
and Mr. Grant will bring out a series of lessons on drawing. 

No suitable manual of engineering exists at present, but the want of such 
a book will probably cause its preparation. During the first year the want 
of it will not W felt, as the student’s time will be occupied w'ith drawing and 
surveying. 

In the absence of a sufficient supply of surveying instruments, it will h& 
necessary at first to pay considerable attention to printing and drawing. 1 fear 
that free-hand drawing is a subject of very subordinate consideration at the 
engineering college, and tliat this useful art wilPnot be well taught. 

. It is desirable that Debar schools should be taught by Beharis, but till 
such men can be found Bengali teachers must be used temporarily as substi- 
tutes. 

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, on the report of the survey committee, 
has offered strong inducements to masters to qualify themselves in drawing, 
surveying, and engineering. If the certificate of competency to teach a class 
is obtained, any master of a Government school will have — 

(a) Full pay for the three months he may bu absent. 

{b) A reward of Hs. 60. 

(c) Twenty per cent, increase of salary on taking charge of a bond 
fide class in these subjects. 

The applications for leave of absence are already too numerous to be given 
indiscriminately. Except in peculiar circumstances, only one master at a time 
can be absent from a school. There is no doubt that this system of rewards 
will soon place at our disposal a sufficient supply of teaching power to spread 
instruction in drawing, surveying, and engineering, clieaply and rapidly through 
the schools of the Lower Provinces. 

I take this opportunity for urging that similar rewards bo offered to induce 
the masters of our schools to apply themselves also to tlie study of the 
physical and natural sciences. These subjects will be more quickly learned, 
and will he taught with greater zeal, if teachers apply to the study from the 
hope of reward rather than from the fear of punishment. It is considered 
desirable that means should exist in our schools for giving elementary lessons 
on one or more of the following subjects, — (1) Physical science, (2) Cnemistry, 
(3) Botany, (4) Zoology, and (6) Physical geography. 

It will be necessary at first to examine solely from books and in the 
experiments there shown. The books to be learned should not at first be too 
hard or too high. I would recommend the following : — 

(1) Physical Science— -^osooe's Lessons in Elementary Pljysies, 18mo., 
price 4s. 6cf., and Joyce’s Scientific Dialogues. The latter is an old book, 
out it still possesses rare merits and is easily procurable. 

(2.) Chemistry. — Roscoc’s Lessons in Elementary Chemistry, ISmo., price 

4s. 6d. 

(3.) Botany. — ^Lessons in Indian Botany by Professor- Oliyer, with some 
knowledge of Firminger’s chapters on Indian Gardening. 

(4.) Geology. — As in Milne Edwards. 

(6.) Physical Geography. — To teach this subject properly requires a 
knowledge of the four sciences just mentioned and of geology. It is impossible 
to obtain teachers possessing this knowledge, and therefore at first the books 
by Huxley and Roscoe will be sufficient. 

Teachership examination committees should be established to hold examin- 
ations annually at Calcutta, and if feasible at some mofussil stations. 

Any teacher of a Government school should bo examined' in physical 
geography and in one of the four other subjects. 

On obtaining a certificate of proficiency in these two subjects, he should 
be entitled to full pay up to two months ,for the time of his absence from 
school in order to pass the examination and a reward of Rs. 60. Further

leave on full pay for one month and a reward of Rs. 25 would be given to a 
master who passed another examination in any one of the other three subjects. 
He should also at first be paid extra for each course of experimental lessons 
he should give to classes in Ms school ; when masters competent to teach science 
become common, tlie ability to teach one or more of these subjects might bo 
insisted on before appointment and before promotion. In order to prepare 
the way for the instruction of the masters of our schools in the manipulation 
of instruments, peripatetic teachers may be appointed, who would make 
the science primers by Iluxley, Itoscoe, and Stewart their text-books for 
vernacular lectures in zillah schools. Instruction to teacliers can be given at 
the Calcutta Normal School by Baboo Mohendranith Bhattachaijee, .m.a.., in 
chemistry and in the manipulation of scientific instruments, and by Baboo 
Uoramohaii Mookeijee in botany. 

It will he necessai’y at first to employ sub-assistant surgeons or M.A.’s 
in science as peripatetic lecturers for physics, botany, and z<iology;but when 
they have been at work a couple of years, many of the intelligent teachers of 
our schools will, by private study of books and by the hearing of lectures, and 
by a course of manipulation at some central institution, be ready to teach others. 
\Ve have among our teachers men equal, if not superior, to any who join the 
Medical College, and their intelligence would be greatly under-valued if it were 
supposed that ti'cy could nnt get up an elementary course of instruction in 
these subjects by private study and some instruction ou the practical manipu- 
lation of instruments. 

If it be made pecuniarily advantageous to teachers to learn these subjects, 
learn them they will; and if thej^ can get a permanent addition to their small 
stipends by passing an examination of a certain standard, that examination will 
be passed. I have not the slightest doubt that a pecuniary consideration like that 
prop(>sed for a knowledge of surveying and engineering would in three years 
annihilate the dilliculty about obtaining teachers of science, aud that in a short 
time lurtlier the rewards for passing the science examination might be revised 
and reduced, and the standard of examination raised as the supply of competent 
teachers would monj than equal the demand. 

Not many of our young rich zemindars pass the Entrance examination, and 
if we are to attract the general and serious attention of landed proprietors to 
agriculture aud cattle-breeding, wc must do something for the subjects in the 
schools rather than in the colleges. I would gladly accept suggestions from 
men more experienced than myself in these matters, and if 1 knew any good 
practical books on these subjects I would recommend thetn. As it is I at 
present see no better way to excite attention to agriculture and horticulturo 
than to introduce 01i\ er's Indian Botany into our schools, and to induce the 
teachers to read Firminger or Speed on Indian gardening. 

In schools which do not take up Sanskrit, I should wish also to have the 
science primers by Professors Iluxley, Roscoc, and Balfour Stewart, and 
Oliver’s book on botany introduced. Joyce’s dialogues, omitting the harder 
chapters, might bo read with Balfour’s book. Lectures founded on these books 
might be delivered in the vernacular, and the students’ note-books exuiniued 
and marked by the lecturer. An examination ou the subjects of such lecture 
should also be given in the vernacular. 

The mportamjc of the study of physical and applied science has been 
frequently and strongly insisttxlon by the highest authorities of the Uni\ersity, 
and partial arrangi'mcnts have been made to give effect to their views In 
the new vernacular examination and in the B.A. and M.A. and Premciiand 
studentship examinations an option is given, between science aud a classical 
lamruage, and at the Entrance examination also a classical language is not 
compulsory. When in the three highest .and in the two lowest university 
examinations the student has perfect freedom of choice between a classical 
language and other subjects., it is much to bo regretted that in the middle 
examination this freedom is withheld and that all students are compelled to 
pass in a classical language. 
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This middle examination, though only one test amongst many, absolutely 
controls the two preceding examinations. ' How complete this control is may 
be seen from a few considerations. The Kirst Arts regulations make the study 
of Sanskrit compulsory for a Hindu not knowing Latin or Greek, and from 
the difficulty of the t^st the heads of collegiate schools have found it expedient 
to have the language sttidied daily for sewen years before the “ First Arts” and 
five years before “ Entrance.” This expenditure of time has been prohibited by 
recent orders of Government, but it remains to be seen whether a shorter 
period of study will enable the student to pass the test. Sanskrit brings in marks 
at the Entrance as well as at the First Arts examination, while physical and 
applied sciences are not recognized at eitlier. Hcpce the Hindu student who 
aspires to a high place on the lists is constrained at the both examinations by 
his hopes of honor and emolument to study Sanskrit and to neglect science. 
Moreover the interval between the Entrance and the First Arts examinations is 
so fully occupied by the study of compulsory subjects that there is no time 
available for the study of a subject which does not carry marks. A gap 
of four years is thus interposed by the University between the two periods 
of a student’s career in which he may study science. It may safely be assumed 
that this hiatus will discourage students from taking up science in the middle 
class vernacular examination. Hence by making Sanskrit compulsory for the 
First Arts the Calcutta University virtually prohibits any instruction in science 
below the age of 19 years. The option th.it has lately been allowed between 
language and science for the H.A. may 1 tru.st bt; received as a harbinger of 
furtiier improvement ; a similar option should be allowed both at the First Arts 
and the Entrance examination. The scheme is not simply my own recommend- 
ation ; it is the plan advocated by all expiwienced classical scholars. For 
example, Mr. Arnold recommends that there should be a different matriciUntvm 
examination for each faculty. A former Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta 
University, Sir Henry Maine, strongly supported the claims of physical science, 
and it is hoped that in time his opinion may influence a majority of the Senate. 
He said in 1866 — 

“We may teach our students to cultivate language, and we only add 
strength to sophistry ; we may teach them to cultivate tlieir imagination, and 
it only gives grace and color to delusion; we teach them. to cultivate their 
reasoning powers, and tlioy find a thousand resources in allegory, in analogy, 
and in mysticisiu, for evading and discrediting truth. Unchecked by external 
truth, the mind of man has a fatal facility for ensnaring and entrapping and 
entangling itself. « * * * • 

“ But I have still another reason for impressing on you the supremacy which 
I conceive to be reserved for tlie physical sciences. I think it impossible to say 
how much the permanence of the instruction, of which this University plants 
the germs, depends on the amount of tl)is knowledge we dispense. Of all 
knowledge, the knowledge of pliysical laws is the least desti;uctible and the 
most enduring.” 

A prospect of a series of optional standard.s in the First Arts course was 
held out by the present Vice-Chancellor in his address on the lOtli March 1872. 
Mr. Bayley said — 

“The broad facts on which we have been obliged to act are these : I may 
remind you that on the first time which I had the honor of addressing you in 
this place, 1 called attention to the enormous fi<'ld which India ottered for the 
study and for tiic practical ftursiijt and application of the physical sciences. 
In the brief period wliicli has since elapsed, the necessity for providing, in the 
iutenni^ of the mtitcrial .idvanccment of the country, some greater encourage- 
mei#to tlte study of the'<e sciences has become so self-evident, indeed so press- 
ing, that the governing body of the University has considered it tlieir duty at 
once to recognise it. Tn-tiio second ydaee, the advanciniroondiiions of many of 
the pliysical sciences demand from those w'ho seek to study tiiem exhaustively 
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a certain amount of what 1 may call for want of a better expression, technical 
skill, a skill which is rarely to be acquired save by early training. 

“ What it is proposed therefore to do is, I may briefly say, to follow the 
example of our leading English Universities, and to provide in the First Arts 
examination, and in that for tlie Bachelor of Arts degree, a series of optional 
standards, which, while they maintain a certain proportion of compulsory 
literary training in all cases, yet afford an ample opening for the pursuit of the 
'^•?'^arious branches of physical sciences.” 

The option at the First Arts standard betw^een psychology and the 
chemistry of the metalloid, is hut a small modicum of choic e a first instalment 
only of the promised series of optional standards which will afford ‘ an amph^ 
opening” for the study of physical science. Sanskrit at present blocks up the 
opening.

I AM directed to acknowledge tlie receipt of your letter No. 2.302> 
dated the 20th May, submitting a plan for the introduction of practical science 
into schools below the entrance standard, and to communicate to you His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks for the care and attention which you 
have devoted to the subject, and for 'the valuable report which has been the 
result. 

2. His Honor very much agrees with yon, and accepts fully all that you 
say in regard to the importance of drawing and technical science as a branch of 
elementary cducalion; hut there is another art, the precursor and, as it were, 
the elder sister of the art of drawing, which His Honor would like to see cultivated 
with more assiduity than it at preseiit appears to receive, — namely the art of 
writing. Ihe two go hand in liand and assist one another. In former days 
Bengalees were celeljrated for their English handwriting. For very moderate 
salaries excellent men used to be procurable to go to the farthest parts of India, 
who wrote hands which left nothing to he desired. The old native culigraphers, 
especially those wlio .also used tlie Persian character, were perfect in their way. 
No art could bo carried to greater perfection. 

3. Now-a-days His Honor is led to believe that in many or most schools 
writing is not regularly tauglit as an art at all, but is picked up anyhow. His 
Honor docs not sec a writing-master among tlie staff of most schools ; and he 
finds that many higlily paid native employes in our offices write extremely bad 
bands. His Honor is almost afraid that our educated men have come to think 
writing an art not sufficiently iiitt'llectual. Wherever there is any neglect of 
this kind, there must be immi'diate reform. In every considerable school a 
competent master must .be given up to the sy.stematic teaeliing of writing, and 
the inspector must see that he is i-ornpetcnt, or find some one else wdio is. To 
write a good hand must be made a nn*' qua mm for all scholarships and rewards 
of every kind, and the same rule will berig-'i-ously laid down for ail candidates 
for tlie public service of every degree. -\il candidates must be able to write 
their own vernacular w'ell, in a thoroughly good and legible hand, and all those 
who go up for scholarships or for appointments requiring Englisn, must also 
write English well, in a good clear hand. That should be the first of the 
tec.:inical sciences taught in our schools, 

i. Similar arrangements should bo made for teaching draM'ing to the 
boys who have learned to write tolerably'. His Himor will thank you to 
propose details of arrangements for giving effect to your views regarding drawing. 

6. When we cornc to more elaborate physical science and technicai 
instruction, no doubt the language difficulty to which you aliudi.* stapds in the 
way. Under the present system, all the b«>ys who go even moderately liigh in 
the scale of education must and do learn EnglLh, and le.iru it far moic fully 
and perfectly than E'lgli.^h boys at English schools learn any classical or 
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foreign languages ; and it must be a heavy bui^en to them to learn up to a high 
standard another and very difficult classical language. His Honor has always 
declared that while he will give every reasonable facility and encouragement to 
the real study of Sanskrit, he will not allow it to be compulsory in any of our 
institutions. Still we no doubt have the difficulty that tlie University, though 
not making it compulsory for the Entrance nor for the final B.A. examinations,, 
as yet does make Sanskrit compulsory for the middle or First Arts stage, and our 
educational authorities say the standard is so high as to require six years’^ 
teaching. His Honor’s own impression is, that so heavy a burden of languages 
is incompatible with the efficient study of science and art by our boys, and that 
they must choose between a course of classical languages and literature on tlie one 
hand, or one of technical and prac^tical instruction, superadded to vernacular and 
English, on the other. Following the distinction between the classical and the 
real school so clearly explained by you, His Honor sanguinely hopes that the 
University will before long recognize this distinction, and admit other alter- 
native tests in lieu of the second language in the single examination which 
prevents our introducing a real course in harmony wdth the arrangements of 
the University. Meantime we must do the best wc can. 

7 . If His Honor is correct in tliinking that students must choose between 
a classical and a real course, it will be of less importance to the technical 
question at what exact stage the classical language is taught. But with 
reference to your views, and having regard to the presence of Sanskrit words 
in the modem Bengalee, (a matter which has been separately discussed), His 
Honor is willing to receive any new plan you may wish to submit as to the 
classes in wliich Sanskrit is taught to those who wish it, provided that, as you 
say, the prescribed policy is loyally observed, and pundits are not allowed again 
to make practically compulsory the old-fashioned teaching to which they 
naturally cling. 

8. His Honor wilt be glad then if you will submit complete courses for 
our schools based on the division suggested by you. His Honor would have 
the vernacular, writing, and arithmetic for all, and English for all Bengal 
schools which aim at an advanced education. Then from a certain point 
there should be a division into a literary and a technical course : the former to 
comprise Sanskrit and English literature (as distinguished from the practical 
knowledge of the language, which all must have), and the latter to comprise, 
with practical Etiglish, drawing, surveying, and the elements of engineering, 
physical geograpliy, and perhaps the popular rudiments of the sciences of 
botany, chemistry, &c. The institution of a science course, parallel to the 
ordinary art course, can l)e tried to begin with at a few selected collegiate, 
high, and zillah schools. 

9. His Honor will bo very glad to entertain favorably any scheme for 
inducing oqr school-masters to qualify themselves in the elements of technical 
and scientific instruction, sucli as are required for ordinary schools. 

10. A reasonable expenditure for the nccessa/y apparatus, such as 
diagrams of physical geography and of rudimentary science, will also be sanc- 
tioned. Tcacliers of drawing and surveying are already being provided, and 
His Honor will be ready to incur some expense for efficient teachers, of the 
other technical- subjects in the principal schools if they can bo found. 

11. While tlius providing technical instruction for the higher schools, 
we must not neglect the teaching of bread-winning arts in the lower 
schools through the vernacular, and the possible introduction of the higher 
branches of professional arts for higher pupils must also bo kept in mind ; 'mt 
this pertains more to the subject of artizan schools, into which His Honor 
will not enter at present. The teaching of sciences at colleges is not touched 
upon in this letter, being abundantly discussed elsewhere.

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BENGAL MUNICIPALITIES BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beautoet moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to municipalities be taken 
into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill, and that the 
clauses of the Bill be considered for settlement in the fonn recommended by the 
Select Committee. In doing so he said he begged the Council would understand 
that ho had tmdertaken charge of the Bill at a comparatively late date at the special 
request of liis hon’ble friend Mr. Bernard. The Council would remember that 
the hon’ble member had introduced this measure at the beginning of the year, 
wh^n it was referred to a Select Committee. Since then other onerous duties had 
been imposed upon the hon’ble member, and he had not had so much time to devote 
to the further consideration of the Bill as he had desired. Ho had therefore 
requested Mr. Beaufort to take charge of the nu^asure. The hon’ble member had 
taken a sedulous interest in this Bill, and Mr. Beaufort’s conne(!tion with it had been 
very subordinate. If ho might use the figure, Jlr. Bemtird had built the vessel, 
and he (Mr. Beaufort) had only assisted insetting uj) the rigging. He might also 
state that all the other hon’ble members of the Committee had taken great interest 
in the measure, and had worked very laboriously in putting it into shape. The 
whole Committee had twice been through the clauses of the Bill, and interme- 
diately a Sub-Committee had, with the Oisistance of the learned Secretaiy, 
examined all the details and gone tlmmgh them very carefully. 

In the consideration of tlie Bill the Committee had been assisted by a large 
number of communications from various municipal bodies all over the country 
and from various gentlemen of jwactical experiences. I'lie j»a.j)ors which he held 
in Ids hand, filling 150 pages of small type, comprised a great deal of exceedingly 
useful matter, and the Comndttec had obtained from the practical wisdom con- 
tained in them many valuable suggestions. Every line of them had been carefully 
read and respectfully considered. He had no doubt in his own mind that tins 
Bill would be of great practical use to the country, and would itromote the happi- 
ness and welfare of the communithis to which it would apjdy. Amongst the jiapers 
there were a large numlHir of petitions, from which it aj)pearcd that the people 
wore afraid of the introduction of this Bill : they feared the pressure of taxation, 
and the oppression which they alleged would arise from the operation of this law. 
It would be clear to anybody reading those petitions that the authors of them had 
been greatly actuated by jjrivate motives, and that the great body of those who 
had signed them had been very ignorant of the intentions and provisions of 
the Bill. In a former debate it was explained at considerable length that it 
was never intended that all the taxes specified in the Bill should be imposed on 
any one community, and that the Bill contained provisions for the imposition of 
several taxes in order to enable every community to select and choose from amongst 
these taxes those wliich under the circumstances were most applicable and most 
easily collected with the least burthen on those on whom they fell. But they 
Were afraid of all the taxes being imposed one upon another. Only two days 
ago the Committee received a petition of considerable length from the inlmbitants 
of Jessore, with the very larg<} number of 8,368 signatures: and these men had 
been induced to believe that all these taxes were to be imposed one after 
another, so that they would be reduced to the extremity of distress. They had 
so misunderstood the provisions of the Bill that one of the sections, the special 
object of wliich was to prevent a double tax by means of a composition between 
the landlord and the tenant when the tax was imposed on a building and on the 
land on which it stood, had been interpreted to mean that a double taxation, 
first upon the house and then upon the land on which it stood, was to be imposed 
on ono individual. Ho merely mentioned this as an instance to show the way 
in which these bodies of men, who in large nmnbors had come foiward with 
petitions, had misunderstood tlie provisions of the Bill. 

He thought it would bo waste of time were he to ask the Council to go with 
him through all the changes which the Select Committee liad introduced into the 
BiU; and considering the large amount of business which was to bo placed before 
the Council that day, he thought the best thing he could do was to pass on at ono© 
to those oWeetions which had been appended to the report of the Committee by 
two hon’ble members. The first objection which the hon’blo member on hia 
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right had raised regarded the elective system. The hon’hle member’s objection 
apparently was not so much to the system as a systan, but to the way in wliich 
it was proposed to be introduced here. He thought that it was bad, because it 
was not introduced Y^oUy and without restrictions. 

His Honor the President said that he would suggest to the hon’ble member 
that as regards those points upon which sjiecific amendments had boon proposed 
it would bo best to discuss tnera at the time when they wore brought forward ; 
otherwise the Council would have to discuss them twice over. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Heaiikort observed that in that case he thought lie need 
not make any further remarks at present. 

His Honor the President said, he should bo sorry to jmt the motion to 
the Council without expressing on his own part, and on tlie part of tlic members of 
the Council who had not taken jiart in the labours of the Committee, their great 
sense of the obligations under which they found themselves to the Committee 
for their labours in respect of this Hill. Thcfkmncil for several months past had 
not been much before the public, but it had nevertheless been engaged on various 
Committees and liad been doing extremely good work. The lion’s share of the 
work had fallen.upon the (kunmittee on this Bill, who had manipulated its 
provisions with much care. 'J’ho Council would see that they had done so to a 
very groat extent ; they hajl made great changes in the form and substance of 
the Bill as it had been introduced by the Government. He should be the first 
to acknowledge that those changes were very beneficial changes and had cftected 
a very great improvement in the Bill ; and the Council were greatly indebted 
to the Committee for their most laborious and usefid efforts. The hon’ble 
member now in charge of the Bill had modestly disidaimed the imjiortant 
part, he liad taken in perfecting the Bill, and had compared his work to the 
suporfiinal rigging of a ship. His Honor thought that the hon’ble member 
had urfaii'ly diminished the merit due to him. Although the Bill in its rough 
line's was cast when it came into the hands of the hon’ble member now in charge 
of the Bill, although thoroughly acknowledging the services in regard to this 
Bill of another hon’hle member, still Ills Honor thought it right to say that he 
believed tliat in the drawing and comjiositifm of thejlill as it now stood, the 
Council were under the very greatest obligations to the hon’ble member now in 
charge. 

Ills Honor would now say one word with regard to the numerous peti- 
tions on the subject of this Bill which had been laid before the Council. Ho 
acknowledged most thoroughly and heartily that there was a great deal of honest 
good scAso in those petitions ; that there was much in them, as the hon’ble 
member had himself acknowledged, which had been of use, and many of the 
suggestions contained in them had been adopted by the Conunittee. On the 
other hand the petitions contained many errors, but they were to a greater or 
less extent natural errors, and ho was not disposed harshly to criticize them. 
Under the circumstances it was but natural that these people should view with 
a somewhat jealous eye any proposal for new taxation. To one thing only 
he must more particularly advert, viz. the tone of distrust and suspicion of the 
Government which seemed to run through these petitions. He thought that 
in Bengal in particular where the people were much advanced under the 
influence of education, there was too great a disposition to aflect a belief that 
the Government was a kind of evil spirit always seeking to take every possible 
advantage of every loop-hole which the law gave them to impose taxes and 
hardships and grievances upon the people. Now where there was a civilized 
Goveinment you must trust that Government to some extent. His Honor did 
hot think that the Government could be accused of systematically seeking to 
abuse iheiv powers. The Indian Government had ho doubt made mistakes, as all 
Governments must do; but he did claim for the Government of India, foreigners 
to the country, who had gone into it without personal prejudices or connections, 
that it was one of thc' fairest Governments in the world. He said it was unjust 
and unfair that ii should be assumed by thc people of Bengal tliat the powers 
entrusted to the Government would necessarily be abused. He did hop) 
that they should see that the powers which the Council might entrust to the 
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€k>yennnent would only be used to the best of our means for die benefit of the 
people and the country, and that the objectors would not have ground to sups* 
pose diat the powers given to the Oovcniment would be used to their disadvan* 
tage. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

His Honor the Pkesioent said it had hitherto been the custom^ to go through 
a Bill clause by clause ; but on looking over the Rules of the Council he found that 
there was no necessity for tlie Council to do so; and inasmuch as tliis was a Bill 
of many clauses, and the mcmljors had put tlieir amendments upon the paper, he 
thought that the host course would he, following the example of the Legislative 
Council of India and the other Councils in India, that ho should put the amend* 
monts placed upon the paper and then considc?r the BiD as a whole. He would 
therefore put the amendments section by section in the order in which they stood. 

The definition of “ moveable property ” in section 3 included amongst 
other things thatched and tiled houses, unless the outer walls were chiefly or 
wholly made of bricks. 

On the motion of Mr. Beaufort the words “ or stones” were added to the 
definition, to moot the case of such walls being made of stones. 

The Hon’blo Mb. Beaitfokt also moved that the following definition of 
chakaran land” be added to the definitions in section 3. Those words, ho 
observed, were used frtNjuently in the latter portion of the Bill relating to third 
class municipalities: it was thought necessary that there should be some 
definition of the term, and he accordingly proposed to put in the words - 

“ ‘ Chakaran land* means land which has been assigned for the maintenance of a person bound to 
keep watch and ward in any place ; but does not include thanadari land or land similarly assigned 
for the maintenance of a ghatwal or other person bodnd to perform duties anywhere beyond the 
limits of such place.*’ 

Ho said that the definition was so framed for the purpose of distinguishing 
lands known as gram-sarinjami from those called tluimdari and gJtatwali. 

The Hon’ble Rajah JoTEENURa Mohun Tagore observed tliat he thought 
that the word “ similarly” in the latter part of the definition seemed to be some* 
what improperly used; fjr chakaran lauds were assigned by the zemindar, 
but ghatwali lands might have been given by the Government at the time of the 
settlement. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beaufort remarked lliat he did not think the word 
“ similarly” altered the sense of the definition in any way, but he would 
not oWeet to its omission. 

Ine motion as amended was then agreed to. . 

The Hon’ble Rajah Jotbendeo Mohun Tagore said he did not think that 
all the municipalities to which tlie provisions of the District Municipal Improve* 
ment Act had been extended should necessarily be first class municipalities. 
There might he places in which tliat Act had been introduced, but wlii^ were 
nevertheless too small or too poor to he classed as first class municipalities under 
the BUI, and the people of such places might consider it a hardtdiip that they 
should be subjected to the provisions relating to that class of municipalities. 
Next, he did not see that there was in the Bill any limitation as to second 
muiucipalities, as there was in relation to first and third class municipalities. 
He would, therefore, move in section 6, linos 7 to 9, to omit the words “ 
the provisions of the District Municipal improyement Act. of 1864 have, already 
been extended thereto, ” and to substitute the following : 

** Aud DO place where the average number of inhabitants is less than one thousand to the square 
mile of the area thereof shall be declared to be a second class municipality.*’ 

His Honor the President said that as regards the most important part of 
this amendment, namely the definition of second class municipalities, the Gmvem* ’ 
ment were prepared to accept the motion, and he hoped that that would induce 
the hon’ble member to withdraw the rest of the amendment. On that point TTi« 
Honor thought the hon’blo member had reason to ask that second class munioipali- 
tm should be limited in the same manner as first class municipalities had been 
limited; for although the Government wore not likely to be unmindful of reason* 
able considerations in determining what should be second class municipalities, 
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still to quiet tlie apprehensions of the people it was well that they should be 
limited, and that it should be understood that they wore to bo confined to places 
that were towns, and that the prtmsions relating to second class municipalities 
wore not to he extended to villages and tracts of country. With regard to the 
first part of the au?endnient relating to first class municipalities, to jdaces in 
which the District Muuici])al Iuiproven\ent Act had been introduced, the hqn’hle 
member should obsei'vo that the provision was not imperative. The (xovemment 
were not bound to declare all those places first class municipalities : an option 
would rest until the Gov^omment; but His Honou believed that the members who 
had taken part in this matter were guided by this consideration, that there might 
lie (in one iiLstunce there was) small municipalities which were in the hands of 
people of advanced ])osition and advanced intelligence, who had thought it 
advisable to introduce into those jilaces the liu’ger Munici/Mil Act. The town of 
“ Ootorpiu’a” for instance,, which was in the hands of un enlightened clasH of 
people, was now subject to tlic provisions of the District Municipal Act, and His 
lIoNOK tliought it would be a pity that the (Jouncil should go back and limit the 
taxes which wore voluulanl y imposed at a higher rat(‘ than the rate of taxation in 
second class municijialitics would admit. '^I’lumdorc' he hojied that in deidaring 
that the Govoniment wouUI acci'pt the major part. ol‘ the amendment the hon’blo 
member would not lln’nk it necessary to press the first jiart.. 

Tlie llon’blo IIajaii .hoTKKNUUO Moiitn Taookk said that after the remarks 
that liad fallen from His Honor tlio President, he would witlahuw the fiiut 
portion of liis amendinent. 

'^J’lio latter part of tin; amendment was tla'ii agi'oed to. 

The Hon’hlt^ IIa.iah .Jo'I'kknduo Moiiitn Taoouk moved in section 7 , lines I 
and 2, tl«' omission of the words “ (ontaining not less than .‘>00 inlinbitunts,” and 
tlie substitution for tlu'iii of tlie words “ where tlu'uveragi' number of inhabitants 
is less than .‘100 to the stpiare mile of the area ol‘ such ])la<te.” He said that it 
would be seen from t lie notice of ainendmoiits that he intemh'd to move the omission 
of t.'liap.lei Xll of the Hill relating to third (dass iiiiiiiicipalitii's ; therefore he reserv- 
ed his move the omission of the entire s(H*tion if the amendment which 

he projiosed to aiove in rosjiect of (liajiterXl 1 should be adopted. With reference 
totlie .‘('ction under col isidi'ratioii, it a])]>eared to him that to limit the number 
of inliabitanls without limiting the area of the municijiality was very vague. 
The word “ ])lacc ” hack b(;('n detiiied hi the Hill to menu a tract of country. 
Now under fins si'f-tion any tract of country might be included in a tlxird class 
mimicipality if tiO lioiisi's, however sparsely situated, could be got together to 
complete the number of inhabit ants. I'hat, he imaghuid, w^as not the intention 
.)f the legislatm-i‘. 

His iloNOK thk PuKsimcNT said that they had not limited municipalities in 
the sense the lion’ble me: iln'r proposed, tor this rinison that the provisions 
relative to third class iniiniciijalitii'swa're intended to apply to rural villages bnly. 
It might luqipen that (>** or 100 houses formed a village, the lauds of wdiich 
extended over a large urea of jungle and w'ould not contain an average of JlOO 
inhabitants ti> tlu^ sipiare mile, if you spread the ari'a over the whole Aallago 
urea. Were you on that account to have no chokidar*:' On the contraiy it 
npjieared to His Honok tliai such a place was more e.\])osod to the depi'odation 
of thieves and rolibers, and more especially needed chokidars. It thus seemed 
to hun that the umeiidmeiit wont, entirely against the w'liolo ]u*ineiple on whieh 
third class nnmicipalities were founded, tlie provisions rdating to w’hicli were 
taken from the Act of bSTO. On these grounds His Honou was opposed to the 
amendmeiit. 

The motion was ji’d and negatived. 

'llie Hon’hle R4.TAI1 Joticenduo. Mofii'N Taooiie moved the omission of the 
words “ or cause to ho elected” in lines 2 ami d of section 1 2, and also the omission 
of Section lo, which related to the election of (’onimissioners by the tax-j)ayers. 
In doing so he said he found in the Hill no procodinehiid down for-introducing the 
elective system in ceit.-un maiiicipalities, as originally projiosod in the state- 
ment of objects and reasons: on the coiitrai’y, there were soctions introduced in 
the Bill wniidi w'ere opposed to the svstem of municijial self-govemment. For 
instance in section 1.5 it was left to the discretion of the Lieuteiiaiit-Govemor, 
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■when 1m5 thought it advisable, to permit the election of a “ certain number” of 
the CommiHsloners in any municipality. Then again by section 14 he would 
have the power of nominating a c<'rtain nuihbor of Official Commissioners besides 
the Magistrate of the district, or the Magistrate of the division of a district, who 
would be ex-oificio Commissioners. Next by seittiou 17 the Magistrate of the 
district was constituted tlio ( liainnan of the municipality if it was the sadder 
station of a district, or tlio Magistrate of the division if the municipality was 
situated in a division of a district. 'J'hen again by section 285 tlio control over 
the })roco(Hlings of tlie (■ommissioiu'rs in all municipal nuitters was vested in the 
Commissioner of division. It seemed to him (Kajah .Joteendro Mohun Tagore) 
that these sections were not at all (ionsistent with the principle of real self- 
govonnneiit. lie would li(*re fake* h'ave, however, to say that it was on the 
assumption tlait the pt'oph' through their representatives wore to luivc the 
full control of municipal matters, that provisions iJir several new tuxes and respon- 
sibilities wen; introduced in this Hill. Now, h(> did not foi‘ a moment contend 
that the majority of municipalities Avere advau(;ed enough to receive the 
))rinci])le of self-governnumt : on the contrary, In; thought there were very 
few municipalities in which the system (»f self-government could be safely 
introduiH'd. What lu' would say was tluit if the ('xperiment Avas wortli 
trying, it ought to be tried fairly or not at all. If the (!ouneil was dispo.scd to 
give a fair trial to the elective system, he thought the hon’ble nuanher in charge 
of the Hill .should be nspiestcid io franu; a procedure as to the details, and after 
it had b(;('n approved by the Council, it might be made a part of the Hill. If 
on the other hand th(> (Council in its wisdom considered that it was not advisable 
to give such independent authority to municipalitu's, he thought that any 
mention of tlie el(!C(ive .system .slioidd be akogether omitted from the Hill, for 
he Avoidd not hold out t(» the peojde hop(*s that were not destined to be rcalizeil. 

The llon’ble .Uii. HK.viTuitr said that it appeared to him that no reason for 
omitting from the Hill the power to cause Commissioners to beehuded c.mdd be 
found in the fact that the Hill did not go so far asthe hon’ldemembec^esired : it 
might answer well in one |)lacc and fail in another, and it appeared bo||^^6 leave a 
discretion to the Government to frame rules wdiiMi Avould suit the A'arions commu- 
nities in which tlu> .system might be introduced. For his oAvn part lie did not 
see Avhy the fact that the Magistrate Avas to be the (hairniiin, or that tlie Commis- 
sioner of division .shoiddhave a general control oA'er tlu' proceedings of muiiicdjial 
bodiiis, should interfiTO Avith the ad\ imtages whic.h Avere exjiected to bedenvedfrom 
the eleidive s\’.st<'m. It ajiiieared to him tluit theri! Avas no doubt that the Chainnan 
of a munici])ality should be the foremost person in the place, a man who was able 
to advise and lead the other Commissioiu'rs to adojit measures of the greatest bene- 
fit to the community at large, and the Magistrate probably in the great majority 
<»f places AA'oiihl lie the ])er.son mo.st fitted to undertake that duty. I’lie eloctiA'^c 
system altogether w(udd be .so entirely mtvid to municipal bodies in this country, 
tliat he might say it Avas (|ulle imcerlain Avhat Avould be the result and who would 
be elected, — Avlu'ther the el(!ctoi s Avould choose the best men in the place, the most 
raspectable or the rlche.st, or whether they Avould choose men from the lower 
classes. It had be(*n said by some gmitlcnum of graat • respectability that they 
could not go round and caiiA'ass for A’^otes as was done in other countries, and 
thend'ore that they would not be elected; that the rural classiss would elect people 
from amongst thcmselA'iw ; and that the exjieriment would jirovc a failure. He 
did not think that it.AVould be .so; h<; beliiwcd that the people would be ready 
to elect respectable men if they put themselves forwaixl for election. 

As regards the control of the Commissioner of diArision and the Goveni- 
ment, he thought that it AAomld be a very mistaken policy if we now introduced 
the system of election without at the same time providing Jhe means of chocking 
possible errors and mistakes alid misplaced enthusiasm, and that there ought to 
DO rules, such as Avere introduced, to aflbrdthe means of checking and regulating 
the action of .all these municipalities, lie therefore disagreed with the objec- 
tions that had been raised by the hon’ble member. 

The Hon’blc Mb. Wyman said it ap]jeared to him that the amendment 'was 
really opposed to one of the very priiunplcs of the Hill. It was never intended or 
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supposed tliat this Bill was to provide a pure system of election : it was simply 
an experimental measure, and because it md not give to the people in this country 
the fiee institution which existed in England, it was not fair to charge the Bill with 
being a farce, because it was an attempt to grow up by gradual moans the confi- 
dence which would permit a more thorough ada]>tation of the system of election 
which the Government seemed to have (and he thought most justly) so much at 
heart. To take away from the Lieutenant-Govemor the pow(!r of selecting the 
municipalities to which the system should bo appH<?d wfiuld be to probably 
permit of the general application of a prineijile whi(!h Avould be verj' undesir- 
able ; but to place the 25owcr of ajiplying the system us the Lieutenant-Govemor 
found it desirable, was to give him the jMiwer who had the best opjxirtunitics 
of knovdng the circumstances of the i>oo]dc of the country, ^^r. Wyman 
thought that the Bill taken as a whole, though doubtl(!ss it was imperfect in 
I'ospcct to the partiality of the system of (dection, was tlu' most liberal measure 
which could be given to the pi'ople, and if it was found that it did not go far 
enough, it was quite within the ])rovince of this (Joiincil to amend and imjnove 
it; because it was not perfect, was no reason that it was not an iinproA’cinent 
on what hud gone before. lie looked at the jiartial application of the system 
of election as an advance in the right direction, for which the jieojde, he was 
sure, would hereafter be grateful to the G<*vernnumf. 

The Hon’ble thk Acriko Advocatk-Gknkual said he desirt'd to offer a few 
remarks u))on the motion before the Council. It apjieared to him that the hon’ble 
member had jiut the aniendnn'nt in an alternative form, lie said it was intcndcid 
by the Bill that tin; sy.steni of apj)ointing Municipal Conimi.ssioners should be 
elective, and that that system had not been carried out. With reference to 
that the hon’ble gentleman had himself given a satistiudory answei', which 
furnished a rea.son wliy a. juirely elective .system had not Ixum earned out 
in tlu' Bill; b(!cause lus admitted that municijialities had not sufliciently advanced 
to be able to uiuhrtake the task of self-government by election. It followed 
that the first branch ot‘ the objeidion altogetlier failed. 

Them the hon’ble member contended that if we were not to have a ijurely 
elective system, it .should not be brought into the Bill at all and should lie altogether 
excluded ; otherwi.s(}, he .said, that he and tho.se avIio agreed with him would have 
reason to regard thepowi'r given to the Lic'ub'uant-Govi'rnor undei' .section lo as 
merely illusory and deliMvc. Xow he took it, as exjdaiiu'd l»y the hon’ble member 
in charge of the Bill, that there might bo places in which, notwitlrstanding the 
exjierience of the hon’ble member, there might exist the capacity and power of 
conducting' municipalities under this priinujile of elei^tion. It ajipeanxl to 
the Advocate-Gi'iieral that it Avould be unfair to dejirive such a municijiality 
(should the Lieutenant-Govemor be satisfied that sucli a. municipality <*oidd bo 
goverm'd upon the elective jirinciido) of that ju’inciple of .self-gev(‘rnment uiion 
which the lion’blc nunnber himself admitted that tliis Bill ought rightly to bo 
foundj^d. It was impossible to say « priori that the sanction which the 
govemiug body would be entitled to gi^u' would ultimatcdy turn out to lx? 
illusory and delusive, and it apjieared to him that that was an argument 
which can’ied Avith it no AA’^cight at all. In legislating in this matter aa’O 
must not believe, as His Honor tlu? I’resiilent had A’i'ry projierly obserA’^ed, that 
the Government of this countr}' Avas so singularly jnxjudiced against the 
2)eo2)lo as to be disjiosed to do eA’crything that it (xuild to tlu' injury and AAVong 
of the peo))lc. No such assumption .should be madt;. The Advocate-General said 
on the contfaiy that fairness and hom^sty of conduci should be attributed 
to those to whom jiower A\'as intrusted, and on that assunqition tlu?re txmld be 
no possible objection to the i)roA'isi«>ns of Six'tion 15, AV'hioh allowixl the goA'camor. 
of the jiroAdnce to stP)' what were the idaces in whi<‘h the eh'ctive systtmi should 
be adopted. 

It fui’ther apiAcarcd to him that the (dijectiou that the municipality Avas 
to be under the Magistrate entirely seemed noi to haA’o much foundation, 
because by Section 18 it was provided that the Com uiis.si oners should elect their 
own Vice-Chairman, subject to the approval of <he Lieut (Mia nt-GoA'ornor, and 
it should be laAvful for the Chairman to deh.'gate all his duties to the Vice- 
ChaiiMuau, who might not be a Government otlicial. 
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With regard to the control of the Conunissioncr of the division, it appeared 
to him to ho a vciy salutary provision. It would perhaps be out of phi<5ofor him 
here to refer to tlie dissent appended to the report of the Conunittoe by one of its 
members, liaboo Diguinber Mitter; but if one could refer to the principle upon 
which that dissent Avas fi’amod, it wtiuld furnish sixfHciout reason for giving such 
a power of control. F or instance, a tank could not be dug Avithout the e-ousont 
of the Municipal ( Commissioners, and if tin; Oommissioners refused their consent 
without sufHcient gi’ounds, how was tlie person aggrieved to obtain redress ? It 
was with the object of preventing the ca])ricious exorcise of iiowcr by the Com- 
missioners that this right of control was vested in the Connnissiouer of the 
Division. It ajxpeared iux*-essary and pro])er to control discretion, which might 
at times be capruaously exercised ; and therefore to jnit a check u])on the pro- 
ceedings of the tComniissioners in the liands of a pei’son who must be presumed, 
to liavo some kiioAvdedge of the ha^ality, seemed to !)(' a salutary proA’ision. 

On these grounds lu; submitted that the amendment Ix'tore the Council 
should be negatived. 

Ills IloNOK TiiK Fkesidknt Said tliat the arguments of the lion’ble member 
who had moA'od this amendnumt had been so ably and AV'ell met by the 
hon’ble member opposite (Mr. Wyman) and by the learned Adv'oeate-Crxmeral, 
that it woidd not be necessary for him t > say much, lint this j>art of the Hill 
was so important, and the discretion givuMi by se(‘tion 1 o to the Lieutenant- 
Governor was so great, that he thought it right that h<‘shouhl say a Avord or tAAa» 
upon the subject. The spxH'ch of the hon’ble Juo\*er of tlu' amendment appean*d 
to His Honor to be two-edged ; for he could not make out AA'hether lie Avould 
have a more conqxhde and cojupulsory proA'ision u])ou the subjiict of election, 
or Avhether he aa'ouM luwe none at all. liis Honok, would liaA'c b('eii much 
better jxleased if, insh^ad of moving the omission of this clause, tin* hon’ble 
member had thought fit to propose a clause Avhich should provide for election 
in a manner more satisfactory to himself axid more likx'ly to cari'y inlt» effex't the 

i xoints in regard to which a disci'etionary ])ower Avas A’(‘st('d in the Government. 
A)r his OAvn part he AV(»uld say that if fhe hon'ble member had ])roposed an 
amendment t)f that character, he should lui inclim'd rather to err on the 
side of toct gresit liberty than on tin; side of too grx'at <*aulion : he Avoidd 
rather try the exjxeriment of 111 roAving tluf young muni(n|>alities into the Avater 
and telling them, “you may swim if you can,” than tell du'in to Avait until they 
learned to SAvim. But tlu; case put by the hon’ble member Avas simjjly this, 
Avhether the elective system should be tried at all or not. I lis J lo.Non thouglit that 
the hon’ble members avIio had spoktai before him had shown clearly Avhy it 
would not b(? ])ossible t<» introduce into the Bill more (h'finile provisions regard- 
ing the electiAm system. It Avould not Ix' ]>ossible in the jxresent stage 
of affairs in the country to lay down a detinibx rule that munici[)alities 
should be elective under certain conditions and under (xu’tain fixed rules. 'Phe 
matter was to a great d(;gi'(ie experimental. In some municipalities he hojxed 
the system of election could be completely introdiuied ; in otlu'rs only jiartially ; 
and there might be some in Avhhdi it Avould not AA'ork at all. ft ajxiieare^^tl, 
therefore, that the only wsiy of getting out of the difliculty was to entrust a 
discretionary ]>owcr to the GoA^'niment. He could only say for himself that 
80* long as the administration remained in his hands, he Avould jiledgo the 
Government most completely and thoroughly to give these clauses the Avidest 
pfxssible scope and effexd. As he had more than oncxi said, he thought that in a 
country where ])oliti('al frixedom Avas impossible, municipal freedom was most 
desirable. Although there AAnwe many platses in which the eh'ctive systoiu might 
be attended Avith some inconvenience and drawbacks, In; belioA'ed that on the 
whole its adAWitages Avould by very great, and that it Avoirid be attended Avith 
good results. He Inul been vxny niuch influenced by the consideration that 
although niuniciixal institutions had died out in Bengal, still self-governing 
municipalities had been for thousands «»f years the very basis of Indian society. 
He was therefore most desirous that the principle of self-government should bo 
tried, and he should m*t hold back in trying it : he should not make it a farce, 
but should see that in the municipalities in AA’hich it was introduced, it should, as 
fur as possible, be made a reality and not a sham.

He would sav one word more as regiu-ds the fui-thor poitits which had 
been alluded to. The Advocate-General had very truly poiut(jd out that power 
was given to the Chairman to delegate liis duties to the Vi(!e-Cliainiiaii. Ihs 
Honor hoped that in^many cases, although the Chairman might bo jnescut, he 
would delegate his powers to a competent Vicc-Chainnfm, As soon as niuiiicd- 
palities were establislujd, and as soon as they.could stand alone, lie tliouglit that 
the responsibilities of the Magistratci should bo delegated to an elective Vice- 
Chairman. Hut very much inore than that reniaiiu'd. "I'lie (ionncil would 
remember that the municij>alitios where the Magistrate was n'sident were 
com])aratively few. In many plac,es all over the country there was no I’esidcni 
Magistrate. If the Council would look to the lu'ovisions of tlu' Hill the}’ would 
find that not only on the deh'gation of the ]\ragistrale, but a!.so in his absence, 
the Vice-Chainnan would exerrise the fall powers of tin* (^hairmaa. The eonse- 
(pience would be that in many municipalities wliej’e there was no resident tdiaii’- 
man, the Vice-C/hairmaii Avould be for most purposes the Chairman; and the 
mostamph; op 2 )ortiuiiti(!s for sidf-governlnc'nt would be left to the ixiojjhi in those 
municij)fdities. 

As regards tin; c,ontrol of tlu' (,\>mmissioner of division, he Indieviul that the 
hon’ble mover of the ainendnu'nt Avoidd acknowh'dge that the (.\nnnii.ssioner was a 
very high oflicer, avIioso autJioi ity extend('d ov('r a vast tract, of countr}’, and that 
it was hardly possible, and 1 ft »t at all probabh', that his interference Avould bo 
carried into miiuite matters, llis lluxow believes! that that coiitrol would in no 
ju’acticul degree intei’lere with j’eal .self-governnu'nt, and that it was only a 
necessary ju'ovision to guard against jxtssible abuses of the ]>owejs of munici- 
palities. 

l.ndcr these circumstance's Ilis il<»n<»r hoped that tin* (^umcil would see tit 
to accept the provision in the Hill and not acc('|>t the ainendnu'nt l»y w’hich the 
hon’ble member pro 2 )osed to strike out the whole elective princi|)le. 

The Hon’ble ILviaii ,J(»'i'KKNnuo Mom N'r-nioitKsaiil IkmIuI not object to give 
a discretionary ])ow('rtothe Lh'utenant-Govei’iior as to introducing tlie elective 
principle into any plae*'; of course that was a discrc'tion whi<-h the lainitenant- 
(lovernor should jirojK'rly exc'rcise. What lu' contt'iided foi’ was, that when the 
system of election was introduced into any place, to give tlu' systi'in a fair trial 
the people should hare sullicient scope to act indepeiuh'ntl}’, and that their 
action should not be (puffitied in tlu' inamu'r propo.sed in the Hill. Under .siud> 
ciriumistances the elect ive system might lx* wi'll conced(‘d; (»(herwise it would 
not be a sy stem o( . sell-go verument. 

Ills Honor riiK I’i;i;.sii)K\t said it was certaiidx tint* that in addition to the 
]M)wer r('.s(>rved to the Govi'rmnent of intr<xlucing the eh'ctivi' .sy.slem or not, as 
it thought tit, a very wide jtowi'r ind('<'d was given in ri'gard to ^he nuxh' in which 
the elective fraiudiisc' was to lx* ('x<'r<*i.sed. It would bi' h'ft to tlu' Lieutc'iiant- 
Governor to deiride what was to Ix' tin* franchise, who was to vot(', and hoAV he 
Avas to A’ote. In regard to these* matti'rs Ills Honok* AA’ould ])h'dg(^ himself to 
make the election as free and Avideas pos.sibh'. 'I’he hon’ble im'inlx'r mied not 
fear that the Li(‘utenanl-Gov('rnor wouM t(x> much re'strict the' franehi.se,— that 
he would make it t<x) aristocratic; on tlx' contrary he Aveudd make it asAvide as 
was comjiatible Avith safc'ty and tlu^ Ave'll-lx'ing ol' municipalitit's. 

The motion Avas then negatived. 

Section l.‘{ proA’ided that the Riimicipal Uonnuissioiiers aiijxiinted or (dected 
should continue in oflice for “ three” } ears. 

The Hon’ble Ra.taii Jo'rnKNDUo iMouun Taoork movi'd the .substitution of the 
Avord “ five” for “ three.” He thought that thnx' N ears Nvas t<x) .short a ]xwi(xl, 
esiiecially when takeirin conjunction Avith the ])rovisions (»f section It!, under 
the ojicration of which one-third f)f the Coimni.s.sion('rs AN’ere to retire after the 
exjiiratiou of the first year of their appointment or ('h'ction. It Avas true that 
the retiring Commissioners might be ri'-i'ltH'ted, but .still lu* thought it Avould not 
be worth a jierson’s AAdiile to undertake the duties of a ( tominissiom'r for so short 
a jieriod as three years. 


'riu' llon'bl(! M R. Hi'.AI KOI. ! said it appt'arinl to him b"! ter I o tlx the JX'viod of 
three years Ibr the tour oi ollici*, because that iieriod would alhjw suilicieut time tu

the electors to ascertain whether the })erson elected was an efficient Commissioner, 
and there would bo no difficulty in re-electing the retiring Commissioners. 
The object of section 1 (t was siinply to introduce the system of rotation of 
members ; in all other cases the C/Ouimissionors appointed or elected would con- 
tinue in offict' for tlirec years, and he thought that that w'as a sufficiently long^ 
period, especially when taken in. conjunction with the oidional power of 
re-election. 

Ills Honok 'J'lii: I’kesidkmt said he must say that it aiijicared to liim that 
three years Avas a (piito suffi<iont jieriod of tiuu? and long enough to act as a 
tost of the popidav favor, it si^omed right that aftcu* that period an elected 
Commissioner should again go to his constituents for re-election. 

'^I’he motion was then negativ<'d. 

On the motion of Mr. lb;ArKoKTtho following Avurds were added to section 
lo to pr«»vide for the time that must eliips(> belAveen the introduction of the 
Act and the appointment or election of the; Vi<a*-Chairni!m and Commissioners : —

^riie Ilon’lde liH.vrroiM’ moved tlu' inscn-lion in this MH-tion after the

Under the 
tenus of his a])))oiii<inent tin' gent hniiim so n|>|)oint('(l Av<nild enjoy ofKee during 
the ])lea.Nnro of (ioA'ernment, but il' lliis section weiA' pa.s.se(l as it stood, it AA'Ould 
be ojM'ii to the ('ommi.s, sinners to elect sonu' other jicrson to he their Vice- 
Chairman. *’ 

The llfm’hlc Ka.iaii <I<»j’i:i;\i)1{o Monrx '^I’a(!oki': said he Ix'licwc'd that as the 
Hill stood tile only jiowi'r Avliich tin* CommissioiK'rs ])oss('ssed was the pt)AV('r 
of electing their oAvn A'ii-c-Clmirnian, as the Uhairman Avould Ixi (dther the 
Magistrate fit tlie district or the Magistrate of a division of a. district. And if 
Ainder any circumstances tliat ])o\v<'r Avas to be taken away frfun the Coimnis- 
sioners, he thought it would be rather hard. 

His Honoj{ the Puesjoent said that this avus not a matter before the GoA'orn- 
ment when the Hill Avas dj'uwn. The Avording of the pri'sent a.mondmcnt was 
distinct ly confined to a salaried Viee-Chainnan, and wonld not affect an honoraiy 
officer. As far as he Avas aAvai-i', the aniendim'ut Avould only affect the single 
<Tise of the 8uhm-ban Munieijudity. If had heen submitted to the Govenmieiit 
that under the existing Iuav tlic (JoA-cnimeut laid oxt'rcisiMl the jiowerof appoint- 
ing a Vice-Chairman holding office during the jdeasure of Covernment. The 
mail so ajipointed had no doidit given up other jn’osjiccds iu life and other 
pursuits; and His Honor was inclined to think that it avc mid bu rather Imrd if 
a gentleman holding a salaried office nnder the appointment and subject to the 
pleasure of Governmenf only, should find himself tlirown out of employment if 
lie should not luqijicn to be . oh'ctod. It Avas a saA’ing qf vested rights. His 
Honor Avasnot generally Avell disposed towards what Avere called vested rights; 
but ill some ca.scs Avhen the disalJoAvancc of such rights would operate harshly, 
he thought that those rights might be respected. Ho heliovod that as regards 
the jiroscnt (jucstion the case to he provided for was that of a gentleman who 
had given satisfaction in llie discharge of his duties ; and he was given to mider- 
staud that the only change that the Comiiiissiouers had made iu the office since 
the appointment of that officer had heoii to raise his salary. It did not there- 
fore seem probable that the Municipal C jmmi.i;iiouer.i of the suburbs would, 
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under the operation of this Bill, have displaced their Vice-Chairman. At the 
same time the position of that officer would bo very materially changed, for 
instead of being a permanent officer he would find himself 8ub}ect to election 
trom time to time and liable to be tinned out. However, he desired to leave 
the question entiinljf in tlic hands of the Council. 

Thu motion was then ngTcod to. 

Section 31 related to the appointment t)f overseers, clerks, and subordinate 
officers. 

The llon’ble Mu. liKAi’i-’oifT said ho had two amendments to move in this 
section. The first was to inst'ii. the w'ords “ at a mooting” after “ (/ommissionei’s” 
in line 18. 3’he object of tliis section was to ja-ovido for the a])])ointment and 
removal of subordinate officers of the immicijiality, and power was given to the 
Chainnan to ap])oint and rc'move such offi<'ers snbjcstt to the rules jiiad*' by the Com- 
missioners at a nu'cting. '^^riio section went on to ja’ovide tliat die ordo)’ of the 
(liairnian for theapjxiintment or removal of any such officer whose salaiy excisided 
■fifty Itnpees should be subject to the orden- of the Comiuissifiners, Avhich obviously 
meant the Commissiom'rs at a meeting; for otherwise, as the Avords stood, the 
order o» the fihairman Avould Ih! relerred to liimself as rcqin'senting the Commis- 
sioners. '^I'ho liill gaA’O certain jxiwers to the ( Commissioners, and otlier])OAV(Ts to 
tlie (^»mm^ssioners at a meeting; the fornuu- might be exercised by the Chairman 
as re])resenting the Commissiom'rs; but tin* latt('r could not be ('xercised by the 
Chairman exce|»t fei* the puipose of caiTying into effi'ct tlu' orders passed at 
a meeting. 

'riie motion Avas agreed to. 

The llon’bh' Mu*. IboATi'OJn' then moved tin' audition to the section of 
the following AVords : — 


“All uilicers aud sorvantH who may, at tlu^ time of ^.ht* cxtriision of this Act to any placo, hold 
office tlierein under the |)ro\isions of the Di.strict Municijial Improvemfint Act, ISOJ?, or ol’ the District 
Towns' Act, ISG8, shall be deemed to have hecii duly apitointetl under this Act, and .^hall continue 
to liold ollicc subject to any action which may be taken under thi.s section,” 


'^riio motion Avas agreed to. 

Section 38, ehmse («), proA'ided for the imjiosition ol’ a tax on persons 
according to their means and ju’opt'i'ty. 

'riio Hon’ble Ka.iaii .Iotkkndko Moiti.x '^rAdoiU'; said that Avith regard to this 
tax he thought it very iffeessary that a limit should be put to tbo incidence of the 
tax no individufd bolders. lIcAvas aAA’aretbat at the end of the eliapter tlieroAvas 
a section Avliieli put a limit on the maximum tax on each individual on the 
average of the whole ]x)pulation in the imuiicipality. But ho thought that 
that was not quite enough. Under that clause half the estimated cost of the 
municipality might be put upon ono indiviilual, and the otlu'r half on the 
remainder of the jxipulution, and still the averagx' rate might l»e preserved ; but 
that ceUaiuly Avould not be a just distribution of the ineidei\ee oi‘ taxation. Ho 
AA'Ould therefore move to add llio following words to clause (a): — 


“ Provided also that the amount assessed iu respect ol’ any one holdim; in a first class mniileij^ality 
shall not- bo more than ten ruptjcs per mensem, and in a second class niunieip.'ility shall not be move 
than five rupcea per mensem.” 

Ho might add that the in'ineiplo for Avhich lu' contended was not new, as 
a similar provision had Ixx'n adojtted in Acts VI of 18(!8 and VI of 1870. 

His Honor thk Puksioent said it seemed to him that if a man avus fortu- 
nate enough and rich enougli to liold half tin; municipality, it was (|iiito right 
that be slxiuld pay half the tax iniposed ujxm that nuiniei])ality. He did not 
see why they should limit the taxation iu tin' AA^ay proposed. 

The Hon’ble Ra/ajt Joteenuro MoiiiTNTAOoitEohserA'ed that there woidd be 
no objection if the tax aa'us a tax upon the holding; but this Avas a tux ujxm 
persons according to their property and means. II a man Avas in \’ory g(x)d 
cii’cmnstances and hud only a .small lK)lding in tlu* nmnieipality. In' should not 
bo liable to an uidimitud amount of tax .simply because' In' avus rich. 

His Honor the PjiESJOENT observed that a man could be charged on bis 
moans only in one municipality, in AAdiich ho resided. If he had proiwHy 
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in any other municipality he could only ho charjfod on that property as 
proviefod in tlio latter part of clause {a.) 

The Ilon’hle Mk. Bkattfort said that Baboo Dip^niber Mittor, who was a 
member of tlu^ Committee upon this Bill, had ])ut upon rcjQord some other objec- 
tions to the tax upon ])ersons. Ills obje<ition was somewhat opposed to that made 
by the hon’ble nu'mbor. He objected that there was no minimum: thehonble 
member objected that thert^ was no maximum. It was said that a tax upon persons 
was a kind of incomo tax, and, as Baboo l)i{;umber Mitter observed, that 
it Av«udd assume tlie character of the worst fonn of an income tax. To this 
Mr. Beaafoit wf)uhJ remark tliat althouf>h the observatum contained some truth, 
yet an essential dill'evenct' mi}z:ht be I'ouiid, tirst in the absence of all inquisitorial 
statenu'iits of M'hicli such com|»laints hatl Iieenmade; and secondly, in the light- 
ness with whicJi tlie tax must lidl on any one individual ; and also that the 
introduction of themaxiiiiiiiii and mininniin Avould tend to introduce the unequal 
incidence of whicli so much coiiqdaint had been made. You could not say that a 
tax was (H|ual in its incidence if you prevent'd a man from paying' a pro])ortioiuil 
rate u])on all his pro])erty, — if you said that a person should not be assessed ujum 
the wlioh* of his am'uiis, but only on a portion, although other ])ersons were 
ns,sessed iq)on the Avhole of their nu'ans. Il(> woidd furtlu'r observe that there 
1VUS a minimum provided ; for the poor were exc'inpted. It appeared to him 
therefore that there was no real objcttion to the clause as it stood. 

I'he motion was tlu'ii put and negatived. 

S(H*tion dH, clause (./') was as follows : — 

“ In any niniiieiniility duties on articles ontcring the limits thereof or brought into markets 
within the said limits.” 

The llon’ble Ra.iaii doTKi'AnKo Moih'n Tacjokk unwed the omi.ssion of the 
words “ or brought into tiiarkets within the said limitti.’’ He said that the 
h'vying of si tiix upon the sale of goods in a mstrket would i>j)erate hardly upon 
tlui vendors of tivticles. Sometimes articles were Iwouglitinto a market for throe 
or four days Avithout a sale being etleeted, and those artitdes would be taxed 
three or four times (wer. • Thou agaisi the collection of this tax Avould be. in the 
bands of the underlings of tlie muni<u])ality, suid would giv'o them the means 
of jiraetislng o|)pr(',ssioii ovt'r the ])o<>r vendoi's. Jh'sides it Avould he a direct 
interference with ju-iA’iito rights, for to avoid the tax the vendors Avould not 
resort to the lidllia, but would prefer to exjiose tlieir goods for side on some road- 
side as was the practice uoav in jilaees Avliei'e IikIIih did not exist, £iud as a conse- 
quence the income of the oAvner of the ImfltH, in the shape of rents which he 
recciA-ed 1 ‘rom the A^t'vidors, would necessarily sufli!r. 

The llon’ble Mk. Wojilnson said it appeared to biin that the clause as worded 
would make articles liable to a double duty, because the duty Avas a duty on articles 
entering the limits of municipalities or brought into markets within tho.so 
limits. AVho Avas to trace jiarticular artich's ? they might he brought into the 
umnicipality on one dtiy and taken into a market on another. 

Ills Hox'oif THK I’lfKsioKNT Said certainly the ' intention of the Government 
and the Committee Avas that this should beau alteniativo tax. llisIIoNOU himself 
preferred a free market; hut the (.’ommittee had accepted this tax, and lie 
thought rightly, on the ])rinei])le that under certain circumstances if a muni- 
eipality jireferred indirect taxation they might Iuia’o it in the form of au octroi. 
But it was represented that the toAvns in Bengal Averc so straggling, that to 
])ut a chain of custom-house olllifiers round u toAvn would be * very vexatious, 
and it Avas suggested tluii it Avould be .sullicieiit to tux the articles coming to 
the market. His Honok would Icua'o the lion’ble member in charge of the Bill 
to exji^^i Avliethor the Avords of tlie clause carried out tl»at object. Then as to 
the argument that artich's brought into a market might not be sold. His Honor 
believed that as tlu' Bill avus originally drawn the tax was to be imposed on 
articles nold', but the (.011111111100 diflfered from that opinion, and after full 
discussion they considered it more satisfactory to adopt the clause in the form in 
which it now stood. 

I'he Iloii’hle Mk. BKArroKT said Section -IS Avas merely an enumeration of all 
the taxes that might be imposed under the Bill. 1 1 did not profess to jirovide rules

for tho imposition of those taxes. It merely said that the Commissioners mi|^ht 
impose one or more of such taxes. He thought it might he presumed that no 
municipality would elect to impose first an Octroi tax and then a tax for bring- 
ing the same articles^ into a market. The rules for the different classes of 
taxes were detailed in the Bill. Then as to the general j)rinciple of this tax. 
Such taxes, he believed, were collected in every village in the country, and 
very often in two or more rival haths in tho same village, which led to 
tho feuds which were so common in some parts of the countiy. Whether tho 
imposition of such taxes was legal or not was a question into which the Couiual 
could not enter at present ; but it seemed to him absurd to say that the munici- 
pality could not realize without oppression the dues Avhich every landholder 
was collecting week by week all over tho country without complaint. As to 
interfering with private rights, it appeared to him that market-dues might be 
as much*the right of a municipality as of iiny body else : but«obout tho general 
principle of the clause; he thought there could be no doubt what(;vcr. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Wvman said it was never the intention of the Select Com- 
mittee that this clause should bem' any otlnjr interpretation than an altcmiativo 
one ; and as to tho working of tho tax it seemed to him that that was a matter 
which would bo regulated by the bye-laws to bo ])a8sed under tho Act. He 
thought it j)crfcctly plain that the tax under this clause was to bo either a tax on 
articles entering municipal 'limits or on articles brought into markets. 

The Hon’ble Ra.tah Joteendko Moitun Tagore had a few ivords to offer in 
explanation ; lie did not mean to say that the jiroprietors of halhs had any 
right to market-dues, but he thought they hud certainly a right to collect rents 
from the vendors for the use of the grounds. 

Tho motion was then put and negatived. 

Section 38, clause (A), jirovided for the imposition of duties on boats 
moored within the limits of municipalities. 

The ITon’blc Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore moviid tho omission of this 
(ilause. He said it was not unknown that boats were generally moored along land 
W'hich belonged to private parties, and as the largo stakes which were put down 
to secure the boats caused injury to the land in places where the river was 
encroaching, a fee was levied by the rijiarian proprietor as compensation for tho 
damage which he sustained by the mooring of boats and for the use of his land. 
He did not see how tho municipality could lay any claim to tlioso fees, or to 
tax boats so moored. Sujipose tho jiroprietors of tho land refus(*d to allow the 
use of their land for the mooring of boats, they could not be comjielled, without 
any compensation, to allow that which would in many instances be injurious to 
their interests. The effect of tho imposition of such duties would, he feared, be 
endless complication between tho jiroprietors of the lands and the municijial 
authorities, and the interests of trade would generally suffer. 

His” Honor the President said in resjicct to tho jirojiriety of this clause 
authorizing the imjiosition of a duty on the mooring of boats he had no 
hesitation whatever. There were in Kasterii Bengal many jilaces which 
consisted half of houses and half of boats : the town of 8erajgunj was all boats 
and no houses ho might almost say. AVhere you had a great jilace of trade or 
a floating city where the jieojile lived in floating houses, and transacted their 
business on floating shops, and where }'ou wanted wharves and roads for the 
convenience of trade, you must tax the boats which bi ought the traffic. There 
was no means of raising any tax in sucli towns : the town consisted of a range 
of boats along tho shore. The real tovni was the river. Therefore the 
effect of this clause would be that if people brought their boats to trade at a 
purely water town tlipy would bo subjected to a fair and reasonable tax. And 
m other towns the boat traflic might jiay a fair jirojiortion. 

As regards tho objection as to jirivate lands, it seemed to His Honor that 
that matter would in no way be affected by this tax. It seemed to him that in 
reality the zemindars at present in very many jilaces raised an illegal tax 
upon boats passing up and down the river. Wlierovor there was an 
exclusive private right in laud, the zemimlar was of course entitled to 
say “ you shan’t use my land without jiaying for it.” But all that the Bill

said was that if a man brought his boat and moored it in public water which 
lay within the limits of a municipality, then the boat should be liable to pay 
a tax to the municipality which constructed wharves and roads and afforded 
facilities for boats and trade. His Honor thought that this was a reasonable 
provision for taxing the floating part of the community in the same manner as 
you taxed the people on the land. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beaufort said ho would add one word, and that was that 
there was no possible reason why municipalities should not take dues for the use 
of land belonging to them ; but unless it were provided in the law that they 
might impose mooring duties they would not be able to do so. 

The Hon’blo Eajah Jotekndro Mohun Tagore said ho thought it should be 
laid down that the levying of these dues should in no case interfere with the 
right of private parties to levy fees for the use of their o\\ti laud. • 

The llon’blo Mr. Korinson enquired whether boats mooring, say for one 
night, within the limits of a municijiality, w(!re to be liable to the tax. 

His Honor the Pkesidknt said that boats coming within the limits of a 
municipality and mooring for the night enjoyed the protection and advantages 
of the town: they obtained the ju’otcction of the town ])olice instead of b(ung 
liable to plunder outside, and might reasonably be asked to pay for the ^)rotec- 
tion they enjoyed. His Honor had no doubt that the rules would provide for 
this. It might not be thought desirable to tax at all boats that did not moor 
for more than a day, although theoretically no doubt they wen) taxable. 

The Hon’ble Mu. Robinson said that it would be a serious thing if the pro- 
visions of this clause were to apply to the whole of the traffic upon the river In tliis 
way. It would bo a serious impost and a serious bar to traffic if a boat which 
was moored for half an hour was made liable to be taxed. Ho quite agreed 
that boats moored for the night should be liable to the tax ; but it would be a 
serious tax if every boat mooring for an hour were made so liable. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Wyman said that this clause met the difficulty which ho had 
expressed in Committee. Boat traffic receiving the ])rotection of the municipal 
police, and n'lnaining Avithiu the limits of a municij)ality for the ])urj)o.ses of trade, 
should pay something for the protection and advantages they enjoyed. The jiersons 
liA’ingiqion the land should not have to pay every thing. T'be matter had been 
CAny carefully discussed by the Committee, and he thought it was genemlly felt 
that persons oblaining their livelihood on the river should share the municipal 
burden AAnth those on the land, seeing that it was for the ])rotcction equally of 
the one as the other that those burdens were imposed. If the zemindar had a 
right to leA">' a tax ujsm boats mooring upon his land, the present Bill would not 
interfere with those rights ; but surely the municipality had an equal claim in 
respect of tiadc within their limits. He thought this tax would be*' a large 
and just source of income to- towns. As to the difficulty .stated by the bon’ble 
mcmljor o])p()site (J\h. Robinson), .since it aa-^us ncA'cr intended to impose the 
tax ujjou boats moored only for an hour, for the pur])o.sc oi‘ obtaining food, 
Mr. Wjnnan tlioughf. the objection rai.scd was hardly a practical one. It was 
not possible to legislate for details such as these, but sufficient protection would 
doubtless be ])rovi(led in the Municipal Bye-laws to meet any such difficulty. 

Hi.s Honor the President said he thought the hon’blo member on the right 
(Mr. Robinson) hud hit u])on a difficulty. Hi.s Honor quite agreed that it 
would not d') to allow a munlcij)ality to tmm this tax into a transit duty. Nothing 
mu.‘!t be mru’o cai-efully guarded against than that. But this was one of those 
jioints the .regulation of which Avas to be entrusted to the Local Government. 
Hie lulcs Avnich Wi-nld be framed by the Municipal Commissioners would not 
be valid unless they were .siuictioned by the Lieutenant-Governor, and the 
Lieutenant-Govonior Avould not be a penson who would have any concern in 
local interests : he Avould look to the good of the country in general, that was to 
say he would take care that the.so duties should not bo turned into a transit 
didy'. He Avould see' that the tax was confined to the raising of a small rate for 
which a qind pro qtio was furnished. His Honor thought that the regulation of 
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this matter must be left to the Government, who would see that the abuse of 
turning this tax into a transit duty was not permitted. 

The Hon’ble Moulvte ABbooLLuTEEFsaidit appeared to him that there was 
one difficulty in coifhection with this section, viz. the detention to which boats 
would be subjected for the purpose of collecting the tax. Sometimes boats 
moored at towns merely for the purpose of making small purchases. If they 
were detained there for an hour or two for their own purposes, th^ might bo 
further detained for six or eight hours for the collection of the tax. lie thought 
therefore that in framing the rules for the collection of this tax the hardship 
which such mere callers might suffer should bo taken into consideration. 

The Hon’ble the Actino Advocate-General said he thought the sections 
under which this tax would be levied sufficiently provided for the difficulty 
raised by the hon’ble member on the right (Mr. Robinson) ; they provided for 
the levy of rates according to the time duiing which the boats were moored. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Robinson said ho would assure tlu? Council that his objec- 
tion was not a fanciful one. Ho had no objection to this tax in itself ; but if 
its operation was not most carefully guarded, it would become a most intoler- 
able tax upon the trade of the country. 

Tlie Hon’ble Mr. Bernard said, to show that the Select Committee did not 
intend to tax boats unfairly,* by section 81 it was provided that all tlirough traffic 
should be exempbid from the ( )ctroi duties ; and they expected that the same 
principle would lie carriiid out in regard to the tax upon boats, but they saw 
no W'ay of providing for this diffiitulty in the Bill. 

The amendment was then negatived. 

Se<;tion 43 provided for the assessment of persons who were without 
authority omitted from the assessment list, or whose liability to assessment 
accrued after the prejjaration of the list, and directed that notice of such 
“ increased” assessment shoidd be given to the person assessed. 

On the motion of Mr. Beaufort the word “increased” was struck out, as 
the section applied to new assessments and not to increased assessments. 

Section 45 related to the tax upon buildings, and exempted buildings 
used exclusively as places of jiublic worship or applied solely to charitable 
purj)os<.is. 

On the motion of Mr. Beaufort a verbal amendment was made by substi- 
tuting th(! word “ houses” for the word “buildings.” He pointed out that the 
“house” under the definition in section 3 included the “ building.” 

'I’he Hon’ble B A.) All .Ioteendro Moiirx Tagore moved the insertion of the 
words “ and arable lands” after “ purj»os(;s,” so as to exempt arable lauds from 
the tax. 

The Hon’blc Mr. Beaufort said he would move as a counter-amendment 
that the tpUowing w’ords be added to the section : — 

“ the annual value of any arable land shall be deemed to be one-half of the 

annual rc&t-iM’ltrhich such land may be reasonably expected to be let.” 

The Hf^’ble Mii. Bernard said it might be explained that lands taxed by 
municipalities were exmiipted from Jioad Cess under Act X of 1871 ol this Council, 
and if arable lands w'itbin municipal limits were exi'mjited from taxation under 
this Bill they would escape taxation altt)gethcr. ’flio aimmdmeiit which the 
hon’ble member in cluirge of the Bill had pro])c*scd Avould reduce the rate on 
arable lands in muni(u])alities very nearly to w'hat tiny were assessed for Road 
Cess outside munieipalif ies. 

His Honor the President said roads outside municipalities were to be 
made by those taxed outside by the District Road Cess, and inside municipali- 
ties by municipalities ; and it was only lair that arable lands witliin municipali- 
ties which were exempted from the District Road C^ess should pay a tax such as 
the same lauds outside immici])alities paid under the Road Cess. He ^uite 
thought with the hou’ble momh<>r that it wmuld be hard tliat arable lands within 
municipalities should pay a tax as high as that paid by houses and shops ; 
and tiierefore it appeared to His Honor that the half rate which the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill had projiosed would meet the difficulty. 
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The Hon’ble Rajah Joteendeo Mohun Tagoke said that after the explanation 
that had been given he would withdraw his amendment. 

The Hon’ble Me. Beaufoet’s amendment was then agre^ to. 

Section 58 exempted hackney carriages in the subuibs «f Calcutta from the 
operation of the tax upon carriages and animals. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bi-:aufort observed that this section had been inserted 
by him mider a mistake, in order to ])rovide against a double tax upon certain 
carnages. He had since discovered that these carnages in Calcutta not only paid 
the registration fee under the Hackney Can'iage Act, but also the license tax under 
the Municipal Acts. Therefore tlmre was no reason why they should not pay 
a tax upon thesanie footing in the subiubs as they paid in the town of Calcutta. 
He moved that tins section bo omitted. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Section 02 provided as a penalty a fine not exceeding three times the tax 
on all carriages and animals for which a license should not have been taken out. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bkaufort said that this section ])i’ovided a penalty for 
keeping a carriage without a license ; but it did not sa}' Avliether the paj’ment 
of the fine was “ in lieu of the license fee,’’ or in addition to it. As tliere might 
be some doubt upon tliis point he would movi! the insertion of those woi’ds after 
“fine” in the 4th line of the .section. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Similar amendments wore made, on the motion of Mr. Ih'aufort, in sections 
G9 and 7G. 

Section 97 iirovided that the Lieutenant-Governor “may” make over to 
the Commissioners any existing toll-bar or gate within the limits of t)»e mimi- 
cijiality. 

The Hon’ble Rajah Joteekdro Moiiitn Tagore said that it would be impera- 
tive upon municipalities to maintain all the roads within their municipalities, and 
ht; thouglit it would be but fair to them that any tolls whicdi were imposed upon 
those roads should be made over to them. IJo would therefore move the sub- 
stitution of “ shall” for “ may.” 

Hi.s Honor the President said that he was quite ready to j)ledgo himself 
that the Government would not for their own ])ur])ose.s maintain any toll within 
the limits of a municipality, unlc,ss it were upon a road maintained by Govem- 
ment as a Provincial or Imperial Road. It was how(>vcr nece.ssiiiy to give a dis- 
cretion to the Government, as they might wish to aliolish tolls altogether. 

The Hon’ble Rajah Joteendko Moiiim Tagore said as it was .stated that there 
was no intention to maintain tolls within municipfilities for any otluu’ than muni- 
cipal purposes, he was (|uite willing to withdraw his amendment. But he thought 
that if tolls w’crc so maintained they should be made over to the municijiality. 

The motion was then by leave withdrawn. 

On the motion of Mr. Beaufort a verbal ameiuhnent wa^t^rnadtJ in 
section 124. V 

Section IGl declared wdiat should constitute tlu? Municipal Fund; and 
jirovided, amongst other things, that the fund apjdicabhi to jiolice purposes 
mentioned in “ section 57, Act XXI of 1857 (to make better pi’ovision for the 
order and good government of the suburbs of Calcutta and the station of 
How'rah)” sliould be deemed to be tlu! Municij)al Fund. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beaufort said he propo.sed to omit the words above quoted. 
Act XXI of 1857 W'as one of the Acts to b(5 rc])caled by this Act, hnd therefore it 
was unnecessary to retain those words. 

The motion w'as agreed to. 

Section 13.3 declared the puriioses to which the Municipal Fund might 
be applied, amongst which were the construction, re})air, and maintenance of 
roads, wharves, embankments, (bannels, drains, and bridges. 

The Hon’ble Rajah JoTmsNDRO Mohun Tagore said he believed it was not 
unknown that in some Stations largo embankments were maintained by the 
Government; they were works of snch gi’oat magnitude that they could not possi- 
bly bo maintained by municipalities ; and if tborc was no provision in the Bill 
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to the contrary, the Governinont might withdraw from the duty of maintaining 
those embankments, and expect the municipalities to undertake the work. The 
same remarks applied to the maintenance of bridges. Take for instance the 
Kidderpore and BaHy Khal bridges. If the Grovcrnment were to withdraw from 
the duty of maintaining those bridges, the resj)on 8 ibility would be thrown on 
the municii)alities within whose limits they were situated. But it would be 
admitted that these municipaliticis, (jspecially the latter, wore too 2)Oor to maintain 
such great bridges, lie would tliorofore move to insert after “embankments*’ 
the words “ except such as have been maintained by Government,” and to 
substitute “ culverts” for “ bridges.” 

The Hon’blc Mk. Bkaufort said he thought the hon’ble member had mis- 
understood the object of the section, which was to declare u|)on what objects the 
Municipal Commissioners might expend the Miiui(;i])al Funds, subject to certaiji 
rules. It was necessary to insert in this section all the objects upon which 
the Municipal Funds might be exppnd(‘d, for otherwise the Commissioners 
would be debarred from exjiending their money upon sf)me work which they 
might be prc2)arcd and willing to undertake. Take the case of the station of 
Berham2>ore which was jjrotoeted by small einbaiikmouts along the face of the 
river now niaintain(>d by the (jlovemnumt. If that place became a municipality, 
it ajmeared to him that there was no possible reason why the Municipal Fund 
should not be exi^endi'd in the rej)airs of tlu? embankment. If the amendment 
was adopted, the municipality woidd bo ))roventod from expending money for 
that purpose. Mr. Beaufoi’t Av<aild also olyect to the substitution of “ culvert” 
for “ bridges.” CuKu'rt was a vague term : a bridge included a culvert. 

The Ilon’ble Mit. Sciialcii said he had a decided objection to the words of the 
amendment. It included all (‘inbankments. Ifthat were intended, it would follow 
that although the Govt.rnrucnt had maintained many embankments which they 
were not l.)ound to maintain, they would lumceforth be bound to continue to 
maintain them. If any such umendnn'ut was to be introduct;d, ho thought it 
should be so framed as to include only those embankments Avhich the Government 
were bound to maintain. He hi in.self did not sec the necessity of the amend- 
ment ; but if any amtanlineut were introduced, he thought it .should be carefully 
guarded in the way hehadsjxicitiod : tin? phraseology, as tin' amendment at present 
stood, was to bind tlu! Q(»\ ernm(!nt to keep nj) (‘inbankinents udiich they were 
not bound to maintain. 

Ills Honor tuk I'rksioknt .said it ajyxxm'd to him that this was importing 
a discussion which proj^erly belonged to anotluT Bill. The clau.se under con- 
sideration was simply a clause to enable municipalities to maintain embank- 
ments. The passing of such a elau.se as xv'as j)ro])osed would not interfere with 
any obligation which might be iniposcnl on the CJovermnent by the Embank- 
ment Bill. It was ju’oposed in that Bill to say that the Government should 
maintain certain embankments, and His Honor had no doubt that the hon’ble 
member xvould look after the interests of mimici))alities when that Bill came 
uj) for consideration. I’erhaps, therefore, tlie hon'ble memher would allow the 
matter to stand over till the Kmhankment Bill came before the Council. 

The motion was then by leavi* withdrawn. 

On the motion of Mr. Bi'aufort the I’ollowing clause was added to the 
section : — 

(0). “ Any outlay that may bo necessary for earrvitif' out the purposes of this Act." 

Section 1 .‘14 enabled a municipality, with the sanction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, to make ixmtributiims to other niunicijialities for certain 2>urpo8Cs. 

The Hon’ble Rajah Jotkknpro Moiivn Taookk said he did not understand 
by whutkiiids of work a munieijiality in one elistrict could beuoiit a municipality 
in another district. lie could ijuite umhM'staml muuiiujialities adjoining one 
another undertaking works in common, and he thought the granting of contri- 
butions for such jmrjioses should ho (hn-ided aeiujiding to the benefit the 
municipality would derive from the coutrilmtions Avhich they made. But under 
this section a municipality might eontrihute its funds to any muni<ij)ality in any 
other district,. however distant. I’hat seemed to him to be wrong in principle 
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especially considering that the control over the expenditure of its funds should 
be in the hands of the municipality. A municipality contributing to another 
municipality could have no control over the municipality to which they contri- 
buted. lie therefore took exception to this section, and mowd that it be omitted. 

The llon’hle Mr. Beaufort said it a])pcarod to liim that the object of this 
section was sufficiently clear, lie would illustrate it by giving an example. The 
example nearest to them was that of the Suburban Municipality, who wished 
to introduce into the suburbs the water which was brought down to Calcutta. 
The cost of pipes to carry the water into the suburbs would certainly not be 
paid by the Calcutta Municipality, and must bo paid by the people of the 
suburbs who were to make use of the Avater. Tlui same remarks would apjdy 
to a railway, whicdi a municipality w'anted to connect w'itli tlioir toAvn by a short 
feeder road. If a municipality was not allowed to contribute for the making 
of such roads, there would be nobody to do it, and he saw no reason why 
municipalities should not so contribute. 

The Hon’ble IMr. Bernard said the Select Committee had ver\’’ carefully con- 
sidered tliis provision, many representations having been received taking excep- 
tion to it ; some of the members of the Committee had also taken exception to it. 
As the sectionwas originally drawn, it was nmre o])en to obj(‘ction than it was now. 
At first it was j)ro\'idcd that the Lieuterumt-Govemor might transfer a portion 
of the funds of one municipality to any other municipality. As the section 
now stood it lay with tlu; (.V)mmissioners themselves to j)ropose the transfer, 
and then to obtain the sanction of tlui Lieutenant-Governor to such transfer. 
The hon’ble member in charge of the Bill had given one instance 
exemj)lifying the operation of this section. Others might be adduced. A 
municipality miglit be situated two or three miles from a line of railway, 
between whuh and the municipality there might be jungle or field lanil. 
Surely a municipality ought to bo allowed to exjKjiid money in connecting itself 
with a railway station; but uidess jiower was given in the Bill to expend 
money for such jiurposes, the municipality, could not expend the money. It 
was only for certain objects that mmiicipalities were allowed to contribute 
money to other municipalities, and those purjioscs were merely such as the 
construction and maintenance of roads, bringing water into a town, and the 
lighting of roads, ^ 

The llon’ble Mr. Wvman said he thought he w^as one of the members of the 
Committee who objected to this clause as it stood in the original Bill ; but as the 
clause was now limited, he could sec no objection to it. It left the suggestion for 
such contributions in the hands of the Commissioners, and the power was 
qualified by the provision that the w'orksfor which such contributions were made 
must be calculated to benefit the inhabitants of the contributing municipality. 
It was quite compijtent to the Commissioners not to propose to make such con- 
tributions, and if they did make such contributions, it could only be with the 
object of benefiting themselves. 

The motion was then negatived. 

Section Bio provided for the aiipointment of officers to inspect the affairs 
of municipalities. 

The lIon’bleMu. BEAUFORTinovcdthatthis section beomitted. Butheproposed 
to transfer to section 143 the latter portion of it, and also to provide for the expense 
of auditing the municii)al accounts which had been omitted. He thought it 
was reasonable that the additional establishment which the Magistrate of the 
district, who was bound to supervise the municipalities in his district, or the 
Commissioner of division, who had a control over the muuici])a1itics in his 
division, might be obligcnl to keep for that purpose, should bo paid ratoably by 
tlie municipalities con(!emed. He would first move that section Blf) bo omittea. 

His Honor the President said that the effect of accepting the amendment to 
omit setstion 13.5, whicli the hon’ble member on the right ( Rajah Joteendro Mohun 
Tagore) had put upon the ])aper, and the amendment oi the hon’blo member in 
charge of the Bill as to section 142, would be that the Government surrendered 
the power of appointing a salaried inspector at the expense of municipalities. 
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But it was quite necessary tliat the accounts should be audited, and that the cost 
of the correspondence which municipalities necessarily entailed should be con- 
tributed by the several municipalities in each division or district. 

The motion was agreed to. 

On the motion of Mb. BFAirroRT the following words were inserted in 
section 142 after “direct” in line 10: — 

“ The expense of sucli audit shall be paid from the Municipal Fund. Tho Lieutenant- 
Governor may direct that the cost of maintaining clerks or other establishments in the offices 
of the Magistrate of the district and of tho Commissioner of division for the audit of 
accounts, and the requisite correspondence connected -with the puqioses of this Act, shall be 
defrayed in rateable proportion from the funds of tho sever^ mimioipalitics which may bo 
constituted under this Act in such district or division.” 

Section 153 jirovidcd a j)cnalty on a registrar of births and deaths refusing 
or neglecting to registcjr births, &c. 

On tho motion of Mr. Beaufort the words “ or shall demand or accept any 
foe or reward or other gratification as a coihsidcration for making such (uitry ” 
were omitted as unnecciiHary, tho registrars to be appointed imder the Act 
having been declared, by a clause subsequently introduced, to be “public 
servants ” within the meaning of the l*onal Code. 

Section 172 provided that' none of the provisions of Part X relating to the 
m\inici])al regulations should a 2 )ply to any municipality until extended thereto 
by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

The lion’bhi RA.rAn Joteknobo Moht'n Tagore said that ho did not think 
that the state of societ y in second clas-s municipalities was such as to render neces- 
.sary tho stringent rules of sanitation provided by Part X of the Bill, and he con- 
sidered that it would be great hardship if thej' were introduced in second class 
municipditics. lie believed it was not the intention of the Government, 
seiing that the Government had a disenition in extending these rules, to 
introduce them into any second or third class municipality. But ho thought it 
Would be bctt(‘r if smdi a limitation were introduced in "the Bill. It would bo 
seen also that these munieijad regulations, with tho exc<‘i)tion of that contained, 
in section 191, were not introduced in the Acts of 1808 and 1870, and iione of 
these ju ovnsions were at jjresent in operation in second or third class municipa- 
lities. He would therelbi'e mt»ve the addition to section 172 of the words — 

“ The Liouteiiniil-Govornor sliiill not extend the provisions of chapter 1 of this part 
to any second or third class municipality.” 

The Ilon’ble Mb. Beai:i'OR'i' said that the general object of Part X was to pi’o- 
vido all the rules neces.sary I’or the con.servancy and sanitation and general well- 
being of municipalities. By section 172 it was ])ro'vided that no single section 
throughout this Part should be ('xtended to any munici])ality without the s])eeial 
sanction of the Government. Under those circumstances lni thought it was not 
necessary to make any oxccj)tion to the general rule. Tho Idmitenant-Governor 
would apply these sections to municipalities on the nquu-ts of the niunici})alities 
themselves, and those oidy would bo stdected which w('re wanted in eacdi })in'ticular 
place. Some jwoplo objected to the introduction of these sections, because the lower 
classes were used to a certain degree of discomfort in their houses, and tliere- 
fore did not care to be compelled to get rid of it ; but the general principle 
of them was apidicable to all. He thought it woxdd be better to leave the 
power to tho Governnumt to apply tliese sections as they were required ; but as 
it was quite clear that the sections contained in the first chapter of the Paii; 
would never be applied to third class municipalities, which would be establislied 
only in rural villages, he was quite ))rcpared to exclude them from third cla.ss 
municipalities, and Would suggest the omi.ssion from tho motion «>f the Avords 
“ or second.” With regai’d to second ela.ss municupalities, he belkwed that a 
second class municipality' would often be fimnd in a small bnt populous tou’n, 
and that was just tue place in which such nilcs would be required. Therc'fore 
he would retain the provision enabling the Government to extend these rules 
to such places. 

His Honob thePBEsiDENT said that the Government were jwepared to accept 
the proposal that third class municipalities should be exempted from the operation 
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of this Part ; ho would therefore first put the suggestion of the hon’ble member 
in charge of the Bill as an amendment upon the motion. 

The amendment having been carried, the motion as amended was agreed to. 

Section 190 provided a penalty for bathing or washing animals or clothes 
jn a public- stream, &c. 

TUellon’blo Mu. Beaufort moved the omission of the word “ public,” as the 
retention of that word would interfere with the provision in the Penal Code with 
regard to fouling tlie water of a public spring or reservoir. This section went 
further, as it applied to water set apart for particular purposes ; whereas the 
Penal Code dealt with the ordinary use of the water. If the word “public” 
wore left out, it would prevent any clashing with the Penal Code. He was 
indebted f()r tliis aniendment to liis hon’ble friend the learned Advocate^General. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Section 199 provided a penalty for making unauthorized excavations. 

The Hon’ble Rajah Joteendro Mohun 'rAGouE said he believed there would 
not bo found a single house-holder, particularly in a second class municipality, 
who would not require to make an exciavation in his own compound, and this 
section would thendbre work v(!ry harshly on the people who built their houses 
from earth taken from their OAvn land. These excavations occasionally caused a 
nuisanctf ; but he thought the chapter of the Penal Code relating to nuisances, and 
the rules in this Bill against causing nuisances within premises, were sufiicient. 
He did not think there was any necessity f(>r preventing pitople f«>m taking 
earth fi*om their own land for building j)urposes and he woula therefore move 
that this section bo omitted. 

The Hon’ble Mu. BnAirFOUT said he' .thought it would be well to put the 
Council in possession of the history of this section. It arose out of Ins own 
personal experience of the effects of excavations within towns. It was quite 
true that every man, when he wanted to i-aise the flooring of his house, dug a 
hole alongside of it ; and no one would object to a method of obtaining earth so 
convenient to the individual if it did not affect the health of the community. 
But into this hole all the dirt and refuse of the house was thrown ; the rain fell ; 
the contents of the excavation rotted in the stagnant water, and a great deal of 
malaria was goueratc^d. When he was Magistrate of Jessore at a time when 
no one was willing to reside in it on account of the unhqalthinoss of the place, 
he made use of tlio prisoners (who w'ere then allow(‘d to work out of the jail 
walls) in filling up every excavation throughout the town ; and the consequence 
was that the healthiness of the jdace Avas materially impiwod. Even Avithout 
that expcrieiua?, he thought that no man had a right for his own convenience to 
make an ('XcaA'atioii Avhi<‘li would be a nuisance to his neighbours. He admitted 
that the sei.-tifin as introduced in the Bill might be considered rather too strin- 
gent, and that it Avould bo well to modify it, and he proposed to do so by 
substituting for it the sc‘ction of Avhich he had given notice aiid which stood as 
follows : — • * ' 

“TIu! ('!(imniis>ioucps may cause to be filled up any excavatioa wliicb is likely in their opinion 
to be injurious to the licallh of the ucighhourhood. If siieli excavation eliall have been made in any 
place alter the cAtensiem thereto of thi.s eection within any private premieus without the content of 
the Coumiissioucrs, tlie cost of rclilling it may be recovered from the occupier or owner of auch 
premises.” 

The latter part of this amended section Avould not apply to existing excava- 
tions or those made with the consent of the Commissioners, and they would 
have no powa?r to intiirferc unless the excavation would be likeljp to injure the 
nftighbimrhood. Any man who really had a necessity to make an excavation 
might u])j)ly to the Commission(*rs for permission to make it. Then as 
regards llu' penalty, it was reduci;d simply to the excavator paying for the 
cost of refilling it. It w'as said that in some places there was groat difficulty in 
getting earth to supply the place of the earth that was taken out of the 
excavation, hut in liis experionee there was always some tank at no great 
distance w'hicli might "bo enlarge d. In Jossorc tanks were deepened and 
enlarged by siqqilying the ryots witli the earth which they required. 

The Ilon’hle Mu. Wyman said there was an objection to the amendment pro- 
posed. It seemed a direct iutcrferouce with private rights. It appeared to tim 
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that section 191 gave ample power to prevent these excavations from becoming 
dangerous to hemth. But to say that a' man should net dig upon his own land 
might lead to much hardship and oppression. There might be cases in which 
the digging of a hole might possibly not improve the health of a town, but 
might not be so irflurious to the health of the neighbourhood as to make it 
desirable to fill it up. In such cases to make the man fill it up seemed 
very hard indeed. V^ore so much suspicion was already existing, to impose 
by law any thing tending to create additional alarm, should be a matter for 
careful consideration. Therefore, as Mr. Wyman thought that section 191 met 
all sanitary difficjulties, ho submitted that there was no necessity for any provi- 
sion regarding excavations. 

His Hokor the President said, he was extremely glad that the hon’ble 
member in charge of the Bill had proposed to do away with the penal clause in 
this section. As the provision stood in the Bill it was a very severe one, 
and ilis Honor thought the hon’ble member had exercised a wise discretion in 
modifying it. Possibly the observations that had been made with regard to the 
vexatious character of the section as it stood in the Bill were not unfounded ; 
but as the clause was now projiosod, it was a very innocent clause. It was 
devoid of all penal character, as the person who made the excavation would at 
tlie worst only have to fill it up again ; he could not be subjected to any thing 
beyond that. Section 191» might provide for this, but these noxious holes 
being so common, he hoped the Council would support the amendment. 

The ITon’hlc R ajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore said, that if the cost of re-fill- 
ing the excavation was to be borne by the person making it, it might cost him so 
much that it might be impossible for him to meet it. Karth could not always be 
obtained : it might have to be brought from a distance of several miles ; and if a 
poor man had to rtvfill a hf)le, ho might be made to pay for bringing the earth 
from a distance of four or five miles. The effect would be the same whether he 
was allowed to make the excavation or not. 

The llon’bh' Mr. Beaufort’s amendment, to substitute a new section for 
section 109, was agreed to. 

The llon’blc Kajaii Joteendro Mohun Tagore’s motion to omit the section 
hav'ing been put, the Council divided : — '

So the motion was negatived. 

Section 208 gave power to trim hedges and trees bordering roads. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beaitfort said that the amendments which he had put on 
the paper were proposed in consequence of a report of the Commissioner of 
Chittagong that the inhabitants of that town suri’onnded their compounds with 
fences of a height which greatly prevented the free circulation of air, and he 
believed the hon’ble member ojqiosite (Lord Ulick Browne) would be able to say 
from liis own experience whether that was the case. The amendments would 
give the same power of reducing the height of fences, as the section in its 
present state gave in regard to hedges. He moved — 

In line 3, after “ trim” to insert “ or reduce the height oP’ ; 

In lines 4 and 10, after “ hedges” to insert “ fences” ; 

And inline 11, dfter “ trimmed” to insert “ ©r reduced.” 

The Hon’ble Lord Ulick Browne said, he entirely confirmed what had been 
said as regards the obstructions to ventilation in the town of Chittagong. Almost 
every house was surrounded by an enclosure of matting about seven feet high, 
and they certainly had an injurious eflect on the health of the town. 

The Hon’ble Moulvie Abdool Luteef said if these fences or mat walls wore 
intended for the zenana, or female apartments of the occupants, it would bo a great 
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hardship if the municipality were permitted to interfere in reducing them. He 
thought this point ought to be taken into consideration^ or otherwise we might 
be interfering with the convenience oftho people, and especially of the Maho- 
medau community. 

His Honor the President said he thought the vast mkjority of the Com- 
missioners would have an interest in keeping female apartments private. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beaufort remarked that probably there were very few 
places in which a provision of this nature would bo applicable. 

The Hon’blo Moitlvie Abdool Luteef said, where there were two or three- 
storied houses and the neighbours had lower-roomed houses, they were compelled 
to erect high mat walls to prevent overlooking. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Sciialch observed that the Commissioners would not have 
the power to iutorfore with a wall of ten or twelve feet in height, and therefore 
it would bo a hardship to interfere with mat w^alls of seven feet, especially in 
the case of zenanas. He thought the section as it stood was sufficient. 

The Hon’ble Moitlvie Abdool Luteeo said, he had seen it remarked in the 
papers that the high walls in the King of Oudh’s premises at Grarden Reach pre- 
vented ventilation, but it appeared to him that that could not be helped where 
there were zenanas. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Beaufort’s first and fourth amendments w'ere agreed to. 
On the second and third amendments the Council divided

These amendments were therefore negatived. 

Section 217 provided a penalty for, amo.ngst other things, beating drums 
or tom-toms, &c., at times and places prohibited by the Commissioners. 

The Hon’ble Rajah Joteendro Mohitn Tagore moved to insert the words “ not 
being private residences” after “places” in line 5 of (;]ausc 2. He said that in most 
Hindu families there were household deities, and it tvas necessary at times of 
worship to beat cymbals and gongs. It would be giviivg the Conn’nissioners too 
arbitrary power if tliey were allowed to jiroliibit the sounding of such instru- 
ments at any time and any })lace they liked. Some consideration, he thought, 
tmght to be shown to the religious feelings of the people. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beavifort said the object of this section, which was taken 
from the Acts now in force in Calcutta and Howrah and other jdaces, was simply 
to prevent people making a npise in their own houses so loud as to be a nuisance 
to the neighbours. He did not see why, if a Hindu desired to worship in his 
own house, he should -be permitted to cause discomfoi-t. to others. 

The Hon’blc Ra.iaii Joteendro Moiiun Tagore §aid that a Hindu could not 
help doing what he was bid by his religion to do. If rulig^ou.s liberty was to be 
en joyed by every one alike there must be a certain degree of toleration among all 
sects. Ho thought that the freedom of wonsliip ought to be respected. 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Bernard remarked that the late census liad shown that in 
many districts o‘f Bengal the majority of the pojmlation consisted of Mahomedans, 
and their convenience should be consulted. The hon’ble member in charge of 
tlje Bill had said that this clause was taken from the Howrah Act. But he 
might have added that it was a very much milder provision than that contained 
in the Howrah Act ; for by this clause every body might beat drums and tom-toms 
unless the Commissioners at a meeting prohibited their so ’"doing; but under the 
Howrah Act no body could d(» so without the permission of the Commissioners, 
which was a verj- different thing. 

His Honor the President said he knew that there was no cause which had 
^vcii rise to more serious riots and bloodshed than tlie blowing of horns and 
beating of tom-toms in the neighbourhood of mosijues. It %va8 now ascerfained 
that more than half the villages in Bengal were Mahomedan, and the (dause 
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merely prohibited the blowing of horns and such like when specially prohibited. 
It appeared to His Honor mat there ought to be a power to prevent this 
becoming a nuisance to the people. 

The motion was then negatived. 

On the motioif of Mr. Beaufort verbal amendments was made in sections 
224 and 225. 

Section 230 provided that the provisions of Part XI relating to Municipal 
markets should not apply to any muncipality until they should have been 
expressly extended to it by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

The Hon’ble Kajah Joteendro Mohun Taoore observed that he thought 
Part XI should not apply to second or third class municipalities, and should 
only apply to first class municipalities when extended thereto by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, ho would therefore move to insert after “ apply” in line 1 of section 130 
the words “ second or third class municipality. Ana it shall not apply to any 
first class.” 

His Honor the President said that if this section was intended to apply 
to grand markets like that which was being constnictcd in Calcutta, he should 
be willing to agree to the amendment pro])osed, but as the object of the section 
was to enable municijialitios to set aside piettes of land for the purposes of 
hallts and the like, he thought it should be applicable to other municipalities as 
well as those of the first classs. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bernard moved bj’’ way of amendment that the follow- 
ing words be inserted in lieu of the words pro})osed by the hon’ble member : — 

** Third class municipality. And it shall not apply to any first or second.” 

Th<.i etfcct of this amendment wrndd be to restrict the provisions of Part XI 
to first and second class municipalities, and exempt thira class municipalities 
altogether from the v)peiation of that Part. 

The motion as amended was agreed to. 

Section 231 empowered the Commissioners, with the sanction of the 
Lieutcnant-Govcnior, to construct markets. 

The Hon’ble Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore moved the omission of this 
section, as he thought municijialities should not apply their fiinds to such 
spetnlations as the construction of markets and entiir into competition with 
private enterprize, armed as they would be with such exceptional powers as 
the Bill proposed to giv^ them. 

His Honor the President said the arguments which he had used with 
regard to the former amendment on this point a]iplied equally to this section, 
which would enable inunicipilities to set aside small places as markets. He 
thought that muni<5ipaliti(?s ought to be allowed to compote with private 
individuals in establishing public marki'ts Avhich should either net be taxed, or, if 
taxed, be taxed for the benefit of no private individual but of the community in 
general. 

The motion was then negatived. 

Part XII related to third class municipalities. 

The Hon’hlc Rajah Joieenduo Mohun Tagore moved the omission of this 
Part. He said that third class municipalities were generally composed of agricul- 
tural villages, and they ought to have for their administration a separate Act 
complete in itself and apart from the elaborate provisions relating to 
first and socuud class inunicijialitics. He thought that Act VI of 1870 
which related to what would under this Bill be called thii-d class municipalities, 
had not had a sufficient trial given to it. If after sufficient trial it w’as found 
that any amendment, was required in that Act, a Bill could be introduced for 
regulating third class municipalities. This Bill \{’-ould imjioae upon these muni- 
cipalities responsibilities to which- they were not now subject, such as tlie pro- 
vision of water tor drinking jmrposes and the matter of conservancy ; and there 
were certain roferoncos made to other pants of the Bill which made these }>ro- 
visions too cumbersome and cannpliciited for the comprehension of agricultural 
populations. It was said that those provisions embraced the question of educa- 
tion, and if they were omitted from the Bill the people of agricultural -vdllagos 
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would go without education altogether. To provide for this and the mainten- 
ance of chokidars, he would, if his motion were agreed to, move the introduc- 
tion of the following section at the beginning of Part Xlll : — 

" The proceeds of the tax, together with any fines and other moneys realized under the Village 
Chokidaree Act, 1870, shall, in the first instance, be applicable to the payment of chokidars and 
any surplus thereof to the supply of drinking water for the residents or for their cattle, and to the 
support of patahalag or village schools in such places where the said Act may be in force." 

His Honor the President said he was quite willing to admit that it was a 
subject of fair consideration whether the supply of water for drinking purposes, 
and conservancy, should be included in the objects to which the funds of third 
class municipalities should be devoted. But it was decided by those in charge 
of the Bill that the pi-ovisioiis of Act VI of 1870 should be incorporated in this 
Bill, so that the wlioie municipal law of Bengal might bo codilicd in one Bill. 
That duty had been performed with great care and labor by the Committee 
who had incorporated in the Bill all the provisions of Act VI of 1870 which 
seemed appropriate, and His Honor should be extremely sorry that Part XII 
relating to third cla.s8 municipalities should now be rejected. His sole wish 
was to work these provisions for the benefit of these village municipalities. They 
pi’oposed a very small and moderate tax inde ed, and a nari’ow limit was fixed to 
the sum that might be expended. He hoped it would be accepted by the 
Council. With regard to the question ot cennplication, ho might observe 
that great care had been taken to exclude third class municipalities from 
the ojieration of the greater part of the Bill ; and vdien the Bill was passed 
we should be able to extract tliis chapter and the other parts of the Bill w'hich 
related to third class municipalities, and print them separately us a small 
pamphlet for the use of punchayets. 

The Hon’ble Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore said it was altogether a new 
burden to require third class municipalities to provide for conservancy ; and 
W'heu it was seen that all the provisions of Part X, except ehapter I, would be 
applicable to these municipalities, and tliat the operation of other chapters of the 
Bill might be extended to them, hon’ble members could well understand 
what hardships might be entailed u|)on the agricultural pojmlation. 

His Honor the President said the hon’ble member might propose to 
extend further the exemption from Part X. He should be ready favorably to 
consider that. ■* 

The motion was negatived. 

Section 244 stood as follows : — 

“ The punchayet “ shall’' impose the tax described at section 138 clause (a) of this Act, pro- 
▼ided that the tax for any one year shall not exceed twenty-live rupees tor every hundred inhabitants.** 

On the motion of Mr. Beaufort “ may” was substituted for “ shall”. 

The Hon’ble Ra.taii Joteendro Moiiun Tagore moved the addition to the 
section of the following words : — 

“ And provided that no one shall pay more than one rupee per mensem.** 

His Honor the President observed that' the arguments which he had used 
against liiniting the amount of tax on any one individual in first and second 
class municipalities, would apply with greater force to small municipalities. It 
would be very hard that a ricti man should not pay more than a common bunia. 

The amendment was put and negatived. 

Section 256 provided that the surplus of the tax in third class municipalities, 
after paying for chokidars, might be applied to the supply of drinking water, to 
the support of patshalas, “ and to conservancy purposes”. 

The Hoii’ble Rajah Joteendro Moiiun Tagore moved to omit the -words 
‘•and to conservancy purposes.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. B^uport observed that, as had been jwinted out by His 
Honor the President, it was entirely optional with the municipality to expend 
their money for those {mrposes ; ho did not see any reason for exduding “ conser- 
vancy” from amongst the purposes to which the funds of third class municipalities 
might be applied. 

The motion was put and negatived. 




On the motion of Mr. Beai^bart the foEpnmtig new section was introduced 
nfter section 256, to provide for the continuation of the services of the present 
chokidars after the extension of this Bill to any third class municipality : — 

« Ereiy person who, at the time of the sxtensipn of this Fart to any place, is the chokidar 
thereof, or whose duty it is under any other desifrnation to keep natch and ward therein, shall oonti* 
nue to perform such duty until the day fixed by the Magistrate as the date on which the first instaU 
ment of any tax imposed Cnder the provisions of this Act shall b^me payable, and shall be remu. 
nerated for such services according to the usage which may prevail at that time in such place.” 

The motion was a^eed to. 

Section 258 provided for the retention in oiHco of present chokidars, 
if in the opinion of the Magistrate they were competent to perform their duties. 

The Hon’blo Mb. Beaufort moved to add to the section the following 
words : — 

” Provided also that if the number of such persons in any place is greater tlian the maximum 
number fixed by the last preceding section, the Magistrate of the district may select from the whole 
number and may relieve from the duty of watch and ward so many as are in excess of the fixed 
number, and the persons so relieved shall be deemed to have ceased to hold such office.” 

In tlio previous section, ho said, it was laid down tliat tho punchayet 
should appoint persons whom they deemed fit to be chokidars, and that the 
number of such chokidars should not exceed on the average one to every 300 
inliabitants. It miglit occur that tho number of chokidars found in a place to 
which the Act was extended would be in excess of the number laid down in section 
257, and it was necessary tp provide for the excess number. The latter portion 
of the words which he proposed to introduce had reference to a subsequent section 
for the disposal of chakaran land. 

The Hon’ble Rajah Joteendko Mohun Tagore said that some of the ques- 
tions dealt with in these amendments should have been before tho members at 
an earlier date : the supplementary list of amendments had reached him 6nly 
that morning while in Council, and he had hardly had time to consider these 
amendments. 

Ills Honor the President said the object of the amendment now before 
tho Council was only to prevent there being too many chokidars in any third 
class municipality. Under the provisions of the Bill the pay of every chokidar 
must be made up to at least throe rupees a month: if the chakaran land 
was worth six rupees a year the punchayet must sujqderacnt it so as to make 
up the chokidar’s pay to three mpees a month : therefore it ajipoared to His 
Honor that you must limit the number of chokidars to bo appointed. 

Tho motion was then agreed to. 

Section 201 laid down the mode of disposing of chakaran land when a 
chokidar holding such land was dismissed. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Beaufort said, tho section as it stood provided for tho 
disposal of chakaran laud either by leaving it in the hands of the chokidar who 
had ceased to hold office subject to th payment by him of half tho annual letting 
value of the laud; or by making it over to the zemindar subject to a similar pay- 
ment by him to the punchayet. But the Committee had omitted to put in a third 
mode of disposing of the laud, recourse to which might often be expedient, namely 
to make it over to the man to bo appointed in the room of tho dismissed chokidar. 
Mr. Beaufort would theretbro move, in line 7, to omit the words “ dispose of 
such chakaran laud,” and to susbstituto for them the words “place tho cuokidar 
who is appointed in the room of such person in ijosscssion of such chakaran land, 
or shall dispose of it.” 

The Hon’ble Ra-iah Joteendro Mohun Tagore wished to bo infonned 
what would the cousoqucuce if the zemindar objected to tho dismissal of the 
chokidar, or to tho nomination of his successor, for in most places the appoint- 
ment and dismissal rested with the zemindar. 

His Honor the President ob.servi‘d that the question now was whether a 
provinon should bo inserted to authorize the leaving of the chakaran land in the 
nands of the new chokidar instead of in the hands of tho man who had boon 
dkmissed. The question as to who had the right of appointment and dismissal 
waa quite a difierent thing, for which the section did not provide. His Honor 
thought the section might bo passed subject to the right of the hon’ble member 
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to propose an amendment on that point in section 259, and to bring forward 
amenoments in section 261. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Beaufort said, that in proceedings taken under section 261 
there might be a question regarding the limits of the cliakaran land ; and the 
amount of tho annual lotting value of the land might be disputed. He would 
move the introduction of the following section after section 261 ; — 

^*The Magistrate of the district may cause a survey to be made of such chnlcnran land, and shall 
find, after inquiry made by himself, or by any Magistrate whom he may depute for such purpose, the 
amount from time to time of the annual letting. value of such land. An appeal sliall lie fVom such find- 
ing, if preferred within thirty days to the Commissioner of division, whose decision shall be final/* 

The object of the anienduxent, ho said, was to empower the MugistrRto to 
survey the land but not to decide on the title, and to find judicially tho amount 
of the annual lotting value, with an appeal as regards the latter to the Commis- 
sioner. This would save the parties, in cases of dispute, from the ex])onse and 
trouble of resorting to the civil court. 

The section was agreed to. 

The Hon’hlc Mr. Beaufort moved the introduction of the following new 
section after section 202 : — 

“ Whenever by tho usage existing in any place before the extension thereto of this Act the 
chokidar or other person appointed to keep watch and ward therein is remunerated by contributions 
of money or grain realized by himself or other person from tlie inhabitants, or in any other way 
whatsoever, it shall he lawful for the punehayet, with the sanction of the Magistrate of the district, 
to maintain such usage or at any time to discontinue it. 

** it shall be determined to maintain such usage, the punehayet shall ascertain and record 
subject to the supervision of the Magistrate of the district, tho classes of the inhabitants by whom 
such, remuneration is contributed, and the nature and amount or estimated value of the eontrihutioii 
for which each of such inhabitants is liable, and may from time to time recover any arrears of such 
contributions under the rules contained in this part for the recovery of arrears of tax, and shall l>e 
responsible for the punctual payment of such remuneration to the chokidar. In any such case a sum 
equivalent to the contribution recorded as payable by any such inhabitant shall be deducted from any 
assessment imposed on him under section 244. 

** Provided that whenever such usage* is maintained, the punehayet shall pay to such chokidar 
by equal monthly instalments the difference between the total amount or estimated value of the 
contributions and the fixed amount of the salary, if the amount or value of the contributions is less 
than the amount of the salary.*’ 

He observed that the object of this section was simply to provide tliat if in 
any village there was found to exist a system of paying tlie* chokidar by general 
contributions, and if the punehayet desired to continue that system, it should 
bo open to them to do so. The remainder of the section was simjdy to provide 
for the payment of the full amount of the chokidar’s salary. 

His Honor the PEFisiDENT said this w’as an important provision which was 
introduced with tho object of avoiding taxation as mu(ii as possible. The Council 
wore awai’c that in many parts of the country village chokidars were paid 
sometimes by contributions in' money and somotimos in kind. By this section 
we said “wo don’t wish to impose upon you our new fanglod notions of 
taxation, but we will allow you to maintain tliat system which proscription has 
rendered acceptable to you.” 

The Hoii’blo Mr. Schalcii moved by way of araendraent tl'c insertion of the 
words “ or the value thereof” after the word “ contributions” in the second para- 
graph of the section. 

The section as amended was agreed to. 

C)n the motion of the Ilon’blc Mr. Beaitfort the words “pcr«annum” wore 
inserted after “ rupees” in line 10 of paragraph 2 of section 203. 

Some verbal amendments were then made in the Schedules on the motion 

of Mr. Beaufort. •

The Hon’blo Mr. Schalch said, tlio sections of which he hswl given notice were 
taken from the Chokidari Act of 1870. Th(> provisions of the existing Act were with 
one exception verball}’- tho same as those in tho Part of tho Bill Ixslbrc tho Council. 
The exception was the cocclnsion of the clause relating to the apfiointment of a com- 
mission for tho decision of questions relating to cliakaran land. When that Act 
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was passed the question was most carefully considered, and it was decided that it 
would be most injurious to have recourse to the vexatious process of the civil 
court, and it was therefore determined that a commission should be appointed 
for the determination of such questions. Consequently he had prepared 
an amendment to bodily incorporate in this Bill the sections of the 
present Act on the' subject. He found subsequently that the wording of 
those sections was not suited to the wording of the new Bill. Ho had 
therefore prepared and brought forward the section in an amended form in 
such phraseology as with the approval of the hon’ble member iq charge 
of the Bill was considered proper. There was one important alteration in the 
amendment now proposed : it was in the latter part of the section marked (e). By 
it a power of appeal was given from the decision of the Commissioners to the Judge 
of the district, whose decision should be final, and his proceedings would be 
in accordance with the rules of procedure for regular suits. Formerly tJie 
question was, whether the decision of the Commissioners should bo final, or 
open to appeal. It was then carried that the decision of the Commissioners 
should bo final. With deference to the strong opinion which the minority 
had on that occasion expressed, he (Mr. Schalch) had altered his original 
opinion, because there was no doubt that questions of title might be involved 
in those investigations, and lie thought that they should Jbo open to the 
decision of ajudicial officer. lie therefore projiosed that there should be an 
a])pcal to the J udge, whose d{»cision should he final, and that such appeal should 
he permitted to bo made not only by the zemindar but by the Magistrate on 
behalf of the punch ay ct. With these remarks ho would move to insert after 
section 262 the following section ; — 

“ 262(0.) It shall be lawful for the Lieutenant-Governor, by an order to be published in the 
Calcutta G 4- fttfl^ to appoint a commission, consisting of or more persons, to ascertain and 
determine the ohakaran and other service lands which may be found in any place to which this Act 
shall have been extended. 

** (h.) Whenever in any place in which such commission shall have been appointed, any 
question shall rise whether any or what lands are chakaran or other service lands, it shall be lawful 
for such commission to inquire into such question. 

“ (c ) In inquiring into such question the commission shall, as far as may be necessary for the 
purposes of this Act, exerci.se all such and the same powers as are conferred by Regulation VII of 
1822 and the Regulations and Acts amending the same upon a Collector making a settlement of 
land revenue, 

(J.) Such commission shifll demarcate the boundaries of any lands which they may determine 
to be chakaran or other service lands, and shall make orders setting forth such lands and the 
boundariH^s thereof, and the name of the village for the benefit of which such lands are assigned. 

“ (c.) The zemindar or other person interested, or the Magistrate of the district, may appeal from 
any sucdi ludcr to the court of the District Judge, whose decision *thereon shall be final. Every 
appeal under this section shall he presented within the time and in the manner, and subject, as far as 
may be, to the rules provided by the Code of Civil Procedure for regular appeals in suits.” 

His lloNou tiir President said that the Council would observe that the section 
jiroposed to be introduced was in all essentials, excejit in the matter of appeal, 
the same as that which found a place in the former Act VI of 1870. A material 
change had boon made in the direction of giving an appeal to the Judge of tho 
district from tho decision of tlu' Commissioners appointed under the Act. That 
was a concession which ho believed several hon’ble mombors would think right, 
and would remove the objectious which they otherwise might have had. Under 
these circumstances IIis Honor hoped the Council would accept the amen^ent 
now proposed. 

The motion was agreed to. 

His Honor the President said that it would be an instruction to the 
Secretary to adjust tho I'nmbering of the sections in the Bill, after which the 
Bill woTud bo reprinted and further considered at the next meeting of the 
(Council. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, tho 27th instant. 
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Fever Belief Operations in the Hooghly District.

In continuation of this otiice letter No. 367, dated the 6th instant, I have the honor to 
bmit copies of reports No. 284, dated the 8th ultimo, and No. 34*2, dated the lllli current, 
m the Magistrate of Hooghly, reporting on the fever relief operations ii. his district.. The 
idemio fever first broke out in this district in the sub-division of Jehanabad, in which it 
availed with more or less violence since 1869. In the early part of 1871, when the roliof 
eratioiiB in the districts of Burdwan and Hooghly were closed, the fever in the suh-division 
Jehanabad had much abated, though at Jehanabad itself it still prevailed and necessitated 
9 couttnuance of the itinerant dispensary and the emjdoymeiit of an extra native doctor 
the station , — ride report from tliis office. No. 89, dated the 1 oth April 1871. 

2. Towards the oud of Jul,v the Magistrate reposed that the fever in the sulv division 
d increased, and on the 14t h August the eutorlaiiimeut of a eoni pounder at Rs. lOpor 
msem was sanctioned from this office for deputation to the village of Boigoo The Magis- 
ite was also requestf'd by Mr. Buckland desire the Civil Surgeon to send the repoxi which 
had promised to submit after visitingthe worst parts of the sub-division. In September llie 
^ase had apparently much di'creosed, and no sjiecial medical establishment was entertained 
iring that month ; but in November lost tlie fever appears to have broken out with great 
xlenoe in this sulMlivision os well os in other parts of the district. The disease appears to 
vewevailed with the (greatest virulence during the months of December and January. 

The 6{>erations in ooimeotion with the distribution of food, stimulants, and clothing to 
e sick poor, were commenced in December after the receipt of the cheque for Its. 500 
plied for in this office No. 363, dated the 1 4th December last. The statistics of mortality 
bmittod to Qovernment shew that the total number of deaths from fever in this district up 
the 31st March last was estimated at 11,020, and that the mortality in the district wiw 
aviest iu December. The total amount expended on the special dispensaries is 
5 . 2,948-12«4 up to May last, but as statements showdng the ex^uditure in both the 
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districts of Burdwan and Hooghly have already Jbeen separately submitted to Government 

with this ofBce letters marginally quoted, I need not here 

QRo **“*®‘^ ion!? repeat the particulars in connection with the expenditure on 

” ’ ” ” account of food and medical relief in this district. 

3. The Magistrate, in his account of the dispensaries, hQS omitted to notice the 
dispensaries at Singhoor and Kishtonuggur, two dispensaries which were opened from the 
epidemic relief fund in the sub-division of Seratnporo. The native doctors attached to these 
dispensaries were deputed with medicines in December last, when the first outbreak of 
sickness was reported in the sub-division. The dispensary at Singhoor was closed some time 
ago, that at Kishtonuggur is still kept on. 

4. The dispensary at Chaudoor was opened in consequonoo of the people in its neighbour- 
hood having had to resoH to the dispensary at Eklokee, which is in the district of Burdwan. 
The conduct of the native doctors and others in charge of the special dispensaries seems 
generally to have been satisfactory, but the man in charge of this dispensary, Raj Coomar Bose, 
was relieved by native doctor Bhuggobutty Chum Doss, in consequence (»f its having been 
discovered tliat the former kept no register of the atien dance of patients at the Chandoor 
dispensary, and that the returns submitted by him wore filled up hy guess. I have requested 
tlie Magistrate to report if any improvement has taken place in the management of the 
dispensary since the arrival of the now native doctor. 

5 It will be seen that the reports submitted by the Magistrate contain the suggestions 
which he has to otfer for the conduct of operations for the relict* of the sick and needy during 
the coming season. Before olfering any remarks u:\ the proposals of the Magistrate, I have 
thought fit to consult the Magistrate of Burdwan, as it is in the ])re9ent juris<liotiou of tliat 
otfiecr that the majority of the proposed new disj)oiisaries are situated.' On receipt of the 
rejily from Biu’dwan I shall again address the Government on the subject.

In reply to your letter No. 268, dated the 21\5t instant, forwarding copy of Government 
order No. 2()39, dated the 13th Juno, I have the honor to submit a concise report on fever 
ill the district of Hooghly from the time of its outbreak at the close of the rainy season of 
1871 uj) to date. 

2. In the beginning of November 1871 fever was reported as haring broken out in 
thannalis Hooghly, Bansbariali, Bullagur, Dliancakhariy, Iliirripal, KjBlitonuggur, Bydobatty, 
Johanabad, and Gogliat. It also apjicarcd but less violently in thannalis Paudooah, Ghattal, 
and ChundercHiuah ; particularly in the neiglibourhood of Khii'poy. At that time the fol- 
lowing dispensaries were in existence in the district : —

4. The sums jilaccd opposite to each are the amounts originally submitted for sanction 
by the Civil Surgeon of Ilooglily for the dispensaries in the Johanabad find Sudder sub- 
divisions, and by the medical (jfficor at Serampore for those in tlio Serampore sub- 
division respeetivoil3\ Subsequenily, by reducing tlie travelling allowance . of the native 
doctors in the former sub-divisions from Rs. 20 to Rs. 10 per mensem, tlie cost of those 
dispensaries has been reduced to R.^. 55 per moiisem, and by adding a sum of Rs. 10 for 
contingencies and Rs. 10 for travelling allowaniio in tlie Serampore sub-division 
(inadvertently omitted from his estimate by tlio mcdicjal officer at Serampore) a montlily 
expenditure of Rs. -J8 for those dispensuri^'S has been submitted for sanction. 

5. As a temporary niCasui'e also, in consideration of tlie urgency of the case, the Sub- 
Assistant Surgeon of the Jehanabad (lisjionsary mad(3 over charge of that institution to the 
lock-up native doctor, and wiili a coni[)ounder on Rs. 10 per immsom established an 
itinerant dispensary for tlio relief of people in the villages round Jehanabad station. 
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6. In the month of Deoember 1871 fever was still raging in thannah Kjshtonuggur, part 
of thannahs Bydebatty and Iliuripal in Serampore sub-division, and in thannahs Jehanabad 
and Goghat of the Jehanabad sub-division, also in thannah Dhaneakhally of the Sudder 
sub-division. It had, however, been somewhat reduced in violence, and in the remaining 
thannahs of the distrioj; had almost ceased. 

7. Since the month of Deoember, the fever, whilst ceasing everywhere else, has 
tenaciously held its ground in two principal localities : one, the centre of the tract which lies 
between the Hooghly and Daraoodar rivers, extending from Dhaneakhally and Uosnan to 
Kishtonuggur and Juggutbullubpore, and the other the tract of country on both sides of 
the Darkessur river, which borders on Burdwan. 

8. The dispensaries at Chundemagor and Bullagur were consequently abolished under 
Government orders No 978 of the 9th March, copy of which was forwarded with your 
No. 133 of the Kith idem, and at the same time the Sub- Assistant Surgeon of Jehanabad 
resumed charge of the dispensary there, closing the itinerant dispensaiy ; but on the other 
hand it was found necessary to open a dispensary at llasnan, in Dhaneakhally, under orders 
conveyed in your No. 23*1, dated 3()th April 1872, and at Klianacool, in Jehanabad, iinder 
orders contained in your No. 978, dated 9th March, and this dispensary was afterwards 
transferred to Myapore, as reported in my No. 1»50, dated 2nd April 1872. 

9. Subsequently, in consequence of the closing of the itenerant dispensary, it was found 
that the po<'plo to the north of the Jehanabad and Goghat thannahs had not sufficient 
medical assistance, and under orders convoyed in your No. 2()1, dated 17th instant, a dispen- 
sary was opened at Chundoor. Subsequently also by the liberality of Baboo Nilcomul 
Mitter of Allahabad a dispensary' has been o])oned at Bundiporo, in thannah Hurripal, as per 
Government orders No. 1(132, djtted l«Sth April 1872. 

10. Lately fever has broken out at Hadinan, in pergunnah Chowmoha, in thannah 
llooghl)'. A native doctor has been deputed therewith a sufficient supply of medicines. The 
establishment will cost lls. 05, as shown below : —

At the same time a careful inquiry was made into tlie account of sickness still 
existing in the more out-of-tlie-way villages in Jehanabad and Goghat, the results of which 
now before mo, and the proposals based on these inquiries I shall give at the end of this 
rei^ort •

13. I now proceed to state wliat measures I think necessary for the conduct of opera- 
tions for the relief of the sick and needy during the coming season. 

14. In the first plac(’; I wish to open four mw dispensaries, one at Bakurpore, 8 miles 
north-east of Myapore in the north-east of Jehanabad ; one at Ivooi’gungc in the north of 
Goghat; one at (ioghat ifself; and one at Hamjibiuipore iu the north (Jhunderconah on the 
borders of Goghat. TJie sick from the iioighbourliood of tlu»se places are compelled at present 
to resort to Bally, Jehanabad or Eklokce for treatment, n!‘d those plaoes are somewhat dis- 
tant. The Police, the Civil Surgeon, and the Deputy Magistrate all agree as to the advisabi- 
lity of establishing these, dispouaries. 

15. Next, I wish that a Sub-Assistant Surgeon maybe placed in charge of all the 
dispensaries beyond the Damoodar to supervise the native doctors and superintend relief 
operations for the submission of accounts of which he should be responsible. 
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16. I do not now propose that another Suh- Assistant Surgeon should be appointed 
for the country on tliis side of theDamoodar, as at present the number of special diB{)on8arieB 
is not so great ; but T think it may become necessary to propose this hereafter if fever increases. 

17. The Civil Siu’geon and Sub-divisional Oilioer both recommend the appointment of 
a Sub- Assistant Surgeon in tlie Jehannbad sub-division, as above projjpsed. 

18. 1 also >)eg to propose that all tlie dispensaries in the district be placed under the 
charge of the Civil Surgeon of the district, Dr Thompson. At present two of them are in 
charge of the medical officer at Serampore, who from want of local experience and local 
iiilluenoo has found difficulties in procuring native doctors of good character. Ur. Thompson, 
from his long experience in this district. Ids acquaintance with the character of the resident 
native practitioners, his thorough knowledge of the geography and ])hy8ical characteristics of 
the district, and the confidence reposed in him by the native zemindars and others, has peculiar 
advantages of whi(*h he makes the most. He is willing to undertake the extra responsibility, 
and I trust this pi’oi)osal may be sanctioned. 

16. I wish here to record my sense of the services rendered by the Civil Surgeons at 
ITooghly and Serampore, esj>ecially the form^^r in superintending dispensaries and jwrsonally 
visiting sick localities Ur. Tlmmpson has already received the thanks of Government on 
several occasions ; but 1 can hardly state here ade(|uately the advantage I receive from having 
an officer by me on whose judgment 1 can implicitly rtOy.

In reply to your leitcr No. 208 of the 14th ultimo, calling for furtlior particulars in 
regard to the s])ocial dis]ii*nsarios established in tlie fever-.stri(5keu villagers in this district, I 
have the honor to submit herewith an abstract of the operations of (jocli dispensary and 
other particulars required by you, 

2. Ballagar Rispensi/rt/, — This dispensary wns opeuf'd on the 8(11 November i871, and 
was planed in charge of Native Uoctor Abdool Abad, who worked as a native doctor attached 
to the Ohin.«umh Lo<*k-Ilospital, This dispensary worked in a satisfactory manner. The 
native doctor’s condiujt was good. On the decrease of sh.'knoss the disi»cnsary w^as qlosed on 
the 26tli February 1872. 

‘b British ('hnmfernagor Dispensffrf/, — This dispensary was opened on the 8th Novem- 
ber 1871, and was placed in charge of Native Uoclor IVotab Chiinder Uass. lie is a loe^illv- 
enteriained man, brought up hy private tuition, can read and write English fairly, and had 
served as native doctor at the (Jhirisiirah Anno Oliattra Uisponsary in 1866, and at Uhanea- 
khally special dispensary in I8(i6-7ib The Civil Hurgeon had frequoni opportunities of 
visiting this institutif)n, and he liad every reason to bo satisfied with his eondnet and qualifica- 
tions. The dis]»ens«rv was cbjsed, as the fever abated, on the 16tli February '872. 

4. The Sub- Assistant Surgeon and Native Doctor attended to the Hooghly Irnambarrah 

Hospital ; were also actively em[)loyed in visiting villages in and around the sadder station 
giving medicines and medical (xmiforts to tJie sick at their hom<*s. ’ 

5. Ur. Tliomp.son personally visite<l not. only villages, but went into the homesteads of 
the people of all classes, ajid encouraged them to show their sick, enmiired into their wants 
and gave tliem clothing and nourishmoTjt wdth his own hand. The Deputy Inspector- 
General of H()H])ital8, and the Sanitary (Jommissionor, Dr. I’ayne, who visited this station 
accomimnied him on his rounds, inquiring into the cause of the fever ; the people exprenBed 
themselves quite satisfied, and felt grateful for the benefit they enjoyed.

6. Dhaneakhally Dispensary . — This dispensary wiw opened on the 7th November 1871, 
in ohar^ of Existo Eissore Gangooly;^ a locally-entertained native doctor^ who has certificates 
of previous good service in an epidemic hospital under Dr. Macnamara, and hod charge of 
the Khanacool dispensary in this district during 1869-70. The native doctor is an intelli- 
gent young man andT understands his work well. 

7. Bally Dispensary . — This dispensary was opened in December 1871, and placed in 
charge of Native Doctor Bhola Nath Chatteijee, who has served with credit for many years 
as head compounder attached to the Hooghly Imambarrah Hospital. The native doctor is 
a painstaking young man, and has served with great zeal and energy so as to merit the 
approbation of the Civil Surgeon and myself. The dispensary is still in existence. 

8. This dispensary was opened on the 8th January 1872. Native Doctor Juggut Chun- 

der Ooopto had charge, of it. lie was brought up in the 
Bengalee class of the Calcutta Medical College, and was a 
private practitioner at Barrackpore. The sickness around 
this locality having greatly decreased tlie dispensary was 

transferred to Khanacool and subsequently to Myapore. The native doctor fell danger- 
ously ill and was obliged to come away, leaving the dispensary in charge of the compounder 
in the middle of May last ; the compounder conducted the duties dmdng a short period satis- 
factorily. Native Doctor Essan Chunder Uaneijee was sent out to take charge of the dispen- 
sary in June last. 

9. The Jehanabad itinerant dispensary was in charge of the Sub- Assistant Surgeon of 
Johanabad, Proumber Nath Mitter, who moved from village to village with medicines and 
distributed to the sick who could not move from their houses at villages around Jehanabad sub- 
division. Tlie Sub- Assistant Surgeon conducted his duties to tlie satisfaction of the Civil 
li?urgeon. This itinerant dispensary was closed on the 14th March 1872 on the sickness 
abating. 

10. This dispensary was opened on the 8th April 1872 and placed in charge of Native 

Doctor Itaj Coomar Bose. The working of this dispensary, 
Chandoor D»p«n«.nr. j ^tisfactory, W the 

returns submitted by the native doctor are far from trustwortliy. Locally-entertained Native 
Doctor Bhuggobutty CJliurn Doss was sent out to relieve Native Doctor Eaj Coomar Bose. 

11. This dispensary was opened on the 15th April 1872 in charge of locally-entertained 

w— Nativo DoctoT Augliore Nath Bose. He was formerly 
HMnau Dispensary. attached to the Hooghly Imambarrah Hospital, and served 

as a native doctor on special duty. He is a hardworking man and well-up to his work. 
The sickness in the locality has not as yet decreased ; ii is therefore jjroposed to oontinue it. 

12. This dispensary was opened on the 1st June:1872 in charge of Native Doctor Protab 

Bidinan Dispensary. Chundor Doss, lately attached to the British Chundemagor 

Dispensaiy. The nativo doctor reported that large num- 
ber of people had enlargegient of tlie spleen, others had dropsical extremities. 

13. A native doctor was also attached to my camp on tour of inspection through the 
district on two occasions. He was well supplied with medicines, and many patients took 
their medicines from the nativo doctors in the immediate vicinity of my tent, as reported 
in my letter No. 312, dated the IGth December 1871.

Ex tract from the Commmioncr^s General Uepnrf for 1871. 

Para. 17. ITooffhlij. — In Ilooglily the .state of tluf pii1)Hc lioalth was verv 
unsatisfactory. When tlio cj)i<lcnu<* fever lir.st visit(!<l tln.s district, it attacked 
many large villages in the east of tlie district with excessive vi<tlcnce, w'hich 
gradually abated, and aft(?r several years those villages wert* left with tludr pojm- 
latioii much reduced, and many of the suiAnvors a prey to chronic attack; but 
the mortality had ahuost ceased. I’he e]>idcmic gi’adually s])r(5ad Avestward, but 
still preserved the same characteristics. 

18. In 1869 and 1870 Myapore, Johanabad, Hat Iiussuntj)oro, and a few 
other large villages in the north- we.st, were attacked, by the fever. The 
mortality in these places was very great. It Avas hojicd, hoAvever, that the fever 
haA’ing crossed the district from east to we.st, would leave this j>art of the 
country and die out. 

19. La.st year the fcAmr apjieared in a slightly milder form, but .still of 
a wasting and mortal character. At the end of Se])t(>mber it sj)read all over 
the district, and though it speedily diminished after the slotting in of the cold 
weatlmr in many j)urts, it has tenaciously lield its ground in two principal 
localities, — one, the ccntie of the tract Avliich li('s between’ the Ilooghly and 
Damoodar rivers, extending from Dhaneakhally to Kishtonuggur and Juggut- 
bullubi»ore, and the other, the tract of country on both sides of the; Dwai'kessnr 
river, which borders on BurdAA^an. 

20. The.so two tracts differ much from ea(;h other in their physical 
charac-tcristics : the fonner is a somewhat low country, traAau’si'd by sluggish 
and partially closed rivers affording Aery bad water; the latter is an open 
sandy tract, traversed by a Hue river of good water running in a sandy bed. 
Throughout these two trac1..s every village has a ft'w cas(>s (from 5 to 20) of 
fever; the deaths are few in* each village, but A'cry numerous over the whole 
affected tract : and owing to the scattered nature (»f the vi.sifation, and its mild 
character, compared with the very deadly charact(>r of the fev'er in former 
years, it is difficult to jirovidc* medical aid to the sufferers without incurring an 
almost impra(;tical)le expenditun?. This difficulty has j)artly been m^ by 
making the natl\'o doctor.s.in charge of (li.spen.saries more or Ic.ss peripatetic. At 
the same time griuit care is taken tliat the disj)ensaries art; located as much 
as possible in the centi'o of the affeided tracts. 

21. The Magistrate remarks that tin; labouring classes have chiefly suffered 
of late years. In many \nllages the survivors are almost destitute; old men 
and old women, whose families have all died, have been met with on several 
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occasions by him. As a rule, however, there is nothinf^Hke starvation, and the 
funds provided for relief purposes have been ample to moot all the cases which 
have come to notice. Private charity is largely practised, and no man need 
die for want of foed who has strength to go and ask for it, or who has relations 
whom ho can send for the purpose. The sickness has told on the excise 
revenue, and is also shown in relinquishments of land by cultivators. Zemindars 
in Jehanabad have assured the Magistrate that they have paid more 
money as Government revenue than they have collected from their ryots, and 
he has noticed many fields of rice lying ungathered because there were 
no reapers.

Letter No. 395, dated IHth July 1872, from the Officiating Commissioner of the Bnrdwan 
Division, submitting, with remarks, reports on the fever relief operations in the 
llooghly District. 

Also — 

Extract (paragraphs 17 to ^21) of letter No. 350, dated 2nd July 1872, from the Commis- 
sioner of Burdwan, forwarding the Annual General Report of tiie Bnrdwan Division 
for 1871. 

The ravages of the fever in llooghly havp never been so wide spread as 
in Burdwan, though the sickness has here also been very serious. 

2. It is noticed that the ejndemic, at its first visitation, attacked many 
large villages in the east of tho district with excessive violence, but subsided in 
those parts as it spread onwards to fresh villages tf) the west. The fact that it 
raged v ith equal violence in tracts of perfectly distinct physical characteristics, 
throws much perplexity over the problem of its real cause and origin. Of the 
two principal localities in which the disease is said to have held its ground, 
one is a tract of low country traversed by sluggish and partially closed rivers, 
affording very bad water; the other is an open sandy tract, traversed by a fine 
river of good water running in a sandy bed. These facts seem to suggest that 
the disease is not in tlyj soil or in the water, but in some way unknown marches 
from place to place, not sparing localities least open to sanitary objections. 

3. It is gratifying to learn that private charity is largely practised in this 
district, and that none need die from want of food. The elTcct of the fever is, 
however, manifest in the statement that many rice-fields remain ungathered for 
w'aut of reapers. 

4. As most of the badly affected villages will, under recent changes, be 

transferred to the Burdwan district, the Lieutenant-Governor will await the 
Commissioner’s further report before p issing orders on the proposals of 
Mr. Pellcw, the Magistrate of Hooghly, in regard to tho future arrangements 
for conducting the relief operations in tlie district. • 

5. At present the whole burden of supplying medical aid and medicines 
falls upon the provincial funds, no charges save those for food relief being 
debited to the charitabie iunds raised by subscription. The burden upon tlic 
local Government is very heavy, and one which cannot probably be much 
longer sustained; but, as remarked in connection with the Burdwan report, no 
money considerations will induce the Lieutenant-Governor to withdraw any 
aid whiclj is' shown to be really required. 

0. The acknowledgments of Government are again due to Dr. R. F. 
Thompson, the Civ^l Surgeon, also to Dr. J . A. Greene, Medical Officer of 
Sorampore, for the very efficient services rendered by them in this district 
during the late epidemic.

BENGAL MUNICIPALITIES BILL. 

On the motion of Mr. Beaufort the Council proceeded to the iurther 
consideration of the Bill to amend and consolidate tne law relating to munici- 
palities. 

The Hon’ble Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore said that, with the permis- 
sion of the President, ho .wbu^d move an amendment in the defimtion of 
movable property”rcontained in section 3. He thought that thatche^ houses 
and tiled huts should not be included in the defiiiition of movable property.” 
Implements of agriculture had been excluded from seizure on account of arrears 
of tax, and it seemed but just that the thatch<4 houses of poor ryots should 
also be excluded. The same consideration ho thought should be shown as 
r^^ards ^e houses under which the ryots were sheltered. He would thorcibre 
move the omission of words “ and thatched and tiled houses unless the 
walls are chiefly or wholly made of bricks or stones,” and the substitution for 
them of the words and does not include thatdbed Wises and tiled huts.” 
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His Honor the President said that this was an amendment of which 
notice had not been giA'en, but in regard to which the Government were in 
accord with the hon’ble member who moved it. Hon’ble members who looked 
at the definition would find that in the definition of “movable property” were 
standing timber, growing crops and grass, fruit upon and juice 'in trees, and that 
it included thatched and tilea houses unless the walls are chiefly or wholly made 
of bricks or stones. The amendment proposed was to omit thatched and tiled 
houses from the list of things included under the definition of movable property. 
In common parlance a house was not generally considered movable property, 
and it was somewhat straining the use of the term to include houses in that 
term. His Honor quite agreed with the hon’ble member in thinking that it 
would be attended with considerable linrdship if wo sold a man’s house from 
over his head : if a man was so poor that you could not realize a tax from the 
sale of any other property, such a person did not seem to be a fit person to be 
subjected to municipal taxation. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beaufort said, the first of the amendments, of which he 
had with the permission of the Prtssident given notice, related to the provisions 
of the Bill for the recovery of taxes. Under the sj'stem at present in force, at 
the beginnlhg of each quarter of the j'car a bill was presented to each person 
assessed by the tax-collector, which bill contained a stsitcmient of the amount 
duo for that quarter. If the bill was not paid within ten days from its 
])ro8entation, the tax-collector served upon the defaulter a notice of demand, 
and if he did not pay the tax within seven days aftoj- the service of such 
notice, process of distress and sale was issued. Under the 2 )rovision 8 of this 
Bill the bill and notice of demand would be presented together ; but one month 
would be given to all assessed j^ersons in which to pay the tax. If they did 
not pay the tax within one month of its becoming due, the Commissioners 
would issue a bill and notice of demand together, -whiidi would bo served on 
the assessoc, and if ho did not pay the tax within ten days after the service 
upon him of such bill and notice, process of distress and sale would issue. 

By section 118 it was provided that the Commissioners should keep their 
office open at certain hours every day for the purjiosc of receiving money in 
payment of taxes, and giving receipts for the same. The words in the latter 
part of that section were — 

“ During such hours every person is required to pay the whole or any part of any sum due by 
him, and the Commissioners or an officer appointed in that behalf shall be bound to give a receipt 
at the time that the money is paid.” 

In the construction of these words, and also of certain words in some of 
the forms in the Schedules which Mr. Beaufort also proposed to amend, the 
object of whiiih was simply that those who desired to do so might pay their 
money into the office, it had been supposed that the intention of the Bill was to 
abolish the system of collection by tax-collectors, and that every person would 
be required to go to the Commissioners’ office -every quarter and jmy the money 
duo. If that were the case, it would no doubt entail a very great amount of 
hardship and loss on most of the persons assessed : a jioor man might lose a whole 
day in going to, and returning from, the Commissioners’ office. It was the 
intention of the Committee when they framed that section to provide merely 
that any person might, if he so desu-cd, pay his money into the office of the 
Ommissioners without the’ trouble of receiving nf)tices of demand. As it 
ai>peared that the object had been misunderstood, he proposed the atnendment on 
section 118 which stoo^-^i the pajicr with the object of explaining more fully 
to all municipalities thjyn^ wore perfectly at liberty to cinjdoy tax-collectors. 
Section 31 gave muniC^Wlmics full power to aj)poiut as many tax-collectors as 
they thought necessa^, and that taken in conjunction with section 118, appeared 
to him to make it quite clear that the Commissioners were brmnd to send out 
tax-collectors to collect the taxes during the first month which was given to 
all assessees to pay their money. The Bill provided that, as soon as the 
.. assessment lists were jjrcparod, an extract containing the particulars and amount 
of the eiBscssment on each individual should be served upon him, and therefore 
each person would know perfectly well what ho had to pay for the quarter, and 
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it was unnecessaiy for the collector to car^ with him a bill stating the amount 
of the liability. Instead of the words whicn he had read from section 118, he 
would propose to substitute the following : — 

“ Everj person is req^iired to par the sum due by him during the first month of each quarter. 
Such payment may be made at the office of the Commissioners or to any tax-collector duly appointed 
in that behalf. Tiie amount due by any person on account of the tax on persons or the tax on 
holdings shall be deemed to be the amount entered in the notice of assessment served upon him 
under section 40 or section 53, or in any subsequent order revising the same.** 

If His Honor the President would permit him, Mr. Beaufort would 
I)roceed to explain the other amendments with a similar object, which had 
been placed upon the motion paper. One of these w'a.s to add to section 
121 the words “ and shall bo served by a person authorized to receive payment.” 
Section 121 was the section which provided for the serx-ice of the bill and 
notice of demand, and he proj)Osed to add to it the words “ and shall be served 
by a person authorized to receive payment,” in order that the Commissioners 
might see that they were bound to send out for the collection of the tax a person 
competent and authoriztjd to receive payment of the tax. 

Then iu Schedule C, which contained the form of asso8.sincnt list in respect 
of the tax on holdings, an extract of which was to be served on each assessec as he 
had mentioned, it was stated that the quarterly instalments were to ho paid at 
t)ic office a})pointc(l by the Commissionei's, and Mr. Beaufort proiDoscd to add the 
words “ or to tlie tax-colhuttor or other officer authorized to receive payment.” 
Similai'ly in Sch<>dulo B, which contained the form of assessment list in respect 
of the tax upon })orsons, an extract of which was to he serv’od on the assessec, 
Mr. Beaufort proposed to insert the same words. And in the first Form of 
Schedule F, after the word “ notice” in line 5, he proposed to insert the words 
“ to an officer authorizc^d to receive payment or.” 

The motions were severally agreed to. 

The ir«)n’ble Mr. Bkunai{d said, he would ask the leave of the President to 
move an ameiulmiint of which no notice had been given. The amendment 
which he wished to propose was with reference to a matter which had 
been more or loss considered. Section 170 was the first section of Part 
X of the Bill w'hich contained all the municipal regulations provided 
in the Bill, none of w^hieh w'orc to bo in force in any niunicijmlity unless 
fljiecially extended tlicivtcA by the Lieutenant-Governor. As the Bill stood, the 
first chapter of this section did not apply to third class municipalities, hut any 
other chapter of this Part, with certain exceptions, could be applied to such 
municipalities. At the lust meeting of the Council, the hon’blc member 
opposite (Uajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore) had projiosod that no portion of this 
Part should operate in third class municipalities, and after some discussion the 
Council agroed that the first chapt(?r of this Part sliould bo excluded. Mr. Bernard 
would now ask tlic Council to consider again whether the whole of the provisions 
of Part X should not bo excluded from tliesc small municipalities. Third class 
municipalities would consist entirely of rural villages ; they might bo large or 
small. At any rate, such municipalities would consist of places in which the 
great bulk oi the people would bo agricmltural. In such places it might 
not be necessary at lucsont, or for some years to come, to introduce provisions 
such as were coivtained in chapter 4 of Part X, or in chapter 5, or indeed 
in any chapter of Part X, except perhaps in chapter G, regarding vaccinatioix 
and inoculation. As the Bill was tirst dravni, it was intended that the 
provisions of this Part should not extend to third class municipalities, 
^mething might be said in favor of introducing these provisions regarding 
vaccination and inoculation in these small villages ; but if it should become neces- 
sary to do so, perhaps ft would be bettor to make it the subject of a subsequent 
Act, and not include it in this Bill. 

With these remarks Mr. Bernard moved to prefix to section 170 the words : 

“ This Part shall not apply to any third class municipality,” and also to omit 
the third clause of the section, which was inserted at the last meeting on the 
motion of the hon’blo member to whom he had referred. The effect of these 
amendments would be that none of tho municipal regulations of Part X could 
be applied to third class nuinicipalitius. 
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The Hon’blo Me. Beaufoet said he believed that, at the last meeting of the 
Council the hon’blo member on the right (Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore) 
did not propose to exclude the operation of the whole of Part X firom third 
class municipalities, but only the provisions of the first chapter of it. 

His Honoe the President said, liis impression was the same as that of the 
hon’ble member who had just spoken, that the motion at the last meeting was 
not to exclude the whole of Part X from operation in third class municipalities, 
but only the provisions of chapter 1. At first he had certainly supposed the 
proposal to be to exempt third class municipalities from the whole of Part X 
and he was prepared to ac(! 0 ])t that proposal ; but it tunied out that the hon’ble 
member (Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore) had limited his motion to chapter 1. 
In coming to look over the ijrovisious of Part X he thought that the Select 
Committee must have allowed third class municipalities to remain subject to the 
operation of that Part by an ovci'sight; for throughout that Part the word 
“ Commissioners” was used, that term being applicable only to first and second 
class municipalities, and it would bo impossible to apply the provisions of this 
Part to third class municipalities without material alterations in t>io wording 
of the sections. ' 

Under these circumstances ITis Honor thought he was justified in permit- 
ting this motion to be made, which probably the Council would be prepared to 
accept. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Beaufort said the amendment in the first lino of section 
258 of which he had given notice was merely verbal, viz. to omit the words 
“ such person” and substitute for theni the words “ the chokidar or other 
person whose duty it is to keep watch and ward in any place.” Some of the 
sections regarding chokidars in third class municipalities were inserted in the 
Bill at different times, and there might be some difficulty in following the 
wording of those sections. In order to make them clear he proposed the amend- 
ment wliich he had read. 

The motion w'as agreed to. 

Similar amendments were made on the m»>tion of Mr. Beaufort in 
sections 259 and 200. ^ 

The Ilon’blc Rajah Joteendro ^Moiittx Tagore said with reference to the 
amendments in sections 258 and 2(50 of which he had given notice, he might 
state that the amendments seemed so ntsarly connected with (‘uch other, and seemed 
to depend so much upon the same j)rinciplc, that he woidd, with the }X!rmi8siott 
of the President, state his reasons for bf>th the amendments together. It was 
well known that chakaran lands were originally assigned l)y the zemindars for 
the support of village chokidars, and that at the time of the permanent settle- 
ment those lands were included within the estates on ' a consolidated jumma. 
Regulation XXII of 1793, while relieving .zemindiirs of police responsibility, 
rendered these watchmen to a certain extent subsidiary to the regular police 
force. But the Sudder Nizamut Adawlut, the highest appellate court in the 
province, in a decision dated 12th July 1854, held that the appointment of 
watchmen was voluntary, and that it could be enforced by no legal penalty. 
The zemindars nevertheless practically accepted the obligation of maintaining 
chokidars. But the right to nominate, the right to appoint and dismiss village 
chokidars, had always rested in the zemindars and had been rceognized by the 
Government itself. He w(»uld read to the Council a portion of a letter dated 
13th November 1802, which was addressed to the Secretary to the Board 
of Revenue by the Hon’ble Mr. Eden, then Secretary ft) the Government of 
Bengal. In tliat letter Mr. Eden said — 

The Lieutenant-Oovemor ohservea that, accorditiff to the terms of the tenuro, the zemindar 
is responsible to Qoverument for the service of the paiks, and is hound to appoint them and to see 
that they are efficient. On a vacancy by death, desertion, or otherwise, he is bound to appoint a soc- 
oemor, giving preference to heirs if they are qualified for the duty, but not otherwise, and he may 
dismiss a paik for incompetence or misconduct and make over his jaghcor to another. The paiks, on 
their pert, are responsible to the zemindar, but the zemindar is responsible to Government for keep- 
ing them up in an efficient state.” 
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Now, as Rajah Jotbendeo Mohun Tacjobe liad already stated, these choki- 
daii lands had all ahm^ been included as a part of the estate to which they 
belonged, and the old Regulation XXII of 1793 to a certain extent made the 
chokidars subject to* the regular police. Tlie question as to the right of nomi- 
nation of the chokidar had never been questioned. He would again draw the 
attention of the Council t«» another j)oi*tion of the same letter in which Mr. Eden 
said : — 

** The right to resume and assess lands of this description when the service in consideration of 
which they arc held is no longer performed or required has not been questioned. Hut the right is 
that of the zemindar, not of the Government The Government has tlie righi*. to insist on the 
continued performaiiee of the service, and so long as it does so insist, the Zemindar must main- 
tain the paiks and cannot assess their lands. Wliat the Lieutenant'Govcrnor now wishes is that an 
endeavor should he made to commute the s(*rvicc for a money payment hy the zemindars, and it 
appears to His p-lonor to he probahlc that this may he successfully accomplisluui il the Collector 
takea the matter in hand himself and endeavr»rs to settle it by personal commimication with the 
zemindars rather than by official correspondence.” 

Rajah Jotkendho Moitcn TA(iORE held in bis hand an original letter from 
the Collect.)r of a district, which seemed to be based on the principle of the 
letter extracts from •\vhi<*h hud already been read out. The Collector said : — 

“ ^t is the intention of II is Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to dispense with the 
aervioes of tlie paiks you are now Ixtiind to retain, provided you are prepared to give annually for 
this purpose a ccu'tain an>ount, for if Goverument ceases to require the services of the paiks, you 
will he arde to resume their jagheers. 

“The Lieutenant-Governor would bo satisfied with a moderate annual money payment in lieu 
of this service. But if you do not agree to this annual money payment, it will then become necessary 
to hisist r'^'orously on the ap])ointment of eflicient paiks, and to take measures for organizing 
them ill the best inaniu r iiraotieable in connexion with the new police.” 

The government of Sir William Grey also acceptcid this view of the ques- 
tion aiid Act VI of 1870 was introduced in, and passed by, this Council, by 
whiiJi the priiiciphs of commuting the servie(?s of chokidars into money pay- 
ments bv the siomindars -wuh also lai<l down. Now if in any places the services 
of a chokidar were no longer requiied, it was but bare justice to the zemin- 
dars tliat the land should revert to them under any arrangement which the 
Government niight sanction. But certainly it should iK»t he made «)ver to the 
chokidar as jjrojiosed hy the alteniative provision of section 260. For in that 
cfise it would he interferiiig not only with the right of the zemindar to appoint 
and di.miss the chokidar, hut to resume the land when the services of the 
chokidar were no longer reejuinsd or performed — a principle which had been 
distinctly recognized hy the Government. That being the case, llajah Joteen- 
dro Mohun Tagore thought it would he very unjust towards tli«^ zemindar to 
take Bwa^' his rights and r ike an alttimativc provision hy which the Magistrate 
could nuiKO a settlement with the (diokidur, ignoring the zemindar altogether. 
’I’hat alternative provision, ho submitted, would simply re-open a (juostion which 
had been fairly set at ’•cst by the previous Government. Rajah Joteendro 
Tagtn e would therelore first move to add the following words to secti<m 

258 :-^ 

“ Provided that in no case shiill ihe punchayet appoint where the right to appoint and dismisa 
the chokidar has by any law or uustinii voBtetl in the zemindar, but that in such case the zemindar 
shall appoint a proper perBon in the room of the person declared incompetent by the Magistrate ** 

Hth Honor the President said fhal the views expressed by the lion’ble 
member seemed to open up the whole question of ohakaran laud. His Honor 
did not think tfiat the two amendments of the hon’hle member hung together, 
as one of them' i^eferred to the case of i.he land being made over to a new chokidar 
and raised the question of the light <jf nomination to the ofitce, and the other 
referred to the case in which no chokidar_ v as to Tic appointed, and the disposal 
of the land came into <jucstion in consequence of no such appointment being 
made. Those two were somewhat different questioiis and had better he separated. 

Now as regards the first aincudment, which the hon’hle inomh(?r had read 
to the Council, the Government were not disposed to controvert the essential 
part of the hon’ble member’s arguuient ; but he must beg wholly to controvert 
and wholly to deny the proposition which the hon’hle member commenced by 
affirming as being very well known. He said that it was very well known that 
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the chakaran lands were originally assigned by the zemindar for the support of 
the chokidar. That statement^ His Honor believed, was a pure fiction — a pure 
invention of modem times. His Honor said that these chokidars were generally 
of very much more ancient origin tlian the zemindars theniselvos. It would be 
found that in parts of the countr}’^ where they prevailed, so far from being 
ervants appointed by the zemindars, they hadbeen in existence for thousands of 
years, being descendants of the original inhabitants, the aborigines of the country. 
The watchmen generally came of the earliest and most aboriginal tribes, and were 
one of the most ancient institutions in the whole of India. We knew that the 
zemindars were of comj)aratively modem origin. That did not very materially 
affect the question ; but II is Honor did as a mutter of history altogether deny 
the premise that such lands were assigned by the zemindar. He did not 
believe that they were assigned by the zemindar at all. The zemindars found 
these lauds assigned for the maintenance of village chokidars, and the 
principal action of the zemindars Avas not to assign any land, but to resume as 
much of those lands as they could. At the same time he quite admitted that 
in cases where the chokidar was supported by the chakaran land the 'nomination 
of the particular individual was either by custom or ju’escription generally 
vested in the zemindar. He was quite willing to admit that it would 
be unjust to take away that right where it axisled ; whore the chokidar 
was maintained from the jiroceeds of the chakaran land nt.signed to him, 
it would bo unjust to take from the zemindar his right of nomination. 
Consequently the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill luul proposed an alter- 
native amendment which would just meet the case. I'lie objection to the amend- 
ment of the hon’blc member on the right. (Kajah Joteendro Hohun Tagore' was 
that it was too sweeping. It proposed that in every case in which a chokidar 
was dismissed, where the right to appoint and dismiss had by law or custom been 
invested in the zemindar, he should still retain that right, jj^uppose the quantity 
of chakaran land was trifling ; suppose it mily yielded three rupees a y(?ar, and 
that the village community were bound to make up the iiuamie of the chokidar 
to thirty-six rupees a year ; would it be fair and reasonable that the zemindar, 
who had heretol'ore nominated a chokidar on three rupees a year, .should have 
the privilege of nominating a chokidar on thirty-six rupees a year? The Adew 
of the Government w'as that the matter mn.'it be compromised, and the proposal 
of the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill was that Ave should compromise it 
in this way. The villagers would huA-e a right to say to the zemindar — “ jiartly 
you contribute, partly wo contribute, to the suj)[)ort of the chokidar; we cannot 
both have the right to nominate, and the party avIio contributes the major portion 
of the funds for the maintenance of the chokidar shoidd nominate and appoint him.” 
Therefore the proposal of the hon’ble member in charge (jf the Bill was that in the 
case in which the chakaran land still remained the source of sub.sistcnce of the 
chokidar, and when the major jjart of the maintenance of tlm chokidar was derived 
from that source, then the zemindar .should exeriuse the full right of nomination 
although the village community proA'ided a portion of such maintenance. But if 
the viflage community paid the greater portion of the money for the subsistence 
of the chokidar, they should exercise the right of nomination. I’hat being 
so. His Honor should prefer the amendment of the hon’ble mendier in charge of 
the Bill, not as denying in the main the justice of the jtroposition of thehou’ble 
member on the right (Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore), but in order that the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill might liaA'o the opjiortunity of substituting 
what the GoA’^ermnent considered a fairer and more just manner of settling the 
question. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beaufqrt said it appeared to him that it would bo scarcely 
necessary to add anything to what had fallen from His Honor the President; 
but he might say that In C^>mmitte.o he hud proposi'd a clause AA'hich specially 
reserved to the landlord the right of nomination. But as he had then under- 
stood, the hon’ble inoA’’or of the amendment and the hon’ble member who was 
now absent both thought it unnece-ssarj' to retain the section, and with their 
consent, if not by their desire, it was omitted altogether. The right of nomi- 
nation vested in the landlord ro.sted entirely on the fa(;t of his providing 
the land for the sujqjort of the chokidar; if the zemindar did not provide the 
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land which was to maintain the chokidar,^ ho conld have no possible right 
to nominate the chokidar ; and if he provided land which yielded only a 
small portion of the chokidar’s wages, ho could not claim the right to 
nominate in the same manner as if he had provided the whole of the ch<^idar’s 
maintenance. The chakaran lands to which the Bill referred were those 
which wore alluded to in section 41 of Regulation VIII of 1793 , which were 
lands assigned for the support of village chokidars as distinguished from the 
police of the country. These lands were distinct from those mentioned in 
clause 4 , section 8 , Regulation I, of 1793 for the supj)ort of the general police 
of the country. Under the provisions of the decennial settlement the zemindar 
was bound to keep up an efficient village police, and in consideration of that 
obligation on the landlord the chakaran laud assigned for the maintenance 
of the chokidar was considered an integral part of the estate, but it was 
not included in the assessment of the estate, and therefore the zemindar 
paid no revenue at all for it. If therefore the land did not support the 
village police and the zemindar resumed this land, as the hon’ble member 
desired, he would get more than was intended to bo given to him by the 
permanent settlement. lie would conclude liy moving tliat in lieu of the words 
proposed by the hon’ble member, the following words be added to section 258 : — 

“ Provided that in any such case if the Magistrate of the district determinea, under the provisions 
of the firat [laragraph of auction 2(30, that the chokidar who may be appointed shall be placed in 
possefl:aion of the chakaran land held by hia predecessor, and if the annual letting value of such 
land is more than one-half of the fixed salary of such chokidar, the appointment of such chokidar 
shall bo made by any zemindar or other landholder in whom the right to appoint has been vestep 
by any law or custom.” 

The Hon’blo Ra.tah Joteendrc Mohun Tagork observed, with reference to 
the compromise that had been proposed by the hon’blo member in charge of the 
Bill, that the Bill as originally framed was very different, with regard to the 
chakaran provisions, from what it now was. Then there was no alternative provi- 
sion for making over the chakaran land to the chokidar, but the land was to have 
been made <wer to the zemindar in conformity with the principle laid down by 
the former Govorninent. If the amendment now before the Council were accepted, 
it would altogether do away with the right of tlie zemindar to appoint and 
dismiss the chokidar ; because there would hardly be any 2>hicc in which the 
2‘roceeds of the chakanan land would amount to more than one-half of the choki- 
dar’s wages, so that virtually the zemindar w'ould bo de2irivod of the right 
which ho had hitherto enjoyed. Moreover the right to the scr’rices of the 
chol<idur, wliich was 2)ro2io^e(l to be reserved to the zemindar by the alternative 

E rovision to which he (Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore) had referred, would also 
e nominal, inasmuch as no servant could b<? cx2iet!ted to obey his master 
when he knew that that master had no right to dismiss hiii', nor to ap2>oint 
another man in his place. He was free to admit that where the munieipality 
would have to paj’’ the greater 2iortioii of the chokidar’s salary, his a2}pointniont 
and dismissal ought not justly to rest Avith the zemindar; but thi.s, he submitted, 
showed the 2)ruotical difficulty of the alternative jirovision of making over the 
land to the chokidar, foi’ in doing justice to the iuunici2)allty the legislature 
should also sec that no iiijnstiiie was done to the zemindar. The modus operandi 
proscribed in Act VI of i 870 , which had been embodied in this Bill, if left 
alone, Avould not give rise to any such difficulty. 

The Hon’hle Rajah Jotkendko Muhux Tagore’s amendment was negatived, 
and the Hon’ble Mr. Beaueuut’s amendment was <*arried. 

I’ho Hon’blo Rajah Jotekndro Mohuk Tagore moied in section 2 G 0 , 
line 9 , porugraiih 4 ) to substitute the words “ iii the following ivnys” for the 
words “ in either of the following ways and also to omit the second 2RU*agraph 
of the section. 

His Honor the Presidicnt said he had been vciy averse to do away with the 
resjionsibility of the zimiindariii 2)olico matters. Xo doiibt the object of creating 
zemindars was that they should la* res2K)U8iblc for the village ])olico and other 
such duties. It might be said that under the arrangement 2Jropa8ed by this 
Bill the reason for tlie existence of zemindars fell to the ground; hut the Council 
must accept facts as they were. Zemindars had been established, and we knew 
, that wo coulu. not look to them for the 2 >crfbrmauce of police duties. We knew 
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that it was impossible to say who was the owner of the land ; we knew that there 
WOTe landholders below the zemiiidai', owners of land of different classes, putuee- 
dars, durjjutneedars, and the like, holding separate property in the land, actual, 
contingent, and remainder. We laiew that the splitting up of property laterally 
had also taken place to an enormous extent. Not only were tliere several gratia- 
tions of landholders, but in each grade and right there were many sharers i con- 
sequently it was wholljr imj) 08 sible to enforce the maintenance of an efficient 
police on the responsibility ot the zemindai’s. The government of His Honor’s 
predecessor had thought it expedient to introduce a system, which was the 
foundation of the provisions of this Bill in regard to certain classes of munici- 
palities, to have properly ajjpoiuted representatives <.>f the interests of each village 
responsible in this matter of police in substitution for the zemindar. Now, the 
amendment beff)re the Council refeiTod to cases in which the now system 
had been introduced, and we should have the chakaran lands which were 
no longer wanted throuni upon our hands, and the question was how 
to dispose of them. His lloyou thought that the proposal of the hon’ble 
member (Kujah Jotoendro Mohuii Tag<)re) was unjust ; he pro2)oscil simjdy 
to ask the Council to do ft)r the zemindar the work of resunqjtion ; he 
asked the Council to interfere and say — “ 'I’hesc lands, -n'liatever their history 
and rights, shall be resumed and handed ov<‘r to tlic zemindar upon certain 
conditions.” That soenu'd to His Honor to be most unjust. The Council 
had introduced a <letinition of chakaran land with w'hicii this Bill dealt, 
and they would find that that di'finition was not confined to the chakaran 
lands to whii^h tlio jirovisions of Act VI t)f 1870 were very jealously restrictfid, 
but included chakaran land held for village services of watch and ward of all 
kinds and of whatever dcscrijdion. If hon’blc mcml)(?rs would refer to Act VI of 
1870 they would find by the definition that tin; px’ivdleges thei’o accorded to the 
zemindar wore very strictly limited to the case of land wliieh did actually 
render service to the zemindar, /riie words there used were — 

“ ‘ Chokidarl chakaran lands* shall mean lands which may have been assigned, othenitise than 
under a temjiorary settlenicnt, for the maintenance of the oflieer who may have hutm bound to keep 
watch in any village and report crime to the politte, and in respect to which such otlioer may be at the 
time of the passing of this Act liable to render service to a zemirniar.” 

There the words used were “may be at the time of^he passing of this Act 
liable to reader service to the zemindar.” That definition was very strictly 
limited to the holder of laud w'ho w'us bound to render service, '^riie pi’evious 
Act did not diMil w'ith any other laud. The definition contained in this Bill 
was much wider in sco))e ; it inchided those lands as well as lands the holders 
of which owed no service to the zemindar. 

With respect to the letters, extracts from which wore quoted by the hon’blo 
member, llis Honok was not prepared to go into the history of the opinions 
there given ; it seemed to him that tluiy did not apjdy- t<» the case.-' under 
discussion. ’i'h(?.s('- ])aiks were a totally different kind of men, who held lands 
wdiicli wore entirely cx(;mj)ted from the operation of this Bill. The paiks were 
a kind of militia. 'J’he proposition to which those letters referred was, His 
Honor believed, a schemf^ of Sir Cecil Boadfui to resume those militia lauds 
for the benefit of the regular ]><dice service. His Honor did not think paiks 
w’ere chokidars in any sense. 

[The Ilon’blo tmk A( i ino Advooate-Gexkral said he thought the views of 
the hon’ble mcinhcr on his right i Jiujah Jotecudro Mohun Tagore) were borne 
out by the case of doykissen Mookerjeo jw. the Collector of Burdwan, the chokidars 
ke 2 )t watch for the fiovcirnment and did special Hervi(;e for the zemindar.] 

But be that as it might, it seemed that the 2 )rovisiou in the Bill as it now stood 
was just and every way met the rights of both parties absolutely and entirely. 
Theie might be cases in Avhich fho chokidar was really of much older standing 
than the zemindar, and he-ld with his land rights whicli had come down to him 
through thousands of years burdened w'ith certain conditions ; and there might 
ou tlie other hand he cases in which the land had been assigned hy thozemindw 
for the maintenance of the chokidar. In both those cases we said that the chaka- 
ran land when not resumed might remain in the hands of the ancient holder 
with this proviso, “subject to any duties in addition to those of watch and 
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ward which he is bound to perform for, or under' the order of, the zemindar or 
otlier person entitled to demand them, or subject to such other settlement os 
may be lawfully made between them.” We said to the zemindar — “ we 
leave you in the position in which you were ; whatever rights you are entitled 
to you will retain; whatever settlement you may have made you may still 
demand ; if you arc entitled to resume, you may do so. But we won’t resume 
for you ; we will leave you in the position in which we found you.” That 
the Advocate-General thought was a reasonable proposition which the hon’ble 
member in charge of the Bill made. 

The lIon’bleMu. Schalch said, under the definition of “ cJiakaran land” as 
it now stood, it was proposed to incorporate in tin's Bill chokidars who fell 
under various designations as holding chakaran land, bocauso they held them 
for the service of watch and ward, and that not beyond the limits of the village 
in which the land was situate. The lands thcrelbre coming under the term of 
chakaran lands would bo not only the zemindaree chakaran lands, but those also 
given lor village purposes, and to the latter the zemindar had no claim whatevei*. 
If the ,v<mondment of the hon’ble member (Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore) 
wore introduc,(>d, tlum if the Government thought it necessary to remove any 
such chokidar and make other arrangements for the performance of his duties, 
the land of the latter description must be made over to the zemindar, who 
possessed no right to any portion of it. The provision in the Bill, however, 
would have the offcct of separating the duties of j)oliee from those also attach- 
ing to the zemindar for the chakaran land and relieving the zemindar from all 
resj)onsibility for the poiformance of those duties; it would allow the chokidar 
to hold the land at half the jumma, and the remaining half jumma would remain 
for the perfitnnance of the zemindaree duties. Jf the zemindar had any 
■existing power to retJiove the chokidar, when retained in possession of tlie 
zemindar’s chakaran lands, for not perfonning his duties towards the zemindar, 
■oifto rosunu! the land if the ch(^dar did not perform those diities, that 
power would still remain to him. That seemed a fair settlement t)f the Bill and 
would not have the tdjjection which the amendment of the hon’ble member 
opposite (Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore) would have of forcing the Government 
to make over to the zemindar land to which he had no right. 

The motion was tjaai negatived. 

The Hon’ble Ra.iah Joteendro Mohun Tagore moved the omission of the 
words “ one-half of” in lino 6 of paragraph J. He said in many cases the 
zemindar was (Mititled to services from the chokidar, in addition to the ])ayment 
of a nominal (piit-rcnt; tho money value therefore of the chokidar’s services, 
both to the zemindar and the villagers, was represented by the letting value of 
the land which the chokidar occupied minus |klie full amount of quit-rent. If the 
zemindar in any c-use was to be called upon t*) comniute the services of the 
chokidar of the village by a money payment, he thought the wlude amount of 
the quit-rent should bo deducted, and thcittho remainder should be divided into 
two halves. 

After some conversation the motion was negatived. 

On the motion of Mr. Beaufort the^Bill was then passed. 

EDUCATIONAL ANIt CHAMTABLE ENDOWMENTS, 

Tho Hon’blc Mrf Bernard said that at tho last meeting of the Council he 
pre8('nted the' report of the Select Committee, with the Amended Bill, to 
provide for the duo appropriation of certain educational and charitable endow- 
ments. He now moved that the report be taken into consideration in order to 
the settlement of the clauses of the Bill, and tliat’the clauses of the Bill be con 
sidered for settlement in tl>e foim recommended by the Select Committee ; since 
the report was presented a letter had been received from the Honorary Secretary 
to the British Indian Association. Tho original Bill had been published many 
months ago, and that was the onl^communication whieh hud been received on 
the subject of the Bill. Thp l^iegy copies of which were in tho hands of 
hon’blo members, made several suggestions, most of which had Iw'en anticij)ated 
by the Committee ; bui (there was one point upon which the Sel^t Com- 
mittee had not made ah amendment. The lAftef at paragi’aph o pointed ou 
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that the words used in the Bill were “ not cxclusivel 3 r reli^ous that was to 
say, that ^e only endowments excluded by the Bill from its operation were 
those which were exclusively religious ; and the letter went on to say that 
endowments partly religious ought also to bi^ excluded. This »point had been 
discussed in Committee, and it was consi(lert?d that there wore endowments 

{ )artly religious in which the religious and charitable elements wore^more or 
ess hicnded together ; and again, that thoro were some endowments wlxich were 
partly religious and partly educational, from which it the religious principle 
were altogether excluded the object of the tfudownieut would tail to the ground. 
Act XX of 1863 provided for religious ondowincnts ; an old regulation of 
1819 provided for the management of landed endowments w'hich might bo 
given either for religious or secidar purposes ; and this Bill provided for money 
endowments given for non-religious pui-poses. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Section 1 was as follows : — 

** All monies or lands heretoforo granted, or which may he hereafter granted hj anj Person or per- 
sons for any charitable or educational purposes, not being purely religious, within any district within 
the territories subject to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal tor which no person or ])erBons have been 
nominated trustees or trustee, or for which there may not ho any living trustee, or any power of 
appointing a trustee under the instrument of endowment, are hereby vested in such trustees as the 
said Lieutenant-Governor shall, as soon as {lossible after the passing of this Act, uomiiiate, as herein- 
after provided.’* 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Bernard the following amendmonte 
were made in section 1 : — 

In line 8 the words “ trustee or trustees” were substituted for the words 
“ trustees or trustee 

In lino 1 1 the words “ shall vest” were substituted for the words “ are 
hereby vested 

And in lines 13 and 14 the words ** as ^oon as possible after the passing 
of this Act” were omitted. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beaufort moved the omission of tbo word “purely” 
before the word “ religious” in line 5. He obsex^'cd that Act XX of 1863 
referred to mosques, temples, and other religious endowments, and section 21 of 
that Act provided for the case of endowments wlii(th w«ro partly religious and 
partly secular. It appeared to him that the use in tliis Bill of the word 
“purely” might place some of the endowments which came under its provisions 
in the same category as tliose to which Act XX of 1863 refen’cd as partly religious 
and partly secular. This Council had no power to interfere with anything in 
tlie Act of 1863, and therefore he thought the simplest way would lie to omit 
the word “ purely.” 

The Hon’blo the Actino Advocate-General said be thought tho object of 
the section w as very ‘ clearly expressed, and that the • hon’blo member had 
mistaken its mearung. Tne word “purely” was used to mark tho special 
character of tlio particular endowments to which the section applied It 
apjiearcd to him that some words that gave the idea of exclusiveness should be 
us(id. In the cases to wliicli the hon’ble member referred, it was obvious that 
tho Board of Kevenue would, under the proWsions of tho A<^t. of 1863, separate 
that portion of the endowment which related to religion. This section would 
not interfere with tho action of the Board in that respect. In the preamble of 
the Bill the words used were “ in respect of which either no person had boon 
originally nominated a trustee, or there is now no trustet> living or capable of 
being appointed under the instrument of endowment.” ^t semued to him that 
in respect of endowments under the Board of Revenue it could not be said that 
there was no trustee living. 

Tho Hun’ble Mb. Beaufort said that the remarks which had fallen from 
the loamed Advocate-General made it necessary for him to go more fully into 
the matter. Regulation XIX of 1810 did not vest all endowments in thcBoa:^ 
of Revenue, but enabhsd the Board by special rules to apjxnnt trustees in whom 
they should be vested : it referred to all lands belonging to endowments, and it 
provided that the Board should have the suporintehdenco and management of 
sR such endowm^ts, and should see diat the funds of those endowments were

devoted to the ptirposes to whidbi the donors intended to ftpply them; The 
Kegulation went even further than that, and in section 13 referrea to the cases 
in which the nomination has usually rested with the present or former G^ovem* 
ment or a public officer, or of right appertains to Government in consequence of 
no private person bein^ competent and entitled to make sufficient provision for the 
succession to the trust and management” ; so that the section remrredtothe pai< 
ticular case to which this Bill referred, that was to say, an endowment for which 
there was no trustee living, and for. whose appointment no power existed. It 
was assumed that the Government in such a case should have the power to 
appoint trustees, and this Bill proposed to enact rules under which the Govern- 
ment should exercise that power to appoint trustees. The section in Act XX 
of 1863, to which Mr. Beaufort had referred, and to which the learned 
Advocate-General alluded, referred obviously to the provisions of Begulation 
XIX of 1810; that was to say, in a case of this kind, in which the endowment 
was partly religious and partly secular, the Board of Itevenue, having been 
vested under the rule of Regulation XIX with the management and superinten- 
dence of the endowment, should separate the two elements. As far as the object 
of the endowtnent w'as religious, it was to separate the fund devoted to that pur- 

S )se, and make it over to the religious trustees, the object being to divest the 
ovomment of all interference in any way with religious endowments ; and as 
rog^ards that portion of the endowment which was secular, the Act made provi- 
sion that the Board siiould provide trustees for its management. If the Board 
under that rule proceeded to deal with a trust which was partly secular and 
partly religious, and if this Bill also proposed to deal with endowments which 
were partly secular and partly religious, it appeared quite clear that the one 
would clash with the other. 

The Hon’ble the Acting Advocatk-Gknkral said, he thought that Regu- 
lation XTX of 1810 -w'as by its terms restricted to endowments granted prior 
to the passing of that Regulation. The words in the preamble were : 

Whereas ooiistdorable endowments have been granled in land by the preceding Governments 
of this country and by individuals for the support of mosques, Hindu temples, oolleges, and for other 
pious or beneficial purposes. 

And the second section of the Re-gulatiiqp declared that the general super- 
intendence was vested in the Board of Revenue. This Bill was intendea to 
apply only to endowments of a charitable or educational character, not to 
endowments wliich w'cre devoted to religious purposes only, in respect of wliich 
thoro was no trustee living or capable of being appointed. What he submitted 
was that Regulation XIX of 1810 had exclusive reference to endowments 
granted at or previous to the passing of that law. By the second section 
of that Regulation the management and sujierintcndence of all endowments of 
any character were vested in the Board of Revenue, who had power to 
ajipoint trustees, and therefore such endoAvmchts did not fall within the provisions 
oi this Bill, which applied to those cases in which there was no trustee living 
or capable of being appointed. It appeared to the Advocate-General therefore 
that this Bill neither clashed with Act XX of 1863 nor with Regulation XIX 
of 1810. 

The motion was then negatived. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Beaufort moved that in lines 7 and 8 of the section 
the words “ for which no person or persons have been nominated trustee or 
trustees” bo omitted, and the words “ for which no instrument of endowment 
has been executed” substituted for them. He thought that the Bill should 
provide for the case in which no iustrument of endowment was to be found 
at all. 

After some conversation the motion was agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bernard said, he hud put down upon the paper a motion 
to add the following section to the Bill : — 

“ Nothing oontnined in this Act shall be deemed to apply tu any endowment at present super* 
intended by the Board vf Itevenue under the provisions of Regulation XTX of ISIO.” 

The object was to meet the possibility of any ofo'ection that the Bill would 
in any way clash with the provisions of Regulation XIX of 1810. The learned 
Advocate-General had, he thought, made it clear that the Bill did not in any 
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way with the Regulation which vested the superintendence of certain 

landed endowments in the Board of Revenue. Therefore, under that interpr^ 
tation of the Regulation law and of this Bill, he proposed not to ask the Council 
to pass this section, and he would, with the permission of His Honor the 
President, withdraw the amendment of which he had gifen notice. 

* The Hon’ble Mb. Beaufort said he was sorry to say that the opinion 
given by the learned Advocate-General had not convinced him. Regulation 
XIX of 1810 did not apply only to endowments granted prior to its enactment. 
The words of the law did not justify sue;!! a construction, audit had never been 
advanced in any case in court which had conwj under his cognizance. It had 
always been considered, he believed, that every endowment would come under 
the superintendence of tlie Board of Ilcvenue under tiio provisions of that 
Regulation, and Mr. Bcaufoi-t still contended tJiat there would bo a clashing 
between tin's Bill and Regulation XTX of 1810, unless it were j)rovided that 
from the date upon which trustees should be appointed under this Bill, the 
provisions of Regulation XIX of 1810 would cease to be applicable to any 
endowment of the nature s])ecificd. The section proposed by, the hon’ble 
member iii charge of the Bill went too far. Sections 4 and S of the Bill 
had a wider application than the other sections. When the hon’ble member 
proposed to say that nothing contained in this Bill should afreet any endowment 
now under the superindeiihmco of the B<'ur<l under the provisions of Regula- 
tion XIX of 1810, he pi-actically relinqui.shed ihe inttnilion of the Bill that it 
should apply to any endowment in re.spect of which nr» trustee wnis living, or 
was capable of being appointed. And the question of the aj)plicability of the Bill 
to an endowment would depend on the accident of the Board’s superintendence. 
Mr. Beaufort would substitute, in lieu «f the sectitm pre])ared by the hon’ble 
member in charge of the Bill, a section providing that the provision.s of 
Regulation XIX of 1810 should cease to apply to any endowment from the date 
on which trustee's ap])ointed under this Act t<Jok charge of it. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Beknard said ho thought that the section proposed by 
the hon’ble member, if adojited, ■w'ould f)perat(} to juxivent estates being 
brought under the supcrintend<;nce of the Board of Revenue : and he did not 
think that it could be said that the Board had faih'd in its duly in resjiect to 
endowments under its charge. The reason that was assigned for the amend- 
ment was that the Bill sluudd not aflV'ct the provisioiis of Regulation XIX of 
1810. On the gi’ound he had just stated ho w^ould, after hearing the opinion 
of the Advocate-General, not j)ropose to jjix'ss the amenduumt of which he had 
given notice, and he ventured to think that the amendment j)roposed by the 
hon’ble member op])osite (Mr. Beaufort) was not required. 

The Hon’blc Mu. Sciialch said he must say that the general impression a?s 
to the operation of Regulation XlXof 1810had not acquiesced with the interpre- 
tation of the learned Advocate-General. The ordinary impression had been 
that that llegulatiou referred not oidy to all emknvments created and (existing 
prior to the enactment of that Regulation, but it had been brought to bear in 
the case of some endowmenls which were iiot then in existence. He would not 
venture to argue Avith his lion’blc and learned friend on a legal point, but 
W'ould point attention to the words in se<;tion 2 of the Regulation — “ The 
general superintendence of all lands granted for the 8U])])ort of mosques, &c,, is 
hereby A'csted and again in section 8 the words used were — “ It shall bo the 
duty of the Board of lie venue to take care that all endowments made for the 
maintenance of establishments of tlui above descri])tiou be duly appi’opriated.” 

He thought that those words nnght pro])erly bear a larger interjuetation, 
and not be confined to endowments heretofore existiBg. And certainly in 
practice there had been a larger interjwetation ado])te<l. lie thouglit, as the Bill 
stood, it did raise a little doubt as to hoAV this Bill and the old Rt?gulation W’cre 
to work together. By Act XX of 1803 tlie Board of Revenue had been 
•relieved from the superintcudcnce of those endowments which were pimely 
religious, or ■which .were ])artly religious, so far as regards the religions part of 

the endowmouts. Tlioro had boon a y^ractlcul difliculty iti Boparatiiig tho 

religious from the secular portion of the endowment, and no doubt the action of 
the Board hud been veiy largely couHiied by that difficultj') and Lad not been 
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extended to many cases to which it should have been extended. He thought it 
would be better to adopt the amendment which the hon’ble member opposite 
(Mr. Beaufort) proposed, so that interference in all tliose matters should bo 
vested in trustees appointed under this Act ; but it might be advisable to put in 
some saving clause^ to trustees existing before the Act came into operation, so 
as not to interfere with the management of endowments for which duo pro- 
vision had already been made. 

The Hon’ble MouIjVie Abdool Luteef said he was afraid that if some such 
provision as that propos(?d by the hon’ble member oi>po8ite (Mr. Beaufort) were 
not introduced in the Bill, there would be great difliculty in connection with 
endowments which had been in the hands of the Board of Revenue for a long 
time ; and he also thought that the addition of some words should be made 
with reference to such endowments, which had already been made over to 
trustees who were under the superintendence of tlie Board of Revenue. He 
thought that some such addition was necessary, otherwise there would bo a 
clashing of trustees, and coniusion would take place. 

The Mon’ble the Acting Advocate-Genekal said his remarks did not depend 
entirely on the construction which he thought ought to apply, and which he 
applied to grants before the passing of Regulation XIX of 1810, but also that 
on the fatte of the Bill it applied to cases where there were no living trustee 
or trustees capable of being appointed. Therefore any endowment vested in 
the Board of Revenue would be an endowment in respect of which there 
was a living trust<«. But inasmuch as the hon’ble member on Ids right 
(Mr. Beaufort) felt some alami upon the subject, he thought that the now section 8, 
proposed by the hon’ble member in <‘harge of the Bill, ought rather to apply in 
preference to the amendment of the other hon’ble member, as the proposed 
section 8 simply said that the provisions of this Act had nothing to do with 
the provisions of Regulation XIX of 1810. Ho thought that that might 
well be done in order to allay doubts that had been expressed, although he 
himself did not share those doubts in the smallest degree. 

His Honor the Pre-siijent said that ho was ashamed to say that he had not 
made himself acquainted with this subjeirt so well as he ought to have done. 
It seemed to 1dm, as far as he could gather from tlie debatt? that had arisen, 
that it was not only a^piestion as to the wording of the Bill, but also as to 
what substantially the wishes of the Council were. Some endowments for 
secular purjioses were now' administered under the su])cnntcndence of the Board of 
Revenue, and the question was whether they should remain under that supervision, 
or be transforred to the management of trustees appointed under this Bill. It 
was very necessary that the Ccuincdl should settle the substance of the Bill 
before they proceeded to settle its form — whether laud left for those purposes 
should be made over to the new Committees, or remain us heretofore under the 
superintendence of the Board of Revenue. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Bfatjfort said that he thought his honorable and learned 
friend the Advocate-General had misapprehended the pn)vi8ion8 of Regula- 
tion XIX of 1810, when he said that by that law the Board of Revenue was 
constituted the trustee of any end<jwment. The management of the endowment 
was entrusted to the Board, and the Board was required to recommend persons 
whom the Government might constitute trustees. In Mr. Beaufort’s opinion 
therefore it was a mistake to say that this Bill, which proposed to deal with endow- 
ments of which there was no living tinstee, would necessarily not be applicable to 
any endowment to which Regulation XIX was ap()licablo. If this Bill should 
be passed without Any section defining its relation to that law, and making 
the one harmonize with the other, cases would arise in which it would be 
impossible?, to say whether the Board or the trustees appointed under this Act 
had the legal charge. The Regulation, which extended beyond the scope of 
the Bill, could not be repealed, but it was, he thought, absolutely necessary 
to say that the Regulation should cease to have effect in regard to any endow- 
ment to wbiolt tl»e new law miglit be applied, or to alter the provisions of the 
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His Honoe the Presihent Bald ho understood the hon’ble member on 
his loft (Mr. SchaUh) to say that the functions of the Board of Revenue in 
respect of endounncnts had boon exercised with difficulty and imperfectly, and 
that the hon’ble member recommended that wo should fedte away those functions 
and vest tliem in the new tiuisteos to be npi)ointcd under this Bill. If the 
( ’ouncil were not willing to ac(H>i)t that \dew, then i)crhaps the present Bill 
might bo accicirtcd witlK.)ut any material alteration. But if the Council thought 
lit to make any material alUu'ations in the Bill, we should bo bound to postpone 
its passing to anotlnu’ mooting. I’he (piestion therefore was whether the 
Council would accept this Hill as it stood. 

The Hon’ble ScniALCir said that in a discussion of this kind he did not 
think that the Coiuudl could come any definite conclusion. He thought it 
would be preferabh', unless there was any urgency in the matter, that the Bill 
should be rccoimnitletl and bo brought up again at the next session of the 
Council. 

The Hon’blc the Acting Advocate-Geneiove said that a very important 
amcmdincnt seemed to havi' IxMin jiroposed by the hon’blo member on his right 
(Mr. Beautbrt) whitdi Avas .not uiuhu' the consideration of the Select Committee 
who had I’cported ujjoii tlu! Hill. Th<* hou’ble member in charge of the Bill 
said that it was nt'ver intcndisl that the Hill should refer to the (mdoAvmeut which 
fell under the provisions oi' Regulation XIX of 1810. ll‘ therefore the clause, as 
proposed by the hon’ble niemljcr, Avas adoj)ted, the Advocate-General thought 
t here would be no ililHculty in passing the Bill now, if it be the wish of the 
(.'oiincil to (^arry out thal intention. But after what had fallen from the 
hon’ble member ()])j)osito (j!irr. Schahdi), he gatheriMl that the Coumsil would 
wish the Bill to be recommitted, in order that the Sehict Committee might 
consider how this Bill bore upon the old ri'gulation, and if that should bo done, 
he would support the proposal if an immediate decision upon the subject be not 
pressed. , 

The Hon’ble Ma. Beunakd said that he thought there wa.s no urgency in 
passing a Bill of this kind", and if the.Couuc.il considered that the Board of 
Itevenue ought to be relieved from the nianagemont and superintendence of 
endowments, the matter could be taken into consideration by the Select Com- 
mittee. There wei’e a good many endowments which it would l)e desirable to 
vest iu trustees as soon as possible; but' the money woukl not bo lost by a little 
delay, and he did not see any necessity to))ass an incom))lete Bill now. There- 
fore he prefeiTodtho suggestion of the hon’ble member on his right (Mr. Schalch), 
that the Bill be referred back to the (’ommittee, and that, their report bo 
considered at the next sitting of the (knmcil. 

His Honor the Pkesidknt observed that he thought it was the general 
opinion of the Council that tlu^ Hill should be recommitted ; ho would there- 
I’oro move that it be referred back to the Select Committee, and that the 
Hon’ble Mr. Schalch and the llon’ble Mr. Beaufort be added to the Com- 
mitte(5. 

I'lic motion was agreed to. 

ADJOURNMENT OF THE COUNCIL. 

Ills Honor the President said that he was not likely to ask the Council to 
sit again during the present season. I’he remaining imjiortant work before the 
(Council was the Embankment Bill. That bi'ing a Bill involving, very difficult 
considerations, the Sele«*.t (Committee to which it was entrusted had worked upon 
it very earnestly, but they had not yet felt themselves in a jiosition to make their 
rtiport. He thought it jiossible that though the Council might not sit, the Select 
Committee might be abb' to meet in tlu; interim and submit their report. If 
they should do so. His Honor would take it upon himself to order the publica- 
tion of the Bill in the Gazette, and hon’ble members would have an opportunity 
of duly considering and digesting it before the next meeting of the Council. 
The number of Bills before the ('ouncil had not been very largo, but he could 
not dismiss the members without thanking them very oai-nestly for the labor 
which they had bestowed ujiou tlie work of the Council. Although their work

had liot been much bpforo the public, there had never been a session in which 
work more laborious, more useful, and more constant, had been done by the 
members of this Council. The main achievement of the Council diuing- the 
session had been the Municipal Bill. That Bill was but one Bill, but it was at 
all events a very big Bill, and he might say that it was a very important Bill. 
His Honor’s own view was that taking the Road Cess Bill of the last session 
and this Bill which the Council had just passed, and which they might hope 
would receive the sanction of the Viceroy and would soon boc-omc law, the 
Council would have i)assed a very comjdotc code of local self-government for 
Bengal. Wo shall have given to Bengal a system ol' local s(df-govcrnm(mt 
which will enable it to cover the country with roads, canals, and means 
of communication, and wo shall have given to tli(‘ country the means to 
introduce, not suddenly and all at once, but gradually, municipal self- 
govcniment everywhere. The Munici})al Bill was designe<l to meet the 
wants of communities of every class. It ])ro])osed to introduce, wherever 
people were ready to receive it, a system of self-government of an advanced 
and complete (diaracter in cities, of a loss complete and expensive charac- 
ter in towin., and of a very simple (diaracter in rural villag(?s. The principle 
upon which the Government liad jjroceeded in the measures of the last two 
sessions had been this, that Ibr benelits ex(dusiv(dy material, tliat was to say, for 
the improvement of communications and facilities of inler(!ourse in the country — 
for those material improvements which would add to the value of the fixed pro- 
perty of the country — immovable ]>i‘opert.y oidy should be taxed. But for all 
other matters — ^for education, for cons(irvancv which allected health, and for 
other benefits which were the r(;sult of intelligent self-government — taxation 
should extend, not only to immovable ])roperty, but to all kinds of jirojierty. 
That had be(‘n the principle which hud be<?n aflirined by the Bill of last session 
and by the Bill which the ( /ouncil had that day thought tit to pass. 

The Bill had left it optional with communith's to deal with very many sub- 
jects. It had attempt, (xl to (h'ul by way of compromise with one very import- 
ant subject which had c-onsiderably occu]jie(l the attention of this Coumdl, and 
which had be(m the subject of very great discussion, both official and non- 
official, namely, the vastly important subject of education. It had been said, 
and with truth, that the edu(!ational destitution of the masses of the jjcojde of 
this country was very great and v(uy lamentable. Tlui (iovermmmt of India, 
being very much alivc^ to the r(\sj)<jnsibility*whlch we had incunxxl by the exist- 
ence of such a state of things, had very muchpriissed for several years jjastupon 
the Gkiwemnunit of Bengal the n(H*-essity of doing something towards educating 
the mass of the peoj)lo. d'he Council were aware that tlu; cpiestion c)f local 
taxation first arose to some d(>gree with regard to fids [larticular subject of educa- 
tion. The discussion rc'-garding a cess upon land also was connected with that 
subject. His Honor had informed the Council in the course of last session that 
the Government of Bengal did not .see its way to make education a s])e(ial tax 
upon land ; we rather thought that projierty in general should be taxed for that 
object and not any kind of jiroperty in particnilar. At the; same time that wo 
felt the immense importance of (idmeating the people, wo also thought that in 
starting the machinery ju-ovided by this Bill we should not undertake too 
•much in too sudden a manner. Well, the clauses of this Bill, which dealt with 
the subject of education, represented the compromise .vhich the Council had 
boon pleased to a(!ccpt ; the result of that compromise was this, that in towns, 
to which this Act might be extended, education to a certain extent should bo 
insisted on ; that is to say, if it was found that in jiopulous jdaces the means of 
primary education did'not exist, the Council thought tit to give to the Goyern- 
ment certain powers to insist on those places which* were rich enough providing 
the means of primary education. On the other hand, with regard to rural 
villages, we had thought that the time for compulsion in respect of education 
had not yet arrived ; the devotion of a jKU’tion of their funds to education would 
in village municipalities bo optional. But our hope was t hat seeing, as they 
nnut see, the advantages of education, the more advanced villages would take 
advantage of the provisions contained in this Bill, and the Government would 
help those who helped themselves to a reasonable extent.

The Council would observe that the maximum of taxation for all purposes 
was very strictlp?^ limited imder this Bill. No doubt the conservancy clauses 
applicable to first and second class municipalities were in themselves some* 
what formidable, but they were only to t)e introduced at the discretion 
of the Government. For himself, His Honor could say that although he 
had no doubt that conservancy was an excellent and most desirable thing, 
he was not inclined to press it too hard, and he hoped it would be under- 
stood by the jieople that he did not intend to introduce these conservancy 
clauses too rapidly. He was clicckcd too in tlie most effectual manner 
by the maximum limit of taxation, which it was the pleasure of the Council 
to introduce in the Bill. It was not probable that we should be able to 
introduce very expensive conservancy within the limits which were laid down 
in the Bill, and it was not the wish of the Government to do so. Our action 
in that respect would he gradual and moderate ; but as far as conservancy was 
introduced, it would be made as effectual as it was possible to make it. 

The limit of taxation under the Bill was in tnith extremely moderate. In 
the case of rural villages it was only four annas or six ponce per neadrpor annum ; 
in the towns it was twelve annas or eighteen pence per head ; and in the 
case of cities it was not very large. Hi' did not therefore think that there 
wore reasonable grounds for the extreme apprehension with regard to the 
burden of taxation which had been expressed in the petitions which had 
been submitted to the Council. And although this ignorant impatience of 
measures of taxation was not an unnatural feeling, at the same time he would 
say that he thought the people of Bengal, or, at all events, those who professed 
to bo the organs of the j)Cople, wer<i veiy unreasonable in regard to this matt^ 
of taxation. As he had said on a former occasion in ani)thor jdaco. His Honitf 
still maintained that of all the provinces in India, this enormous province was 
the most lightly taxed. It was not only lightly taxed, but it was a province in 
which, as distinguished from all otlier provinces in India, the Government had 
surrendered an enormous land ‘revenue in favor of a ])rivuto ])vo])rieiary Avhich 
had been created and sprung up under British rule — tliat enormous proprietary 
class who derived a gi'eat income from the land, and who paid hardly an\' tax 
at all. He did think that the riiih and well-to-do Bengalees were comparatively 
very lightly taxed as regards the Imperial revenue. 


Well then came the now system of provincial self-government and 
provincial finance. Provincial finance having been introdu(;ed, it was ’ with 
each local Gfivcrnment a matter of very anxious consideration whether 
new provincial taxation ought not to be introduced. It certainly did seem 
at first sight, in this great province, in which the ediKiation of the upper 
classes and civilization had been developed and had gone so far ahead, 
and in which the general taxation was so light — that it was not uiu'cason- 
able that provincial taxation should he imjiosed to meet the growing neces- 
sities of a civilized and little taxed community. There had been, he 
thought, somewhat of ingratitude in charging the Government with rapacity 
in regard to the very moderate amount of local self-taxation which, this Bill 
proposed, wliile not a word had been said ri^garding the fact that we had . 
altogether omitted to propose a single scheme of provincial taxation. In that 
respect this province was singular, for the fact was that there was no other 
province in which it had not been proposed to impose provincial taxation since 
the new scheme of provincial self-government had come into operation. In all 
the other provinces new schemes of provincial taxation had been proposed, some of 
which were passed and some of which had been withdrawn. Really when he 
saw how little people seemed to appreciate the absence of such taxation, he 
might almost say that it would have served them right if ho had introduced 
several very heavy Bills to frighten them, and then earned their gratitude by 
retiring the heaviest Bills. But as the matter now stood, we had not only not 
passed, but wo hod never even proposed any measure for provincial taxation : we 
had restricted ourselves to this little modicum of local self-taxation, an d yet we 
were abused all the same. 
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His Honor was, he was free to confess, at first inclined to think that it 
might have been liis duty to propose some provincial taxation ; but he Ava.s 
happy to say that they were in that position that ho hoped that, for the present 
at least, there would be no need for bringing forward any such proposal. The 
Govcnmient of Bengal had administered tiio finances with which the Govern- 
ment of India had thought fit to entrust it, with an especial view to economy 
and the interests of the people of Bengal. On a former occasion ho had 
infoi’mod the Council — ^no, he had not informed the Council about the state of 
the finances, because he had not boon allowed to do so — hut he had caused 
to be published in the Gazette a statement which showed that the Government 
liad saved a considerable amount out of the funds jdacod at its disposal. Ho 
ventured now to say a low words uj)on this subject. Since wo laid received the 
actuals of the past year we were foi*tunatc enough to find tliat by dint of 
sr .all ecQpoffiics hero and there, and by continually looking to tlie interests of 
th*,! country, we had saved not only what we exjiected, but a good many lakhs 
•fiioro ; we wei’e now in that position that we hoped to confer uf)ou the (!ountry 
consideraWG benefits without imjiosing upon the people additional taxation, llie 
views wlii'h the Government of Bengal held on the subject of taxation, and which 
the Coimcil had been good enough to accejit, and Avhich he hoped the countiy 
would accept, Avere rejirescnted by these Bills for local self-government. This 
system oi‘ self-government involved a certain amount of local self-taxation for 
the benefit of the tax-payers. The Government in effect said this — “Imiierial 
taxation you pay for the jirotection afforded to you by tlie army, the police, 
courts of justice, and such like, suj)})lied fi-om imperial sour<;es ; from the same 
source a certain moderate sum is abowed for education, medical aid, and other 
benefits; the rest you must do for yourseh'es by this system of local selt-govem- 
inent which Ave ho^'c giA'C'ii to a'ou.” lie hojied he might bo able to say to 
municipalities of the smaller hind — “ If you help yourselves we Avill with 
pleasure assist you ; avc Avill assist those Avho help themselves.” lie hoped he 
should be able to give a very considerably increased grant for tln^ education 
of the masses, that Avas to say, tor A'illage schools ; that he should be able to 
giA'o a A'ciy <!onsiderable jiortion of the cost of such schools to those villages 
which uiKler the ])r»»visions of this Act established schools. We had suAmd the 
money by our economjps, and he hoped to devote it in this and other Ai'uys to 
promote sclf-helj) among the j)eople. That being so, ho might say that so far 
as taxation Avas itonc-erned, the Itoad Cess Bill and the Municipal Bill taken 
togethiir formed a complete scheme of local rating beyond Avdiich it Avas not 
ilu! intention of the Government to go at jiresent; for himself and the ])resent 
time he hoped that tlnTo might be a .sort of finality in the px’osent scheme, and 
that no more provincial or local taxation Avould be required. We should 
devote ourselves to the honest AA'orking of the.se Bills for the good of the country. 
As i-egards the general frame-work of muuleipal self-government, the Council 
had, llis Honor believed, enacted a complete sc.heme, which might require 
further amendment in detail, but to the general charaeter of which the Govern- 
ment did not at present propo.se to make any large additions. 

The Council aa’us adiourned shic die.

Joshua Joudron saitli, — I was tlio (yoininandur of i]ie llritish barque Chumpina of 
4^0 register. iSbo was a woodeu vessel, classed Al, eleven j’cars, since J80I-. The crow 
were fifteen till told iiioludiiig the mates. We were lM)und to Bourbon rid Mauritius fur 
ordfTS, and we left Caleutta on the V;4t]i June last. \A e got out to sea on 27tli. Om* pilot was 
Mr. Lintlqnist, and wo had a leadsman on boiuxl jianied »Sparling. Aliout fourteoii hour.s 
after the tug left us, a gale caiiio u]) from the suuthward an<l struck us ; the first wind was 
from the 8.S.W. W** saw no pilot brig, ^;o Mr. Lind(]uist la‘])t charge of the ship. W«* 

were on tho starboard tack heading 8E. The baroin<4er was falling a little at a time; 
I think that it was on tho ‘2Sth Juno. On that day the weiitlicv was squally and 

heavy, and there mv& a heavy sea. We shijipod one, which carried away (mr long boat, a 
Aiyser that was coiled 8ii the deck, uhd all tho movabh^ things about the deck. This was 
dn the 28th instant. Towards the latter end of the d«y the wind vi‘ored gradually U) 
the southward ami eastward. About 7 p.m. wo sighted tho Mutlah light, bearing aliout 
N.-E. Tho pilot told mf it was tho Mutlah liglit. AVe weru still f)ii tho starboard tuck ; and 
at about midnight the Mutlah light was bearing E. Tho pilot and I decided to anchor. Tlio 
wind was vaiying between S.E. and S. I'lie pilot thought that we. could not weal her i he 
iSandlioads on the other tack. Wo had hfirdly any sail, and very little headway. AVe were 
drifting to leeward. AVe cotild not make, oiling enough after getting out before tho 
breeze took us. AV'e anchored with tlu^ Miitlali light bearing S E. three miles 
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off. ^Vo Bounded and elevoii fatlioniB. Tlio starboard chain ]Uir(od after a coujile 
of hours. The ]Kjrl one lield on the remainder of tlio night -and all next day up to about 
niidniglit, ^vllen it parted.

'J’his Ava.s on tlu* niglit of the 'iOlli June. I'he Avind Avas then aAviiil. Tlie wind veered liglii 
round us Iroin S.Jil. to S. W. 

I have .a ])racli<*al knowh'dge of the laAV of storms. A\"e ]»nt inir shij) on tlio port tack 
when the gah‘ incri'ased. 1 considered that Ave w(n*e following tlu* wind. During the galo 
Jill our host sails Avitli double gaskets on them wen* blown away in rild>ons from ihe yards.

filightly to tlie southward of ns. On tlie night of tlie "»nih June fis the gale Avas blowing 

its hardest., we fouiid tliat avc* liad sprung a leak, and we concluded tha< rt^^^Tas caused by tla^ 
rudder having tojji the gudgc'ons oil* tho stc-rn ]»osts. 'Hit* slii]) took a luavy list to the 

starboard, ancl Ave e<juld not kec'ji her cleai by the imijij^s, wlTn h wi^re clos(*iy attended to. 

Before this she liad lieen a light shij). That night sin^ msuh* more watci* than usual. It AAT-iit 
over the rod, whii h Avas two feet, and avc could ic»t li'll liow mmii.

Tho ]{ofhmnf and the Slr(ithhhi:,H> 
went out with us. Next day tho wcjatlior ap])eared to be iniyn’oving at; day-li^’ht ; hut nt

They siait another boat for ns, and we loft the 
fillip about 0 I’.Ai. and wioit on board tho liglit-slii]). 'Tlio log and everything, e.\ci‘])t tlie ship's 
papers, Avero lost. We- k(‘]it sounding the well. When tho Captain left ilie shi]>tlic‘n‘ 1 A\ais Ihiuk 
five or six feet of Avater in tln^ hold. 1 conhlnot taki* soundings aftm* the Captain loft. 1. tried to 
do 80 , but I Avas Avaslied overboard a.ml baek again. Tlio])ilot Avas on tlie ]>oop at that, time, 
lie behaved as widl as a man eould have behaved, so did tli(‘ leadsman, w^ho’ never left the (hs-k 
after avo got, into the eyelono. Wo did not see Avhat boeame of the barque. Uarkmvss set in 
Boon after wo got on the liglit-ship. I am sure tliat she could not Jia\'e remained af{.)af 
during the iiiglit. The crew biJiavod very well. Sf'veral of them Avere disalilod. Every tliin^ 
that eould ho done to save the ship AA^as done. AVeAVoro kindly troati^d on board fin* ligdit-.sliii?. 
Wo Avero brought u]) to Calcutta \i\ tln^ steamer Orivuftd, All hand.s Avent into the Saih)r<' 
Home. Sonn* of the men are g(me, but some are still in the Homo. lOverybudy on board 
was sober all Ihrmigli the galo. 

ThiJip Winfvr Awij saith, — I Avas 2nd ofiicer on boanl tin* Cfi'WfjiHnt.. 1 renienib:>r 
aneboring near the liglit-sbip at Mutlali. We liad lost all span* s]>ai's a id tin* loiig>l;oaf, and 
eAwytliing movnible on tlie day before by being swe])t h\- a .sea. Shortly after vn* aiieii'»n*d 
the starboard chain parted. Wo took tlie rragment of the starhoard eliain and f:i>N*iied it on 
to the port ehain ami ])aidit out AVe Aveathereil it out all that, day. Th»M|, i‘ks were coni iniially 
rimhu* water. T Avas so mu<‘li occujiicd with my own Avork about tin* di* T, tliat T did not o 
how the wind Avas. About miilniglit the port chain jiarled. We laid eut away tin* main top- 
mast, which ill going carried away (In* mizen t()p-ma.st. I dan* say that eased tin* .sliij) alitrle 
time. As it was blowing so banl after tin* iK>rt eabh* parted. W(.‘ endeavored to set tho niaia 
fitaysail, and T think the foro-to]»-niaHt staysail. T]n> sails blew a, w ay into shreds. The lead was 
kept going. I could not say Avliat soiimluigs Avon* given. AV\) met the Eastern Channel ligln- 
shipontho 1st July. AVe made signals of di.stre.ss. Tho rmhl t iiiid gone on tlio »Siiinlav. 
Tlie light-ship sent us a boat, aiMT most of us Avent off to tlie ligld-.^liip ; the boat avjis 
not fit to be jnd into the Avaler again, so she Avas hoisted up and anotlior. I.'oat Avas lowered. 

I took charge Avilli some of our ercAV and returnod to the J f inml even more watf‘r 

in her than wlien Heft !i(*r. T should say that there Avere eight feet of water when I left lier; 
but wo could g(^t no proper soundings. I have been fourleon yi*a.rs at sea. T hold a second 
Wale’s certificate 1 think that every thing Ava.s done that could liavo b(*oii done to save the 
ship. Every one was sober on board the whole time. 

Horafia Lindquif^t saith, — I nm a licensed master pilot, and I was in ])ilo<,agt» charge oj 
the Champion outward bound. Wo left the jiort on 2Mh June last. AVe anchored at S;iug »r on 
the 27tli in tow of tho stenmor Co/amhus, J jirodnce a cfipy of my re])orl as to llio suhse- 
quentfaieof the ship; the original repoi*t is in tho Master-Atli'ndant’s f -'liMo. All tlial 1 have 
writtou in xny report is strictly true to the best of my knoAvledge and 1‘olief. W'heii wo left 
Saugor there was no wind ; there Avas only a little light air from tho oastnarJ. Thu barometer

was low ; it had remaioed for some days at about 29'46. There was no unusual sea at Saugor 
Hoads, ]»ut there was in the Eastern Ohaiiiiel I anticipated a cyclone, and told the Captain 
so. I disoliarged the stoamer Coltunhm which towed us down on the morning of the 26th, as 
I would not go out on that day. I only took the ship out in obedience to the Captain’s request, 
and not in accordance with my own discretion on the 27th June, an^ I think that I was 
bound to do so in obedioinje to the Goveniinent order (coj)y of order attached). Wo tacked on 
tlie early morning of the 28th Juno, because the wind had veered from the E. to 
S.S.W. I tacked from the port tack to the starboaid tack. I was heading S.E. 
I remained on that tack till 1 brought the ship to an anchor about 3 a.m. on 29th June. 
I made a good offing from the time I cast the steamer <)((’, until the wind veered round to 
S.S.W. 1 was standing down due south for some time, for about four hours, going eight 
knots per hour ; then the wind backed ; the Captain said that he was sick, and ho asked 
me for my assistance. I rendered it to tlie host of my power. I think that the officers and crew 
worked well. I flunk that every thing that could liave boon done (o save the ship was done. 
We li(»istod our ensign, union down, wlien we saw the Hglit-sliip. Slie ro])Iied, and we showed 
‘‘ axsisfantr.^^ Tlio light -ship hoisted — '‘'‘Whut (h tfoa tnint ” The Captain of the 

Chumimm ro]>HfMl — mmi ahatnlon fhr /7*.s.s7*/,” and the light-shi]) si*nt her boats for us. All 
our boats had boon wushod away. The light-ship’s boat was manned by lascars ; it was then 
blowing strong and there was a heavy sea. 


Opinion. 

Afipu onrofully considering the ovidenco, it appear?, that the barque Champion^ in 
pilotage charge of Mr. Licensed Master l^ilot 11. Lindquist, left Saugor outward bound on the 
t27th June last, with a. low haroiucter, the wind at K., and a heavy sea ruuniug in the Easteru 
Channel. This, in the opinion of the Commitiee, was a sufficient wtu'iiliig of an apj>roaehing 
gale, and tlio (Vuiimittee consider that it was very imprudent to leave a safe anchorage off 
Saugor while the weather was unsettled and threatening. 

An easterly wind in the month of Juno with .low barometer and heavy sea from S.E. 
is looked upon ns indi(‘ation of a coming gale. 

The Committee arc liowovcu* of opiiiu)!! that after the vessel wont to sea every thing was 
done that could he aeeomplislied to keep the ship afloat, and liad it not been for tlm (Jom- 
mander of tlio Plauvt tloating light vessel (which vessel 1k)vo in sight just in time) the 
crow of the VkampUm would in all ju’ohahility have perished. Tlio Coiuniandor of the Phmvi 
floating light vessel on sooing signals ot distress flying on ht)ar<l of llie hanjue Champion, 
very promptly, and at considerable risk, lowered his boat, nianne<l by hiseai's, and in charge of 
tlie second ollieer, sncooeded in taking all the crewexfjopt the ])ilot, cliior officer, leadsman, and 
one seaman, to the Pfami, Tliis boat it appears was stovo in alongside of the PJauH by the 
heavy .soa running at the time, so inucli so that slio was unfit for servi(!e. A second boat was 
lowered and manned by the rescued crew of the Champion, Returned to the barque, and 
succeeded in bringing off the ronuiiudor of the men. The Captain it appears was sick and 
went in the first boat. 

The pilot in his c\'idonce states that by tlie orders of the Master- Attendant conveyed to 
him in form 15 (blank form a.unox(‘d) and to every pilot taking j)ilotfigo charge of an outward 
bound vessel, he is compelled to move the vessel when desired to do so by the Commander, and 
that he did inform the Ckjmnuindor of the Champion that a gale was browing. 

The (Committee arc of oi)iiiioii that a general order should he given to the officers of the 
]nlot service warning them against ]»roceeding to sea from Saugor anchorage when the 
weather is threatouing and every iudScatiou of a coming gale is hi'ewing.

Reporf made to the M'j alar- Attendant by Licensed Master Pilot Lindquist Hind J. Landron, 

Master of Barque Champion.’’ 

I>ated 11. M.’s Floating liight Vessel Planet, 2nd July 1872. 

I KKORisT having to report tlie •abandoning of the barque Champion of Jersey, about 
fifty miles iS. E. by S. of Falso I’oiiit Liglit-liouso, coiisciquent on injuries received during the 
cyclone of Sunday, Juno 3()th, 1872, the jiartioulars of which are as follows: — 

Thursday, the 27th ultimo, at H p.m., east off steamer Colnmlms, E. C. P. L. vessel, 
bearing E. S. E. about 3 miles.; wind east, made all sail on port tack and stood down south. 

Friday, the 2Sth, I a.'m., wind veered to 8. S. W., tacked ship, wind falling light and 
squally. 0 a.m., wind freshening, took in toj) gallant soils and main top mast staysail. 9 a.m,. 
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Triad inareaBing, todc in upper topsails, Jib, spanker, and mainsail. Noon, shipped a heayv’ 
sea, washing away long b(wt, all sp^ spars, and moveable things about the decks, also stove 
in pinnace on tbe skids, ship labourite heavilj^, and completely flooded with water fore and 
aft. 2 P.M., hauled the foresail up, wind still increasing. 7 f.m., sighted Mutlah steam vessel 
bearing N. E. 8 r.M., blowing a gale from southward, ship headreoking under lower 
fore, and mizen staysaUe, Wind hauling inore to eastward and heavy sea, driving ^p to’ 
northward ; midnight, Mutlah steam vessel bearing E. by S. ; on finding vessel driving so fast to 
northward, considered it advisable to bring sWp to an anchor. Took in sail, and brought 
ship up in 11 fathoms, Mutlah steam vessel bearing S. E. about 3 miles, veered to 75 
on both oliains, being unable to give her any more owing to decks being flooded with water, 
and the chain pipes being well aft and low on the deck. 

Saturday, the 2JH;h, 3 a.m., parted starboard ohain, blowing a hard gale with heavy sea 
running and hard squalls. 8 a.m., seeing vessel could not hold on much longer, out away 
main top mast, taking the mizen top gallant most with it. Throughout the mmainder of 
the day heavy sqiialls, mountanous sea, vessel shipping large quantities of water, washing 
away bulwarks fore and att. 

Sunday, the 30th, 0'30 a.m., port and last chain parted, carrying the windlass away at 
the time. Set mizen staysail to keep ship to the wind. Blowing too hoarily to mitlrff tail to 
work out. Gale increasing to a cyclone, and wind gradually hauling to eastward. 7 a.m., 
mizen stay8a;j.J)low away, sent all hands aloft to pass extra gaskets round the sails. 8 a.m., 
shipped a’very^hea.y ^a over the qmirter, carrying away wheel chains, splitting the irmiti 
piece of the rudder, washing the port quarter boat out of the davits, smashing the skylight, and 
the hatch of the steerage. Called all hands on the poop, and told thorn to make themselves 
fast with life lines. Passed a buoy with two baskets on it, appearing to be painted red and 
black horizontally. All the head sails, foretopsail, and foresail blew away. Wind gradually 
hauling all round the compass, ship drifting \mdcr bare poles, sea continually breaking clean 
over her and raining in torrents. Observed the iron band of the tiller round the rudder 
head split. Got spare tiller aft, and shipped it. 2 i*.m., both ohain covers washed off the 
chain pipes, and forehead ventilator leading into the hold ripped from its fastening in the 
deck ; largo quantities of water going belowi llad great difficulty in getting new covers on. 
On attempting to pump ship several mon got severely hurt from the sea ; others washed over- 
board and back again. The ciew’s house got completely gutted of chests and bunks. 10 p.m., 
found rudder had comjdetely gone just below the head, having tom tho gudgeons dean out 
of the stem post. Made a tarpaulin fast in woather-mizen rigging to keep ship to the wind. 
Midnight, cyclone at its height, and heavy seas continually falling aboard and sweeping her 
fore and aft. 

Monday, Jtily 1 st, daylight, weather slightly moderating ; observed ship to have a quantity 
of water in her ; stationed all hands to me pumps, and heaving cargo overboard frmn the 
afterhold. Water gradually gaining on tho pumps, and ship settling down to storboord 
fttst, having tho loo roil up to tho main hatdi entirely under water. Noon, observed a sail to 
windward, made signal of distress, stranger bore up, which turned out to be the P. L. V. 
VlanH adrift from her station. Captain and officers mutually agreed it was advisable to 
abandon the vessel, and all hands wore taken out by the boots of tho Planet. I am happy to 
state that no lives were lost.

Proceedinpe of a Committee of Inquiry into the cause of the* wreck of the vtssels Omaha, 
‘^Champion,” Rothesay , and ‘‘JSolwav,^^ holden on the July IS 72, in pursuance 
of orders from the Lieuttiiani-Goverrior^ dated iith July 1872.

John Roche saitl), — I was an A. B. on board of the ship llofiesay. She was a 
wooden ship. She was over 1,400 tons. She was a British vessel beloiigintr to CTlasir‘>w. Tlu re 
were 30 of us all told on board. 1 had come out here from Liver[)uol. Sue was well found in 
gear and ground tackle. We were outward-bound for Bombay with rice, jute, su^jar, grain, and 
gunny. On Saturday, the 29tb, we dropped down the-river in tow of a sieamtr. We arrived olf 
Saugor about 5 f.m. the next evening. Wc went to sea on Saturday. I cantiot say how the 
wind was then. We were then on the starboard tack. It was blowing pretty fresh. Wo could 
not see the pilot brigs. We had a pilot on board, his name was Elson. He bad a small native boy 
with him as a servant. We were unable to land the pilot. We lost^one of our topsails on Satur- 
day night. On the Sunday it was blowing a cyclone up to midday. We lost all our sails — the 
mizen top-mast and top-gallant-mast, and the head of the mizen-mast. The Captain gave orders 
for the fore-top-gallant back stays to be cut to let the top-gallant-mast agoing. It did not go 
till night. We cleared away the wreck that was hanging over the ship^s side. About midday it 
cleared a good deal. It was nearly a calm with not much of a sea ; but what there was was cross. 
About 2-30 or 3 p.m. the breeze freshened, and as the Captain called it, a second cyclone came on, 
and the wind went right round the compass. I think that we were in the centre of the second 
cyclone. All our bulwarks were carried away. Twenty-seven inches were sounded in her 
well. We were ordered to the pumps, and were at them all night. There was a donkey 
engine for the pumps ; but as there was so much water it could not be used. The water 
increased to 30 inches. We kept her at that for some length of time by constantly 
pumping. At 10 p.m. a house on deck, the donkey engine and the boats were washed 
away. All the boats went. One of the men a boatswain’s mate, who was sick, was sleeping 
in the house and he was killed. The house fell on the top of him. We kept on pumping 
until about 2-80 a. m., and then we went below to see if we could see any water there. 
The house had a ventilator which went down to the lower hold. The upper part of this 
was washed away ; a little water got down that. The after hatch was washed away, and we 
covered it over with canvass. When it got daylight the Captain came on deck and he called on 
some of us to make a raft. We made it by about 8 a.m. found ourselves in four fathoms of 
water at this time, and the pilot ordered the anchors to be let go. We let go the port anchor but 
it parted, and we let go the starboard anchor with 60 fathoms of chain. The Captain ordered all 
hands to launch the raft. Our Captain's name was Robert Mayne. ThSraft was launched, but in 
the launching the Captain got bis leg broken in two places, and the 2nd mate was washed over- 
board and he sank. He went by the name of Mr, Bury. The ship was laboring very hard then, 
and the decks were wathing up. We lashed the Captain on the raft. There were 12 of us on the 
raft, and the pilot jumped from the ship and swam to us. When we got under the ship's quarter 
another man also swam to us. The Captain asked us and the mate, who was his son, to put him 
back on the* ship, as his leg -was broken, and he was going to die. He was put back. The mate 
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took him back, but did not rejoin ub. He remained on the ship. We drifted out to sea. The 
pilot said that he did not know where we were. We drifted on with the tide in and out. 
There was a strong current. The wind had abated by this time ; it was about 9-30 a.m. 
on the 1st instant, that we left the ship. We kept her in sight all day. Sometimes the sea 
used to turn her round, and at about 5 p.m. of the same day she healed over on her broadside. 
We were about three or four miles from her then. The pilot stood up on the raft to see if he 
could see her. That was the last we saw of the ship. All Monday night we were on the raft. 
On Tuesday we lost one man, whose name I don^t know. He got out of his senses and said he 
was going to lie down on the forceassle. He let go the raft and sank. Another man also shortly 
after got delirious and he sank. Six altogether got so. Some of the men proposed to make a 
second raft out of the spars that the drowned men had abandoned, and that was done. These 
' men and the pilot went to make it. Each man had one of the buotns, and they lashed them 
together. One named Fraser said to a man named Butler on the second raft G >od bye, I am 
going home;" he went away and was drowned. Butler said I cannot stand tiiih* any longer, I 
am going to lie down ; he went and was drowned. The pilot went in the same way. He was 
delirious also. We lost the pilot's boy out of our raft. It was in the same way. We were all dizzy 
and queer, and on some part of the Tuesday night we got on the Chundpore beach. We lay on 
the beach that night. In the morning we saw a light-house. We got together by about midday. 
Some natives came and put us into a house in the cutcherry, and gave us rice to eat. We stayed 
^ thereTor two days, and the police came and the Inspector took us to a Baboo’s house. He gave 
^us some fowl’;'* *. 2 : ds then we walked sixteen miles to Contai and saw the Magistrate there. The 
Civil Engineer pq*- us into one of the Government houses there. We waited for four days. We 
were eventually brought up in Government boats. We left our moorings from the Esplanade 
on Monday, the 24lh June. anchored at Garden Reach, and weighed unehor on the 25th 
June. We got to Diamond Harbour ou that day and anchored there. We got away from 
there on the 26lh instant, about 8 or 9 a.m. We anchored at Mud Point on that day. Next we 
anchored somewhere else. It was the 28th June when we anchored at Saugor. We Jelt Saugor 
next day and went straight on. As we were going out a tug vessel was coming in, and she 
wrote on a boaid that there was a heavy sea outside. 1 did not know that the vessel had been 
humping lu the four fathoms water. The ship’s draft was 2) feet aft. There was much sea on. 
When we got the four fathoms sounding we were ordered to march off from the pumps to 
launch the raft. The water was in her hold then. I don’t know how much. She was aground 
then. The pilot was engaged in launching the raft. He was exerting himself. He was sober as 
far as I Could sec. All hands were sober. On Sunday night I went into the mate’s cabin to ask 
what the barometer was, and I saw that he had a bottle, and that t he male and the pilot and 
the boatswain were there. I thought that she was a gone ship when we left her. The Captain 
thought so too ; so did the pilot. 

Ja/m ZemktVy saith, — I was an A. B. on board the Rotftesay, I remember that 
we got under weigh for the last time on a Friday. We went right out on that night. 1 
can’t say how the wind was. Tlie wind was ahead. Whilst we were being towed out we set 
the fore- top- mast staysail. ’'Arter we were cast off, we set the topsails and the foresail, and I 
think we set some kind of mainsail. Tho main-top-(;allant-sail. 1 don’t know how the wind was 
then. There WAf* btifi* breeze and a good sea on. We had to take the tup-^allanr-sail in again. 
We went ahunl»!i|Bben we saw the light-ship. It blew hard that night. Next morning we had to 
shorten sail. WaJfgfed the top sails. The wind freshened up a little on that day. At G to 8 that 
night we furled the mainsail and the upper top sails and reefed the foresail. It eoiumeneed to 
blow hunler* ^after* that. At 8 p.m. I went to the wheel. 1 had a conversation with 
the man that 1 had relieved, and the Captain said that he could hold it by himself. 1 tried it 
and it threw me over and knocked me in between two stanchions. 1 hurt my knees and my ribs. 

I lay there ten minutes, the Captain and the pilot came up 1 took the wheel. The 
pilot pulled mo out. The Captain said, wc must take in sail us the breeze is coming 
hard up." The pilot said, “all right.’’ I heard it blowing heavily that niglit. The vessel 
shipped seas that night. 1 was down below from my injuries, and on Sunday morning 1 was 
told* by a shipmate to come out and save my life. 1 then saw that the house was washed away ; 
every thing that was movable was washed away. AVe were at the pumps, but when it was 
light we were ordered to make a raft. The ship was in a sinking stale when I went on deck. 

I heard that four fathoms soundings were given, but I don’t believe it, as she did not hump. The 
Captain got his leg broken when we were gelling the raft on board ; and we missed the 2nd 
mate at the same time. I jumped into the sea and reached the raft ; the pilot did the same. 
There were lifteeu of us on the ralt. We only saw the ship for about two hours after we left her. 
When I last saw her she was over ou her starboard beam ends. We drifted out to sea in the 
raft. We lost some men fl:om them. We made two rafts out of the one. The men got light 
headed and dropped off the rafts ; the pilot did so. Each raft lost three persons. We got ashore 
on the next night. I don’t know the name of the place. We got ahead of the second raft. 
Only one man, named Fraser, was saved upon the second raft. I never felt the vessel bump. 
All the crew that were not disabled worked as hard as they could. No ufficer has been saved. 
Every one was sober as &r as X>]^ow. We all got a glass of grog before wc left the vessel. 

Aoron Frastr saith,-— 1 was aA A. B. on board the ship Rothesay. We left Calcutta ou the 
25th, in tow of a tug, we got to Diamond Harbour; on the 2Gth dune we got to Saugor, and 
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on the 27th June we were towed out to the Ridge Lights and the tow boat left us. 1 was 
heaving the lead from the time that we left the Inner Light till the tow boat oast off. I think 
that t\\e wind was about north^eaat^ and we stood away to the south-west, with our 
three lower topsails, foretopmast staysail, spanker, and foresail. We stood that way for 
about two hours, and then we went about in order to fetch a light-ship. We ran under the 
light-ship’s stern and the pilot hailed her. The pilot and light-ship’s captain had a con- 
versation. After we had cleared the light^ship we steered away to the south-west again ; 
this brought us to midnight, and we could not see any pilot brig. We hove to until day- 
light ; day-light was very thick; a heavy sea was running, and there was a stiff breeze. We 
hove the deep sea lead and got nine fathoms. The pilot said wo ought to be just on the Brig^ 
station. About two hours after the wind hauled round and became fair, and then the Captain 
and pilot agreed to go to sea. We got all our topsails, a reef foresail, and mainsail out, and* 
stood away down the Bay ; that was on the 28th June. Wo went on all that night; the wind 
was free. On the morning of Saturday the wind increased, and we reefed the foresail 
and main upper topsails and stowed the tnizen upper topsail. At mid-day we took in the 
mainsail. In the iirst day watch we took in the foresail and fore and main upper 
topsail and we went on pretty easy, until midnight ; then we got a squall from the 

norjih-wost, and it carried away the fore topsail and the fore topmast staysail. About 

an hour after the main topsail wont and then the mizen. Next morning, about 8 o^clock^ 

the Captain told the boatswain to cut away the mizon topmast backstay ; he did so, and 

the mizen topmast went over the side. At 10 a.m. the wind lullprl.4-n9<nse inen were 
aloft, gathering in the old canvass, and stowing canvass and Gleariirif^ the decks, and the 
Captain culled the carpenter and told him to sound the pumps. The ship liad then 87 
inches of water in her, and all bands were called to pump ship. We pumped from mid-day 
till 4 P.Bi. We got a second cyclone; it blew harder than the first. At 7 P.&f. the two 
boats and the skids were washed away, and three water- tanks that were lashed on deck. 
At mid-night the deck house was washed away, and there was a square ventilator in the 
house. Nothing was placed over the ventilator till next morning, and at every sea several 
tons of water went down it. We could not get to the ventilator in consequence of the 
wreck from the house on deck. About 4 a.m. I went down the after-hatch to see if 
the water was visible. No water could be seen there until day-light. At day-light 
water was up to her ’twcen-decks and she was going down fast. We were still all hands at 
the pumps. The C'aptain called four of us from the pumps to lend a hand to make a raft from 
different booms and yards. We made the raft. The water was gaming, and every lime the ship 
rolled you could see the water within about six feet of the upper deck. When the raft was 
made the pilot heaved the lead, and we got five fathoms. There was a very heavy sea. We 
let go the starboard anchor with forty-five fathoms of chain. The chain parted. We let go the 
port anchor with sixty fathoms, and the ship swung head to the sea. As soon os she swung 
head to the sea she commenced sinking, and the Captain called all bands to launch the raft. 
We launched it, and whilst launching it a heavy sea came over and broke the Captain’s log in 
two plaoes. He asked us to take him up in his stall-room. They tdokhim on the poop and laid 
him there. Fifteen of us got on the raft, and then we found that the raft would not bear any 
more, for we were up to our chests then. The mate remained on board the f^ip and cut the 
raft adrift. When the Captain broke his leg the second mate was washed gwav. The mate 
stood at the stern looking at us. I said to him — " Won’t you jump Mr. Mi^ne he said — '' I 
cannot leave my father.’^ The pilot jumped and swam to the raft, and we drifted away for 
about two miles, when we saw the ship give a heavy roll and heel over on her beam ends. We 
saw no more of her. We drifted two days and two nights on the raft. On Tuesday night we 
divided the raft and made a smaller one. Myself, the pilot, John Butler, and a man whose 
name 1 don^t remember, got on the small raft, and about 9 o’clock that night John Butler and 
the other man went out of. their minds and cast themselves adrift, and one tried to drown me. 
After about two hours the other man swam away from the raft and gave a shout and went 
down. Shortly after Butler said to me — Fraser, good-bye, I must go as that other man has 
gone, for I want to turn in.” I shook hands with him, and he let go the raft and went 
down. I said to the pilot Mr. Elson, We can make the raft all serene.” He said, Qh Fraser 
1 cannot hold out any longer.” I said You don’t mean to give up already ;” lie said Yes, 
Fraser, I cannot help it.” I took the piece of line he had round his waist, and T made him fast 
to the raft, and whilst I was lashing the raft, he cast himself adrift and rolled off the spar and I 
oaught him by the hair and dragged him back, and I was going to make hiio fast again when 
he let go his hold and was going down. I caught him by the hair again, and I missed my 
hold, and he was taking me down with him, so I was forced to let him go. In about two 
minutes he came up again. I was just stooping over when he canbte up right behind me and 
said ” Oh my wife” and went down again* About two hours afterwards I found myself on the 
beach ; I lay down there and slept till next morning. Then I found myself down by a place 
called Balasore. 1 walked to a house and met eight more of the other raft. Wo walked to a 
plaoe called Contai with two native policemen. Then the Magistrate kept us three or four days 
and gave us a shirt and a pair of trowsers a piece, plenty to eat, and three boats to take us to 
Calcutta. The canoes brought us to Calcutta. I never felf the vessel bumping, and we must 
have felt it if she did bump. I am sure that she was not safe enough for any one to have 
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stopped by her. Every one did his best to save her. Four of her crew hurt themselves on 
Sunday morning. The carpenter was injured. Every one was sober. When I was on the raft 
1 passed a barque with her mizen-mast standing. Where we landed we found much of the 
wreck of our vessel on shore. 

, Opinion. 

It appears from the evidence that the ship Rothesay left Sauu^or on the 27th June 1872 
in pilotat^e charge of Mr. Licensed Master Pilot J. H Elson, with the same indications of an 
approaching gale as the liarque Champion hud^ viz. a low barometer and the wind E. 

The Committee is of opinion that it was imprudent to leave a safe anchorage with the 
above indication of u coming breeze. 

Like the Champion too this vessel was near if not in the centre of the hurricane^ and 
after losing her spurs, boats, and having her decks swept, and washing away the deck-house 
therel>y exposing a ventilator which l«d to the lower hold, and down which said ventilator 
large quantiibs of water went with eve-y sea shipped, and it was with coiifiderahle difficulty 
attended with dang^T to life that the said ventilator was at last covered over. At this time 
however the vessel Wiis a complete wreck, and the Committee are of opinion that the Commander, 
officers, pilot, and crew, did their utmost and all that could possibly have been done under the 
circumstances was done to save the ship. 

Tlie eoannittee are also of opinbm that vessels should not leave Saugor for sea in the 
monlbs of dTiiiic :'vd July with threatening weather, low barometer, and every indication of an 
ap]/roaehing gale at hand.

2. Ill the eases of the Champion and Rothesay, the Committee of Inquiry 
found that the barometers of both ve.ssels indicated the approach of a storm, and 
they were of opinion that in the face of this warning it was imprudent to 
proceed to sea. Tliey recommend that a general order should be given to the 
officers of the Pilot Service, Avarning them against proceeding to sea from Saugor 
anchorage during the months of June or July when tlie weather is threatening 
and there is already wind and a low barometer. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor w^ould be glad to be favored wdth the opinion 
of the Chamber of Commerce and of the Master- Attendant on this recommend- 
ation of the Committee. His H^mor himself has doubts as to the expediency of 
issuing such an order, for we do not know for certain which are the worst 
cyclone months ; while w^e believe tliat cyclones may occur in April, May, 
September, and October, as well as during the months named by the Committee. 
It would manifestly be inexpedient thus to fetter the discretion of masters of 
vessels during half the year. At tlie same time there is very much to be said 
for the Committee’s view; and whatever be the result of their recommendation, 
it wdll bo an advantage that the utitention of masters, owners, and shippers, 
should be divecled to the views of the Committee.

The mean diieciion is computed iu the usual way 
by Lambert^s formula. 

Serenity. — This column gives the average proportion of unclohdcd sky, a cloudless sky being 
indicated by 10 and one comjdctely overcast by o. 

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isoburic and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind. 
To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

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Municipal Taxation in Calcutta. 


No. 24C, dated Fort WilHara, the SOth May 1872. 

Endorsed by the Government of India, Home Department, Calontta. 

Foiswaudkd to the Government of Bengal for report. BeturU. of the 
original petition is requebi/ed. 

Dated Calcutta, the 5th May 1878. 

From— B. Marshalla and oraf rs, residents of the town of Calontta. 

To— Hie Excellrnct th* Riqht Hon'blr Lord Northbrook, Vioeroy and Cover* 
nor>Genernl of India, and also Legislative Council. 

Wb most respectfully and severally beg leave to state before the Governor. 
General and the Legislative Council a very particular case which deserves the 
notice of the Government. Since the Viceroy are come with a supreme power 
over us from Her Majesty, trusting and hope the Governor-General will rei^ 
and administ^ justice to us poor subjects, that you give us some succour in 
the way of living in consideration on the following subject. 

We respectfully beg to acquaint the time when the Compeny’s Ooverh- 
ment monopolized as a charter party in India ; during the time of Lord Clive, 
he orgcuiised a system in India and was then carried on in a different scale. 
During their time we were ttfen living with feelingsof contentment in th^ reign. 
We all were in a body pndsing them for their welfare that they may fontinue 
in the same positiw. Since it has been taken away from their control and 
bas fiffien into the hands of Her Majesty’s Government, W'e supposed that we 
Aoilid be better off. The act has been ohanged in. a different light. Now we 
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are at a loss and subjected by tbe present rules and the organization ; it is a 
pity the grievances we now complain our sad distresses before the Government 
and the Council. We trust and hope that the Government and the Council 
will make some sort of alterations with regard to our em harassment ; we are at 
present suflPering and lingering ; tr.'st you will relievo us from our present 
condition. We respectfully beg that w'c cannot submit to the present orders 
that have enforced on us poor subject. Gentlemen are taxing us both right 
and left, and not allowing us to gain an honest livelihood for to support our- 
selves and family to carry on any sort of business or trade, that are charging 
us so much licenses and taxes, such as trade license, income taxes profit, water 
taxes, gas-light, house-rate, police taxes, wheel taxes, horse taxes, refuse taxes, 
and different others. One person to pay so many sorts of taxes and licenses ! 
Such extremes is unbearable. The market has become so difficult at the 
present moment; poor people are all dying for food and suffering from wants 
only on account of the said license and taxes. Charge us according to our 
means and circumstances. The small mite has been taken away from us ; 
there is no body to hear our case or cries for mercy ; W'e cannot do any sort of 
business for our families’ support through the dread of such imposition. Our 
families are starving. How we poor British suljjects can maintain ourselves, 
and how in a proper possession we are at a loss and suffijring, cursing day and 
night for our grievances before our Heavenly Father who protects us, and to 
love one another. You being our present rulers, make some alterations for our 
views. “ Naked we came out of our mother’s womb and naked we shall 
return.” Neither the money nor the richness will follow us iu the grave, 
but the honest and poor, those that God approves (before God there is no 
difierence), the crippled as well as old and the young, rich and poor, liigh and 
low, are all equally subjected to Him as He is our ruler and principal 
king and judge, before whom we are crying our grievances. 

Further we beg leave to state the new rules and orders are promulgated 
not to have aged men, that is to say not above than 30 years old, to hold any 
employment under Government* office ; there are some elderly people who are 
capable to work better than any youngsters; the poor unfortunate aged 
Christians arc subject to for their misfortunes. 

In conclusion we respectfully beg to the Viceroy and the Members of the 
Council to consider and please gravely look into the subject and pass such 
orders that we poor British subjects can live in a state of happiness and can 
be free from all this trouble.

I AM directed to submit a brief report upon the enclosed petition, which 
was forwarded under cover of your letter No. 240, dated 30th May 1872. 

2. The petition appears to he pseudonymous, and it is therefore difficult to 
make any specitic local inquiry into its allegations. Its w'^riters date from 
Calcutta, and their com})laints appear to bo.— 

(1) That the municipal taxation in Calcutta is too heavy to be borne. 

(2) That there are so many municipal taxes of so many kinds that 

the poor do not know^ which w'ay to turn. 

(3) That the municipal taxation presses with extreme severity on 

the poor. 

(4) That people beyond a certain age are not taken into Government 

service. 

8. On these four complaints I am to submit as follows : — 

Complaint I. — It is quite undeniable that the municipal taxation of Calcutta

details of the municipal income for Calcutta for the year 1871. Items 1-10 12 
13, and 15, in the list of sources of income, may bo taken to be the proceeds of 
taxation or qua si- taxation ; their aggregate is about 25-^ lakhs. This total on 
a population of 447,601 souls comes as nearly as possible to Ks. 6| per head of 
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the population per annum. This rate is undoubtedly high ; it is more than 
four times as high as the incidence of municipal taxation in the suhui-bs of 
Calcutta, where the rate is barely Rs. a head ; it is more than three times as 
high as the taxation of Howrah, where the rate is about Rs. If a head ; it is six 
or eight times as high as the municipal taxation of Bengal towns, such as Dacca, 
Patna, and Moorsnedabad. The municipal taxation of Calcutta stands, in 
comparison with the taxation of the sister presidency town of Bombay, thus : —

Calcutta thus get a good deal for their money, and also they are licaring their 
own burdens, and are not unduly laying burdens on future generations. 

5. X^io complaint II, it must bo admitted that there are a good many

„ police-rate. 

„ water-rate. 

„ license on trades and professions. 

„ license for carvia^cs and horses. 

„ fee for registraiion of carts. 

„ fees and payments for latrines and latrine service. 

The first four rates are on land and house property ; they fall at fixed ])ercent- 
ages on the assessed annual value of the liouse and landed property of Calcutta. 
Last year tho Chairman (Mr. Hogg) proposed to tho Justices to ainalgamare 
these four rates into lUie single rate. Ho did not go so far us the Ilon’ble 
President of the English Poor Law Board did in 1871 w^hen ho proposed to 
amalgamate the local rates; but the local opinion of Calcutta vvas very strong

Of these taxes lOJ per cent, is paid by tho owner and 7f per cent, 
by the occupier. The trade and carriage and cart taxes seem a not unreason- 
able mode of imposing indirect taxation on the population, iu proportion 
to the means each man may have to expend in carriages and in purchasing 
articles of all kinds. Theso taxes do perhaps raise a little the price of food and 
of all commodities ; but if people live in large towns, they must bo content 
to pay somewhat higher for necessaries of life than in the country; and on 
the other hand,' they hav.e the advantage of higher wages and a better market 
for their labour. It would bo an advantage to tlic poor if fees on latrines 
and fees for the removal of trade refuse could bo taken off or lightened ; 

No^E.*-Thi« reckooH tlia popuiuliou gf Bombay an 6-HbUOO, and tho incomo from taxation at 28j[ lakba. 
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and in the General Munici[)al Bill now before the Bengal Council it is 
provided that no fee shall be imposed for the use of public latrines; but in the 
present state of the Justices’ finances and of the Calcutta Municipal Law, the 
Lieutenant-Governor would be very reluctant to attempt interference with the 
Justices in matters of tliis kind. Whatever the Calcutta taxation maybe, and 
whatever may he the funded debt of the Justices, it is undeniable that Calcutta 
has a great deal to show for its expenditure ; that the mortality in Calcutta is 
now (see statement 4 of the Health Officer’s report) barely half what it was six 
years ago ; and that provision h;is been made and is maintained for paying ofE 
municipal loans within a reasonable time. 

6. A s to complaint III, the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to be able to 
say that Calcutta municipal taxation, so far as he has been able to judge, does 
not press upon the poor more heavily than it does upon the rich. Some of the 
taxes enumerated in the petition under notice arc paid by the rich and well-to- 
do only, and do not fall upon the poor at all. The house-rates, moreover, 
though they may bear a varying proportion to the means or income of different 
tax-payers, yet they do bear a tolerably equable proportion to a man’s expen- 
diture and mode of life. The poor man does not pay house-rato out of 
proportion to what his rich neighbour pays. An octroi tax, such as would yield 
a sufficient income and yet not b(j a transit duty, would, it may be apprehended, 
add more to the poor man’s burdens than the preaen thousc-rates do. 

7. As to complaint IV, I am merely to submit that the practice 
complained of is observed under a rule of the Government of India, that 
oidin<trily persons should not be admitted to the uncovenanted service of 
Government who may be past twenty-five years of age. This rule can be departed 
from in special cases, and subject to certain restrictions as regards claim to 
pension. The Lieutenant-Governor would not recommend any re-consideration 
of this rule, for be believes that ordinarily it is best for Government to draw 
into its service young men who are entering on life rather than to employ men 
who have tried and failed in other careers.

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The Burdwan Fever.

Xo—The Officiating Secretary to tho Government of Bengal, Judicial Dept. 

In continuation of Miis office No. 367, dated the 6th ultimo, I have the 
honor to forward in original a letter. No. 236P, dated the 27tl' idem, from the 
Magistrate of Burdwan, submitting a narrative report on the fever relief oper- 
ations of that district for tho month of June last. 

H, This report may be described briefly as more favorable than that of 
the previous months. Whilst the large number of dispensaries and food 
depdts established in the district were fully resorted to, the fever was nowhere 
actually on tho increase by the occurrence of new cases, and generally the 
public health was said to bo improving. The average daily number attending 
for medical relief was nearly 1,750. Food was given to a daily average of 227 
people at twelve depfjts, showing a decrease compared with May, when 288 
were fed daily. 

9 

3. The state of health at the beginning oi^ the present month of August 
has bwRjli^pprted to me as not so good in the town of Hurdvoan itself, though 
every ^ihs of relief are freely offered, and the Magistrate specially mentioned 
to me that the tincture of cinchona was succeeding where quinine failed, 
in the rest of Uurdmtk oircle there has been no unfavorable change as regards 
the local lover, but dengue fever has spread. 
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4. In the Johanabad circle farther improTement is reported, though in the 
extreme south there is still much sickness, and specially to the south and 
lower side of the Dalkissore river. Bood-Bood MunglecoUi qixqIgb show 
improvement. 

6. The state of the district in regard to measures of ^relief for the sick 
has been fully entered into by me at Burdwan during the past week. I find 
that one tract to the west of the district is entirely free .from all fever. From 
Kalkapore, on the Adjai, to the north, through the police station of Kaksa, 
down to the southern limit of pergunnah Sonamookhoc, a line separates the 
healthy and unhealthy tracts. As far as I can ascertain at present, this is 
coincident with a gradual rise in level of the soil from this line westwards up to 
the level of Eancegunge. The tract thus free from fever is rather less than 500 
square miles. The remainder of the district is more or less afflicted with the 
fever. 

6. For relief purposes the district has been now divided into four circles, 
superintended generally by the Civil Surgeon, Dr. H. Purves. 

Isf. — Burdwan Circle, under the charge of Dr. Ilobinson, which includes 
also a part of the tract lately called Roynah circle. 

2nd. — Jehanabad Circle, under the charge of Dr. Ghose, including the 
tract lately transferred from Hooghly district, the of the lioynah circle, 
and the late Oochalun circle. 

Brd, — Bood-Bood Circle, in charge of liTr. Gnopto, who has his head- 
quarters at Burdwan, including the old Khondghosc circle. 

7. These three circles comprise the whole portion of the district south of 
a line drawn through Burdwau station ; and a few' dispensaries to the north, 
W'hich are easily reached from the station, are also supervised from thence. 
The rest of the district to the north and efist is assigned to the — 

4M. — Munglecote Circle, with head-quarters at a place called Gooshkara, 
under charge of the Sub-Assistant Surgeon Chunder Nath Biswas. 

8. The eastern side of this* tract is however less distressed with fever 
now, having unhappily been severely ravaged ‘in 1868, and much depopulated. 
Its present state has been carefully examined and tested ; a dispensary was 
opened first at Dew'angunge to its north, but the attendance fell to 28 persons, 
and it was closed. Another was subsequently opened at Bamunpara in the 
centre of this tract, and this again w'as closed about tlic beginning of July, as 
but few made use of it. The Munglecote circle is really higher and drier than 
the rest of the district, but the type of fever w'as said to be w'orse there, and 
though the means of communication wore better, quite as many dispensaries 
were at one time required as in the Burdwan circle. 

9. Over the soutliern tract in the three other circles the country is very 
low, and communication in many places very difficult. 

10. The number of dispensaries now open in each circle is as follows : — 

Burdwan circle ... ... .... 15 

Jehanabad circle ... ... ... 10 

Bood-Bood circle ... • ... ... 15 

Munglecote circle ... ... ... 14 

11. In addition to the medical men above named, a Sub- Assistant Surgeon 
or a selected Hospital Assistant is placed in charge of each dispensary, with 
one or tw'o compounders and a hospital coolie. 

12. So far back as December 1871, an attempt was made to organize a 
body of assistants from the retired compounders, or other men who had at one 
time received some medical instruction, and who were to bo found in almost 
every village. One of these was to be placed at each dwponsary for further 
instruction, with a view to his being ultimately placed in charge. There was 
a great want of co-operation, however, on the part of the dispcnsary^p^Slcors, 
and the scheme fell through. 

13. I discussed much the practicability of using these retired com- 
pounders as distributors of medicine from house to house amongst the poorer 
ckss, who are too ill or too proud to go to the dispensaries. I am afraid that 
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this class is numerous and suffers much for want of medicine and sometimes 
food. But I .was told that it would be useless to entrust medicine to these men, 
who would either keep it, or endeavour to sell it, but would not properly dis- 
tribute it. Except on this one point, the relief measures appear to me complete, 
and most admirably worked under Mr. Metcalfe and Dr. Purves, The town 
dispensaries which 1 visited gave evidence of great care and attention to the 
sick and needy. 

14. 1 need only further mention the existing arrangements for distribu- 
tion of food and clothing. These are separately supervised by a Deputy 
Collector. Purchases of stores are made in Calcutta, and sent out to the 
depOts specially selected in every case by himself after personal inquiry, and 
placed in charge of the chief village residents. The checks on imposition were 
fully described by the Magistrate in his long report, submitted to Clovernment 
with this office No. 367, dated the 6th ultimo.

7. The Civil Surgeon forwards reports from the inspecting officers of the various circles 

attached to this district. The reports embrace the period from Ist to the 22nd of the 
month. , 

8. Jixmhcan Circle — Dr, Robinson, inspecting officer of the Biirdwan Circle, finishes his 
report by stating that there is a general and very considerable improvement in the physical 
condition of the people. The death-rate throughout the district is very low. The poor 
recipients of food relief at the de[>6ts- highly approve of the measures. There is a general 
subsidence of the fever, though it cannot be said that the fever has left any one village yet. 

9. Mungkeote Circle. — Dr. K, P, Goopta, inspecting officer of the Munglecote Circle, 
visited almost all the dispensaries of bis circle, and observes that there is a gradual decrease 
in the number of patients attending the following dispensaries, — Ausgram, Bhalkee, Jamtore, 
Dignuggur, Bagar, Shondah. Dr. K, P, Goopta found there is an increase in the number of 
patients in the Adra dispensary. This increase is not to be attributed^to on account of the increase 
of fever, but the dispensary is now well known to the people, which was established in May 
last. Dr. K. P, Goopta recommends that a dispensary may bo opened at Bhoorhee, a village 
about four miles from Shondah. Dr. K. P. Goopta passed through many villages and found the 
health of the people improving. From the registers examined by the aforesaid officer, he 
suspects that the registers kept by the Native Doctor of Dignuggur and Bagar are incorrect. 
I have therefore requested the Civil Surgeon to make inquiries regarding the particular points 
in which the registers are to be found incorrect, and to report to me the result of his inquiry. 
I have also requested the Civil Surgeon to institute inquiry regarding the unfavorable men- 
tion made by Dr. Goopta in his report against the Native Doctor of Shondah for his asking 
remuneration from a poor Brahmin of Baciia when the Native Doctor visited the village on his 
inspection duty, 

10. Oochaltm, Itoynah^ and Khondghose Dr, F. C. Ghosc visited the following 

dispensaries: Ekloky, Kendoor, Gopalberah, Degulgram, Karorc, Jooblcah, Roynah, Arore, 
Meerpore, Poitah, Gotan, Sreekishtopore, Bamncah, Bellshur, Gobindpoor, Kurshundah, Khond- 
gbose, Sungshur, and Sondab. The inspecting officer finds that there has been an increase in 
the attendance of the patients in the Ekloky dispensary. This increase, as has been explained 
by him, is principally under the head of admissions, owing to those patients who, by the 
existence of tlic Tatterporc dispensary, which has been since abolished, formed rather a class 
of moving taking medicines and advices from either of the disponsa!*ies, according to 

their whim or caprice. The inspecting officer found here imperfect arrangements existed 
regarding the removal of the dead bodies, which have been since rnSedied. Dr. Ghose concludes 
bis report by stating that the general health of the people is gradually improving. The fever 
is still at abeyance, and the chronic cases are generally doing well in almost all the dispensaries. 
The rate of mortality is still on the decrease. The opinion of the people as to the relief 
measures still continue favorable, and only in two instances complaints are received against the 
Native Doctors. In many villages where the dispensary is in existence the attendance is small 
from the village itself, the greater portion being from the distant villages, as in the cases of 
Sreekishtopore, Bellshur, and Ekloky. 
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11. Munjfleeoie Circle . — ^The inspecting officer of this circle, Sub- Assistant Surgeon Baboo 
Chimder Nath Biswas, reports that the health of the peophi in his circle is improviriLr. Ho 
found that the Mahomedcans of the village Orgrara are in the habit of burying dead bodies 
close to their houses at Hattola. 1 have requested the Deputy Magistrate of Bood-Bood, iu 
whose jurisdiction the village lies, personally to inspect the village; and if he finds that the 
practice is still existiyg, to arrest its continuance under the Criminal Procedure ('ode. Ihis 
officer recommends to open a food depot at Shur, Arrangements have been already made to 
open a food depot at that village. 

12. In the latter end of June information was received that tliere was great distress 
in the village of Denonatbporo and Powirram near tlie Bliadia railway station, and 
in the villages of Shur, Hlioru, K<dekole, and Khanoo, near the ^junction railway 
station. Baboo Boirolanund Mookerjea, Deputy Magistrate, on special duty, and B.iboo Protap 
Narain Singlia, Deputy Magistrate of Bood-Bood, visited tlie places, and on their reports 
arrangements were made to open food depots and dispensaries iu those villages which have 
been opened in the beginning of the present month. 

13. From the reports sul>niitled by various officers it appears that the health of the 
people is generally improving, but as the rainy season has not yet completely in in this 
district, apprehension is gravely entertained how far the health of the peoplo will continue lo 
improve. The fever cannot be said to have left any one village yet, and altlioiiirb the mortal- 
ity as gathered from the dispensary nturns was 101 during the month of June, still the 
number of patients received under medical treatment was great— 5S,4 U). Tiie old cases 
require great care, and the slightest neglect will prove serious to their lives. Instances of 
new fever are also met herc^ ''d tliere, and tliey are eases sometimes proving at once fatal. I 
am »:lad to mention that very gn . t care is exhibited by tbo various officers in connection with 
the relief works in superintending thw bspensaries and food depots. 

]4. I beg to submit herewith a copy from the Civil Surgeor/s report. No. 19, dated the 
26th June last. 

15. In connection with tiio dispensary report, I beg to siibjiiin a detailed statement 
showing the working of the food depots for the month of June.

Kb Twelve food depots worked during the month, of which two were closed in the 
boginniug of the present month, and six new onenel. 

17. During the montli of June 6,S10 indigent sick were fed, the daily average being 
227. During the month of May S,9 [3 indigent sick were fed, the average being 288 per 
diem. The cost incurred for the month «d* June was Bs. ‘!Gl-6, at the rale of Rs. 14-10-9 per 
day, of which Rs, 12-0-ii fir food, and only Rs. 2- It) establishment. The cost incurred for the 
mouth of May was lls. 117-0-11), at rate ot Ils. 10-0 6 per day, of which Rs. 18-7-9 for 
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food, and only Rs. 2-8-9 for establishment. Daily average cost per head for the month 
June was 1 anna, and the monthly expenditure on each person was Rs. 1-15-9, of which the 
monthly expenditure for feeding Ks. 1-9-9 ; establishment b annas. . 

18. The increase in the monthly expenditure in the month of June to Rs. 1-15.9 from 
Rs. 1.12-6 in the month of May is due to the rise in the price of rice and vegetables, and in some 
food depots, at the recommendation of the medical officers, food is also gisen in the evening, and 
oil is also prescribed for rubbing the bodies ol the sick men, which indulgence was not 
recommended before. On the whole the expense is very moderate, considering that C,8l6 persons 
were relieved, and the cost during the month was Ks. 801-6. 

19, If there be no rain during this mouth, the price of grain is expected to rise still 

higher. *

I HAVE the honor to submit the following reports from the insj)ccting officers of endemic 
dispensaries in this district : 

Assistant Surgeon K. P. Goopta, Munglecotc circle, one report, from l^th to 23rd 
June 1872. 

Sub-Assistant Surgeon Chunder Nath Biswas, Mi.nglcc^lciTcle, two reports, from Sth to 
21st June 1872. 

Assistant Surgeon T. Robinson, Burdwnn circle, jort, from Slli to I btb June 1872. 

Assistant Surgeon F. C. Ghose, Ooclialun, Koynali, and Khondgliuse circles, one report, 
from^Sth to IDtli June 1872. 

Dr. Goopta reported himself for special duty here on the 13th instant. He received 
orders to proceed to Munglecole to inspect a niunl)er of the d’sjjcnsaries in that circle. He 
visited eight, viz., Blieddea, Aorgram, Dhalkco^ Jamtara, Dignuggur, Bugar, Shondah, and 
Adrah. 

I noted in my last report that Dr. Ghose had visited Shondah. 

Bheddca was established on the 13th instant, and the attendance has not been great. It 
is now discovered that greater sickness prevails in ^ome neiirbbouring viliages, so 1 have 
requested Dr. Goopta to remove this dispensary to the locality where the greatest amount of 
good can be done. The establishment of a food depot in cunnection with the dispensary has 
also been suggested. 

At Aorgram sickness is decreasing. The dispensary was not in good order. 

The Hhalkce di.spcnsarv was in good order, but the atrciidance small. 

As cunsidcraldc sickness is reported at a village callcil Bhooree, lying between Gul.^hce 
and Shondah, I have requested Dr. Goopta to remove the Bhulkee dispensary to that place. 

Tiie Jamtarah dispensary is favorably noticed. 

At Dignuggur the general state of the dispensary was found satisfactory, but the inspect- 
ing officer doubts the correctness of the returns, espo(dully the now cases admitted. 

At Bagar the attendance is considerable. The inspecting officer does not think that 
3rd class hospital assistant Hatem Ali visits the neighbouring villages as he ought to do, and 
doubts the veracity of his returns. 

At Shondah the attendance is good. Patients travel long distances to this dispensary. 
Some people belonging to a village called liackta, near Shondah, accuse apothecary class Native 
Doctor Gooroo Nath Roy of exacting fees from them. On the inspecting officer making further 
inquiries, many of the poor patients spoke highly in the Native Doctor^s praise, and stated 
he never asked them for any remuneration whatever. 

At Adrah the attendance is increasing. Dr. Goopta during his inspection tour travelled 
across country as far as possible, in order to learn the state of the villages lying between the 
various dispensaries. 

As a rule he found the water-supjdy bad, and the simplest sanitary measures totally 
unattended to. 

Although increased sickness is reported in the vicinity of Bheddoa and Shondah, necessi- 
tating the establishment of dispensaries, still as a rule the general health vms found compa- 
ratively good in moat of the villages he visited. 

Munglecole Circle , — Inspecting officer Sub-Assistant Surg^n ('bunder Nath Biswas 
inspected Kaichur, Munglecote, (jiunuke, Shur, Diguuggur, Mahatah, Aorgram, and Arore. 
Several of these dispensaries were inspected iwioc. 

As noted in my last report, the Kaichur dispensary was removed to Bheddea on the 
18th instant. 

Several fresh cases of fever are reported at Shur, Mahatah, Aorgram, and Arore. 

The Magistrate has been requested to pass orders for the proper disposal of the dead at a 
village named Kattoluh near Aorgram. 
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As the inspecting, officer reported considerable sickness at villages called Pattea and 
Bamoonarah, orders have been passed to establish dispensaries there. 

Second class hospital assistant Shaik Fukeer Mahomed has received instructions to close 
the Munglecote dispensary and proceed to Pattea. 

Vernacular licentiate class Native Doctor Nobin Chunder Sen, lately officiating at the 
jail hospital and Patnroh endemic dispensary, has received orders to proceed to Bamoonarah to 
establish a dispensary there. 

Burdwan Circle . — During the weeks under report Dr. Robinson was on special duty for 
several days at Assensole investigating a reported outbreak of cholera, A separate commu- 
nication has been forwarded to you on the subject. 

The following dispensaries wore visited, — Seraitikkur, Jiccurhaut, Katrapotiiti, Gulshce, 
Itcblabazar, Baldangah, Juggulbaer, and Kanebunnuggur. 

No complaints arc made regarding the general management. The attendance at most 
of the dispensaries continues much the same. 

Oochalun, Roynahy and Kkondghose,^T)t^ Ghose visited all the dispensaries in the above 
circles with the exception of Nuudah, which was lately established at the suggestion of the 
Sanitary Commissioner. 

Vernacular licentiate class Native Doctor Noshu Ram Ohosal reports that there is very 
little sickness at Nuridah ; Dr. Gliose will inspect the place as soon as practicable, and if 
ncoe.ssaTy, order its removal ^locality where greater sickness prevails. 

In these three circles the disp'iSil'^vTiyies are very close togetlicr, so that several can be visited 
in one day. This ace( unts for the number of dispensaries the inspecting officer has been 
able to visit in the period under notice. 

Jehanabad, which lies to th\ south of Burdwan, has just been transferred from the 
Hooghly to the Burdwan district. Dr. Ghose has procee»led to Jehanabad to inspect that 
new part the district, and will report on the state of health, and whether or not there is any 
necessity for the establishment of dispensaries. 

The attendance at Ekloky lias not materially increased since the Tatarpore dispensary 
was rcm.oved. There is no doubt that many patients attended both dispensaries and thus 
vitiated the statistics considerably. An extra coolie has been sanctioned, and the Magistrate 
Las passed orders regarding the disposal of the dead. 

If the average at Koyur continues as low as it is at present, I think the dispensary should 
be removed to another pari of the circle. Since vernajular licentiate class Native Doctor 
Modhoo Sudhone Chuckorbutty, late of Kanchunnugger new dispensary, took over charge at 
Roy nail, there has been a considerable increase in attendance. 

When the inspecting officer visited Srikishtopore, Sub-Assistant Surgeon Amirto Lall 
Mozoomdar was preparing to remove the dispensary to Jamalpore. 

Regarding the other dispensaries there is nothing worthy of partic'ular notice. 

I am glad to state that most of the dispensaries were inspected during the past fortniglit^ 
and some of them were visited twice and thrice. All the dispensaries in the Munglecote circle 
were visited, and it is so far satisfactory that many of those that had not been inspected for a 
long time were found in such ^air order, 

Munglecote is a very extensive circle, and the dispensaries in many mstances at great 
distances apart. 

I am endeavruring, in communication with the Magisirate, to re-arrangc the dispensaries 
80 as to distribute them as equally as possible among tlie four inspecting offic,ers. When the 
rains fairly set in and the country gets flooded, inspet^tion duty will not be easily carried out. 
Tf lliere be much sickness in and around Jehanabad, I fear Dr. Ghose will not be able to 
manage the work there in addition to his present share. This will necessitate some of the 
dispensaries south of the Damoudah being thrown into the Munglecote and Burdwan circles. 

Many of the Native Doctors are not visiting the villages in the vicinity of their dis- 
pensaries as they should do ; and several complaints liave been received to the effect that the 
monthly allowance of Rs, 10 is insufficiciit ko meet the expenditure incurred in travelling. 

During the rainy season I fear very little tiaveiling will be done by the majority of IKc 
medical officers. ^ 

The Sub-Assistant Surgeons and some of the Native Doctors Lave received a supply of 
the Darjeeling bark and tincture, and in a short time I hope to ha able to furnish you with 
information regarding the eflicacy or otherwise of these drugs in fever cases. The decrease of 
siiknesB in one part of the district, and an increase in another, iicccssitates the frequent ci:ang- 
ing of the dispensaries. 

On the whole, however, I think the general health continues much the same as stated in 
my last report. 
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Besolatioii by the Govcraraent of Bengal, dated Calcutta, the 20th August 1872. 

A letter No. 422, dated 14th August 1872, from the Officiating Commissioner of the 
Burdwan division, submitting with his r(miarlc8 a narrative report by Mr. 0. T. 
Metcalfe, Magistrate of Burdwan, on the lover relief operations in the Burdwan 
district for the month of June last. ^ 

1. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice that there was a great 
improvement in the public health in the month of Juno last, which continued 
in most places up to August. The state of things in the town of Burdwan 
itself is now said to be looking a little worse, hut the relief measures are in full 
operation. Great credit is duo to the Commissionta* and the other local officers 
for the complete organization established in the district for affording both 
medical and food relief to the sufferers. 

2. It is a comfort to know that some part' of the district which was 

formerly affected is cea.sing to suffer from tlui !cv(?r, and that tlmre is one tract 
which is entirely free from it. The Commissioner will be good enough to report 
whether the disease appears to be progressive in other directions at all, or 
if the limits already attained are stationary. It should be stated whether the 
tract to the west, now entirely free, ever suffered from the ‘fever ; and if so, 
when. ^ 

3. His Honor attributes very great import .anpr^o a thorough trial of the 
tincture of bark, as Government cun readily pjodtlce it in largo quantities from 
the cinchona plantations. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor has just learned with gr{'at pleasure that 
the Government of India has given a grant of one lakh of rupees towards the 
fever relief operations. 

6. The acknowledgments of Government are due to Mr. T. B. Lane, the 
Officiating Commissioner of Burdwan, for the clear report now submitted 
by him.

Outbreak of Cattle Disease in the Sibsaugor District.

In reply to your letter No, 2415 of the 7th idem ('Judicial [Mcditial] 
Department), 1 have the lionor to submit copy of a letter, No. 807 of the 24th 
July, with annexuros, from the Deputy C<jmmissionor of Sibsaugor, regarding 
the outbreak of cattle disease in that district, 

2, 'Jiie measures adoptiid by the local officers have been sueecssful, and 
the disease which was confined to a few mouzahs only has now disajipearod.

AVith reference to your memorandum No. 632T, dated 15th ultimo, forward- 
ing copy of Cxovemment letter No. 2415 of the 7th idem, 1 have the honor to 
submit tlio following report on the outbreak of cattle disease in this district. 

2, The disease appeared in the sub-divisions of Golaghat and .Joro- 
haut in the month of March. In the latter sub-division it was confined entirely 
to one mouzab in the Majuli, and in Golaghat to a few mouzahs only. At no 



time did the disease appear in that virulent form which distin^ished it in 
1869, and the measures adopted appeared to he able to control the disease 
from spreading. 

3. In. April the disease appeared in the sudder sub-district in three 
mouzahs, where 85r head of cattle died in a very short time, and it then appeared 
to stop. I inspected some of the cases myself, and although the symptoms 
seemed to be thdbe of the cattle-plague or rinderpest, they appeared to me to bo 
in a very mild form. 

4. As soon as the disease appeared in the district, I issued strict 
orders to segregate the diseasc'd and infected herds as much as possible, at the 
same time put a stop to cattle crossing over to or from the Miijuli where the 
disease appeared to be worse. The disease has not at any time assumed a 
formidable aspect as on its last visitation, I therefore did not establish hospitals 
or issue medicine. 

5. I am quite convinced that the disease was imported from Bengal 
by the droves of buffaloes which were brought up for sale. In a mouzah near 
this it aj)j)earod simultaneously with a drove of imported cattle. 

6. 1 am happy to be aide to say the disiuise has now stopped, and 
I beg to append reports, in original, received from the sub-divisional officers on 
the same subject.

A. there have been no deaths amongst cattle from rinderpc'st within the 

present month, and tlui disease s(;ems to have faii’ly 
diodo\it, I have now the honor to submit thoi’eport 
regarding the measures taken to meet the outbreak 
of cattle-])laguc in this sub-division, called for in 
your memorandum No. 723, dated 20th Juno lest, forwarding copies of tho 
correspondence not(‘d in the margin. 

2, The outbrtjak commemsed about tho central })ortioii of the Majuli. On 
hearing of it I visited the place, and in my letter No. 110 of tho 30th March 
last informed you of tlu) state of affairs, expressing a hope that the disease might 
be confined to the area then infected, and such I am glad to say has been tho 
case. The steps taken to ensure this were, as I then stated,* to impress 
upon tho villagers beyond the infected area that if they let cattle diseased 
or not come to their villag('S from tho infected on(\s, or let their own 
cattle go near them to graze, then they would to a certainty lose all their cows 
and buffaloes, and ha e only themselves to thank for it. Tho people of the 
villages where the plague was raging were also warned, that ii they took their 
cattle to other places and spread disease, they would be prosecuted criminally, 
at the same time steps were taken to effectually close tho fenies on tho Braluna- 
|jutra and Loohit against cattle. One fony man, who was detected in assist- 
ing to cross some buffaloes, was fined Rs. 50, and tins had a good effect on the 
others. Stringent orders u ere passed about the buiying of doecased carcasses, 
and the mouzahdars and nmnduls made responsible for having it done. 

3. I found when in tho Majuli that tho ?yots Lad no belief in medicino 
for their sick cattle, and therefore nuido no attempt to. supply them with any, 
but conteid:ed myself with trying, through the measures above noticed, to con- 
fine the disease mthin limited area of its outbreak, and there let it wear itself 
out. The people fbfemsclvos, with tin; effects of the groat jdaguo of 1869-70 
before them, wore less apatbotie than usual, and really tried to keej) disease 
away from their own herds. Tlie situation of Majuli, too, was in favor of 
isolation, as with tho fen’ies shut cattle could not bo taken out of it to the main 
land, and after the first rise of the Ijrahmajmtra it was oven impossible for them 
to be driven across ct'untry from one village to another 
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No. 266, dated Golaghat, the 19th Julj 1872.

To — The Deputy Commissioner of Sibsaugor. 

In reply to your memorandum No. 837, dated ITth July,, ! have the honor 
to report as follows : 

2. Early in March last cattle disease appeared in moueah Kaj^eerunga, 
brought tliere I believe by one of the many droves of buffaloes which were 
about that time travelling up through the province of Assam ; for at the end of 
the mouth, wliilo in camp in the Majuli, I learnt from the villagers of Kolcoela 
Cliaporree mouzah that a drove of buffaloes had passed up a few days previously, , 
and that several of them had died from what appeared to be tne regul^ 
cattle disease. 

3. The disease subsequently made its appearance in the mouzahs of. 
Namd^’^ang, Nalioronoo, Jailamonoo, Nikkoroo, Dohnigea, Doorgaon, Atgaun, 
and the Nuggur Mehal, but up to the present time the total number of deaths 
reported is only .522, and tlxis number includes a good many goats. During 
the whole month of Juno only 14 deaths were reported, ana 1 think that the 
disease may now be considered as having ceased. 

4. In this sub-division there cannot be less than a hundred thousand 
head of cattle, and supposing that the average duratiop^f life among them 
was ten years (and I don’t think it is more), ton ^Iiousand head of cattle 
would perish annually from natural causes. TlrtS^Statistics of the mortality 
among cattle are furnished by the mouzahdars, and they compile them frtxm 
the reports of the villagers, and there is consequently a very strong probabi- 
lity that if in one village ton cattle die of rinderpest and ton of old ago, 
accidents, sickness of an ordinary nature, &c., the whole twenty will appear in 
the mouzahdar’s report as having perished bv the former scourge. 

5. But even sujxposing that every deatli reported was what it professed 
to bo, still the cattle disease this year has boon a mere flea-bite to what it was 
on the last occasion when the deaths wore twenty times as numerous as now. 

6. The precautions token by me were— I directed all mouzahdars 
to use their utmost endeavours to prevent cattle being taken from villages . 
where the disease had shown itself to other villages which were free of it ; 
2«<f, I gave positive injunctions to fho lessees of the ferries on the Brahma- 
putra not to take over any droves of buffaloes until they had remained for 
several days at the gh&t in a kind of quarantine without ,any signs of sick^ 
ness being apparent ; and whenever a drove of buffaloes or other cattle passed 
up near Golqghat, 1 used to picket the whole lot out on a piece of waste land 
fiir from any village, and keep them there for six or seven days, having them 
counted and inspected daily, and . at the end of. this period if no signs of 
disease were apparent, I allowed the drovers to proceed on their way, and 
although on six or seven occasions I detained cattle in the above manner, in no 
instance was any disease shown to bo among them.

INDIAN EVIDENCE ACT (1872) AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TIobhouse also ju-esented the Report of tlie Select Com- 
mittee on the Bill to amend the Indian Evidence Act, 1872. He said that in 
considering the Bill tig) Committee had proceeded on the jiriuciple that under 
the circumstances it was no part of their duty to alter any part of the Act on 
die score of principle, but only to effect such alttiratious as they believed the 
draftsman would have made if his attention had been called to them. 

The principal reason for passing the present Bill into law before the Ist 
September, was this: — Act I of 1872 repealed in a iirior Act, XV of 1852 ; 
and one of the sections of that Act was ns follows : 

All Her Majesty’s Courts. within the British territories under the Government of the 
East Indian Company, and every Judge and Justice of such Courts, and every ofHcer, Commissioner, 
Arfaterator other person now or hereafter having, by law ar by consent of parties, authority to 
Mir, Ireceivie and examine evidence, with respect to or concerning any suit, action or other proceeding 
in any of aiioh Odirta, is hereby empowered to administer an oath to all such witnesses as are legally 
called before th6m respectively.” 


Now that was a positive enactment, in the clearest possible terms, purport- 
ing to confer upon certain tribunals and officers power to administer oaths. 
Primd facie if that power were removed from the Statute Book, and nothing put 
in its place, it would cease to exist. The question then was, ^frhether the power 
could bo derived from any other quarter. For the purpose of detemiiining this 
question, it had been necessary to read five Acts of Parliament and ten 
(charters, and to read some of these documents very carefully, siqce they were 
framed on the most perplexing of all principles, the principle of declaring 
void all previous inconsistent provisions. So that you had to read thmugh 
the whole document to see what was and what was not inconsistent. The 
result was, as well as he (Mr. Hobhoit.se) could make out, that the power of 
administering an oath would remain with the High Courts, but would not 
remain with the Commissioners and Arbitrators therein mentioned. It'was 
therefore important to leave iqjou the Statute Book as clear and extensive 
an authority as that which was taken out of it, and the simplest way of 
doing that in the ])resent emergency was by continuing the existence of 
that section. When the time came for dealing with that matter finally, the 
proper place for it would be found in an Act relating to the subject of oaths 
and affirmsitioii rather than in one relating to the general subject of evidence. 

Mr. IIoBiiotiSE thought it right to mention to the Council that he had 
received a telegram from Mr. 11. S. Cunningham, desiring that the passing 
of the present Bill might be postponed until some further commimication 
was received from him. Mr. Cunningham intimated that ho did not think 
it necessary to (lontinuo the section just discussed, and that there were 
other defects in the Bill. Mr. Hobhohse thought it right that the Council 
should decide for themselves in this matter after hearing the reasons for 
jiassing the present Bill. Unquestionably the assistance of the gentleman 
who had had a great share in preparing the Act, would bo most valuable 
in any amendment of it. He 2 irobably understood the Act far better than 
any of the Council, and was aware of many things to wliich attention had 
not been called. Mr. Hobhouse most sincerely regretted that in his judgment, 
pressure of time prevented their receiving Mr. Cunningham’s assistance. 
He (Mr. Hobhouse) had ]»reviously shown iho kind of embarrassment which 
might arise from tlie present <;on(lition of things. Ho would now try and 
explain the degree of it. Previously to this year, the incajTacity to admmister 
an oath would have vitiated many legal proceedings. But in the present year, 
an Act (No. VI of 1872) was 2 )assed, which had two object.® — one was to respect 
and bind the conscience of witnesses, and the other, to prevent the entire vitia- 
tion of legal jjroceedings by omissions and irregularities in the administration 
of oaths. The first object had nothing to do with the jiresent question. An 
oath was an oath, whatever might be the form of it, and the person who admi- 
nistered it must bo duly qualified to do so. The second object was important, 
because it diminished tne mischief which might arise from the incapacity of 
the Judge to administer an oath. But it did not jirevent the administration of 
an oath by such incapable jiorson from being an irregularity. Nor was it easy 
to say how a Judge, upon being jiressed with such irregularity, Vould deal wit n 
the case. Certainly, many a Commissioner and Arbitrator would say, “ inas- 
much as no objection is made by the witness, and as an oath is the regular form 
of proceeding, and as I have, by express legislation, been made incapable to 
administer one, I decline to go on with the case.” Besides this, the Act in 
question did not affix the penalties of perjury to the giving of false testimony 
under such circumstances. On this point, sections one hundred and seventy- 
eight and one hundred and seventy-one of the Penal Code showed the 
importance attached to the legal administration of an oa;th by duly authorized 
persons. * 

For the foregoing reasons, Mr. Hobhouse could not help thinking that we 
should be running some appreciable risk of disturbance of judicial proceedings 
if wo did not pass this Bill into law by the Ist September, on which day Act I 
of 1872 was to come into force, whereas no possible injury would be none by 
continuing the section in question, the only suggestion against it being that 
it was useless. 

With regard to the other amendments, he would not remark upon them in 
detail. They would all speak for themselves, and were intended to cover obvious 



defects and slips eith^ of writings or of printing or of drafting. We had now 
received several criticisms on Act I of 1872, and there was little doubt that, 
after it had been tested in actual practice, it would, like most laws of great 
magnitude and difficulty, and especially those passed on subjects new to legis- 
lation, require amendment in several particulars. Probably, in the course 
■ef a couple of years, it wduld be necessary to pass another amending Act, 
an^the suggestions of Mr. Cunningham would bo most valuable for that 
purp|i^. Mk. Hobhouse therefore thought proper that the better plan would 
be, not to have any further delay at present, but to keep a careful record of all 
suggestions sent in, and to use them when the time was ripe. 

He also applied to His Excellency the President to suspend the Rules for 
tlie Conduct of Business. 

The President said that, in his opinion, Mr. Hobhouse had shown suffi- 
cient cause for suspending the Rules in tlie present case. His Excellency 
accordingly declared the Rules suspended. * * 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hobhouse then moved that the Report bo taken into 
consideration. 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

Barometric Pressure^ — The pressures in column 2 of«tlie above table for all stations below 500 
feet are reduced from those {^^iven in column 8 of the table on the previous paj^e by addinj^ the 
weight of a column of air of the corresponding temperatures given in column 17. For stations of 
above 500 feet elevation, the reduction is made by Dippers tables as given in Guyot^s Meteorological 
and Physical Tables.^' The temperatures at the sea-level are taken from column 8 of the above table. 
The temperatures in column 8 are reduced from those in column 17 on the preced- 
ing page by adding 1° Fahr. for every 850 feht. 

Windy RemltanL’^l^XxQ resultant wind direction and the comparative predominance are calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the month. The relative predominance 
in the direction of the resuliant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The 
direction is computed in the usual way hy Lambert’s formula. 

Serenity , — This column gives the average proportion of unclouded dky, a cloudless sky being 
indicated by 10 and one completely overcast by o. 

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind. 
To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

The receive 
lower rain gauge is IJ feet, and that of the anemometer 70 feet 10 inches above the lev 
ground. The velocity of wind, as indicated by Robinson^s anemometer, is registered from noon

I HAVE the honor to present an account of the sale of medicines for the 
half-year ending Slst March 1872. 

2. There is a considerable increase in the transactions of this half-year as 
compared with the n's'jlts of the two previous half-years already reported on. 
This would show, — (1) that the people appreciate the boon offered them by 
Government more and more ; and (2) that the measures adopted to extend the 
sale have been successful. 

3. The inejease is almost entirely duo to an increased sale of quinine. 
It is rema"kahlf' to observe that while 381b of this drug were sold in the zillah 
of Burdwan, only lib 7 oz. were disposed of in the adjoining zillah of Hooghly, 
where the people are known to ha* e also suffered severely from fever during 
the half-year under report. 

4. As stated in my letter No. 1323 of 27lh March /paragrap^), I caused 
partioular inquiries to be made regarding the causes of ill-auocess ofrthis scheme 
in districts where the realizations fell below Bs. 60 in the hall-year, and the 


prospect of a better sale. I append an abstract of the replies received. With 
regard to these, I would recommend — 

Bancoorah. Haz:«reel)au«;h. I, — That the Systcm should be COnti- 

. 24 "perguMiah». nucd in the districts marginally noted. 
Meduced to sfi) II.— That ill the districts enumerated 

BaiaHore. Oowaiparrah. marginally the stock should be reduced. 

Cuttack. Tezpore. 111.— That the system should be 

Ma^hhoom. entirely discontinued in the districts of 

singbhoom. Monghyr. Howrah and Garo Hills, where no sales 


have taken place, and whore no reasonable prospect of success exists. 

6. The sale of chirctta, jalap, and cholera pills, has not improved. I 

append a copv of a circular* I have caused 
to be issued on this subject. Replies have 
not as yet been received. The subject will be taken up in my next report. 


Abstract from the reports of Medical Officers regarding scantg sates of Medicines for the half year* 

ending 30/^ September 1871. 

Prksidkncy Circle. 

No (lernnnd for quinine, as it is easily procured from private ehopt. 
The sale of this drui? is likely to he increased in future. 

Howrah. — Owin;jr to theie beini? many independent practitioners in the district, who 
prescribe and supply to their patients at cheaper rates the remedies required, the sale of 
Government medicines could not he effected satisfactorily. ^ ^ 

Bancoorah. ^Qnmne and castor oil are more appr ' ciated than any other drugs which are 
procurahle in the locality at cheaper rates; the demands of cholera pills miirht be satisfactory 
if obtainable at two annas per dozen. The best mode suggested for negociating the sale of 
those drugs is to entrust the Abkaree Department with their charge. 

Midnapore . — ^Tho half-year was healthy. Arrangements have been made to effect larger 
sales in future. 

Cannot account for small sales, but the sales Sfe considerably improving. 

The cause of the small sale of medicines is simply that the natives object to pay 
for medicines. There is no prospect, with such material as Ooryahs in their present condition 
to deal with, of the sale of medicines increasing. 

Bnlasore.^^TliQ medical officer is unable to account for the very incousiderahle sale of the 
drugs on any other grounds than that the boon conferred is unappreciated. 

Pooree . — Large sale was not effected \;ecause the use of the medicines is not so generally 
known, and fever was not so prevalent here as elsewhere.* The people are too poor to purchase 
quinine, and think titey can spend their savings more profitably on oilier necessaries. However, 
it is anticipated that the sale of quinine is likely to increase. No demand for chiretta and 
jalap, as they can be procured locally. 

Dacca Circle. * 

(lOwalparaL^ A\l the people at Gowalparah are very poor, and those wlio use Europe 
medicines obtain gratis, having had recourse to the ciiaritable dispensary. The wealthy people 
never use Europe medicines. There is very little prospect of a large sale at present. 

Garo mils. — The Garos are merely savages, and do not buy medicines, nor will they 
ever use them, even if when supplied free. 

Tezpore — Rich people do not buy quinine, which is the only medicine appreciated by the 
natives. The poor classes procure it (when sick) from the charitable dispensary. 

Haga mils and SoMoogootiiing.^Ji^o^rQ^^^xii oi a better sale at present. The people are 
very poor, llecommeuds that the system may be continued. 

Dinapore Circle. 

Eazareehaugh . — Better sale has been effected during the past five months, and hopes that 
the demands for the medicines are likely to rise steadily. * 

Maunbhoom , — The causes ef scanty sale of medicines seem to be— (1) the comparative 
poverty of the mass of the population of the district; (2) the tolerably provailiiig opinion 
(Ip w it originated is not known) that quinine fevers and produces enlarged spleens; 
lastly the almost total indifference displayed by rajas, zemindars, and other men of posi' 
tion and influence in not coming forward to buy medicines, and thus showing their distelief iu 
the absurd stories circulated by some stupid and mischievous persons. 

Monghyr . — The majority of the population have had no experience of Europe medicines, 
and are in consequence ignorant of their values. It is desirable that medicines may be supplied 
to native doctors stationed in the interior of the district fur sale. 

Apathy and disinclination to pay for the medicines are perceived ; however aa 
the medicines are now sold in small quantities, better result in future is anticipated. ' 

Smthal Pergnnnahs.’^The causes of scanty sale are— 1^/, the people are ignorant; Znd 
they lire very poor; and Srd, the district is, as a rule, healthy. Very little prospect of securing 
a better sale of quinine*
